"THE  'AMERICAN  KNOW  HOW  " 

The  remarkable  production,  "the  American  Know  How,"  of  our  nation  in 
World  Wars  I  and  II  astounded  all  Mankind.  Some  shrug  shoulders  saying  "unique 
natural  wealth".  As  a  matter  of  fact  Russia,  Hindustan,  Brazil  all  have  greater 
reservoirs  thereof  than  we. 

The  basis  of  American  power  is  due  to  our  10  generations  of  fierce  selection 
on  the  Frontier.  There  were  years  in  both  Virginia  and  Massachusettss  Bay  when 
mortality  reached  50%.  For  10  generations  these  remarkable  folk  pressed  the 
Frontier  westward  until  it  reached  the  Pacific.  In  all  those  decades,  the  weaklings, 
physically  or  mentally,  did  not  live  to  father  many  sons.  .  .  .  Then  (1880-1940)  our 
Intelligentsia  proceeded  to  dissipate  this  precious  asset  by  EXCESSIVE  birth  con- 
trol. Practically  every  number  of  Eugenics  Pamphlets  has  emphasized  that 
tragedy. 


II.  GRESHAM'S  LAW  IN  ECONOMICS 

In  thinking  about  "the  American  know-how"  and  its  conservation, 
let  us  remember  Gresham's  Law  in  economics.  This,  you  will  recall, 
is  a  formula  that  gold  is  driven  into  hoarding  at  an  accelerated  rate 
dependmg  upon  the  volume  of  less  valuable  paper  eminating  from  g-ov- 
ernment  printing  presses.  This  was  true  of  the  assignats  of  the  French 
Revolution.  It  previously  had  been  true  of  the  paper  promises  to  pay 
"Spanish  milled  dollars"  of  our  Continental  Congress  in  1776.  We  still 
have  a  folksaying:— "I  don't  care  a  Continental." 

The  relentless  pressure  of  Yankee  blockade  on  the  Rebel  cotton 
ports  m  the  tragic  Civil  War  had,  by  1865,  so  depreciated  the  Con- 
federate States'  currency  it  was  a  tragic  joke  it  was  good  only  for  wall- 
paper. As  metallic  currency,  under  Gresham's  law,  tends  to  go  into 
hiding,  the  volume  of  paper  money  is  correspondingly  increased.

ISLANDS,  ICELAND, 
NEWFOUNDLAND 

Dr.  H  u  n  t  i  n  g  t  o  n 
made  eugenical  field 
studies  in  Iceland,  as 
did  your  editor.  The 
Doctor  contrasted 
with  these  his  field 
studies  in  Newfound- 
land. The  writer  book- 
ed for  Newfoundland 
when  World  War  II 
broke.  He  previously, 
however,  had  a  glimpse 
o  f  population  condi- 
tions in  the  Faroe  Is- 
lands. 

Cons  ^.ar  Iceland 
first.  Original  settlers 
were  of  a  remarkably 
high  type,  physically, 
intellectually,  spirit- 
ually.  Their  deepseated 
yearning  for  freedom 
made  them  unwilling 
to  live  under  an  early 
Hitler,  King  Harold 
Bluetooth.  They  there- 
fore dared  to  journey 
from  Norway  to  a  dis- 
tant "Land  of  Ice".  We 
still  call  it  "Iceland". 
These  Vikings  were 
drawn  almost  entirely 
from  the  Norwegian 
aristocracy.  They  took 
with  them  to  their  new 
home  their  women, 
their  children.  Includ- 
ed were  a  few  trusted 
servants,  probably  of 
lesser  I.Q.  These  jour- 
neys were  taken  in 
open  Viking  boats, 
really  dugout  canoes. 
One  or  two  still  may  be  seen  in  Scandinavian  museums. 

Arriving,  they  underwent  a  rigoi'ous  selection.  Its  parallel  prob- 
ably never  has  been  seen  in  all  history,  except  in  the  10  generations  of 
pioneering  between  James  River,  also  Plymouth  Rock,  ending  with  the 
California  Gold  Rush.  As  a  result,  Iceland  became  the  first  country  to 
achieve  100%  literacy.  This,  thru  stern  highly  eugenic  laws.  A  mar- 


"THEY  JUST  HAD  TO  JOKE" 
"Brandy  City"  is  an  example  of  eager,  hectic 
goldseekers'  indulgence  in  christening  newborn  set- 
tlements with  outlandish  names.  Others  were  "Dog- 
town",  "Liars'  Flat",  "Bootjack",  "Hangtown",  "Fid- 
dletown",  "Rough  and  Ready",  "Frog  Bar." 

This,  because  humor  was  a  needed  antidote  for 
Frontier  dangers!  Same  included  cholera,  death  by 
thirst  on  the  alkaline  desert.  Then,  too,  there  were 
redskin  arrows  that  could  be  shot  from  ambush  clean 
through  a  deer.  All  above  constantly  menaced  Cov- 
ered Wagon  routes.  At  Panama,  Yellow  Jack  relent- 
lessly marked  his  victims.  Sailing  'Round  the  Horn 
meant  scurvy,  Antarctic  storms,  then  Doldrums' 
becalment.  The  Gold  Belt  finally  reached,  followed 
disease,  disillusionment,  despair.  Vigilante  govern- 
ment could  not  quickly  be  transmuted  into  a  real 
republican  state.  In  a  land  still  lacking  law,  survival 
further  depended  on  being  "quick-on-the-trigger". 
Many,  too,  were  unaccustomed  to  merciless  rays  of 
the  Sierran  piedmont's  midsummer  sun.  The  gentle, 
soothing  hand  of  Woman  usually  was  absent  during 
the  Decade  of  Naming.  Consolation  by  the  weak  was 
sought  in  repeated  draughts  of  "three  fingers  of 
rot  gut." 

Fortunately  golddiggers,  almost  to  a  man,  were 
young  men.  Theirs  was  a  sublime  contempt  for  death 
that  a  century  later  fills  one  with  admiration. 
They  snapped  their  fingers  in  the  face  of  danger. 
They  deliberately  misspelled  "Uva  Dam"  as  "You- 

~~Be-I)amned."  They  dubbed  their  new  villages  "Growl- 
ersburg",  "Pokerville",  "You  Bet".*  This,  while  they 
commenced  building  that  empire  we  call  California. 
These  men,  eugenically,  were  a  rare  asset.  They 
were  brave,  daring,  resourceful,  inventive,  physically 
and  mentally  admirable.  They  ventured  into  what

riag-e  license  was  de- 
nied any  who  could  not 
read  nor  write.  Thus 
lowpowered  morons  fi- 
nally were  eliminated. 
Contrast  Iceland's  lit- 
eracy with  the  spend- 
ing of  U.S.A.  millions 
toward  reducing  our  il- 
literacy. We  will  spend 
thereon  future  billions. 
We  never  will  reach 
Iceland's  standard  un- 
til U.S.A.  also  com- 
mences to  legislate  eu- 
genically.

It  is  al- 
most unbelievable  such 
a  small  group  numeric- 
ally could  have  pro- 
duced so  much.  Unfor- 
tunately few  in  the 
English  -  speaking 
world  can  read  Ice- 
landic. Comparatively 
few  know  the  Icelandic 
Saga.  Those  who  do 


MODJESKA  FALLS,  CALIFORNL\  SIERRAS 

Above  Sierran  Cascade  is  an  example  of  how  our 
Pioneers  enriched  all  mankind.  Most  Covered  Wagon 
routes  converging  on  the  California  Gold  Belt  includ- 
ed three  sections.  The  first  was  the  redskin-tenanted 
prairie,  with  cholera-infested  waterholes.  The  second 
was  the  burning  alkali  desert.  The  third  was  mount- 
ing the  Eastern  escarpment  of  the  Sierra's.  The  Don- 
ner  party's  history  details  its  horrors. 

This  East  scarp  resulted  from  what  geologists  call 
a  "tilted  block".  The  tilt  was  westward.  That  East 
line  of  cliffs  culminated  in  Mt.  Whitney,  (continen- 
tal U.S.A.'s  highest  summit).  Drainage  was  toward 
the  Pacific.  Tiny,  charming  Modjeska  Falls  is  an 
example  of  the  downrush  of  waters  previously  sun- 
lifted  as  clouds  from  the  distant  ocean. 

The  American  "Know  How"  of  the  '49er's  pressing 
forward  to  the  Mother  Lode  in  the  Sierran  Piedmont 
saw  in  the  power  that  could  lift  ocean  fogs  to  2  miles 
above  sea  level,  something  to  lighten  human  labor. 
Two  of  these  pioneers,  within  a  few  decades,  were  to 
become  obsessed  with  the  idea  a  waterfall  of  the 
River  of  Bible  Toter  Jedediah  Smith's  Americans 
could  be  squeezed  into  the  diameter  of  a  wire.  If 
this  were  possible,  the  wheels  of  the  Sacramento 
railroad  shops  could  utilize  this  power.  Your  editor 
has  told  elsewhere*  the  story  of  the  first  long  dis- 
tance line  for  transmission  of  hydro-electricity.

WASHINGTON  LILY,  WILD 
ONIONS,  PENNYROYAL 

On  a  Sierran  moraine,  side  by  side, 
grew  three  plants,  Washington  lily, 
wild  onion,  mountain  pennyroyal.  Each 
had  its  own  niche,  each  extracted  from 
that  same  soil  its  own  scent.  The  mo- 
raine was  2  miles  long.  It  had  but  few 
lilies.  There  were,  however,  thousands 
of  wild  onions,  thousands  of  mints. 
The  characteristic  odors  of  each  one's 
family  persisted.  And  the  odor  of  each 
genus  WAS  different.  Galton  showed 
that  certain  families  in  Britain  pro- 
duced leadership  all  out  of  proportion 
to  their  numbers.  The  Egalitarian, 
however,  insists  that,  among  humans, 
"all  are  equal".  He  denies  that  there 
exist  even  differences  in  intellectual 
ability.  Is  this  not  absurd? 

The  Egalitarian  theory  dominates 
Soviet  philosophy.  Because  the  bril- 
liant geneticist.  Dr.  Vavilov,  could  not 
accept  conscientiously  its  dogmas,  he 
cruelly  was  "liquidated". 


VI.  SELECTION  SEVERE 
ON  ANY  FRONTIER 

The  severe  selection  which  be- 
gan among  the  first  Icelandic 
settlers  has  continued  there,  in 
one  way  or  another,  to  our  own 
day.  The  agencies  which  have 
produced  it  include  volcanoes, 
earthquakes,  floods,  cold  and  wet 
summers,  stormy  or  foggy  sea- 
sons when  fish  cannot  readily 
be  caught,  and  stormy  periods 
when  ships  could  only  rarely 
bring  supplies  from  Europe. 

_  If  selection  through  migration 
IS  intimately  connected  with 
character  and  achievement,  we 
are  confronted  by  a  principle  of 
deep  historical  significance. 

As  the  difficulties  of  the  en- 
vironment become  greater,  the 
importance  of  heredity  increases. 

VII.  EDUCATION  ON  THE  FRONTIER 

r     S^^^if'"^^"^  Atlantic's  beaches,  Maine  to  South  Caro- 

lina the  settlements  always  quickly  provided  school  and  church.  A  par- 
allel exists  m  Iceland:  In  Iceland  for  centuries  practically  everyone 
over  10  years  of  age  has  been  able  to  read  and  write,

In  proportion  to  their  numbers,  Icelanders  write 
about  one-fourth  more  than  the  Danes,  whose  high  cul- 
tural standards  are  universally  recognized. 

In  the  early  nineteenth  century  clergymen  could,  and 
did,  refuse  to  perform  the  marriage  ceremony  for  anyone 
who  could  not  read  and  write.

Curiously,  within  one  century  U.S.A.  has  forgotten  much  of  the  cost  of 
"Crossing  the  Plains".  An  example  is  that  only  recently  has  there  been  commenced 
some  research  into  the  prevalence  of  Asiatic  cholera  along  the  "Prairie  Schooner" 
trails. 

VIII.  ICELAND,  GRANDMOTHER  OF  PARLIAMENTS 

Iceland's  example  is  stressed  here  because  there  is  a  remarkable 
parallel  between  the  Nordic  Vikings  who  settled  Iceland  and  their 
blood  brothers,  the  Nordic  English,  who  pioneered  beginning  at  James 
River  and  Plymouth  Rock.  It  is  almost  startling  to  find  that,  so  success- 
ful has  been  a  certain  propaganda  in  U.  S.  A.,  the  word  "Nordic",  a 
scientific  term,  has  become  tahu  in  U.S.A.  This  propaganda  has  been 
carried  on  by  a  group  who  hypocritically  demand  "Tolerance". 

While  in  Iceland,  your  editor  made  the  usual  pilgrimage  to  Thing- 
villier.  Here  was  assembled  the  world's  first  Parliament.  It  was  a 
PARLEY-MENT.  It  was  a  gathering  where  men  came  to  "parley,"  to 
converse  about  differences,  to  talk  over  the  creation  of  a  national 
policy.  In  1931,  at  Thingvillier,  there  was  held  the  thousandth  anniver- 
sary of  the  world's  first  Parliament.  The  English  government  sent  a 
ranking  statesmen  to  congratulate  the  gathering.  He  said  in  effect: — 

"We  of  Britain  are  proud  that  the  English  parliament  on  Thames- 
bank  has  earned  the  title  of  'Mother  of  Parliaments'.  It  is  true  ours 
has  furnished  the  model  for  the  American  Congress  at  Washington, 
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for  the  State  Legisla- 
tures of  all  the  48 
American  states.  It 
was  the  sample  upon 
which  was  builded  the 
Canadian  Parliament 
at  Ottawa,  and  of  all 
the  Provincial  Parlia- 
ments from  Nova  Sco- 
tia to  British  Colum- 
bia. It  was  the  pattern 
for  the  Parliament  of 
the  Commonwealth  of 
Australia  at  Canberra, 
likewise  all  the  Parlia- 
ments of  the  various 
Australian  states.  It 
would  waste  time  to 
continue  the  list. 

"If,  however,  the 
British  Parliament  is 
justly  christened  the 
'Mother  of  Parlia- 
ments', then  I  must 
congratulate  you  upon 
your  thousand-year- 
old  Parliament,  inaug- 
urated here  at  Thing- 

villier,  as  being  the  'Grandmother  of  Parliaments'." 

IX.  NEWFOUNDLAND,  THE  BEGGAR 

Newfoundland's  inhabitants  show  a  markedly  different  type  of 
immigrant:  The  contrast  between  Iceland  and  Newfoundland  offers 
excellent  material  for  such  an  inquiry.  These  two  islands  in  the  North 
Atlantic  Ocean  lie  about  1,600  miles  apart.  They  are  of  similar  size, 
about  one-third  larger  than  Ireland.  Both  are  sparsely  populated,  with 
only  120,000  persons  in  Iceland,  290,000  in  Newfoundland,  in  contrast 
to  4,200,000  in  Ireland. 

Newfoundland  has  practically  no  literature  of  its  own.  Iceland's 
superb  early  literature  was  merely  a  prelude  to  high  literary  achieve- 
ment from  that  day  to  this.  No  official  list  of  writings  in  Newfound- 
land is  available,  but  three  hundred  books  and  articles  in  comparison 
with  Iceland's  three  thousand  is  somewhere  near  the  truth. 

Nearly  a  third  of  Newfoundland's  entire  revenue  went  into  charity. 
Newfoundland,  rather  than  go  bankrupt,  gave  up  its  status  as  a  British 
Dominion  and  became  a  crown  colony  in  1933.

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ABANDONED  FARMSTEAD 
Throughout  the  Sierran  Piedmont  of  California  are 
ruins  of  former  farmsteads.  The  Covered  Wagon 
folk  came  largely  from  a  rolling  wooded  country 
"back  East".  They  instinctively  preferred  a  similar 
environment  to  the  flat  floor  of  the  Sacramento-San 
Joaquin  Valley.  Latter  is  tawny  from  Decoration 
Day  till  the  winter  rains  awaken  the  new  herbage. 
The  settlers  were  unaccustomed  to  tarweeds,  turpen- 
tine weeds,  gum  plants,  rosin  weeds,  110°  August 
shade  temperatures. 

Much  of  the  Piedinont  soil  was  shallow.  The  on- 
coming generation  moved  either  to  the  Central  Val- 
ley floor  (as  irrigation  was  developed)  or  to  the 
cities.  The  urban  areas  have  a  tragically  low  birth-

X.  FAROE  ISLANDS 

Time  does  not  permit  the  out- 
lining of  your  editor's  Faroe  Is- 
lands investigations  more  than 
to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
they  apparently  paralleled  New- 
foundland as  to  intelligence. 
Their  preparation  of  codfish, 
even  to  one  who  does  not  claim 
to  be  expert  in  such  matters, 
seemed  an  example  of  the  differ- 
ence between  the  Faroe  Islands 
fishery  and  Iceland's.  Note,  too, 
that  in  the  journey  to  the  Faroe 
Islands  geographically  did  not 
involve  the  mileage  from  Nor- 
way as  did  that  to  Iceland.

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XI.  NORTH  CHINA 

In  evaluating  the  melting  of 
the  Pioneer,  or  American 
"Know  How"  group  in  our 
population  mass,  it  may  be 
profitable  to  consider  some 
overseas  evidence.  From 
North  China,  comes  signifi- 
cant data. 

Yale  University's  Dr.  Ells- 
worth Huntington,  now  de- 
ceased, made  field  studies  in 
North  China,  as  also  did  your 
editor.

HUMAN  LUMBER  WAGON* 

While  going  down-mountain,  your  editor 
passed  this  human  lumber-wagon  coming  up 
grade.  His  DAILY  wage,  for  13  hours,  bal- 
anced that  for  10  minutes  of  certain  union- 
ized U.S.A.  workmen. 

From  incidents  like  the  above,  one  slowly 
evolved  a  philosophy,  deeply  dyed  by  theo- 
ries of  Evolution,  of  Eugenics.  As  same  took 
form,  one  educated  in  "seeking  to  serve"  felt 
the  urge  to  translate  one's  ideals  into  action. 
In  the  20th  century's  first  quarter,  the  writ- 
er concentrated  on  eugenic  aspects  of  immi- 
gration control.  1900  to  1920,  the  most 
pressing  problem  was  to  halt  the  then  cur- 
rent inflow  of  millions  of  "New  Immi- 
grants". Among  these  were  many  social  in- 
adeq  nates.  These  systematically  were 
dumped  on  U.S.A.  by  cynical  overseas  gov- 
ernments. Their  taxpayers  were  tired  pay- 
ing for  support  of  such  weaklings.  (Not  all 
"New  Immigrants,"  of  course,  were  unde- 
sirables. There  were,  however,  conspicuously 
too  many  undesirables  including  gangsters.) 

A  group  of  much  less  than  100  secured 
enactment  of  Immigration  Quota  Acts  of 
1921-2-4,  called  "Second  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence." In  this  effort,  your  editor  or- 
ganized Immigration  Study  Commission, 
was  its  chairman  until  the  Quota  Acts 
seemed  safe.  As  the  immigrant  flood  thus 
became  a  trickle,  came  the  consciousness  of 
U.S.A.'s  already  disquieting  number  of 
nativeborn  with  low  I.Q.'s.  Concern  increased 
with  increasing  insight  into  the  workings  of 
the  Differential  Birthrates  Law.  As  the 
century's  second  quarter  opened,  it  became 
certain  that  Differential  Fecundity  speedily 
was  altering  the  make-up  of  U.S.A.'s  popu- 
lation mass.

Above  would  not  have  been  so  bad  had  it  not  been  for  the  fecun- 
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dity  of  those  who  remained  behind.  The  mores  of  all  China,  particu- 
larly as  to  ancestor  worship,  are  herein  a  most  powerful  factor.  North 
China's  lowpower  birthrate  filled  the  near-vacuum  caused  by  the  mi- 
gration of  the  more  desirable  types.  Population  not  only  did  not  de- 
crease, it  continued  to  increase.  Nature  here  stepped  in.  Famine  in 
North  China  therefore  is  taken  as  a  matter  of  course,  along  with  pest- 
ilence, with  almost  constant  Civil  war.  The  DBR  law  thus  has  been  at 
work  for  centuries  in  North  China,  just  as  it  is  working  today  in 
U.S.A.'s  population  mass. 


"SOUTH-OF-THE-RIO  GRANDE." 
"South-of-the-Rio-Grande"  must  be  added  to  the  China,  Japan,  and  Hindu- 
stan and  to  our  own  Puerto  Rico  as  centers  of  tragic  overpopulation.  From 
"Modesto  of  Vera  Cruz"  is  condensed  these  few  lines  to  describe  Mexican  living 
standards: 

"The  True  Cross  should  be  the  symbol  of  concentrated  virtue.  We  were,  there- 
fore, slightly  shocked  that  modesty  was  not  an  attribute  of  the  peon  'yclept  "Mo- 
desto".

N  ATI  ON.  If  he  gets 
there,  he  finds  himself 
confronted  with  undevel- 
oped territory,  peopled 
perhaps  by  hostile  na- 
tives. He  has  to  carve  out 
a  place  for  himself.  The 
immigrant  comes  to  a 
land  already  well  devel- 
oped, with  a  stable 
economy,  established 
services  of  protection  and 
order,  and  abundant  op- 
portunities to  make  a 
living  in  varied  occupa- 
tions. He  travels  in  ves- 
sels that  are  uncomfort- 
able enough.  Heaven 
knows,  but  not  particu- 
larly dangerous  to  health 
or  life.  The  colonist 
comes  to  a  life  that  he 
expects  to  be,  in  physical 
ways,  harder,  more  ardu- 
ous, and  more  dangerous 
than  that  which  he 
leaves.  The  immigrant 


comes  to  a  country  which  he  hopes  to  find  easier,  more  comfortable,  more  fi- 
nancially profitable  than  his  old  home — that  is  why  he  comes  in  the  majority  of 
cases.  The  colonist  helps  to  build  a  new  people,  to  give  character  to  a  new  nation- 
ality. The  immigrant  seeks  admission  to  a  nationality  already  developed,  in  which 
in  the  beginning  he  must  necessarily  be  something  of  a  stranger."  (Fairchild's 
Race  and  Nationality,  Page  120,  121.) 


JAPANESE  COMORANTS,  TRAINED  TO  FISH 

Buddhists,  adverse  to  butchery,  forgive  eating  venison  by  calling  it  "mountain 
whale".

He  is  giving  field  instruction  at  Fallen  Leaf  Lake 
to  a  class  in  Entomology.  Your  editor's  recollection 
is  that  the  following  was  told:  He  described  Cali- 
fornia aphids  and  the  need  of  much  research  there- 
on. He  told  of  the  economic  importance  of  one  Chi- 
nese aphid.  This  Chinese  aphis  is  similar  in  habit  to 
the  wax-producing  aphids  of  California.  The  Oriental 
one  produces  commerce's  Fela  wax.  This  is  the  basis 
of  the  fine  ceremonial  candles  used  in  certain 
churches'  worship. 

Fela  wax  is  exported  to  Europe  from  the  province 
of  Szechuen.  The  aphis  are  born  in  one  part  of  the 
province.  Since  there  are  no  roads,  they  must  be 
transported  over  the  mountains  by  runners.  They 
arrive  finally  at  where  they  can  produce  the  wax. 
They  cannot,  however,  reproduce  offspring  that  yield 
good  Fela  wax  at  the  new  locality.  FRESH  AFHIDS 
HAVE  TO  BE  OBTAINED  BY  RUNNER  TRANS- 
FORT  EACH  SFRING.

Then  philan- 
thropic Lumber  King  Eddy  organized  an  experimen- 
tal station  to  commence  breeding  timber  trees  as  is 
done  with  tomatoes,  with  garden  tulips.  Now,  at  the 
Institute  of  Forest  Genetics,  Uncle  Sam  has  taken 
over.  Government  now  is  trying  to  breed  from  the 
next  best. 

Why  not  also  Human  Genetics,  which  trends  into 
Eugenics? 

*No  wonder  some  decades  later  a  London  editor  headlined  a  prayer 
"Oh,  God!  Send  Us  A  Leader".  Briton's  leaders  slept  in  Flanders 
Fields.  With  them  went  the  genes  of  unborn  leadership  for  all  cen- 
turies to  come. 

PIONEER  INVENTIVENESS 

Same  intrigues  the  Eugenist.  He  questions:  How  much  of  the  coveted  "Ameri- 
can Know  How"  resulted  from  Pioneering?  Into  no  field  has  more  progress  been 
telescoped  than  INVENTION.  Was  not  America's  inventiveness  born  of  10  genera- 
tions of  Frontier  life?  Those  physically  or  mentally  weak  died  before  begetting 
many  sons.  Only  the  best  survived.  In  San  Francisco's  telephone  directory,  some 
years  ago,  the  Yellow  Section  included  10  pages  of  radio,  21  pages  automobile 
firms.  Contrast  latter  with  its  few  livery  stables  in  the  Gold  Rush. 

As  late  as  190.5,  Yosemite  stage  schedules  required  passengers  to  arise  at  3 
a.m.  This  was  a  hangover  from  the  old  Covered  Wagon  philosophy:  "Finish  your 
horsework  before  noonday  heat."  That,  too,  was  the  price  of  survival. 

Here  is  a  boy's  account  of  Sacramento's  first  telephone: — "The  desk  in  Dad's 
study  long  had  a  Morse  Key.  Sacramento's  young  married  couples  in  those  days 
gossipped  in  dot-dot-dash-dot.  Dad's  "Science  News"  arrived  one  day,  predicting 
wiring  the  human  voice.  Excitedly  he  rushed  to  the  kitchen  to  tell  Mother.  Next 
morning  he  took  me  with  him  across  our  alley  to  a  planing  mill.  In  a  neighbor's 
yard,  we  passed  an  abandoned  Covered  Wagon.  "If  that  old  Prairie  Schooner's 
folks  were  alive",  Dad  said,  "their  ears  wouldn't  believe  what  we  are  doing."  5 
minutes  later  he  had  selected  a  redwood  6x6.  Soon  he  was  directing  the  Ger- 
man at  the  lathe  how  to  shape  what  was  both  telephone  receiver  and  transmitter  "

XII.  CALIFORNIA'S  POPULATION  INCREASE  P 

The  increase  of  population  in  California  was  considerably  greater 
than  in  any  other  State,  being  1,230,136  as  compared  with  891,076  in 
New  York.  Since  there  was  but  little  immigration  into  U.S.A.  m  the 
1930-40  decade  this  represents  an  increase  of  our  own  people.  It  is 
part  of  a  force  now  almost  spent— a  force  Woodrow  Wilson  dubbed 
"The  Swarming  of  the  English."  •,    i  ,  i 

Ten  generations  of  American  expansion  were  marked  by  almost 
unparalleled  increases  in  population.  Examples  of  such  families  are 
Patrick  Henry's,  also  Paul  Revere's.  These  large  families  were,  more- 
over, characteristic  of  the  leadership  group.  Following  their  English 
forebears,  the  leadership  type  recognized  instinctively  the  eugenic 
value  of  family  pride.  This  is  a  force  not  entirely  gone  m  the  South. 

"Who  loves  nature?  Who  does  not?  Is  it  only  poets,  and  men  of  leisure  and  cultivation,  who 
live  with  her?  No;  but  also  hunters,  farmers,  grooms,  and  butchers."  (Gems  from  Emerson,  p.  39.)

Any- 
thing that  helped  pro- 
duce food  had  to  be 
utilized.  The  castle- 
lined  Doubs  Valley,  in 
the  Franche-Comte,  is 
as  romantic,  as  that  of 
the  Rhine.  The  Upper 
river  curves  between 
limestone  cliffs.  Their 
gray  walls  contrast 
beautifully  with  the 
fresh  green  foliage  of 
rain  -washed  beech 
trees.  Its  folk  for  cen- 
t  u  r  i  e  s  have  been 
famed  for  their  pas- 
sionate devotion  to 
Liberty. 

Back  in  Lothair's 
time,  this  province  so  strenuously  fought  his  exactions  it  won  the  name 
Frawc/ie-Comte,  "the  county  of  the  Frank,"  or  those  courageous 
enough  to  dare  to  speak  Frank-ly.  For  centuries  the  name  "Franks" 
has  blazed  brilliantly  in  contrast  with  that  of  their  underlings,  the 
Slavs,  or  "Slaves".  The  national  name,  "France",  is  based  on  this 
Franche-Comte.  We  still  speak  admiringly  of  "frank"  people,  as 
opposed  to  those  deceitful,  tricky,  cringing,  fawning. 

Hiking  in  the  Juras,  studying  the  peasants  there,  one  has  the  im- 
pression that  few  have,  like  Pasteur,  the  brain  pattern  of  the  old 
Franks  once  resident  there.  They  are  worthy,  pious  folk,  hardwork- 
ing, docile.  Are  they,  however,  the  type  that  would  fight  intelligently 
for  freedom?  Here  was  born  Pasteur,  whose  researches  are  credited 
with  saving  more  than  a  million  lives.  Always  earnestly,  even  tho  not 
always  wisely,  man  has  idolized  Freedom.  America's  slogan  in  1917, 
was  "make  the  world  safe  for  Democracy".  Madam  Roland,  standing 


BROOM  REPLACES  NATIVE  CHAPARRAL 
The  "Prairie  Schooners"  of  the  '49era,  having  nego- 
tiated the  precipitous  East  'scarp  of  the  Sierra 
Nevadas,  rumbled  down  the  Sierran  block's  West 
slope.  They  descended  thru  the  sugar-pine-sequoia- 
ponderosa  forest  to  the  hot  foothills  of  the  Pied- 
mont's Gold  Belt.  Here  they  found  the  "Elfin  Eor- 
est".  Its  chaparral  consisted  mostly  of  manzanita, 
ceanothus,  adentostomas. 

The  native  shrubs  the  Pioneers  came  to  love  are 
today  threatened,  from  a  dozen  "centers  of  infection" 
by  an  alien.  From  Europe  came  the  broom.  Our 
photograph  shows  how  completely  the  chaparral 
has  been  eliminated  in  competition  with  the  invader. 
(Shrubs  to  right  of  couple,  above  road,  below  trees.) 
As  with  shrubs,  so  also  with  humans.  A  certain 
group  in  U.S.A.,  whose  loyalty  one  has  the  right  to 
question,  almost  successfully  opposed  the  enactment 
of  the  Immigration  Quota  Acts  of  1921-22-24.

"ELFIN  FOREST"  COMEBACK 

How  the  Pioneers  found  California's  "Elfin  Forest"  is  described  under  the 
illustration  in  this  number  captioned  "Broom  Displaces  Native  Chaparad  .  Lest  we 
be  considered  alarmist  and  pessimistic,  let  us  remind  the  reader  ot  the  LomebacK 
findings  described  all  thru  the  Eugenics  Pamphlets  series. 

That  comeback,  (under  forest-fire  conditions,  and  m  absence  ot  an  alien 
competitor),  is  possible,  is  shown  by  our  photograph  above.  The  road  to  the  right 
was  graded  AFTER  the  fire.  Against  the  center  skyline  show  the  charred  branches 
of  the  tough,  hard  manzanita.  Note  left  upper  center,  the  white  triangle  of  grasses 
and  herbs.  Same  was  kodaked  3  years  after  the  fire.  Below  this  is  exposed  man- 
zanita root  system.  Along  this  road-cut  thereafter  was  as  much  root  space  below 
ground  as  twig  space  above.  THE  NEW  GREEN  GROWTH  CAN  BE  SEEN 
AT  THE  BASE  OF  THE  CHARRED  TWIGS  AND  BEYOND  SAID  TRIANGLE 
OF  GRASSES.  In  other  words,  even  after  a  forest  fire  as  severe  as  was  this,  in 
the  Elfin  Forest,  the  kind  the  Pioneer  saw  on  arrival,  can  STAGE  A  COMEBACK, 
if  they  are  given  relief  from  pressure  of  aliens  from  low  wage  areas.  

XIV.  ECONOMIC  OR  THINGS  SPIRITUAL? 

Is  the  cause  of  the  tobogganing  birthrate  entirely  economic  ?  Is  it 
perhaps  partly  spiritual?  Can  the  Church  help  herein? 

N.  C.  Eugenics  Society's  members  helped  toward  the  placing  in 
U.S.A.  libraries  an  epochal  book.  It  is  "Fifth  Avenue  to  Farm".  It  can 
be  read  with  profit  by  every  clergyman.  It  suggests  that  newlyweds 
of  the  leadership  type  deliberately  should  dedicate  their  lives  to  the 
kind  of  parenthood  suggested  by  one  of  America's  foremost  eugenists.

We  no  longer  require  the  12-,  the  16-child  family  of  pioneer 
days.  We  DO  need,  however,  the  4-child  family  of  those  of  high  eugenic 
worth !

CHILDREN  AT  LES  JARDINS  UNGEMACH 

To  one  weary,  in  the  1930s,  of  mouthinss  screeched  by  nerveracking  Fascist 
radios,  'tis  as  restful  as  enjoying  Ungemach's  roses  to  note  Les  Jardins  Unge- 
mach's  spirit  of  democratic  cooperation.  There  affection  ranged  from  smiling  par- 
ents to  the  toddlers  delightedly  exclaiming:  "Oh!  Papa  DachertI"  All  seemed 
attuned  to  a  pleasing  harmony. 

Helpful  in  creating  this  spirit  is  Ungemach's  peculiar  situation.  Strassburg 
is  where  the  River  111  deltas  at  the  Rhine.  This  111  was  to  give  its  name  to  a  land 
of  bloody  wars,  ILL-SACE,  ELSASS,  ALSACE.  Shrewd  Roman  engineers  sensed 
the  strategy  of  a  camp  there.  Strassburg,  built  on  a  delta  island,  is  rather  Vene- 
tian. One  of  its  islands,  later,  was  to  become  the  site  of  Les  .lardins  LTngemach.* 
This  means  more  than  marvelously-fertile  soil.  It  means  exceptional  nearby  oppor- 
tunities for  leisure  hours,  canoeing,  boating.  Best  of  all,  it  offers  that  sport  dear- 
est to  all  French  hearts — fishing.  On  a  June  afternoon  the  Ill's  banks  are  lined 
with  patient,  philosophic  Gallic  Izaak  Waltons.

XV.  BABYLONIANS— AND  COVERED-WAGON  FOLK 

Even  a  hasty  glance  at  the  beginnings  of  civihzation  among  the 
primitive  peoples  of  the  Euphrates  valley  will  serve  to  give  an  idea  of 
how  much  we  owe  to  the  old  Chaldeans.  Rawlinson  wrote  "Chaldea 
stands  forth  as  the  great  parent  and  inventress  of  Asiatic  civiliza- 
tion". We  now  know  the  classical  nations,  whose  inheritors  we  are,  re- 
ceived from  the  Orient  many  of  the  primary  elements  of  art,  literature, 
and  mythology.  We  may  say  therefore  that  Chaldea  was  one  of  the  two 
main  sources  of  our  civilization — Egypt  was  the  other. 

The  writer,  as  a  student  of  eugenics,  has  visited  and  revisited  the 
area  that  embraced  these  sources  of  learning  and  invention.  He  has 
been  saddened  by  the  cringing  "Effendi"  of  the  fellahin.  Inventive- 
ness, for  example,  has  gone.  Methods  of  agriculture,  including  irri- 
gation, are  unimproved  for  a  score  of  centuries.  The  intelligent,  inven- 
tive type  has  been  bred  out.

The  latter  "sep- 
arated himself  from  2 
days'  pay,  then  went 
outside  and  pushed 
people  off  the  side- 
walk" in  his  conceit.

U.S.A.'s  progress,  is  shown  by  above 
contract.  It  has  been  possible  only  because  of  an  inventiveness  based 
on  10  generations  of  Frontier  Life.  Here  was  fierce  Selection.  Only 
the  physically  strong,  the  mentally  alert  and  resourceful  could  sur- 
vive. Weaklings  were  eliminated,  as  by  redskin  arrows,  before  they 
begot  many  children!  _  .  .: 

XVIL  WHEN  OUR  COPPER  IS  GONE 

We  needed  so  much  copper  in  World  War  II,  it  was  predicted,  just 
before  it  ended,  that  our  supply  of  the  red  metal  will  last  only  until 
1979.  In  the  struggle  to  prevent  displacement  of  the  American  way  of 
life  by  ruthless  dictatorship,  whether  Nazi,  Fascist  or  Japanese,  we  did 
not  hesitate  to  exhaust  our  metals.  We  spend  billions  to  win  a  war. 
We  now  do  much  to  control  undesirable  insect  immigrants.  We  have, 
however,  hardly  scratched  the  surface  as  to  human  genetics  and  eu- 
genics.

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ARIZONA  ANECDOTES 
PETRIFIED  FOREST,  PAINTED  DESERT 

A  New  Zealand  conifer  is  called  "celery-leaved 
pine".  Its  leaves  DO  somewhat  resemble  a  tiny  bunch 
of  celery.  Southern  Hemisphere  conebearers  today 
often  are  of  similar  archaic  types.  Lacking  severe 
competition,  they  persist  there. 

Similar  primitive  pines  once  covered  much  of  our 
Northern  Hemisphere.  Indeed,  botanists  call  one 
species  from  Arizona's  Petrified  Forest: — ARAU- 
CARIOXYLON  ARIZONICUM,  or  Arizona's  Arau- 
cara-wooded.  The  Araucarians,  whose  name  was  giv- 
en this  pine,  are  an  Indian  tribe  in  Chile.  Araucaria 
pines  are  Down-Under  conifers  of  ancient  type. 

Why  did  these  pines  become  extinct  up  North? 
Perhaps  because  foliage  like  the  "celery-leaf"  was 
less  fitted  to  sbed  snow  than  our  needle-leaved 
pine.  Bran<;hes  holding  snow  broke  under  the  weight, 
could  not  produce  pinenuts. 

Is  there  not  a  parallel  here  as  to  humans?  Less 
fertile  groups  melt  before  those  of  greater  fecundity. 
Eugenists  are  nonsectarian.  They  are  interested, 
however,  in  studying  data  illustrating  the  workings 
of  the  Differential  Birth  Rates  Law  as  to  any  con- 
trasting groups.  One  fascinating  survey  was  of  the 
three  principal  religious  groups  in  Indianapolis.

ONE  CATTAIL  RELEASES  1,000,000  SEEDS 

When  Pharoah's  dauRhter  found  the  infant  Moses 
"in  the  bulrushes",  our  translation  uses  a  word  ap- 
plied to  certain  water-loving  plants  the  world  over. 
In  California,  the  bulrush,  or  cattail,  is  a  trouble- 
some weed  in  the  reclamation  canals.  It  chokes  the 
ditches,  prevents  efficient  delivery  of  water  to  crops. 
Hence,  every  few  years,  costly  mechanized  equip- 
ment is  required  to  remove  the  growth. 

Bulrush  is  a  prolific  plant.  Your  editor  one  day 
estimated,  using  his  lens,  the  number  of  seeds  in 
one  head.  It  was  over  1,000,000.  These  are  given  off, 
at  more  than  .5,000  seeds  daily,  over  months.  In  win- 
ter gales,  they  travel  far.  It  is  certain  that  in  one 
winter  every  tiny  spot  that  is  wet  enuf  to  sprout  a 
bulrush  has  its  seed. 

Your  editor  watched  a  new  bulrush  colony  in  a 
district  just  brought  under  irrigation.  A  single  seed, 
blown  perhaps  ten  miles,  had  rooted.  In  5  years  every 
ditch  in  that  area,  (all  once  weed-free)  was  bulrush- 
choked. 

Colonization  of  fecund  humans  also  can  quickly 
alter  a  nation's  population  mass.  The  Pioneers  may 
continue  to  have  2,  1,  even  0  children.  Immigrant 
kiths  may  average  6.3  and  8.6  offspring  as  do  two 
groups  right  now  in  one  California  city.  It  is  a  simple 
matter  of  arithmetic  to  contrast  2  multiplied  4 
times,  with  8  also  multiplied  4  times  to  estimate  the 
composition  that  city's  population  in,  say,  our  grand- 
crildren's  day.  Try  your  ballpoint.  If  U.S.A.  could  re- 
duce biological  illiteracy, — if  our  citizens  would 
learn  from  even  weeds  like  the  bulrush — we  would 
have  clearer  thinking  as  to  immigration  control  legis- 
lation. 


XVIII.  CAPER- 
NAUM'S ANCIENT 
SYNAGOGUE 

We  were  sitting  on 
the  steps  of  Caper- 
naum Synagogue.^  It  is 
one  of  few  places  in 
Palestine  most  biblical 
scholars  agree  is  ac- 
curately identified.  In 
front,  the  Sea  of  Gali- 
lee lapped  the  sandy 
beach.  One  learned  in 
Scriptural  lore,  said  to 
the  Eugenist  "What  a 
difference  between  the 
freshwater  of  Sea  of 
Galilee  and  the  very 
salty  Dead  Sea.  Are 
they  not  like  humans? 
Galilee  receives  upland 
drainage.  It  also  gives 
out  as  well.  Its  water 
is  sweet.  The  Dead 
Sea,  like  a  selfish  indi- 
vidual,  accepts  all 
coming  its  way.  It 
gives  nothing.  It  is 
corrodingly  bitter." 

The  eugenist  later 
reflected  "If  only  even 
a  few  of  America's 
keen  businessmen,  in- 
tent upon  accumula- 
tion of  profits,  could 
know  the  very  deep 
joy  of  the  giving  as 
much  as  of  the  get- 
ting, how  happy  they 
would  be.  What  a  vast 


difference  would  re- 
sult to  the  Americans  of  generations  to  come  if  such  splendid  intellects 
would  devote  even  half  their  time  to  the  eugenical  solution  of  our 
nation's  problem." 

XIX.  PUERTO  RICO'S  POPULATION  PROBLEM 
Puerto  Rico's  deaths  per  thousand  population  were  over  20  in 
1936.  They  have  been  cut  down  to  14  in  1945.  All  this  intensifies  very 
much  the  problems  arising  thru  population  pressure  of  a  population 
with  a  very  high  percentage  of  illiterates,  many  of  whom  are  moronic. 

EUGENIGRAMS 

"Neurospora  uses  the  same  building-blocks  that  man  uses.  And  Neurospora's 
genes  can  be  experimented  with  conveniently,  painlessly,  and  with  a  fair  degree 
of  control."

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ONCE  A  REDSKIN'S  HOME 

Eloquent  are  croppings  kodaked  above.  They  tell 
of  redskin's  EXTINCTION.  These  Pueblos  were 
peaceloving.  Today  we  might  call  them  "pacifists." 
They  lived  in  laddered  houses,  on  escarped  plateaus, 
reachable  only  to  footmen  singlefiling  thru  a  canyon.

SIVE BIRTH  CONTROL. 

One  hears  sneers: — "U.S.A.'s  population  is  so  vast, 
'tis  ridiculous  to  speak  of  Pioneer  stocks'  extinction." 
Geologic  history,  however,  teems  with  the  records  of 
extinct  species.  Mother  Nature,  for  1,000,000,000 
years,  engaged  in  EXPERIMENTAL  SELECTION. 
She  started  with  algae,  amoeba.  She  still  has  not  en- 
tirely discarded  these  primitive  types.  In  the  Age  of 
Reptiles,  perhaps  200,000,000  years  ago,  her  vogue 
was  SIZE.  She  built  up  gigantic  dinosaurs,  Tricero- 
tops, Stegosaurus,  and,  heaviest  of  all,  Brontosaurus 
or  Thunder  Lizard.  While  concentrating  on  muscle- 
power.  Mother  Nature  always  had  a  whole  laboratory 
of  possibilities.  One,  then  perhaps  unpromising,  was 
the  mammal.  Here  she  was  commencing  to  think  of 
brainpower,  in  lieu  of  musclepower.  Like  Daughter- 
with-an-alleged-voice,  in  George  Ade's  "Fables  in 
Slang,"  she  was  "trying  it  on  the  Box  Office". 

One  paleontologist  describes  Tricerotops  is  "2 
pounds  of  brain,  10  tons  of  muscle".  He  adds  "a  100 
lbs.  man  also  has  a  2-lb.  brain,  a  200  to  1  advan- 
tage" Tricerotops  IS  extinct.  So,  also  is  Stego- 
saurus, big  as  an  elephant,  with  a  2'/2  ounce 
brain.  In  Mother  Nature's  experiment  between  rep- 
tilian brawn  and  mammalian  brain,  intellect  won. 
Dinosaurs  today  are  extinct.  Man,  highest  of  mam- 
mals, marches  on.  Man,  however,  since  1880,  has 
reversed  nature  by  his  excessive  birth  control  of  his 
Intellectuals. 

Mother  Nature,  in  that  thousand-million  years, 
never  once  ceased  selection.  Stock-,  also  plant- 
breeders  can,  by  artificial  selection,  remarkably 
accelerate  natural  selection.  .  .  .  Thus  we  have  the 
comparatively  new  science.  Modern  Genetics.

from  the  in  V  e  n  t  i  V  e 
type  of  brain.  Contrast 
with  such  folk,  who 
have  made  our  chemi- 
cal industry,  the  low- 
powered.  Not  long  ago 
U.S.A.  had  over  5  mil- 
lion unemployEZ).  As 
Britain  found  out 
years  ago,  many  of 
these  unemployA^Lfi". 

The  tragedy  herein 
is  the  fact  that  the 
supply  of  these  kind  of 
people  (the  highpow- 
ered  inventive  type) 
are  being  bred  out, 
while  the  unemploy- 
able type  multiply  like 
rabbits. 

Here  is  how  the  Law 
of  Differential  Birth 
Rates  works.  If  one 
couple,  say  the  invent- 
or type,  multiplies  at  a 
3-child  rate,  and  an- 
other, say  the  near- 
moron,  at  a  9-child

PAY  CHECK 

The  annual  income 
per  capita  of  other  na- 
tions compared  with 
U.S.A.  is  an  index  to 
living  standards.  It  al- 
so, to  some  extent, 
throws  a  searchlight 
upon  the  standing, 
physically  and  mental- 
ly, of  the  populations 
in  various  areas.  It  is 
no  surprise  that  a  re- 
c  e  n  t  publication  lists 
U.S.  annual  per  capita 
income  in  a  recent 
study  at  $555.00.  Com- 
pare this  with  the  in- 
come of  say  Honduras  listed  at  approximately  $34. 

XXH.  DENMARK'S  EUGENIC  REGISTRATION 

Denmark  now  card  indexes  everybody  in  a  Eugenic  Registration. 
This  is  done  by  these  highly  intelligent  people,  who  often  lead  all  the 
rest  of  the  world  of  thought.  They  are  attempting  to  translate  into 
action  the  idea  of  Sir  Francis  Galton  that  it  is  possible  to  improve 
humans  the  same  as  we  improve  race  horses  and  roses  by  SELECTIVE

'Tt  is  also  of  eugenic  importance  that  patients  with  hereditary 
diseases  should  stay  for  a  considerable  length  of  time  in  hospitals  or 
institutions,  or  be  submitted  to  the  control  implied  by  public  care. 
This  results  in  a  shorter  or  longer  segregation  or  separation  of  such 
individuals,  which  naturally  lowers  their  chances  of  propagation.  Thus 
the  hospital  or  institutional  treatment,  public  care  and  compulsory 
notification  of  the  feeble-minded,  epileptic,  deaf,  blind  and  crippled  are 
of  eugenic  importance." 

XXIII.  "LIQUIDATION  " 

"To  establish  a  Communist  dictatorship,  Stalin  had  to  remove  or 
exterminate  approximately  1/6  of  the  population.  All  those  people — 
workers,  farmers,  teachers,  ministers,  businessmen,  officers,  leaders 
of  all  walks  of  life — are  briefly  labeled  "bourgeoisie"  or  "kulaks"  and 
liquidated.  .  .  .

If  a  eug-enist  had  written  in 
Babylon  in  its  Golden  Age  his 
offerings  would  have  taken  a 
crude,  but  rather  permanent 
form. 

The  books  of  the  Chaldeans 
were  in  general  clay  tablets, 
varying  in  length  from  one  inch 
to  twelve  inches,  and  being 
about  one  inch  thick.  They  were 
closely  written  on  both  sides, 
and  often  over  the  edges,  the 
characters  employed  being  the 
cuneiform.  Those  holding  rec- 
ords of  special  importance  were,

the  matter  was  written  in  duplicate  and  the  tablets  again  baked. 

One  wonders  how  long  our  printing  of  today  will  last.  Certainly 
the  newspapers  printed  since  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II  will  hardly 

survive  much  wear.  And  even 
our  best  bound  books  will  hardly 
stand  the  buffeting  that  came  to 
the  illuminated  parchments  of 
the  days  when  a  community's 
sole  book,  its  Bible,  was  chained 
to  a  stone  pillar  and  desk  in  its 
cathedral  church. 

However,  the  civilization  that 
was  Babylon's,  that  made  its 
record  in  indented,-then  burned- 
clay  is  inherited  by  a  thousand 
millions  today.  This  is  something 
that  partakes  of  immortahty. 

Geneticists  and  eugenists  are, 
in  this  20th  century,  also  build- 
ing, with  new  found  tools  for  the 
milleniums  to  come.  Today  men 
have  learned  how  to  mould  their 
destiny  in  a  way  that  would 
cause  the  brick-indenters  of 
Babylon  to  stare  open-mouthed 
in  wonder.

"Constantly  saw  flocks  of  40  to  100

Had  the 
Audubon  Society  been  in  existence  in 
Scott's  time,  this  attractive  little  par- 
rot, resident  for  centuries  in  Contin- 
ental U.S.A.  might  have  been  spared 
to  thrill  a  hundred  generations  yet 
unborn  of  kiddies — and  adults.  .  .  . 
The  Everglades  National  Park  Act, 
however,  will  save  a  dozen  other  bird 
species.  It  is  U.S.A.'s  only  tropical 
National  Park  reachable  by  automo- 
bile, 

Eugenists  are  interested  in  above 
problem  of  Extinction.  The  disappear- 
ance of  the  Golden-Age  Athenians  is 
being  paralleled  by  race-suiciding 
American  intellectuals  today.  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  recent  statistics  show 
one  woman's  College  with  1.76  chil- 
dren per  mother  reporting.  Our  un- 
derstanding in  above  includes  only  fer- 
tile marriages,  not  childless  ones.  Nor 
does  it  consider  "Career  Spinsters".

AGAIN  THE  FRENCH  CODE 

France's  1940  collapse  following  nationwide  hys- 
teria over  the  1939  news  about  the  French  birthrate 
fall,  cannot  be  told  too  often.  Your  editor,  for  some 
years,  worked  in  France  with  French  friends  herein. 
We  tried  to  awaken  France.  For  some  centuries 
France  had  been  the  world's  intellectual  leader.  His 
group  tried  to  jolt  the  French  as  to  the  menace  of 
the  extremely  dysgenic  birthrate  of  their  intellect- 
uals.

Desiring  their  daughters  should  marry  into  the  rem- 
nants of  the  old  French  aristocracy,  they  limited 
families  wherever  possible  to  one  daughter.  This,  in 
order  that  these  tradesmen  might  give  such  a  girl 
the  largest  possible  Dot. 

The  guillotine,  the  wars  of  Napoleon,  then  above 
excessive  birth  control  brought  about  the  conditions 
that  no  French  was  willing  to  listen  about  until  the 
League  of  Nations'  announcement.  Then  the  French 
Cabinet  dropped  war  work,  even  as  the  Maginot  line 
was  being  filled,  to  hastily  enact  the  Code  de  la 
famille.  This  was  necessary  to  bolster  sinking  French 
morale.

San  Francisco  strad- 
dles the  San  Andreas 
'fault  that  comes  out 
of  the  ocean,  up  Men- 
docino way,  gives  us 
two  fine  bodies  of  salt 
water  in  attenuated 
Tomales  Bay  and  Bo- 
linas  Bay,  then  cuts 
across  San  Francisco 
and  Stanford.  Pioneer 
aviators  used  to  follow 
its  scar  down  almost  to 
Los  Angeles.

Sonoran  zone.  These  sometimes 
mount  to  110  degrees  in  the  shade. 
Note  the  trunk  dividing  into  several 
branches.  This  is  a  characteristic  of 
Sabine  pine.  It  makes  it  practically 
worthless  for  lumber.  Same  is,  how- 
ever, part  of  the  tree's  evolution. 
Along  with  this  is  a  sparse  foliage 
which  made  John  Muir  call  it  the 
most  "palmlike  of  pines".  All  na- 
ture tends  toward  survival.  The  Sa- 
bine pine  is  the  "Digger  pine"  of 
the  '49er  pioneers.  This,  because  the 
Digger  Indians  used  their  rich  pine- 
nuts  as  an  important  food  source. 
It  has  remained  for  the  intellec- 
tuals of  our  country  to  have  re- 
versed by  excessive  birth  control 
from  1880  to  1940  the  processes  of 
Nature.

In- 
stead of  one  husband  with  many 
wives  and  concubines,  it  is  quite  the 
opposite.  Kipling  wrote  of  the  Tibe- 
tan women  :  "U  n  c  1  e  a  n  wives  of 
many  husbands."  Perhaps  one 
should  not  misjudge  those  who  have 
no  hot  water  conveniences,  whose 
bathing  means  icy  cold  water. 


"UNCLEAN  WIVES  OF  MANY 

HUSBANDS" 
Above  is  Kipling's  description  of 
the  Tibetians  who  practice  polyan- 
dry. There  are  several  races  up 
among  the  "Snows".  Our  coolies  thru 
the  Himalayan  passes  were  the  lov- 
able little  Ghurkas.  They  were  proud 
of  their  record  of  unbroken  loyalty 
to  the  British  Raj.  They  remind  one 
that  even  the  Sihks  have  one  black 
mark. 

They  are  wizards  with  the  knife. 
Americans  who  fought  in  Burma  in 
World  War  II  tell  of  a  Ghurka's  en- 
counter, on  a  jungle  trail  with  a  Nip- 
ponese. The  Jap  fired,  missed.  The 
Ghurka's  knife  spun  thru  the  air. 
"You  missed  too"  shouted  the  Mi- 
kado's subject.  "You  shake  your 
head"  was  the  Ghurka's  rejoiner. 


Under  population  pressure,  man- 
kind has  radiated  into  this  forbidden  environment.  Under  Polyandry, 
survival  IS  possible.  In  other  words,  3,  5,  even  6  husbands  are  necessary 
to  gain  a  living  for  the  single  wife  whom  they  all  share.  Eugenists  in 
the  Himalayas  wonder  if  this  is  not  a  marvelous  method  of  birth  con- 
trol. It  seems  superior  to  the  infanticide  strategy  by  which  Japan's 
population  was  held  at  approximately  25  million  for  many  decades. 
This,  until  the  rise  of  her  militarists  brought  the  slogan  "a  baby  a 
year". 

The  Tibetans  are  soaked  in  superstition.  Let  us  remember,  how- 
ever, even  the  erudite  Linnaeus  was  not  free  from  the  claims  of  mediae- 
val superstition.  Failing  to  grasp  the  facts  about  bird  migration,  he 
accepted  the  folkstory  that  swallows  hibernate  over  winter  in  the  mud.

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THE  DESERTED  DEWAN  KHAS 

Fatehpur  Sikri  is  a  beautiful  city  in  stone.  It  was  built  in  Hindustan's 
desert,  by  a  Moslem  ruler,  several  centuries  ago.  It  was  abandoned,  before  occu- 
pancy, because  of  a  holy  man's  curse.  A  lunch  al  fresco  was  being  enjoyed  by  your 
editor.  This  was  on  the  loggia  outside  the  never-used  elephant  stables.  He  was 
engaged  in  earnest  conversation  with  some  friends.  He  held  a  sandwich  between 
his  thumb  and  forefinger,  elbow  resting  on  a  stone  arm.  When  he  started  to  eat 
his  sandwich,  it  was  gone.  A  moment  before  a  Kite  had  been  perched  atop  the 
South  tower.  The  same  Kite  was  now  at  the  North  tower.  It  was  consuming  that 
sandwich.  Its  strike  was  made  so  noiselessly,  yet  withal  so  accurately,  the  theft 
of  the  sandwich  was  unnoticed. 

It  was  from  a  Moslem  friend  at  abovedescribed  luncheon  one  heard  compared 
Mohammedan  Polygamy  with  Christian  Monogamy.  This  Follower  of  the  Prophet 
declared  West  European  domination  of  Islam,  from  Morocco  to  Java,  from  Turkey 
to  Somaliland  and  Senegambia,  was  due  to  the  harem.  He  said  r.o  outsider  could 
understand  its  hell  of  intrigue. 

Possibly  more  than  half  of  our  earth's  plus  2,000,000,000  live  under  Poly- 
gamy. Is  this  one  example  that  Man  is  only  a  little  higher  than  the  beasts?  The 
elephant,  the  sealion,  even  the  rooster  of  our  poultry  yards  dominate  by  force 
their  respective  harems.

If  the  salt  hath  lost  its  savour, — it  is  thence  forth  good  for 
nothing  but  to  be  cast  out."  (The  Bible  teems  with  cugenical  wisdom.) 


FAMINE  VICTIMS  IN  HINDUSTAN 

'Twas  said  respectfully,  of  course,  but  none  the  less  reproachfully: — "The 
Sahib  has  sinned!"  The  speaker  was  our  dhobi  boy,  carrying  our  laundry  from  its 
weekly  beating  on  the  rock  beside  the  "tank". 

Your  editor  was  seated  this  hot  evening  on  his  bungalow  porch.  He  had  just 
killed  a  mosquito  that  had  made  a  3-point  landing  on  his  forehead.  It  was  in  the 
malignant  malaria  zone.  One  reduced  danger  to  a  minimum. 

"Sinned?  Why?"  "Can  the  Sahib  be  certain  the  soul  of  my  deceased  father 
had  not  entered  into  that  mosquito?"  Above  is  one  of  hourly  witnessed  examples 
of  the  superstitions  that  dominate  Hindustan's  illiterates.  One  thinks  their  percent- 
age in  the  population-mass  equals  the  99.44%  of  the  purity  of  a  certain  widely- 
advertised  soap. 

Above  photograph  is  what  blundering  U.S.A.  idealists  would  double,  triple, 
quadruple  in  polygamous  Hindustan.  This,  because  they  are  as  biologically  illiter- 
ate as  he  who  wanted  to  ship  bottled  cow  milk  for  the  babies  of  a  South  Seas 
island.  This,  where  the  milk  comes  in  cocoanuts! 

Hindustan  already  is  so  tragically  overpopulated  that  famine  is  ever  present. 
Certain  Americans  insist,  however,  we  must  rush  our  American  sanitation  to 
increase  Hindu  life  expectacy  until  it  doubles  (i.e.  approaches  that  of  Sweden.)

The  Pundit  at  Peshawar  was  proud  of  his  green  beard.  He  had 
gained  the  right  to  such  coloration  by  having  made  the  pilgrimage  to 
Mecca.  This  was  hardly  a  picnic,  for  it  meant  hundreds  of  miles  of 
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suffering  on  desert  caravan  routes. 
Introduced  to  your  editor  as  a  Pun- 
dit, one  soon  came  to  respect  his 
unusual  intellect.  He  had  seen  much 
of  life,  had  his  own  philosophy.  His 
discussion  of  Polygamy  ran  some- 
thing along  these  lines : 

"You  Occidentals  dominate  Is- 
lam. (This  was  in  the  opening  years 
of  the  century.)  The  French  rule 
Morocco,  Algiers,  Tunisia,  the  West

They  also  hold  the  French  Ivory 
Coast,  much  of  the  Congo,  as  well 
as  the  French  Somaliland.

The  British  have 
Egypt  and  the  Eastern  Sudan. 
Turkey  is  dominated  by  the  Ger- 
mans. Persia  is  split  into  Russian, 
British  influence  zones.  Afghanis- 
tan, Baluchistan  are  under  British 
leaders,  as  well  as  the  Mohamme- 
dan states  from  Peshawar  and  La- 
hore, past  the  territories  of  the 
Nizam  of  Hyderbad,  thence  thru 
the  various  Malay  states.  Sultan- 
ates of  Java  and  the  other  Spice 
Islands  are  Dutch-controlled.  You 
Americans  are  overlords  of  the 
Philippines'  Mohammedan  areas.  In 
our  Moslem  lands,  from  Morocco  to 
the  Philippines,  from  Turkey  to  the 
Congo,  polygamy  is  a  deeprooted 
folkway.  Our  polygamous  Moham- 
medan lands  CAN  be  dominated  by 
monogamous  Christians.  The  man 
with  the  many  wives  cannot  com- 
pete with  man  with  the  one  wife. 
Only  one  who  has  to  supervise  his 
harem  knows  of  the  corroding  in- 
fluences of  its  jealousies  and  its 
intrigues !  You,  yourselves,  have  a 
folksaying: — "Hell  hath  no  furry 
like  a  woman  scorned." 

IV.    THE  FAMILY  UNDER 
MONOGAMY 

A  French  diplomat  once  said, 
"One  knows  whence  a  couple  comes 
by  watching  them  go  up  a  church 
aisle.  In  England,  the  man  goes  fir

desert  transport.  The  "Ships  of  the 
Desert"  probably  first  were  domesti- 
cated in  the  Neolithic.  Some  observant 
Stone  Age  desert-dweller  also  noticed 
barley  around  camel  dung  produced 
40-  fold.  2  feet  away  gave  but  scrawny 
10-fold.  This  bright  mind,  keen  where 
all  others  were  dull,  gave  us  our  ferti- 
lizer-concept. In  following  centuries, 
others  of  high  I.Q.  developed  same. 
Finally  Norway's  chemists  discovered 
how  to  commercially  make  nitrogen- 
fertilizer  from  the  air.  .  .  . 

America,  with  monogamy  in  lieu  of 
polygamy,  has  an  unusually  high  pro- 
portion of  researchists.

side."  Britain,  nevertheless  shows, 
next  to  U.S.A.,  the  highest  resi:!e2t 
for  womanhood.  Certain  "Western 
European"  areas  still  tolerate  the 
mistress  system.  This  increases  from 
the  English  Channel  toward  the  Dar- 
danelles and  the  Urals.  Nowhere  else 
in  the  world  is  woman  idealized  as  in 
U.S.A.  Despite  our  French  critic's 
equality  boast,  his  country  adopted 
woman's  suffrage  only  after  World 
War  II.  •  . 

Crossing  Morocco,  your  editor  saw 
an  Arab  at  his  plow.  Hitched  thereto, 
side  by  side,  were  his  camel  AND 
HIS  WIFE.  Beyond  his  cactus  hedge 
boundary-fence  was  heard  a  small 
tractor's  "chug-chug".  Contrast 
this  man  using  his  woman  as  a  beast 
of  burden  with  status  of  our  women. 
Woman's  living  standard  is  highest  in 
U.S.A.,  next  highest  in  Britain.  Its 
first  depression  is  observable  across 
the  Channel.  Imagine  France's  mis- 
tress system  tolerated  by  the  typical 
American  club- woman  type  wife ! 


NEW  ZEALAND'S 
CANTERBURY'S  MOAS 

Were  the  founders  of  Canterbury 
Museum  thinking  of  EXCESSIVE 
birth  control  and  consequent  ex- 
tinction when  selecting  their  de- 
vice?

I  see  in 
your  house  dogs  for  hunting,  and,  of  the  nobler  sort  of  birds, 
not  a  few  .  .  .  Have  you  ever  attended  to  their  pairings  ?  .  .  . 
Altho  they  are  all  of  a  good  sort,  ARE  NOT  SOME  BETTER 
THAN  OTHERS?  ...  Do  you  breed  .  .  .  indifferently,  OR  DO 
YOU  TAKE  CARE  TO  BREED  FROM  THE  BEST  ONLY? 
...  IF  CARE  WAS  NOT  TAKEN  IN  THE  BREEDING, 
YOUR  .  .  .  birds  would  greatly  deteriorate.  (Plato:  The  Re- 
public.) 

The  mounting  divorce  rate  is  evidence  that,  even  under  monogamy, 
there  is  need  to  plan  to  anticipate  friction.  An  experienced  railroad 
executive  once  declared  "Among  causes  of  our  train  wrecks,  foremost 
is  domestic  quarrels.  An  engineer  who  is  thinking  of,  not  his  work, 
but  of  the  mess  at  home,  is  the  man  who  runs  past  a  red  signal."  If 
this  be  true  under  a  one-wife  system,  imagine  about  what  a  Moslem 
gossips,  when  one's  turbaned,  or  befezzed  friend  unbosoms  himself. 

If  we  Occidentals,  professedly  Christian,  have  forged  ahead  under 
monogamy,  is  there  not  much  room  for  improvement?  Can  we  not 
plan  to  avoid  mixed  marriages,  with  resultant  quarrelling?  Can  we  not 


work  for  increased  intelligence?  It  has  been  proven  that  a  rise  in  intel- 
ligence makes  for  higher  morals.  Herein,  is  not  Plato's  statement 
above  worth  careful  consideration? 

A  half  century  of  trying  "to  read  a  trailside  as  one  does  a  book" 
makes  profound  the  conviction  that,  as  U.S.A.  reduces  its  biological 
illiteracy,  our  people  will  find  herein  much  food  for  thought  in  our 
Great  Outdoors.

MEINKOPING  PETRIFIED  FOREST 

Each  year  the  American  public  shows  deeper  appreciation  of  its  assets  in  the 
national  monuments  administered  by  the  National  Parks  Service.  Too  small  to  be 
a  National  Park,  Adamana  Petrified  Forest  is  a  National  Monument.  The  beauti- 
fully solidified  tree  trunks  of  this  ancient  forest  glow  with  the  red  of  jasper,  the 
purple  of  amethyst,  both  against  multi-colored  agate.  The  color  feast  of  these  sub 
species  of  quartz  is  paralleled  by  their  paleontological  interest.  Many  of  the  Ari- 
zona trees  are  classified  as  being  "cousins"  of  the  non-needled  conifers  of  the 
Southern  hemisphere.  Your  editor,  in  botanizing  in  Chile,  New  Zealand,  and  Aus- 
tralia, found  various  specimens  of  the  conebearing  trees  whose  foliage  was  non- 
needled.  Perhaps  the  only  example  of  this  in  the  Northern  hemisphere  is  the  ging- 
ko  or  maidenhair  tree.  The  clever  Chinese  long  ago  dubbed  it  the  "Duck's-foot- 
leaved  tree".  It  once  extended  from  the  Gulf  Coast  of  Alabama  across  the  United 
States,  British  Columbia,  and  Alaska,  then  down  Siberia  to  China  and  Japan.  It  is 
extinct  over  this  great  area  except  in  favorable  localities  in  the  Far  East.  Near- 
Auricularies  of  Arizona  undoubtedly  were  trees  that  had  not  gained  the  evolution- 
ary advantage  of  needled  foliage.  Anyone  acquainted  with  the  Southern  hemi- 
sphere conebearers  grasps  how  quickly  they  would  break  under  snow  weight.  One 
wonders  if  Arizona,  at  the  time  these  trees  flourished,  did  not  have  an  almost 
snowless  climate.  With  the  advances  of  the  Ice  Ages,  trees  whose  foliage  was  not 
of  needles  to  shed  the  snow  suffered  from  broken  branches.  Such  snapped  limbs 
could  not  be  expected  to  mature  cones  at  their  tips.  Thus  came  extnction. 

Exactly  the  same  problem  of  an  inadequate  birthrate  is  what  troubles  eugen- 
ists  about  the  collegebred  leaders  of  our  nation  since  1890. 


"Noblesse  Oblige"  was  a  motto  of  stern  duty  for  those  in  high  places  over  centuries.  It  was  what 
held  Washington,  scion  of  the  British  aristocracy,  to  persistent  discharge  of  his  duties  when  his 
soldiers  were  leaving  the  bloody  footprints  of  their  unshod  feet  on  the  snows  of  Valley  Forge.  Has 
not  this  motto  a  high  eugenic  value  today  for  those  of  high  I. Q.,  carrier  of  precious  genes? 
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TEMPLE  AT  MUKDEN,  MANCHURIA 
The  student  of  polygamy  goes  to  Mukden,  center  of  Manchu  art,  Manchu  cul- 
ture. The  Manchu  dynasty  had  conquered  North  China.  It  had  forced  that  land's 
teeming  millions  to  wear  the  queue.  A  means  of  quick  arrest,  it  had  become  a 
badge  of  slavery.  Came  the  time  when  all  forgot  the  queue  meant  servitude.  The 
brilliant,  resourceful  Manchu  strategists  organized  the  North  Chinese  into  infantry 
to  conquer  the  balance  of  China.  The  Manchu  emperors  thus  whipped  the  North 
Chinese  into  an  army.  They  then  conquered  all  China,  then  held  it  for  300  years. 
Only  when  American  ideals  of  democracy  filtered  thru  to  the  Chinese  was  the 
Manchu  Dynasty  overcome  .  .  .  All  the  above,  over  30  decades,  called  for  a  highly 
intelligent  leadership.  The  Manchus  were  connoisseurs  in  all  the  way  from  states- 
manship and  military  strategy  to  art. 

Eugenists  are  interested  in  the  high  birthrate  of  this  polygamous  group. 
The  first  emperor  they  selected  to  rule  China  was  the  NINTH  son  of  the  Con- 
queror. As  long  as  men  of  leadership  talents  maintain  a  high  birthrate,  power 
persists.  This  apparently  held  because  it  is  wise  statesmanship  to  include,  in  the 
harem,  daughters  from  chieftain  families.  This  automatically  builds  a  good  spy 
system. 

The  North  Chinese*  are  an  aggregation  wherein  poverty  of  leadership  now  is 
conspicuous.  That  they  could  be  organized  UNDER  CAPABLE  LEADERSHIP 
was  shown  in  the  parallel  of  Japan.  Nipponese  soldiers  fought  bravely  in 
Luzon.  They  became  willing  Kamikazies.  Their  losses,  radio  reported,  were  8  to  1 
American.  Our  men  had,  however,  superiority  in  inventiveness.  This  resulted  from 
a  resourcefulness  born  of  10  generations  of  Frontier  struggle.  U.S.A.  has  herein 
a  precious  asset.  Today  it  race-suicides.

It  is  interesting  to  remember  Plato  when  reading  Dr.  Wiggins  as 
to  the  correlation  between  intellectual  ability  and  good  morals.  This 
astute  author's  findings  were  published  some  years  ago.*  They  paral- 
leled those  of  Chinese  folklore.  Eugenics  Pamphlets  repeatedly  has 
referred  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Chinese  as  shown  in  "Chinese  Proverbs", 
also  has  printed  anecdotes,  such  as  the  reason  for  the  employment  of 
Chinese  tellers  in  Japanese  banks.  Chinese  folk-experience  herein  is 
equivalent  to  a  slogan  one  now  is  commencing  to  hear  in  America: — 
"Crime  doesn't  pay."

When  your  editor  was  making  field  work  studies  at  Cro  Magnon,  France,  a 
French  scientist  showed  him  a  lamp  cut  from  soft  soapstone.  It  had  been  found 
in  one  of  the  grottoes  and  probably  was  the  first  attempt  by  a  human  being  to 
provide  artificial  illumination.  It  was  interesting  to  contrast  them  with  the  electric 
lights  of  today  which  we  obtained  by  merely  thumbing  a  switch,  thus  utilizing  the 
power  of  a  waterfall  perhaps  a  hundred  miles  away. 

The  painting  of  the  Altamira  bison,  cousin  to  our  American  buffalo,  is  done 
with  rare  devotion  of  details.  It  is  believed  by  some  that  such  caveman  paintings 
were  connected  with  rites  to  insure  fecundity.  In  fact  the  population  pressure 
which  today  is  recognized  as  the  principal  cause  of  war  is  based  upon  the  birthrate 
persisting  from  caveman  times.  The  "baby  a  year"  was  almost  necessary  when 
life  expectancy  was  considerably  less  than  half  of  what  it  is  today  in  highly 
intelligent  Sweden.

deaths  meant  eliminating 
those  idealists  from  father- 
hood. Courtship  standards  of 
the  proud  women  of  Soutliern 
aristocracy  meant  an  admir- 
able, though  highly-dysgenic, 
loyalty  to  their  beloved  killed 
in  action.  Many  markedly- 
spiritual  New  England  maids 
remained  spinsters  because  of 
deaths  of  lovers  during  the 
Westward  thrust  as  far  as 
Nebraska.  "The  Girl  I  Left 
Behind  Me"  only  too  often 
never  became  mother  of  a 
leadership-type  offspring. 

Above  women,  both  Dixie 
and  Yankee,  often  re- 
jected subsequent  o  f  f  e  r  s  of 
marriage  in  the  hope  of  ideal- 
ly meeting  their  Sweethearts 
in  a  World-to-come.  As  a  re- 
sult, approximately  1,000,000 
of  the  very,  very  finest  Ameri- 
can stock  achieved  race-sui- 
cide. Some  eugenists  feel  that 
this  stock,  the  produce  of 
fierce  selection  over  many 
generations,  meant  a  dysgenic 
loss  of  a  group  next  of  im- 
portance to  the  unsurpassed 
intellectuals  of  the  Golden 
Age  of  Pericles. 

The  loss  of  the  leadership  of 
such  folks  is  now  apparent  in 
the  toleration  of  crime,  also  of 
commercialized  vice  referred 
to  in  items  herein.  The  nation 
today  lacks  the  leadership  to 
cope  with  certain  problems  of 
the  environment  to  which  growing  children  are  exposed.  There  exist 
today  conditions  that  would  not  be  permitted  under  any  circumstances 
in  the  decade  before  the  Civil  War. 


THE  NEAR-EXTINCT  SAMARITANS 

The  venerable  priest  with  the  codex  in 
the  above  picture  is  a  symbol  of  an  UNDER- 
POPULATION  trend.  One  of  the  most  valu- 
able assets  eugenically  in  the  Near  East  was 
that  of  the  Samaritans.  They  were  noted 
for  their  hi^h  idealism.  The  story  of  the 
Rood  Samaritan  in  Luke  X:33-35  is  typical. 
Both  priest  and  Levite  looked  the  other  way 
when  they  came  upon  the  man  who  had  been 
robbed  and  wounded  by  bandits.  The  Samari- 
tan, however,  bound  up  his  wounds,  set  him 
on  his  own  beast,  took  him  to  the  Inn. 
There  he  paid  what  he  thought  would  be  the 
bill,  guaranteed  any  deficit  in  case  of  a  slow 
recovery. 

Your  editor  found,  however,  at  Nabulus 
that  this  valuable  sect  of  Samaritans  now 
drifts  to  total  extinction.  Comparison  of 
their  dwindling  population  over  decades 
showed  that  there  was  an  ever-accelerated 
trend  thusly.  Assyrians  once  were  colonized 
in  Samaria.  Israelites  were  carried  to  the 
land  of  the  conquerors.  The  two  groups 
around  Nabulus  then  intermarried.  The  Ju- 
deans  ostracized  the  resultant  mixture. 
However,  components  thereof  seem  to  have 
high  eugenic  worth.  The  Israelites  had  re- 
markable qualities.  Their  pagan  overlords 
undoubtedly  had  much  of  the  fine  heredity 
of  those  not -too-far-removed  from  the  hardy 
nomads.  These  "Samaritans"  once  multi- 
plied despite  the  drawbacks.  They  once  were 
an  important  element  in  the  Holy  Land.  To- 
day they  hopelessly  are  vanishing.  This 
CAN  happen  in  LT.S.A.,  as  to  our  Pioneer 
stocks  that  have  contributed  muchly  to  the 
"American  Know-how."

Polygamy  may  have  originated  in  Egypt.  It  may  have 
been  one  principal  cause  of  the  decay  of  Civilization  on  the 
Nile.  Had  the  Pharoahs  been  monogamous,  Egypt  might 
still  be  a  first-class  power.  Under  polygamy  there  was  less 
care  in  selection  of  a  wife.

He  watches  the  work- 
ing of  the  Differential  Birth 
Rates  Law,  as  seen  by  the  gar- 
den displacement  of,  for  ex- 
ample, a  less  desirable  variety 
of  gladiolus*  by  a  better  one. 
.  .  .  He  notices,  out  of  his  gar- 
dening, the  constant  struggle, 
by  weeding,  to  reduce  compe- 
tition working  against  flow- 
ers. This  is,  of  course,  a  gar- 
den parallel  of  Galton's  Eu- 
genics. 

Men  now  are  coming  to  feel 
the  urge  to  discover  ways  to 
cooperate  with  Mother  Na- 
ture, to  use  her  inflexible  Dif- 
ferential Birth  Rates  Law.  We 
cannot  change,  for  example, 
the  Law  of  Gravity.  We  can, 
however,  obtain  a  modifica- 
tion of  its  direct  result  by  se- 
curing that  component  which 
physicists  tell  us  results  when 
two  forces  act  simultaneously 
upon  the  same  object.  We 
may,  by  studying  the  seed 
travellers,  like  the  nuts  of  Sa- 
bine pine,  finally  awaken  to 
what  Maeterlinck  tried  to  tell 
us  about  beekeeping.  He  re- 
minds us  one  can  do  marvels 
if  one  follows  Bee  Law.  One 
gets,  for  one's  pains,  however, 
only  the  stings  of  nonsuccess 
when  one  tried  to  circumvent 
them.

FIELD  STUDIES  OF  BULLFIGHTING 

Over  40  years  ago  your  editor,  then  head  of  the 
World  Recreation  Survey,  made  field  studies  of  Bull- 
fighting, both  in  Spain  and  in  Latin  America.  At  that 
time  the  American  viewpoint  on  bullfighting  was 
still  that  of  what  might  be  called  the  "New  England 
conscience."  It  was  hoped  that,  for  the  bloody  scenes 
of  the  bullring,  there  could  be  substituted  American 
baseball.  In  Spain,  one  found  very  little  encourage- 
ment. In  Latin  America,  however,  an  earnest  effort 
was  made  by  some  of  the  intellectuals  toward  re- 
ducing the  brutality  of  the  ring. 

The  leadership  in  Latin  America,  however,  came 
almost  entirely  from  those  of  pure  blood  Spanish, 
ancestry.  The  Moronic  Amerind,  also  the  Mestizo  had 
ancestors  whose  forefathers  stopped  at  no  cruelties.

1947  the  reproduction  rate  of  women  college  graduates  increased  81% 
compared  to  an  increase  of  only  29%  for  women  who  had  completed 
only  five  years  of  grade  school.  1.  This  is  something  new  in  birth 
rates  in  the  United  States,  but  the  trend  will  have  to  continue  for  a 
much  longer  time  if  the  size  of  families  of  the  more  highly  educated  is 
to  equal  that  of  the  poorly  educated.  The  replacement  rate  of  women 
who  had  less  than  five  years  of  grade  school  was  still  87%  higher  in 
1947  than  that  of  college  graduates — but  in  1940  it  was  16%  higher."

It  likewise  almost  in- 
sults one's  intelligence  to 
hear  gossip  among  colle- 
giate folks  that  the  2- 
child,  the  1-child  family* 
is  sufficient.  The  1-child 
family  m  e  a  n  s  a  speedy 
trend  toward  extinction. 
Even  the  2-child  family 
still  is  below  replacement 
level.  It  ought  to  be  eco- 
nomically possible  for  the 
Intelligentsia  to  have  3, 
even  4  offspring.  As  to 
those  of  very  high  I.Q., 
unless  there  are  other 
factors  against  it,  fami- 
lies equalling  in  average 
size  those  of  the  morons, 
would  at  least  be  stabiliz- 
ing. 

The  economic  factor 
however  likewise  should 
not  be  overlooked.  The 
cost  of  housing,  particu- 
larly since  1940,  has  been 
a  factor  in  lowering  the 
birthrate.  One  case  re- 
port on  this  desk  at  the 
present  time  tells  of  a 
husband's  bre  a  k  d  o  w  n 
trying  to  hold  2  jobs  each 
of  8  hours  in  order  to 
earn  payments  of  $200  on  a  contract  on  his  house.  His  earning  on  the 
2  jobs  run  only  $250.  He  and  his  wife  are  trying  to  raise  a  family  of 
4  on  the  other  $50.  Even  if  they  had  limited  the  family  to  2,  it  can  be 
seen  that  the  strain  is  terrific  and  that  nervous  breakdown  is  inevitable. 

*That  the  economic  factor  is  a  dominant  in  reduction  of  number  of  children  is  often  urged.  One 
probing  for  the  facts  must  try  to  evaluate  such  reiterated  statements  by  young  parents.  These  often 
assert  they  "cannot  afford  a  fourth,  a  third;  even  a  second^  child."  Older  folks  make  rejoinder  that 


The  prickly  pear  of  Arizona  has  its  own  "en- 
emies" which  keep  it  under  control.  Transplanted 
to  Australia,  without  such  parasites,  followed  ruin 
because  of  prickly  pear  multiplication.  At  West 
Coast  Nature  School  outdoor  university  at  Fallen 
Leaf  Lake,  Dr.  Duncan  described  how  researchists 
in  entomology  serve  mankind  in  pest  control.  The 
opuntias  have  a  variety  of  attractive  flowers. 
Some  petals  range  in  color  from  lemon,  also 
burnt  orange  thru  the  magentas  to  the  purple 
torch.  Those  bizzare  cacti,  the  "prickly  pears", 
make  desirable  additions  to  rock  gardens. 

An  Australian  visiting  U.S.A.  arid  Southwest, 
Mexico  and  South  America,  collected  opuntias  for 
his  rock  garden.  Some  had  a  birthrate  like  the  old 
American  pioneer  stock  during  Woodrow  Wilson's 
"Swarming  of  the  English".  Surplus  "pears," 
dumped  over  the  back  fence,  proceeded  to  root 
themselves  in  vacant  lots.  Your  editor,  when  in 
Australia,  was  told  that  over  1,000,000  acres  of 
fine  Australian  pasturage,  the  undesirable-alien 
prickly  pear  completely  displaced  native  forage 
plants.  Sheep  pasture  was  rendered  so  unprofit- 
able that  every  road  was  abandoned. 

In  despair  "Down  Under"  appealed  to  their 
researchists.  One  said  "Remember  Californians 
came  here  for  parasites  to  control  similar  pests. 
Let  us  go  to  the  Americas.  Let  us  discover  how 
Nature  makes  the  opuntias  behave  themselves. 
Came  the  selection  of  a  caterpillar  that  eats 
"pears".  Surgical-ward-like  care  was  taken  not  to 
simultaneously  introduce  equally  undesirable  par- 
asites. The  prickly-pear-infested  areas  are  being 
increasingly  restored  to  meat  production.

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PLACE  DE  LA  BASTILE  PARIS 

50  years  ago  few  Frenchmen  grasped 
France  already  was  on  the  toboggan  slide 
as  to  its  intellectuals'  birthrate.  The 
French  Revolution  had  decimated  the  old 
aristocracy.  With  all  their  faults,  they 
WERE  brainy  people.  The  guillotine  be- 
headed, among  others,  the  brilliant  scien- 
tist, Lavoisier.  He  gave  the  world,  among 
many  other  things,  the  agricultural  ex- 
periment station  concept.  Such  now  belt 
the  world  from  Kansas  to  Kandy,  from 
Alabama  to  Australia. 

Following  the  Revolution,  the  next  intel- 
ligent class,  the  BOURGEOISIE,  moved 
into  leadership.  These  tradesmen  were 
eager  to  marry  their  daughters  to  titles. 
With  impoverished  noblemen  whose  assets 
had  been  confiscated,  this  could  be  accom- 
plished by  a  sufficient  DOT.  Both  parents 
strained  every  nerve  to  pile  up  francs  for 
the  first  daughter's  dowry.  In  order  the 
DOT  be  as  attractively  great  as  possible, 
there  must  be  no  second  child.  Thus  arose 
modern  birth  control.  The  end  of  above 
trend  came  in  1940.  Lacking  leaders, 
France  collapsed.  Nazi  slavery  followed. 
The  French  were  unable  to  throw  off  Hit- 
ler's yoke.  It  took  the  American  Army 
and  Navy  to  accomplish  this. 


XII.  PROPORTIONATE 
FAMILY  WAGE 

This  is  a  concept  of  justice 
that  is  spreading  in  popular  fa- 
vor. Like  many  other  contribu- 
tions to  world  culture,  it  is 
French  in  origin.  There  is  some- 
thing Gallic  in  the  readiness  of 
France  to  grasp  the  justice  of 
the  Proportionate  Family 
Wage.  France,  of  course,  has 
been  notorious  for  its  Mistress 
system.  There  was,  for  decades, 
the  royal  example.  In  an  early 
number  of  Eugenics  Pamph- 
lets, we  described  the  work  en- 
titled:—"The  57  Mistresses  of 
Henry  IV." 

Cold,  reasoning  French  sense 
of  equity  and  justice  began  to 
think  about  the  type  unwilling 
to  assume  the  responsibilities 
of  fatherhood,  who  spends  the 
money  thus  saved  in  various 
forms  of  commercialized  vice. 
French  thinkers  concluded 
such  a  rake  rightfully  should 
not  have  the  same  wage  as  he 
who  assumes  the  arduous  and 
expensive  duty  of  fathering  a 
family.  The  Proportionate 
Family  wage,  therefore,  is 
more  widely  accepted  i n 
France,*  than  in  any  other  na- 
tion. The  French  Labor  Un- 
ions cheerfully  accepted  its 
provisions.  They  have  been 
taught  the  wisdom  thereof. 

A  eugenist,  however,  might 
criticize  the  French  system.  It 
is  based  fundamentally  upon 
cannonfodder  needs.  Hence,  it 
is  a  grave  question  whether  it 
may  not  be  perhaps  dysgenic  in 
its  results.  An  ideal  Proportion- 
ate Family  Wage  would  be  lim- 
ited to  those  of  at  least  average 
I.Q.

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MODESTLY  PETTICOATED  PALMS 


The  only  palm  native  to  California  is 
Washingtonia.  It  is  a  "Marker"  of  the 
Lower-Lower  Sonoran.  The  green  terminal 
fans  become  dry,  drop  to  modestly  make  a 
dense  "petticoat".  This  thatching  protects 
the  life  line  inside  the  trunk.  Such  a  de- 
fense mechanism  has  a  high  survival  value. 
The  Washingtonia  is  as  characteristic  of 
the  Lower-Lower  Sonoran  as  is  the  Dig- 
ger pine  of  California's  Upper-Lower  Son- 
oran. 

These  "petticoated"  palms  tell  a  story  of 
persistence.  They  are  the  remnant  of  a 
fan-palms'  forest  that  once  extended  to 
Puget  Sound,  even  to  Greenland.  Today 
remains  only  this  remnant.  Can  our  Pio- 
neer stock  persist  when  it  itself  create  a 
continually  more  unfavorable  environ- 
ment? 

One  relief  factor  would  be  Children's 
Winter  Desert  Sunstations.  Reference  to 
our  field  studies  of  France's  first  chil- 
dren's sunstation  frequently  has  been  made 
in  former  Eugenics  Pamphlets.  This  orig- 
inal sunstation  is  at  Villard  de  Lans,  in  the 
mountains  behind  Grenoble. 


XIII.  PROPORTIONATE 
FAMILY  IN  SOUTH 
AMERICA 

On  this  desk  is  an  account  of 
a  missionary  in  South  America. 
His  compensation  was  pathetic- 
ally small.  However,  his  Board 
evidently  took  the  long  view 
that  the  world  needed  at  least 
a  replacement  birthrate*  of  his 
super-idealistic  type.  Anyone 
willing  to  accept  exile  to  serve 
one's  fellowmen  in  the  foreign 
mission  field  must  be  possessed 
of  unusual  moral  qualities.  His 
Board,  therefore,  made  provi- 
sion for  increased  compensation 
with  the  birth  of  each  addition- 
al child.

XIV.    HUNGRY  MOUTHS 
vs.  CROPLANDS 

"Where  you  get  that 
calf?"  "Traded  my  farm 
for  it."  "Farm?  Whole 
farm  1"  "Yes.  man  came 
along  .  .  .  wanted  to  trade 
calf  for  1  acre  .  .  .  when  I 
found  he  couldn't  read  or 
write,  I  slipped  whole  160 
acres  into  the  deed." 

The  problem  of  hunger  vs. 
cropland,  of  calf  vs.  acres,  of 
what  is  U.S.A.'s  optimum  popu- 
lation is  yet  to  be  decided.  At 
present,  with  our  governmental 
interference  with  the  natural 
laws  of  supply  and  demand,  we 
have  cropping  of  marginal  lands 
that  bring  cycles  of  Dust  Bowls. 
Are  there  not  certain  lands  that 
ought  permanently  to  be  re- 
served for  grazing,  instead  of 
attempting  to  force  their  being 
sown  to  wheat?  Is  there  not 
also  the  problem  of  overgraz- 
ing? The  profit-stimulus  often 
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induces  cattlemen  and  sheepmen  to 
squeeze  out  of  the  land  every  possible 
immediate  profit.  Here  again  is  another 
problem  of  Conservation.  This  results 
when  a  seller  will  slip  into  the  deed  the 
whole  160  acres  of  worthless  land,  where 
an  illiterate  buyer  only  wanted  one  acre. 

These  problems  of  soil  conservation 
are  of  pressing  importance.  Far  more 
urgent,  however,  is  that  of  human  con- 
servation. Since  1860  we,  because  of 
Civil  War,  lax  immigration  control,  and 
excessive  birth  control  of  our  intellec- 
tuals, have  been  speeding  a  human  ero- 
sion far  more  dangerous  to  thousands  of 
generations  to  come  than  even  soil  ero- 
sion. 

XV.    FOOD  SUPPLY 

An  adequate  food  supply  depends  upon 
the  number  of  people  an  acre  can  sup- 
port. Since  food  supply  IS  all  important, 
the  following  excerpt  from  the  history 
of  a  certain  unnamed  university  may  be 
of  interest: — 

"This  afternoon  we  will  take  Mr.  Frog 
apart  and  see  what  makes  him  croak," 
said  the  professor  to  his  zoology  class. 
*T  have  a  frog  in  my  pocket  to  be  used 
as  a  specimen."  He  reached  into  his 
pocket,  drew  out  a  paper  bag  which  he 
emptied  on  the  table.  Out  rolled  a  badly 
squashed  h  a  m  sandwich.  "My  good- 
ness !"  stammered  the  absentminded 
professor,  mopping  his  brow,  "I  distinct- 
ly remember  eating  my  lunch." 

Reading  of  "Acres  &  People"  by  Dr. 
E.  V.  Wilcox  is  earnestly  recommended. 
Only  by  overseas  field  studies  such  as 
his,  in  the  tragically  overpopulated 
Orient,  can  a  clear  understanding  be 
had  of  its  principal  cause  of  War.

There  is  an  in- 
creasing number  of  courses  in 
our  universities.  The  fact  that 
they  are  eagerly  attended  in- 
dicates increasing  interest  on 
the  part  of  those  contemplat- 
ing marriage.

CHILDREN  SUFFER  MOST  FROM  BROKEN  HOMES 
It  was  evident,  even  some  decades  ago,  that  the  proportion  of  orphans  and 
half -orphans  to  children  from  broken  homes  annually  was  lessening.  This  paralleled 
the  progressive  increase  in  the  divorce  rate.  Herein  arises  much  of  the  so-called 
"juvenile  delinquency"  that  one  wise  observer  has  dubbed  "parental  delinquency." 

XVII.    THE  COMEBACK'S  SPIRITUAL  PHASE 

History  records  she  insisted  on  taking  innumerable 
frocks  with  her.  They  arrived  at  the  station  loaded  with  lug- 
gage. "I  wish,"  said  the  husband,  thoughtfully,  "That  we'd 
brought  the  piano."  Came  the  frigid  reply:  "You  needn't  try 
to  be  sarcastic.  It's  not  a  bit  funny."  "I'm  not  trying  to  be 
funny,"  he  explained  sadly.  "I  left  the  tickets  on  it." 
Incidents  like  above,  in,  say  1900,  were  merely  amusing.  Today 
they  only  too  often  end  in  the  Divorce  Court.  Eugenists  are  interested 
in  the  mounting  divorce  rate*  because  only  too  often  those  concerned 
are  highstrung  people.  The  reduced  birthrate  among  divorces  is  a  fac- 
tor in  our  steadily  lowering  national  intelligence.

France,  after  World  War  I,  sent,  on  a  series  of  world-wide  missions,  her  fore- 
most economist,  Andre  Siegfried,  to  evaluate  her  competitors.  He  judicially  esti- 
mated, for  example,  U.S.A.  strength.  He  saw  our  potential  production,  our  high 
living  standard.  But  he  also  probed  our  weaknesses.  He  wrote:  "Wherever  the 
machine,  or  the  organization  can  triumph,  American  genius  will  triumph  with  it. 
But  it  is  not  adaptable  and  will  not  give  the  maximum  output  when,  instead  of 
disciplined  co-operation,  constant  individual  initiative  is  needed,  and  an  intelligent 
appreciation  of  the  finished  product,  as  well  as  artistic  ability  and  unremitting 
care.  Now  it  is  these  very  qualities  that  the  American  civilization,  with  its  pas- 
sion for  social  discipline,  is  tending  to  atropy."  Is  there  the  possbility  we  already 
have  bred  out  of  our  American  life  a  type  whose  elimination  may  make  us  espe- 
cially vulnerable?  In  doing  so,  have  we  not  made  our  researchists  doubly  valu- 
able?. This,  in  that  they  alone,  and  not  the  great  mass  of  the  workers,  have  pride 
in  their  work.

The  story  of  the 
French  War  Cabinet

continually  repeated  under  the  principle  of  summation  of  stimuli. t

t  In  London  a  manufacturer  will  employ  20  sandwich  men.  The  breast,  the  back  of  each  living  "sand- 
wich" bears  a  terse  legend:  "Drink  Bovril.  '  One  pays  no  attention  to  the  first,  the  second  passing  man. 
By  the  time  20,  a  half  block  apart,  have  passed,  he  feels  the  only  antidote  for  a  London  drizzle  is  a 
cup  of  hot  bovril.  He  buys  accordingly.  This  is  what  sociologists  call  "summation  of  stimuli".  Is 
not  this  continual  dropping  of  water  what  we  need  to  wear  away  our  stone?

The  name  Whitney  illustrates  a  slightly  different  condition.  Most  of  the  num- 
erous Whitneys  in  America  are  descended  from  John  Whitney  who  settled  at 
Watertown  near  Boston  in  1635.  Six  of  his  eight  sons  lived  to  manhood  and  had 
about  fifty-five  children.  Two  other  Whitneys  are  mentioned  in  early  records,  but 
as  nothing  more  is  heard  of  them,  they  were  probably  childless  or  went  back  to 
England.  A  fourth,  named  Henry,  of  the  same  stock  as  John  but  not  closely 
related,  is  first  heard  of  in  Long  Island  in  1649.  He  had  eleven  children,  who  were 
contemporaries  of  the  fifty-five  grandchildren  of  John.  These  two  Whitney  families 
increased  so  that  382  heads  of  families  of  that  name  were  listed  in  the  census  of 
1790.  All  but  nine  of  these  lived  in  New  England  or  close  by  in  New  York,  mostly 
on  Long  Island.  Inasmuch  as  the  name  is  rare  in  England  and  no  other  Whitneys 
are  known  to  have  migrated  to  America,  five  sixths  of  the  Americans  with  this 
name  are  presumably  descended  from  an  ancestor  who  arrived  in  163.5,  and  about 
one  sixth  from  a  man  who  arrived  ten  or  more  years  later.  Since  we  cannot  sepa- 
rate these  two  lines  of  descent,  all  the  Whitneys  are  treated  as  if  they  belonged  to 
the  main  group  descended  from  a  settler  arriving  in  1635.  This  illustrates  the  fact 
that  the  names  here  used  do  not  represent  a  pure  ancestry  of  a  given  type,  but 
merely  an  ancestry  in  which  a  given  type  is  dominant.  If  we  could  find  large 
groups  of  pure  ancestry,  the  types  discussed  below  might  differ  even  more  than 
they  do  now.  (MAINSPRINGS  OF  CIVILIZATION  p.  99.)  Above  is  quoted,  con- 
densed from  a  remarkably  brilliant  analysis  by  the  Yale  University's  Dr.  Ellsworth 
Huntington.  This  scientist,  lately  deceased,  was  one  of  our  most  widely  traveled 
eugenists.  He  had  an  almost  unique  knowledge  of  primitive  peoples.  His  "Kith 
Theory"  should  silence  the  Pseudoanthropologists.  Some  of  these  tried  to  misin- 
terpret evidence,  for  selfish  propaganda  purposes. 


Galton  and  the  nine-banded  Armadillo  started  it.  The  former  pointed  out  over  half  a  century 
ago  that  identical  twins  offered  a  direct  test  of  the  interactions  of  heredity  and  environment  in 
human  development — if,  as  Galton  assumed,  identical  twins  did  have  exactly  the  same  heredity. 
The  Armadillo  took  a  hand  about  1909,  when  it  challenged  the  curiosity  of  young  biologists  Newman 
and  Patterson,  newly  arrived  at  the  University  of  Texas.  Their  inquiries  into  the  private  reproduc- 
tive customs  of  the  armadillo  showed  how  these  creatures  routinely  have  identical  quadruplets, 
developed  from  a  single  fertilized  egg.  Galton's  hunch,  strengthened  thus  and  in  other  ways,  is  now 
generally  accepted,  and  we  recognize  identical  twins  as  a  duplicate  set  of  human  genes  parading  in 
two  bodies.  (Journal  of  Heredity,  Philip  Levine,  3/43,  p.  80.)

Among  the  names  of  California  ghost  towns  is 
one  called  "Bootjack".*  The  '49er  Gold  Rush  merely 
accelerated  a  westward  movement  already  begun. 
It  commenced  when  Bible  Toter  Jedediah  Smith 
became  the  first  Paleface  to  succeed  in  travelling 
from  Missouri  overland  to  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Stu- 
dents of  eugenics  will  note  various  items  about  the 
Covered  Wagon  stock  in  "What's  in  a  Name".  Also, 
it  contains  many  humorous  Gold  Rush  tales.  It  is 
in  most  libraries  throughout  U.S.A.

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COAL  AGE'S  KAIBAB  LIMESTONE 

Cedar  Mountain,  on  the  Painted  Desert,  is  of  Dino- 
saur Age  stratas.  It  is  a  few  scattered  "buttes". 
These  are  all  that  remain  of  the  thousands  of  feet 
deposited  during  the  millions  of  years  when  the  dino- 
saurs were  dominant. 

Coal  Age's  Kaibab  Limestone  is  at  the  top  of 
Grand  Canyon  strata.  Coconino  Sandstone  is  further 
down.  Supai,  with  its  fossil  ferns,  even  the  Algonkin 
granites,  all  are  in  approximately  horizontal  strata. 
Reptiles'  Age  Moenkoping  rocks  have  tracks  of  pre- 
crocodiles,  (Phytesaurs).  Billions  and  billions  of  tons 
thereof  have  been  ground  to  powder.  They  floated 
down  the  Colorado  River.  In  its  delta  they  made  the 
soils  that  yield  golden,  sugary  Deglet  Noors  in 
Indio's  Date  Gardens. 

Erosion!  Erosion!!  Erosion!!! 

There  is,  also,  a  less  favorable  aspect  to  Erosion. 
True,  it  lays  down  acres  that  produce  vitamin-rich, 
desert-sweetened  grapefruit.  On  the  other  hand,  it 
destroys  vast  areas  of  top-soil  that  could  supply  beef 
and  mutton  to  the  hungry.  Rio  Colorado's  1,000,000 
tons  of  silt  daily  may,  a  century  or  two  hence,  turn 
Hoover  Dam  into  a  meadow. 

Worst  of  all  however  is  HUMAN  EROSION.  To 
learn  about  the  displacement  because  of  collegiate

Printed  con- 
spicuously on  pink 
paper,  one  knew  in 
passing  when  a  man 
or  a  boy  was  reading 
it  in  a  barber  shop  or 
at  a  shoeshine  stand. 
Again,  one  had  almost 
to  go  to  Paris  to  find 
peddlers  of  indecent 
photographs. 

There  w  a  s  a  small 
offering  occasion  ally 
by  one  peddler  in  one 
Sacramento  school.  It 
was  to  boys  of  what 
was  called  the  "water- 
closet  gang".  A  few 
boys  exchanged  nick- 
els for  these.  All  this 


was  done  secretly. 

Paris  was  notorious  for  street  peddling  of  similar  pictures.  Today  what 
then  surreptitiously  was  peddled  we  now  get  in  certain  cinemas  and  in 
many  newsstands.  Motion  pictures  of  illicit  love  are  found  to  be  openly 
profitable.  There  is  a  strange  toleration  today  of  such  material  in  a

This  is  due 
to  the  tree's  zeilstreibigkeit  or  urge-to-survive.  It 
skiffs  off  lower  limbs  as  growth  progresses.  This 
disposes  of  snow-weight.  Same,  otherwise,  particu- 
larly with  young  trees,  would  bend  or  break  the 
trunk. 

Blister  rust  however  does  affect  sugarpines.  An 
undesirable  European  immigrant,  it  entered  North 
America  at  Vancouver.  From  thence,  its  windborne 
spores  are  said  to  have  made  several  hundred  miles 
at  one  jump  to  the  second  infection  down  the  Cas- 
cades. 
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CARNATIONS  .  .  .  AND  WILD  PINKS 


A  fashionable  5th  Avenue  florist's 
show  window  one  December  was  color- 
ful with  California-Rrown  carnations. 
The  spectacled  professor  said,  "They're 
trebly  interesting  when  one  recalls  their 
wild  beKinniuKs.  The  original  wild  car- 
nation still  srows  in  Savoy  meadows." 

Below  one  such  meadow,  is  a  modern 
town.  Same  has  a  florist  shop.  After 
gathering  a  few  tiny  wild  pinks,  some 
carnations  were  purchased  from  this 
florist.  He  said  "our  peasants  call  this 
wild  pink  'I'ieillet  sanvage,'  (wild  Carna- 
tion)." Saying  " 'avec  un  leger  parfiim'  " 
(it  has  a  light  perfume),  he  continued, 
"Neighborhood  gardens  contain  gradua- 
tions from  small  wild  carnations  to  giant 
florist  varieties.  These  exhibit  also  many 
color-variants,  also  odor-variants.  Some 
varieties,  are  so  heavy  with  perfume  one 
notices  them  when  passing  on  a  dark 
night." 

We  have  human  contrasts  as  marked 
as  the  difference  between  the  wild  Savo- 
yard pink  and  the  gorgeous  florist's 
carnation.  Compare  the  Australian  black- 
fellow,  the  Congo-jungle  pygmy  with  the 
Franklins,  the  Darwins,  the  Pasteurs. .  .  . 

To  grasp  that  these  differences  DO 
exist,  to  come  to  know  that  humans  can 
be  improved  as  well  as  wild  pinks,  is 
only  the  beginning.  Translation  of  this 
knowledge  into  action  AWAITS  ONLY 
AN  ENLIGHTENED  PUBLIC  OPIN- 
ION. Some  16  types  of  hereditary  blind- 
ness, for  example,  have  been  definitely 
determined.  Along  with  inherited  blind- 
ness are  certain  congenital  forms  of  in- 
sanity. The  burden,  meanwhile,  of  caring 
for  markedly-prolific  degenerates  is 
crushing.  Taxpayers  are  demanding  re- 
lief therefrom. 
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WEEDS  AND  SEEDS 
Alfalfa,  as  on  your  editor's 
ranches,  sometimes  becomes  infest- 
ed with  foxtail.  This  Mediterannean 
weed  chokes  out  a  considerable  per- 
centage of  the  highly  nutritous  al- 
falfa. It  moreover  (because  of  its 
sharp  "beards")  reduces  the  market 
value  of  every  contaminated  bale  of 
alfalfa.  Losses,  because  of  this  un- 
desirable alien  weed,  sometimes 
run  so  high,  the  entire  crop  is 
burned  as  worthless.  Must  we  not 
continually  be  alert  also  as  to  hu- 
man undesirables  from  overseas? 

XXI.    THE  BROKEN  HOME 

Eugenists  are  interested  in  the 
divorce  problem.  The  home  final- 
ly broken  usually  is  preceded  by 
a  period  when  love  is  dying.

Cholla  cactus  propagation  is  illustrated 
above.  The  man  leaning  over  to  pick  up  a 
gemstone  pebble  brushed  against  the  cac- 
tus. A  section  snapped  at  its  wasplike  joint- 
ing. By  adhering  to  his  coat,  it  could  steal 
a  ride.  Desert  rats  tell  of  coyotes  thus  car- 
rying a  cholla  till  their  pelt  festered.  Thus 
the  cactus  reaches  fresh  feeding  grounds. 

At  3  A.M.  a  coyote  sextet  rivalled  Lucia's. 
At  first,  one  could  not  make  out  whether  or 
not  any  of  them  was  suffering  from  that 
third  piece  of  mince  pie  of  which  dreams 
are  made.  It  was  a  rare  concert.  Mormon 
Jed  explained  their  cooperative  technique: 
The  "wash"  was  several  miles  across.  The 
deer's  escape  lay  in  outrunning  the  pack. 
The  coyotes  formed  2  parallel  lines  with  500 
yards  between.  One  coyote  starts  chasing 
the  deer  diagonally  across  the  belt,  another 
trots  leisurely  along.  As  the  deer  reaches 
the  other  margin  of  the  belt,  the  second  coy- 
ote breaks  into  a  swift  dash  after  the  buck. 
This  continues  until  each  of  the  6  had  in- 
flicted bursts  of  speed.  The  other  5  mean- 
time were  dogtrotting  along  their  respec- 
tive parallels.  The  high-pressured,  zig-zag- 
ging  deer  finally  dropped  from  exhaustion. 
The  coyotes  then  had  their  venison.  'Twas  a 
triumph  of  brains  over  brawn. 

Such  remarkably  efficient  teamwork  sug- 
gests that  critical  study  of  our  biota  would 
suggest  much  of  value  toward  human  prog- 
ress. Such  teamwork  would  help  with  the 
LTnited  Nations.  We  had  learned  about 
streamlining  automobiles  by  observing  the 
mechanics  of  fish  anatomy.  Airplane  tech- 
nique was  improved  by  studying  albatross' 
lift  a!oiig  wave  crests.  Why  not  also  profit 
in  using  biological  facts  to  reverse  the  race- 
suicide  of  our  Talented?

ATRIPLEX  AND  QUAIL 

Atriplex  or  saltbush,  often  spots  the  desert  floor. 
It  may  cover  10%  of  the  area.  Even  then,  there  is 
population-saturation.  The  other  90%  is  root  system 
needed  for  rain  storage.  Between  the  bushes,  grow 
annual  flowering  herbs,  also  grasses.  This  complex 
forms  a  niche  for  the  Gambel  Desert  quail. 

Until  .lanuary,  last  year's  family  still  feeds  as  one 
flock.  The  old  cock  still  flies  to  the  top  of  an  atriplex. 
His  wife  and  the  young  chicks  feed  while  he  is  alert 
to  shrilly  warn  of  approach  of  hawk,  kitfox  or  coy- 
ote. Such  cooperative  teamwork  has  a  high  survival 
value  during  the  feeding  that  must  precede  repro- 
duction. 

Quail  are  found  almost  worldwide.  They  have  dif- 
ferentiated into  various  species.  Gambel  quail  are 
adjusted  to  desert  aridity,  desert  temperatures.  Lat- 
ter are  high  in  the  afternoon,  abnormally  low  after 
midnight.  Gambel  quail,  therefore,  is  a  striking  ex- 
ample of  radiation  into  plus  adjustment  to  a  niche.

A  boomerang,  mementos  of  his  2  years  with  Never-Never  blackfellows,  was 
exchanged  that  we  young  folk  might  have  an  Egyptian  section  in  our  "Homt 
Museum".  My  share  was  two  scarabs.  One  was  of  grey  stone,  one  of  the  blue- 
greenstone,  also  a  specimen  of  syenite  from  near  Seyene.  Latter  became  our  intro- 
duction to  Erathosthenes'  mathematics  of  astronomy. 


You  will  find 
fascinating  Dr.  Ruggles  Gates  material  on  Hetrochromia  iridis  in  his  scholarly, 
2-volume — "Human  Genetics".  The  author  says  "INHERITED  heterochromia  is 
rare  in  man,  but  a  number  of  pedigrees  have  been  published."  He  cites  "one  family 
with  9  cases  in  5  generations".  Also  "it  is  sometimes  associated  with  .  .  .  glaucoma 
or  cataract."  Dr.  E.  H.  Pitts,  President  of  Eugenics  Society  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia from  its  incorporation  until  his  death,  was  profoundly  convinced  that  medi- 
cal schools  needed  more  courses  in  Human  Genetics.

Evidence  from  population 
experts  over  decades  demon- 
strated that  admission  of  im- 
migrants from  low-wage  areas 
into  U.S.A.  prevented  native- 
stock  births.  One  high  au- 
thority asserted:  "For  every 
immigrant  thus  admitted,  one 
child  of  the  old  colonial  stock 
was  never  born."  This  theory 
for  some  decades  never  was 
questioned.  It  recently  came 
under  heavy  fire.  It  is  termed 
"absolutely  ridiculous"  b  y 
those  who  endeavor  to  censor 
anything  interfering  with 
their  plans.  They,  before 
World  War  I,  sneered  at  I.Q. 
studies  of  certain  groups  of 
low  I.Q.  within  the  United 
States  as  "based  on  insignifi- 
cant evidence."  Researchists, 
mostly  of  pioneer  descent, 
countered  this  b  y  securing 
legislation.  Under  same, 
some  2  million  draftees  were 
tested  for  I.Q.  during  World 
War  II.  These  Army  tests 
thereupon  were  promptly  at- 
tacked by  their  enemies  as 
"pseudoscientific".  Said  data 
today  is  difficult  to  obtain. 
Your  editor's  tables  thereof 
"disappeared"  about  1930. 


This  civilization  of  interdependence  in  combination  with  the  recent  enormous  increase  in  scien- 
tific knowledge  and  the  complexity  of  life  is  putting  greater  stress  upon  personal  and  social  character 
and  demanding  a  higher  grade  of  intellectual  ability,  social  vision  and  constructive  imagination.

Always  it  is 
easy  for  the  moron  to 
attribute  the  achieve- 
ments of  one  of  high 
intelligence  to  "good 
luck".  One  finds  over- 
seas many  convinced 
gold  can  be  picked  up 
in  American  streets. 
Your  editor  has  heard 
above  frequently  said, 
in  all  earnestness,  in 
widely  separated  Eu- 
ropean places.  Among 
the  more  intelligent 
overseas,  the  tendency 
is  to  word  above  as 
our  "fortunate"  posi- 
tion as  to  abundance 
of  natural  wealth  in  a 
new  world. 

The  truth  is,  there 
are  world  areas  ex- 
ceeding us  in  natural 
wealth:  —  Hindustan, 
Brazil,  parts  of  Africa. 
Even  Mexico  probably 
has  per  square  mile 
greater  natural  re- 
sources than  have  we. 
In  above  areas,  per- 
centage of  illiteracy  is 
painfully  high.  Moral 
conditions  can  be 
judged  by  this : — Some 
newspapers  shameless- 
ly report  illegitimate 
births. 

This  number  of  Eu- 
genics Pamphlets  will 
discuss  therefore,  this 
aspect  of  U.S.A.'s,  the 
world's  highest,  living- 
standard. 


TEA  PICKER,  CEYLON 
In  Ceylon's  hill-country  tea  plantations,  the  pick- 
ers are  Tamils.  Ceylon  wages  are  a  shade  higher 
than  in  Hindustan,  where  population  pressure  is  more 
severe.  Tamil  influx  into  Ceylon  parallels  that  of 
lowgrade  Haiti  Negroes  into  Cuba's  sugar  planta- 
tions. When  your  editor  was  in  Ceylon,  also  in  Haiti, 
he  saw  that,  when  increased  population-pressure 
forces  lower  wages,  the  tendency  is  to  radiate  into 
areas  of  better  living  standards. 

U.S.A.  has  world's  highest  living  standard. 
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WOMEN  TRAVELLING  BY  CART 

Such  cart-travel  contrasts  with  U.S. A 's  automobiles,  streamliners,  airplanes. 
It  illustrates  why  Hindus  are  classed  amon<>  the  "Backward  Peoples".  One  is  not 
surprised  therefore,  that  parents'  fear  of  Kali,  one-eyed  Goddess  of  Hate,  blocks 
any  teaching  of  birth  control.  A  high  infant  mortality  fattens  the  purses  of 
Kali's  priesthood.  Only  when  one  lives  in  Hind  and  sees  distracted  mothers  paying 
for  the  goatblood  sacrifice  for  the  hideous  Destroyer,  can  one  understand  why  the 
oily,  corpulent,  temple  administrators  are  alert  to  prevent  any  change  in  the 
status  quo. 

Eugenists  disagree  with  pessimistic  articles  that  Hindustan's  population  situa- 
tion is  hopeless.

There  should  be  simultaneous  emphatic 
reduction  of  birthrates  of  morons,  of  near-morons.

On  mountain  trails, 
one  relied  upon  the  kago.

D.  C.  He  served  mankind  year  after  year  at  heavy  cost  to  himself  and 
family.  Did  even  one  of  the  more  than  one  billion  illiterates  among  the 
Backward  Peoples  know  how  this  unselfish  man  gave  his  very  life-blood  to 
scientific  alleviation  of  their  sorrows?

The  New  York  Times,  announcing  his  death,  spoke 
feelingly  of  the  high  intellectual  attainments  and  of  the  manner  in  which 
this  modest  scientist  labored  for  his  fellowmen.

New  Yorkers  speeding  in  Pullmans  toward  Florida  to  enjoy  January  sun- 
bathing, probably  se'dom  pause  to  remember  that  there  are  those  who  still  travel 
by  human  muscle.  Such  coolie-hire  often  costs  less  than  a  halfcent  per  hour.  That 
an  American  labor  union  man  can  earn  $2  per  hour,  with  less  effort  than  a  burden 
coolie  expends  to  gain  half  a  cent,  is  a  measure  of  the  "American  Know  How." 

IV.  "TOP-SIDE"  TIBET 

The  way  seemed  open  for  an  expedition  into  Tibet.  Experienced 
British  friends  explained  the  requirements.  "You  should  have  a  string 
of  Guhrka  coolies  .  .  .  Suggest  24."  "Is  this  not  running  into  heavy 
expense?"  "No,"  was  the  reply.  "We'll  give  you  the  reliable  Number- 
One-Boy.  The  cost  of  all  24  will  equal  but  one  American  Dollar.  23  at 
4c  was  92c.  No.  1  Boy  8c.  "And,  of  course,"  they  added,  "he  pockets 
also  the  good  old  Oriental  squeeze.  This  probably,  is  a  i/o  cent  daily 
on  the  23.  That  IIV2C  is  added  thereby  to  his  8c.  That's  almost  two 
dimes  every  day  of  your  trip."  Do  you  wonder  that  he  has  become  one 
of  the  avaricious  money-lenders  in  Nepal  ? 

As  this  is  written,  a  full  dinner  costs,  per  person,  in  California 
from  $2  to  $3.  That  was  the  expense  for  24  coolies  in  the  Himalayan 
Passes  FOR  TWO  TO  THREE  WHOLE  DAYS  .  .  .  Under  Hyphenate 
pressure,  however,  the  Immigration  Acts  are  being  "amended  to 
death."  This  must  mean  continued  lowering  of  U.S.A.'s  living  standard, 
even  now  still  the  world's  highest. 
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MANCHU  ARCHITECTURE 

Our  photographs  were  taken  when  your  editor  was  in  Manchuria  during  the 
Manchu  Rebellion.  Fascinating  to  populationists  is  Population  Index  10/45.  This 
shows  how  Manchuria  was  held  a  closed  land  by  the  Manchu  Dynasty.  There  was 
used  "a  primitive  form  of  passport  system,  instituted  to  prevent  the  infiltration  of 
Chinese". 

Those  who  remember  Eugenics  Pamphlet  number  W26  on  Korea,  will  not  be 
surprised  at  "prior  to  1931  Manchuria  was  a  place  of  refuge  for  liberals  or  the 
dissatisfied  who  were  fleeing  Japanese  rule". 

Among  the  findings  are:  "it  is  entirely  possible  that  migration  will  continue 
until  the  population  pressure  north  and  south  of  the  Great  Wall  is  equalized. 
If  this  occurs  within  the  existing  matrix  of  HAND  AGRICULTURE,  LOW 
LEVELS  OF  LIVING,  AND  UNCONTROLLED  FERTILITY,  THE  ULTIMATE 
CONSEQUENCES  OF  CHINESE  EXPANSION  BEYOND  THE  GREAT  WALL 
WILL  BE  MERELY  THE  EQUALIZATION  OF  POVERTY". 

V.  CHANG  OF  MANCHURIA 

It  was  before  breakfast  we  met  Chang  of  Manchuria.  With 
his  load,  he  was  passing  our  "hotel".  This  porter-coolie  was  stag- 
gering under  an  unbelievably  heavy  burden.  It  was  a  mining  casting 
from  U.S.A.  It  was  so  heavy  his  eyes  almost  burst  from  their  sockets. 
When  the  innkeeper  was  asked  as  to  wages,  he  answered,  "The  mine  is 
25  hours  away.  Chang  will  earn  a  dime  for  such  porterage.  .  . ."

In  Yosemite  Nature  Notes,  Aug.  1950,  under  the  heading  "1950  WILDLIFE 
CENSUS  OF  YOSEMITE  VALLEY"  by  Wayne  W.  Bryant,  Ranger  Naturalist, 
occurs  this  statement  about  rodent  populations:  ".  .  .  A  climax  is  reached.  An 
epidemic  of  disease  or  predation  causes  a  sudden  decline  to  minimum  numbers." 

Biologists  know  that  Nature's  way  is  to  OVERPRODLTCE  as  to  population, 
this  provides  for  what  Darwin  calls  "The  Survival  of  the  Fittest".  .  .  This  is  writ- 
ten in  the  shade  of  an  oak  in  California's  LTpper  Sonoran  Life  Zone.  Your  editor, 
for  comfort,  dropped  his  hat  at  his  side.  So  many  acorns  were  produced  from 
that  one  tree  this  year  that  there  were  41  under  that  hat.  He  estimated  that  there 
were  under  that  one  oak  over  76,000  acorns.  

The  same  tendency  that  saw  to  a  levelling  off  of  high  birth  rates  among  the  low  income  group, 
as  found  among  Swedes  in  Stockholm,  also  Negroes  in  our  northern  cities,  was  noticed  by  Dr. 
Ellsworth  Huntington  among  Harvard  and  Yale  graduates.  He  wrote:  "Where  birth  control  has 
free  rein,  not  only  do  the  most  successful  people  have  the  most  children,  but  the  size  of  the  families 
is  coming  back  to  such  a  level  that  these  successful  people  are  having  more  than  enough  children  to 
replace  themselves."  "A  Revolution  in  Birth  Rates"  (Bulletin  Population  Reference  Bureau,  7/49).

CAMEL  CARAVAN 
The  oleander  is  willow-like  as  to  thirst.  To  the  right,  a  little  above  the  camel 
colt,  can  be  seen  the  shadow  of  an  attempt  at  the  nearer  of  two  retaining  walls. 
The  "ivadi",  or  arroyo  is,  at  times,  pipe  for  those  rare  but  copious  desert  cloud- 
bursts. Beyond  the  left,  this  wadi  was  lined,  both  sides,  with  blooming  oleanders. 
Despite  drought,  also  heat,  the  desert's  biota,  from  Bedouin  and  camels  to  oleand- 
ers and  date  palms,  succeeds  in  reproducing.  Only  among  our  Occidental  high- 
powers  is  the  natural  birthrate  excessively  reversed. 


VI.  BEN  HASSEN  OF  GRAND  LEBAN 

To  cross  the  county  of  the  Druses  into  Damascus,  we  needed  not 
only  a  chauffeur  but  a  linguist.  "What  is  the  chauffeur's  wage?"  "40c 
daily."  "How  much  more  for  one  who  can  speak  English?"  "Well, 
where  you  are  going,  you  ought  to  have  one  that  knows  Turkish, 
Syriac,  Circassian,  Greek,  Armenian,  Russian,  French,  Arabic.  If  you 
don't  mind  10  cents  a  day  extra,  one  can  be  had  who  can  get  along 
in  15  languages.

A  reminder  about  rubber  tire  research  appears  in  "oO  Years  of  Tire  Progress" 
of  the  July  1950  number  of  Du  Pont  magazine.  It  reminds  us  that  "Ten-year  old 
Johnny  Dunlop  was  the  first  person  to  ride  on  pneumatic  rubber  tires.  On  the 
evening  of  February  28,  1888,  crude  tires  were  placed  on  the  big  wheels  of 
Johnny's  tricycle  and  the  boy  pedalled  out  into  the  moonlight."  Also  that  "50 
years  ago,  the  rubber  industry  could  make  about  2,000  pneumatic  tires  a  year  .  .  . 
tires  wore  out  so  fast  they  cost  6  cents  a  mile  to  run."  This  is  an  example  of  how 
we  need  these  researchists.  Are  you  thinking  about  as  to  whether  they  have  an 
adequate  replacement  birthrate? 


In  the  Middle  Ages,  men  showed  repugnance  to  scientifically  studying  the 
human  cadaver  .  .  .  Hippocrates'  disciples  had  studied  animal  anatomy  ,  .  .  toward 
diagnosis  of  human  disease  .  .  .  Galen's  Human  Anatomy  "was  based  chiefly  on 
observing  dogs  and  monkeys"  (Quoted,  condensed  from  Hertwig's  Zoology,  Kings- 
ley's  translation),  Eugenics  Pamphlets  consistently  has  advised  "learning  to  read 
a  trailside  like  a  book". 
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CAMEL  DUNG 

Even  garden  plants  will  respond  to  intelligent  use  of  fertilizer.  One  won- 
ders what  observant  desert-dweller,  back  in  the  Neolithic,  noticed  that  the  barley 
around  a  bit  of  camel  dung  produced  "40  fold"  when  that  two  feet  away  gave  but 
a  scrawny  "20  fold."  Even  camel  droppings,  saleable  for  fertilizer,  can  yield  to 
the  head  of  a  desert  family,  earnings  which  permit  raising  children.  It  is  a  far 
cry  from  such  an  occupation  to  that  giving  the  standard  of  living  of  the  average 
American  family.  Today,  however,  we  are  destroying,  by  DELIBERATE  RACE- 
SUICIDE,  the  very  precious  element  which  has  made  possible  the  building  up  of 
our  way  of  life  compared  with  that  pictured  above. 

VII.  BE-FEZZED  CAMEL-DRIVER 

Abdul,  to  earn  a  bread-and-an-onion  diet,  would  condescend  to 
hire  out  to  any  chance  caravan  wanting  a  cameldriver.  He  much  pre- 
ferred, however,  to  be  a  chauffeur.  We  needed  a  chauffeur,  for  Turkey- 
in-Asia.  Wage  tariff,  again  40c  daily.  10c  additional  for  one  speaking 
English.  Abdul's  accent  was  hardly  Oxonian.  "No,  not  British,  but 
American,"  he  grinned,  "I  belonged  to  the  Union  at  .  .  .  (He  named  a 
world-famous  U.S.A.  industrial  plant) .  $1  per  hour,  on  an  8-hour  day. 
$1.50  per  hour  overtime.  Every  breakfast  I  had  ham  and  two  eggs,  and 
a  "stack  and".  They  charged  nothing  extra  for  the  second  cup  of 
coffee.  On  Sundays,"  he  rattled  on,  "I  generally  invited  two  friends 
and  their  wives  for  a  chicken  dinner."  There  followed  the  Mother-call. 
She  had  selected  a  Turkish  wife.  "Now  we  are  lucky  to  have  meat 
twice  in  one  year  .  .  .  Most  of  the  time  it's  bread  and  an  onion.  Once 
daily  we  have  a  mess  of  greens  ..  .  Do  you  know,"  Abdul  mused,  "I 
wouldn't  hesitate  to  kill  a  man  if  thereby  I  could  get  back  to  U.S.A."

Note  therein  that  the  father,  Ole,  received 
a  school  teacher's  annual  salary  of  $5..50. 
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MARKET  EARNINGS  IN  LATIN  AMERICA 
There  was  no  data  as  to  earnings  of  above  market  folk.  On  the  Guatemala 
highlands,  however,  we  had  a  test.  An  Amerind  (American  Indian)  woman  made, 
on  her  metate,  tortillas  from  homegrown  corn.  Then  she  walked  to  the  village 
market  (i  miles  distant.  She  carried  the  tortilla  stack  on  her  head.  We  met  her 
again  coming  home.  Business  had  been  good.  She  had  sold  all.  Our  companion, 
who  lived  in  that  village,  said  she  averaged  about  6  cents  a  day,  including  grinding 
the  corn  into  flour,  and  walking  a  total  of  12  miles.  Such  wages  do  not  allow  for 
hairdos  or  the  monthly  installment  on  the  automobile. 

VIII.  MODESTO  OF  TIERRA  CALIENTE 

Modesty  was  not  an  attribute  of  the  peon  'yclept  "Modesto."  In 
fact,  he  boasted  painfully  about  our  lack  of  business  acumen.  We  had 
come  down  in  the  moonlight  from  the  Tierra  Templada  into  the  Tierra 
Caliente.  We  arrived  just  before  dawn,  hungry  as  coyotes.  "A  restaur- 
ant?" There  was  a  shrug  of  scraped  shoulders.  "Quien  sabe?  A  la 
onze?"  Now  a  wait  from  3  a.m.  to  11  after  that  descent  in  the  sharp 
mountain  air  was  intolerable.  Came  the  suggestion,  "Solace  ourselves 
with  a  walk  in  the  jungle."  The  town  had  several  high-chimneyed 
factories.  These  long  had  been  under  Scottish  foremen.  Most  of  the 
peons  spoke  English.  We  met  Modesto,  machete  under  his  arm,  with 
a  bunch  of  bananas.  "How  much  for  a  hand?"  "'Die?:  centavos."  We 
gave  him  a  Mexican  dime.  It  then  equalled  five  cents,  American  gold 
basis.  The  peon  laid  down  the  whole  bunch  of  bananas,  walked  away. 
We  heard  him  calling  in  Spanish  to  his  friends:  "For  what  do  you 
think  I  soaked  this  gringo?  A  whole  dime."  .  .  . 

Wages  then  in  Mexico  in  factory,  on  the  haciendas,  in  the  mines, 
were  about  17c  a  day.  American  gold.

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IX.  AND  NOW,  THE  ADDING  MACHINE 

Herein  are  given  veritable  accounts  of  wage-standards  within  the 
author's  lifetime.  On  the  Burroughs,  one  lists  their  daily  wages: 
Chang  of  Manchuria,  5  cents;  En  route  Topside-Tibet,  31/2  cents;  Gran 
Leban's  Ben  Hassan,  40  cents;  Abdul,  (camel  driver,  earning  even  less 
when  not  at  the  automobile  wheel),  40  cents;  Modesto  of  the  Banana 
Jungle,  17  cents. 

Here  was  an  average  daily  wage  of  say,  20  cents. 

During  those  years,  the  8-hour-day  wage  standard  in  U.S.A.  was 
on  an  average  basis  of  about  50c  per  hour.  In  other  words,  each  of 
above  overseas  labor  average  for  12  to  14  hours  a  day  was  a  wage  ap- 
proximately 40%  PER  DAY  of  the  wages  of  an  American  unskilled 
laborer  PER  HOUR.  Has  not  U.S.A.'s  labor  a  debt  to  the  group,  within 
its  population  mass,  that  gave  it  the  "American  Know  Plow?" 

X.  LIVING  STANDARDS  COMPARED 
A  Chinese  peony-breeder  obtained  his  "blueribbons"  by  ARTIFI- 
CIAL SELECTION.  He  bred  from  prizewinners.  U.S.A.  has,  in  its  pio- 
neers, a  highly  selected  stock.  These  also  underwent  screening. 

Our  living  standard  is  based  upon  several  items.  One  is  our 
"American  Know  How".  This  resulted  from  10  generations  of  pioneer- 
ing. In  other  words,  EUGENIC  SELECTION  has  been  at  work  in 
winnowing  the  American  population,  since  Plymouth  Rock  or  on 
James  River.  At  times  in  both  places  50%  of  the  population  perished  in 
a  comparatively  few  months. 

The  American  settler  who  survived  HAD  to  be  more  re- 
sourceful than  any  redskin,  any  Spaniard.  He  had  to  be 
quicker  in  action  than  any  grizzly,  any  rattlesnake.  Such 
stock,  in  the  case  of  New  England,  again  was  evolved  largely 
from  the  very  cream  of  Britain's  upper-middle-class.  In  Vir- 
ginia, in  the  Carolinas,  the  material,  in  many  cases,  included 
many  younger  sons  of  the  world's  greatest  administrators 
for  centuries — the  resourceful  Norman  aristocracy  of  Brit- 
ain. That  word  ARIS-TOCRACY— note  the  two  Greek  roots 
— is  no  mere  accident.  

Confucius  himself  is  an  example  that  should  encourapre  U.S.A. 
in  the  midst  of  a  declining  birthrate.  He  had  but  one  son,  an  instance 
of  a  family  approaching  extinction.  Then  the  descent  "fanned".  Today 
he  has  over  13,000  descendants.  These  include  the  brains  of  Chinese 
leadership  today.  WATCH  THE  PRINCIPLES  OF  EUGENICS 
WORKING  IN  CHINA'S  POPULATION  MASS  .  .  .  THEN  PLAN 
FOR  U.S.A. 

'Who  sits  in  a  well  to  observe  the  sky,  does  not  see  very  much."

Columbia  Exposition  (1893),  (which  we  both  remember),  the 
sciences  of  Sociology,  Anthropology,  Genetics,  as  we  know  them  today,  even  yet 
unborn?"  One  of  the  still  newer  sciences  is  Aerobiology.  If  your  library  has  A  A  AS

hour  glancing  thru  its  papers,  as  those  on  allergens.  Note  the  10  plates  on  atmos- 
pheric pollen.  Then  ask  yourself:  "Why  is  it  these  researchists,  a  most  precious 
asset,  have  a  dysgenic  birthrate?" 

Scientific  intelligence  ineasiiicment,  with  which  every  schoolchild  is  now  familiar,  traces  back 
to  two  Frenchmen,  Binet  and  Simon.  Their  researches  were  extended  by  various  worlters  in  other 
countries  until  today  there  is  a  well-established,  standardized  techniiiiie,  known  as  "intelligence  test- 
ing." (Fairchild's  Rase  and  Nationality.) 
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KOREAN  SEWER  IN  1911 

An  Occidental,  landing  at  a  port  with  above  lack  of  sanitation,  may  well 
shudder.  Human  excreta  dumped  uphill  into  an  open  drain.  Drinking  water  then 
taken  from  same  lower  down.  Here  was  complete  disregard  of  biological  law. 
Infant  mortality  60%  the  first  year. 

Despite  such  needless  waste  of  babies,  a  horticultural  wizard  lived  there. 
His  tree  peony  made  an  Occidental  turn  green  with  envy.  A  British  friend 
interpreted  his  answers  to  questions  about  methods: 

"Simple.  I  SCOUR  THE  PROVINCES  FOR  GOOD  ANCESTORS  ...  I  KEEP 
SEVERAL  TRAINED  BOYS  WATCHING  MY  GARDENS."  (for  mutations). 
"WE  ORIENTALS  KNOW,  TOO,  HOW  TO  MANURE.  IF,  ONCE  IN  TEN 
YEARS,  I  ISOLATE  A  PRIZE,  SOME  MANDARIN,  SOME  RICH  MERCHANT- 
FANCIER  buys:"  THEN,  TOO,  UPCOAST  TRADERS  KNOW,  IF  THEY 
BRING  ROOTS  THAT  PROVE  ACCEPTABLE,  THEY  WILL  HAVE  WHAT, 
TO  AN  ASIATIC,  IS  A  HANDSOME  REWARD.  ONE  DOES  NOT  HAVE  TO 
PAY  MUCH  TO  HAVE  HUNDREDS  OF  PEASANTS,  DAD,  MOTHER,  NUM- 
EROUS KIDS  WATCHING." 

A  student  of  eugenics  was  interested  in  his:— "YOU  SEE,  WE  CHINESE 
EMPHASIZE  ANCESTORS!" 

XL  MANPOWER,  OUR  SUPER  ASSET 

Sam's  budget  was:  "40%  food,  30%  shelter,  30%  cloth- 
ing, 20%  amusements  and  incidentals."  "But  that's  120%". 
"Lord,  doan'  ah  know  it?" 

Others,  like  Sam,  "jess  don't  figger  right".  They  assert  "U.S.A. 
leads  because  of  enormous  natural  wealth.  It  is  not  that,  but  our  kind 
of  people.  The  upper  reaches  of  the  Amazon,  also  the  rich  Atlantic 
Coast  hinterland  behind  Rio  de  Janeiro  also  from  Santos  to  Sao  Paulo, 
— all  are  well  known  to  your  editor.  He  dares  assert  Brazil  probably 
even  excels  U.S.A.  in  natural  wealth.  He  also  knows  Hindustan,  from 
the  Assam  tea  plantations  to  Bombay's  Elephantine  Caves,  likewise 
from  Tamil  Land,  past  Benares'  burning  ghats,  to  where  camel  cara- 
vans thread  the  Khyber  Pass.  He  further  asserts  Hindustan's  un- 
touched riches  at  least  equal  U.S.A. 's. 

The  deciding  factor  in  World  Wars  I  and  H  was  neither  fertile 
fields  nor  minerals  from  mines.  It  was  10  generations  frontier  select- 
ed brains  working  thru  our  Navy  and  Army  staffs. 
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CORMORANTS  TRAINED  TO  FISH 

Excessive  birth  control  had  plummeted  France,  a  few  months  before  World 
War  II:  to  below  the  reproduction  line.  This  blocked  natural  selection,  which,  un- 
hindered, works  unceasingly  in  China's  population  mass. 

One  element  is  chronic  food  shortages.  Cormorants,  common  also  on  the 
California  coast,  are  trained  in  China  and  Japan  to  fish.  Their  necks  are  so  ringed 
they  must  disgorge  a  fixed  number  of  fish  before  they  are  allowed  to  swallow  their 
own  dinner.  Such  Oriental  patience  also  built  up  over  centuries,  our  prize  peonies, 
chrysanthemums,  wisteria. 


XII.  COVERED  WAGON 

"Milkman,  do  your  cows  go  to  pasture?"  "Yes — Why?" 
"Because  I  want  my  children  to  have  only  pasteurized  milk!" 

This  is  written  while  reflecting'  upon  differential  fecundity,  seated 
on  an  outcrop  on  a  California  hillside : — Its  serpentine  shows  9  species 
of  lichens.  They  rang-e  in  color  from  brick-red,  orange,  canary,  to  g"ray- 
green,  gray-black.  The  Geology  Professor  has  been  talking  about  ero- 
sion ending  in  a  peneplain.  He  mentions  one  factor  therein  being  the 
corrosive  acids  secreted  from  these  lichens.  Their  efforts  OVER  LONG 
GEOLOGIC  TIME  is  important.  He  then  added:  "Same  is  true  of 
Eugenics.  Most  thinkers  admit  U.S.A.'s  Covered  Wogan  stock  is  a 
unique  asset  resembling  the  Greeks  of  Pericles'  day.  Under  the  Come- 
back Theory,  our  people  have  the  vast  measures  of  Geologic  Time  to 
build  on  the  Covered  Wagon  stock  basis.  This  only,  however,  if  we 
CONSERVE  by  NOW  reversing  that  stock's  dysgenic  trend  thru 
Excessive  Birth  Control."

When  reading  same,  do  not  forget  that  the  researchist  group,  who  gave  us  longer 
life,  has  since  1890,  lacked  an  adequate  replacement  birthrate. 


The  essence  of  eugenics  is  that  bettcr-than-average  stocks  should  be  on  the  increase.  (A. U.S. 
Review  10/'38.) 
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TRA\ EL  BY  WHEELBARROW 
Part  of  your  editor's  travel  in 
China  was  by  wheelbarrow.  Chinese 
population  pressure  is  intense. 
Every  possible  square  foot  of  land 
must  be  utilized,  for  food  produc- 
tion. Chinese  foottrails  are  in  lieu 
of  our  wastefully-wide  highways. 
Such  restriction  saves  room  for 
every  possible  rice  plant.  The 
wheelbarrow's  single  wheel  is  said 
to  be  engineeringly  ideal  for  the 
footpaths. 

Some  over-optimistic  population- 
ists  insist  that  the  Orient's  indus- 
trialization must  be  accelerated.  If 
the  Occident  attempts  to  force 
substitution  of  broad  automobile 
superhighways  for  wheelbarrow- 
sized  foot  paths,  untold  foodgetting 
acres  must  be  lost.  This  means  in- 
creased famine,  pestilence,  war. 
The  resultant  reaction  of  Chinese 
opinion,  although  overwhelmingly 
illiterate,  could  be  so  violent  that 
such  so-called  desired  reforms 
never  would  take  place. 

To  parody  the  slogan  of  the 
Campbells  of  Loch-awe  "  'Tis  a  far 
cry  from"  the  wind-aided  wheel- 
barrow of  China  to  the  recently  an- 
uounced  seven-hundred  -  miles  -  per- 
hour  airplane.  However,  we  Occi- 
dentals could  well  pause  to  con- 
sider that  extremely  conservative 
China,  due  to  various  causes  (in- 
cluding ancestor-  worship  and 
planned  early  marriages  of  talent- 
ed youth),  has  a  population  trend 
whieli  is  decidedly  eugenic.  Ameri- 
ca's present  highpower  birthrate 
since  1900,  has  become  more  and 
more  dysgenic. 


XIII.  TRANSPORTATION  SPEED 

"Most  of  all,  I  did  enjoy  the 
sunrise  arrival  at  London  of  the 
all  night  coach.  The  streets  be- 
ing- narrow,  I  could  see  from  my 
vantage  point  atop  the  vehicle, 
my  fellow  Englishmen  at  their 
morning  delousing." 

Transportation  speed  is  one  test  of 
accelerated  progress.  All-night  travel 
atop  of  a  crowded  coach  offered 
neither  the  comforts  nor  the  speed  of 
a  Streamliner's  Pullman  berths  and 
dining  car.  The  delousing  custom,  at 
a  time  when  a  sick  man's  barber  was 
called  in  to  bleed  him,  gives  further 
glimpse  of  advances  in  sanitation 
since  Stuart  Kings  reigned  over  our 
English  ancestors. 

XIV.  POPULATION  PRESSURE 
CAUSES  FOOD  SHORTAGE,  WAR 

Anyone  who  lived  in  preKaiser,  also 
preHitler  Germany  or  preMussolini 
Italy,  or,  again  in  the  Japan  that 
abandoned  its  centuries  old  population 
pressure  control  by  systematic  in- 
fanticide— any  of  these  knows  in- 
creasing  population  pressure  will 
make  any  nation  prefer  war,  with 
possible  victory,  to  slow  starvation. 

XV.  NEAR  EAST  LIVING 
STANDARDS 

The  wages  of  3  Hindu  servants  for 
our  last  elephant  trip  averaged,  daily, 
less  than  one  day's  bus  token  to  and 
from  office.  Coming  nearer  Europe 
wages  were  higher.  A  chauffeur  for  a 
Near  East  trip  was  needed.  40  cents 
seemed  everywhere  the  daily  wage 
for  an  auto  driver.  25%,  or  one  dime, 
daily  supplement  procured  an  Eng- 
lish-speaking driver.  The  accent  of 
one,  his  slang,  seemed  Western.  "Sure, 
brother  and  I  were  San  Francisco 
taxidrivers  till  the  summons  came. 
My  best  money  was  from  nightclub 
frequenters.  These  tipped  liberally 
when  2  a.m.  help  was  needed  to  find 
tlie  keyhole. 

Then  came  the  story: — "Brother 
married  an  Irish  girl.  Mother  was 
furious.  She  was,  also,  clever.  Avoid- 
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ing  mentioning  her  dis- 
pleasure, she  simply 
wrote  a  little  later  she 
was  dying.  I  dared  not 
refuse.  On  landing  at 
the  homeport,  I  w  a  s 
jailed  for  escaping 
army  duty.  One  year 
in  jail  plus  double  time 
in  service  cancelled 
any  hope  of  return  to 
U.S.A.  I  had  neglected 
to  take  out  first  pap- 
ers." Followed  a  2-wife 
contrast: — "My  broth- 
er's wife  telephones 
for  fish.  My  wife  has 
to  haggle  a  quarter 
hour  at  the  market 
over  prices.  As  to 
clothing,  my  American 
kin  buy  new  suits 
spring  and  fall.  Here 
we  buy  second-hand 
stuff  in  barrels  from 
London.  We  passed  children  picking  up  windfalls  of  dead  olive  branch- 
lets.  "Our  only  fuel,"  he  declared.  "My  California  sister-in-law  lights 
a  gas  stove  for  cooking,  also  has  an  automatic  oil  furnace  for  winter 
heating."  At  his  native  village,  he  parked  the  car  beside  the  community 
well.  It  had  a  marble  wellhead,  perhaps  6  feet  across.  From  its  rim 
radiated  rays  hke  a  sunburst's.  "Those  are  erosion  of  centuries  of  well 
ropes.  "Our  house  is  %.  mile  away,  and  uphill.  My  wife  carries,  in  a 
jar  balanced  on  her  head,  all  domestic  water.  My  brother's  colleen  in 
San  Francisco  turns  on  a  faucet  of  Spring  Valley." 

What  a  contrast  between  the  living  standards  of  the  near  East 
and  of  U.S.A. !

Rickshaw-pulling  paid  almost  dou- 
ble the  then  agricultural  wage  of  4c  a  day.  Most 
rickshaw  men  die  early,  however,  of  T.B.  Can  U.S.A. 
offer  leadership  that,  in  their  lands,  will  help  the 
Orient  to  living  standards  approaching  ours?  Or 
will  we  lower  ours  to  theirs  by  allowing  our  Immi- 
gration Quota  Acts  to  be  amended  to  death? 
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SEAGULLS,  MONTEREY,  CALIFORNIA  (NONE  IN  CHINESE  HARBORS) 

Into  no  field  has  more  progress  been  telescoped  than  INVENTION.  America's 
inventiveness,  may  it  continually  be  repeated,  was  born  of  10  generations  of 
Frontier  life.  Those  physically  or  mentally  weak  died  before  begetting  many  sons. 
Only  the  best  survived.  San  Francisco's  1947  telephone  directory  has  a  Yellow 
Section.  Same  includes  10  pages  of  radio,  21  pages  automobile  firms.  Contrast 
latter  with  its  few  livery  stables  in  1857. 

As  late  as  190.5,  Yosemite  stage  schedules  required  passengers  to  arise  at 
3  a.m.  This  was  a  hangover  from  the  old  Covered  Wagon  philosophy:  "Finish  your 
housework  before  noonday  heat."  That,  too,  was  the  price  of  survival.  On  horse- 
and-buggy  trips  to  the  gold  mines.  Dad  always  had  us  up  for  the  daylight  start. 
These  were  by  25-mile  relays. 

Characteristic  of  pioneer  inventiveness  was  Dad's  reaction  to  the  first  tele- 
phone description.  His  study's  desk  had  a  Morse  key.  Sacramento's  young 
married  couples  in  the  early  1880s  gossipped  in  dot-dot-dash-dot.  Dad's  "Science 
News"  arrived,  predicting  wiring  the  human  voice.  Excitedly  he  rushed  to  the 
kitchen  to  tell  Mother.  Next  morning  he  took  me  with  him  across  our  alley  to 
Telegraph  Planing  Mill,  12th  &  J.  In  a  neighbor's  yard,  we  passed  an  abandoned 
Covered  Wagon.  "If  that  old  Prairie  Schooner's  folks  were  alive",  Dad  said,  "their 
ears  wouldn't  believe  what  we  are  doing."  5  minutes  later  he  had  selected  a  red- 
wood 6x6.  Soon  he  was  directing  the  German  at  the  lathe  how  to  shape  what  was 
both  telephone  receiver  and  transmitter.  After  his  death,  your  editor  gave  this, 
Sacramento's  first  telephone,  to  the  Telephone  Company's  Museum. 

XVI.  U.S.A.'s  BOUNDLESS  (?)  NATURAL  WEALTH 

Dad:  "The  elephant  eats  all  day.  Now  what  eats  least?" 

Junior:  "The  moth.  It  eats  nothing  but  holes." 

A  German,  or  an  Italian,  a  Frenchman,  a  Turk  or  a  Hindu,  will 
discuss  World  Wars  I  and  II.  They  inevitably  wind  up  with :  "Victory 
was  assured  with  America's  entry  because  of  U.S.A.'s  vast  natural 
wealth." 

This  is  Error.  That  it  is  repeated  worldwide  is  evidence  almost  all 
Mankind  still  is  eugenically  illiterate.  The  actual  balance-tipping  con- 
tribution of  U.S.A.  toward  winning  World  Wars  was  in  each  case 
its  unique  manpower.  

It  sometimes  happens  that  a  pair  of  twins  comes  from  a  single  fertilized  ovum.  The  embryo, 
after  starting  life  as  a  single  individual,  divides  at  a  very  early  stage  of  develpoment  and  gives  rise 
to  two  individuals.  The  two  (or  sometimes  more)  individuals  derived  from  the  same  fertilized  ovum 
are  exactly  like  in  genie  constitution.  They  are  truly  identical  as  far  as  heredity  is  concerned.  They 
are  often  distinguishable  in  appearance.  Heredity  and  Environment,  p.  4. 
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ELEPHANT  COACH 
Travel  by  elephant  is  neither  as  comfortable  or  as  speedy  as  a  streamliner's 
Pullman  with  dining  car.  When  your  editor  first  visited  Hindustan  there  still 
were  areas  whose  only  highways  were  elephant  paths.

(T.I.P.S. :  "To  Insure  Prompt  Service"),  sometimes  are  more  than  charge  for  a 
livery  elephant,  if  obtainable. 

XVII.  THE  MAJORITY'S  UNREST 

The  Orient,  from  Hindustan  to  Japan,  contains  the  majority  of 
the  World's  inhabitants.  This  unwieldly  population  mass  is  seething 
with  unrest.  The  stimuli  applied  largely  since  1900  were  originally 
from  blundering  idealists  from  West  of  the  Urals.  Now  everywhere 
native  demagogues,  (from  the  babu  of  Calcutta  to  the  politico  of 
Manila) ,  get  easy  pickings  by  their  agitations. 

Here  is  perhaps  our  greatest  challenge  since  the  time  of  Prince 
Henry  the  Navigator  and  of  Albuquerque.  Can  we  of  the  Occident  fur- 
nish REAL  leadership  ?  With  the  collapse  of  France,  the  bombing  of 
Britain,  the  loss  of  German  leadership  with  such  tragedy  of  the  air- 
destruction  of  the  5,000  top  scientists  at  Pienemunde,  this  leadership 
must  come  from  Anglo  Saxons :  Here  the  hope  is  America  plus  Canada, 
Australia,  New  Zealand. 

Without  being  charged  as  pessimistic,  many  Eugenic  Pamphlets 
ask  what  is  being  done  to  checkmate  our  own  Blundering  Idealists? 
Is  the  type  that  bullied  Congress  into  refraining  from  fortifying  Guam 
"Lest  it  offend  Japan"  (with  nearby  Truk  being  built  into  a  Gibraltar, 
whose  Rising  Sun  flag  waved  months  after  the  Stars  and  Stripes  were 
over  Tokio)  the  type  capable  of  giving  the  famished  Orient  intelligent 
leadership  ?

Domestic  water,  in  Hindustan's  Hinterland,  does  not  arrive  via  the  faucet. 
The  waterman  or  bhisti  delivers  it  by  bullock  as  above.  He  will  cheat  as  does  the 
Sicilian  milkman.  Latter  brought  his  goat  to  our  front  door.  A  bag  of  water  was 
under  his  shirt.  A  tube  therefrom  was  hidden  in  his  shirt  sleeve.  A  squeeze  of 
his  arm  against  his  ribs  as  he  milked,  watered  the  lactic  fluid. 

Water  in  Hindustan,  as  in  Sicily,  often  has  a  bacteria  population  as  teeming 
as  India's  humans.  The  "bugs"  combat  Hindustan's  excessive  birthrate  by  pro- 
viding a  compensating  deathrate.  Most  students,  including  native  Intellectuals  of 
British  India,  insist  Hindustan's  population  problem  is  insoluble.  This,  because 
superstitious  illiterates  will  not  listen  to  birth  control.

Your  editor  well  remembers  his  teacher  taking  the  class  to  watch 
this  experiment.  It  was  an  attempt  to  turn  street  car  wheels  by  this 
mysterious  "juice".  The  car  was  a  big  one,  twice  as  long  as  the  tiny 
mule-drawn  street  car  of  those  days.  A  lanky  hayseed,  standing  near 
the  boy,  chewed  a  wisp  of  straw  and  drawled,  "Wall,  I  guess  them 
two  fellers  is  just  harmlessly  looney.  If  it  was  my  money  they  was 
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wasting,  my  fingers  would  be 
itching  to  tug  a  stout  rope, 
like  we  got  rid  of  hoss  thieves 
in  the  good  old  Vigilante 
days." 

That  big  street  car  disap- 
pointed the  oldtimers,  how- 
ever. It  actually  moved !  It  ran 
from  one  end  of  the  town  to 
the  other.  Then  it  ran  back. 
Inside  a  month  the  boy  had 
exchanged  a  nickel  for  a  seat 
in  it.  Hydroelectricity  had  ar- 
rived. From  this  valley, 
(named  for  the  coonskin-bon- 
neted  men  led  by  Bible-Toter 
Jedediah  Smith,  hardly  three- 
score-and-ten  years  before) , 
electric  transmission  spread 
until  even,  in  far  away  Japan, 
little  brown  men  were  to  imi- 
tate the  hydroelectric  ma- 
chinery that  grew  out  of  that 
"Crazy"  Folsom-to-Sacramen- 
to  wire.

THE  PLAINS" 

Canada  to  Mexico  airflight 
in  2  hours  is  reported  by  radio 
as  this  is  written.

Men  with  sickles  were  followed  by  women  handpicking  from  the  field  any  fallen 
head  of  grain.  Above  showed  practically  no  progress  in  harvesting  from  the  time 
of  Ruth  and  Boaz. 

Your  editor's  wheat  farms  are  plowed  by  tractor-drawn  gang  plows,  harvested 
by  combined  harvesters.  This  progress  has  resulted  from  about  one  century  of 
American  invention.

It 
further  questions  whether  the  Canadian  Proterozoic  may  be,  not  a  sub  era,  but  of 
era  rank. 

Such  items  jolt  one  into  grasping  that  we  have  all  geological  time  in  which 
to  carry  out  a  never-ending  eugenics  program  IF  we  conserve  present  assets. 
Those  of  ancient  Greece  were  lost  thru  utter  inability  to  comprehend  the  needs 
of  immigration  control.  Those  of  the  almost  forgotten  Norman  kingdom  in  Sicily 
were  lost  forever  because  of  proximity  to  the  harem  system  of  nearby  North 
Africa.  Those  of  Italy's  Renaissance  were  dissipated  by  a  process,  the  description 
of  which  can  be  telescoped  into  the  fact  that  there  came  a  time  when  one  of  the 
ruling  Di  Medicis  was  a  mulatto. 

Above  poses  the  question  of  the  dysgenic  birthrate  of  our  college  graduates.

average  length  of  life 
of  its  policyholders 
must  have  been  about 
34  years.  This  esti- 
mate is  based  on  some 
early  records  in  the 
Company's  arch  i  v  e  s, 
wliich  show  an  expec- 
tation of  life  of  40 
years,  at  age  1,  for  the 
period  1  8  7  9  to  1889. 
From  other  life  tables 
relating  to  about  this 
time,  we  know  that,  on 
account  of  the  high  in- 
fant mortality,  the  ex- 
pectation of  life  at  birth  (average  length  of  life)  must  have  been 
about  six  years  less — that  is  34  years.  Since  then  the  figure  has  been 
almost  doubled,  for  the  average  length  of  life  just  computed  on  a 
basis  of  mortality  among  the  Company's  Industrial  policyholders  in 
1941  is  63.42.  This  once  more  establishes  an  all-time  high." 

Above  resulted  from  the  labors  of  hundreds  of  research  workers. 
In  1879,  the  6-child  family  was  still  common.  Also  the  talented  multi- 
plied at  a  higher  rate  than  the  morons.  With  the  latters'  low  intelli- 
gence, the  infant  mortality  of  their  group  was  high.  The  brainy  high- 
powers,  knowing  how  to  intelligently  fight  child  diseases,  saved  many 
more  babies.  America's  trend  in  1879  was  still  eugenic.  From  James 
River  and  Plymouth  Rock  to  1879  was  the  period  when  America  be- 
came great.

Owl  feathers  and  other  implements  of  witch- 
craft still  are  in  rather  common  use  among  the 
Navajos.  Superstitions  break  down  very  slowly. 
Horses  are  the  property  of  the  man.  Nearly  every- 
thinK  else,  including  the  children,  belong  to  the 
mother.  Eugenists,  who  are  interested  in  marriage 
customs,  and  in  birthrates,  note  that  divorce  among 
the  Navajos  is  rare.  The  ceremony  consists  in  throw- 
ing the  husband's  saddle  thru  the  hogan  door.  Con- 
trast Navajo  divorcelessness  with  one  American  city 
where  divorces  granted  outnumber  one  year,  mar- 
riage licenses  2  to  1.  Paleface  divorces  tend  to  be 
concentrated  among  highstrung  women.  Is  the  rem- 
edy, perhaps,  more  religious  education?  The  church 
marriage  outlasts  the  civil  one  sometimes  10  to  1. 
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WHERE  CRO-MAGNON  GIANTS 
ONCE  LIVED 

When  your  editor  was  working  at  Cro- 
Magnon,  type  locality  of  Cro-Magnon  Man, 
his  room  was  built  into  the  abri  or  cliff 
shelter  where  was  found  the  original  Cro- 
Magnon  skeleton.  These  men  were  giants, 
very  much  taller  than  any  humans  since. 
Scientists  today  are  still  puzzled  why  they 
became  extinct.  These  mighty  hunters  prob- 
ably never  dreamed  of  improving  their  own 
stock.  If  they  had,  they  might  today  be  still 
alive.  Since  1900,  researchists  have  made 
such  startling  discoveries,  man  now  can 
control  his  own  destiny. 


XXm.  DECREASING 
POPULATIONS 

A  striking  example  of  cer- 
tain population  trends  is 
shown  in  Nortli  Dakota  census 
returns.  This  is  not  the  hard- 
est hit  of  the  Dust  Bowl 
states.  However,  North  Dako- 
ta had,  1940,  a  population  of 
639,690.  Compared  with  680,- 
845  in  1930,  here  is  a  decrease 
of  6.0%,  compared  with  an  in- 
crease of  5.3%  between  1920 
and  1930.  Slope  County  had  a 
29.6%  decrease. 

None  of  North  Dakota's 
four  cities  of  over  10,000 
showed  decreases.  All  our 
cities,  unfortunately,  are  rela- 
tively sterile.  This  means  that 
there  is  not  only  a  flow  of  the 
more  resourceful  types  from 
farm  to  city,  but  that,  by  thus 
skimming-  the  cream  from  the 
milk,  we  all  see  the  more  de- 
sirable types  thus  race-suicid- 
ing. 

Such  figures  stimulate  the 
thought  that  all  citizens 
should  acquaint  themselves 
with  eugenics  literature  in 
their  local  libraries.  Some 
eight  European  nations,  be- 
fore the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
also  several  American  states, 
as  well  as  certain  Canadian 
and  Mexican  provinces  are  al- 
ready moving  to  reverse  this 
trend.

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CROMAGNON  MAN,  OUR  FIRST  ARTIST 
Extinction  lias  been  constant,  geolojiists  tell  us,  over  a  billion  years.  U.S.A. 
examples  in  the  past  century  include  the  pretty  sold-and-gi'een  Carolina  parakeet, 
also  a  valuable  food  bird,  the  passenger  piReon.  The  close  of  the  Age  of  Reptiles 
was  the  passing  of  Brontosaurus,  Tyrannosaurus,  Stegosaurus,  as  well  of  the 
reptilian  bird,  Hesperornis. 

Of  all  the  disappearances,  probably  none  is  more  intriguing  than  CroMagnon 
Man.  His  date  apparently  is  five  times  the  time  space  since  Cheops  built  his 
Pyramid.  CroMagnon  Man,  our  first  giant  intellectually  also  was  impressive 
physically.  Some  anthropologists  reckon  at  least  one  individual  to  have  been  7 
feet  tall.  His  cave  paintings  show  remarkable  observation  and  fidelity.  He  is  be- 
lieved to  have  had  the  first  concept  of  a  life  beyond  the  grave.  Forces  that  make 
for  eventual  extinction  are  at  work  in  U.S.A.'s  population  mass.  Particularly 
menacing  are  at  least  two  factors  affecting  our  precious  Pioneer  stock.  These  are 
(a)  imperfect  immigration  control  (b)  excessive  birthcontrol.  Have  you  given 
these  the  thought  they  deserve? 

XXIV.  VEGETABLE-SEED  FARMS 

Discussing  China's  overpopulation,  Jolm  Earl  Baker  recommends 
"increase  farm  yields  BY  SEED  SELECTION".  .  .  On  your  editor's 
seed  farms  it  is  thrilling  to  watch  the  selection  of  table-pea  seed- 
bearers.  Expert  inspectors  go  down  row  after  row.  Every  20  to  35 
plants  an  undesirable  is  spotted.  Immediately  it  is  uprooted.  A  seed 
company  that  was  inefficient  in  such  selection  would,  in  a  few  years, 
have  no  customers  ...  It  is  not  a  reflection  upon  our  intelligence  that 
we  spend  vast  sums  on  selection  of  vegetable  seeds,  yet  are  careless  of 
human  genetics?

DINOSAUR  TRACKS,  ARIZONA 

Darwin  illustrated  Natural  Selection  by 
the  example  of  wolves  limited  to  deer  meat 
for  food.  The  deer,  being  fleet-of-foot,  the 
thinnest,  speediest  wolves  obtained  food. 
Overweights,  slow  of  action,  starved.  Just 
as  individuals  thus  are  eliminated  in  a  wolf- 
pack,  so  competing  species,  tend  toward  per- 
sistence or  extinction. 

Above  is  true  of  the  gigantic  dinosaurs 
once  roaming  North  America.  They  were 
Mother  Nature's  finest  in  bulk,  brute 
strength,  armour.  They  lacked,  however,  in- 
tellect. A  50-ton  dinosaur  might  have  only 
a  mansized  brain.  Humans,  had  they  lived 
in  the  Mesozoic,  would  have  had  a  500  to  1 
advantage. 

It  has  remained  for  Man  to  reverse  Na- 
ture's law.  He  today  breeds  mostly  from 
morons.  His  brainiest  racesuicide. 
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IN  JOSHUA  TKKE  NAT'L  MONUMENT 
Desert  placenames  are  fascinating'.  Some  are 
sarcastic,  or  shall  it  be  said  nostalgic?  Where 
an  egg  can  be  fried  on  a  sunscorched  slab  of  rock, 
one  finds  "Siberia"  also  "Klondike".  Where  men 
die  with  torturing  thirsts  was  a  town  called  "Bull- 
frog".

Overland  desert  trails  may  even  under  today's 
sandstorms,  change.  Thus  are  disclosed  ox  shoes, 
or  parts  of  an  abandoned  Covered  Wagon.  A 
human  skeleton  may  emphasize  the  cost  of  pio- 
neering. Covered  wagon  days  are  "shoved  be'ind 
us",  as  Kipling  would  say.  There  is,  however, 
much  pioneering  still  to  be  done.  The  new  Fron- 
tier is  peopled  with  researchists. 

Awaiting  these  are  probably  more  than  1,000 
species  of  desert  plants  along  our  Mexican  border 
from  San  Diego  to  El  Paso.  Some  of  these  plants 
have  built  up  response  to  aridity  in  various  ways. 
These  include  the  isolation  of  certain  chemicals. 
An  opportunity  is  here  for  a  great  desert  research 
laboratory.  Already  several  valuable  chemicals 
have  been  isolated.  Their  formulae  once  discov- 
ered, they  can  be  manufactured  synthetically.  We 
need  these  researchists  for  continued  increase  of 
the  "American  Know  How".  They  have,  unfortun- 
ately a  tragically  low  birthrate.

They 
even  named  the  anchor- 
age of  the  frigate  float- 
ing the  Stars  and  Stripes 
"Mississippi  Bay".  It  still 
was  known  by  this  appe- 
lation  when  the  writer 
was  in  Yokohama,  trying 
to  awaken  Japanese  in- 
terest in  the  educational 
possibilities  of  supervised 
play  as  U.S.A.  had  it  in 
our  best  managed  play- 
grounds. 

The  dominant  group  in 
Japan,  however,  was  un- 
friendly. The  idea  was 
cold  shouldered  with  "We 
want  nothing  from  the 
great  Democracies  of 
France,  Britain,  America, 
strongly  centralized  state.

MOTHER  NATURE'S  BARBWIRE,  INVENTED  CENTURIES  BEFORE  MAN'S 

In  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  in  Sonera,  in  Chihuahua,  the  peon  wastes  no  pesos  on 
barbwire.  He  machetes  some  ocotillo  stalks,  plants  them.  Soon  a  hiRhly  efficient 
barbwire  fence  is  growing.  It  turns  rabbits  from  watermelons  he  lovingly  irrigates. 

This  barbed  plant  is  another  example  of  desert  efficiency.  The  eventual  job 
of  all  organisms,  plant  or  animal,  is  to  gain  food  that  reproduction  be  possible. 
Before  the  ocotillo  can  reach  the  height  that  it  can  display  its  cardinal  banners, 
there  must  be  months  of  growth  under  severe  desert  conditions.  In  its  environ- 
ment are  kangaroo  rats,  trade  rats,  desert  mice,  cottontails.  In  the  "Land  of  Little 
Rain",  through  rainless  months  sometimes  years,  they  are  evolved  to  take  drink 
by  munching  desert  plants'  green  shoots.  Same  stores  water  from  rarely-falling 
showers.  The  ocotillo,  therefore,  like  the  cactus,  has  thorns  that  tear  tender 
tongues,  discourage  the  thirsty  from  enjoying  an  ocotollo  cocktail.  Thus  this 
queer  plant  is  enabled  to  grow  into  a  small  tree,  to  finally  flash  its  blossoms. 
These  are  so  much  the  color  of  the  Arizona  cardinal  that,  when  this  gorgeously- 
arrayed  bird  alights  among  ocotillo  blossoms,  it  is  unnoticed  by  a  foraging  ac- 
cipiter  hawk. 

XXVII.  ILLITERACY  AND  LIVING  STANDARDS 

Bolivia  and  Minnesota  have  about  the  same  number  of  inhabitants. 
Bolivia's  illiteracy  approximates  809c,  Minnesota's,  4%.  Here  is  a 
score  of  20  to  1.  The  cause?  Both  areas  have  a  rather  severe  climate, 
such  as  is  supposed  to  furnish  an  ideal  environment  for  the  evolution 
of  hardy  characters.  A  probable  reason  is  the  difference  in  human 
stocks.  Bolivia  is  a  part  of  the  old  Inca  empire.  Inca  highpowers  were 
quickly  destroyed  within  2  decades  after  Pizarro's  conquest.  Only 
the  slave  caste,  valuable  as  laborers,  remained.  Leadership  had  to 
come  out  of  arrivals  from  Spain. 

Minnesota's  population  on  the  contrary,  contains  at  least  2  fine 
elements:  American  pioneer  stock,  originally  from  New  England,  also 
hardy,  venturesome  Scandinavians.  Dr.  Hooton  reminds  us:  "Some 
races  seem  to  have  contrived  to  enjoy  more  liberty  than  others."

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CHEESEMAKERS  OF  ALPINE  CHALETS 
The  force  that  lifts  seawater-changed-to-cloud  nearly  3  miles  high  has  equal 
power  on  its  return  to  the  sea.  In  doing  so  one  witnesses  the  erosive  power  there- 
of. The  pointed  Alps  behind  the  row  of  cheesemakers'  huts  will  be  worn  down, 
year  by  year,  until,  finally,  the  mountains  are  reduced  to  a  peneplain.  This  will  be 
but  a  few  feet  above  sea  level.  As  geological  literacy  increases,  men  know  more 
about  earth-erosion.  They  are  learning  to  conserve  precious  top  soil.  When,  how- 
ever, will  they  commence  to  conserve  precious  human  stocks?  The  trend  1890-1940 
was  tragically  dysgenic.  College  graduates  often  had  2,  1,  0  children.  Meantime 
morons  breed  like  rabbits.   

In  a  certain  Gulf  of 
Mexico  area,  the  Reddish 
Egret  population  had  been 
reduced  to  6  individuals. 
These  are  increased  to  200. 
The  "Key  People"  say 
they  formerly  ate  them 
regularly.  This  caused  no 
diminuition  of  numbers. 
Egret  near  -  exti  n  c  t  i  o  n 
came  thru  market-hunting 
for  the  nuptial  plumes,  in 
demand  by  milliners  from 
Boston  to  Berlin  and  Bu- 
charest. Another  market, 
for  turbans  of  Hindu  ma- 
harajahs. 

All  3  egrets  thus  were 
near  extinction.  The  Red- 
dish Egret  fared  worst,  was  saved  by  the  National  Audubon  Society's  devoted 
systematic  work. 

A  Southern  editor  suggests  Man  might  well  look  for  light  on  human  problems 
by  studying  parallels  in  animal  life,  (if  you  want  to  understand  the  crushing  of 
Freedom  by  Communism,  read  Huxley's  The  Ant.) 

Above  Southern  editor,  recognized  nationwide  as  a  sage,  has  vision.  Man 
can  learn  much  from  "Go  to  the  Ant,  thou  sluggard".  Reddish  Egret  statistics 
reminds  us  of  our  own  population  problem.

Everglades  Na- 
tional Park  is  reachable  by  automobile  almost  overnight  from  many  populous 
states.  There  children  could  enjoy  what  at  once  would  be  vacation  and  education 
in  biology.  This  our  Government  recognized  a  quarter  century  ago  by  establishing 
National  Park's  Nature  Guiding.

powered.  Not  long  ago  U.S.A.  had  over  5  million  unemployED.  As  Bri- 
tain found  out  years  ago,  many  of  these  unemployABLE. 

The  tragedy  herein  is  the  fact  that  the  supply  of  this  kind  of 
people  (the  highpowered  inventive  type)  are  being  bred  out,  while  the 
unemployable  type  multiply  like  rabbits. 

Here  is  how  the  Law  of  Differential  Birth  Piates  works.  If  one 
couple,  say  the  inventor  type,  multiplies  at  a  3-child  rate,  and  another, 
say  the  near-moron,  at  a  9-child  rate,  their  greatgrandchildren,  pro- 
vided all  live,  will  be  27  to  729.  The  lowpowers  will  have  supplanted  the 
desirables,  the  kind  so  able  to  pioneer  that  they  built  our  nation.

Above  was  a  favoiute  Mussolini  subject.  One  anniversary  of  Rome's  founding 
your  editor  heard  El  Duce  haranguinR  his  Fascist  troops.  He  promised  a  return 
of  Roman  world  empire*,  made  wisecracks  about  Romulus  and  Remus'  wolf-milk. 

Had  Mussolini  been  eugenically  literate,  he  would  have  grasped  the  old  Pa- 
trician families  that  built  the  Roman  F]mpire  are  "tutto  exthicto."  Its  300  Senators 
were  of  the  Patrician  Leadership  type.  We,  today,  may  criticize  some  of  their 
methods.  We  fail  to  credit  those  descendants  from  that  tiny  village  with  their 
centuries  of  civilizing  the  barbarians — with  creation  of  a  marvelous  culture — 
with  engineering  that  still  is  our  wonder — with  Roman  law  displacing  corruption 
and  despotism — and  with,  finally,  an  organizing  ability  still  persisting  in  today's 
Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Eugenics  Pamphlets  has  for  years  run  "Those  Greeks."  Ancient  Greece's 
dysgenic  trend  continued  toward  Ancient  Rome's  fall.  To  stimulate  discussion, 
several  possible  causes  as  to  Rome's  decay  will  be  listed  in  future  numbers. 
Divorce,  Excessive  LTrbanization,  Dysgenic  Wars,  restricted  Highpower  birth- 
rates, Increase  of  morons  (Panem  et  Circuses),  Infiltration  from  Asia  Minor  and 
Africa,  Lowered  moral  standards  due  to  lack  of  Ethical  Education.  Is  there  any 
parallel  between  Ancient  Rome  and  Modern  America  now?

Legend  has  it  that  Kaiser  Carl,  while  hunting, 
discovered  the  springs  that  bear  his  name.  He 
was  an  ancestor  of  Kaiser  Franz  Joseph. 

In  1916,  after  2  years  of  World  War  I,  Kaiser 
Franz  Joseph  of  Austria  died.  He  was  86,  had 
ruled  68  years.  His  throne  always  was  as  shaky 
as  Fujiyama  under  its  daily  earthquakes.  How 
could  he  rule  that  long,  with  such  a  melange  of 
races  among  his  subjects?  In  Bohemia  alone, 
Czechs  quarreled  with  Slovaks,  both  with  their 
neighboring  Ruthenians.  All  three  hated  the  Sude- 
tengau  Germans  in  their  midst.  From  what  the 
writer  heard  in  his  repeated  visits  to  what  now 
is  Czechoslovakia,  the  Kaiser  owed  the  health 
that  made  possible  his  long  reign  to  "the  waters" 
of  Carlsbad  Spa.

LOWERING  OF  NATIONAL  INTELLIGENCE 

Eugenists  are  watching  British  surveys  indicating  nationwide  lowering  of 
their  intelligence.  They  are  intrigued  as  to  possible  similar  phenomenon  in 
Spain.  A  current  magazine  article  records  Hindu  leaders'  amazement  the  British 
labor  governments'  offered  control  of  Hindustan.  Thus  deliberately  was  abandoned 
the  great  British  empire's  keystone.  Breakdown  of  Hindustan's  policing  bandits 
one  week  was  quoted  to  illustrate  Hindu  inability  in  government.  Statement  of 
native  leaders  are  that  20  million  Displaced  Persons  in  the  Pakistan-Hindustan 
conflict.  This  verifies  belief  as  to  the  tragedy  of  loss  of  British  leadership  in 
Hindustan. 

Eugenists  ask  "Was  the  loss  of  the  flower  of  British  idealists  in  World  War 
I,  (when  the  "first  100,000"  were  practically  wiped  out  on  Flanders  Fields  in  the 
first  few  weeks)  a  case  of  history  repeating  itself?" 

Elsewhere  Eugenics  Pamphlets  recorded  how  the  bullfight  originally  was  a 
test  of  kingship.  Over  40  years  ago  your  editor.  World  Recreation  Survey  Presi- 
dent, made  field  studies  of  bullfighting.  This  in  Spain,  also  Latin  America.  Ameri- 
ca's viewpoint  on  bullfighting  then  still  was  what  might  be  called  of  "the  New 
England  conscience."  It  was  hoped  that,  for  the  bullring's  bloody  scenes,  American 
baseball  could  be  substituted.  In  Spain,  one  found  very  little  encouragement.  In 
Latin  America,  however,  earnest  effort  was  made  by  some  toward  reducing  the 
ring's  brutality. 

Such  Latin  American  leadership  came,  however,  almost  entirely  from  those 
of  pureblood  Spanish  ancestry.  The  moron  Amerinds  also  the  mestizos,  both  had 
ancestors  whose  forefathers  stopped  at  no  cruelties.  Tearing  of  a  live  heart  from 
a  victim's  body  to  offer  it  to  the  Gods,  the  flow  of  human  blood  in  teocalli,  all 
denoted  brain  patterns  that  could  be  thrilled  by  such  horrors.  These  gloated  over 
spectacles  of  wornout  horses  being  gored,  then  dragging  entrails  on  the  bullring's 
sand.  Your  editor  has  seen  peons  knifing  each  other,  when  struggling  to  get  strips 
of  a  conquered  bull's  meat.  These,  about  4  inches  long,  an  inch  wide,  were  eaten 
raw.  ITiis,  in  the  belief  the  consumer  thus  would  acquire  the  bull's  courage. 
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HANAU  PEASANT  COSTUMES 
Yesteryear's  Europe  was  picturesque  with  the  peasant  "traachten".  One  classi- 
fied a  stranger  as  from  Ulm  or  Mainz  or  Rothenburg-ob-der-Tauber  by  the  local 
dress.  A  similar  system  was  employed  by  the  Incas  as  a  parallel  to  our  Registra- 
tion-of-aliens  law.  It  was  vastly  more  efficient. 


SCHUETZENGRABENVERHICHTUNGSAUTOMOBILE 

"The  Nazis  lost  this  war  before  they  began  it",  said  a  university 
professor  to  his  International  Relations  class.  Writing  above  polysyl- 
lable on  his  blackboard,  he  said  "Anglo-Americans  call  it  "Tank".  .  . 
Anyone  needing  36  letters  to  his  enemy's  4  is  foredoomed  to  defeat". 

As  this  item  was  written,  (Midsummer  1943),  criticisms  of 
Hitler's  partner,  Japan,  were  made  by  commentators:  "Japan,  unable 
quickly  to  adjust  herself  to  changes,  uses  same  airplane  models  as  at 
Pearl  Harbor."  Also,  "The  Nipponese  lack  resourcefulness  to  alter 
Japan's  Grand  Plan.  Must  follow  inflexible  ideas  made  months  ago". 
Similar  estimates,  tho  not  quite  so  emphatic,  are  made  of  Nazi  strat- 
egy, particularly  as  to  rigidity  of  airplane  models. 

Contrast  such  Japanese,  such  German  inelasticity  with  the 
"American  Know  How".  Most  of  ours  is  born  of  our  old  stock's  10 
generations  of  SELECTIVE  pioneering.  Under  frontier  conditions,  the 
man  who  could  not  adjust  himself  quickly  to  changes  in  his  environ- 
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ment, — well,  often  he  just  died.  As  these  were  mostly  young  men,  they 
perished  before  fathering  many  weakling-  sons.  We  and  our  Allies 
always  were  rightly  confident  of  our  ability  to  finally  win  World 
War  II.  This,  because  we  were  fighting  for  justice,  whereas  German, 
Italian,  Japanese  efforts  were  dominated  by  lust  for  power.  This  very 
feeling  that  we  were  fighting  on  the  side  of  Right,  however,  perhaps 
gave  us  overconfidence.  We  might  have  been  wiser  if  we  realistically 
studied  our  enemy,  if  we  tried  to  adopt,  out  of  his  strategy,  those 
things  which  are  suitable  for  what  we  call  "the  American  Way-of-life". 

Above  has  a  peculiar  interest  to  eugenists  because  of  spiritual 
changes  which  have  crept  into  American  life  since  what  Woodrow 
Wilson  called  the  "Swarming  of  the  English".  On  our  continent  there 
was,  until  after  World  War  I  a  deep,  a  unique  spirituality.  Has  not  this, 
to  some  extent,  lessened,  along  with  the  decline  of  the  leadership-type 
birthrate?  Eugenists  ask :  Was  the  decline  in  the  spiritual  urge  brought 
about  by  decline  in  proportionate  numbers?  Whether  we  like  it  or  not, 
it  was  published  recently  that,  in  New  England  alone,  over  800  churches 
stood  boarded  up. 

Nazi,  Fascist,  NeoShinto  education,  all  three,  developed  the  "baby 
a  year"  slogan.  In  Italy — where  females  still  suffered  from  the  Medi- 
terranean concept  that  they  are  useless  except  for  breeding  purposes 
— the  motto,  run  by  at  least  one  Fascist  newspaper,  was  "A  son  every 
second  year." 


BISMARCK'S  WORKROOM  AT  HIS  BAD  KISSINGEN  VACATION  LODGE 

At  above  desk  was  written  some  of  the  famous  "Blut  und  Eisen".  At  Bad 
Kissingeii,  the  .3  Kaisers:  the  Czar,  Kaiser  Wilhelm,  Kaiser  Franz  Joseph  plotted. 
Usually  they  were  profoundly  influenced  by  Bismarck.*  At  above  desk  was  worked 
out,  too,  much  of  a  philosophy  that  finally  dragged  Germany  into  World  Wars 
I  and  II. 

*  Von  Bismarck  w.is  product  of  7  centuries  of  breeding  to  a  militaristic  type.  Pasteur,  in  contrast,  repre- 
sented the  flowering  of  French  Science.  Pasteur's  biographer,  Vallery  Raciot,  describes  surgeons  hopeless 
in  face  of  rhe  mysterious  conlaginm  sui  generis.  With  the  wounded's  tenth  day,  came  death  from 
gangrene  or  erysipelas.  This  was  altered  by  Pasteur's  discoveries.  These  foimded  the  science  of  bac- 
teriology. Vallery  Radot  contrasts  Pasteur's  faith  that  "Right  will  Conquer"  with  Bismarck's  brutal 
"Might  goes  before  Right  ".  Do  not  underestimate  Bismarck's  brainpower.  A  sample  of  his  insight  in 
his — "The  most  important  fact  in  current  history  is,  Britain  and  U.S.A.  speak  a  common  language." 
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TRIER'S  "BLACK  GATE" 

One  of  the  most  fascinating-  Roman  remains  in  Germany  is  the  Porta  Negra 
at  Trier.  Roman  contacts  with  Germans  brought  an  interaction  that  was  to  affect 
world  history  for  centuries.  Early  Roman  historians,  generally,  recognized  the 
militaristic  tendencies  of  the  Germans.  The  urge  to  conquer,  to  loot  has  been 
strong.  There  also  was  the  desire  to  escape  Germany's  hard  winters.  Tempting 
were  the  sunnier,  the  more  fertile  lands  of  Southern  France,  of  Italy.  Above  stimu- 
lated certain  deliberate  breeding  toward  a  militaristic  type.  No  Prussian  Junker's 
daughter  dared  marry  outside  her  caste.  These  girls  ever  became  mothers  of  de- 
votees of  "Might  Makes  Right". 

The  Germans  succeeded  in  producing  a  highly  intelligent  warrior  type.  Same 
brought  their  eventual  ruin.  Humans  thus  can  direct  reproduction  along  the  same 
lines  as  breeding  racehorses  or  roses.  Must  not  U.S.A.  meet  such  competition  by 
accelerating  the  multiplication  of  our  American  altruistic  type?  With  its  high 
intelligence,  will  same  not  make  for  a  better  world?

Contrastins  with  such  outstandinR  civic  beauty,  one  finds 
that  same  Munich  to  be  the  scene  of  the  Beer  Hall  Putsch.  Munich  also  was  place 
of  the  attempted  appeasement,  by  umbrella-toting  Premier  Chamberlain,  of  the 
egocentric  Fuehrer. 

III.  THE  FORTY-EIGHTERS 

Older  Americans  are  acquainted  with  the  "48er",  or  Carl-Schurtz 
type  of  German.  These,  in  considerable  numbers,  found  refuge  in 
U.S.A.  during  the  Reaction  following  the  collapse  of  the  Revolution  of 
1848.  Even  they  often  failed  to  understand  Germans.  Study  the  liberal 
German,  the  '48er,  who  then  was  forced  into  exile.  This  was  almost  as 
overwhelming  as  was  endured  by  France's  Huguenots.  Compare  that 
"48er"  with  the  extremely  reactionary  Junker.  Also  contrast  said 
'48er  with  the  middleclass  folk  who  ape  said  Junker. 

The  liberal  German  in  U.S.A.,  and  the  Junker  in  the  Fatherland,  . 
are  as  widely  separated  as  the  Arctic  and  the  Antarctic.  Even  more 
extremist — and  also  exceedingly  offensive — are  those  of  a  new,  and 
rather  numerous  type — the  notiveau  riche  profiteers  of  World  War  1. 
These  rose  out  of  two  strata  in  the  German  population.  One  was  the 
lowest  of  the  middle  class.  The  other  a  certain  element  in  the  peasantry. 
The  latter  were  well  endowed  with  what  Europe  calls  "peasant  shrewd- 
ness." Absolutely  ruthless,  such  peasants  are  but  a  little  above  the 
clodhoppers  the  Germans  call  "baueren".  Some  of  these,  under  World 
War  conditions,  climbed,  by  their  very  heartlessness,  into  the  million- 
aire class.  The  writer  once  travelled  on  a  Near  East  railroad  where  one 
of  these  had  chartered  several  special  cars.  A  more  disgusting  show 
of  newrich  ostentation  could  hardly  be  imagined.  These  are  the  type 
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that  in  early  Spring,  during  the  1920s,  19o0s,  escaped  Germany's  late 
snows  to  Venice  and  other  Italian  cities.  They  there  offended  nearly 
everyone  in  sight. 

Are  not  these  types  worth  thoughtful  study  by  Americans  who 
would  solve  the  problems  of  reeducation  of  the  Germans  ?  This  problem 
has  vast  eugenic  implications.  Upon  its  right  solution  may  depend  the 
prevention  of  another  World  War.  This  would  bring  inevitable  destruc- 
tion of  many  of  the  courageous  and  the  intelligent  young  men  we 
need  to  be  progenitors  of  eugenically  highpowered  Americans  for  the 
next  thousand  years.

Under 
the  patronage  of  a  benevo- 
lent, intelligent,  discrimi- 
nating prince,  those  of  high 
LQ.  were  encouraged  to 
produce.  Contrast  there- 
with Germany  under  Kais- 
er Wilhelm  II.  If  the  ab- 
solutism of  the  princely 
caste  were  attacked,  as  in 
the  Revolutions  of  1848, 
liberal  leaders  were  exe- 
cuted. This  dysgenic  trend 
brought  increasing  decay 
to  Germany.

One  contending  faction  was  that  of 
the  kings  and  petty  princes.  These  persistently  tried 
to  crush  out  the  Liberals.  Most  acute  was  the  reac- 
tion after  1848.  Many  '48ers  sought  asylum  in 
U.S.A.  For  90  years  thereafter,  Germany  forced  out 
those  very  men  who,  had  they  remained,  might  have 
prevented  World  Wars  I  and  II.

Hitler's  h  o  m  e  was 
not  far  from  Salzburg,

and  visible  from  its  streets  is  the  narrow  ledge  where  the  stern  Prince- 
Bishop  used  to  maintain  his  gallows.  From  these  dangled,  as  food  for 
the  crows,  the  bodies  of  those  who  persisted  in  neglecting  their  tithes. 
One  of  the  Salzburg  Prince-Bishops  was  of  peasant  origin.  Upon  his 
succession  to  the  throne,  he  took  for  his  coat-of-arms  a  turnip.  .  .  . 

A  Britisher  was  reading  a  Japanese  newspaper  some  years  ago  in 
Tokio.  He  once  had  been  in  their  Diplomatic  corps  at  an  Eastern  Euro- 
pean legation.  It  was  convenient  vacationing  at  Salzburg.  We  are 
discussing  that  city.  He  recalled  the  turnip  emblazoning.  He  then  said 
"The  Nipponese  could  parallel  this  with  a  mongoose  coat  of  arms,  for 
they  multiply  prolifically." 


STREET  IN  BODENSEE  VILLAGE 

To  teach  in  an  insignificant  school  in  such  a  vil- 
lage, even  the  most  eminent  professor  of  a  German 
university  might  be  exiled  under  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II, 
if  he  dared  criticize  Pan  Germanism.  Even  your 
editor  once  was  threatened  with  arrest  for  lese  majeste. 
Tho  an  American  citizen,  he  was  reminded  no  one 
was  permitted  to  question  the  Kaiser's  connection 
with  the  Flotteiiverein.  When,  astonished,  he  asked  "Is 
this  not  a  free  country?"  the  reply  was  "certainly 
not!" 

One  asks:  "Is  U.S.A.  unsuspectingly  losing  its 
own  right  of  free  speech?"

As  the  20th  century 
broke,  the  writer 
stumbled  across  the 
technique  of  roadside 
forestry  in  Germany.

The  Germans  ex- 
plained all  ro  a  d  s  i  d  e 
trees  were  owned  by 
g  0  V  e  r  n  m  e  nt,  were 
numbered,  were  leased 
in  one  or  more  clumps 
of  5  or  10  to  peasants. 
These  pay  rent  for  the 
fruit  or  nut  crop. 
When  one  asked  : 


"Why  is  space  given 

poplar,  water-maple,  birch  trees.  The  Teutons  were  astoundingly  can- 
did. "There  wiU  be  3  World  Wars",  they  said.  "In  the  first,  in  1915, 
Germany  will  destroy  France  with  one  quick  blow,  then  conquer  Rus- 
sia at  her  leisure.  This  will  mean  a  Germany  extending  from  the  Atlan- 
tic to  the  Pacific.  In  the  next  10  years  Germany  will  build  an  enormous 
navy.  This  will  destroy  Britain  in  1925.  Germany  will  then  conquer 
both  North-  and  South-America,  making  all  these  republics  vassal 
states." 

"What,  however,  has  this  to  do  with  planting  poplar  trees  ?"  was 
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asked.  Came  the  reply.  "We  have 
no  illusions  as  to  the  cost  to  Ger- 
many of  these  3  wars.  We  must 
keep  up  morale  behind  the  lines. 
In  the  1915  war,  we  will,  at  first, 
be  encircled.  They  will  try  to 
starve  us  into  submission.  Wlien 
the  supply  of  wheat-  or  rye- 
flour  becomes  low,  we  will  cut 
the  trees,  grind  them  into  saw- 
dust. We  will  then  make  a  bread 
half-sawdust,  lialf-gTain-flour." 
To  the  objection:  "no  nutrition 
in  sawdust,"  came  the  rejoinder. 
"No,  but  by  keeping  the  slats 
apart,  morale  will  not  crumble."

"The  Flood  rushes  on, 
the  Stones  remain." 
(Rumanian  Folksaying) 

Thus  does  the  stolid,  Ruma- 
nian peasant  condense  into  a  folk- 
saying  his  experience  as  to  the 
dysgenic  effects  of  war.  During 
twice  a  thousand  years  have 
armies  swept  across  his  land. 
The  deaths  were  among  the 
brave,  the  courageous,  the  ideal- 
istic, the  self-sacrificing,  the 
heroic.  These  were  like  the  cas- 
cading rush  of  a  mountain 
stream,  like  the  flood  that  rushed 
ever  forward.

War  I  broke,  fascinated  a  eugenist.  Your 
editor  talked  with  officers  and  men  at 
.Jfaerlandsfjord.  His  impression  was  an 
unusual  percentage  of  pathological  taints, 
as,  homosexuals.  "Has  the  Fatherland 
been  also  breeding  Sadists?"  The  occa- 
sion was  that  now  apparently  forgotten 
1914  visit  of  the  Kaiser  with  his  flotilla  to 
Fjaerlandsfjord.  It  was  known  by  some 
that  war  was  to  start  that  midsummer. 
The  Kaiser  was  thus  "away  in  Norway", 
supposedly  was  innocent  of  its  inception. 
While  he  was  there,  all  Germany  was 
startled  by  the  Archduke's  assassination. 
That  this  annoyingly  disarranged  plans, 
was  hardly  a  secret  at  Fjaerlandsfjord 
next  morning.  A  fortnight's  postpone- 
ment of  starting  World  War  I  was  essen- 
tial. 

3  the  time  of  Frederick  the  Great,  a 
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caste  whose  lines  are  as  sharply  drawn  as  any  in  Hindustan.  If  we  are 
to  have  real  grasp  as  to  what  has  been,  also  is  to  happen  in  Germany, 
we  must  see  clearly  the  above. 


"OUBILETTE  LAND" 

Bamberg,  Ochsenfurt,  Duenkelsbiel,  Nordlingen,  Rothenburg  o.  d.  Tauber, 
— this  South  Germany  is  the  land  of  the  Oubilettes.  If  the  petty  princeling  disliked 
a  subject,  the  unfortunate  was  arrested.  With  never  a  trial,  he  was  lowered 
into  the  deep  shaft  in  the  Castle.  This  was  known  the  "Oubilette".  The  name  was 
based  on  the  French  for  "Forgotten".  The  victim  who  had  dared  think  was  "for- 
gotten", left  to  starve  to  death. 

This  process  of  elimination  of  The  Intellectuals  was  particularly  characteristic 
of  mediaeval  Bavaria.  The  method  was  continued,  under  other  forms,  until  our  day. 

U.S.A.  also  progressively  eliminates  its  intellectuals.  With  us  the  method  is 
EXCESSIVE  birth  control.

A  recent  cartoon  pictured  two  elderly  spinsters.  The  plane  on  which  they 
were  about  to  embark  was  shown.  One  admonished  its  pilot:  "They  say  you'all  now 
can  travel  faster-than-sound.

Contrast  "Faster-than-Sound"  with  a  24-milc  a  day  foot-pilgrimage  from 
Holland  to  Rome.

Toward  it  he 
travels  on  foot.  He  averages  24  miles  a  day.  His  way  thru  a  wood  is  beset  with 
wolves.  Arriving,  he  steps  out  of  a  soaking  rain  into  the  stink  of  that  inn's  public 
room.  The  "beds"  consist  of  straw  pitchforked  around  its  porcelain  stove.  Its 
guests,  numbering  a  score,  were  "dispersed  about  it  iike  seats  in  an  arena". 

The  hero's  mother,  Catherine,  had  9  children.  These  "CAME  INTO  THE 
WORLD,  1  PER  ANNUM."  Such  a  birthrate  resembles  the  "Baby  a  Year"  sched- 
ule of  the  .lapanese  Militarists  before  World  War  II.  It  was  characteristic,  too, 
of  l.^th  Century  Holland,  Germany,  Italy  .  .  .  Let  no  one  think  U.S.A.  has  out- 
grown such  breeding.  True,  our  Highpowers  often  have  2,  1,  even  0  children  per 
marriage.  Morons,  however,  continue  to  breed  like  rabbits.

A  dozen  were  concen- 
trated like  wolves,  in  a  pack.  One  real 
leader  thus  could  be  utilized  to  make  12 
boats  effective.

VIII.  FROM,  NOT 
"AMER-IKA,"  BUT 
"DOLLAR-IKA" 

It  is  noteworthy  that  one 
could  often  learn  much  more 
from  German  army  and  navy 
officers  stationed  in  tlie  Orient 
than  ever  is  possible  in  Germany 
itself.  In  the  Fatherland,  they 
tend  to  flock  together.  In  the 
Orient,  every  white  man  feels 
himself  more  or  less  an  exile. 
Hence  he  tends  to  talk  more  free- 
ly than  he  would  "back  home". 
Comments  of  such  as  these  were 
made  in  the  Chinese  treaty  ports 
as  to  the  foreign  policy  of  "Dol- 
lar-ika,  not  Amer-ika",  as  the 
Germans  sneeringly  dubbed  us. 
The  Teutons,  showed  an  amaz- 
ing lack  of  understanding  of 
our  peculiar  American  psycholo- 
gy. They  delighted  in  branding 
our  idealism  as  "shopkeeper's 
hypocrisy".  German  naval  offi- 
cers discussing,  in  German,  such 
matters,  as  far  back  as  1911  and 
1912,  would  describe  our  policy 
in  approximately  these  words. : — 

"Of  course,  we  can  fathom 
your  neglect  to  loot  M  e  x  i  c  o. 
There  is  one  of  the  world's  great- 
est reservoirs  of  raw  materials. 
It  lies  defenceless  all  along  your 
Southern  border.  You  have  how- 
ever no  military  tradition.  You 
are  merely  a  nation  of  shopkeep- 
ers. We  were,  however,  puzzled 
over  your  Cuban  policy.  Every 
German  knows  that  the  posses- 
sion of  Java  means  a  higher  liv- 
ing standard  for  every  Holland- 
er. Hence,  we  never  have  under- 
stood why  you  Americans  spent 
your  blood  to  conquer  Cuba — 
then  gave  them  Independence. 
■  comprehension  is  your  returning 
na.  This  to  us  seems  to  indicate 


After  the  cost  of  an  atomic  bomb  comes  down  to  $100  a  pound  or  so,  it  can  have  its  first  use — 
as  a  fuel  for  aviation.  Industry  can  pay  a  hiffh  price  for  a  fuel  weighing  ahnost  nothing;  if  the 
weight  of  1,000  gallons  of  gasoline  were  eliminated  a  plane  could  carry  three  additional  tons'  of 
payload.  (Does  not  U.S.A.  need  an  adequate  researchist  birthrate?) 
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IX,  "ICICLES  IN  HELL" 

His  soup  plate  of  oatmeal  in  his  right  hand,  a  circular  disk  of  saw- 
dust-like roggebord  in  his  left,  he  was  captain  of  a  Finnish  coaster, 
running  between  Warnemuende  and  Helsinki.  He  signalled  the  Ameri- 
can out  on  deck  to  approach,  then  whispered  "Step  inside  if  you  wish 
to  see  icicles  in  hell !" 

Inside,  the  usual  smot^gasbord  was  set  on  the  long  table.  At  one  of 
the  little  circular  eating  tables  was  a  purple-faced  German  of  the  New 
Rich  profiteers.  The  Teuton  was  pounding  his  table  with  his  fist  and 
demanding  that  he  be  served.  The  captain  again  quietly  remarked 
"Everyone  serves  himself  at  smorgasbord".  The  overfed  German's 
face  turned  almost  violet  as  he  screamed  "I  paid  my  good  money  for 
the  passage.  Before  I  serve  myself,  I  will  sit  here  till  there  are  icicles 
in  hell."  "Be  patient,  my  American  friend,"  said  the  captain  aside  "If 
we  wait  long  enuf  we  will  see  those  icicles  in  hell.".  .  . 

Above  is  not  comedy — it  is  tragedy,  for  we  of  the  Free  Nations 
must  solve  the  problem  of  reeducation  of  these  German  new-rich, 
whose  profiteering  in  and  after  World  War  I,  caused  their  numbers 
to  be  swelled  uncomfortably.  If  we  fail  to  evaluate  this  factor  in  Teu- 
tonic life,  we  increase  our  inefficiency  in  trying  to  prevent  a  future 
World  War  with  its  dysgenic  trends. 


GERBER  SCHAENZLE,  LINDAU 
The  ancient  quarter  of  the  Gerbers,  or  Tanners,  in  Lindaii,  on  Lake  Constance 
has  changed  little  since  the  day  of  .Jan  Hus.  The  tanners"  hides  go  to  shoemakers 
among  others.  It  was  indeed  at  a  shoemaker's  turned  millionaire  that  your  editor 
observed  the  practical  working  of  Gresham's  Law.  On  his  wall  was  a  10,000,000 
mark  banknote. 

The  workings  of  GRESHAM'S  LAW  IN  ECONOMICS  parallels  that  of  the 
Differential  Birthrates  Law. 

Gresham's  law  is  one  of  economics.  Into  it  is  crystallized  a  fascinating  tale  of 
human  behavior.  It  is  a  story  of  how  unstable  money  tends  to  displace  hard 
money — silver,  especially  gold.  Metal  coinage  is  driven  into  hoarding.  People  tend 
to  utilize  near-worthless  paper. 

The  forcing  of  silver  and  gold  out  of  circulation  and  the  preference  to  use 
worthless  paper  money  is  paralleled  by  similar  displacement  of  humans  accustomed 
to  high  wages  by  low  wage  immigrants.  This  was  brought  into  attention  very 
clearly  by  a  former  director  of  the  LInited  States  Census.  His  life  was  devoted  to 
scrutinizing  population  trends.  He  discovered  that,  for  practically  every  immigrant 
landed  at  Ellis  Island,  one  child  of  the  old  American  stock  was  never  born. 
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MEDIEVAL  EUROPE'S  COTTAGE  INDUSTRIES 


In  medieval  times,  in  Europe,  from  Sweden  to  Italy,  manufacturing  was  al- 
most entirely  in  cottage  industries.  The  Industrial  Revolution,  with  its  oversized, 
centralized  factories,  yet  had  not  arrived.  Today,  atomic  bomb  menace  suddenly 
has  focused  public  attention  upon  decentralization.  Large  cities  particularly  are 
vulnerable. 

In  this  connection,  students  of  eugenics,  interested  in  interstate  migration, 
may  care  to  read  a  clever  French  artisan's  estimate  of  "Henri  Ford".  He  pro- 
nounced it  almost  like  ''Onery'".  Perhaps  that  great  industrialist  had  to  have  a 
certain  amount  of  sustained  persistence  to  achieve  his  remarkable  success.  The 
essay  is  entitled: — '"The  Walnut  Tree  of  Pierre  Beauregard".  It  is  found  in  "War 
Profits  and  Better  Babies",  obtainable  in  most  public,  also  university  libraries. 

Incidentally,  said  book's  opening  essay  describes  field  studies  made  of  Strass- 
burg's  Les  Jardins  LTngemach.  Suggestions  now  come  that  an  American  Les 
Jardins  Ungemach  should  be  built  at  some  university.  Same  to  be  reserved  for 
postgraduate  students  engaged  in  research.  It  would  carry  into  effect  Eugenics 
Pamphlet's  suggestion  over  many  years  that  the  researchist  birthrate  today  is 
dysgenic  because  of  almost  cruel  economic  conditions.  Young  men  in  research 
write  repeatedly  they  dare  not  marry.  It  would  end  their  research  work.  Thus 
th's  country's  most  precious  asset  is  forced  to  race-suicide. 


The  belief  that  nothing  practical  is  known  about  human  heredity,  except  that  red  hair  and 
hemophilia  run  in  families,  has  been  too  prevalent  among  the  public  and  unfortunately  also  among 
many  members  of  the  medical  profession.  (Dr.  W.  C.  Davidson,  Medical  Genetics.)

Atlantic  Coast  shipping.  The  wolfpack  is  a  study  in 
Eugenics.  After  VE  Day,  the  secret  files  of  Admiral 
Doenitz  were  found.  The  Nazis  had  learned  much 
about  REPEATED  SELECTION.  U-boat  captains 
had  been  filtered  out  of  Germany's  naval  officers. 
With  the  air  aces,  they  constituted  the  cream  of  Ger- 
many's war  brains.  But  the  U-boat  captains  were 
losing  out.  THEN  ADMIRAL  DOENITZ  SCREENED 
EVEN  THESE.  He  found  that  in  the  highest  intelli- 
gence layer,  1  could  equal  20  of  the  discards. 

Our  nation  (1620  to  1870)  had  no  Admirals  like 
Doenitz  to  SELECT.  Mother  Nature,  however,  was  a 
master  eugenist.  She  scorned  I.Q.  tests.  She  just 
used  Indian  warfare  and  other  devices  to  eliminate 
weaklings.  The  unresourcef ul  died  before  they  re- 
produced.

"Help 
yourselves  to  the  bolts 
of  cloth  of  this  trai- 
tor" shouted  the  lead- 
er. The  looting  was 
over  in  half-an-hour. 
The  owner's  only  of- 
fense had  been  that  he 
had  spoken  against 
Mussolini's  muzzl  i  n  g 
of  the  Press.  The  tail- 
or himself,  beaten  in- 
sensible, was  kicked 
around  in  the  gutter. 

II  Duce  was  disgust- 
ingly played  up  daily 
by  the  subservient 
newspapers.  The  day 
your  editor  saw  above 
raid,  he  had  bought  a 
newspaper.  It  once  was 
foremost  among  Euro- 
pean dailies.  On  its 
front  page  that  day 
every  column  started 
with  something  lauda- 
tory about  Mussolini. 
"The  Restorer  of  Ro- 
man glory"  constantly 
was  used.  This  "Glory- 
of-Rome"  slogan  con- 
trasted with  the  known 
Italian  inferiority  com- 
plex starting  with 

Adowa,  then  Caparet- 
to,  Guadlajara.  II  Duce, 
nevertheless,  had  cold- 
blood  edly  calculated 
the  cost  of  War  in  an 
increase  o  f  National 
Debt,  in  Italian  lives. 
We  now  know  the  Saw- 
dust Caesar  was  as  in- 
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effectual  in  reaching  his  Triumphal 
Arch  in  Egypt  as  he  was  in  his  "stab- 
in-the-back"  of  France. 

The  writer  covered  Italy  repeated- 
ly from  the  Alps  to  Sicily  during  a 
quarter  century.  He  admits  that,  fol- 
lowing the  castoroil  episode,  there 
was  a  decided  improvement  in  Italian 
national  life  along  certain  lines.  Beg- 
ging was  ended.  There  was  a  tremen- 
duous  improvement  in  sanitation. 
One  no  longer  found  systematic  rob- 
bery of  guests  of  innkeepers.  In  one 
case,  the  writer  had  not  been  able,  de- 
spite repeated  requests,  to  obtain  his 
bill.  A  short  quarterhour  before  train 
time  it  arrived.  It  contained  a  daily 
charge  for  premiums  paid  for  life  in- 
surance on  his  life  while  a  guest! 
When  he  threatened  to  lay  over  a 
train  and  fight  out  the  matter,  the 
innkeeper  boasted  "It  will  do  you  no 
good.  The  police  and  the  judge  here 
get  a  part  of  my  rakeoff". 

The  tremendous  efficiency  of  the 
Fascist  machine  included  accelerating 
the  dumping  upon  U.S.A.  of  Sicilian 
Blackhands  who  became  our  gang- 
sters. 


"AMERICAN  KNOW  HOW" 

"From  now  on,  Russia,  in  compari- 
son with  the  West,  can  only  grow 
weaker.

Above  se- 
quoia is  but  one  of  some  1,700  in 
privately-owned  South  Calaveras 
Grove.  Same  is  the  last  important 
Sequoia  gigantea  group,  not  yet  in- 
corporated into  either  National  or 
State  Park  systems.  The  South 
Calaveras  menace  is  not  so  much 
Sequoia  destruction  as  of  its  sugar- 
pine  collar. 

Once  South  Calaveras  Grove  be- 
comes a  State  Park,  conservation- 
ists can  think  about  humans:  Even 
more  precious  than  sequoia  or 
sugarpine  is  our  rare  Pioneer  stock. 
It  is  product  of  10  generations  of 
fiercest  frontier  SELECTION  life. 
Weaklings,  physically  or  mentally, 
did  not  live  long  enough  to  father 
many  children.  Where  else  in  his- 
tory was  produced  such  a  race?

Hol- 
land, a  country 
of  nine  millions, 
lost  more  peo- 
ple killed  than 
U.S.A.  armies 
at  both  fronts. 
Above  is  quot- 
e  d,  condensed 
from  address 
by  Lt.  Col. 
A.  M.  Meerloo, 
Dutch  P  s  y- 
chologist  and 
Physician,  who 
lived  two  years 
in  Holland  un- 
der Nazi  rule. 

One  great  menace  of  the  future  is  that  Totalitarian  leaders  have 
grasp  of  the  working  of  biologic  laws.  In  U.S.A.,  on  the  contrary,  the 
percentage  of  biological  illiteracy  is  tragically  high.  Being  a  democ- 
racy, we  cannot,  we  do  not  want  to  rely  upon  the  wisdom  of  a  few 
Higher-ups.  Eugenics  Pamphlets  for  years  before  World  War  II  broke, 
advocated  more  nature  study  as  one  means  thereto.

One  of  the  world's  danger  spots  because  of  tragic  over- 
population is  "Latin"  America.  Tile  primitive  baby-a-year 
rate  of  the  jungle  plus  the  penetration  of  Anglo-Saxon  Medi- 
cal research  life  prolongation  is  painfully  increasing  people 
as  against  the  fixed  number  of  acres.

The 
latter  thinks  little  of  tomorrow  and  is  childless,  the  former  takes  no  thought  and  multiplies.  (Eugen- 
ics Review,  741,  p.  .54.) 
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ANCIENT  PAGODA,  MUKDEN,  MANCHURIA 


Manchuria  was  corruptly  governed  by  China's  Ming  dynasty.  Tien'ming  de- 
clared independence.  He  established  Mukden  as  the  Manchu  capital.  This  was  about 
the  time  of  Jamestown,  Plymouth  Rock.  The  Manchus  invaded  China  to  end  their 
injustices.  They  found  conquering  China  easy.  They  therefore  remained  to  set  up 
their  Manchu  dynasty.  Old  Tien'ming's  NINTH  SON  was  made  Emperor.  (NOTE 
THIS  BIG  FAMILY  OF  THE  LEADERSHIP  TYPE.) 

The  Manchus  required,  as  a  badge  of  servitude,  the  wearing  of  the  queue. 
After  nearly  300  years,  the  Chinese  had  forgotten  queue  was  a  slave  badge.  The 
Sun  Yat  Sen  revolution,  which  ended  the  Manchu  dynasty,  brought  the  abolition  of 
the  queue.  Old  men,  however,  tragically  protested  queue-cutting.  They  told  your 
editor  they  "felt  naked". 

Above  item  about  the  queue  illustrates  how  even  a  culture  can  be  destroyed. 
This  is  why  we  have  a  postwar  denazification  policy  in  Germany.  The  Soviets 
since  1917,  the  Fascists  since  1922,  the  Nazis  since  1933,  all  plotted  with  control 
education  and  one  can  create  new  folkways.

The  Kechuas  of  Peru  .  .  .  experienced  Inca  civilization  .  .  .

their  blood  .  .  .  Self-assertive  individuals  sooner  or  later  came  to 
grief  .  .  .  the  pliant  and  docile  survived,  multiplied.  (Condensed 
from  Dr.  Ross'  "Principles  of  Sociology",  p.  62.) 

An  old  German  folkstory,  often  repeated  by  the  Revolutionists 
of  1848  ran  thusly :  The  King  of  Prussia  and  his  Prime  Minister  were 
strolling  thru  a  field  of  ripened  wheat.  The  Minister  complained  of 
unrest  against  his  Majesty's  war  costs  in  taxation,  in  sons.  "I  don't 
know  how  to  control  them"  complained  the  Chancellor.  The  King  smiled 
sarcastically.  He  commenced  slicing  off,  with  his  sword,  those  wheat 
heads  taller  than  the  general  run.  His  Minister  complained:  "Your 
Majesty  remains  silent.  Do  you  not  fear  a  popular  uprising?"  The 
exasperated  monarch  exploded  "You  Fool!  JAIL  THE  LEADERS. 
THEN  SEE  THEY  ARE  BEHEADED  !" 

A  Nazi  who  boasted  to  your  editor  he  was  promised  the  Gauleiter- 
ship  of  a  certain  Latin- American  republic  after  Nazi  victory  in  World 
War  II,  declared  "We  cannot  lose  this  time.  We  have  listed  all  the 
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mistakes  of  History,  have  planned  they  shall  not  recur.  AND,  ABOVE 
ALL  WE  WILL  LIQUIDATE  ALL  LEADERS  OF  THE  CONQUERED 
FOLK.  WE  ALREADY  HAVE  CARD  INDEXED  THEIR  DANGER- 
OUS INTELLECTUALS." 


ELKPHANT  FIGHT,  HINDUSTAN 

Just  as  Filipinos  have  cockfights,  as  Spain  has  bullfights,  so  Hindustan  has 
elephant  fights.  Note  the  "ringside  seats"  or  "standing  room  only"  atop  the  wall. 
Hindus  wager  their  pice,  their  annas,  if  wealthy,  even  rupees,  on  the  outcome. 

Hindustan  is  still  the  land  of  farmer  villages.  Most  of  its  manufacturing  skill 
is  by  cottage  industry.  The  spinning  wheel  is  still  common.  In  fact  most  of  Hindu- 
stan today  is  where  U.S.A.  was  before  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

Blundering  Idealists  among  us  insist  that  the  Occident  must  force  our  revolu- 
tionary industrial  methods  on  Hindustan.  This  is  in  line  with  their  equally  half- 
baked  theories  that  we  must  double  Hindustan's  expectancy  of  life  until  it  equals 
Sweden's.  A  Commission  of  native  Pundits  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  prob- 
lem of  their  country's  overpopulation.  They  were  extremely  pessimistic.  This, 
apparently  because  they  saw  no  way  of  introducing  birth  control  in  the  face  of 
fanatical  opposition  of  illiterate  Hindu  also  Mohammedan  priesthoods.

While  still  interested  in  mis- 
sionary work,  your  editor  no  longer  invests  in  Hindustan.  He  is  convinced  that, 
before  anything  can  be  done  sanely  in  building  up  the  country,  Hindustan  needs 
birth  control. 

Eugenically,  Hindustan  has  a  few  good  stocks.  These  include  the  Parsees,  the 
Rajputs,  the  Sikhs,  some  Northwestern-frontier  Pathans,  the  lovable  little  Gurkhas 
up  Nepal  way.  Upon  these  could  be  built,  he  contends,  given  time,  a  population 
with  power.

Your 
editor,  before  World  War  I  commenced,  went  to  Germany  to  try  to 
fathom  their  advances  in  Massenpsychologie.  At  that  time,  he  was  im- 
pressed with  German  development  of  the  Nature-Study-Field-Excur- 
sion. Particularly  alarming  was  the  prostitution  of  same  to  Mars.* 

In  no  field  has  Nazi  vision  been  more  brutally  clear  than  in  that 
of  population.  Compared  with  Nazi  efficiency  therein,  the  democra- 
cies' grasp  of  Population  and  particularly  of  the  eugenic  aspects  of 
Immigration  Control  are  infantile.  Lt.  Col.  A.  M.  Meerloo,  Dutch  phy- 
chologist  and  physician,  who  spent  two  years  in  Holland  under  Nazi 
rule,  said :  "Before  the  war  Holland  had  the  lowest  death  rate  in  the 
world.  Now  it  has  all  kinds  of  disease  and  it  was  necessary  to  restore 
the  normal,  simple,  hygienic  rules."

In  the  "Mountain  Whale"  story,  one  wonders  if  the  priests  of  the  Great 
Buddha  (Dai  Butsn)  permitted  the  therein-described  fish  diet  as  a  "concession  to 
human  frailty",  or  as  a  concession  to  overpopulations'  demands  on  food  supply. 

Buddhism  has  left  its  impress  on  everything  in  Japan.  Buddhism,  over  a  thou- 
sand years  aj-o,  demanded  abandonment  of  meat  eating.

Superstitions  prevail 
everywhere.  One  is  "Do  not  throw  persimmon  stones  into  the  fire.  If  you  do,  you 
will  become  a  leper."

This  was  almost  a  decade  before  the  Pearl  Harbor  treachery.

F  r  o  b  e  1  gave  the 
English  language  the 
word  "kindergarten". 
This,  his  concept,  rev- 
olutionized, in  many 
lands'  education.  Be- 
fore World  War  IT, 
there  was  coming  into 
use  in  Germany  an- 
other concept.  It  was 
"Kin  d  e  r  r  e  ich".  It 
meant  in  its  eugenic 
sense,  a  birthrate 
among  the  Intellec- 
tuals better-t  h  a  n  re- 
placement. Several 
countries  have  acted 
to  reverse  the  collegi- 
ate type's  d  y  s  g  e  n  i  c 
birthrate.  The  more 
successful  ones  have 
been  Sweden,  Den- 
mark, Holland.  In  all 
3,  leadership  f  o  1  k  s' 
birthrate  now  exceeds 
that  of  the  near-mor- 
ons. These  countries 
are  on  the  way  to  a 
Higher  Life.  France 
long  was  Europe's 
most  careless  country  as  to  above  problem.  National  hysteria  in 
France  in  1939  and  the  enactment  of  the  Code  de  la  Famille  frequently 
has  been  described  by  your  editor.  Some  Frenchmen,  however,  had 
been  alert.  This  was  shown  by  their  Chomeurs  Intellectuals  postage 
stamps.  French  labor  unions,  too,  give  hearty  approval  of  the  Propor- 
tionate Family  Wage. 

In  trying  to  analyze  causes  of  the  American  highpowers  dysgenic 
birthrate  trend,  one  finds  2  bodies  of  opinion.  One  says  "spiritual", 
the  other  "economic."  Is  there  not  some  truth  in  both  the  theories? 

As  one  citizen's  effort  toward  solution  of  above,  your  editor  has 
undertaken  to  contribute  toward  supplementing  salaries  of  a  number 
of  families.*  This,  along  Proportionate  Family  Wage  lines.  He  assumes 
part  of  the  expense  of  additional  babies.  This,  toward,  in  these  fam- 
ilies at  least  a  more-than-replacement  birthrate.  In  each  case,  he 
checked  I.Q.  records  of  both  parents,  along  the  line  of  Dr.  Term'an's 
gifted  people.  Monthly  checks  are  mailed  to  researchist,  postgraduate 
young  husbands.  They,  their  wives,  want  at  least  3  children.  Their 
personalities  as  to  altruism  also  were  studied. 

Stanford  University's  president,  the  late  Dr.  David  Star  Jordan, 
once  told  your  editor: — "Little  use  to  eugenically  improve  the  race

NAVAJO  OVERPOPULATION 

When  there  are  more  mouths  to  feed  than  there 
is  food  for  them,  famine  must  result.  This  is  true  in 
Hindustan,  in  Java,  in  our  own  Puerto  Rico,  with 
even  our  Navajo  Indians.  When  settled  on  their 
reservation  80  years  ago,  the  Navajos  were  9,000. 
Today,  they  are  said  to  number  60,000.  There  now  is 
evidence  of  painful  overpopulation.  Having  already 
multiplied  past  the  bread  line,  their  farms  support 
only  50%  of  their  folks.  Paleface  medical  science  has 
reduced  their  naturally  high  deathrate. 

Should  not  the  Navajo  predicament  be  a  warning 
to  our  thoughtless,  blundering  idealists?  These  would 
wreck  the  United  States  economy  by  trying  to  intro- 
duce Occidental  science  into  areas  like  Hindustan. 
Meanwhile,  they  demand  we  feed  tragically  over- 
populated  lands  that  reject  birth  control.  Some 
Americans  forget  that,  for  centuries,  millions  an- 
nually died  from  famine  because  of  chronic  over- 
population. 
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if  only  to  sharpen  beaks,  talons".  In  other  words,  above  are  of  the 
type  whose  children,  (if  Dr.  Wiggam  be  right  about  high  moral 
worth  being  intertwined  with  high  mental  ability)  will  be  willing  to 
make  many  sacrifices  to  advance  research.  Your  editor  would  like 
to  undertake  more.  He  feels,  however,  this,  as  in  World  War  I  song, 
"The  Long  Lanky  Gink"  is  "about  all  1  feller  can  do".

"Noblesse  Oblige"  was  a  motto  of  stern  duty  for  those  in  high  places  over  centuries.  It  was 
what  held  Washington,  scion  of  the  British  aristocracy,  to  persistent  discharge  of  his  duties  when  his 
soldiers  v/ere  leaving  the  bloodv  footprints  of  their  unshod  feet  on  the  snows  of  Valley  I'orge.  Has 
not  this  motto  a  high  eugenic  value  today  for  those  of  high  I.Q.,  carrier  of  precious  genes?

On  this  desk  is  a  Roman  Empire  map.  Its  "Valentia",  3rd  British  Province 
borders  Caledonia,  our  "Scotland".  Its  "Lower  Germany"  fingers  modern  Denmark. 
A  zone  up-Elbe  to  "Bojohaemum"  clearly  is  Bohemia,  (our  Czechoslovakia.)  "Illy- 
ricum"  is  Jugoslavia  .  .  .  Modern  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Holland,  France,  Spain, 
Portugal,  Greece,  Albania,  Italy,  Sardinia,  Corsica, — all  were  Roman.  In  Africa, 
"Mauretania"  is  our  Morocco,  plus  Algiers.  On  the  camel  trail  toward  Timbuctu, 
your  editor  found,  far  south  of  once-feared  Carthage,  one  forgotten  city  whose  rut- 
ted pavements'  parallel  lines  showed  the  width  of  Ben  Hur's  chariot.  Cleopatra  re- 
minds us  Rome  once  held  Egypt.  Christ's  trial  before  Pontius  Pilate  evidenced 
Roman  supremacy  in  Palestine  .  .  .  Turkey-in-Asia,  the  Black  Sea's,  the  Read  Sea's 
coasts  were  Rome's. 

The  Romans  had  no  radar,  airplanes.  They  built  with  shield  and  sword.  Why 
did  the  Empire  decay?  Breakdown  of  family  life?  Too  much  divorce?  Abandon- 
ment of  old  virtues  for  luxury?  Excessive  urbanization?  Increasing  childlessness? 

.  .  .  Their  philosopher-poet  Horace,  friend  of  Augustus  Caesar,  (whom  Quintillian 
classified  as  Rome's  foremost  lyric  poet),  suggested  a  EUGENIC  reason,  "Noble 
descent  and  worth,  unless  united  with  wealth,  are  deemed  no  more  than  seaweed." 
Discussion  of  above  factors  may  help  clarify  our  understanding  of  certain  trends 
in  today's  American  life.  Eugenics  Pamphlets,  in  a  future  number,  will  offer 
suggestions  thereon  out  of  Roman  history.

Almost 
nobody,  however,  probes  for  the  real  causes.  In  the  case  of  Italy,  Germany  and 
Japan  the  cause  was  population  pressure.  Let  us  never  forget  that  the  Germany, 
(whose  General  von  Kluck  told  the  German  General  Staff  the  war  was  lost  when 
he  was  compelled  to  retreat  in  1914*),  was  the  same  Germany  that,  thus  desperate, 
plotted  the  Bolshevik  Revolution.  They  geographically  were  in  a  position  to  know 
the  corruption  at  the  Court  of  the  Czar.  They  hoped  that,  by  starting  a  little  revo- 
lution in  Russia,  to  remove  their  problems  of  the  i^astern  front.  That  group  of  Pan 
Germans  must  bear  the  responsibility  for  all  the  world  troubles  that  are  continuing 
to  this  day. 

*  General  von  Kluck  then  suggested  the  only  strategy  left  was  to  prolong  the  war  as  much  as  possible. 
This  to  weaken  Germany's  foes  to  the  full  extent  of  the  Teutons  ever-waning  strength.  The  General 
insisted  each  month  bettered  his  Kaiser's  chances  at  the  Peace  Table.

Our  National  Parks  are  making  an  important  impact  on  American 
culture,  generation  after  generation,  because  of  their  Interpretative 
Program.  Children  who  will  be  tomorrow's  leaders  learn  much  there. 
An  example  is  the  education  of  juncoes  or  snowbirds  by  their  parents. 

The  father  faithfully  fed  his  fledglings  during  a  certain  period. 
The  youngsters  vociferously  demand  a  constant  feeding.  Comes  the 
day  when  regurgitation  ceases.  Dad  deposits  food  just  out  of  reach.

Is  there  not  much 
to  be  learned  by  a  thoughtful  person  in  watching  such  life  processes? 
Not  the  least  is  facts  about  overpopulation.  Just  where  will  the  young 
juncoes  find  food  in  a  territory  already  at  population  saturation?

American  waste  is  channelled  into  areas  of  the  Backward  Folk  for  further 
usefulness.

Whiskers  once  supposed- 
ly added  to  manly  beauty. 
We  notice  this  in  Assyrian 
sculpture.  It  was  the  fash- 
ion in  even  Napoleon  Ill's 
Army.  In  these  degener- 
ate days  of  the  smooth- 
shaven  m  e  n,  greybeards 
still  persist  in  our  Gulf 
States.  "Spanish  Moss"  or 
Tillindsia  has  made  for  it- 
self a  niche  on  live  oaks, 
on  long -leaf  pines,  even  on 
electric  power  wires.  In 
the  fierce  competition  of 
long  geological  ages, 
plants  fought  for  suprem- 
acy. The  fittest  survived. 
One  line  of  fitness  was 
lightening  seed-  weight. 
Spanish  Moss  also 
"learned"  how  to  make  the 
wind  its  slave.  In  a  SO- 
mile  hurricane  bits  of 
"beard"  are  swept  over 
considerable  distances.  On 
landing,   new   rootlets  PINEAPPLE'S  POOR  COUSIN 

sprout.  Spanish  moss  is  a 

striking   sample   of    RADIATION  INTO  A  NEW  NICHE. 

Epiphytes  or  air-plants  are  most  abundant  in  or  bordering  the  Tropics.  There 
came  a  time  in  plant  evolution  when  SELECTION  among  many  species  pro- 
ceeded along  the  lines  of  seed-transportation.  One  device  was  dust-weight.  The 
orchids,  also  the  pineapple  family  or  bromeliads.  are  examples.  One  poor  cousin  of 
the  pineapple  is  above  Tillandsia.  It  found  a  niche  in  microscopic  pits  in  telephone 
wires.  Once  sprouted,  it  managed  to  subsist  on  what  a'r,  wind,  rain  brought  it. 

Humans  live  under  the  same  biologic  laws.  Our  forbears  were  persecuted  in 
Europe  because  of  religious  or  political  beliefs.  Imprisonment  cut  their  birthrate. 
Exile,  with  confiscation  of  property  often  meant  starvation.  Some  suffered  death 
penalty.  Such  folk  RADIATED  INTO  A  NEW  NICHE  by  coming  to  America. 
They  underwent  severe  SELECTION  thru  10  generations  of  pioneering.  Their 
stock,  however,  today  race-suicides. 

We  Americans  made  OUR  NICHE  in  an  inventiveness  that  made  us,  in  World 
War  II,  our  allies'  arsenal.  As  this  is  written  in  Florida,  where  above  photo  was 
Kodaked,  we  are  dubbed  "The  World's  Postwar  Factory".  We  are  destroying,  how- 
ever, that  hardwon  niche.  Said  race  suicide  proceeds  among  the  Research  Folk. 
The  Pioneer  Stock  that  gave  us  the  bulk  of  our  inventive  people  arose  tkru  10 
generations  of  Frontier  Life.

Dr.  Robert  Cook's  "Human  Fertility"  shows,  in  one  year  9 
millions  in  dividends  FROM  Puerto  Rico,  cash  poured  INTO  that  island  from 
the  mainland.  ^0  million  dollars.  But,  read,  reread  the  book  for  yourself. 


It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  the  cieat  part  of  the  continuing  increase  in  the  world's  population  is 
contributed  by  underdeveloped  areas  with  a  low  standard  of  living,  in  which  Western  influences 
are  beginning  to  operate.  (London  Eugenics  Review  1/51.)

MOUND  MEADOW'S  NATIVE  GRASSES 

Chief  Ranger  Wilson  stands  among  native  grasses 
in  Mound  Meadow,  Point  Lobos  Reserve  State  Park. 
In  the  middle  ground  is  oncoming  chaparral.  Back- 
ground shows  Monterey  pine  forest.  Eventually  the 
chaparral  will  take  the  meadow.  The  forest  later  will 
take  the  chaparral.  Finally  the  forest,  under  a 
severe  forest  fire,  may  again  give  place  to  the 
grasses.  Such  blazes  for  centuries  have  been  started 
by  lightning.  The  hazard  now  enormously  is  in- 
creased by  the  cigarette. 

Above  picture  illustrates  "comeback"  possibilities. 
Said  meadow  formerly  unprofitably  was  used  to  crop 
oats.  Another  equally-unsuccessful  effort  was  its 
use  for  a  cattle  range.  Later,  under  brilliant  Save- 
The-Redwoods  League  leadership,  the  Park,  with  its 
unique  Monterey  cypress  grove,  was  purchased  then 
donated  to  California.  Under  Chief  Ranger  Wilson's 
leadership,  the  task  of  returning  it  to  natural  con- 
ditions commenced.

CHINESE  LOTUS 
POND 

Goldfish  always  fas- 
cinate. History  records 
a  New  York  hat  mer- 
chant who  stimulated 
dragging  business  with 
a  goldfish  notice.  He 
bought  a  goldfish 
globe.  He  filled  it  with 
clear  water.  Beside  it, 
he  placed  a  sign: 
"  R  a  r  e  INVISIBLE 
goldfish  from  Brazil" 
.  .  .  The  police  were 
called  out  to  disperse 
the  crowd.  "Some  in- 
sisted they  had  actual- 
ly seen  the  "invisi- 
bles". 

A  scientist  might  be 
skeptical  as  to  what 
above  crowd  had  seen. 
Here,  however,  is  a 
true  goldfish  story. 
Our  host,  Mr.  Bing, 
was  a  very  wise  Chin- 
ese merchant  prince. 
His  South  Lodge  gate 
was  ornamented  with 
the  typical  green  porcelain  Chinese  lucky  dogs.  His  North  lodge  gate 
had  bronze  eagles.  These  were  in  appreciation  of  America's  contribu- 
tion of  the  idea  of  The  Republic  to  Sun  Yat  Sen's  group. 

Mr.  Bing  was  a  connoisseur  of  wisteria,  peonies,  lotus — and 
goldfish.  We  admired  those  in  his  lotus  pond  as  we  sipped  tea.  Some 
had  fins  longer  than  their  body-length.  "All  the  result  of  careful 
breeding"  Bing  observed.  "Our  Chinese  long  and  painstakingly  have 
bred  chrysanthemums,  peaches,  peonies,  lotus — and  goldfish.  Into 
this  we  put  the  same  care  we  use  in  training  falcons  and  fishing  cor- 
morants." Then  he  added  "we  utilize  the  same  ideas  as  to  humans. 
Each  village,  (really  an  expanded  family)  concentrates  on  the  most 
intelligent  boy.  All  contribute  to  (1)  his  education,  that  he  may  honor 
it  as  a  scholar  ...  (2)  his  EARLY  MARRIAGE,  THAT  HE  MAY 
HAVE  MANY  SONS  TO  INHERIT  HIS  BETTER-THAN-AVERAGE 
INTELLIGENCE.

REGAL  SUGARPINE  REDUCED  TO  STUMP 

This  kind  of  slashing  and  burning  is  still  going 
on  in  private  lands  in  the  great  Sierran  sugarpine- 
yellowpine-incense  cedar  forest  in  the  California 
Sierras.  During  the  postwar  building  boom,  lumber 
companies  sometimes  paid  as  high  as  $1,000  stump- 
age  for  a  single  tree. 

The  sugarpine  stump,  right  of  center,  recently 
was  a  magnificent  tree. 

Some  such  trees  were  bearing  their  giant  seed- 
cones  before  Columbus  discovered  America.  Felling 
such  a  tree,  with  up-to-date  equipment,  takes  hardly 
minutes.  A  eugenist  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that,  in 
lumbering,  the  best  trees  are  SELECTED  for  cutting. 
Such  a  sugarpine  may  be  100  feet  clear  lumber  to 
i  the  first  knot.  Such  as  these  are  marked  for  the 
slaughter.  The  worthless,  the  diseased,  the  weaklings 
remain  uncut  to  seed  the  next  forest.  This  does  gene- 
tically to  the  forest  what  war  does  dysgenically  to 
humans. 


"Mental  defectives"  were  made  unwelcome  in  1882.  (Population  Roads  to  Peace  or  War,  p.  88.) 
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GREAT  TUN,  HEIDELBERG 

Yesteryear's  visitors  to  Heidelberg  were  shown  two  sights,  the  Great  Tun  and 
the  faces  slitted  in  students'  saber  duels.  So  intense  was  German  militaristic  edu- 
cation, a  many-scarred  face  was  a  medal  of  courage.  (Strangely,  similar  mutila- 
tion of  the  visage  is  practiced  by  the  warrior  caste  of  Senegambia.  One  some- 
times sees  examples  thereof  among  the  befezzed  Mohammedans  of  France's  negro 
troops.)  German  policy  has  been  toward  SELECTION  toward  the  MIGHT-MAKES- 
RIGHT  type.  The  daughters  of  the  military  caste  were  permitted  to  marry  only 
officers.  .lust  as  the  Teutons  practiced  selection  toward  war,  so  U.S.A.  can  select 
toward  Peace. 

XXII.  DYSGENICS  OF  WAR 

Eugenical  effects  of  World  War  I  were  studied  by  Dr.  Harrison 
H.  Hunt.  His  "Some  Biological  Aspects  of  War"  ought  to  be  read  by 
all  eugenists.  To  stimulate  such  reading  we  venture  to  quote:  "A  study 
of  1;375  men  in  officers'  training  camps  showed  that  9V/^%  of  the  men 
receiving  a  grade  of  A  or  B  on  examination  alpha  received  commis- 
sions while  only  41%%  of  those  rating  from  C  to  D  were  commis- 
sioned." Also:  "Harvard  men  as  a  whole  consistently  responded  rela- 
tively more  to  the  call  of  war  than  American  men  at  large.  This  does 
not  mean  (assuming  college  and  university  men  generally  to  have 
reacted  similarly)  that  the  American  population  was  severely  dam- 
aged biologically.  Our  participation  in  the  World  War  was  too  brief 
for  that.  Had  the  war  lasted  two  or  three  years  longer,  however,  such 
.  .  .  would  no  doubt  have  been  biologically  harmful."

WITH  BEGGING  BOWL 

The  Conquistadores  found  the  Aztecs  worshipping 
a  Pantheon  of  deities.  The  Spanish  professed  being 
shocked  at  Aztec  "idols".  These,  however,  rather 
paralleled  those  of  their  Iberian  peninsula  before 
Christianity  arrived. 

What  fascinates  the  eugenist  is,  the  existence  of 
a  well  organized,  highly  intelligent  Aztec  priesthood. 
The  folkways  of  the  Aztecs  probably  were  based  on 
those  of  the  Toltecs  they  conquered.  Before  these 
were  the  Mayans. 

There  seems  little  doubt  but  that,  at  the  court  of 
Nezahualcoyotl,  the  priestly  caste  ranked  above  the 
warrior  caste  and  next  to  the  royal  family  itself.  In 
the  Aztec  population-mass,  survival  depended  an- 
nually upon  an  adequate  maize  crop.  The  ability  to 
successfully  predict  planting-time,  harvest  t^me,  was 
recognized.  With  the  illiterate  peons  under  supersti- 
tious spell,  one  who  inherited  a  high  I.Q.  could  easily 
gain  a  living  while  avoiding  hard  labor.

Though  you  be  not 
fluent  in  Aztec,  you 
will  note  the  "coyotl" 
in  Ne  z  a  h  u  a  1  C  0  Y-

0  t  e".  Nezahualcoyotl 
was  a  Redskin  king. 
He  used  totemism. 
Same  was  absorbed  by 
the  Palefaces,  w  h  o 
even  today  dub  their 
political  parties  "ele- 
phant," "donkey"  and, 
yesteryear,  "bull 
moose".  Nezahualcoy- 
otl was  proud  to  as- 
sume, as  his  title, 
"coyofl".  Was  not  the 
coyote  almost  divine? 
Did  he  not  act  as  the 
messenger  of  Those 
Above  when  they  de- 
signed to  sen  d  wis- 
dom, or  give  warning 
to  the  Earth  People?

THE  MAIZE  GOD 

This  royal  "coyote"  was  "famishing".  .  .  character- 
istic of  primitive  religions  is  worship  of  both  the 
Food  God  and  the  Fecundity  or  Reproduction  God. 
Note  the  ears  of  corn  in  the  crown.  Curiously,  in  the 
1950s,  Eugenists  find  their  chief  concerns  include 
(a)  food,  (hence  overpopulation  as  a  cause  of  war, 
always  dysgenic)  (b)  Fecundity  (Differential  Birth- 
rates Law.) 

Who  was  the  "FAIR"  God?  Lew  Wallace's  "Ben 
Hur"  is  far  better  known  than  his  "Fair  God." 
Since  Norteamericano  tourists  now  are  swarming 
into  Mexico  in  increasingly  larger  numbers  yearly, 
a  rereading  of  the  scholarly  novel  of  yesteryear  is 
recommended.  Thereafter  one  is  far  better  equipped 
to  grasp  what  he  is  witnessing  when,  for  example, 
he  stumbles  across  a  blue-eyed,  golden-haired  mask 
in  a  native  ceremony.

COYOTE  WAS

This  "coyotl"  was 
"nezahual"  —  he  was 
"famishing".  There 
was  a  significant  slo- 
gan in  his  name.  His 
Amerind  kingdom  of 
Tezcuco  had  had  i  t  s 
Golden  Age.  At  the 
court  of  the  Famish- 
ing Coyote's  predeces- 
sor could  have  been 
seen  the  acme  of  cul- 
ture. Its  banquets 
were  on  a  service  of 
solid  silver,  cunningly 
inlaid  with  parrots 
and  serpents  and  deer, 
all  in  wonderful  pat- 
terns of  gold.  Its 
priesthood  could  read 
the  stars  unerringly. 
Their  calendar  was 
more  accurate  than 
that  of  the  coming 
C  o  n  q  u  i  stadors.  Its 
great  nobles  were 
adept  in  statecraft,  in 
diplomacy.  These  were 
arrayed  in  such  color- 
ful cottons  that  all 
redskins  beyond  Tez- 
cuco's  borders  were 
verdant  with  envy. 
Their  bonnets  were 
artistically  rainbowed 
with  featherwork  of 
macaw  and  parakeet, 
of  green  jay  and  tan- 
ager,  of  trogon,  and 
chapitoreen.  Each  of 
these  great  lords 


boasted  his  tens  of 

thousands  of  peons  or  slaves.  Each  nobleman  was  braceletted  and 
ankletted  and  ringed  with  jasper  or  agate,  turquoise  or  emerald.  All 
such  jewels  were  set  by  skilled  but  enslaved  goldsmiths.

XOCHIMILCO'S  COLORFUL  "FLOATING"  GARDENS 
Is  it  not  remarkable  that,  despite  the  ruthless  erasing  of  the  Aztec  civilization 
by  the  Conquistadores,  some  of  the  arts  persisted  thru  nearly  4  centuries?  When 
your  editor  first  visited  Mexico,  at  the  century's  turn,  good  featherwork,  also 
gardening  still  was  visible.  The  tourist  deluge  later  engulfed  same. 

One  famous  garden  always  was  Xochimilco.  Its  name  roots  in  the  Aztec 
xochtil,  or  flower.  Warlike  Aztec  ancestors  may  have  crossed  Bering  Sea  on  the 
ice.  Having  absorbed  Toltec  cultures,  they  cut  their  bloody  way  down  to  this  warm 
Land  of  Delights.  There  they  built  an  Amerind  Venice.  Their  chinampas  or 
"Floating  Gardens"  at  that  time  actually  floated.  They  were  made  by  weaving 
sticks  into  a  raft.  Upon  these  the  rich  lakemuck  was  piled.  Such  soil,  with  abun- 
dant moisture  plus  a  tropical  sun,  meant  floral  wealth.  These  garden-rafts  could 
support  human  habitations.  In  fact,  one  senses  redskins'  protective  strategy 
paralleled  that  of  prehistoric  Swiss  lake-dwellers. 

The  Aztecs  had  a  remarkable  civilization.  Their  calendar  mathematically  was 
more  accurate  than  ours  when  the  Conquistadores  came.  There  also  was  an  Aztec 
income  tax  in  the  1400s.  Lacking  electric  refrigerators,  the  Montezuma  dined, 
nevertheless,  on  pompano,  red  snapper,  other  sea  food  from  the  Gulf.  The  Aztec 
priesthood,  the  Aztec  army  was  highly  organized.  The  Spanish  invaders  had  to 
destroy  all  of  the  leadership  castes,  (royalty,  priests,  warriors),  to  gain  Mexico's 
silver,  gold,  precious  stones.  Only  the  slaves,  (still  called  "peones"),  were  spared  to 
be  the  laborers. 

We  have  here  a  eugenic  example  of  a  civilization  collapsed  when  all  intellec- 
tuals were  eliminated.  Is  U.S.A.  doing  slowly  what  the  Spanish  did  to  the  Aztecs?

III.  ROYAL  POET 

The  lofty  heights  of  learning  of  the  Court  of  Nezahiialcoyotl  can 
best  be  described,  however,  not  by  their  progress  in  mathematics,  but 
in  poetry.  Let  us  compare  Tezcuco  with  peerless  France  of  Louis  XIV. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  more  highly  civilized  court  in  the  late 
1600s  than  that  of  Louis  of  France. 

Even  Emperor  Nez-a-hual-coyotl  entered  the  contests  for  poetry. 
He  did  not  consider  it  beneath  the  imperial  dignity  to  compete  with  the 
lowest  priest  in  the  temple.  Lastly,  in  Tezcuco,  there  was  an  extra- 
ordinary tribunal  .  .  .  devoted  to  .  .  .  encouragement  of  science  and 
art.  Works  on  astronomy,  chronology,  history  and  other  science  were 
submitted  to  its  judgment  .  .  .  This  Academy  was  a  general  Board  of 
Education  for  his  empire.

CHINAMPAS  AT  XOCHIMILCO 
Apparently  a  factor  in  Conquistador  stratcRy  was  to 
erase  all  memory  of  the  grandeur  of  the  native  caquiques. 
This  included  the  Montezuma  himself,  also  all  the  tributary 
monarchs  such  as  Nezahualcoytl.  Your  editor,  student  of 
ornithology,  searched  Europe  for  any  royal  feathercloaks.  In 
Seville  he  heard  vague  rumors  of  one.  Tho  he  there  found 
notes  in  Columbus  blocked  handwriting,  he  could  not  locate 
the  gorgeous  gown  Cortes  allegedly  presented  to  the  Spanish 
King.  In  Stuttgart,  however,  he  was  more  successful.  There 
finally,  dramatically,  was  unwrapped  the  ancient  treasure. 
All  one  sees  in  Mexico  today  is  anilin-dyed  rooster  feathers. 
These  are  pasted  to  cards.  On  their  reverse  is  rubberstamped 
"made  in  Japan". 

Nezahaulcoyolt's  love  of  flowers  was  as  profound  as  his 
love  of  poetry,  also  of  history  recorded  on  deerskin  codices. 
So.  too,  was  Montezuma's.  So  nearly  complete  was  Conquis- 
tador obliteration,  one  is  mildly  surprised  that  the  "float- 
ing" garden  of  Xochimilco's  Palace  of  Flowers  persists. 


m  a  y  e  s.  Now 
one  sees  no  great  tall  vases  of  chocolated. 

Now  famine  stared  our  Coyote  in  the  face.  He  had  to  be  content 
wath  an  occasional  skinny  rabbit.  On  some  days  he  had  from  the  chap- 
arral only  a  kangaroo  rat  or  a  lizard.  He  now  truly  had  become 
"Nezahualcoyotl."

Read  how  U.S.A.  Armed  Forces'  medicos  repeated  in  Japan  their  accomplish- 
ment in  Puerto  Rico  a  half  century  earlier.  What  the  Army  and  Navy  did  in  Puer- 
to Rico  at  the  turn  of  the  century  is  paralleled  by  their  present  accomplishments 
in  Japan. 

The  most  urgent  problem  facing  the  Occupation  authorities  was  killing  rats 
and  insect  pests.  Since  many  Japanese  are  Buddhists  who  believe  that  no  living 
creature  should  be  put  to  death,  the  first  step  was  to  educate  the  people.  By  means 
of  radio  broadcasts,  articles  in  newspapers  and  magazines,  and  traveling  exhibits. 
General  Sams  showed  the  relation  between  rats  and  lice  and  typhus,  between  filth 
and  typhoid.  Once  the  people  understood,  they  willingly  cooperated  and  by  the 
end  of  the  first  year  there  were  51,000  persons  in  9,000  trained  American-Japanese 
sanitation  teams.  They  killed  millions  of  rats — many  while  a  Buddhist  priest  stood 
by  murmuring  incantations  for  their  souls.  These  teams  also  sprayed  streams, 
pools  and  marshes  with  DDT.  and  "fogged"  houses  and  clothing  for  lice  and  flies.

There 
were  abundant  vege- 
tables also  delicious 
fruits."  All  viands 
were  "prepared  with 
delicate  sauces  and 
seasonings."  Followed 
confections  and  pastry 
based  on  maguey  sugar 
and  maize  flour  (our 
corn  meal).  Meats 
were  kept  war  m  in 
chafing  dishes.  Serv- 
ices were  of  silver, 
sometimes  gold,  all  of 
delicate  workman- 
ship." 

Study  a  today's  Am- 
erind meal  South-of- 
the-Rio  Grande.  It 
frequently  consists  of 
one  staple — the  tortil- 
la. The  squaw  will 

hand-grind  some  corn  kernels  on  her  metate.  She  makes  them  in  a 
pancake.  It  now  has  the  Spanish  name  of  "tortilla"  (little  torte  or 
cake).  It  is,  however,  as  old  as  the  Mayan  cities,  so  overgrown  with 
jungle  even  the  peons  do  not  know  of  their  existence. 

Contrast  the  tortilla  from  this  kitchen  flour-mill  with  wild  turkey 
served  on  solid  silver  platters,  gold  plates.  Dce'^-  it  not  illustrate  how 
swiftly,  how  permanently  the  Conquistadors  eliminated  the  eugenic 
highpowers  of  both  Anahuac  and  of  Tezcuco.* 

*  Let  us  remember  many  of  our  vegetables  came  out  of  Amerind  (American-Indian)  agriculcure.  Examples 
are:  Potato,  also  sweet  potato,  tomato,  corn  or  maize,  beans,  peanuts,  pumpkins,  squash. 


DOCILE  AS  HIS  BURRO 
Americans  ai'e  heard  to  express  surprise  that  a 
handful  of  Communist  leaders  have  succeeded,  since 
1917,  to  terrorist  control  of  Russia's  1(50,000,000.

Nezahualcoyotl  now  had  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Montezuma.  Regu- 
larly went  the  caravans  of  porters.  On  their  broad  backs  were  sent 
bundles  of  marvelously-carved  goblets  of  silver,  quills  of  gold.

However  inferior  culturally  the  Aztecs  may  have  been  to  the 
then  Conquered,  it  must  be  admitted  they  were  superior  in  military 
strategy  and  in  statecraft.  The  Montezumas  ruled  a  really  extensive 
empire.  Same  covered  a  considerable  part  of  the  modern  Republic  of 
Mexico.  Your  editor  has  done  field  work  in  all  its  3  zones, — the  High 
Plateau,  the  tierra  tem.plada  and  the  tierra  caliente.

The  successful  ruling  of  the 
varied  tribes  and  nations  paying  tribute  in  this  empire  certainly  re- 
quired a  high  degree  of  military  efficiency  plus  a  shrewd  statesman- 
ship^^

One  peers  back  thru  the  fogs  of  history,  trying  to  evaluate  the 
contribution  of  the  Golden  Age  of  Tezeuco  to  the  barbaric  splendor  of 
the  Aztec  Court.  Is  there  not  here  a  parallel  to  the  Ostrogoth  con- 
querors of  Rome  ?  These  rolicking  heathen  from  their  frozen  Northern 
forests  came  coasting,  half  naked,  down  the  slopes  of  the  Alps  into 
sunny  Italy.  Decadent  Rome  was  their  easy  prey.  The  old  Patricians 
who  had  built  the  Roman  empire  were  practically  extinct.  They  had 
been  rotted  by  divorce,  lax  morals,  the  corroding  luxury  following 
triumph  after  triumph.  They  had  sold  their  daughters  in  marriage  to 
Plebs.  These  were  largely  African  or  Asiatic  in  blood.  So  common 
had  this  practice  become  that  the  poet  Horace  despairingly  wrote: 
"Noble  descent  and  worth,  unless  united  with  wealth,  are  esteemed  no 
more  than  seaweed"  (manure).  The  later  Romans  had  come  to  depend 
for  defense  upon  mercenaries.  Their  best  legions  were  recruited  from 
the  tall  Northern  blonds.  Thus  the  way  was  made  easy  for  the  Ostro- 
goths. Note,  however,  that  the  conquering  barbarians  absorbed  the 
culture  of  the  conquered  Romans.  The  eugenist  wonders  how  much  of 
Aztec  "civilization"  was  derived  from  Mayans,  Toltecs,  Tezcucans.

One  American  housewife  telephones  for  the  laundry  wajjon  to  pick  up  the 
family  washing.  Another  installs,  on  the  rear  porch,  mechanical  contrivances  that 
do  everything.  She  dumps  in  the  week's  wash,  turns  a  button,  catches  the  bus  for 
her  office,  returns  to  find  that  that  masical  washing  machine  has  washed,  dried, 
ironed  everything  from  a  dainty  handkerchief  to  husband's  grimy  overalls.  It 
almost  puts  everything  in  place  on  the  shelves.  It  would  surprise  no  one  if  it 
spanked  the  baby. 

Mexican  mothers  also  are  wonderful  washing  machines,  and  can  be  counted 
on  to  "spank  the  baby'".  Theirs,  however,  is  back-breaking  work.  Sometimes  this 
is  at  a  stinking  pool,  lacking  running  water.  Contrast  the  inventiveness  of  the 
North  American's  10  generations  of  frontier  life  and  Mexico's  14  generations  since

The  Aztec  year,  like  ours,  was  based  on  the  sun.  It  had,  however, 
18  months  of  20  days,  plus  5  orphan  days,  belonging  to  no  month.

Their 
r  e  m  a  r  k  a  ble  gold 
work  recalled 
Schliemann's  finds 
in  Grece,  in  Anato- 
lia. This  professor 
had  dug-  into  Inca, 
even  pre-Inca  town- 
sites  in  Peru. 

He  mused  as  he 
studied  the  crani- 
um. Appa  r  e  n  1 1  y 
some  who  pioneer- 
ing North  America 
were  Ion  g  s  k  u  1 1  s. 
They  had  only  the 
trails  of  mammals 
to  help  them  tread 
the  wilderness. 
They  knew  the 
mammoth,  the  an- 
cient bison,  the 
lumbering  gro  u  n  d 

sloth.  They  fought  and  conquered  Nature.  Some  Burbank  among- 
them  may  have  crossed  Teocintal  with  one  or  more  wild  grasses  and 
"invented"  maize.

Such  mentality  is  near-moronic.  Mexico  lacks  leadership  in  organization.

One  traveling  often  thru  Mexico,  studying-  its  pureblood  Amer- 
inds, wonders  how  a  race  could  have  deteriorated  so  much  from  400 
years  ago.  This  question  was  put  to  a  Mexican  sociologist.  "Most  sim- 
ple", he  retorted.  "In  Mexico  City,  under  Aztec  rule,  as  in  the  days  of 
Ancient  Athens,  the  Inelligentsia  probably  did  not  exceed  Wyr  of  the 
total  population.  Recall  the  speed  with  which  Spanish  cruelty  in  the 
Antilles  exterminated  its  Caribs.  This  was  so  complete  that  negro 
slave  importation  had  to  begin  there  within  a  few  years." 

"Carib  extinction  taught  the  Conquistadors  a  lesson"  continued 
this  savant.  "Negro  slaves  cost  money,  meant  too,  delay.  Hence  in 
Anahuac,  tactics  were  improved.  The  slaves,  the  peones,  were  spared.

XIV.  TEOCINTL 

Botanists,  also  plant  explorers,  long-  have  discussed  the  origin  of 
"Indian  corn."  Your  editor  knows  of  no  corresponding  wild  plant  hav- 
ing been  found.  One  theory  about  maize  is  that  it  is  a  hybrid  between 
two  wild  plants.  Of  these  one  may  have  been  what  is  known  as 
"teocintl".  The  other  element  in  the  hybridization  so  far,  apparently, 
has  not  been  discovered.  The  author,  botanizing  between  Acapulco  and 
Taxco,  found  teocintl  growing  wild  there.  Perhaps  the  "Fair  God", 
back  in  the  clouds  of  antiquity,  was  the  Burbank  who  actually  hybrid- 
ized teocintl  with  another  plant.  He  thus  gave  his  redskins  "Indian 
corn."

Came  the  day  vrhen  the  redskins  offered 
the  newly-arrived  paleface  cobs  of  dried  corn.  This  was  the  stimulus 
for  an  ever-accelerated  selection  of  promising  strains.  The  most  not- 
able improvements  herein  have  been  made  since  the  beginning  of  the 
present  century.  This  has  been  possible  largely  due  to  our  thrilling 
researches  in  genetics. 

Norteamericanos,  because  of  the  profit-urge,  make  ever  increas- 
ing effort  in  every  line  of  plant  breeding,  of  animal  breeding.  Is  it 
not  almost  unbelievable  that  our  universities  and  colleges,  particularly 
our  IMEDICAL  schools,  have  so  few  courses  in  human  genetics  ?

This  gain 
is  due  partly  to 
premarriage  e  d  u- 
cation,  partly  to 
rigid  selection,  pos- 
sible because  of 
the  rent  differen- 
tial. Offer  of  fav- 
orable rent  permits 
rigid  selection  as 
to  physical,  also 
mental,  fitness. 
Only  couples  eager 
for  parenthood  are 
permitted  to  r  e- 
main.  The  eugenic 
value  of  this  in- 
tensely pract  i  c  a  1 
work  lies  in  its 
mult  iplication  of 
high-powers.  As  in 
U.S.A.,  morons  in 
Europe  breed  like 
rabbits,  while  the 
leader  ship  type 
often  has  2,  1, 

sometimes  no  children.  The  Dif ferentioal  Birth  Rates  Law  works  herein  as  unceas- 
ingly as  ocean's  tides.  Under  it,  if  all  live,  the  9-child  family  produces  eventually 
81  grandchildren;  the  3-child  family,  only  9. 


PEPPERTREE  LAND'S  ROADSIDE  MARKET 
Guadalupe  Sanchez  supported  herself  and  aged  father 
selling  peppertree  seeds.  These  are  parrot  food.  Afront  her, 
and  spread  on  the  ground,  was  a  tattered  scrape.  On  this 
were  rows,  crossrows  of  peppertree  seeds,  tied  in  bunches. 
'Lupe  was  pure  Aztec.  Her  bent  father  was  intensely  anti- 
Spanish.  He  complained  that  to  build  the  nearby  church,  an 
old  teocalli,  on  the  same  site,  had  been  leveled  to  provide 
stones. 

Your  editor  visited  the  Sanchez  home.  He  there  learned 
much  of  Aztec  lore.

There  were  tales  of  Cortes'  treachery  toward  Montezuma, 
yarns  of  pink-cheeked,  blue-eyed  Alvarado.  "The  hair — so 
different  from  our  Aztecs,  senor.  It  was  of  the  color  of  the 
silk  of  the  fu!I-ripe  maize.  You  know,  senor,  of  which, 
after  harvest,  my  daughter  grinds  the  flour  on  the  metate 
to  make  the  tortillas."  Old  Juan  had  tales  of  the  Aztec  God- 
dess of  fertility  ...  of  Quetzalcoatl,  the  Fair-haired  God 
"just  like  Alvarado",  who  gave  them  the  maize  .  .  .  Tales, 
too,  Juan  told  of  the  gorgeous  feather  cloaks  of  Montezuma. 
"That  is  why  'Lupe  sells  at  the  bird  market.  She  is  a  good 
girl.  She  carries  on  in  the  Aztec  tradition".

Ameri- 
cans might  study,  in  Eugenics  Pamphlets  No.  29,  this 
Code  de  la  Famille,  remembering  meanwhile  (1)  U.S.A.'s 
falling  highpower  birthrate  curve  approaches  reproduction 
level  (2)  U.S.A.'s  HIGHPOWER  CURVE  DESCENDS 
EVEN  MORE  RAPIDLY. 


Dr.  Spencer  Patterson's  "British  Studies  of  British 
Leaders"  shows  that  out  of  a  group  of  915  leading  physi- 
cians and  surgeons  over  12.8%  of  them  were  bachelors,  and 
that  the  group  averaged  only  1.62  children,  whereas  "4  chil- 
dren are  really  desirable."  The  men  in  this  group  married  at 
the  average  age  of  33.

Such  fuel  transport  may  earn  her  a  pit- 
tance daily  in  competition  with  the  burro.

A  noted  English  ecclesiastic,  highly  revered  throughout  Britain  for 
his  piety,  his  statesmanship,  once  declared:  "Eugenics  is  one  of  the 
finest  things  in  religion.".  .  .

French  Government  detailed  Economist  Siegfried  to  study  world 
conditions.  Of  U.S.A.  he  wrote:  "To  ask  any  one  to  climb  four  flights 
of  stairs  would  be  outrageous.  They  would  think  they  were  back  in  the 
Dark  Ages !"  To  protect  our  living  standards,  watch  Hyphenates  nib- 
bling at  the  Immigration  Quota  Acts  of  1921-2-4.  These  were,  at  en- 
actment, called  "America's  Second  Declaration  of  Independence."

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PEON  EXTRACTING  PULQUE 

From  the  agave's  juices  the  Aztec  made  a 
molasses-type  sugar.  It  somewhat  resembles  that  of 
the  maple.  The  agave  is  the  plant  from  which  also 
is  made  fiery  pulque.  Maguey  sugar  is  fermented, 
much  as  is  that  of  Hindustan's  toddy  palm.  Back 
in  Toltec  days,  maguey  fibre  also  formed  the  basis 
of  paper.  Like  the  yucca's,  it  likewise  made  excel- 
lent binding  twine.  It  thus  became  the  chief  basis 
of  Mexican-Amerind  textiles.  One  sometimes  sees 
the  thick-curved  leaves  used  as  a  combined  tile  and 
thatch  for  the  crude  huts.  In  some  the  beds  are  mats 
on  the  bare  ground.  Agave's  thorns  were  used  as 
needles  as  far  back  as  when  our  savage  ancestors 
made  them  of  bone. 

Pulque  -  drinking,  marijuana  -  smoking  are  two 
corroding  vices  of  the  peon.  A  moronic  sex  murder 
of  a  baby  girl  occurred  as  this  is  written.

In  184«  came  the  Bear  Flag  Re- 
volt. In  less  than  a  half  decade 
California,  M  i  n  e  r  v  a-iike.  came 
without  territorial  childhood,  into 
the  Family  of  States.  TRICKLES

QUARTER-CENTURY  HAD  EN- 
GULFED ALL  OF  THE  MEXI- 
CAN SOVEREIGNTY.  NOT  A 
TRACE  REMAINED.  PEACEFUL 
PENETRATION  OF  DISCI- 
PLINED IMMIGRANTS  IS  THE 
PRELUDE  TO  SWARMING  SOL- 
DIERS LATER. 


CAMOUFLAGE 

It  was  dawn  on  the  Kona  Coast.  Near 
where  Captain  Cook  was  assassinated, 
the  lava  flow  extends  below  the  sea.

Disruptive  coloration  is  the  term  cam- 
ouflagists  use  for  patterns  that  confuse 
the  possible  enemy.  Study  blackheaded 
grosbeak  or  a  robin  in  a  shady  tree.  You 
then  win  understand  above.  Natur?  pro- 
vides a  birthrate  high  enuf  to  insure 
replacement.  Camouflage  helps  toward 
survival.  Only  Man  reverses  Nature  by 
EXCESSIVE  birth  control  of  THE  TAL- 
ENTED. 

(An  intellect  blending  the  artist  and 
the  naturalist  gave  us  the  concept  of 
Camouflage.  He  ins'sted  tens-of-thou- 
sands  of  soldiers'  lives  could  be  saved 
thereby.

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SAHUARO  AND  PALO  VERDE 

"Nonsense,  I  don't  need  chaps". 
The  tenderfoot,  starting  for  a  cross- 
desert  jaunt,  ignored  the  warning 
of  the  head  wrangler.  Two  hours 
later  his  mount  shied  at  a  rattle- 
snake. His  horse  threw  him  with  a 
glancing  blow  against  a  sahuaro. 
Lacking  protection  of  leather 
chaps,  he  was  skinned  from  hip  to 
ankle  by  the  needle-like,  stout  rows 
of  cactus  thorns. 

This  plant  whose  crown  jewels 
furnished  Arizona's  state  flower 
was  "built  for  business"  to  use  a 
cowpuncher's  description.  Its  an- 
cestors were  what  might  be  called 
"Prerosales".  ?ts  flower  resembles 
somewhat  a  wild  rose  with  its 
numerous  bright  colored  petals.  Its 
spines  may  have  been  evolved  from 
rose  thorns.  It,  however,  has  dis- 
carded all  leaves.  It  makes  its  stem 
do  the  chlorophyll-chemistry  work. 
It  has  further  coated  that  stem 
with  a  wax-like  insulation  to  fur- 
ther prevent  evaporation.  Its  roots, 
moreover,  are  cork-encased  to  fur- 
ther conserve  rain  fall.  Mother  Na- 
ture taught  sahuaro  how  to  gain 
strength  by  corrugation  long  be- 
fore Britain  commenced  shipping 
p.  ,  ,  corrugated  iron  roofing  to  what  we 

t'  used  to  call,  in  the  cabins  on  the 

edge  of  the  Australian  Never- 
Never,  "firelsss  cookers".  Nature  also  modeled  for  the  tall  sahuaros  a  ribbed 
skeleton  that  could  well  have  shown  the  architects  v*'ho  designed  the  first  sky- 
scrapers how  to  plan  the  steel  skeletons  thereof.  This  giant  cactus  knows,  too, 
how  to  start  its  nursery  seed-beds  in  the  half  shade  of  a  creosote  bush  or  crown- 
of-thorns. 

Yes,  sahuaro  persists  because  this  cactus  "OBEYS"  Natures  Laws. 


A  Polish-born  tailor  in  Sacramento  has  a  small  north  exposure  room.  Place  is 
cold  in  winter.  Your  editor,  on  a  social  survey,  ran  across  this  elderly  man.  He  felt 
indignant  a  human  being  should  live  in  such  quarters.  The  old  man  countered,  "But 
I  have  a  window  that  gives  some  daylight.  You  should  see  the  quarters  my  father  had 
in  the  slums  in  Poland."  The  death  rate  among  European  slum  children  is  tragically 
high.  Because  of  this  that  kindhearted  French  doctors  bui!t  the  children's  sun 
station  at  Villard  de  Lans. 


Amerind  (American  Indian)  kiddies  HAVE  vitality.  A  current  news  dispatch 
credits  one  peon  as  fathering  54  children.  They  are  sun  baked  from  babyhood. 
Compare  this  Border  environment  with  pale,  anemic  youngsters  doomed  to 
winter  furnace  heat  in  Chicago,  Detroit,  Hartford. 

XVIII.  THE  2-CHILD  FOLKWAY 

Eugenics  Pamphlets,  over  the  years  have  been  sent  to  a  minister.

"T  h  e  inn- 
keeper says  I  am  not 
nearly  as  bright  as  my 
name,  but  I  am  proud 
that  it  is  I,  whom  my 
brothers  always  called 
"The  Runt"  that  re- 
mains to  carry  on  the 
name".  He  was  gen- 
eral roustabout  of  the 
I  n  n  of  T  h  e  T  h  r  e  e 
Wrens,  at  an  East-Eu- 
ropean village.  "We 
were  6.  My  5  brothers 
whom  t  h  e  whole  dis- 
trict called  'the  5 
Goldenhaired  Giants' 
were  killed  in  the 
World  War.  They  left 
only  one  descendant,  a 
girl.  7  sons  have  I. 
With  me,  however," 
he  concluded  proudly, 
"the  family  name  sur- 
vives." 

Survival  it  was.  But 
what  a  survival!  Retarded  physically  and  m.entally,  he  could  attract 
into  wifehood  only  the  village  moron.  When  World  War  mobilization 
orders  were  posted  four  of  the  Morningstar  giants  were  called  to  the 
colors.  His  eldest  brother,  23,  was  the  only  married  one.  His  only  child, 
a  daughter,  was  born  after  his  death.  He  was  killed  that  first  week  of 
war,  when  General  Leman's  gallant  defense  of  Liege  destroyed  all 
hope  of  an  unresisted  drive  through  Belgium  into  Paris.  The  fifth  be- 
came of  military  age  in  1916.  The  "Runt"  belonged  to  the  Class  of 
1919,  called  under  war  pressure,  in  1918. 

The  third  giant,  19  years  old  in  '14  died  of  cholera  in  Serbia.  He 
had  greedily  sipped  rainwater  from  horsehoof  prints  hardened  in  clay. 
The  second,  21,  and  the  fourth,  18,  were  blown  into  atoms  with  some 
30,000  other  Teutons  when  the  Italians,  with  volcanic  force  exploded 
off  the  top  of  the  mountain  near  Piave  de  Lavina  Longa. 

The  fifth  went  down  under  French  artillery  fire  at  Verdun.  He 
fell  on  that  day  when,  under  the  Crown  Prince's  eyes,  'tis  said,  a  half 
million  Germans  died  in  wave  after  wave  of  shock  troops  thrown 
against  that  French  fortress. 


THE  SABERTOOTH 

The  Sabeitooth  was  once  called  "Sabertooth 
tiger."  Not  a  true  tiger,  it  was,  nevertheless,  one  of 
the  most  ferocious  of  the  Cats.  His  attack  must  have 
been  as  terrifying  as  the  flashing  steel  of  a  cavalry 
charge.  He  once  roamed  over  what  now  is  Los  An- 
geles. His  saber-like  teeth  are  found  as  fossils  in 
the  La  Brea  asphalt  pits. 

.lust  as  above  sabertooth  became  extinct,  so  do 
hiirnan  types  tend  to  extinction.  As  to  men,  how- 
ever, there  is  this  distinction:  Among  the  lower  ani- 
mals, under  Natural  Selection  the  Survival  is  of  the 
Fittest.  With  humans,  birth  control  is  excessive 
among  The  Talented.  Meantime  morons  breed  like 
rabbits.  Result:  lower  standard  of  national  intelli- 
gence every  decade  in  Britain,  in  U.S.A. 


The  world  has  new  means  of  communication,  such  as  the  radio,  talking  pictures,  and  television 
which  should  aid  prcatly  in  sprcadinq;  the  facts  concerninfir  the  vital  problems  of  population  «nd 
conservation  of  natural  resources.  (World  Affairs,  Winter  1948 — p.  225.) 
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XX.  LEAF  MINERS 

The  budding  ento- 
molog-ist  may  find  it 
fascinating  to  have  a 
separate  notebook 
labelled  "Mother  Na- 
ture at  the  Patent  Of- 
fice". Such  a  book 
could  list  discoveries 
of  Nature.  Same  v^^ere 
made  perhaps  a  thou- 
sand million  years  ago. 
Evolution  created 
techniques  that  man, 
here  only  one  milhon 
years,  boasts  of  as  his 
findings. 

One  of  these  is  min- 
ing. We  sometimes  be- 
come almost  unbearab- 
ly proud  of  our  pres- 
ent day  coal,  gold-, 
diamond  -  mining  suc- 
cesses. Human  mining, 
however,  is  not  many 
centuries  old.  True,  in 
the  Bronze  Age,  men 
began  to  alloy  copper 
with  tin.  But  even  that 
is  only  a  few  millen- 

iums  back.  And  it  is  probable  they  gathered  the  first  ores  by  a  method 
that  not  far  advanced  beyond  McKnight's  in  Grass  Valley.  His  now 
famous  cow  broke  loose.  McKnight  chased  her.  His  boot  hit  a  quartz 
outcrop,  snapped  off  a  chip.  It  was  half  gold.  McKnight's  cussing  his 
Gold  Hill  cow  yielded  him  over  $4,000,000. 

Nature  invented  mining  certainly  as  long  ago  as  the  Miocene, 
say,  60,000,000  years.  We  find  well  developed  Lepidoptera  in  the 
Florissant  of  Colorado.  We  have  6-footed  miners  in  the  leafmining 
moths.  These  the  entomologists  call  Teneids.  This  tiny  insect  feeds  by 
mining  for  material  between  the  upper  and  the  lower  surfaces  of  the 
leaf.  They  can  be  found  in  almost  any  garden.  They  are  fussy  about 
their  diet.  Nearly  every  species  choses  its  own  kind  of  plant.  The  kind 
that  mines  clover  leaves  for  example  shuns  oak  leaves,  grapevine 
leaves,  all  else  but  clover  or  perhaps  a  few  related  legumes.  Yet  the 
Communist  Lysenko  is  trying  to  build  a  new  science  that  sneers  at 
heredity ! 


FARMSTEAD  IN  QUEBEC 
This  farmstead  is  typical  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
Valley.  In  U.S.A.  rural  fecundity  covers  a  replace- 
ment birthrate  on  the  farm  plus  filling  the  near- 
vacuum  of  the  relatively  sterile  cities.  In  Quebec 
the  Differential  Birthrates  Law  can  be  observed  at  a 
near-maximum.  Near  where  your  editor  kodaked 
above  was  a  family  with  24  children.  Because  of 
such  a  population  increase,  French-speaking  Cana- 
dians boast  they  soon  will  dominate  the  Dominion. 


"We  might  symbolize  these  forces  by  graphs.  One  of  them  is  the  curve  of  hurnan  populations 
that,  after  centuries  of  relative  equilibrium,  suddenly  began  to  mount,  and  in  the  past  fifty  years 
has  been  climbing  at  a  vertiginous  rate.  These  two  curves — of  population  and  the  means  of  survival 
— have  Ion?  since  crossed.  Ever  more  rapidly  they  are  drawing  apart.  The  farther  they  are  separated 
the  more  difficult  will  it  be  to  draw  them  together  again.  Everywhere,  or  nearly  everywhere,  about 
the  earth  we  see  the  results  of  their  divergence.  The  crumbling  ruins  of  two  wars  mark  their 
passing.  The  swollen  bellies  of  hungry  babies,  from  San  Salvador  to  Bengal,  dot  the  space  between 
them.  Parching  fevers  and  racking  coughs,  from  Osorno  to  Seoul,  cry  aloud  the  cleavage  between 
these  curves.  The  angry  muttering  of  mcbs,  like  the  champing  of  jungle  peccaries,  is  a  swelling  echo 
of  their  passing."  (Wm.  Vogt's  "Road  to  Survival" — p.  287.) 
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SPA  POSSIBILITIES 

A  Scotch  doctor  in  Kome  said  he  advised  pa- 
tients with  a  certain  ailment  to  take  the  wa- 
ters at  a  renowned  Italian  spa.  He  declared  a 
cure  there  sometimes  was  effected  where  an  oper- 
ation otherwise  seemed  imminent.  He  added  the 
water  was  valuable  only  if  taken  AT  the  Spring. 
It  lost  its  potency  when  bottled  and  shipped  away. 

The  history  of  European  spas  shows  they  have 
been  utilized  by  the  most  in'ielliRent  people  thru 
the  centuries  from  .lulius  Caesar  to  Queen  Vic- 
toria. Such  use,  over  20  centuries,  should  awaken 
Californians  to  the  possibilities  of  their  neglected 
mineral  springs  assets.

Is  it  not  probable  prim- 
itive man  tested  the 
value,  for  food,  clothing, 
dyestuff  s,  medicine, 
practically  every  plant, 
every  animal  in  his  par- 
ticular environment  ?  One 
can  hardly  sense  the 
length  of  time  that  per- 
mitted such  experimenta- 
tion. It  is  almost  like  try- 
ing to  grasp  the  probable 
2  billion  years  of  geologi- 
cal time  or  the  infinite 
distances  of  astronomical 
space.  Undoubtedly  in 
these  years  of  experi- 
mentation probably  the 
majority  vi^ho  thus  test- 
ed were  rather  dull  men- 
tally. Many  therefore 
died  in  conflict  with 
beasts,  or  through  poi- 
sonous chemicals  secret- 
ed by  the  plants.  Little 
by  little,  however,  man 
groped  his  way  toward 
"Civilization".  He  thus 
evolved,  from  such  types 
as  Pithecanthropus  and 
the  Neanderthals,  to- 
ward the  CroMagnons, 
finally  Modern  man. 

The  desert  is  the 
source  of  our  civilization. 
For  centuries  the  accu- 
mulated folk  wisdom  of 
untold  generations  thru 
nearly  one  million  years 
of  the  Paleolithic,  also 
the  Neolithic  now  has 
commenced  to  accumu- 
late at  a  tremendously 
accelerated  rate.  The

...NO  CAN-DO!" 
Illiteracy  is  costly.  At  least 
that  is  what  Chan  Ho  said 
about  a  tong  war.  This  start- 
ed in  California's  Gold  Belt. 
Tax-hungry  politicians  want- 
ed to  tap  Chinese  profits. 
They  were  barred  from  land- 
holding,  which  yielded  the  on- 
ly tax.  The  poll  tax  law  was 
born  in  race  -  discrimination. 
The  Chinese  reacted  accord- 
ingly— and  promptly : 

The  poll  tax  receipt  was  for 
$5.  If  a  Nevada  County 
Chinese  could  rent  it  ten 
times  at  50c  each,  he  went 
tax-free.  And  ten  of  his  countrymen  obtained  a  90-;;  discount.  War- 
fare consists  in  quickly  inventing  depth  bombs  when  the  Huns  start 
U-boat  warfare.  The  tax  men  countered  that  90%  discount  with  a 
printed  description. 

All  the  above  occurred  in  1853.  Then  Celestials  were  illiterate. 
Hence,  when  Fong  Toon,  fat  and  short,  and  unable  to  read  English,  pro- 
duced a  poll  tax  receipt  describing  him  as  "slender  and  tall",  he  quick- 
ly was  behmd  prison  bars.  Now  Fong  Toon  belonged  to  the  Suey  Yips, 
Lee  Hop,  capitalistic  and  corpulent  owner  of  a  rather  well  thumbed 
poll  tax  receipt  representing  $5  gold  was  of  the  Bing  Hong  Tong. 
J^ong  Toon,  durmg  60  days  jailing,  plotted  revenge.  The  Suey  Yips 
accordmgly  hatcheted  a  Bing  Hong  man.  His  "cousins"  cut  short  the 
hte  of  a  Suey  Yip  with  commedable  celeritv.

UNDESIRABLE  ALIEN 

The  gypsy  moth  was  brought  from 
France  in  1869  by  a  scientist  in  a  fruit- 
less attempt  to  cross  it  with  the  silk- 
worm. It  was  liberated  accidentally  in 
the  course  of  an  experiment.  The  agent 
of  destruction  is  DDT.  sprayed  by  air- 
planes at  rates  of  one-half  to  one  pound 
an  acre.  Massachusetts,  under  a  county- 
by-county  program  initiated  in  Cape  Cod, 
is  leading  the  way  .  .  .  Aerial  spraying 
of  large  areas  costs  only  about  one  dol- 
lar an  acre.  Hydraulic  spraying  costs  $25 
an  acre  or  more  and  ground  rings  can- 
not penetrate  the  spray  forests.  (Ameri- 
can Forests  1/51.) 

Government  at  last  is  alert  trying  to 
bar  these  insect  undesirables.  When  will 
the  American  taxpayers  awaken  to  the 
blunder  of  dysgenically  remaining  asleep 
as  to  human  undesirables  that  are  still 
not  barred  by  our  faulty  immigration 
control? 
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AIRPLANES  SPEED  WEED  CONTROL 
Should  not  eugenists  be  encouraged  because  of  progress  in  weed  control  thru 
research?  Above  photograph  shows  botanical  plus  chemical  research  blending  in 
food  production.  Strife  for  food  is  the  principal  cause  of  war.  Sprays,  usually 
applied  by  airplane,  now  are  obtainable  based  on  differences  between  botanical 
families.  On  one  of  your  editor's  ranches,  acres  of  finest  bottom  land  became 
infested  with  wild  radish.  Sown  grain  could  not  reach  the  sunlight  necessary  for 
development.  Above  photograph  (courtsy  Davis  Agricultural  College),  shows  how 
mustard  shrivels  under  such  selective  spraying.  Mustard  is  a  crucifier,  as  is  above 
wild  radish.  As  the  crucifiers  die,  the  grains,  (grass  family  members),  accelerate 
growth.  Compare  left  mustard  with  its  left  grain;  right  with  right. 

Has  not  the  above  a  double  appeal  to  eugenists?  First,  it  aids  toward  elimin- 
ation of  war,  or  struggle  between  groups.  We  already  have  eliminated  duelling, 
(combat  between  individuals).  Does  it  not  also  accelerate  progress  in  "the  eternal 
struggle  of  the  Seeds  against  the  Weeds?"  As  we  now  eliminate  undesirable 
plants,  can  we  similarly  eliminate  undesirable  human  strains?  Does  not  Denmark, 
in  eugenically  card-indexing  all  citizens,  lead  mankind  herein?  Take,  for  example, 
cousin  marriages.  On  this  desk  is  a  report  of  high  incidence  of  cancer,  thru  several 
generations,  after  a  man  married  a  second  cousin.  The  undesirable  genes  apparent- 
ly acquired  new  power.  In  mating,  Mother  Nature,  of  course,  pays  no  attention  to 
any  marriage  ceremony.  It  makes  no  difference  whether  the  parents  are  from 
within  the  limits  of  consanguinity  or  whether  they  just  happen  to  be  carriers  of 
the  same  kind  of  defective  genes. 

If  marriage  licenses  be  denied  to  those  whose  children  can  be  expected  to  be 
defectives,  can  we  not  expect  race  improvement?  Would  this  not  parallel  Iceland's 
first  to  become  100%  literate.  This,  when  Iceland  denied  marriage  licenses  to 
morons  lacking  mental  ability  to  learn  to  read  and  write?  REMEMBER,  IF  OUR 
GENERATION  REVERSES  THE  DYSGENIC  TREND  OF  THE  OLD  PIONEER 
STOCK.  WE  HAVE  ALL  GEOLOGIC  TIME  TO  BUILD.  THIS,  WHEN  U.S.A. 
FINALLY  GRASPS  WHAT  DENMARK  HAS  DONE. 


XXIV.  AS  TO  INCREASING  DIVORCE 

There  is  the  unsolved  problem  of  adjustment  to  recent  machine 
age  inventions.  One  recalls  the  modern  concept  of  the  home  evidenced 
by  Junior's  definition  thereof :  "Home's  where  the  rest  of  the  family 
wait  until  one  of  them  gets  thru  using  the  auto." 

The  real  tragedy  in  overemphasis  on  mechanical  advance  is  in 
housing.  Dwellings  now  are  built  for  the  2-child  or  1-child  families, 
even  in  Government  model  housings  projects. 

Does  not  a  government  that  cannot  read,  in  its  own  census,  a. 
parallel  to  what  caused  the  collapse  of  French  morale  in  1940, — that 
plans  for  but  1  or  2  children  in  the  family — lack  eugenic,  even  biologi- 
cal  insight?

XXV.  THE  OPPOSITE  OF  THE  PROBLEM  FAMILY 

"The  problem  family  has  an  opposite,  the  promising  family.  Here 
are  comprised  children  who  are  conspicuously  healthy,  happy,  well- 
adjusted.  Every  schoolmaster  is  aware  of  such  children  among-  his 
pupils.  They  are  notevN^orthy  for  their  cheerfulness,  trustworthiness, 
their  good  influence  in  the  school,  usually  for  their  scholastic  ability. 
They  are  a  pleasure  to  teach.  He  would  like  to  have  more  like  them  in 
his  school.  They  come  of  united  and  happy  families.  Such  children  and 
their  parents  are,  according  to  the  Society's  standard,  EUGENICALLY 
desirable  types.  Promising  families  need  further  investigation.  As  of 
problem  families,  efficient  means  of  ascertainment  are  needed.  Meas- 
ures should  then  be  found  of  encouraging  and  if  necessary  aiding  the 
parents,  if  they  are  still  of  reproductive  age,  to  attain  the  maximum 
fertility  they  desire."  (Eugenics  Society  (Great  Britain)  Statement  of 
Objects  1950.) 


BULLFIGHT 

To  both  Mexico,  and  later,  to  Spain,  went  your  editor  to  gather  material  on 
the  bullfiRht.  This  is  where  "Queen  and  Pope  failed".  At  that  time,  American 
baseball  had  not  yet  been  commercialized  as  at  present.  The  bullfight  never 
appealed  to  North  Americans.  Even  California  Gold  Rush's  two  bull-and-bear  pits 
failed  for  lack  of  patronage. 

Your  editor's  studies  in  Spain  and  Southern  France  also  indicated  this  socalled 
"sport"  never  was  financially  possible  north  of  the  Pyrenees.  Its  commercialized 
prevalence  is  characteristic  of  countries  where  the  Intelligentsia  largely  has  been 
destroyed.  In  Mexico,  that  process  was  telescoped  into  Cortes'  short  military  cam- 
paign. Same  repeatedly  has  been  described  in  Eugenics  Pamphlets.  In  Spain, 
the  process  was  slower.  It  was  due  to  the  dysgenic  attrition  of  war,  of  overseas 
colonization,  of  the  Inquisition.  The  lowgrade  bullfight  of  our  century  is  far 
different  from  that  of  when,  600  years  ago,  it  was  invented  as  a  test  of  kingship. 
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NATIVE  LLAMAS,  NATIVE  POTATOES 
The  highly  intelligent  Incas,  who  tamed  the  llama,  also  were  versed  in  engi- 
neering, in  military  strategy,  in  statesmanship,  in  diplomacy.  To  call  a  potato, 
which  we  received  from  Incan  Peru  a  "Murphy"  is,  therefore,  an  insult  to  the 
august  personage  of  the  Inca.  He  was  lineal  descendant  of  the  Sun  God.  In  some 
fields,  however,  the  ancient  Peruvians  "missed  the  boat".  They  never,  for  example, 
invented  the  wheel.  They  also  apparently  knew  nothing  of  plant-breeding.  Your 
editor  collected  the  wild  potato  while  botanizing  in  Peru's  highlands.  He  com- 
pared its  tubers  with  marble-sized,  locally-cultivated  ones.  There  was  NO  improve- 
ment  over  the  "sauvage"  type.  


1.  SENTENCED  TO  DEATH  AT  THE  STAKE 

"IT  IS  THE  JUDGMENT  OF  THIS  COURT  YOU  BE  SENT- 
ENCED TO  DEATH  FOR  THE  CRIME  OF  HAVING  SELECTED, 
AS  YOUR  PARENTS,  INDIVIDUALS  OF  HIGH  INTELLECTUAL 
POWER.  YOU  MAY  MAKE  CHOICE  BETWEEN  BEING  QUART- 
ERED AND  BOILED  IN  OIL,  OR  BEING  BURNED  AT  THE 
STAKE." 

Absurd!  you  exclaim.  Yet  such  a  fate, — of  hanging,  the  firing- 
squad,  or  the  guillotine — has  come  to  more  than  one  scientist  devoted 
to  human  betterment.  "Back  in  the  Dark  Ages,"  you  still  insist.  How 
about  the  recent  liquidation  of  Dr.  Vavilov?*  He  was  the  world's 
greatest  geneticist  of  his  time. 

*The  principal  charge  against  Dr.  Vavilov  was,  that  he  unpatriotically  used  strains  of  wheat  from  foreign 
lands  to  improve  and  to  increase  the  supply  of  Russian  food.  To  such  an  indictment,  a  Frenchman  today 
might  exclaim  "C'est  ridicule,  Monsieur" ,  Should  he  not  remember,  however,  that  his  own  nation, 
when  guillotining  scientists  and  their  families,  heard  a  court  judgment: — "The  Republic  has  no  need 
of  the  savants."  Remember,  too,  "savant"  is  cognate  with  the  Spanish  "Quien  SABE" ,  The  Latin  was 
"sapio"  (wise),  the  meaning  of  the  French  "savoir"  also  its  form  "savant"  is  actually  "to  know". 
Even  in  pidgin  English  "sabe"  is  "Know  How".  Current  U.S.A.  has  the  "American  Know  How". 


This  number  of  Eugenics  Pamphlets  will  contain  items  of  im- 
provement, by  ARTIFICIAL  SELECTION,  of  certain  products.  These  | 
will  include  several  foods : — potato,  the  tomato,  maize,  also  one  garden  ; 

These  may  suggest  reflection  as  to  how  we  i 
develop  ever  better  racehorses  and  roses,  cows  and  carnations,  peas  i 
and  petunias,  yet  are  blind  as  to  humans.

Note  these  young  researchists  at  University  of  California's  Agricultural 
College  at  Davis.  To  such  work  your  editor  is  indebted  for  much  that  is  used  on  his 
string  of  ranches.  When  sugar  beets  became  so  infested  that  only  1  in  100  ma- 
tured, (under  immigrant  insects  that  were  undesirable  aliens)  such  researchists 
developed  a  near-perfect  resistant  stock  .  .  .  When  German  (i.e.  Polish)  beet 
seed  was  unobtainable  during  World  War  I,  "Davis  Aggie"  worked  out  an  even 
better  seed  .  .  .  When  California  Lima  bean  plantations  withered  under  attacks 
of  another  alien  pest,  an  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  went  to  Indian  pueblo 
bean  patches.  They  crossed  Arizona  primitives  with  current  limas,  producing 
again,  disease-resistant  beans  .  .  .  On  one  of  your  editor's  ranches  the  European 
weed,  wild  radish,  grew  so  early  it  choked  later-sprouting  grain.  Aggie  botanists 
know  the  differences  between  the  Cruciferae  and  the  Graminae.  It  cost  us,  three 
years  ago,  $200  per  hour  for  airplane  spraying  of  the  lush  intruder.  Not  a  spear 
of  wild  radish  has  since  appeared. 

We  are  intelligent  as  to  crop-destroying  undesirable  alien  insects.  How  about 
humans?

The  Government,  however,  grasped 
the  need  of  keeping  up  Morale-Behind- 
The-Line.  Most  disquieting  news  had 
come  from  Geneva.  The  League  of  Na- 
tions' Population  Office's  statisticians 
had  broadcasted  "France  starts  on  the 
road  to  Depopulation."  Quickly  was 
flashed  into  being  the  Code  de  la  Famille. 
Your  editor  translated  it  into  English. 
The  code  (a)  stopped  abortions,  (b) 
started  building  a  Governmental  Fam- 
ily-conscious machine,  (c)  offered 
prizes  for  the  firstborn,  (d)  provided  child-allowances,  with  rates  accelerated  for 
3rd,  4th  child.  Father's  wages  might  even  be  almost  governmentally  double  in 
case  of  a  large  family.  (This,  tho  France  already  had  the  Proportionate  Family 
Wage,  approved  by  Labor  Unions  (e)  all  kind  of  income  tax  exemptions,  even  to 
cover  university  education,  (f)  increased  taxes  on  bachelors. 

France  is  just  about  40  years  ahead  of  U.S.A.  as  to  above  hysteria.  Lay  away 
this  number  of  Eugenics  Pamphlets  where  you  will  find  it  in,  say,  at  the  census 
of  1980.  Then  read  it  again. 


11.  LAVOSIER,  INVENTOR  OF  AGRICULTURAL 
EXPERIMENT  STATIONS 

It  was  the  guillotine  for  Lavoisier.  Today,  the  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Stations  he  invented  ring  the  globe.  Your  editor  visited  one  in 
Ceylon.  It  was  working  on  experiments  ranging  from  betterment  of 
rubber  latex  to  tropical  perfumes  and  mosquito  repellants. 

Lavoisier  came  from  a  family  of  intellectuals.  "Brains  ran  in  his 
family."  His  father  was  a  distinguished  jurist.  Even  as  a  young  man, 
he  became  recognized  as  an  authority.  He  was  astronomer,  botanist, 
chemist,  mathematician,  mineralogist,  physicist,  statesman.  He  finally 
sent  into  absurdity  the  then-current  belief  that  soil  resulted  from  long 
continued  distillations  of  seawater.  He  was  also  an  inventor  of  such 
now-forgotten  items  as  the  invalid's  chair.  He  also  was  noted  as  a 
philanthropist.  He  gave  freely  of  his  fortune,  (partly  inherited),  to 
the  poor.  This,  especially  in  the  famine  times  that  then  were  as  fre- 
quent in  Europe  as  they  today  are  in  China,  also  Hindustan. 

It  was  the  same  poor  that  were  incited  to  send  Lavoisier  also  his 
family,  to  the  guillotine.  There  is  a  curious  parallel  between  the  French 
Revolution  and  today's  Soviets.  Lavoisier  was  a  member  of  the  Acad- 
emy. The  mob  had  no  use  for  scientists.  Lavoisier,  a  chemist,  was 
accused  of  "poisoning  the  air  of  Paris!"  About  150  years  later,  Dr. 
Vavilov*  of  the  Russian  Academy  was  liquidated.  IN  1749  IT  WAS 
"THE  FRENCH  REPUBLIC  HAS  NO  USE  FOR  SCIENTISTS."

III.  THE  POTATO 

At  an  "Irish- 
man's  golf  links," 
(as  Connemara  folk 
call  a  potato  patch), 
our  jaunting  car 
halted.  Pat  Flanni- 
gan  was  digging  po- 
tatoes. Your  editor, 
himself  a  Sacramen- 
to-delta potato-rais- 
er rancher,  praised 
the  uniformly  large 
size  of  Flannigan's 
"spuds".  "But 
Where's  the  little 
ones  to  feed  to  the 
pig?"  pessimistical- 
ly snarled  the  cynic- 
ally-morose Patrick. 

Had  Pat  lived  in 
the  potatoes'  native 
land,  he  would  have 
found  an  abundance 
of  the  small,  pig- 
f  o  o  d  size.  Your 
editor  botanized  in  Peru's  highlands.  There  he  found  varieties  Indios 
cultivated  for  chunyo,  also  the  wild  potato.  Both  usually  were  the  size 
of  one's  thumb's  fore-joint. 

Your  editor  found  potatoes  being  cropped  just  under  the  16,000 
foot  level.  This,  in  a  wind-sheltered  spot,  with  sunny  exposure.  Same 
is  probably  the  world's  altitude  limit  of  agriculture.  The  potato  was  a 
Godsend  to  Europe.  Reread  Knut  Hamsun's  "Growth  of  the  Soil" 
about  food  production  where  wheat,  rye,  even  turnips  may  frost- 
blacken  in  mid-July.  The  potato,  under  such  handicaps,  yields  its  life- 
sustaining  food. 

Proud  Bourbon  France  came  to  appreciate  this  Peruvian  tuber. 
A  French  chemist,  M.  Parmentier,  recognized  its  foodstuff  value.  He 
tried,  unsuccessfully,  to  awaken  his  countrymen  to  its  possibilities. 
The  starving  near-moronics  refused  to  listen.  He  obtained  an  audience 
with  King  Louis.  There  he  pointed  out  connection  between  mass- 
starvation  and  revolution.  Next  evening  the  Monarch  at  dinner,  wore 
a  boutonnaire  of  a  lavender-hued  blossom.  "That's  the  flower  of  a 
South  American  plant  that  will  end  famine.  In  fact,  our  potage  to- 
night will  be  a  new  dish  I  have  christened  "potage  Parmentier" . 
Next  day,  fawning  courtiers  scoured  the  countryside  for  boutonnaire 
material.  In  a  week  all  Paris  wore  potato  blossoms  in  buttonholes. 
Meanwhile  exclusive  restauranteurs  eagerly  announced  "potage  Par- 
mentier!" .  .  .  French  luxury  liners  still  serve  it. 

Germany's  chapter  also  is  impressive.  Rucksacking  thru  Black 
Forest,  one  sees  at  a  distance  a  red  sandstone  sculpture  of  an  English 
knight.  Seemingly  atop  a  pile  of  cobbles,  same  really  represents  pota- 
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SIR  FRANCIS  DRAKE  WAS  "POTATO  DRAKE" 

The  English  think  of  Armada  Days  when  Sir  Francis' 
name  is  mentioned.  Sweeping  the  seas  of  Spanish  gal- 
leons, he  carried  back  to  his  Queen  Mexican  silver,  Inca 
gold,  spices  and  silks  from  far  Cathay.  Along  with 
those  Incan  golden  tiles  he  brought  also  Europe's  first 
potatoes.  When  your  editor  was  spading  wild  potatoes 
in  the  high  Andes,  he  wondered  whether  Drake's  first 
spuds  also  were  of  marble  size.  In  any  event,  the  Eng- 
lish already  knew  plant  breeding  by  selection.  In  the 
Black  Forest,  your  editor  found  above  statue  to  Drake. 
It  said  nothing  about  emeralds  and  gold.  It,  however, 
gratefully  did  record  that  his  "Murphys"  had  saved 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Germans  from  starvation  in 
famine  years.

Maize  cobs  then 
being  harvested  in 
nearby  fields  showed 
no  improvement  over 
the  centuries  since 
St.  Paul.  EVEN  IM- 
PEPvIAL  INCAS  CAN 
BE  BIOLOGICALLY

IV.  THE  TOMATO 

Botanizing  along  the 
Cordilleras  from  Cen- 
tral America  to  the 
Chilean  Andes,  wild 

tomato  occasionally  is 
found.  Those  your 
editor  collected  along 
some  1,0  00  miles 
thereof  showed  toma- 
toes usually  no  larger 
than  a  man's  finger- 
nail. 


PUNTA  GUIDA,  SOUTH  ANDEAN  VOLCANO 

Chili's  volcanoes  form  the  tail,  like  the  caudal 
vertebrae  of  a  mammal,  of  a  great  mountain  back- 
bone. This  stretches  from  its  Alaskan  head,  Mt. 
St.  Elias,  thru  Rainier,  Hood,  Shasta  and  Lassen. 
In  Mexico  are  Popocatapetl  and  Ixtazahuitel.  Then, 
when  the  true  Andes  commence,  Cotopaxi,  and  the 
23,000  foot  giants  of  Ecuador,  Peru  with  magnificent 
Misti.  All  along  this  giant  vertebrae,  from  Mexico 
south,  one  finds  fuschias  in  astronomical  numbers. 

In  the  dark  foothills  between  the  lake  and  snowy 
Punta  Guida,  your  editor  watched  two  hummingbirds 
at  wild  fuchsias.  One  fed  from  directly  beneath.  It 
was  difficult  to  maintain  flight  while  feeding  thusly. 
The  other  tilted,  with  its  bill,  the  pendant  flower,  a 
much  more  efficient  feeding  position.  Here  was 
VARIATION.  Here  was  what  almost  seemed  intelli- 
gence in  one  hummingbird.  The  other  lacked  it  .  .  . 
Despite  Soviet  government's*  insistence  all  men  are 
born  with  exactly  the  same  mental  equipment,  both 
humans  and  hummingbirds  vary.

Originally  called  "Love  apple",  tomato  at  first  was  grown  only  for 


ornament.  Its  flowers  resemble  those  of  henbane,  belladonna,  night- 
shade, other  Solanaceae  cousins.  Since  these  carry  poisons,  the  similar- 
flowered  tomato  long  was  avoided  as  food.  Tomato's  commercial  value 
is  increasing.  The  canning  season  for  this  once-supposedly-poisonous 
fruit  now  gives  employment  to  the  ten-thousands. 

Expansion  of  tomato  industries  is  based  upon  continued  improve- 
ment of  that  tiny,  wild  tomato.  Man  has  herein  taken  Mother  Nature's 
NATURAL  SELECTION,  converted  it  into  ARTIFICIAL  SELEC- 
TION. Trends  are  toward  several  objectives: — 

(1)  SIZE.  Single  "Toms"  now  often  equal  in  bulk  a  couple  of 
dozen  of  tiny  wild  ones.  (2)  SEASON  OF  RIPENING.  The  Burbank 
tomato  was  marketable  weeks  eariier.  (3)  SPECIALIZED  JUICE- 
"TOMS".  On  your  editor's  ranches,  the  pear-"tom"  is  useable  for  a 
ten  times'  longer  picking  period  than  is  the  canning  "toms."  This 
juice  tomato  is  a  deliberately  bred  "safety-value"  for  labor  shortages. 

Man  thus  has  improved  almonds,  pigs,  carnations,  horses,  sweet- 
peas,  poultry,  swine,  cabbage,  dogs,  gladioli,  sheep,  prunes.  Jerseys 
and  Guernseys,  roses.  The  20th  Century  saw  a  new  science.  Genetics. 
As  a  result  of  its  research,  hardly  an  acre  of  wheat  worldwide  has  not 
increased  its  yield.  The  brainy  folk  who  made  these  discoveries  tend 
toward  extinction.  They  find  it  difficult  to  support,  educate  a  family 
of  more  than  3  children.  During  last  decade's  Mexican  trek  over  the 
Border,  one  count  showed  peon  families  averaging  over  9.  If  all  live, 
this  means  27  as  contrasted  to  729  great-grandchildren.  This  illus- 
trates how  quickly  the  differential  Birth  Rates  Law  acts. 


"PROUD  OF  OUR  PINTOS" 

In  horse-and-buRK'y  days,  strikinfjly-marked  "Pintos"  were  attractive  be- 
cause they  really  did  seem  to  be  painted  in  bizarre  coloring.  The  photograph  above 
is  historically  interesting,  because  it  was  taken  on  a  main  street  which,  it  is  said, 
originally  was  a  buffalo  path,  afterwards  a  trail  of  the  Redskins. 


Births  among  families  habitually  living  on  public  charity  arc  often  50%  higher  than  births 
among  self-supporting  families.  (Human  Betterment  Foundation.) 
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HINDU  MACHINERY 

There  is  little  advance  from  the  Mexican  Amerind's  metate-f>;ronnd  cornmeal 
to  Hindustan's  flour-makinff  as  above.  The  Hindus  accurately  are  classed  among 
"The  Backward  Peoples".  Widespread  illiteracy  means  superstition-corroding  folk- 
ways. Hence,  India's  own  Commission,  of  her  native  intellectuals,  reports  her 
"population  problem  is  hopeless." 

Some  eugenists  disagree.  They  admit  (a)  excessively  high  birthrates,  (b)  the 
danger,  as  long  as  same  continues,  of  introducing  Occidental  measures  to  increase 
longevity  .  .  .  They  believe,  however,  that,  if  given  American  experts  in  Eugenics, 
certain  groups  in  Hindustan  could  be  expanded  to  raise  the  intelligence  standard.* 
There  should  be,  of  course,  severe  reduction,  simultaneously  of  the  morons  and 
near-morons  birthrates. 


*Your  editor,  long  ago,  proposed  a  "500  Year  Plan  for  Hindustan's  Eugenical  Improvement."  At  that  time 
he  could  find  not  one  in  Hindustan  who  was  not  extremely  pessimistic.  The  one  rejoinder  was  "U.S.A. 
must  feed  us  out  of  its  abundance  or  watch  us  starve."  Today  Hindu  leaders  advocate  the  2  great 
underlying  planks  of  above  "iOO-Year  Plan.  This  first  glimmer  of  hope  is  due  to  suggestions  from  the 
Anglo  Saxons  the  Hindus  hate  intensely.

Dad's  first  thought  upon  arrival 
was  a  square  meal.  With  roast  beef  came  a  side  platter.  The  latter  caused  Dad 
to  whip  off  his  coat.  He  started  to  beat  up  his  waiter.  The  arriving  police  asked: 
'Why?'  Pointing  to  the  dish.  Dad  exclaimed;  "That  insult  I"  On  it  were  2  ears  of 
sweet  corn.  Dad,  sensitive  tenderfoot,  finally  explained  that,  in  Australia,  corn 
was  hog  food!*

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COTTON  HKOKEKS  OF  HINDISTAN 


"Longevity  of  the  Herring  Gull"*  gives  populationists  one  of  those  glimpses 
into  human  problems  to  be  gained  from  Comparative  Zoology.  Author  finds 
Herring  Gulls  life  about  3%  and  human  beings  about  65%  of  their  potential  life- 
spans. The  difference  between  average  natural  longevity  and  potential  longevity 
is  a  rough  measure  of  the  severity  of  the  natural  conditions  under  which  a  species 
lives  and  gives  some  hint  of  the  difference  in  the  age-group  composition  of  the 
two  populations. 

Is  not  above  of  value  in  studying  the  problem  of  Hindustan's  population? 
Americans  are  becoming  increasingly  interested  therein.  One  group,  with  an  emo- 
tional urge,  demands  we  enter  Hindustan  to  double  life  expectancy  toward 
Sweden's  brilliant  record.  Cautious  Populationists  declare  what  Hindustan  needs 
is  widespread  knowledge  of  birth  control  among  the  morons  and  near-morons, 
while  replacing  any  vacuum  by  a  continued  high  birthrate  of  high  I.Q.s.  Such  as 
are  fairly  numerous  among  Parsees,  Rajputs,  Sihks,  many  Pathans,  the  lovable 
little  Ghurkas.

V.  WILD  PINKS  AND  CARNATIONS 

Not  only  has  man  improved  vegetables,  fruits,  nuts  by  Artificial 
Selection,  he  has  created  ever  better  flowers.  Our  florists'  gorgeous 
carnation  is  but  one  example  of  such  progress.  It  has  been  made  with 
roses,  gladioli,  fuchsias,  iris,  Shasta  daisies,  eschscholtzias,  peonies, 
pansies. 

A  fashionable  5th  Avenue  florist's  show  window  was  colorful  one 
December  with  California-grown  pansies,  roses,  carnations.  The  spec- 
tacled professor  said,  "They're  trebly  interesting  when  one  recalls 
their  wild  beginnings."  He  then  said  the  original  wild  carnation  still 
grows  in  Savoy's  meadows.  "One  such  meadow,"  he  continued,  "wit- 
nessed much  both  of  plant,  of  human  evolution.  Brutish  man  lived 
there  thru  perhaps  a  half  million  years.  His  progress  was  snail  like. 
The  slowly-revolving  geological  clock  brought  climates  with  fauna 
ranging  from  musk-oxen  to  hippopotami.  Once  he  ate  wild  horseflesh. 
Later  his  chief  food  was  reindeer  meat." 

In  the  escarpment  bordering  this  meadow  are  abris  which  once 
sheltered  Neanderthaloids.  From  its  rich  soil,  a  plowman  uncovered 
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a  mold  into  which  Bronze  Age 
man,  to  make  him  an  axe,  had 
poured  his  copper-and-tin  al- 
loy. This  meadow  sloped  to  a 
lake  rich  in  lake  dwellings.  Its 
Lake  dwellers,  more  intelli- 
gent than  their  predecessors, 
began  to  improve,  by  artifi- 
cial selection,  apples,  pears, 
beans,  peas,  grains.  With 
other  discoveries  among  these 
folk,  such  as  fire-making,  our 
age  of  skyscrapers,  airplanes, 
telephones  was  already  in  em- 
bryo. 

Prehistoric  times  ended. 
We  know  the  Gauls  came  car- 
rying wild  boar  standards  as 
described  by  Caesar.  Roman 
legionnaires  tugged  heavy 
catapults  here.  Later  followed 
tall,  goldenhaired  Visigoths,  hardy,  blue-eyed  Vandals,  redbearded 
Burgundians,  coasting,  half  naked,  on  their  shields  down  snowy  Alpine 
slopes.  These  begot  sons  who  built  castles. 

During  countless  ages,  while  man  was  thus  evolving,  tiny  wild 
pinks  bloomed  each  June  in  these  mountain  meadows.  Finally,  up 
Paris-way,  were  longbearded,  longheaded  men,  who  consolidated  into 
"kingdoms"  the  little  counties,  the  tiny  principalities  ruled  from  their 
ivy-covered  castles.  These  Longheads  called  themselves  "kings".  War- 
fare lessened  wherever  there  came  into  being  such  a  consolidated 
kingdom.  The  arts,  therefore,  flourished  in  them.  Gardens  were  start- 
ed. Imaginative  headgardeners  experimented  with  these  Savoyard 
pinks.  This,  just  as  the  lake-dwellers  before  them  had  accelerated 
Mother  Nature's  slow  work  in  improving  crabapples,  wild  rye.  Bud- 
ding Burbanks,  keenminded,  brighteyed,  were  alert  to  isolate  any 
flower,  appearing  in  their  gardens,  that  showed  any  betterment  in 
color,  in  odor,  in  size.  . . . 

Below  our  meadow,  within  arrowshot  of  an  old  lake-dweller  vil- 
lage, is  a  modern  town.  This  has  a  florist  shop.  After  gathering  a  few 
tiny  wild  pinks,  your  editor  purchased  some  carnations  from  this 
florist.  There  was  an  impressive,  a  striking  contrast  between  Mother 
Nature's  work  and  these  florist's  carnations.  This  florist  declared 
"our  Savoyard  peasants  call  this  wild  pink  Toeillet  sauvage,'  (wild 
carnation)."  Saying  "It  is  'avec  un  leger  parfum'  "  (has  a  light  per- 
fume), he  continued:  "Neighborhood  peasants'  gardens  contain  al- 
most all  sized  graduations  from  the  small  wild  carnation  to  the  giant 
florist  varieties.  These  exhibit  also  many  color-variants.  Likewise 
there  are  odor- variants  from  the  'leger  parfum^  of  the  wild  pinks, 
to  varieties  so  heavy  with  perfume  that  one  becomes  sensible  to  a 
border  thereof  when  passing  on  a  dark  night,  with  no  blooms  visible". 

Even  today  we  have  human  contrasts  as  marked  as  the  difference 
between  the  wild  Savoyard  pink  and  the  gorgeous  florist's  carnation.

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Compare  the  Australian  blackfellow,  the  Congo-jungle  pygmy  with  the 
Ben  Franklins,  the  Darwins,  the  Pasteurs.  .  .  . 

To  grasp  that  these  differences  DO  exist,  to  come  to  know  that 
humans  can  be  improved  as  well  as  wild  pinks,  is  only  the  beginning. 
Just  as  man  has  learned  to  utilize  the  power  of  a  distant  mountain 
cascade  to  turn  night  into  day,  he  now  is  beginning  to  master  the 
mechanics  of  genetics.  Just  as  yesteryear  he  outstripped  the  power  of 
the  eagle's  flight  with  his  China-  his  Yankee-clippers,  he  today  grasps 
he  is  master  of  his  destiny.  The  translation  of  this  knowledge  into 
action  AWAITS  ONLY  AN  ENLIGHTENED  PUBLIC  OPINION. 

The  burden,  meanwhile,  of  caring  for  markedly  prolific  degen- 
erates is  crushing.  Taxpayers  are  demanding  relief  therefrom.  Some 
16  types  of  hereditary  blindness,  for  example,  have  been  definitely 
determined.  Paralleling  inherited  blindness  are  certain  congenital 
forms  of  insanity. 

There  are  diseases  like  haemophilia  that  "run  in  families,"  even 
in  Europe's  royal  families.  U.S.A.'s  first  important  adventure  in  eu- 
genics was  among  our  arriving  immigrants.  In  1921-2-4,  the  Quota 
Immigration  Acts  were  frankly  the  first  piece  of  eugenical  legislation 
by  a  great  world  power.  Then  Norway,  under  Dr.  Mjoen's  leadership, 
wrote  a  full  eugenics  program  into  her  basic  law. 


IN  SWITZERLAND:  NOT  CHALETS,  BUT  MALAY  HOUSES 

The  Chalet,  along  with  its  Emmcnthalerkase,  yodeling,  and  goats  among  edel- 
weiss and  alpenrosen,  was  not  on  the  fashion  pages  in  Lakedweller  days.  By 
dredging  their  sites,  we  find  carbonized  crabapple,  barley,  peas,  beans.  The  latter 
3  may  all  have  been  wild.  These  ancient  crabapples  were  themselves  a  product  of 
NATURAL  SELECTION.  Tiny,  bitter,  woody — they  nevertheless  formed  accept- 
able food  for  some  vertebrates.  These,  swallowing  the  encased  seeds,  gave  same 
transportation  via  excrement,  to  distant  feeding  grounds.  Improvements  came, 
however,  via  researchists  (such  as  Dean  Ryerson  at  Davis  Aggie)  with  ARTIFI- 
CIAL SELECTION.  Same  can  be  sensed  by  placing  side  by  side  a  crabapple  and 
those  we  devour  in  modern  apple  pie. 


"The  Lacandon  hunter  is  a  realist.  Recently,  a  party  of  far-wandering  chicleros,  half-castes  from 
the  far  Peten  Territory,  reported  having  seen  monstrous,  two-headed  serpents  in  an  area  not  far 
from  the  Lacanha  Valley.  A  Lacandon  elder  listened  politely  while  the  interpreter  recited  the  new 
and  amazing  legend.  With  equal  politeness  he  demuried  in  Maya:  'There  are  no  such  serpents'.  .  ."

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MAIZE  GARDEN  IN  THE  PAINTED  DESERT 


Kodaked  from  the  canyon  rim  in  the  foreground,  is  a  Hopi  maize  plantation 
in  the  arroyo  seco  below.  Your  editor  elsewhere  has  described  the  hexagon  of  corn 
plants  around  a  central  one.  All  6  are  doomed  to  probable  death  from  sandstorm 
blasting.  The  central  hill,  however,  with  such  protection  should  survive.  Such 
SURVIVAL-PLANNING  interests  eugenists  concerned  about  the  dysgenic  trend 
of  U.S.A.'s  women  collegians. 


VI.  MAIZE 

One  of  the  most  a-maz-ing  stories  in  plant-breeding  is  that  of 
maize,  or  Indian  corn.  One  of  your  editor's  Guatemala  journeys  started 
with  flying  over  brilliantly-colored  jungle.  His  plane  passed  over 
3-mile  high,  extinct-volcano  craters  to  Guatemala  City.  From  thence, 
by  automobile  to  an  Indian  village.  Followed  a  trip  by  water,  in  a 
dugout.  Passing  thru  forests  of  wild-avocados,  of  mahogany,  ribbons  of 
terrain  showed  "barkings".  This  girdling  was  to  kill  trees,  that  maize 
could  be  planted  immediately.  Here  was  a  technique  also  taught  by  our 
northern  redskins  to  our  pioneers  in  the  Ohio  Valley. 

American  museums'  excavations  have  brought  to  light  crude 
earthenware  pots  containing  cobs  of  corn.  This,  in  both  Inca  Peru,  and 
Mayan  Central  America.  The  latter  is  wrapped  up,  like  the  corncob 
in  its  husk,  with  the  legend  of  the  Fair  God.  Its  story  continually  is 
present  in  Guatemala  Hinterlands'  religious  ceremonies.  Masks  used 
therein  are  of  Amerind  faces  except  one.  Called  the  "Alvarado"  mask, 
it  is  of  a  goldenhaired,  blue-eyed,  ruddycheeked  individual.  For  talking 
with  Caucasians,  Indios  say  "Alvarado".  They  thus  disguise  their 
tradition  of  their  "Fair  God".  This  shadowy  blonde  must  have  been  a 
primitive  Burbank.  The  Indios  say,  he  produced,  out  of  his  "medicine- 
kit",  the  first  maize  kernels.  He  also  gave  them  the  bean.  Thus  came 
the  makings  of  the  first  succotash. 

Botanists  long  have  discussed  "Indian  corn's"  origin.  One  theory 
is,  is  it  a  hybrid  between  two  wild  plants.  One  may  be  "teocintl".  Your

editor,  botanizing  be- 
tween Acapulco  and 
Taxco,  found  wild 
teocintl.  The  redskin 
apparently  did  noth- 
ing- to  improve  corn. 
All  artificial  selection 
has  been  by  the  pale- 
face. The  most  not- 
a  b  1  e  improvements 
came  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present 
century.  This,  largely 
is  due  to  our  thrilling 
researches  i  n  gen- 
etics. 

Man,  under  the 
profit-urge,  makes 
ever  increasing  effort 
in  every  line  of  plant 
breeding,  o  f  animal 
breeding.  Is  it  not  al- 
m  o  s  t  unbelievable 
our  universities  and 
colleges  have  so  few 
courses  in  human 
genetics  ?

I  propose  lone,  name  world-renowned  in  current  fiction,"  declaimed 
Randolph  from  his  digger-pine  stump  .  .  .  His  next  epistle  read  "lONE,  CALI- 
FORNIA." They  were  married  in  above  Methodist  Church  at  lone. 

Eugenists  are  interested  in  above  empire-builders.  They  made  California  the 
Pacific  Ocean  anchor  of  a  LInited  States  become  truly  trans-continental.

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ANCIENT  BULLFIGHT'S  "NOBLESSE  OBLIGE 


Bullfighting  originallj'  was  a  test  of  royal  skill. 
Spain  wanted  no  cowardly  king.  He  who  was  in  line 
to  wear  the  crown  must  take  a  charging  bull  on  the 
point  of  his  naked  sword.  The  idealism  of  this  test 
paralleled  the  motto:  "Noblesse  oblige".  Seldom  did  a 
crownprince  hesitate.  If  he  did,  the  powerful  behind- 
the-throne  cabal  felt  the  duty  to  substitute  someone 
properly  courageous. 

Over  40  years  ago  your  editor,  then  President 
World  Recreation  Survey,  made  field  studies  of 
bullfighting.  These,  in  Spain,  in  Latin  America.  At 
that  time  the  American  viewpoint  on  bullfighting 
was  still  that  of  what  might  be  called  "the  New  Eng- 
land conscience."  It  was  hoped  that,  for  the  bloody 
scenes  of  the  bullring,  there  could  be  substituted 
American  baseball.  In  Spain,  one  found  very  little 
encouragement.  In  Latin  America,  however,  an  earn- 
est effort  was  made  by  some  intellectuals  toward  re- 
ducing the  brutality  of  the  ring. 

The  leadership  in  Latin  America,  however,  came 
almost  entirely  from  those  of  pureblooded  Spanish 
ancestry.  Moronic  peons,  also  mestizos,  had  ancestors 
whose  forefathers  had  stopped  at  no  cruelties.  Tear- 
ing of  a  live  heart  from  a  victim's  body,  offering  it 
to  Those  Above  was  common.  Such  enjoyment  of 
flow  of  human  blood  in  teocalU  denoted  a  certain  type 
of  brain  pattern.  It  was  thrilled  by  wornout  horses 
dragging  their  gored  entrails  on  bullring  sand. 

Your  editor  has  seen  peons  knifing  each  other 
in  a  struggle  to  get  strips  of  a  matadored  bull. 
These,  (about  4  inches  long,  an  inch  wide),  were 
eaten  raw.  The  gluttons  believed  thus  the  courage  of 
the  bull  would  be  acquired. 


IX.  CONSERVATION 
AND  EUGENICS 

Eugenics  is  noblest 
of  all  conse  r  v  a  t  i  o  n 
measures,  for  it  con- 
serves the  best  among- 
humans.  It  has  two 
branches :  Neg  a  t  i  v  e 
Eugenics  includes  ster- 
ilization, (or  segrega- 
tion). Positive  Eugen- 
ics proposes  accelerat- 
ing the  birth  rate  of 
the  best. 

Sterilization  offers 
a  means  of  control  of 
inherited  disease.  An 
A  m  e  ri  c  a  n  scientist 
Lsted,  a  few  months 
ago,  some  250  heredi- 
tary diseases,  same  in- 
eluded  Huntington's 
chorea,  the  latter  as 
"regular  dominant". 
Perhaps  the  next  im- 
portant advance  in 
preventive  medicine 
will  be  in  their  control. 
Eminent  genet  i  c  i  s  t  s 
insist  these  can  be 
progressively  e  1  i  m  i- 
nated  by  sterilization, 
(or  segregation). 
The  legal  profes- 
sion  also  approves. 
U.S.  Supreme  Court 
decision  reads:  "Pub- 
lic welfare  .  .  .  calls 
upon  .  .  .  best  citizens 
for  their  lives  .  .  . 
Strange  if  we  could 
not  call  upon  those 
who  already  sap  the 
strength  of  the  state, 
for  these  lighter  sac- 
rifices to  prevent  our 
being  swamped  w  i  t  h 
incompetents  .  .  .  Prin- 
ciples sustaining  com- 
pulsory vaccination  is 
broad  enough  to  cover 
cutting  the  Fallopian 
tubes."  Most  of  our 
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laws  for  human  sterili- 
zation have  been  en- 
acted within  the  pres- 
ent century.  Some  29 
states  already  have 
them.  California  leads 
with  41%  of  all  opera- 
tions, has  now  a  quar- 
ter century's  satisfac- 
tory experience  there- 
w  i  t  h.  Disregard  the 
cost  in  human  misery. 
There  would,  even 
then,  be  a  great  saving 
in  taxpayers  money  in 
the  gradual  elimina- 
tion of  defectives. 
Some  estimate  these 
to  include  as  high  as 
2,000,000  in  U.S.A.  Of 
far  greater  impor- 
tance, however,  is  the 
need  of  accelerating 
the  high-power  birth 
rate.  Recent  data  on  a 
Harvard  class  show 
an  average  of  less 
than  2  children  (i.e. 
■1.9).  Morons  breed  un- 
restrainedly. 


ASPENS  TAKE  HIGH  MOUNTAIN  MEADOW 

Few  who  clean  alkali  dust  from  eyes,  ears,  nose 
srasp  what  is  higher  up  in  the  mountain  ranges  that 
rim  The  Desert.  At  about  9,000  feet,  are  forests  of 
yellowpine,  of  spruce.  These  are  interspersed  with 
meadows  of  lush  grass.  Same,  for  centuries,  fed 
herds  of  deer.  Came  the  dollar-worshipping  Paleface. 
His  fecund  cattle  overgrazed.  Now,  as  shown  in 
above  photo,  aspens  moved  in  to  take  some  exhausted 
meadows.  They,  in  turn,  will  give  way  to  cone- 
bearers. 

A  parallel  occurs  with  humans.  Said  lush  grasses 
may  be  compared  to  the  Pioneers.  It  is  possible  to 
choke  them*  out  with  immigrants  from  low  living- 
standard  areas,  just  as  the  aspens  displace  forage 
grasses,  ONCE  ENVIRONMENTAL  CONDITIONS 
ARE  ALTERED.

The  Ar- 
gentine ant,  a  m  0  s  t 
unwelcome  immigrant 
from  down-B  u  e  n  o  s- 
Aires-way,  may  have 
aggravated  the  trou- 
bles. It  is  said  this 
overseas  "dairyman" 
.  .  .  as  undesirable  as 
the  Sicilian  Black- 
h  a  n  d  e  r  s  Mussolini 
dumped  on  U.S.A.  — 
handles  and  protects 
the  aphis  as  much  as 
we  humans  do  dairy 
cows.  .  .  . 

At  any  rate  the 
aphis  seem  to  hold  the 
fecundity  r  e  c  o  r  d.  In 
"Pig's  is  Pig's",  a  humorous  tale  of  yesteryear  that  it  might  be  worth 
resurrecting  for  its  fun  as  well  as  because  of  its  eugenic  implication. 
The  guinea-pig  seems  to  excel  every  creature  as  to  reproduction  rates. 

The  entomology  professor  remarked  slyly :  "An  aphis  can  produce 
more  offspring  in  a  week  than  a  guinea  pig  in  a  year.  Now  please  don't 
try  to  make  computation  according  to  the  Differential  Birth  Rates 
Law!"

Ceylon's  population  is  the  subject  of  the  leading  article  in  Population  Index 
Oct.  1949.  Oriental  strength  of  family  ties  is  referred  to  thusly  "As  to  the  end 
of  1948,  587  thousand  persons  were  employed  on  the  1,540  reporting  tea  estates. 
Employment  was  familial  rather  than  individual;  44  per  cent  of  all  estate  laborers 
were  adult  men,  40  per  cent  adult  women,  17  per  cent  children  aged  10  to  18. 
Over  three-fourths  were  Indian,  almost  one-fourth  Ceylonese." 

Your  editor  made  a  study  of  the  same  sociological  phenomena  in  Ceylon. 
The  family  tie  to  him  seemed  remarkably  strong.  One  reason,  perhaps,  was  that 
child  labor  in  the  tea  plantations  is  profitable  to  parents.  The  English  criticize 
"A  child  must  commence  earning  as  soon  as  it  can  stand  alone." 

How  little  we  appreciate  U.S.A.'s  living  standard,  the  world's  highest.  Our 
Child  Labor  laws  thereunder  came  from  public  education  conducted  by  a  few  ideal- 
ists. Your  editor  handled  much  of  the  Pacific  Coast  sector's  work,  1905-1915. 


The  inhabitants  of  our  country  increased  33  times  in  a  century  and  a  half:  from  less  tha«  4 
millions  at  the  time  of  the  first  census  in  1790,  to  23  millions  in  1850,  to  nearly  76  millions  in  1900 
and  to  nearly  132  millions  in  1940.  (Dr.  C.  Panunzio,  Scientific  Monthly,  4/'42.)

WORLD  WAR  II  CAMOUFLAGE 


In  wartime  it's  unpleasant  to  have  a  LT-boat's  periscope  emerge  alongside. 
With  improved  planes,  cargo  ships  were  located.  Submarines  were  signaled  to 
torpedo.  Merchant  vessel  losses  mounted.  World  War  I  was  bad  enough.  In  World 
War  II,  it  once  seemed  the  undersea  wolf  pack  might  tip  the  scales  for  the  Nazis. 

Thus  came  a  tremendous  strain  on  inventive  minds.  In  World  War  I,  a  South 
African  biologist  studied  owl's  skulls.  He  discovered  facts  upon  which  he  invented 
the  U-boat  finder.  But,  as  Kipling  would  say,  "that's  another  story".  ,  .  Vessels 
also  were  camouflaged. 

All  military  camouflage  had  its  beginning  in  the  brain  of  one  whom  eugenists 
classify  as  "highpower".  The  artist-naturalist  Thayer  gave  us  this  camouflage 
concept.  He  based  it  upon  research  of  animal  coloration  from  the  remarkable  pea- 
cock front  piece  in  his  monumental  work  to  the  use  of  butterflies  at  rest,  of  even 
their  larvae. 

Eugenists  use  the  sociological  principle  of  "Summation  of  Stimuli"  in  repeat- 
edly reminding  Americans  of  Thayer.  The  cold  shoulder  presented  him  is  a  most 
striking  example  of  the  extent  of  Biological  Illiteracy  in  even  highplaces.

"When  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  eugenics  is  widely 
diffused,  it  may  be  expected  to  bear  fruit  in  many  ways.  All  these  and 
other  desirable  changes  might  conceivably  follow  from  the  spread  of 
eugenic  education.  But,  of  course,  these  changes  may  not  occur. 
Instead,  the  trend  of  events  may  justify  Bertrand  Russell's  prediction 
that  for  the  next  few  hundred  years  "each  generation  will  become 
stupider  than  its  predecessors.  Immigration  will  be  more  effectively 
regulated  according  to  the  eugenic  worth  of  the  entering  aliens." 
(Human  Genetics  and  Its  Social  Import,  Holmes,  p.  384.)

This  number  of  Eugenics  Pamphlets  discusses  improvement  of  potatoes, 
tomatoes,  other  plants.  Scientists  estimate  that  less  than  1/5  of  1%  of  the  world's 
flora  has  been  given  attention  by  breeders.

Photograph  above  shows  overgrazed  land  in  the 
California  Sierras.  In  some  of  these  mountain  mead- 
ows, grass  originally  was  hiphigh.  Some  now  is  so 
badly  "sheeped",  only  occasional  tufts  remain,  like 
a  couple  of  whiskers  on  a  mole.  Such  overgrazing 
results  in  an  erosive  runoff  of  winter  rains,  also  of 
melting  winter  snows.

IT  WAS  SUCH 
EXPERIENCES  IN  ASIA,  IN  EUROPE  that  awakened  his  interest  in  human 
erosion,  in  eugenics.

Every  year  we  make  costly  blunders  that  can  no  more  be  repaired 
than  can  one  recall  the  passionately-spoken  angry  word.  At  the  open- 
ing of  the  Civil  War,  U.S.A.  had  a  rapidly  increasing,  yet  homogeneous 
population.  A  few  decades  later,  we  were  accepting — along  with  a 
lot  of  what  was  thought  to  be  docile  Mediterranean  also  East-European 
labor — the  scum  of  a  dozen  nations.

Sicily  for  them) ,  sneered  at  U.S.A.  as  "a  nation  of  gangsters."  During 
the  years  of  the  18th  Amendment,  wet  fifth  columnists  dinned  in  our 
ears  that  that  constitutional  change  was  the  cause  of  rotten  booze. 

They  evidently  did  not  want  to  remember  that,  long  before  that 
Amendment  had  received  the  approval  of  the  last  necessary  state,  one 
Rudyard  Kipling  had  written  about  "fixed  bayonets  wot  rots  out  yer 
guts."  Study  the  chemical  basis  of  an  industry  that  stretches  from  the 
rotten  vodka  of  Petrograd  brothels  to  the  synthetic  absinthe  of  the 
Ouled  Nails  of  Biskra.  One  learns  that  the  Mediterranean,  also  East 
Europe,  long  had  a  highly  developed  poison  booze  industry.  This,  as  far 
back  as  when  shrewd  Thomas  Jefferson  was  dickering  with  impover- 
ished Napoleon  in  the  biggest  real  estate  deal  in  history.  Even  then, 
one  could  buy  vials  of  finger  length  that  could  be  transmitted  into  a 
demijohn  of  "Burgundy",  or  a  cask  of  "cognac". 
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XXIII.  FLORIDA'S  KEY  DEER 

Warnings  have  just  been  received  that  the  little  Key  Deer  is  ap- 
proaching extinction.  It  inhabits  the  Florida  Coast  keys.  It  weighs 
only  about  45  pounds.  In  1947,  it  was  estimated  70  were  still  alive. 
Today  half  are  dead.  Reduction  comes  from  releasing  deerhounds  on 
the  little  islands.  These  drive  the  deer  into  the  sea.  They  there  are 
killed  by  ruthless  hunters.  Despite  National  Audubon  Society's  efforts, 
and  now  by  our  Government,  this  dainty  deer  may  not  survive,  to  be 
enjoyed  by  the  children  of  coming  centuries.  Above  constituted  one 
reason  why  those  advocating  reduction  of  U.S.A.'s  biological  illiteracy 
wanted  the  Everglades  created  into  a  National  Park. 

Better  news  comes  about  the  giant  Ivorybilled  woodpecker.  This 
column  some  months  ago  announced  the  Ivorybill  was  finally  declared 
extinct.  Scientists  concluded  it  had  gone  the  way  of  the  pretty  gold- 
and-green  Carolina  parakeet.  This  parrot  was  U.S.A.'s  only  parrot. 
When  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  signed,  it  ranged  north 
almost  to  Manhattan,  west  to  Omaha.  The  Ivorybill  was  considered  so 
important  for  children's  nature  study  for  untold  future  generations,

It  also  studies  ticks, 
mites,  internal  parasites.  It  is  easy  for  the  Man- 
in-the-Street  to  sneer  at  such  work  as  "highbrow 
foolishness".  The  results  of  such  studies  some 
day  may  be  of  profound  importance.  This,  should 
bubonic  plague  be  brought  into  California's  hot 
valleys,  by  rats  escaping  from  ships.  Indeed,  we 
have  the  story  of  a  similar  researchist,  a  Japan- 
ese, discovering  the  bacillus  of  bubonic  plague 
"in  the  stomach  of  a  flea".

Object  in  center  is 
not  a  rock.  It  is  the 
trunk  of  an  olive  tree. 
'Tis  said  it  bore  olives 
in  Pythogoras'  time. 
H  e  supposedly  was 
born  582  B.C.  His  was 
acolossal  intellect. 
Heracleitus  described 
him  as  "of  all  men,  the 
most  assiduous  inquir- 
er". What  we  have  of 
his,  even  after  2,.)00 
years,  contains  much 
as  difficult  to  under- 
stand as  Einstein.  He 
raised  mathematics  to 
a  Science.  He  was  the 
first  to  declare  our 
earth  was  a  globe. 
Some  say  he  visioned 
what  men  generally 
did  not  accept  until 
Copernicus,  i.e.  "t  h  e 
sun,  not  the  earth,  is 
the  center."  Pythag- 
oras believed,  too,  in 
"Heaven  -on-  Earth". 
He  thus  became  an 
ardent,  strenuous  reformer.  He  had,  therefore,  continually  to  battle 
with  the  Profiteers. 

Ancient  Greece  once  had  a  Philosopher  who  constantly  was  taunt- 
ed because  he  preferred  philosophizing  to  producing  a  market.  To 
prove  to  the  traders  that  philosophers  are  not  mere  idle  dreamers,  he 
watched  his  opportunity.  Being  gifted,  he  saw  ahead  of  the  tradesmen, 
there  would  be  an  olive  shortage.  He  cornered  the  market.  Then,  to 
show  how  little  he  valued  money,  he  sold  at  actual  cost  to  housewives. 

All  thru  Greece's  Golden  Age,  sages  admitted  their  intellectual 
debt  to  Pythagoras.  Today  every  literate  person,  worldwide,  is  a  little 
wiser  because  he  toiled,  taught,  fought  .  .  .  One  cannot  but  admire  a 
brain  so  colossal  that  it  can,  after  25  centuries,  affect  the  daily  lives 
of,  perhaps,  a  billion  souls. 

Pythagoras  was  but  one  of  scores  of  Greeks  of  genius.  These  were 
telescoped  into  a  few  centuries.  Then  came  Darkness.  Greek  culture 
later  was  partly  absorbed  by  Rome.  Then,  after  the  Eternal  City  fell, 
knights  from  Normandy  built  a  kingdom  in  Sicily.  It  was  "Christen- 
dom's most  tolerant  Court".  These  wanderlusting  knights,  however, 
left  their  womenfolk  at  home.  When,  long  after,  the  wives  arrived, 
slave  concubine  children  already  far  outnumbered  the  purebloods. 
Slavery  frequently  is  possible  only  because  of  an  inheritance  of  sub- 
normal physique  or  mentality — often  both.  What  had  happened  some 
centuries  before  in  Athens,  later  in  Rome,  now  reoccurred  at  Palermo.

Let  it  be  recorded  in  the  be- 
ginning:— The  Turk,  also,  has 
his  jokes:  The  Ottoman  has

'em.  Perhaps  those  very  wor- 
ries made  humor  necessary,  if 
life  were  to  be  at  all  bearable. 
Wisecracks  CAN  be  shock- 
absorbers.  Thus,  the  Anatol- 
ian has  his  jokes,  even  Scotch 
jokes.  One  follows.  It  is,  simul- 
taneously, one  of  the  Khoja 
Tales.  Remember  that,  for  the 
Khoja  is  a  very  remarkable 
character.  He  yielded  great 
power.  Without  him,  indeed, 
the  Turkish  Revolution  might 
still  be  in  the  hands  of  Allah ! 

Quien  sabe? 

In  Turkey,  the  Near  East's 
Japan,  we  are,  indeed,  in  the 
land  of  Sinbad  the  Sailor,  and 
his  O'Henry  counterpart,  Fit- 
bad  the  Tailor.  To  flavor  this 
serious  discussion  of  Turkey 
and  its  importance  in  world 
affairs,  it  might  be  mentioned 
that  Turkish  humor  parallels 
our  own.

Let  us  use,  indeed, 
the  good  old  term  of  Renaissance  Rome,  (where  they 
have  a  college  for  it): — "Propaganda."  Eugenists  en- 
gaged in  public  education  can  learn  much  from  the 
Orient,  even  the  Near  East.  This,  because  they  must 
battle  an  enemy  in  our  midst,  alien  in  origin,  used  to 
despotism,  that  sneers  at  our  democracy,  cannot  fathom 
American  ide.ilism.  Propaganda  often  has  had  to  be 
indirect.  Intrigue  is  highly  developed.  Eugenics  Pamph- 
lets commends  study  of  (a)  the  subtle,  and  cautious 
propaganda  of  Japan  under  the  Shogunate.  (b)  the  later 
Khoja  Tales,  aimed  to  uproot  that  remarkable  Church- 
State,  the  Sultanate.

All  Turkey  venerated  the  Khoja  for  his  homely  wisdom.  Tho  rather  obstinate, 
as  many  men  are,  he  was  willing  to  acknowledge  his  errors: — One  day,  he  crammed 
his  donkeybags  with  dried  apricots.  He  went  to  market,  to  trade  them  for  Turkish 
coffee,  also  for  tobacco  for  his  waterpipe.

One  needs  to  live  among  the  illiterate  Anatolian  country  folk  to  come  to 
understand  how  the  Khoja's  peasant  wisdom,  his  sly  humor,  came  to  be  the  vehicle 
for  the  propaganda  that  was  successfully  to  end  the  centuries-old  domination  of 
Turkey  under  a  completely  welded  Church-State  organization. 


11.  THE  "SICK  MAN'S"  DOGS 

Packs  of  ravenous  dogs  roamed  the  streets  when  your  editor's 
family  first  knew  Constantinople.*  The  "Sick  Man  of  Europe"  then 
lived  fearfully  in  his  palace  with  his  seraligo.  His  Grand  Vizier  stood 
only  second  to  him  in  the  hatred  of  his  couriers.  Both  had  to  watch 
the  sudden  dagger,  the  poison  cup. 

In  the  kind  of  diplomacy  which  is  99  46/100%  Oriental  intrigue, 
both  were  Past  Masters.  They  played  Russia  against  France  plus  Eng- 
land.

THE  KHOJA  TREED 
BY  THE  BEAR 
Nightingales  sing  in  the  apricot 
trees  in  the  Khoja's  village.  A  home 
there  might  contain  $50  of  furni- 
ture, at  American  prices.  It  also 
would  have,  however,  three  or  four 
magnificent  Oriental  rugs.  These 
easily  might  average  $1,.500  each  in 
New  York.  In  the  hills  behind  his 
home  was  a  forest.  How  the  Khoja 
was  treed  therein  by  a  bear  is  an- 
other  of  the  highly-educational 
Khoja  tales.  Plotting  against  the 
Church-State  required  more  caution 
than  dealing  with  the  Anatolian 
bear.  Never  a  word  was  uttered 
against  the  Sultan.  Every  peasant 
knew,  however,  why  the  Khoja  al- 
ways bested  Tamerlane  in  their 
arguments.  It  was  this  building  up 
of  selfconfidence  in  the  country 
folk,  and  indeed  also  the  townsfolk, 
that  bulwarked  the  young  Turks. 
Same  brought  mass  support  later 
to  Kamal  Ataturk,  finally  to  Presi- 
dent Inuno. 

Only  by  years  of  careful  prepa- 
ration* was  possible  to  carry  out 
such  radical  reforms  as  separation 
of  Church  and  State,  of  unveiling 
the  women,  of  abandoning  the  fez, 
and  of  what  interests  eugenists: — 
the  policy  of  Turkish  homogeneity.

III.  BYZANTIUM  AND  ITS  DARDANELLES 

"Constantinople  was  Byzantium  in  flower" 

As  one  strolls  back  toward  Sancta  Sophia  from  the  Port  Aurea, 
the  Golden  Gate  of  Constantinople's  West  Wall,  one  passes  between 
miles  of  unpainted,  timbered  dwellings.  Eventually  one  comes  to  the 
Hippodrome.  Here,  when  Byzantium  was  rechristened  for  Constantine 
the  Great,  for  40  days  there  were  games.  For  nearly  6  weeks  there 
were  free  meals,  free  access  to  the  Baths  of  Zexxippus,  gifts  of  money. 
This  was  330  A.D.  997  Years  before  that,  the  first  colony  had  been 
located  there.  Those  shrewd  Greeks  saw  how  that  point  commanded 
all  trade  between  Europe  and  Asia.  They  recognized,  too,  the  value  of 
its  tunny  fisheries.  These  soon  were  to  give  that  channel  the  name  of 
the  "Golden  Horn".  This  Byzantium, now  Constantinople,  was,  for 
1,600  years  more,  to  be  one  of  the  world's  great  trading  marts.  A 
writer,  describing  its  early  1800's,  tells  of  seeing,  at  one  time,  in  a 
favorable  breeze,  two  hundred  merchantmen,  each  using  every  stitch 
of  canvas,  rac  ng  from  the  Golden  Horn  down  the  Dardanelles.

CONSTANTINOPLE  STREET  SCENES 
Constantinople's  shoeshine  boys  flatter 
you  with  "Pasha",  just  as  they  call  you 
"Cap'n"  in  Alabama.  There  were  times  when 
the  Government  was  so  embarrassed,  we 
used  streetcar  transfers  for  currency.  At 
times  Turkey's  economy  after  World  War  I 
was  tottering.  To  build  a  modern  nation  on 
the  ruins  of  the  Sultanate,  to  preserve  neu- 
trality in  a  second  World  War,  all  this  re- 
quired statesmanship  of  a  high  order.  For- 
tunately much  had  been  repaired  and  re- 
constructed before  World  War  II  broke. 

All  this  progress  was  being  made  on 
ancient  terrain.  On  the  hill  for  example, 
where  the  Mosque  of  Sultan  Mehemet  now 
stands,  once  rose  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Apostles.  Here  were  buried  the  Emperors 
of  Constantinople.  The  death  notice  read 
"The  King  of  Kings  has  summoned  the 
Emperor  to  appear  before  him".  The  first 
Emperor,  Constantine,  for  whom  the  City 
was  named,  was  buried  in  a  coffin  of  solid 
gold.  He  was  deemed  to  be  the  13th  Apostle, 
so  much  had  he  gained  for  the  Christian 
religion. 


IV.  CRESCENT  OUSTS  CROSS 

"33  are  the  datestones  in  my  rosary. 
33  are  the  Beautiful  Names  of  Allah". 
Probably  no  greater  blunder  ever  occurred  in  the  history  of  the 
Christian  Church  than  when  jealous  Rome  decided  to  allow  Constan- 
tmople  to  fall  to  the  Moslems.  So  great  was  Roman  hatred  of  the 
Greek  Orthodox  Christians,  that  the  Vatican  denied  the  help  necessary 
to  stem  the  Mohammedan  tide.  Thus  churches  like  S.  Saviour  Panto- 
creator,  S.  S.  Sergius  and  Bacchus,  the  Church  of  the  40  Martyrs, 
S.  Mary  of  Blacherne,  S.  George  Mangani,  Sancta  Irene  and  a  hundred 
other  churches  became  Moslem  mosques.  The  howling  dervish  then 
was  to  be  seen  where,  for,  more  than  a  millenium,  Greek  Orthodox 
priests  had  worshipped.  Most  of  all  was  the  loss  of  Sancta  Sophia.  Of  it, 
Emperor  Justinian  had  exclaimed  as  he  crossed  its  threshold: — 
"O  Solomon,  I  have  surpassed  Thee!"

One 
can  go  to  a  reputable  deal- 
er in,  say,  carpets.  He  of- 
fers to  ship,  delaying  pay- 
ment until  you  reach 
home.  "How  can  you  grant 
a  complete  stranger  such 
credit?"  you  ask.  His  an- 
swer is  "kilnich  frenyi". 
("The  promise  of  a  Briton 
never  broken.") 

Everywhere  is  history- 
secular,  ecclesiastical:  A 
divided  church  retards  the 
Extension  of  the  Kingdom 
.  .  .  Perhaps  the  most 
tragic  example  resulted 
from  the  division  of  early 
Christendom  into  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  and  Greek 
Catholic  churches  .  .  .  Constantinople,  weakened  by  the  constant  infiltration  of 
aliens  from  across  the  Bosphorus,  was  unable,  finally,  to  withstand  the  onslaught 
of  Islam.  Rome  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  her  fellow  Christians.  When  the  Cross  was 
hauled  down  in  1  153,  the  Crescent,  raised  in  its  stead,  has  flown  ever  since. 


VI.  YOUNG  TURKS  DOFF  THE  FEZ 

The  fez  has  survived  only  in  U.S.A.  Here  it  is  the  mark  of  those 
jolly  lovers  of  crippled  children.  It  today  is  worn  only  by  the  Nobles 
of  the  Ancient  Order  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  Named  for  the  capital  of 
Morocco,  it  now  is  practically  never  used  in  Turkey.  It  came  to  be  as 
hated  as  a  badge  of  Sultanic  servitude  as  much  as  was  the  queue  of 
the  Manchus.  This,  after  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen  galvanized  into  action,  by 
his  insight  into  American  democracy,  his  revolution  to  overturn  the 
Manchu  throne.

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THE  OLD  DIES  SLOWLY 

A  quarter  century  ago,  this  was  a  com- 
mon sight.  Living  in  Turkey  was  like  the  Arab- 
ian Nights.  Camels  and  donkeys  had  headbands 
with  gaily  colored,  woven  tassels.  Always  pres- 
ent were  blue  beads.  These,  to  avert  the  Evil 
Eye.  We-2  lived  in  Constantinople,  also  in 
Athens,  during  the  Exchange  of  Populations. 
We  traveled  between  these  two  capitals  on  the 
refugee-carrying  freighters.  Much  injustice 
followed  the  Turkish  decision  to  create,  toward 
homogeneity,  a  middle-class  by  forcing  out 
Greek,  also  Armenian  businessmen.  When  offi- 
cials found  one,  they  often  gave  him  only  2 
days'  notice  to  get  out  of  the  country.  He 
naturally  had  to  sell  at  anything  that  was 
offered.  .  .  . 

On  every  hand  in  Constantinople  is  ancient 
history.  At  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  Pamma- 
caristos  was  perhaps  the  first  attempt  at  a 
church  hospital.  There  was  a  ward  for  surgical 
cases,  also  a  ward  for  women  with  a  woman 
physician  and  6  women  surgeons,  also  an  Old 
Men's  Home.  So  great  was  the  Mohammedan 
urge  to  lower  the  Cross  that  the  head  of  Islam's  benediction  was  "Who  so  takes 
this  City  of  Constantinople,  his  sins  all  are  forgiven." 

VII.  PANGERMANISM 

"Was  ist  des  Deutsches  Vaterland  ? 
Ist's  Bayerland  ?  Ist's  Steierland  ? 
Ist's  wo,  am  Rhein,  die  Ruebe  bluet  ? 
Ist's  wo,  am  Belt,  die  Moewe  Zieht  ? 
Oh  nein!  Doch  nein!  Doch  nein!  Doch  nein! 
DAS  VATERLAND  MUSS  GROESSER  SEIN ! 

This  old  folksong-  dates  from  before  when  the  word  "Pangerman- 
ism"  was  coined.  The  last  line,  roughly  translated  as  "The  Fatherland 
must  be  yet  (geographically)  greater",  illustrates  how  deepseated  is 
the  Expansionist  urge.  In  another  stanza  are  lines  ''Ist's  Land  cler 
Schiveitzer?  Ist  Tyrol?"  This  indicate,  that  long  before  there  were 
published  the  maps  of  Pangermany,  there  was  a  deepseated  yearning 
to  include  all  Germans — (even  the  German  speaking  cantons  of  Switz- 
erland, even  the  Tyrol,  in  the  Greater  Germany.  After  the  erection  of 
Czechoslovakia  into  an  independent  state,  there  came  the  persistent 
agitation  over  the  Sudetengau. 

The  Flottenverein,  under  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II,  had  its  slogan  of 
"Wir  muessen  Kolonien".  It  also  persistently  was  reminding  Ger- 
many about  the  immense  aggregations  of  those  of  German  descent  in 
U.S.A.,  in  Chili,  in  South  Brazil.  These,  it  insisted,  easily  could  be 
made  nuclei  for  the  third  phase  of  Pangerman  expansion  toward  final 
world  domination. 

Pangermanism,  a  force  the  existence  of  which  Americans  only 
too  lightly  forget,  is  recalled  here  because  it,  by  example,  gave  the 
Young  Turks  food  for  thought.

JUST  INSIDE  CONSTANTINOPLE'S  WALL 

Just  inside  one  of  the  City  gates  was  a  kaffeeneon.  En  route  thereto,  We-2 
used  to  buy  a  loaf  of  bread  and  an  onion.  This  was  our  midday  meal.  We  would 
carefully  cut  all  crust  from  the  bread,  especially  the  area  around  the  revenue 
stamp.  It,  licked  by  some  unknown,  was  especially  circumspect  as  to  bacteria.  The 
outer  layer  of  the  onion,  also  for  similar  reasons,*  was  discarded.  The  passing 
camels  were  loaded  with  licorice,  or  sometimes,  "Castile"  soap.  At  this  kaffeeneon, 
we  joined  the  Turks  in  sipping  their  thick  black  coffee. 

But  we  also  did  what  these  Mohammedans  did  not: — We  dreamed  Byzantine 
h'story.  We  recalled  the  lost  Christian  churches,  such  as  Saint  Saviour  in-the- 
Chora  also  Saint  Saviour  Pantepoptes.  Both  were  built  during  the  Crusades. 
Peter  the  Hermit  had  camped  just  outside  Constantinople  Walls.  Now  the  greeting 
there  is  "Mashallah,  Mashalluh."

VIII.  ARMENIAN  GOAT 

"One  Greek  can  outwit  two  Jews,  But  one  Armenian  can 

outwit  three  Greeks."  (Old  Turkish  Proverb.) 

The  Turkish  peasant  of  the  early  1900s  was  a  lovable  fellow  .  .  . 
until  stirred  to  Holy  War  by  his  Moslem  priest.  Illiterate,  he  usually 
blindly  followed  his  spiritual  leader.  It  is  long  until  he  openly  rebels, 
as  did  Khoda  Dad  Kahn  against  The  Mullah  in  Kipling's  "The  Head  of 
the  District."  He  has  absorbed  much,  however,  of  the  Oriental  art  of 
intrigue.  It  has,  indeed,  a  high  survival  value.  He  did  not  overlook  the 
possibilities  of  the  Khoja's  little  affairs  with  Tamerlane  when  he  knew 
a  blundering  word  about  the  Sultan  could  bring  bastinado,  even  decapi- 
tation. 

This  Turk  of  ours  instinctively  longed  for  homogeneity.  He  never 
did  like  the  Armenians.  His  hatred  was  ever  deepened  when  he  saw 
himself  bargained  out  of  a  year's  work  after  harvest  by  a  few  hours 
trading  with  an  Armenian.  After  all,  the  latter  WAS  a  Christian, 
hence  a  "Dog  of  an  Unbeliever."  Thus  a  few  harangues  by  a  muez- 
zin  was  enuf  to  light  the  fires  of  massacre.

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TURKEY'S  GOLDEN  HORN 

Turkey's  Golden  Horn  ranks  in  historic  interest  with  the  Dandanelles,  (once 
the  Hellespont).  We  used  to  cross  to  Eyoub.  The  shrine  of  that  holy  saint  drew  to 
it  types  from  every  quarter  of  Islam.  Occasionally  one  who  spoke  English  would 
attempt  to  win  us  to  the  worship  of  Allah  I 

Here,  passing  the  camel-saddles'  bazaar,  was  a  vendor  of  snow  from  the 
mountains.  It  was  offered  for  sale  at  9  a.m.,  after  a  6-hour  donkey  journey. 
En  route,  we  passed  Byzantine  churches  converted  into  mosques.  We  recalled  the 
ancient  temples.  There  was  octagonal  Saints  Sergius-and  Bacchus.  Turks  called  it 
"Kntchuk  Cya  Sofia"  or  "Little  Sancta  Sophia."  It  was  built  by  Justinian  the  Great. 

In  Byzantium,  commencing  300  A.D.,  monasteries  of  the  Greek  Orthodox 
Church  became  the  vogue.  These  did  do  much  to  preserve  Greek  culture.  SUC- 
CESSIVELY, HOWEVER,  GENERATION  AFTER  GENERATION,  THE  MON- 
ASTERIES BRED  OUT  THE  LEADERSHIP  STRAINS.  The  fecund,  polygamous 
Moslem,  meanwhile,  was  hammering  at  the  gates  of  Constantinople.  At  each 
attack,  the  Turk  saw  leadership  was  weakened.  Finally  the  Cross  was  torn  down 
at  Sancta  Sophia.  The  Crescent  that  replaced  it  has  been  there  ever  since.  When 
your  editor  was  last  there  in  Ramadan,  the  old  churches,  now  mosques,  showed 
Crescent  signs,  very  modern  in  electric  lights. 

IX.  BERLIN-TO-BAGDAD  RAILROAD 

In  studying  Turkey,  one  must  remember,  that  any  Oriental  will 
listen  to  an  Occidental— then,  afterwards,  thoughtfully  will  evaluate 
what  the  Westerner  advocates.  He  of  the  East  then  will  ask  himself : 
"How  much  of  this  can  my  people  utilize  to  work  into  OUR  national 
life." 

It  was  thrilling  to  have  been  in  the  Near  East  repeatedly  from 
1912  to  1932.  One  saw  befezzed  blonde  German  officers  teaching  mili- 
tary tactics  to  the  Turks.  The  Teutons  thought  they  were  developing 
a  friendly  ally  for  the  Berlin-to-Bagdad  railroad. 

Actually,  they  were  awakening  what  became  the  Young  Turk 
movement.  The  blue-eyed  Baltics  were  crystallizing  into  something 
tangible  the  unrest  increasingly  developing  under  a  perfect  Church- 
and-State  despotism.  Against  this  tyranny  were  used  the  Tales  of 
the  Kohja.

One  must  live  under  an 
Oriental  despot  to  come  to 
fathom  the  hatred  engendered 
in  the  Turks  against  aliens 
resident  in  their  land,  also  by 
the  overtaxed  against  the  cor- 
rupt court.  That  the  office  of 
taxgatherer  was  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder  is  evidence  of 
above.  This,  especially  when 
one  remembers  the  taxgather- 
er could  call  in  soldiers*  to  en- 
force his  exactions. 

Under  above  circumstances 
it  is  fascinating  to  analyze  the 
Khoja  Tales.

scribes how  the  Khoja's  vil- 
lagers, frightened  enroute  to 
Tamerlane,  deserted  their 
headman.  It  humorously  pic- 
tures his  revenge  because  of 
their  cowardice. 

"TEACHING  TAMER- 
LANE'S DONKEY  TO 
READ."  Here  the  Khoja  again 
outwits  h  i  s  grasping  Sover- 
eign. The  Emperor  had  em- 
ployed this  village  alcalde  to 
teach  his  burro  to  read.  .  .  . 


THE  FOUR-MINARETTED  MOSQUES 
All  the  Rieat  cathedrals  of  Byzantium 
now,  of  course,  are  mosques.  In  the  villages, 
there  will  be  but  one  tiny  mosque.  It  will 
have  but  one  minaret  and  that,  runtishly 
stumpy.  There  it  always  is,  however,  for  the 
muezzin's  call  to  prayer.  It  sometimes  makes 
a  Dog-of-an-Unbeliever  uneasy,  when,  in  the 
'v/ee  sma'  hours  of  a  night  in  Ramadan,  he 
hears  this  weird  summons.  He  remembers 
how  fanatical  these  Turkish  peasants  can 
become  under  priestly  urge  in  that  holy 
month. 

In  Constantinople,  however,  the  great 
churches,  now  mosques,  have  each  4  tower- 
ing minarets  as  in  above  photo.  Our  favorite, 
however,  was  Saint  Irene.  It  was  dedicated 
to  the  peace  which  had  enfolded  the  world 
when  Constantinople  was  Emperor  (328- 
337  A.D.) 

In  "TRAMERLANE  AND 
THE  ACCOUNTS,"  crafty  Tamerlane,— covetous  of  the  estates  of  his 
Governor  of  Aksheher  and  determined  to  confiscate  same, — made  the 
poor  fellow  eat  his  account  books.  When  the  Khoja  was  elevated  to 
the  post  of  the  late  Beheaded,  he  cannily  wrote  his  records  on  griddle 
cakes!  Turkish  humor,  yes,  but  again  note  that  it  is  Tamerlane  who 
is  bested  .  .  .  also  that,  because  of  such  systematic  propaganda.  Sultan 
Abdul  Hamid  was  finally  dethroned.  .  .  . 

"TAMERLANE  AND  THE  KHOJA  AT  THE  BATH."  In  this,  the 
Khoja  dares  tell  Tamerlane  that  latter's  real  value  is  exactly  zero.  One 
can  imagine  the  use  of  this  by  the  Underground  during  Abdul  Hamid's 
reign. 


*  Backbone  of  the  Sultan's  army  was  the  Janissary  Corps.    It  had  many  former  Christians,  (now  Moham- 

•  medans).  These  (many  were  Eurasian)  captured  while  young,  were  highly  favored  and  pampered.  Thus 
was  secured  an  element  of  strength.  In  Kipling's  '"Without  Benefit  of  Clergy"  the  English  father, 
Holden,  asks  the  native  mother  of  his  son: — "How  old  is  he  now?"  She  answers:  "Ga  illah!  'What  a 
man's  question.  He  is  6  weeks  old  and  this  night  we  go  to  the  housetop  to  read  the  stars.  He  was  born 
under  the  sign  of  the  Sun,  and  I  am  told  will  outlive  us  both  and  have  great  wealth." 
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ABLUTIONS  BEFORE  WORSHIP  ^ 
"Take  thy  shoes  from  off  thy  feet, 
for  the  ground  on  which  thou  standeth  ■ 
is  holy  ground."  (Exodus  III,  5) 

Probably  Mohammet  never  heard  of  athlete's  foot.  He  may  even  not  have 
originated  removal  of  footgear  before  worship.  In  any  event,  the  washing  of  feet 
before  entering  the  mosque  may  have  a  survival  value.  Eugenists  are  interested 
in  the  problems  of  both  survival  and  extinction.  They  consequently  particularly 
are  absorbed  in  observing  the  workings  of  the  Differential  Birthrates  Law  in 
LT.S.A.  population  mass.  From  1890  to  1940,  collegiate  women's  group  was  drifting 
toward  extinction. 

XL  THE  TALES  OF  THE  KOHJA 
"The  Khoja  visited  Tamerlane,  who  gave  him  a  broken, 
winded  hack,  then  took  him  out  hunting.  Rain  came.  Tamer- 
lane spurred  ahead.  The  Khoja's  horse  could  scarcely  walk. 
The  Khoja  took  up  his  clothes,  sat  on  them,  finally  arrived  at 
the  inn.  The  Khoja  was  asked  "How  are  you  dry?"  "That 
magnificent  horse  you  gave  me.  One  touch  of  the  spur,  I  ar- 
rived here  ahead  of  you'all." 

"Tamerlane  gave  orders  that  horse  was  to  be  restored  to 
the  roval  stable,"  etc.,  etc.  (THE  KHOJA  GOES  HUNT- 
ING WITH  TAMERLANE) 

It  was  significant  that,  once  the  Young  Turks  were  in  the  open,  a 
reward  of  a  Turkish  pound  was  posted  for  any  Turk,  (peasant,  fisher- 
man, or  camelherd),  who  could  bring  forth  a  still-unlisted  Khoja  Tale. 

One  who  has  studied  overseas'  propaganda-technique  marvels  at 
the  canny  strategy  of  the  Khoja  Tales.  Almost  nowhere  else  in  all 
history  was  the  love  of  liberty  thus  kept  alive  under  an  all  powerful 
despotism.  This,  if  we  ignore  the  equally  clever  underground  of  the 
Japanese.  The  latter  grew  up  when  the  Fujiwara  Shoguns  became 
more  powerful  than  the  Mikados,  and,  later,  when  a  Hojo  shadow- 
Shogun  could  send  home  a  Shogun  he  had  deposed,  in  a  kago,  head 
down,  heels  up.

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THE  ASIATIC  SIDE 


As  base  for  our  Anatolian  field  work,  we-2  found  Scutari  on  the  Asiatic 
side  far  more  satisfactory  than  Pera  or  even  Stamboul  on  the  European  littoral. 
From  these  expeditions  we  came  to  understand  the  later  strategy  of  removing 
Turkey's  capital  from  Constantinople  to  Ankara. 

Scutari  is  a  kind  of  hors  d'ouvre  for  the  feast  the  Anatolian  hinterland  offers 
the  student  of  worldwide  eugenics.  The  village  streets  often  are  colorful  with 
wisteria  bloom  crossing  from  side  to  side. 

A  Negro  dervish,  with  a  high  brown  turban  is  significant.  Africa  increas- 
ingly is  being  won  by  Islam.  The  sensual  pleasures  it  promises,  for  all  Eternity, 
in  Allah's  Heaven  when  one  dies  in  battle  is  but  one  argument.  The  blackman 
thus  is  coaxed  to  scrap  his  fetishes,  his  many  gods  for  the  One  God  whose  "33 
Beautiful  Names"  are  represented  by  the  datestones  in  the  rosary.  We  were 
not  surprised — therefore,  to  see  occasional  green-dyed  hair  among  negroes  in 
Somaliland.  What  could  give  greater  satisfaction  to  The  Ego  than  to  be  thus 
marked  as  one  who  had,  within  the  year,  endured  the  pilgrimage  to  hoiy  Mecca's 
Black  Cube? 


XII.  ANKARA  AND  NEUTRALITY 

The  removal  of  the  Turkish  capital  from  Constantinople  after  the 
threat  of  the  allied  invasion  of  the  Dardanelles  of  World  War  I  to 
inland  Ankara,  has  been  a  powerful  factor  in  maintaining  Turkish 
neutrality.  In  World  W  II,  there  were  remnants  of  German  influence 
persisting  from  World  War  I.  Domination  of  a  weaker  nation  by  a 
stronger,  as  of  Kaiser  Wilhelm  I  over  Sultan  Abdul  Hamid,  must  leave 
traces.  In  spite  of  this,  the  statesm_anship  of  the  new  Turkish  leaders 
has  been  so  farsighted  as  in  such  matters  as  the  removal  of  the  capital 
from  the  Golden  Horn  to  the  interior  of  Anatolia  that  it  was  possible 
to  withstand  Nazi  plottings.  These,  of  course,  were  far  more  effective, 
because  of  the  persistent  German  influence  from  former  days.

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NASR-ED-DIN  KHOJA'S  TOMK 


The  tomb  of  Nasr-ed-din  Khoja  is  today  but  an  humble  affair.  One  can  sense, 
however,  that  it  will,  in  the  future,  undergo  expensive  elaboration.  Anyone  who 
has  lived  under  the  Crescent  knows  how  the  reverence  for  Moslem  saints  expands 
into  superstition.  Witness  the  tomb  of  the  fanatic  at  Fatephur  Sikri*  near  Delhi 
in  Hindustan.  The  beauty  of  that  Mullah's  tomb's  inlay  reminds  one  of  what  the 
Taj  Mahal  must  have  been  before  the  looters  commenced  their  larcenies.  When  in 
Constantinople,  cross  the  Golden  Horn  and  make  that  pilRrimaj^e  to  Eyoub  if  you 
would  sense  how  reverently  the  Mohammedan  removes  his  shoes  at  its  door. 

As  eugenists,  we-2  grasped  how  powerful  the  grip  of  the  muezzins  on  the 
illiterate  when  we  dared  suggest  that  only  eugenical  measures  could  rescue  Egypt 
from  its  tragic  overpopulation.

Plows  are 
still  of  unshod  desert  thorn.  Sometimes  the  wife  and  a  camel  are  hitched  side-by- 
side.  On  your  editor's  California  ranches,  pumps  driven  by  electric  power  from 
distant  waterfalls  throw  thousands  of  gallons  per  minute.  In  Egypt  a  camel, 
skinny  as  its  owner,  treadmills,  a  wheelpump.  To  its  perimeter  are  tied  earthen- 
ware jugs. 

Eugenic  fieldwork  in  Egypt  showed  an  apparent  shortage  of  imaginative 
leaders.  The  brilliant  intellects  who  could  build  Pyramids  could  give  mankind 
some  of  our  loftiest  religious  sentiments  long  have  been  eliminated.  Only  prolific, 
docile,  stupid  illiterate,  half-starved  fellahin  today  remain.

XIV.  HELICOPTERING  RAIN  FROM  RIPE  CHERRY  CROP

U.S.A.  still  has  a  supply  of  this  unique  human  material.  During  ten 
generations,  Nature  carried  on  fierce  SELECTION.  The  weakling, 
physically  or  mentally,  died  before  he  fathered  many  children.  From 
such  stock  came  our  alert  folk  who  can  think  of  borrowing  helicopters 
wlien  an  extraordinarly-late  rain  threatens  to  spoil  cherries  ready  for 
the  pickers.

Preventive  sterilization  of  the  insane  and  the  feeble-minded  at  governmental 
expense  is  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  27  states.  From  their  passage  to  the  end

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"ALL  ROADS  LEAD  TO  ROME" 

Above  once  was  the  proud  boast  of  the  Romans.  One  of  the  most  important  of 
these  roadways  is  the  Appian  Way.  It  was  a  kind  of  highway  and  cemetery  com- 
bined. Note  the  funereal  cypress,  the  tree  of  mourning-at-death,  to  the  right  of 
the  road  in  the  distance. 

Eugenists  are  interested  in  how  Rome  declined  when  immigration  controls 
were  relaxed,  then  abandoned.  There  seem  to  have  been  two  stimuli  to  the  above. 
One  was  GREED.  The  lament  of  the  poet  Horace  that  "noble  birth  had  become 
worth  no  more  than  seaweed,  (manure)  unless  LINKED  WITH  WEALTH,"  is 
illuminating  herein.  The  second  was  LL'XURY.  The  Roman  Patrician  did  his  own 
field  work,  (like  U.S.A.  in  the  early  1800's).  He  fought  his  own  wars.  Later,  with 
love  of  ease  came  employment  of  mercenary  soldiers.  Slaves,  meantime,  were  sub- 
stituted for  the  old  method  of  personal  farm  work.  This  meant  offspring  by  num- 
erous concubines.  Thus  the  Plebs  displaced  the  Patricians. 


XV.  FROM  SWORDFISH  TO  KALVA  SWEETS 
While  in  Syria,  your  editor  had  occasion  to  cross  the  Turkish  fron- 
tier. It  was  early  spring  and  in  the  mountains.  It  was  very  cold.  About 
every  hour  we  were  stopped  by  the  Turkish  police.  These  demanded 
our  registration  cards.  I  always  carried  my  registration  papers  on  an 
inside  pocket.  I  tired  of  unbuttoning  my  heavy  overcoat.  I  saw  the 
police  could  not  read.  I  happened  to  have  in  my  overcoat  pocket  the 
menu  card  of  last  night's  dinner.  It  listed  several  novelties : — sword- 
fish,  a  pilau  of  Persian  fattail  sheep  cooked  with  pinenuts  and  raisins, 
also  a  confection  called  Kalva.  Same  was  made  of  sesame  seeds  mixed 
into  honey.  The  card  had  the  crossed  flags  of  Great  Britain,  France 
and  U.S.A.  at  the  head.  At  station  after  station,  it  was  stamped  by 
the  police  and  we  were  allowed  to  proceed.

Has  not  this  motto  a  high  eugenic  value  today  for  those  of  high  I.Q.,  carriers  of  precious  genes? 
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WHERE  YOUR  EDITOR  SAW  SEA  OTTERS  RETURN 


The  Grizzly  Bear,  who  knew  exactly  where  he  was  going,  achieved  immor- 
tality when  adopted  as  the  Bear  Flag's  device.  Even  the  Grizzly,  however,  was  not 
as  important  in  early  California  history  as  was  the  Sea  Otter.  Its  fur  was  the  most 
valuable  of  all  furbearers.  A  sea  animal,  it  has  lacked  the  beaver's  prominence  in 
American  history.  It  was,  however,  the  main  stimulus  for  the  Russian  Empire's 
extension  across  Bering 
Strait  into  Alaska,  finally 
down  Fort  Ross,  Califor- 
nia. Much  California  his- 
tory still  is  unknown,  even 
to  researchists.  We  are 
learning  more  and  more, 
however,  how  much  Sea 
Otter  pelts  entered  into 
even  Spanish  California 
income.  Same  probably 
were  next  in  money  value 
to  hides  and  tallow.  So 
valuable  its  fur,  the  Sea 
Otter  supposedly  was 
hunted  to  absolute  extinc- 
tion. None  had  been  seen 
for  decades  on  California's 
coast.  Tbe  Russians  aban- 
doned Fort  Ross  because  no  more  otters  were  takable. 

It  is  now  known  that  a  small  sea  otter  group  survived  in  a  lonely  Kamchatka 
cove.  Some  scientists  think  this  group  repeopled  Alaska,  California.  Dr.  Ingles 
describes  sea  otters  as  resembling  "floating  bladders  of  brown  kelp."  He  says 
"While  eating,  they  lie  on  their  backs,  using  their  chests  as  tables.  The  female 
regularly  swims  or  floats  on  her  back  with  the  young  one  on  her  chest." 

Eugenists  always  are  interested  in  EXTINCTION  in  all  its  phases.  Even 
the  COMEBACK  of  the  Sea  Otters  throws  light  upon  the  possibilities  of  U.S.A.'s 
pioneer  group's  comeback.  Eugenists  believe  they  constitute  Mankind's  most 
precious  asset  since  the  extinction  of  the  Greeks  of  the  Golden  Age  of  Pericles. 


XVI.  HEADS-OF-WHEAT  DYSGENICS 

Always  opposed  to  such  idealism  as  that  of  the  Young  Turk  Move- 
ment was  the  tendency  of  Those-in- Authority  to  eliminate  the  rebels. 
This  urge  is  illustrated  by  the  old  fable  of  the  Prussian  King  and  his 
Prime  Minister.  Walking  thru  a  field  of  ripened  grain,  showing  golden 
against  blue  cornflowers  amongst  it,  the  Prime  Minister  complained 
of  repeated  sleepless  nights  because  of  the  "plottings  of  the  enemies 
of  the  throne."  As  they  walked  along  the  King  continued  silent.  Re- 
peatedly, however,  he  would  jerk  his  sword  across  the  stem  of  some 
wheathead,  grown  higher  than  the  others.  Several  times  the  Prime 
Minister  asked: — "Has  your  Majesty  no  wishes  herein?  Always  the 
King  remained  silent.  Finally  the  Prime  Minister  noticed  his  sarcastic 
smile.  THEN  HE  GRASPED  THAT  THE  KING  WAS  SUGGESTING 
A  STRATEGY  OF  ELIMINATING  EUGENICALLY-HIGHPOW- 
ERED  LEADERS. 

Above  unfortunately  always  was  characteristic  of  Absolutism.  It 
is  a  strategy  tragically  expanded  under  modern  totalitarianism.  Who 
can  estimate,  for  example,  the  cost  to  all  mankind,  of  Bolshevik  and 
Soviet  elimination  of  such  leadership  types  as  the  extermination  of  3 
million  Kulaks.  Even  their  women  and  children  died  on  the  cruel 
winter  marches  to  Siberia.  Who  can  estimate  the  loss  of  even  one 
leader,  as  came  in  the  elimination  of  the  brilliant  genetecist  Vavilov  ?*

These  pear  trees  are  all  that  remain  of  what  once  was  an  efficient  farm- 
stead. Such  homes  in  the  Californian  hill  country,  in  the  decades  following  the 

Gold  Rush,  yielded  an  in- 
come sufficient  to  raise 
families  of  6,  12,  even  14 
children.  The  Covered 
Wagon  people  often  came 
from  wooded,  rolling  lands 
East  of  the  Mississippi. 
They  naturally  turned  to 
the  piedmonts  of  the  Sier- 
ras and  of  the  Coast 
Range.  They  avoided  the 
intense  August  heat  of  the 
flat  Central  Valley  floor. 
Now,  of  these  farmsteads, 
often  there  remains  only 
a  stone  fireplace,  or  a  few 
pear  trees. 


XVIL  TURKEY'S  NEW  NATIONALISM 

The  urge  to  purge  the  Turkish  population  mass  of  all  alien  minori- 
ties found  realization  in  the  1925  "Exchange  of  Populations".  Your 
editor  lived  in  Constantinople  at  that  time.  Afterwards  he  moved  to 
Athens.  He  traveled  on  the  refugee  ships.  Thus  he  witnessed  the  de- 
pressing scenes  of  families  torn  by  the  roots  from  areas  where  their 
ancestors  had  lived  for  generations.  Turkey  has  always  had  a  sizeable 
Greek,  also  an  Armenian  minority.  It  was  to  the  everlasting  credit  of 
the  Greek  nation  it  took  these  strangers  to  its  bosom. 

Greece  already  was  painfully  ovei-populated.  Yet  it  found  room  for 
nearly  25  percent  increase  against  a  fixed  number  of  acres  of  food 
producing  land.  As  to  the  Armenians,  the  Turks  were  calloused  because 
of  repeated  massacres  under  the  Sultanate.  Many  Armenians  found 
refuge  in  French-mandated  Grand  Leban,  where  j'our  editor  also  lived 
for  some  time. 

All  these  enforced  deportations  seemed  terrible.  When  one,  how- 
ever, witnesses  this  capital  operation  to  obtain  homogeneity,  when 
one  hears  the  stories  of  outbursts  of  intense  nationalism  in  Turkey  at 
the  present  time,  must  not  one  feel  that,  like  successful  surgery,  the 
operation  may  have  been  worth  all  it  cost  ?  The  unprecedented  advance 
of  Turkey  along  many  lines  in  the  last  quarter  century  has  been  almost 
meteoric.  At  the  present  writing,  U.S.A.  has  reason  to  be  extremely 
grateful  that  Turkey,  the  land  under  the  Crescent  Flag,  having  ejected 
her  always-troublesome  minorities,  today  has  the  courage  to  daunt- 
lessly  resist  the  powerful  Soviet  government.  At  present  our  country 
has  apparently  recognized  the  full  significance  of  this.  As  this  is 
written  we  are  said  to  be  giving  some  substantial  aid  to  help  the  valiant 
Turks.

The  stones  of  Scotland  have  long  held  place  in  history.  As  this  is  written  there 
is  much  newspaper  discussion  about  the  theft,  (presumably  by  Scot  Nationalists) 
of  the  Stone  of  Scone.  This,  from  the  Coronation  Chair  at  Westminster  Abbey. 
Your  editor  will  never  forget  his  first  visit  to  Oban.  Nearby  is  Dunstaffnage 
Castle.  It  was  custodian  of  the  "Stone  of  Destiny"  until  842.  Then  it  was  removed 
to  Scone  .  .  .  The  short  stature  of  the  infantry  was  noticeable  at  Oban.  Came  the 
answer:  "The  tall  Scots  died  at  Waterloo,  at  Sebastopol,  at  Lucknow,  at  Lady- 
smith,  in  the  jungles  of  Burma  and  on  the  sands  of  the  Sudan."  This  Scot  from 
his  drizzle-shedding  shawl,  said:  "THERE'S  NO  ELIMINATOR  OF  THE  BEST 
AS  EFFECTIVE  AS  WAR. 


XVm.  ROBERTS  COLLEGE 

The  idealistic  investment  of  American  Protestant  Mission  Board 
funds,  and  of  Protestant  church  members,  in  Roberts  College  at  Con- 
stantinople has  paid  enormous  vspiritual  dividends  to  the  American  peo- 
ple in  the  years  following  World  War  L  The  presence  of  the  American 
faculty  in  Turkey  has  had  a  leavening  effect  that  will  not  be  lost.  As 
in  other  parts  of  the  world,  the  influence  of  men  with  spiritual  vision, 
who  had  an  inheritance  of  generations  steeped  in  what  we  call  "Democ- 
racy", or  "Republicanism",  challenged  the  thoughts  of  their  students. 

One  who  has  lived  in  Constantinople  cannot  help  but  feel  that  the 
final  breakdown  of  the  oppression  possible  by  that  extreme  despotism, 
the  union  of  church  and  state  as  seen  under  Sultan  Abdul  Hamid,  was 
largely  the  result  of  the  influence  of  American  educators  at  Roberts 
College.  There  is  a  period  in  life,  (in  late  adolescence  and  early  man- 
hood), in  which  one  enjoys  fighting  for  an  ideal.  One  then  enters 
almost  any  kind  of  a  fight  that  promises  excitement.  The  hoisting  of 
a  cow,  for  example,  to  the  tower  of  a  college  campanile,  necessarily 
done  "in  the  wee  sma'  hours"  is  an  outlet  for  the  superabundant  energy 
characteristic  of  that  part  of  one's  lifetime.  There  also  was  a  certain 
amount  of  danger  in  conflict  with  Authority  that  was  necessary  for 
the  successful  launching  of  the  Young  Turk  Movement. 

Following  malaria  control  in  Ceylon  came  a  decrease  in  the  maternal  mortality  from  15.5  to  10.6 
per  thousand  live  births,  and  in  infant  mortality  from  IH  per  thousand  in  1946  to  101  per  thousand 
in  1947.

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"EGALITIE"  PHILOSOPHY  BROUGHT  VAVILOV'S  LIQUIDATION 

Note  sugarpine  beside  yellowpine.  Each  grew  from  its  pinenut.  One,  however, 
became  a  3-needled  yellowpine,  one  a  5-needled  sugarpine.  Blister  rust  can  destroy 
sugarpine.  Yellowpine  is  immune.  Note  both  conspicuous  variations  between  2  pine 
family  members. 

Soviet  philosophy  insists  both  are  equal.  Should  they  then  not  both  be  3- 
needled?  or  both  5-needled?  Communism's  essence  is  the  French  Revolution's 
Egalitie  philosophy.  One  saw  it  carried  to  a  final  conclusion  on  plantations  in  Mar- 
tinique, in  Haiti.  These  once  fertile  lands  now  have  been  abandoned  to  jungle. 
After  French  plantation  owners  were  massacred,  ability  to  produce  ended.  Lead- 
ership was  extinct. 

VAVILOV,  perhaps  the  world's  most  brilliant  geneticist,  also  was  liquidated. 
This  occurred,  not  in  the  Caribbean,  but  in  Russia.  His  death  was  ordered  because 
he  was  firm  in  refusing  to  accept  the  Soviet's  unbiological,  egalitarian  philosophy.

Though  it  was  when  one  was  disi 
tracted  by  no  telephone,  no  radio,  no  jazz,  no  railroading,  no  airplaning,  Madame 
Sevigne,  worn  out  by  the  strain  of  Court  Life,  just  had  to  escape  to  her  Chateau 
in  Brittany,  where  she  could  relax.  This,  under  the  soothing  breezes  in  the  beech 
woods,  the  song  of  the  nightingale,  the  rhythmic  sound  of  waves  on  the  granite 
beaches,  the  quiet  gossip  with  Breton  peasants,  whose  lives  flowed  on  like  deep 
rivers  in  the  woodland,  she  found  restoring  peace.*

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TREES  ALSO  HAVE  FRONTIER 

STRUGGLES 
The  ancient  Greeks  made  Gods  of  their 
Winds.  They  knew  their  overwhelming  pow- 
er. Above  photograph  shows  how  a  tree 
must  fight  on  its  frontier.  This  wind-blasted 
juniper  is  still  alive.  It  has  persisted  thru 
half  a  millenium  at  its  frontier  station.  Note 
the  mountain  whose  summit  is  exactly  be- 
hind said  juniper.  Its  left  slope  is  toward 
the  prevailing  winter  gales;  hence  is  tree- 
less. The  sheltered  right  slope  is  forested. 

Even  windblasted  trees  can  make  seed. 
19/20th  of  the  tree  in  the  foreground  was 
wind-killed.  Yet  this  pioneer  on  the  frontier 
produces  so  much  seed  that,  were  food  avail- 
able, its  yearly  crop  would  sprout  1,000 
seedlings.  Here  is  another  example  out  of 
possible  comeback.  It  parallels  the  egret, 
the  pronghorn  antelope.  Our  pioneers,  over 
10  generations,  daily  faced  hardships  during 
a  period  equalling  half  the  life  of  above 
juniper.  Our  Covered  Wagon  folk,  for  ex- 
ample, had  to  brace  redskins,  famine,  the 
cholera.  Here  indeed  was  "Survival  of  Fit- 
test." 


XIX.  A  ROMAN  ROAD'S  MILESTONE 

Walking  along  a  French  road,  your  editor  once  saw  a  recently- 
excavated  Roman  milestone.  Its  inscription  had  23  words.  Into  the 
first  word  was  concentrated  that  milestone's  only  real  message:  "XXI" 
Same  recorded  the  mileage  to  the  next  Roman  colony.  The  other  22 
words  were  devoted  to  adulation  of  a  most  unimportant  Caesar.  That 
now  completely-forgotten  Roman  Emperor  then  was  a  demigod,  a 
Mussolini  of  toadying  Romans. 

The  only  cure  for  dictatorship  is  an  independent-thinking,  not  a 
blindly-following  citizenry.  An  independent-thinking  citizenry  means 
a  reasonable  percentage  of  the  intelligent.  That  is  why  our  use  of  the 
word  "demo-cracy"  is  unfortunate,  for  the  Greek  root,  "demos"  really 
came  to  mean  more  nearly  the  rule  of  the  UNTHINKING  mob,  in  lieu 
of  the  best.  Unfortunately  American's  Intelligentsia  is  race-suiciding 
while  our  morons  UNTHINKINGLY  multiply  like  rabbits.

The  Druse 
rebellion,  in  the  French-man- 
dated State  of  the  Grand  Leb- 
an,  was  based  largely  on  the 
injection  of  coolies  from  Indo- 
China  where  the  wage  stan- 
dard was  4  cents  a  day,  com- 
pared with  the  Lebanese  wage 
of  40  cents. 

In  Havana,  one  heard  stories 
that  there  was  a  regular  smug- 
gling ring.  It  charged  $1,000 
a  head  to  land  an  alien  in  the 
United  States.  If  one  could 
only  pay  $500,  that  amount 
grumblingly  was  accepted.  One 
was  told  in  Havana  that  the 
method  of  smuggling  was  to 
have  the  alien  lie  prone  at  the 
bottom  of  a  powerboat.

The  jokesmiths  declare  Communist

These  include  wood- 
peckers, also  burrowing 
owls,  kingfishers,  and,  in 
the  tropics,  parrots.  On 
the  other  hand,  birds  with 
exposed  nests  have  camou- 
flaged eggs. 

Egg  color  is  a  fascinat- 
ing study.  Chemists  have 
isolated  the  pigments: 
oorhodeme,  oocyanin,  oox- 
a  n  t  h  i  n  e  ,  lichenanthine. 
These  color  the  eggshells 
redbrown,  blue  or  yellow- 
ish. 

This  drama  of  mate- 
selection,  of  nest-building, 
of  eggs  and  young,  of  ex- 
cess reproduction  resulting 
in  population  pressure,  of 
consequent  radiation  into 
adjoining  areas,  of  result- 
ant struggle,  parallels  hu- 
nan  mating  and  reproduction.  It  is,  therefore,  always  absorbing  to  students  of 
Higenics.

"In  1914,  We-2  went  to  Gothenborg,  Sweden,  to  study  the  Bolag.  The 
Dry  Movement  then  was  entering  a  new  phase.  This  eventually  culminated  in 
'nactment  of  the  18th  Amendment.  We,  in  1914,  had  honest  doubts  as  to  the  pro- 
josed  strategy.  Was  Sv/eden's  method  wiser  than  ours?" 

Your  editor  tried  to  buy  a  drink  of  Brannvin  in  Gothenborg.  The  hotel's 
leadporter,  bellboys,  none  could  find  a  drink  station.  An  English-speaking  sailor, 
lowever,  knew  the  way.  The  Bolag  room  was  served  by  an  attractive  young  girl. 
?he  tried  to  talk  us  into  drinking  tea,  coffee,  chocolate.  Not  succeeding,  we  were 
allowed  to  pass  into  the  backroom.  Here  a  most  unattractive  spinster  took  our 
jrders.  Walls  were  ornamented  with  pictures  contrasting,  in  impressive  colora- 
tion, a  non-drinker's  liver,  an  alcoholic's. 

In  this  dismal  atmosphere,  we  could  have  a  glass  of  Brannvin,  provided 
we  each  first  ate  a  meal.  We  ate  that  meal.  The  sailor  gulped  his  Brannvin, 
also  your  editor's.  Then  we  called  for  a  second  round.  The  limit,  however,  was  1 
glass  each.  For  another  glass,  we  must  go  to  the  next  station,  6  blocks  distant. 
There  we  each  would  have  again  to  eat  another  meal  before  drinking.

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"THERE'S  A  LIMIT"  I 

Northern  Hemisphere  conifers  are  evolved  to  shed  snow-weight.  The  elasticity 
of  a  250  foot  siigarpine  in  a  Sierran  sale  is  almost  unbelievable.  Young  trees, 
however,  have  a  limit.  Beyond  this  there  is  no  rebound.  The  King's  Canyon  Na- 
tional Park  pine  in  our 
picture  is  an  example 
thereof.  Still  is  alive, 
growing;  it  never,  how- 
ever, can  become  a  lumber 
tree. 

There  is  a  certain  limit, 
too,  beyond  which  human 
population  do  not  rebound. 
Mankind  lost  for  all  time, 
the  prec'ous  genes  which 
were  the  basis  of  Athens' 
Golden  Age.  As  long  as 
marriage  was  restricted  to 
those  of  approximately 
equal  I.Q.,  Ancient  Greece 
was  superb.  When,  how- 
ever, daughters  were  trad- 
ed for  wealth,  Greek  civili- 
zation withered.  Again  the  lines  of  Horace: 

"Noble  descent  and  worth,  unless  united  with  wealth  are  esteemed  no 
more  than  seaweed."  (manure). 


XXI.  DARWIN  AND  AFTER 

Ever  since  the  "Descent  of  Man"  was  published,  there  has  been 
sharp,  and  unnecessary,  conflict  between  Environmentalists  and  Hered- 
itarians.  Take  for  example  this  one,  credited  to  the  Mueller  Record: 
Teacher — "Bobbie,  your  composition  is  the  worst  in  the  class.  I'm 
going  to  send  your  father  a  note  telling  him  about  it."  Bobbie — "You'll 
just  make  him  sore.  He  wrote  it." 

Perhaps  Bobbie  inherited  dullness  from  both  Dad  and  Mother. 
With  a  double  dose,  he  may  have  fallen  back  on  his  ancestor  for  help. 
Or,  he  may  have  lazily  yielded  to  his  environment's  possibilities.  In 
either  case,  the  basis  for  the  usual  quarrel  is  present. 

One  regrets  that  there  is  not  more  cooperation  therein.  For  nearly 
a  century  their  bickerings  have  been  as  unprofitable  as  those  of  med- 
iaeval theologians.  Do  you  recall  the  dispute  as  to  how  many  angels 
could  stand  on  a  needle  point?  If  only  hereditarian  and  environmental- 
ist could  pull  together,  instead  of  in  opposite  directions,  what  could 
not  be  accomplished?  During  that  century  of  dispute  came  near- 
extinction  of  precious  stock.  What  Mother  Nature  had  taken  a  million 
years  to  create,  excessive  birth  control  of  our  intellectuals  almost 
destroyed  in  a  few  decades.  It  was  like  a  giant  Sequoia,  2,000  years 
old,  being  felled,  in  one  hour,  by  the  lumberman's  modern  machine  saw.

Where,  in  all  U.S.A.'s  culture,  is  there  a  more  remarkable  example  of  eugenic 
leadership  than  in  our  forest  conservation?  Read  "Forestry's  First  Fifty  Years"  by 
Forester  Henry  deeper  in  Scientific  Monthly  (12/'50).  Note  how  it  developed 
under  the  tutelage  of  so  few  thej'  could  be  counted  on  one's  fingers: — J.  Sterling 
Morton,  (founder  of  Arbor  Day),  H.  S.  Graves,  Gifford  Pinchot.  It  was  the  latter 
upon  whose  suggestion  your  editor  went  to  Korea,  also  North  China,  to  study 
complete  deforestration.  Just  before  the  turn  of  the  century,  our  government  had 
a  Forestry  staff  of  only  11.  


"We  arc  in  urgent  need  of  facing  the  reality  that  the  habitable  globe  is  peopled  by  a  number 
of  different  kinds  of  human  beings.  It  makes  no  difference  whether  we  call  these  groups  "races"  or 
by  some  other  name."  (Journal  of  Heredity,  9/' 13.) 
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MARKET  IN  CEYLON 

Ceylon's  coastal  plain  grows  citronella  grass.  It  yields  an  essential  perfume 
oil.  Same  was  basis  of  highly-odorous  pink,  also  green  soaps  in  U.S.A.'s  yester- 
year's hostels.  This  was  when  the  tariff  was  $1  for  "3  squares  and  lodgings."  Each 
meal  cost  25c,  another  "two  bits"  for  the  room. 

Curiously,  out  in  Ceylon,  it  was  discovered  certain  citronella  plants  yielded 
much  oil.  Others  gave  but  little.  At  Peredeniya  Royal  Botanical  Garden  Experi- 
ment Station,  citronella  grasses  were  tested.  Those  high  in  perfume-oil  were 
isolated  from  the  near-barren  types.  Thus  seed  strains  could  be  improved. 

Where  dollars,  francs,  rupees  are  involved,  Man  thus  resorts  to  genetics. 
FOR  PROFIT,  WE  IMPROVE  EVEN  CHEAP  SOAP-PERFUME  PLANTS,  WE 
STILL  NEGLECT  HUMAN  GENETICS.

We-2  attended  three  unsurpassed  Wagner  concerts  within  one 
day  at  Bad  Kissingen.  One  concert 
was  given  in  the  forenoon,  one  in 
the  afternoon,  one  in  the  evening. 
This  was  in  addition  to  the  Musi- 
cale  between  6  A.M.  and  7  A.M. 
The  Kurgarten  then  was  filled 
with  strollers  sipping  their  pre- 
breakfast  spring  water  thru  the 
glass  tubes. 

With  miraculous  cures  witnessed 
at  many  of  overseas  spas,  your 
editor  believes  it  would  be  a  good 
investment  by  our  government  to 
send  a  commission  to  Europe  to 
study  them.  This  should  include 
doctors  and  hotel  or  resort  man- 
agers. 

The  value  to  Mankind  of  the  Researchist  is  seen  in  the  possibilities  of  reliev- 
ing human  suffering  thru  the  introduction  into  California,  for  example,  of  the 
remarkable  spa  technique  of  Europe.  This  is  something  your  editor  hopes  to  see 
accomplished  along  the  lines  of  his  work  in  directions  such  as  the  beginnings  of 
T.B.  control,  of  the  V.D.  control,  and  the  control  of  certain  mental  diseases  thru 
Negative  eugenics.  Much  of  this  centered  at  his  office  a  half  century  ago. 


XXII.  ARE  WE  UNITEDSTATEIANS? 

In  Costa  Rica  one  finds  people  calling  themselves  "Americans". 
Many  of  them  are  of  pure  descent.  They  insist  they  are  not  mestizo, 
and  have  kept  their  blood  pure.  This  is  true  of  groups  in  certain  South 
American  cities,  such  as  Ariquipa  in  Peru.  These  people  claim  the  same 
right  to  the  designation  "Americans"  as  those  from  the  Colossus  of 
the  North.  Some  of  them  even  assert,  complainingly,  "you  Norte- 
Americanos  grab  everything  else.  Now  you  even  want  to  grab  our 
name  'American'  from  us."  These  Ariquipians  regard  with  profound 
contempt  the  Amerinds.  They  even  treat  them  cruelly,  while  saying, 
"nothing  can  be  cruel  toward  an  Indio." 

In  the  Argentine  there  is  a  cleft  between  the  older  Spanish-Argen- 
tines and  the  newer  Italo-Argentines.  These  latter  resent  our  term 
"Spanish-Americans",  want  to  be  called  just  Americans.  They  are 
rather  intense  in  this  feeling.  Some  insist  that  they  should  drop  the 
terms  Spanish-Argentine  and  Spanish-American,  also  Italo-Argentine 
and  Italian- Americans  and  call  themselves  just  plain  Americans,

This,  because  it  is  represented  today 
by  thousands  upon  thousands  of  crosses  in  Military  Cemeteries  in  Belgium  and 
France. 

The  monumental  and  classic  work  of  Artist-Naturalist  Thayer  should  be 
read  by  every  student  in 
biology.  He  alone  finally 
forced  the  armies  of  the 
world  to  abandon  brilliant, 
female-  attracting  uni- 
forms, (such  as  Britain's 
redcoats).  Substitutes 
therefor  were  lifesaving 
camouflage  ones  (such  as 
our  khaki,  Germany's  field 
gray,  France's  horizon- 
blue). 

Nature  always  works  to- 
ward Survival  of  the  Fit- 
test (as  with  camouflage). 
France  collapsed  (1940) 
thru  reversal  of  a  natural  trend.  This  was: — excessive  birth  control  which  France 
had  practiced  since  1790.  U.S.A. 's  women  college  graduates  yield  a  tragically  low 
birthrate.

Note  that  France,  reservoir  of  world  wisdom  over  several  centuries,  does 
not  agree  with  U.S.A.  Hyphenates  that  "Race"  is  tabu.  Note  also  the  90  plus 
30  centimes  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner.  "Thereby  hangs  a  tale:  France  was 

the  first  European  nation 
whose  birthrate  curve 
dropped  below  the  reproduc- 
tion line.  Your  editor  was  in 
Paris  when  League  of  Na- 
tions Population  office  an- 
nounced same.  We-2  for  years 
had  been  working  on  this 
French  problem.  We  had  tried 
to  awaken  public  opinion  as 
to  military  menace  involved. 
Frenchmen  had  only  deaf 
ears.  Once  the  light  flashed 
from  Geneva,  however,  there 
was  hysteria  from  Picardy, 
Normandy  to  the  Pyrenees. 
This  was  just  before  World  War  II  broke.  Despite  the  desperate  military  situa- 
tion, the  authorities  paused  to  rush  the  "Code-de-la  Famille"  to  enactment.  Your 
editor  made,  what  probably  was  the  first  English  translation.

Hated  War"  in  the  12/'50  number  of  Reader's  Digest  and  Foreign  Service  11/50. 
Do  we  not  need  at  least  a  replacement  birthrate  of  this  leadership  type?  Here 
was  a  man  who,  single-handed,  "killed  more  than  20  enemy  soldiers  and  captured 
132  others — an  entire  machine-gun  battalion".  Notice  how  such  a  birthrate  would 
multiply  the  number  of  desirables.  If  all  live,  his  six  children  at  the  same  rate 
would  have  36  grandchildren,  216  greatgrandchildren,  1,296  greatgreatgrandchil- 
dren.

Canada  has 
some  20  exp  rts,  plus  a  summer  staff  of  25  student  assistants.  These  conduct  research  on  FOREST 
INSECTS  GENETICS  .  .  .  (Thus  insects,  .  .  .  When  humans?) 
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DINING  WITHOUT  CHAIRS 


Is  dining  on  mats  a  survival  from  nomadic  tent  life?  Or  is  its  basis  a  paucity 
of  trees  for  furniture  wood?  In  any  event  a  pilau  of  rice,  raisins,  and  pinenuts 
is  hunger-appeasing.  This,  unless  it  has  gone  a-swimming  in  the  grease  of  a  fat- 
tail  sheep.  Then  an  Occidental  finds  it  as  unpalatable  as  the  rancid  olive  oil  that 
Caesar  gulped  down  that  he  might  be  a  good  guest. 

It  was  at  just  such  meals  as  above,  also  those  in  the  kaffeneons,  as  the  Greeks 
call  the  coffeehouses,  that  the  Khoja  tales  were  related.  Thus  was  developed  what, 
worldwide,  was  known,  in  World  War  II,  as  "The  Underground".  (See  story  of 
Turkey  thru  a  Eugenist's  eyes  in  this  number  of  Eugenics  Pamphlet.)

(T'ai  Po  Shing). 

Li  could  read  at  6.  He  had  mastered  The  Classics  at  10.  HE  PREACHED 
CONSERVATION  IN  THE  EARLY  700s.  Li  T'ai  Po  fascinates  eugenists  because, 
in  China,  a  whole  village  contributes  its  square-holed  "cash"  for  a  highpowered 
boy  that  (a)  his  education  as  a  scholar  might  bring  renown  to  his  birthplace 
(b)  he  might  marry  early  and  have  scholarly  sons.  Read  Dr.  Hart's  "Garden  of 
Peonies".  It  is  a  collection  of  translations  of  Chinese  verse.  The  book  gives  a 
succession  of  glimpses  into  the  folkways  of  a  race  that,  for  centuries,  has  ad- 
vanced eugenically. 


Mammals  and  terrestrial  birds  in  desert  regions  are  often  cryptically  colored: — blackish  on  lava, 
whitish  on  white  sand.  Several  subspecies  of  pale  lizards  are  known  from  the  White  Sands  of  New 
Mexico.  (Comments  on  Evolutionary  Literature  by  Ernst  Mayr  in  "Evolution",  3/26/'51.) 
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(Note:  This  is  the  second  number  of  Eugenics  Pamphlets  to  be  devoted  to  the 
ecology  of  that  type  of  environment  in  California's  Upper  Sonoran  Life 
Zone  known  as  "The  Elfin  Forest".)

This  is  what  the  Patrician  Roman  Strabo,  speaking  of  his  finding  same  on  the 
sun-drenched  South  slopes  of  the  rock  desert  facing  the  main  Sahara  called 
"SPOTTED  LIKE  A  LEOPARD'S  HIDE".  It  is  a  biological  parallel  to  a  stupen- 
dous concept  about  humans,  i.e.  POPULATION  SATURATION.  Of  this  men  gen- 
erally, despite  the  decades  since  Maithus,  are  just  beginning  to  become  conscious. 
Eugenists  welcome  this  awakening  as  THE  opportunity  to  really  commence  im- 
proving humans,  of  which  we  now  have  an  ample  supply,  by  adding  ARTIFICIAL 
SELECTION  to  DARWIN'S  NATURAL  SELECTION.  Can  this  not  parallel  our 
improvements  of  cows  or  carnations,  racehorses  or  roses,  even  poultry  or 
petunias?

I.  PENICILLIN,  CZAREVITCH,  LEOPARDSKIN 


"And  he  told  them  tales  of  the  Loup  garou, 
And  of  the  spider  shut  up  in  a  nutshell." 

An  impatient  reader  may  aslc:  "Is  there  anything  common  be- 
tween Eugenics  and  Elfin  Forest*  beyond  their  common  initial  'E'?" 
Is  all  this  as  fanciful  as  the  Loup  garou?  Is  there  any  more  to  this 
dreary,  sun  scorched,  semi-desert  Elfin  Forest  than  the  superstitious 
power  of  a  spider  shut  up  in  a  nutshell?" 

Your  editor's  some  70  years  in  Elfin  Forest,  (when  not  overseas) , 
has  convinced  him  this 
woodland  is  a  neglected  dia- 
mond reef  for  the  Eugenist. 
This  conviction  has  been 
made  "tres  pj-ofund",  as 
the  French  might  say,  by 
three  concepts.  These  may 
seem  as  far  apart  as  Baffin 
Land  and  Tierra  del  Fuego. 
Really  linked  together,  they 
are  (a)  Penicillin, 
(b)  Czarevitch,  (c)  Leop- 
ardshide. 

We  plant  no  totem  poles 
of  Raven  -  atop  -  Bear  -  atop 
Seal  at  our  front  doors  .  .  . 
We  load  no  long-dead, 
ghostly  Himalayan  deodar 
with  prayer  rags,  believing 
the  Windgods  will  carry 
our  petitions  to  Those 
Above.  We  string  no  blue 
beads  on  the  donkey  bridle 
to  avert  the  Evil  Eye.  We 
scoff  at  a  bandannaed  Jamaica  Mammy's  insisting  "Duppies"  live 
in  the  silkcotton  tree.  We  sneer  at  Elfin  Forest  fairies. 

BUT  are  we  really  so  superior?  We  DID  guillotine  Lavosier,  (who 
gave  us  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station).  We  DID  "liquidate 
Vavilov,  (who  had  enormously  increased  Russia's  food  supply.  We  did 
not  hang  the  disciple  of  Pasteur  who  first  experimented  with  penicil- 
lum  glaucum.  We  DID  deny  him,  however,  the  few  franc's  worth  of 
fuel  needed  to  continue  his  experimentation. 

We  likewise,  only  yesteryear,  were  somewhat  violently  intolerant 
of  those  who  dared  suggest  that  what  Pasteur  had  done  for  19th 
Century  Medicine  might  be  paralleled  in  our  20th  Century  by  research 
into  such  diseases  as  affected  the  Czarevitch.  This  very  year  there 
are  those  who  scoff  at  trying  to  learn  from  Elfin  Forests  "leopard- 
spotted"  areas.

GYPSY  MOTH,  UNDESIRABLE  ALIEN 

Gypsy  moth  caterpillars  were  imported 
to  U.S.A.  in  1869.  Importer  Trouvlot  put 
them  on  some  bushes  to  feed.  He  covered 
the  plants  with  a  cloth  to  prevent  escape. 
A  sudden  wind  blew  off  the  sheet.  The  cater- 
pillars escaped.  Trouvlot  asked  the  authori- 
ties for  .$100  to  collect  the  dangerous  pests 
from  overseas.  They  refused.  Before  two 
decades  had  passed,  Massachusetts  was 
spending  a  million  dollars  in  unsuccessful 
control  .  .  .  Today  the  Bay  State  has  sunk 
herein  over  $2.5,000,000.  Today  the  alien  pest 
is  being  fought  in  the  hope  of  preventing  it 
invading  the  Western  hardwood  forests.  The 
Federal  government  entered  the  struggle  in 
the  early  1900s. 

The  cost  of  having  admitted  undesirable 
alien  humans  has  cost  Americans  daily  so 
many  dollars  that  probably  few  realize  the 
heavy  expense.  Government  at  last  is  alert 
trying  to  bar  these  undesirables.  When  will 
the  American  taxpayers  awaken  to  the 
blunder  of  dysgenically  remaining  asleep  as 
to  undesirables  that  are  still  not  barred  by 
our  faulty  immigration  control? 
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11.  PENICILLIN 


The  Nazis'  Desert  Fox  was  spearheading  the  way  for  the  Saw- 
dust Caesar.  Latter  was  itching  to  reenter  in  triumph  the  ancient 
Roman  province  where  once  Cleopatra  vamped  a  real  Caesar.  One  of 
your  editor's  kin  there  stopped  a  German  bullet.  He  promptly  dropped 
back  into  his  foxhole,  used  his  first-aid  penicillin.  In  90  days  he  was 
back,  to  get  his  second  wound.  Penicillin  again  saved  his  life.  (One  has 
to  live  on  that  desert  to  grasp  how  poor  is  its  sanitation.) 

Working  in  France,  your  editor  heard  of  certain  experiments  with 
Penicillum  glaucum.  It  seems  Pasteur  grasped  that  Mankind  might  be 
made  happier  by  his  devoting  some  time  to  encouraging  young  re- 
searchists to  persist.  One  of  these  was  a  budding  scientist  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Brest.  It  was  in  the  1860's.  An  even  temperature  was  essen- 
tial for  this  experiment.  The  University  President  cut  off  the  gas  "to 
save  expense".  The  young  man  was  discouraged.  Pasteur  reminded 
the  student  that  he,  Pasteur,  also  had  had  Gethsemane.  One  suspects 
those  1860s'  studies  were  the  basis  of  the  20th  Century  penicillin  dis- 
covery. He  even  can  understand  how  the  thrifty  University  President 
could  be  impatient  with  one  studying  molds.  He  himself  met  with  crit- 
icism when  microscoping  Fungi,  ranking  higher  than  the  Moulds  in 
the  Plants'  Social  Register.

Some  years  ago,  the  story  circulated  of  the  Sweethearts,  Dinah  and  Mose,  at 
the  Zoo.  Plodding  Mose,  out  of  the  cotton  fields,  had  never  seen  a  zebra.  He 
asked  Dinah:  "Wot  am  dat?"  Dinah,  always  alert,  resourceful,  eager  to  show  her 
superior  brainpower,  retorted: — "Mose,  Fse  appalled  at  you'  ignorance.  Dat  am  a 
sports  model  mule"  .  .  .  The  awning-striping  of  the  zebra  may  seem  conspicuous 
coloring.   It  actually  is  confusing  coloration  and  protection  against  lion  attack. 

Biological  illiterates  in  high  places,  in  both  U.S.A.  and  Britain,  spurned  the 
devoted  work  of  artist-biologist  Thayer.  This  postponed  the  introduction  into  war- 
fare of  a  discovery  paralleling,  in  its  humanitarianism,  the  earlier  invention  of  the 
Red  Cross.  That  the  word  "camouflage"  is  French,  not  English,  evidences  such 
biological  illiteracy.  Thayer's  studies  of  the  striping  of  skunks,  the  water-reflec- 
tion patterns  of  mallard  ducks,  the  jungle  shading  of  peacocks,  even  the  mottling 
of  snakes  and  lizards — in  fact  of  moths  and  caterpillars — has  saved  untold 
thousands  of  battlefield  deaths. 
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III.  CZAREVITCH 


"He  stank  of  urine."  So  an  army  officer  described  to  your  editor 
his  rneeting  with  Rasputin.  In  civil  life  this  captain  was  an  honored 
physician.  The  strain  of  his  practice  was  broken  by  his  hobby  of  delv- 
ing into  history: — 

Then  came  his  assertion:  "IF  QUEEN  VICTORIA  HAD  NOT 
TRANSMITTED  TO  HER  DESCENDANTS  THE  HAEMOPHILIA 
DEFECT,  NEITHER  THE  SPANISH  NOR  THE  RUSSIAN  REVO- 
LUTIONS COULD  HAVE  OCCURRED." 

The  Spanish  Queen  was  known  to  be  a  haemophilia  carrier.  As  an 
Englishwoman,  she  was  cordially  hated  by  the  Spanish  court.  Its  mem- 
bers did  not  grasp  that  their  venom  would  be  so  powerful  it  could 
destroy  the  very  monarchy  upon  which  they  were  dependent.  The 
story  is  so  well  known,  repetition  here  would  be  boring. 

Above  officer  was  even  more  emphatic  about  the  Bolsheviki.  He 
declared  they  never  could  have  been  successful  had  it  not  been  for  the 
domination  of  the  Czarina's  mind  by  the  monk  Rasputin.  At  her  mar- 
riage to  the  Czar,  she  apparently  did  not  know  that  she,  (like  her 
kinswoman  the  Spanish  Queen),  was  a  haemophilia  carrier.  The  Czar 
wanted  a  male  heir.  Only  girl  babies  came.  When,  finally,  the  little 
Czarevitch  was  born,  it  soon  was  evident  he  was  a  "bleeder".  In  her 
agony,  because  of  this  weakling,  she  deeply  turned  to  religion  for 
spiritual  consolation.  Naturally  at  marriage  she  had  exchanged  her 
English  Protestantism  for  the  Greek  Orthodox  faith.  Her  chaplain 
was  the  scheming,  crafty,  absolutely  ruthless  Rasputin.  The  whole 
court  came  to  grasp  Czarist  power  was  being  termited.  Instead  of 
Reform,  there  came,  however,  German-planned  Bolshevism. 


EVENING  PRIMROSE  .  .  . 
AND  "BLUEBELLY"  LIZARD 

On  a  gravelly  Elfin  Forest* 
firebreak  there  grows  a  dwarf 
evening  primrose.  It  is  so  small 
one  can  place  4  plants  (each  with 
its  single  but  perfect  flower)  side 
bj'  side  on  one's  thumbnaill  Such 
size-reduction  is  one  way  of  sur- 
vival, as,  among  the  feathered 
folk,  the  hummingbird. 

Another  example  of  size-reduc- 
tion's survival  value  is  the  lizard 
whose  folkname  is  the  Swift.  The  Western  Swift,  (Sceloporus)  stimulates  wonder. 
Males  have,  on  the  abdomen,  an  area  of  bright  blue  scales.  Now  these  tiny  lizard's 
ARE  reptiles.  Timid,  darting  to  rock  crevice  shelter  whenever  alarmed,  they  are, 
nevertheless,  reptiles.  They  belong  to  the  same  great  group  as  the  unicorned 
tricerotops,  the  heavily-armored  stegosaurus,  the  Hitler-like  tyrannosaurus, 
also  that  greatest  ever  of  animal  bulks,  the  30-ton  brontosaurus  or  thunder  lizard. 
Gigantic  bulk,  heavy  armor,  best  of  offensive  weapons — none  of  these  prevented 
extinction.  The  tiny  swifts  survived.  (With  the  latter's  beautiful  blue  abdominal 
scales,  one  wonders  if  the  great  dinosaurs  also  were  brightly  colored.) 

THE  EUGENIST,  INTERESTED  IN  CONSERVING  INTELLECTUALS, 
CANNOT  HELP  AN  "I-TOLD-YOU-SO".

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IV.  LEOPARD'S  HIDE 


It  was  a  Roman  Patrician  intellectual  who  early  noticed  plant- 
spacing  in  a  Land  of  Little  Rain.  Describing  its  vegetation,  he  com- 
pared the  spaced  chaparral  to  "the  spots  of  a  leopard's  hide".  Rome 
was  familiar  with  Africa's  fauna:  Elephants,  camels,  lions,  leopards 
ornamented  the  Roman  Triumphs,  were  common  in  the  Circus.  In 
fact,  the  lion  had  not  long  been  extinct  in  Italy.  An  Etruscan  vase  in 
your  editor's  collection  has,  as  its  4  handles,  4  crouching  lionesses.  It 
undoubtedly  was  made  at  a  time  when  its  artist  was  depicting  every- 
day life  about  him.  This,  just  as  a  Plains  Indian  would  paint  a  buffalo 
on  his  buckskin  tepee  or  a  Thlingit  would  carve  a  raven  on  his  totem. 

This  "leopard's  hide"  spacing  is  characteristic  of  all  Lands  of 
Little  Rain.  One  sees  it  in  myrtle  Maqui  of  Syria,  in  the  stunted 
eucalyptus  on  the  edge  of  the  Australian  Never-Never,  in  Utah's  sage- 
brush, in  the  creosote  bush  of  Palm  Springs,  in  the  ocotillas  of  Anza 
Desert  State  Park,  in  the  opunt"as  of  Arizona  Painted  Desert,  in  the 
sahuaros  of  the  Pima  country  and  in  the  cactus-like  euphorbias  of 
Somaliland — and,  always,  on  the  sundrenched  south  slopes  of  Cali- 
fornia's "Elfin  Forest".  Leopard's  hide  spotting  is  the  price  of  sur- 
vival in  an  environment  of  high  midsummer  temperatures,  plus  aridity, 
with  often  excessive  drainage. 


FORT  ROSS  BLOCKHOUSE  RUINS  IN  1906 

Ft.  Ross  ruins  illustrate  human  extinction  in  that  the  Russians  disappeared 
from  California  when  they  killed  all  its  sea  otters.  We  would  like  thus  to  lose 
Klamath  weed.  It  is  of  U.S.A.'s  "undesirable  immigrants".  One  researchist  de- 
clares the  only  feasible  method  is  to  check  it  when  it  first  appears.  CONTROL  OF 
LARGE  AREAS  OF  KLAMATH  WEED  IS  SLOW  AND  COSTLY.  Is  it  not  the 
same  way  with  humans?  Scarf  ace  Al  Capone  could  never  have  entered  U.S.A., 
had  we  had  immigration  control  such  as  long  was  suggested  by  the  Late  Dr.  H.  H.

V.  SUNWORSHIPPERS 

Sunworship  seems  older  than  History.  Much  of  the  veneration 
given  Osiris,  Baal,  Apollo  are  because  of  dominant  Sunpower.  The 
Elfin  Forest  represents  impact  of  that  Sunpower  in  unusual  ways, 
particularly  in  the  "leopard's  hide"  spotting-  created  by  high  sun 
temperatures.  The  climate  of  California  indeed  is  not  unlike  that  of 
Egypt,  of  Babylon,  of  Greece.  In  the  Golden  State  grow  luxuriantly 
the  fig,  the  olive,  the  vine.  At  the  Temple  of  Apollo  in  Delphi  the 
Priestess  of  the  Oracle,  before  attempting  prophecy,  chewed  the 
sacred  bay  and  drank  of  the  spring  of  Cassote.  The  nature  lover  in 
the  Elfin  Forest  also  finds  his  bay  laurel.  He  does  not  attempt  chewing 
same,  for  the  mere  crushing  of  its  leaves  gives  many  an  uncomfortable 
headache.  Of  springs  of  health-giving  water,  there  indeed  are  many. 
Yes,  the  Elfin  Forest  IS  favored  of  the  Sun  God. 

The  first  sunworshippers,  however,  were  wildflowers  of  the  sun- 
flower family,  the  Compositae.

The  tarweeds,  of  which  Grindelia  is  used  medicinally,  constitute  a  striking 
example  of  migration  into  a  niche.  Before  California  went  into  irrigated  alfalfa 
and  sugarbeets,  late  June  saw  the  Sacramento  Valley  floor  just  below  the  Elfin 
Forest,  burned  brown  by  sunheat.  For  weeks  thereafter  it  was  almost  as  much 
a  "Land  of  Little  Rain"  as  is  Death  Valley.  Your  editor  has  spent  summer  after 
summer  in  sleepingbag  trips  without  a  raindrop  from  Decoration  Day  until  almost 
Columbus  Day.  The  Spring's  poppies,  larkspurs,  baby-blue-eyes  long  since  had 
hectically  finished  seed  making,  had  withered  into  dust.  This  fiery  environment 
was  invaded  by  the  tarweeds.  These,  cooperating  with  disk  ray  flowers,  also  were 
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KAY  FLOWER,  DISK  FLOWER 


armored  with  plates  of  "tar".  Then  their 
foliage  was  reduced  as  conspicuously  as  the 
leaves  of  oxalis  and  other  shadelovers  are  re- 
raa:  I;ab!y  expanded.  The  tarweeds  thus  became 
ready  to  occupy  their  niche.  When  the  horned- 
lark  pants  behind  any  shade-affording  clod, 
the  tarweeds  flaunt  their  golden  banners. 
They  spread  honey  feasts  for  bees  and  beetles 
that  otherwise  would  starve  when  the  spring- 
flowers  had  been  blasted  into  powder.  If  Amer- 
icans only  could  come  to  understand  the  phil- 
osophy of  The  Niche,  they  might  better  be  pre- 
pared for  the  final  titanic  struggle  the  Occi- 
dent may  some  day  have  to  fight  with  the  over- 
populated  Orient.  A  deep  appreciation  of  what 
the  tarweeds  have  accomplished  might  save  our 
Living  Standard,  not  only  for  ourselves,  but  as 
an  example  for  all  mankind.  THE  TARWEEDg 
FIRST  OF  ALL  ARE  COMPOSITES.  THEY 
HAVE.  THEREFORE.  SUCCESSFULLY 
"LEARNED"  CONSTRUCTIVE  COOPERA- 
TION. More  than  this,  they  have,  in  an  evolu- 
tion that  seems  almost  intelligent,  solved  the 
problem  of  their  niche;  the  ability,  even,  in  a 
most  forbidding  environment,  to  gain  nourish- 
ment that  reproduction  can  follow.

State  Park  northward  to  the  Elfin  Forests  of  the  Upper  Sonoran  Life  Zone  of 
California's  Great  Central  Valley's  piedmonts. 


*  ChoUa  has  another  marvelous  adaptation  toward  Desert  survival.  Its  waist  is  wasplike  between  joints. 
Such  joints  easily  are  detached.  Your  editor  has  seen  a  coyote  carrying  a  joint  until  its  torn  skin  showed 
much  pus.  That  choUa  section  easily  could  have  been  transported  12  miles  from  its  parent.  Such  trans- 
portation is  another  of  Nature's  devices  for  evolution  upward.  A  cholla  joint  dropped  on  the  ground  at 
the  parent  plant's  base  might  get  little  wattr.  This,  because  of  above  described  extensive  root  system. 
Given  transportation,  however,  to  distant  terrain,  its  possibilities  of  survival  are  very  much  increased, 
because  of  the  chance  of  better  water  supply.

ELFIN  FOREST'S  GHOST  TOWNS* 


Butte  City  is  one  of  the  Ghost  Towns  in  the  Elfin  Forest.  It  was  named  for 
nearby  Jackson.  Butte.  "Butte"  is  cognate  with  "a-BUT-ment",  also  "BUT-ting 
in."  .lackson  Butte  is  a  hard-lava-eapped  little  mountain.  It  has  withstood  erosion 
thru  long  vistas  of  geologic  time,  while  the  surrounding  country  was  worn  down. 
Such  "buttes"  are  conspicuous  throughout  our  West. 

Butte  City  also  is  remembered  because  there,  astride  the  Mother  Lode,  was 
untangled  one  Gold  Belt  labor  problem.  San  Francisco,  Sacramento  had  solved 
laundry-labor  problems.  If  "no  catchee  ticket,  no  catchee  laundlee"  wash  could  go 
to  Canton  for  purification,  similar  cheap  coolie  labor  could  supply  Butte  City's 
building  stone.  The  materials  of  our  photo's  walls,  therefore,  were  quarried  in 
Kwantung,  Clipper-shipped  to  San  Francisco,  mulepacked  to  Butte  City. 

That  this  was  economically  possible  illustrates  the  difference  between  Asiatic 
and  American  living  standards. 

'  There  are  numerous  Gold  Belt  Ghost  Towtis,  distributed  thru  the  Sierran  Elfin  Forest.  These  include

VL  SUGAR-DADDY  DOLLARS 

In  the  interstices  between  the  shrubs  in  the  "leopard-spotted" 
Elfin  Forest,  one  finds  two  interesting  examples  of  parasitism.  One  is 
Pinedrops,  "black-sheep"  of  the  Heather  Family.  Pinedrops  was 
named  from  the  piney  woods.  It  is  equally  at  home,  however,  in  the 
Elfin  Forest.  One  may  see  it  growing  underneath  its  cousin,  the  man- 
zanita,  a  bushsized  heather.  It  is  more  anemic-looking  tlian  its  unblush- 
ing relative,  that  shameless  parasite,  the  snowplant.  It  is  rusty-yellow. 
Like  the  snowplant,  it  burglarizes  all  its  food  from  hardworking 
greenleaved  plants  that  labor  from  sunup  to  sundown  converting  solar 
energy  into  chlorophyll.  Pinedrops  has  become  so  indolent  it  will  no 
longer  even  grow  leaves.  These  are  reduced  to  mere  bracts.  It  still 
makes  abundant  seed.  Thus  it  is  not  quite  as  parasitic  as  chorus 
girls.  Their  birthrate  is  so  low  that  Eugenists  wonder  whether  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  glamour  is  being  bred  out  of  our  population.  "Sugar- 
daddy"  dollars  have,  for  these  beauties,  a  lure  more  powerful  than  the 
coo-ing  of  a  baby. 
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ONCE  A  PUEBLO 


"Short  days  ago  we  lived,  ' 
Saw  sunset  glow, 
'  Loved  and  were  loved. 

And  now  we  lie  in  Flanders' Fields!" 
("In  Flander's  Fields"^Colonel  McRae) 
Substitute  "some  centuries"  for  "short  days"  in  above,  also  "  'neath  South- 
west's  scoria",  for  "Flander's  Field"  and  one  has  described  above  pueblo  apart- 
ment. Here,  in  what  is  now  Grand  Canyon  National  Park,  folks  once  lived  and 
loved.  And  now,  like  the  "1st  100,000",  they  lie  as  lifeless  as  those  whose  blood 
reddened  Flander's  Fields. 

History,  even  pre-History,  seems  made  up  of  Extinctions  more  numerous  than 
the  33  datestones  that,  representing  the  "Beautiful  Names  of  Allah"  are  the  rosary 
of  the  Moslem.  Are  U.S.A.  intellectuals  trending  toward  eventual  extinction? 
Egypt,  Greece,  Rome — their  civilizations  collapsed  when  they  permitted  the 
breeding-out  of  their  leadership  types.  Are  YOU  doing  anything  to  reverse  the 
dysgenic  trend  of  the  collegiates  birthrate?  


VII.  BLANKET  VS.  EROSION 

In  observing-  the  muddy  runoff,  whenever,  in  areas  where  the 
Elfin  Forest  has  been  cleared  for  marginal-land  farming,  one  grasps 
how  human  erosion  can  as  effectually,  and  as  quietly  as  a  gentle  rain- 
fall, eliminate  the  Researchist  folk. 

We  have  only  too  few  with  inherited  brain  patterns  like  Jenner, 
discoverer  of  smallpox  vaccination — like  Noguchi,  who  first  found  the 
bacillus  of  bubonic  plague  (or  the  Black  Death)  "in  the  stomach  of 
a  flea." 

Regrettably,  nearly  all  groups  engaged  in  scientific  work  tend 
toward  extinction.  Perhaps  the  most  tragic  trend  in  American  life 
today  is  the  race-suiciding  of  those  of  creative  minds.  Lawyers,  sur- 
geons, engineers,  research  scientists — such  folk  all  tend,  as  a  rule, 
toward  extinction.  Families  whose  grandparents  had  6  to  9  children 
now  contain  2,  1,  0  offspring.  Meantime  morons  multiply  like  rabbits. 
Does  this  not  spell  decay  of  our  civilization  ?  

"War,"  says  General  Thomas  Holcomb,  commander  of  the  Marines,  World  War  II  "is  about  1/& 
body,  4/5  mind  and  spirit".  (Reader's  Digest,  1/44,  page  108.) 
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ELFIN  FOREST'S 
BANDTAIL  PIGEONS 

Our  bandtails  are  cous- 
ins to  Mississippi  Valley's 
extinct  passenger  pigeons. 
Latter  once  were  so  num- 
erous their  passing  flocks 
"blackened  the  sky".  Why 
also  is  the  sabertooth  ex- 
tinct? Why  have  the  giant 
dinosaurs  been  displaced 
by  the  lizards  we  call 
"swifts"  that  timidly 
speed  to  an  Elfin  Forest 
rock  crack?  This  Elfin 
Forest  has  answers  to  such 
questions  for  the  one  who 
learns  to  "read  a  trailside 
as  a  book".  Only  too  many 
miss  all  above.  In  Words- 
worth's lines: — 

A  primrose  on  the  rivers'  brim

AND  IT  WAS  NOTHING  MORE! 

If  we  can  raise  a  generation  biologically  literate,  we  will  have  a  different  type 
of  voter  in  matters  of  conservation...  And  we  can  save  billions  of  dollars  in  taxes! 

VIII.  "A"  PLUS  "B"  PLUS  "C"  EQUALS  WHAT? 

But  there  persists  still  the  question :  "What  has  the  Elfin  Forest 
to  do  with  Eugenics?"  Indeed  what  connection  between  Penicillin,  or 
the  Czarevitch,  or  even  a  spotted  leopard's  hide  to  do  with  breeding 
better  humans? 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  all  applied  science  has  been  possible 
because  of  first,  the  devoted  labor  of  generations  of  researchists. 
When  Mendel's  Law  was  discovered,  even  the  scientific  world  was  not 
ready  for  it.  Mendel  worked  with  peas.  Pasteur's  student  labored  with 
the  green  mould  on  bread. 

Today's  automobiling  is  possible  only  because,  some  decades  ago, 
a  researchist  extracted  tire  material  from  the  latex  of  a  rubber  tree. 
We  are  awakening  to  the  fact  that  there  are  other  possibilities  as 
great  as  rubber  milk.  U.S.A. 's  trans-Mississippi  has  a  "leopard's 
hide"  flora  of  over  1,000  species.  Such  has  as  yet  unknown  possibilities 
as  to  the  chemicals  it  has  had  to  evolve  survival  in  ever  increasing 
dessication.  Some  of  this  has  been  from  Rain-forest  to  Leopard-spot- 
ting. 

Your  editor,  some  years  ago,  offered  to  a  group  of  business  execu- 
tives a  substantial  check  to  "pump  prime"  the  inauguration  of  a 
Desert  Research  Laboratory.  This,  after  some  three  valuable  chemicals 
had  been  isolated  from  desert  plants  and  their  formulae  obtained 
toward  eventual  synthesis-manufacture.  His  appeal  fell  on  deaf  ears.

IX.  ELFIN  FOREST'S  D.B.R.  LESSON 
The  Elfin  Forest's  leopard-like  spotting  suggests  that  populations 
depend  upon  food  supply.  In  the  Elfin  Forest,  the  limit  is  the  rainfall 
necessary  to  dissolve  plantfood  salts.  Because  most  Elfin-Forest  is  on 
rather  steep  hillsides,  drainage  is  rapid.  Root  systems  must  quickly 
absorb  rain  for  storage.  Leaf  systems  need  reduction  of  size,  (as 
wedgeleaf  ceanthus), — or  leaf-dropping  (as  buckeye) — or  varnish, 
(as  yerba  santa), — or  resins  and  wax  (as  greasewood) — to  prevent 
excessive  respiration. 

Asiatics,  with  living  standards  at  an  opposite  pole  from  ours,  often 
have  but  2  meals  daily.  Your  editor  found  some  Chinese  ricegrowers 
who  dared  not  even  eat  the  rice  they  raised.  Its  sale  price,  invested  in 
the  cheaper  millet,  yielded  a  margin  covering  cost  of  a  few  primitive 
needs : — a  loin  cloth,  a  pellet  of  opium. 
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X.  ELFIN  FOREST'S 
BANDTAIL 
PIGEONS 

This  is  written  at  a 
rimrock  seat  in  the 
Elfin  Forest.  There 
dashes,  up-canyon,  a 
flock  of  bandtail  pig- 
eons. Despite  their 
speed,  wheeling  is  ac- 
complished as  fault- 
lessly as  with  yester- 
year's cavalry  mounts. 
One  here  senses 
LEADERSHIP.  As  to 
humans,  in  marked 
contrast  with  Hindu 
inefficiency  and  lack 
of  leaders  with  vi- 
sion, was  that  of  the 
■Japanese  who  came  to 
U.  S.  A.  between  1890  and  1910.  Many  such,  whom  Californians  some- 
times employed  as  houseboys,  were  of  the  old  Samuri  or  leadership 
families  of  Japan.  They  patriotically  accepted  menial  occupations  that 
they  might  observe,  from  the  very  inside  of  our  family  life,  the  origin 
of  the  "American  Know  How".  Elfin  Forest  flcra  seems  to  know  that 
coming  months  will  bring  midsummer  temperatures  up  to  115°  in  the 
shade.  Since  the  Upper  Sonoran  Zone  has  practically  no  rainfall  from 
May  until  October,  there  is  stern  necessity,  for  example,  for  the  buck- 
eyes to  conserve  moisture.  Consequently,  the  leaves  shrivel  and  die, 
leaving  a  not-disagreeable-looking  bush  of  silvery- white  bark.  (See 
photos.  Eugenics  Pamphlet  *75  pp.  5,  &  6.) 

Contrast  such  efficiency  with  the  reckless  spending  U.S.A.  has 
witnessed  the  last  2  decades.  The  people  of  Hindustan,  particularly, 
could  learn  much  if  they  would  include  in  their  philosophy  the  lesson  of 
the  efficiency-sacrifice  of  the  Elfin  Forest  buckeye.  Any  move  to 
correct  their  tragic  overpopulation  is  met  by  pessimistic  statements 
that  what  exists  cannot  be  changed.  Their  own  Commission,  composed 
of  native  Pundits,  declared  that  the  intolerable  conditions  there  can 
never  be  corrected.  Some  Babus  are  now  asserting  the  only  relief  is 
for  U.S.A.  to  support  permanently  their  still  further  increasing  over- 
population. 


EUGENIGRAM 

From  Revolt  Against  Civilization  by  Harvard's  Dr.  Lothrop  Stoddard  we 
further  quote: 

Let  us  now  consider  the  eufjenic  programme  itself.  The  problem  of  race 
betterment  consists  of  two  distinct  phases:  The  multiplication  of  superior  indi- 
viduals and  the  elimination  of  inferiors — in  other  words,  the  exact  reverse  of  what 
is  today  taking  place.  These  two  phases  of  race  betterment  clearly  require  totally 
different  methods.  The  multiplication  of  superiors  is  a  process  of  race  building; 
the  elimination  of  inferiors  is  a  process  of  race  cleansing.  These  processes  are 
termed  "Positive"  and  "Negative"  eugenics,  respectively,  (p.  244-245.) 


NEAR  "FIG-TREE  JOHN'S" 

Above  picture  shows  typical  spotting  in  the  des- 
ert west  of  Fig  Tree  John's.  At  this  old  station, 
where  the  trail  often  was  impassable  because  of  driv- 
ing sands,  there  was  a  sign: — "Next  water:  40 
miles".  We  reproduce  above  because  there  is  so 
much  in  common  between  the  "leopard's-hide-spot- 
ting"  of  the  Elfin  Forest  and  that  of  real  desert.

Of  the  4  oco- 
tillos  in  the  foreground,  the  center  2  had  deep  root  systems  that  inter- 
laced. There  was  room,  however,  for  the  more  shallow  root  systems  of 
the  little  perennials  growing  between. 


XI.  ELFIN  FOREST  HOMOGENEITY  & 
IMMIGRATION  CONTROL 

It  saddens  one  who  can  remember  Gold  Rush  Days  of  the  great 
Central  Valley  of  California  and  the  Elfin  Forest  of  its  surrounding 
piedmont.  One  sighs  to  note  how  our  native  California  wildflowers  are 
yielding  their  place  to  immigrant  weeds.  One  example  of  this  is  Clarkia. 
Its  masses  of  attractive  magenta  wildflowers  have  practically  disap- 
peared from  the  Sacramento  Valley  floor.  Another  genus  is  Nemo- 
philia,  with  3  species, — the  spotted,  the  dwarfflowered  and  the  charm- 
ing babyblue  eyes.  All  the  triad  already  is  extinct  over  considerable 
areas.  On  the  contrary,  foreign  weeds  multiply.  The  starthistle  is  now 
so  common  that,  in  one  of  the  Reclamation  Districts  in  which  your 
editor  has  several  ranches,  a  special  starthistle-extermination  tax  was 
levied. 

The  nasty  prickly  lettuce  is  another  Mediterranean  weed  that 
finds  California  climate  very  much  to  its  liking.  Yet  another  intruder 
is  the  Klamath  weed.  This  alone  is  destroying  more  and  more  Cali- 
fornia pasturage,  (as  our  prickly  pear  cactus  did  the  forage  of  the 
sheep  ranges  in  Australia).  An  example  of  this  Klamath  weed  spread 
in  the  Elfin  Forest: — On  a  highway  that  had  been  built  only  a  few 
years  previously,  your  editor  noticed  a  Klamath  Weed.  He  stopped  his 
car,  carefully  dug  up  the  plant,  put  it  in  a  paper  bag  for  later  burning. 
He  then  noticed,  down  the  side  of  the  cliff,  3  more  plants.  He  laborious- 
ly climbed  down  and  similarly  removed  these.  Ahead  of  him,  the  high- 
way held  a  succession  of  hairpin  curves.  A  few  hundred  feet  below  on 
the  switchbacks  he  found  fully  a  half  acre  of  Klamath  weed.  Nature's 
fecundity  had  been  at  work.  There  was  not  the  time  to  attempt  to 
uproot  that  mass  of  the  foreign  weed.  Its  contamination  will  probably 
spread  each  year.

DESERT'S  COLOR  RIOT 

Mass  bursting  into  bloom  of  herbaceous  annuals  is  seen  between  the  scattered 
bushes.  The  seeds  of  these  annuals  may  lie  dormant  for  10,  even  20  years.  Then 
comes  a  "cloudburst",  as  the  rare  torrential  rains  are  called  by  the  "Desert  Rats". 
The  consequent  riot  of  color  is  beyond  any  words  to  describe.  These  wildflowers 
have  shallow  roots.  There  is,  therefore,  a  "niche"  for  their  bloom  and  seeding 
between  the  surface  and  the  deeply  rooted  systems  of  the  Scrub.  Above  picture 
here  is  reproduced  because  there  is  much  in  common  between  the  "Leopard's- 
hide-spotting"  of  the  Elfin  Forest  and  that  on  real  desert. 


XII.  ANIMAL  COURAGE  IN  THE  ELFIN  FOREST 

"To  thine  ownself  be  true, 
Thou  cannot  then  be  false  to  any  man." 
(Shakespeare:  Hamlet) 

There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  Future  anywhere  in  the  Elfin  For- 
est. No  Hamlet  soliloquizes  "To  be  or  not  to  be".  From  arching  measur- 
ing worm  to  circling  redtail  hawk, — all  are  intent  on  the  moment's 
business.  And  what  is  that  business?  Zeilstrebigkeit!  One  sees  it  in 
various  manifestations : 

Father-love  is  seen  when  a  blackbird  dares  to  chase  a  golden 
eagle  away  from  its  nest.  This  he  does  by  brilliant  suddeness  of  attack, 
based  on  advantage  of  bulk.  Father-love  also  is  fascinatingly  illus- 
trated by  a  quail  cock.  He  stands  sentry  duty  atop  a  forest-fire-silvered 
buckeye.  From  this  post,  he  calls  contentedly  and  repeatedly: — "All's 
well".  Let,  however,  a  predator  come  into  sight.  He  then  sounds  the 
warning  cry.  Mother  and  young  instinctively  resort  to  the  confusion 
strategy  of  scatteration.  Father,  like  a  GI  fighting  a  rear  guard  action, 
may  have  to  make  the  supreme  sacrifice.  "Life  goes  on",  however, 
Mother  is  spared,  also  her  young.  The  latter  soon  will  be  ready  to 
"carry  on". 

Have  we  not  here  a  drama  which  should  make  us  thoughtful? 
Should  we  permit  conditions,  both  economic  and  spiritual,  to  exist 
which  force  the  pioneer  stock  of  America  into  race  suicide?  Do  we  not 
do  this  at  our  peril?  From  that  stock,  product  of  10  generations  of 
frontier  life,  has  come  practically  all  of  our  "American  Know  How".

BEAVERS  IN  ELFIN  FOREST  STREAMS 

Nearly  all  streams  draining  the  Elfin  Forests  once  had  beaver  populations. 
Jedediah  Smith's  party  regularly  cached  their  beaver  furs  before  they  were  massa- 
cred by  Redskins.  This  occurred  north  of  .ledediah  Smith  Redwoods  State  Park  on 
Smith  River.  That  total  beaver  extinction  came  is  another  example  of  ruthless 
exploitation  based  on  biological  illiteracy.  Has  not  Mankind  also  made  a  tragic 
mess  of  human  relations?  Since  1900,  we  have  seen  an  accelerated  number  of 
wars.  Can  we  not  see  more  cJearly  as  to  human  behavior  underlying  the  causes  of 
war  if  we  delve  into  comparative  biology.  Does  not  the  radiation,  under  popula- 
tion pressure,  of  beavers  as  into  Yosemite  National  Park  disclose  a  parallel  be- 
tween beavers  and  humans?  If  we  clearly  understood  the  urge  in  beaver  life, 
might  we  not  think  more  accurately  about  our  problems  of  Immigration  Control? 
Might  we  not  also  sense  the  danger,  in  our  land  of  highest  living  standards,  of 
"amending  to  death"  the  Immigration  Quota  Acts? 


XIIL  THOREAU'S  "SERMON  IN  THE  SKY" 

"We  do  not  look  up  enuf  to  the  sky" 
(Thoreau's  "Walden") 

The  sky  is  that  faded  desert-blue  peculiar  to  midsummer  in  the 
California  piedmont.  Willis  Polk,  master  architect  of  the  1915  Panama 
Pacific  Exposition,  once  said  of  an  oil  painting  in  your  editor's  collec- 
tion, "Williams,  earliest  pioneer  of  California  artists,  succeeded  in 
catching  that  blue.  None  of  his  pupils  since  could.  Only  in  some  Per- 
sian tiles  is  it  seen." 

The  sky,  as  this  is  written  in  a  bit  of  Elfin  Forest,  is  that  strange 
desert-blue.  It  is  as  if  t!ie  merciless  mid  August  sun  had  burned  out 
the  bright  cobalts  of  other  lands.  It  is  in  a  serpentine  belt  of  the  Inner 
Coast  Range.  That  not  the  littoral  is  fog  blanketed.  Bits  of  the  sea- 
wrack  drop  from  it  like  from  an  overused  blanket.  On  the  daily  soft 
Seabreeze  caused  by  the  overheated  Sacramento  Valley  Floor,  these 
cottony  bits  float  inland  thru  a  pass.  They  resemble  the  white-on-blue 
on  a  Wedgewood  vase  in  the  author's  collection.  One's  color  reaction  is 
profound.  One  remembers  above  words  of  Thoreau  ...  Do  we  look  to 
the  sky  enuf?  The  radio  tells  of  a  master  gangster  buying  college  ath- 
letes,— of  highly  organized  narcotic  rings  corrupting  teen-agers. 
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Pboi'j  Lointi'i)  oj  Natioiiid  Puik  Stir/ic  and  National  Park  Aiagaznit . 

"ARIZONA  CANARIES" 

The  photograph  of  the  3  burros  in  the  desert  tells  its  own  story.  Note  in  the 
first  place  the  spacing  of  the  desert  shrubs.  The  burro  in  the  center  foreground 
is  standing  between  2  clumps.  The  probability  is,  that  the  underneath  terrain 
which  supports  him  the  roots  from  these  2  clumps  interlace.  This  is  Nature's  way 
of  storing  water  in  the  rare  cloudbursts  that  come  in  the  desert  country.  The 
writer  has  seen  5  inches  of  rain  fall  within  one  hour  on  desert  that  had  averaged 
less  than  2  inches  per  j'ear  for  several  years.  The  adjustment  of  these  desert 
plants  insure  survival  amidst  such  heavy  but  infrequent  rainfall  is  one  of  the 
marvels  of  evolution  in  our  great  arid  Southwest. 


XIV.  GOLDEN  WOOLYLEAF  MAKES  ITS  BOW 

The  Elfin  Forest  offers  niches  between  its  "leopard-spotted" 
shrubs.  Such  terrain  gives  space  for  a  whole  series  of  herbaceous  wild- 
flowers.  Same  impress  one,  as  perhaps  no  other  biological  association 
does,  as  to  the  value  of  COOPERATION.  Once  this  lesson  is  learned, 
the  problem  of  elimination  of  War  from  human  affairs  will  be  solved. 

It  is  because  of  what  We-2  learned  from  Elfin  Forest's  sunflower* 
family  plants  that  we  devoted  many  years  to  the  Protestant  Church's 
ecumenical  movement.  This  substitution,  among  Protestantism's  mil- 
lions, of  cooperation  for  quarreling  is  hastening  the  final  solution  of 
that  complex  of  problems  sometimes  called  the  "ABOLITION  OF 
POVERTY." 

It  is  not  clear,  from  a  study  of  the  competition  between  plants, 
that  the  highest  type,  i.e.  those  of  the  sunflower  family  are  evidence 
that  COOPERATION  MEANS  SURVIVAL.  In  sunflower  family's 
flowerheads,  as  the  name  of  the  order  indicates,  there  is  remarkable 
cooperation.  A  whole  "family  of  nations  of  little  flowers  live  peaceably 
even  cooperatively  together  in  one  world.  There  is  further  high  specili- 
zation  as  to  work  duties  in  the  Composites  as  there  is  with  Elfin 
Forest's  bees  and  ants.

XV.  ELFIN  FOREST'S  SHEPHERD  BOY'S  VIEW

There  is  a  lookout  on  an  Elfin  Forest  trail  whose  horizon  displays 
85°  of  the  circle's  360°.  This  showing  is  framed  between  a  north  cape, 
a  south  cape.  Here  is  a  rare  view  of  the  mountains,  such  as  Kipling 
describes  as  "huddled  together  like  sheep."  It  is  a  color  feast.  There  are 
varying  shades  of  blue,  as  summit  after  summit  deepens  in  color  with 
distance. 

Similar  outliers  give  views  of  the  Inner  Range  all  thru  the  Elfin 
Forests  from  Trinity  on  the  north,  to  Mariposa  on  the  southeast,  to 
Monterey  on  the  southwest.  Is  it  not  a  joy  to  discover  one  of  these 
vantage  points  then  to  climb  to  it  again  and  again  ?  In  that  hour  the 
Germans  call  " Daemmerung" ,  the  twilight  lilies  will  unfold  for  you 
their  white,  star-like  blossoms.  You  safely  can  stay  at  this  prominence 
until  dark.  This,  if  you  have  been  careful  to  provide  yourself  with  an  I 
alpenstock  of,  say,  sunlight-silvered  buckeye.  You  thus  can  avoid  a  i 
sprained  ankle  as  you  feel  your  way  down  the  stony  trail  toward  your 
campsite. 

Your  editor  has  mountaineered  from  Iceland's  volcanoes  to  Aus- 
tralia's Blue  Mountains, — from  the  crimson-stained  maples  of  Man- 
churia's forests  to  where  the  Tell  Atlas  looks  out  on  the  Sahara — from 
the  windswept,  stunted  heights  of  Peru,  to  the  cotoneaster-pyracantha 
Elfin  Forests  of  the  Himalaya's  piedmont.  In  all  this  mountaineering,  | 
throughout  a  half  century,  never  has  he  found  anything  more  alluring  | 
than  above  described  Inner  Range  panoramas  of  the  Elfin  Forests.  | 
They  are  characteristic  of  Upper  Sonoran  Life  Zone  that  forms  a  il 
gigantic  ellipse  around  the  Sacramento-San  Joaquin  Valley.  | 

XVL  GOLDFINCHES  AND  PHACELIA  NUTLETS  j

XVIL  ELFIN  FOREST  RECIPROCITY 

The  reciprocity  treaty  concept  in  government  was  blighted  as  a 
black  frost  can  destroy  overnight  a  tomato  field.  Had  its  development 
proceeded,  is  it  not  possible  that  World  War  I  and  II  and  the  Cold 
War,  which  is  costing  American  taxpayers  billions  as  this  is  written, 
might  have  been  averted  ? 

These  notes  are  made  on  an  Elfin  Forest  hillside.  One  watches 
reciprocity  between  carpenter  bees  and  penstemons.  These  beautiful 
blue  flowers  give  a  pleasing  color  contrast  as  against  the  woolyleaf's 
golden  blooms.  Reciprocity  between  carpenter  bee  and  penstemon 
flower  developed  so  remarkably,  over  untold  centuries,  that,  were  it 
today  ended,  there  probably  would  be,  in  the  future,  neither  carpenter 
bees  nor  penstemons.  Penstemon's  whole  evolution  is  attractive  color 
signals,  in  its  inflorescence,  also  offering  to  the  bee  at  the  end  of  that 
floral  tube,  honey  necessary  to  the  insect's  life.  Same  is  paralleled  by 
the  contribution  by  the  bee  of  transportation  of  the  crossfertilizing 
pollen.  The  bee  thus  has  developed  hair  that  would  make  a  bearded 
Czarist-Russian  army  officer  turn  verdant  with  envy. 

Have  we  not  here  an  example  that  evolution  has  progressed  along 
the  lines  of  reciprocity  or  cooperation?  The  bee,  under  Zeilsfrebigkeit, 
has  developed  hairness,  the  flower,  a  blueness  of  the  honey-tube.  Has 
not  biological  illiteracy,  as,  for  example,  lack  of  grasp  of  the  above, 
really  plunged  Mankind  into  a  succession  of  global  conflicts  ?  Have  we 
not  here  material  for  a  modern  parable  along  "no  figs  from  thistles" 
lines  ?

XVIII.  THE  WHY  OF  SURVIVAL 

Botanizing  in  the  Elfin  Forest,  a  hidden  Wrentit  was  the  soloist. 
His  is  a  song-  as  characteristic  as  a  skylark's  over  Flanders'  Field,  a 
coppersmith's  in  a  Ceylon  jungle,  a  nightingale's  in  a  moonlit  Damas- 
cus apricot  garden. 

The  wrentit  is  a  lonesome  bird  as  far  as  next  of  kin  are  concerned. 
It  is  not  a  wren,  nor  yet  a  tit,  altho  both  these  m_ay  be  classed  as 
"42nd  cousins."  Apparently  all  the  "collateral  lines",  as  a  genealogist 
might  say,  are  extinct.  A  eugenist,  always  fascinated  by  such  phenom- 
ena, wonders  why  all  the  rest  of  the  family  have  disappeared.  There 
has  survived  only  this  songster  of  the  Elfin  Forest.  From  the  tundras 
of  Siberia  to  the  Never-Never  of  Australia,  it  has  no  kin. 

What  is  Wrentit's  food  niche,  down  there  in  the  chaparral 
shadows?  There  apparently  is  not  available  any  research  as  to  stomach 
contents.  One  may  suspect,  however,  that  its  food  is  largely  insects 
found  beneath  the  chaparral  litter.  As  a  shelter  from  accipiters,  its 
environment,  always  close  to  chaparral  rootstems,  is  almost  perfect. 
Also,  even  a  foxy  fox  cannot  easily  penetrate  that  barbwire  entangle- 
ment. Is  this  why  WRENTIT  has  survived  ? 
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Human  twins,  identical  or  fra- 
ternal, have  furnished  eugenists 
with  much  of  their  most  reliable 
research  material.  Does  not  above 


Fawns  form  a  typical  example  of 
Elfin  Poorest  camouflage.  One 
would  hardly  expect  a  "forest", 
whose  members  seldom  are  as  tall 
as  a  buck's  antlers,  to  be  "deer 
country".  Dust  or  mud  tracks,  deer 
droppings,  deer  beds  testify  to  the 
contrary  .  .  .

photograph  hold  another  interest?  The  camouflage  of  the  spotted  fawn  which 
the  doe  is  licking  was  so  complete  that,  at  some  distance,  it  looked  like  only  one 
fawn.  Added  to  this  in  the  instinctive  tendency  of  very  young  animals,  from  young 
fawns  to  baby  pheasants  in  Korea,  killdee,  also  plover  on  California  beaches,  to 
"freeze".  Climbing  Pyramid  Peak,  (of  Tahoe's  Crystal  Range),  your  editor  almost 
stepped  on  a  mother  poorwill.  Her  camouflage  blended  so  perfectly  with  the  open 
moraine  material  on  which  was  her  nest  that  the  tramping  boot  was  within  a  few 
inches  of  her  head  before  she  flew.  In  another  split-second,  your  editor's  foot  would 
have  crushed  mother  and  eggs.

The  Germans  poetically  call  the  twilight  hour  'die  Daemmerung" . 
We  lovers  of  the  Elfin  Forest  well  might  dub  it  "Twilight  Lily  Time". 
The  chaparral  then  becomes  lyric  with  song  of  vesper  sparrow  and  of 
bell  sparrow.  Mingled  therewith  are  the  equally  bell-like  notes  of  the 
wrentit.  It  seems  to  be  a  Thanksgiving  Chorus  of  gratitude,  now  that 
the  110°  mercury  is  sinking.  This  has  been  known  to  come  as  early  as 
Decoration  Day.  The  above  sparrows,  as  well  as  the  wrentit,  are 
shade-wise  as  the  Moors,  or  as  the  siesta-loving  Mexican  peons. 

Twilight  Lily  is  remarkable  in  that  it  does  not  break  into  bloom 
until  the  daemmerung  hour.  It  is  still  more  marvelous  in  its  survival 
mechanism.  Along  a  December  Elfin  Forest  trail,  you  may  see  what 
looks  like  grandpa's  wornout  shaving  brush.  It  protrudes  from  what 
Bret  Harte  called  "the  rich  red  earth  of  the  Gold  Belt."  This  "shaving 
brush"  is  a  protective  wrapper.  It  surrounds  the  bulb  that  contains 
the  promises  of  dozens  of  next  year's  twilight  lilies.  Mother  Nature 
wastes  nothing — lily  bulbs,  the  coloring  on  half  a  bluejay's  feather  or 
just  the  right  number  of  eggs.  The  auklet,  a  sea  bird,  nests  safely  on 
rocky  cliff-ledges,  such  as  on  the  Farallone  Islands  some  miles  off  the 
Golden  Gate.  The  nest  may  be  but  a  circle  of  seaweed.  Therein  is  laid 
but  one  egg.  Some  seabird's  eggs  are  not  shaped  like  those  of  our 
poultry  but  almost  pointed  at  one  end.  In  the  frequent  Farallone  gales, 
an  egg  of  that  shape  is  not  blown  off  the  cliff-ledge  edge,  to  smash  on 
the  rocks  below.  It  just  spins.  Even  a  1-egg-a-year  birthrate  is  neces- 
sary, for  seagulls  enjoy  a  auklet  e'^gnog,  even  tho  minus  the  "nog".  It 
is  a  birthrate  approximating  the  militarists  cannonfodder  one,  often 
mentioned  in  Eugenics  Pamphlets  of  "a  baby  a  yaar". 


XIX.  ELFIN  FOREST'S  T¥/ILIGHT  HOUR 
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STONE  PINE 

"A  FAT-TAILED  SHEEP,  v/ho  did  not  want  to  die,  bleated  lament- 
ably at  my  tent  door.  He  was  scuffing  with  the  prime  minister  and  the 
director  general  of  public  education.  He  was  a  royal  gift  to  me  and  my 
camp  servants  .  .  .  The  prime  minister  adjusted  his  turban,  which  had 
fallen  off  in  the  struggle  ...  I  dispatched  two  bottles  as  a  foretaste,  and 
when  the  sheep  had  entered  upon  another  incarnation,"  etc.,  etc.

The  Med  terranean  Basin's  Stone-Pine  stimulates  memories  of  fat-tailed 
sheep.  We-2  rummaged  the  near  East  for  "sanvage"  narcissi,  cyclamens,  anemones, 
ranunculi,  other  bulbous  plants.  Often  the  meat  meal  came  as  a  pilau  of  greasy 
fat-tail  mutton,  rice,  raisins,  pinenuts. 

Stone-pine  trees  are  uncommo:i  in  American  gardens.  They,  however,  do 
find  California's  climate  congenial,  A  fine  group  is  in  Sacramento's  Capitol  Park. 
In  cultured  communities  such  aa  Berkeley,  California,  whose  residents  have 
traveled  widely,  one  also  finds  good  stone-pine  specimens. 

Italians,  to  meet  fuel  needs,  accelerate  the  pine's  branch-shedding  habit. 
Your  peasant  meal  may  be  an  omelette  created  via  stone-pine-twig  fuel.  Pine- 
nuts  make  a  welcome  addition  to  any  meal. 

Whether  one  enjoys,  at  Baalhec,  a  pilau  of  fat-tail  sheep  mutton,  rice  and 
pinenuts  .  .  .  or,  in  the  Elfin  Forest,  cracks  the  hardshell  Sabine  pine's  nutlets  for 
a  dessert  of  a  hiker's  campfire's  chili  con  came  ...  or  bargains  with  a  Pah-ute 
squaw  for  pinyons  .  .  .  or,  dov/n  among  the  laddered  Pueblos,  takes  refuge  from  a 
desiccating  sandstorm  and  thus  enjoys  the  original  succotash  of  beans  and  corn 
topped  off  with  a  handful  of  pinyon  softshells  .  .  .  the  needled  pine's*  agreeably- 
flavored  nuts  always  are  acceptable, 

*  American  pines  yield  food,  also  medicinal  products.  California  redskins,  migrating  annually  from 
Elfin  Forest  to  Uprange,  are  especially  familiar  with  the  cathartic  sugarpines'  "sugar",  often  exudaiing 
from  burns. 


EUGENIGRAM 

"Until  the  American  Revolution  the  masses  of  the  population  were  treated 
pretty  much  like  animals.

SAHUARO  (SWELLING 

&  CORRUGATED) 
In  the  sahuaro  are  nesting 
holes,  shown  by  arrows.  They 
are  made  by  the  gilded  flick- 
er, an  anteating  woodpecker. 
In  following  years,  the  tiny 
elfowl  moves  into  these  va- 
cated apartments. 

Few  would  consider  the  owl 
as  a  desert,  even  a  semi-des- 
ert bird.  The  "burrowing" 
owl  has  made  for  itself  a 
niche  in  our  treeless  South- 
west. With  no  stumps,  no  bel- 
freys  for  nesting  sites,  it  has 
successfully  found  its  niche  in 
deserted  ground-squirrel 
holes.  Hence  arises  its  folk- 
n  a  m  e  of  "burrowing"  owl. 
Still  more  restricted  is  the 
elf  owl.  It  has  found  its  niche 
in  said  sahuaros. 

Much  other  desert  life 
shows  adjustment  to  desert 
conditions.  It  is  curious  that 
most  desert  animals  are  of  a 
lighter  hue  than  their  cousins 
of  the  moister  regions  where 
ground  colors  are  deeper 
hued.  The  ordinary  coyote's 
color  is  brownish  gray.  Des- 
ert coyotes  nearly  always  are 
of  a  lighter  color.  This  har- 
monizes with  their  surround- 
ings. Most  animals,  plants  established  for  untold  centuries  can  maintain  them- 
selves against  all  comers.  Biologically,  even  American  colonials  are  newcomers. 
It  is  not  much  over  3  centuries  since  .lamestown  and  Plymouth  Rock. 


XX.  QUAIL  "ADORE"  ELFIN  FOREST'S  SHELTERS 

Elfin  Forest  birds  have  evolved  along  with  its  plants.  Some  are 
quite  unique,  as  the  abovedescribed  Wrentits.  Its  quail  nest  on  the 
ground.  This  means  increased  accessibility  for  various  predators.  A 
nest  at  the  end  of  a  fragile  limb,  such  as  an  Oriole's,  is  far  more 
secure  against  raids  of  rats,  or  snakes,  than  one  under  a  bush  or  even 
in  meadow-grass.  Because  of  the  increased  mortality-rate,  birds  of  the 
quail-type  lay  up  to  13-15  eggs.  Our  domestic  hen  is  descendant  from 
jungle  fowl  that  have  evolved  toward  a  similar  high  birthrate.  Perhaps 
we  humans  who  have  to  pay  egg  bills  should  be  pleased  that  this  par- 
ticular adjustment  of  egg  number  to  mortality  rate  is  Nature's  law. 

Sea-birds  frequently  nest  on  "bird  rocks".  The  Pacific  Coast  from 
Alaska  to  Panama  has  a  long  line  of  such  isolated  stations,  thus  we 
find  many  sea-birds,  such  as  Puffins,  also  Auklets  lay  but  a  single 
egg.  In  addition  to  such  insular  protection,  the  eggs  of  some  birds  are 
larger  at  one  end  than  the  other.  In  the  ever-present  breezes  that  not 
infrequently  become  gales,  these  eggs  spin  instead  of  rolling  off  to 
destruction  on  rocks  below.  As  a  result  of  all  the  above  many  sea-birds 
lay  but  2,  even  only  one  egg  annually.  This  is  a  rate  that  under  land 
conditions  means  a  trend  toward  extinction.  One  of  the  2  causes  of  the 
greatly  reduced  numbers  of  the  California  Condor  is  its  one-egg  habit.

National  Parks  Nature  Guiding  helps  35,000,000  visitors  annually  to  know  their 
nation.  Such  outdoor  education  is  extending  rapidly  into  State,  even  Municipal 
Parks.

SHAMASH  similarly  was  venerated  by  the  Assyrians.  MERODACH 
was  hailed  by  the  Chaldean  shepherds.  Up  in  Persia,  original  home  of 
what  we  today  call  the  "Sunworshippers"  (the  Porsees  of  Bombay), 
the  Sun  anciently  was  venerated  as  ORMUDZ.  The  Greeks,  who  were 
careful  not  to  offend  any  deity,  adopted  RA  of  the  Nile  as  their 
HELIOS,  of  which  APOLLO  was  a  manifestation.  The  Romans,  ahvays 
ready  to  borrow  from  Egypt  via  Athens,  called  their  fiery  god  SOL.

Old 
English  v/rote  "sun"  as  "'sonne'\  as  it  still  is  lettered  in  German. 

"Z)ie  Sonne  sthralt  am  ersten  hie?"  is  one  line  of  a  Swiss  folk- 
song. The  Mountain  Boy,  quoted  elsewhere  herein.  One  must  go, 
however,  to  the  Elfin  Forest  to  meet  those  fanatical  sunworshippers, 
the  Tarweeds.

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NIKKO'S  LACQUER  BRIDGE 


At  spring  road-mending  in  the  Elfin  Forest  country,  he  who  thoughtfully 
READS  A  ROADSIDE  sees,  on  a  fresh  grade,  cut  roots  exuding  a  black  sap.  If 
he  touches  a  wounded  root  end,  he  soon  may  be  seeking  a  poison  oak  lotion. 
"Poison  Oak"  is  not  an  oak,  but  a  Rhus.  As  every  boy  knows,  it  has  no  acorns. 
The  fruit  oak  tree's  is  always  is  an  acorn. 

Rhus'  black  sap  has  a  history.  It  is  connected  with  an  art  woven  into  Japan's 
politics,  religion.  .lapan  boasts  the  oldest  reigning  dynasty.  Their  first  Mikado, 
.limmu  Tennon,  ruled  when,  under  Delphia  oracle  direction,  Greek  cities  were 
radiating  colonies  to  Aegean  Islands,  Asia  Minor,  Sicily.  Tenno's  reign  even  ante- 
dated the  Battle  of  Thermopylae.  Later,  surrounded  powerful  two-sworded,  queued 
nobles,  the  Mikados  were  overshadowed  by  the  Shoguns,  the  real  rulers.  Latter 
became  patrons  of  the  lacquer  workers. 

The  basis  of  lacquer  is  the  sap  of  a  Japanese  Rhus.  Lacquer  makers  use 
brushes  made  of  rats'  hair,  and  hair  from  the  white  horse's  long  winter  coat. 
Lacquer  is  smoothed  with  camellia  charcoal,  finally  polished  with  calcined  deer's 
horn  powder.  From  making  small  articles,  lacquer-work  expanded  to  furniture,  then 
to  covering  Nikko  shrines.  Finally,  even  these  holy  places'  floors  were  finished  in 
lustrous  black  or  red  lacquer.  Climax,  lacquering  the  Mikado's  Nikko  Bridge. 

Decade  after  decade,  to  this  Sacred  Lacquer  Bridge  came  the  Imperial  pro- 
cession to  worship  at  the  ancestral  shrines.  Common  folk  crossed  on  that  to  the 
left. 

The  Sacred  Bridge  is  connected  with  an  American  ex-President's  journeying. 
General  Grant  made  the  'round  the  world  tour.  At  Nikko,  the  Mikado  motioned 
him  to  cross  the  Sacred  Bridge  with  him  as  though  he  were  a  ruling  monarch. 
Grant,  however,  declined.  Declaring  U.S.A.  had  no  kings,  no  mikados,  he  crossed 
Nikko  Ravine  on  commoner's  bridge. 


XXII.  ELFIN  FOREST'S  KALEIDOSCOPE 

The  Elfin  Forest  is  as  full  of  surprises  as  a  3-ringed  circus: — 
for  example,  it  is  the  home  of  the  king  snake,  a  harmless  reptile.  In 
a  worldwide  study  of  reptiles,  including  experience  with  cobras  in 
Hindustan,  anacondas  in  the  Orinoco  jungle,  and  the  deadly  fer-de- 
lonce  in  abandoned  Caribbean  plantations,  also  in  such  snake- 
control  centers  as  Butantan  in  Brazil,  your  editor  has  never  seen 
more  beautiful  coloration  than  that  of  the  king  snake.  The  Sierran 
Elfin  Forest  king  snake  shows  more  bright  colors.  The  Coast  Range 
Elfin  Forest  king  snakes  are  remarkably  striking  in  their  simple 
black-and-white. 
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WHY  BREED  HOPELESSNESS? 

An  Elfin  Forest  fairy  advises  "Send  your  Researchists  into  my  Domain.  Here 
are  a  million  secrets  for  one  who  is  "simpatico".  Elsewhere  Eugenics  Pamph- 
lets recorded  how  a  scientist  from  an  African  missionary  family  saved  Britain 
from  submarine  starvation  in  World  War  I.  This,  by  observing  differences  in  diam- 
eter of  ear  openings  in  owl  skull.

XXIV.  COOPER'S  HAWK  TERRITORY 

An  Elfin  Forest  lines  the  North  Fork  of  the  North  Fork  of  Bible 
Toter  Jedediah  Smith's  American  River.  Here,  one  January  morning, 
a  spurred  towhee  ventured  a  few  feet  too  far  from  his  chaparral  cover. 
A  watchful  Cooper's  hawk  struck.  Away  flew  the  accipitor.  The  dead 
towhee,  (almost  that  hawk's  own  bulk) ,  was  in  the  predator's  talons.

2  exam- 
ples that  seem  to  be  of 
value  in  teaching  children 
that  devotion  to  duty  which 
results  in  efficiency  are  2 
very  different  birds.  One  is 
the  buzzard,  the  other  is 
the  hummingbird.  If  o  n  e 
finds  a  dead  buzzard,  it  is 
rather  easy  to  demonstrate 
how  it  found  its  need  of  ef- 
ficiency. It  has  made  its 
niche  in  its  dependence 
upon  carrion  for  food.  This 
has  been  described  else- 
where in  Eugenics  Pamph- 
lets. 

Another  impressive  ex- 
ample of  zeilstrehigkeit  re- 
sulting in  paralleled  effi- 
ciency, even  survival,  thru 
devotion  to  duty  is  that  of 
the  hummingbird.  The  size 
of  these  tiny  feathered  jew- 
els, as  well  as  their  bril- 


liancy in  coloring,  always 
appeals  to  the  growing  child.  The  marvelous  muscular  development 
that  permits  flight  over  the  long  leagues  between  Guatemala  and 
California's  Elfin  Forest  can  be  pointed  out.  This  diminutive  dynamo 
makes,  of  course,  that  tremendous  flight  on  its  own  gasoline.  It  ar- 
rives with  enough  unexhausted  energy  that  it  immediately  starts 
arrangements  for  nesting. 

Some  children,  already  have  been  accompanying  their  parents  in 
flights  from  the  Great  Central  Valley  or  from  its  Elfin  Forest  pied- 
mont to  the  localities  below  Mexico  City  and  into  Guatemala  where 
our  hummingbirds  winter.  If  such  children  had  to  make  those  jour- 
neys before  the  automobile  age,  particularly  if  they  made  only  a  half 
dozen  miles  in  squeaking  oxcart  to  outlying  haciendas,  they  further 
would  grasp  what  marvels  of  efficiency  are  the  tiny  hummingbirds.

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PATRICIAN  GENERAL  DIRECTS  ATTACK 
While  Rome  guarded  the  purity  of  her  Patrician  blood,  the  Roman  legions, 
with  such  brainy  leadership,  were  invincible.  For  the  only  time  in  all  history 
was  there  continued  world  peace.  The  Roman  Peace  was  based  on  Roman  military 
power.  This  was  under  the  most  intelligent  military  strategists  mankind  then 
knew. 

Came  infiltration  of  undesirable  aliens  from  Asia  Minor,  North  Africa.  They 
lacked  constructive  vision.  They  were  tricky,  crafty,  deceitful.  Unscrupulous 
traders,  and  slave-dealers,  they  had  plenty  of  money.  They  corrupted  the  Roman 
government.  The  Patricians  became  luxury-loving.  They  repealed  the  old  laws 
about  intermarriage  with  plebs  and  with  aliens.  Came  the  day  when  their  poet 
Horace  could  write  dispairingly : 

"Noble  birth,  unless  accompanied  with  wealth, 
is  deemed  as  worthless  as  seaweed  manure." 
The  Elfin  Forest  has  an  undesirable  alien  in  the  Star  Thistle.  Its  flower  is  as 
golden  yellow  as  the  breast  feathers  of  a  Hartz  Mountain  canary.  Surrounding 
the  bloom  is  a  cheveaux-de-fris  rivaling  Vauban's  best.  The  blossoms'  rich  honey 
is  only  for  pollenizing  bees.  Thus  rabbits  are  discouraged.  


XXVL  EROSION  PHILOSOPHY  FROM  ELFIN  FOREST 
Elfin  Forests  are  ribbed  with  gulleys  become  canyons.  The  latter, 
with  concentration  of  moisture  at  some  spring,  will  support  a  char- 
acteristic Cottonwood-,  willow-,  even  maple-complex.  Elfin  Forests  are 
netted  with  fireguard  roads.  From  such  road's  cuts,  one  can  appreciate 
the  camouflage  of  the  California  jay  seen  on  a  dead  limb  against 
the  sun.  In  our  own  particular  Elfin  Forest,  a  4-passenger  plane 
crashed  some  months  ago.  There  is  a  charred  circle  of  chaparral  oak 
and  greasewood  around  the  wreckage.  Its  aluminum  looked  like  solder. 
A  California  Jay  was  perched  on  a  bit  of  metal.  Looking  at  him  against 
that  peculiar  desert-blue  sky,  his  camouflage  was  blue.  The  other  half 
of  each  feather,  invisible,  was  gray-black.  Is  not  Mother  Nature  Cale- 
donian in  thrift,  even  to  her  paint  pots.  '49er  contempt  for  the  chapar- 
ral (or  Elfin  Forest)  has  changed  to  respect.  We  now  know  it  is  the 
ONLY  erosion-cover  over  extensive  areas  of  the  California  piedmont. 

"Among  some  Indian  tribes  of  the  United  States  and  of  Peru  the  lA  and  IB  genes  are 
nearly  absent.  In  fact,  it  is  believed  by  some  that  they  are  COMPLETELY  absent  among  full- 
blooded  Indians  of  these  tribes."  (Dr.  H.  H.  Strandsltov,  Science  Monthly,  p.  341.) 
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HUMAN  COMEBACK 

The  classic  example  of  highpower  comeback  is  diagrammed  in  cut.  An  extra- 
ordinarily brilliant  American  married  a  girl  from  equally  outstanding  leadership 
stock.  They  had  but  1  son.  The  father,  the  son,  both  became  famous  because  of 
their  work  in  a  certain  specialized  field.  The  son  again  married  into  a  family  that 
had  furnished  our  nation  since  colonial  days  with  several  score  lead- 
ers. This  marriage  also  yielded  only  one  child.  The  latter,  however, 
is  already  the  father  of  eight  boys.  This  1-1-8  example  shows  there 
is  the  same  comeback  possibility  among  humans  as  among  egrets. 

One  should  not  be  surprised  to  see  in  U.S.A.  at  the  census  of 
1970,  the  same  hysteria  he  witnessed  in  France  when  the  League  of 
Nations  Population  Office  announced  in  1939  that  France  was  the 
first  western  nation  whose  birthrate  had  dropped  below  the  repro- 
duction line.  The  shock  of  this  undoubtedly  did  much  to  so  under- 
mine French  morale  that  collapse  followed.  Japanese  newspapers  on  the  contrary 
had  the  slogan,  "A  baby  a  year." 

The  war  blotted  out  the  story  of  our  1940  census.  When  the  1970's  come,  there 
may  be  here  a  reproduction  of  the  hysteria  seen  in  France  in  19.39.  The  author 
was  one  of  a  group  that  had  unsuccessfully  tried,  over  some  30  years,  to 
awaken  France  as  to  her  race-suiciding.  French  ears  remained  cotton-plugged 
until  the  League  of  Nations'  Population  Office  announcement.  Then  came,  even 
as  World  War  II  was  breaking,  the  hasty  enactment  of  the  "Code  de  la  Famille." 
The  authorities  tried  to  bolster  morale  by  announcing  that  the  tolerated  abortion 
centers  listed  by  the  police  had  been  ordered  closed  nationwide,  that  this  alone 
could  send  back  the  birth  curve.  We  can  expect,  perhaps  in  1970,  an  unreasoning 
public  demand  for  more  babies,  "and  we  don't  care  what  kind."  Any  war-emotion 
increase  in  births  is  but  a  passing  phase. 

Extinction  stories  about  fauna  and  flora  are  valuable  because  they  show 
a  parallel  to  trends  of  certain  human  groups  toward  extinction. 


XXVII.  A  PRAYER  AT  THE  LONE  HIGHWAYMAN'S  GRAVE 

In  Tchekoff's  novel,  "The  Steppe",  devout  Father  Christopher's 
one  remedy  for  the  succession  of  childish  troubles :  "Say  a  little  prayer 
to  God,  Egorooshka,  say  a  little  prayer  to  God"  . . . 

It  is  Decoration  Day  in  the  Elfin  Forest.  A  little  prayer  will  be 
said.  At  a  curve  in  the  highway,  and  between  two  manzanitas,  is  an 
oblong  of  lava  blocks.  Yesterday,  at  dawn,  its  "lawn"  was  "mowed". 
The  "lawnmower"  awakened  no  sleeper.  It  was  a  pocketknife,  guaran- 
teed noiseless.  Today  the  grave  will  be  decorated: — golden  woolyleaf 
blossoms,  contrasted  with  blue  pentstemons.  This  highwayman,  so 
Legend  runs,  had  "inside  information".  The  up-stage  was  to  carry  the 
cinnebar  mine's  monthly  payroll  (Gold  "twenties"  in  those  days  con- 
veniently lacked  traceable  numbers).  What  his  Intelligence  Depart- 
ment failed  to  learn  was,  that  the  mine  had  a  guard  on  the  stage.  The 
highwayman  truly  was  "quick-on-the-trigger".  But  that  guard  was 
quicker !  Hence  the  grave. 

To  return  to  that  Elfin  Forest's  "little  prayer  to  God".  For  what 
should  it  petition  ?  Perhaps  for  eugenic  wisdom.  Perhaps  for  a  reduc- 
tion of  biological  illiteracy  .  .  .  Why  had  the  lone  highwayman  turned 
criminal?  From  Lomboroso  to  Hooton,  we  have  scientists  who  feel 
little  doubt  but  that  certain  criminal  tendencies  are  inherited.  "It  were 
better  you  never  had  been  born"  may  have  been  true  of  this  solitary 
stagerobber.  Perhaps,  on  the  contrary,  he  was  a  victim  of  environment. 
Perhaps  he  was  a  sociological  illiterate,  or,  say,  a  religious  illiterate. 
His  education  may  have  been  so  insufficient,  he  never  had  learned  that: 
"The  wages  of  Sin  is  Death."

EGRET  COMEBACK 

In  Elfin  Forest  meadows  the  egret  again  is  seen.  It  symbolizes  the  Near- 
extinct's  Comeback.  It  once  ranged  from  Canada  to  Patagonia.  In  the  1890's  one 
crossing  Siiisun  Marshes  could,  any  day,  count  several  hundred.  By  1920,  one 
might  traverse  these  weekly  for  several  years,  with  not  one  egret  in  sight.  Such 
near-extinction  followed  the  unrelenting  hunt  to  supply  the  demands  for  aigrettes. 
Even  Hindu  maharajahs  thus  ornamented  their  turbans.  Then  Audubon  Society 
commenced  conservation-education.  Then  one  saw  aigrette  confiscation  at  New 
York's  customs-wharf. 

In  pioneer  days,  when  egrets  were  numerous,  human  families  numbered  8,  10, 
even  14  children.  We  today  no  longer  need  the  8-child  family,  except  in  cases 
of  the  exceptionally  gifted.  Even  in  those  classed  as  "highpower,"  an  average  of 
4  may  be  sufficient  to  end  the  present  dysgenic  trend  of  the  talented.  The  Egret 
device  symbolizes  the  possibility  of  the  comeback  of  the  near-extinct,  ornithologi- 
cal or  human,  under  a  not  excessively  restricted  birthrate.

The  Sikhs  are  respected  from  Kurachi  to  Kwantung  for  their  qualities  of 
leadership,  of  courage,  of  loyalty.  They  say  their  stature  results  from  centuries 
of  SELECTION.  Boy  babies  below  standard  persistently  have  been  "eliminated".

Is  Bing-  of  Singapore  a  Symbol?  A  Symbol  of  a  Something-?  We 
Americans  think,  do  we  not,  in  Symbols  ?  Washington  to  us  is  a  Symbol 
of  Republic-creating;  Hippocrates,  of  a  physician's  devotion;  Nero,  of 
a  Caesar's  ruthlessness ;  Ben  Franklin,  of  Thrift;  Romeo,  of  Romance; 
Alexander  the  Great,  of  World-Domination ;  Job,  of  Patience ;  Moham- 
med, of  a  Sensuous  Heaven;  Jesus  Christ,  of  Self-effacing-  Love. 

Perhaps  Bing  of  Singapore  also  may  be  a  Symbol .  .  .  Bing,  disciple 
of  Confucius,  calculating  as  a  Rothschild,  industrious  as  Pasteur,  fiery 
as  Savanarola,  patriotic  as  Major  Andre — and,  in  his  thinking  (tho 
he  would  emphatically  deny  it)  a  byproduct  of  the  Christian  mission- 
ary teaching  he  criticizes. 

But  before  we  pass  judgment  on  Bing  of  Singapore,  shall  we  hear 
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the  dramatic  life  story 
of  the  Five  Generations 
of  Bing's?* 


*This  tale  may  be  worth  reading 
because  it  is  testimony  of  a  Cali- 
fornian  of  Covered  Wagon  des- 
cent. In  his  boyhood,  the  staff  of 
houseservants  always  was  Chinese. 
The  affection  of  the  kiddies  of  the 
Golden  West  of  the  last  quarter  of 
the  1800s  paralleled  those  of  Dixie- 
land as  to  their  doting  negro  mam- 
mys.  In  California  then  the  chil- 
dren saw  a  race  hatred  by  the  Den- 
nis Kearney  sandlot  type  that  paral- 
leled that  of  the  "poor  whites" 
of  South  of  the  Mason-and-Dixon 
line  as  to  constant  fear  of  wage 
limitation  of  slave  labor.  In  fact 
the  hire  of  Kwantung  coolies  was 
lower  than  the  keej)  of  a  negro 
slave.  One  branch  of  your  editor's 
family  were  of  the  slaveholding 
plantation  owners  of  the  Lower 
Mississippi.  Thus  a  wideeyed,  eager 
child  almost  daily  heard  discus- 
sions juch  as  why  it  was  economi- 
cal ship  soiled  laundry  from 
San  rrancisco  to  Hong  Kong,  Im- 
pressive also  was  Chinese  loyalty, 
as  when,  in  an  epidemic  that  fright- 
ened away  Caucasion  "help", 
Chang  and  Wong  and  Lee  Fat 
remained  at  their  posts.  .  . 

The  Yankees  forced  the  bloody 
Civil  War  on  the  South.  The 
Southerners  understood  their  cor- 
roding negro  problem  far  better 
than  did  the  blundering  idealists 
of  Massachusetts.  It  is  simple  to 
incite  the  unthinking  to  Class  War- 
fare. Was  there  ever  a  more  devas- 
tating struggle,  yet  absolutely  un- 
warranted warfare  than  in  1861? 
Even  today,  how  few  are  willing 
to  analyze  its  causes  with  Toler- 
ance. Yet,  until  our  citizens  acquire 
a  tolerant  attitude  must  not  the 
overpopulated  halfstarved  Orient  re- 
main that  "East"  that  Kipling, 
Bombay-born  philosopher  of  Occi- 
dental descent,  contemplated  when 
he  wrote  "East  is  East  and  West  is 
West  and  never  the  twain  shall 
meet." 

This  material  is  partly  from  an 
address  by  your  editor  at  a  Sunday 
morning  breakfast  of  The  Craft,  an 
organization  of  Post  Office  De- 
partment officials.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  American  Sociologi- 
cal Society  for  many  years.

Having  visited  several  hundred  mission  stations  from  Japan  and  Java  to  Morocco  and  Manchuria,  he  has 
had  the  opportunity  to  make  a  mosaic  of  the  opinions  of  a  thousand  devoting  their  lives  to  mission 
betterment  of  the  "Backward  Peoples".  As  his  schoolday  pal,  Diplomat  Julean  Arnold  at  Peking,  once 
told  nim,  "Only  the  mission  folk  understand  China."  ,  ,. 
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"FROSTED"  MELON  ROOFGARDEN 

Even  the  sunlit  thatch  of  this  hovel  must  pro- 
duce food.  The  "frosted"  melon  is  prized  as  a 
toothsome  addition  to  "Morning  Rice",  "Evening 
Rice".  The  undernourished  Orient  has  but  2  meals 
daily — and  this  not  because  of  the  "girlish  figure" 
urge.  When  an  Oriental  adds  to  his  salaam:  "May 
your  shadow  never  grow  less",  he  connects  obesity 
with  a  physical  and  mental  equipment  that  insures 
better-than-average  earnings. 

The  blight  of  the  Orient  is  overpopulation  of 
illiterates.  Many,  like  our  own  morons,  lack  brains.

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CHINESE  CROWD 

To  some  Eugenists,  China  and  Hindu- 
stan present  different  problems.  Both  are 
painfully  overpopulated.  China,  because  of 
her  peculiar  folkway  as  to  honoring  the 
Scholar,  has  accumulated  a  remarkable  per- 
centage of  higher  IQs.  In  Hindustan,  the 
emphasis  seems  to  have  been,  without  dis- 
crimination, without  SELECTION,  merely 
upon  a  sufficiency  of  boy  babies.  Over  the 
centuries,  under  the  D.B.R.  law,  this  has 
made  such  a  gulf  that  most  observers  con- 
clude Hindustan's  problem  is  insoluble. 
Your  editor  apparently  stands  alone  in  his 
belief  that  the  great  subcontinent  HAS 
valuable  racial  assets.  He  suggested,  how- 
ever, a  500-year  plan,  with  American  eu- 
genical  engineers  guiding  the  movement. 

Mother  Nature  gives  us,  in  plant  and 
animal  life.  Differential  Birthrate  Law's 
workings.  An  example  is  wheat.  A  head  of 
wheat,  one  of  perhaps  a  dozen  on  a  single 
plant  sprung  from  a  single  seed,  may  carry 
20,  30,  40  heads.  Here  is  one  seed  producing 
400,  600,  800  descendants.  Unchecked,  its 
increase  in  a  century  would  become  a  moun-

(Kipling) 

That  amazingly-brilliant  critic  of  the  Orient,  Kipling,  knew  how  we 
Occidentals  blunder  when  trying  to  fathom  the  "Oriental  mind" : — 

When  your  editor  and  his  Sweetheart  were  in  the  Far  East,  try- 
ing to  offer  its  nations  the  new  American  concept  of  education  thru 
supervised  play,  they  were  entertained  at  a  Japanese  home.  The  dinner 
was  served  Japanese  style.  There  were  no  chairs,  no  table.  One  knelt 
before  one's  place.  A  cynical  Englishman  opposite  observed  your 
editor's  evident  discomfort.  He  sarcastically  remarked: — "You  have 
not  prayed  sufficiently  during  your  lifetime.  Otherwise,  you  would 
have  acquired  on  your  kneecaps'  skin  the  callouses  requisite  for  com- 
fort at  a  Japanese  dinner." 

We  were  served  hot  tea  in  tiny  cups.  All  his  life,  your  editor  had 
avoided  drinking  tea.  At  said  dinner  a  guest  had  to  drink  it.  This 
beverage  seemed  remarkably  exhilarating.  The  conversation  was 
absorbing,  particularly  because  Japanese  attempts  at  English  were 
difficult  to  follow.  The  geisha  assigned  to  your  editor's  entertainment 
filled  the  cup  the  2nd  time — the  3rd — the  4th.  He  remarked  to  said 
snarling  Englishman :  "You  Britons  have  been  wiser  than  some  Ameri- 
cans in  your  teadrinking.  It  is  exhilarating."  He  exclaimed: — "Tea- 
drinking?  You  surely  know  what  you  are  drinking?"  "Yes,  tea,  hot 
tea."  "No,  hot  saki."  .  .  .  Truly  Kipling  was  right  when  he  said  "East 
is  East  and  West  is  West."

We  found  it  difficult 
to  think  in  tips  of  less 
than  a  dime.  On  one  whole 
day's  journey  we  took  bot- 
tled Tan-san.  We  knew 
the  water  enroute  was  in- 
fected. Our  coolie,  when 
bottles  were  emptied, 
asked :  "B  o  s  s  -  m  a  n,  me 
keep?"  Then  a  minute 
later  he  was  uncertain.  He 
wanted  the  "Boss-man"  to 
assure  him  acceptance  of 
those  bottles  did  not  mean 
in  lieu  of  the  tip.  "There 
are  no  seagulls  in  Chinese  harbors  for  there  is  no  garbage." 

Buying  oranges  in  China,  your  editor  found,  does  not  carry  title  to  the  peel. 
In  China,  tens  of  millions  live  on  rice,  rice,  only  rice.  Any  flavoring  has  a  market 
value.  In  West  China,  sunrise-to-sunset  toil  earned  less  than  a  3c  postage  stamp. 
Small  wonder  such  folk  hesitate  at  nothing  to  enter  a  land  where  a  few  hours' 
wage  equaJs  a  weeks'  at  home. 


III.  A  FREIGHTER  OFF  SIAM'S  COAST 

Leaving-  Japan,  we-2  cruised  off  Formosa  for  a  while.  At  Hong 
Kong,  we  took  a  freighter  along  the  coast  of  Siam.  That  nation,  now 
known  as  "Thailand",  then  held  possession  of  what  romantic  Ameri- 
can imagination  called  "White  Elephant  Land". 

European  World,  in  the  opening'  years  of  the  century  seemed  just 
commencing-  to  sense  what  had  happened  at  Angor  Wat.  There  was 
an  evidently  absolute,  complete  destruction  by  an  uprising-  of  the  near- 
morons,  of  a  marvelous  culture.  The  eugenical  aspects  of  such  wiping 
out  of  the  Cambodian  culture  will  be  discussed  in  another  Eugenics 
Pamphlet.  It  parallels  closely  the  annihilation  of  the  Czarist  aristoc- 
racy in  Russia.*  It  was  on  this  delightfully-deliberate  voyage  on  a 
freighter  off  Siam's  coast  that  we  had  rare  glimpse  into  the  soul  of 
Bing  of  Singapore.

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IV.  THE  MULTICOLORED 
TROPICAL  PARK 

In  addition  to  Us-2,  Bing  of  Singapore 
was  the  only  passenger  on  this  freighter.  He 
assumed  we  were  Christian  missionaries.

He  was  familiar  with 
the  development  England's  democracy  since 
George  HL  He  was  educating,  therefore,  one 
son  in  an  American  University,  another  in 
an  English  one.

Instead,  however,  of 
contrasting  greens  of  English  oaks,  beeches,  Hndens,  the  trees  were,  of 
course,  tropical.

They  have  only  been  in  the  tropics  for  a  century  or 
two.  Many  Chinese  have  built  up  certain  immunities  over  10-fold  that 
time.  When  a  Scot  was  invalided  home,  greatgrandpere  Bing  was  on 
hand  with  a  cash  bid.  This  fevered  Scot,  knowing  he  must  leave  the 
tropics  forever,  did  not  hesitate  to  sacrifice.  Thus  we  find  the  Bing 
clan  commening  to  accumulate  tin  mines.  The  original  Bing  sent  word 
home  for  capital. 


VL  THE  GINGER  JAR 

Greatgrandfather  B  i  n  g  '  s  own 
father,  on  receipt  of  said  message, 
went  out  into  their  walled  garden.  He 
lifted  a  heavy  pavement  stone.  Out 
of  the  ginger  jar,  he  took  the  savings 
of  his  own  grandfather,  his  father, 
and  himself.  These  he  dispatched  to 
this  acquisitive  son,  turned  incipient 
tin-mine-banker.  "My  son,  principal 
must  be  safeguarded.  Out  of  any 
usury,  however,  you  may  retain  half." 
Son  Bing's  half  was  not  dissipated 
in  losses.  Physically  strong,  his  bor- 
rowers knew  that  he  could  inflict  a 
very  painful  beating  to  a  bankrupt. 

Are  not  most  of  us  somewhat  ego- 
centric ?  Greatgrandfather  Bing's 
own  father  commenced  to  boast 
to  his  fellow  rice  farmers  about  his 
overseas'  investments.  One  by  one, 
from  other  ginger  jars  were  lifted 
sometimes  several  generations'  hid- 
ing. This  money  also  found  its  way  to 
Bing,  who  remitted  systematically 
interest  that  made  Kwantung  peas- 
ants groan  about  past  decades  of 
buried  talents. 

One  day  greatgrandfather  Bing's 
expanding  capital  brought  a  For- 
tune's forelock.  A  wise  old  Chinese  had  gotten  into  trouble.  A  crush- 
ing fine  had  been  imposed  upon  him.  This  is  one  of  those  Chinese 
tong-courts.  Of  such,  Orientals  understand  little.  This  old  man, 
Chang,  was  in  mortal  terror  of  hatchetment  if  he  did  not  settle  the 
penalty  for  his  offense.  He  needed  a  lot  of  money, — and  in  a  hurry. 

Greatgrandfather  Bing's  credit  now  was  good  at  the  British 
banks.  Several  times  he  had  been  offered  money  at  10  percent  per 
annum  which  he  could  loan  out  at  10  percent  a  month.  Such  corpulent

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profits  had  been  tempting.  Bing,  however,  cautiously  had  refused  such 
loans. 

Old  Chang  owned  a  fleet  of  junks  sailing  between  Canton  and 
Singapore.  To  save  his  neck,  he  offered  this  Bing  four  at  an  attractive 
bargain.  Bing,  aided  by  the  British  banker,  bought  those  matting- 
sailed  seacraft.  He  now  was  not  only  "Number  1  Boy"  in  the  mines 
but  he  was  a  ship  owner.

meandering,  snakelike,  from  the  containing  mountains.  The  valleys  were  filled 
with  soil  washed  from  the  hills  down  to  the  rock.  Japanese  forestration  engineers, 
trained  in  Germany's  Schwartzwald  School,  blasted  holes.  These  were  filled  with 
soil  and  fertilizer  to  reestablish  forests. 


VII.  PINEAPPLE  KING  GRANDFATHER  BING 

Greatgrandpere  Bing  had  a  son.  There  now  were  more  profits 
than  tin  mines  to  be  bought.  Scots,  who  already  had  been  in  every- 
thing from  banking  to  Hong  Kong  sugar  refining,  were  now  using 
Chinese  labor  to  clear  jungle  for  pineapple  plantations.  The  work 
rneant  high  deathrates.

The  deathrate  in  clearing  Malayasian  jungle  for  pineapple  planta- 
tions was  even  greater  than  in  Java.  Thus  the  Scots  pioneers,  like  the 
owners  of  tin  mines,  ever  went  down  with  jungle  fever,  cholera,  dysen- 
tery. Men,  weakened  in  this  way,  sell  out  for  whatever  they  can  get. 
Here  was  witnessed  eugenic  selection  which  works  unceasingly.  Grand- 
father Bing,  Pineapple  King,  was  on  his  way  to  challenge  Midas 
for  lead  in  the  race  for  wealth.

Seated  at  an  Oriental  rug  loom,  your  editor  saw  3  boys  tying  knots.  A  reader 
called  the  pattern.  The  payroll  was  8c  daily,  5c  for  the  reader,  Ic  for  each  boy. 
The  rug  was  already  sold  thrice  over.  At  $500,  the  maker  had  160%  profit.  A 
Bombay  Parsee  had  resold  it  at  $1,000.  His  purchaser,  an  Armenian  who  ran  a 
factory  for  "antiques",  added  175  years  to  its  life  and  $9,000  to  its  price!  Ic  a  day 
for  child  labor,  5c  for  an  expert  reader,  shows  the  vast  difference  between  over- 
seas' living  standards  and  ours.  Small  wonder  some  even  risk  committing  crimes 
to  enter  U.S.A. 


VIII.  YOUTHS  SCISSORING  GREYING  QUEUES 

In  our  talks  with  Bing  on  that  Siamese  freighter,  also  afterwards 
at  his  Singapore  mansion,  we  noticed  he  often  rubbed  the  back  of  his 
neck  with  his  left  hand.  An  apology  accompanied  the  final  explana- 
tion. He  could  not  get  used  to  no  longer  having  the  tug  of  his  long 
queue.  Gangs  of  youths  throughout  China  celebrated  Manchu  over- 
throw by  scissoring  queues  of  reluctant  oldsters. 

We  sympathized  with  him.  We  years  before  had  seen  the  queue 
folkway  persisting  in  California  Chinatowns.  Little  boys,  whose  hair 
was  not  yet  long  enough  for  a  real  queue,  were  already  being  trained 
to  braid,  with  red  silk,  their  lengthening  locks. 

It  was  recorded  above  Host  Bing  was,  to  use  yesteryear's  Ameri- 
cvan  slang,  a  "go-getter".  He  followed  his  ancestors  in  their  Confucian 
philosophy.  His  quarrel  with  Christianity  centered  in  one  text  he  had 
memorized  when  a  missionary  school  offered  English  instruction  with- 
out cost.  He  could  find  nothing  in  the  Analects  that  required  turning 
the  second  cheek  when  the  first  cheek  had  been  smitten. 

In  our  discussions  he  maintained  no  human  could  be  a  "go-getter" 
and,  at  the  same  time,  practice  passive  resistance.

KOREAN  HANGING 

The  Grand  Plan  for  Korea  drawn  by  Japanese  militarist-statesmen  has  been 
described  elsewhere  by  your  editor.  It  has  been  denounced  as  horribly  ruthless 
by  Occidental  opinion.  Few  of  the  Western  world  ever  have  known  the  logic  behind 
it.  It  might  then  be  considered  at  least  to  be  a  2-sided  question: — We  also  never 
credited  .Japan  for  her  reforms  in  Korean  life. 

There  was  one  element  therein  as  to  which  the  Nipponese  were  fully  informed 
— probably  better  than  were  we.  They  felt  Korea  had  too  high  a  proportion  of 
morons  and  near  morons. 

Many  defectives  breed  like  rabbits.  One  moron  son  of  a  narcotic  addict 
father  and  sib  to  4  illegitimates  by  3  different  fathers,  murdered,  in  a  drunk- 
en rage  his  9th  child.  If  all  live,  above  moron,  at  the  9-rate  will  have  729  great- 
grandchildren. The  highpower  at  even  the  3  rate,  will  have  only  27.  Is  it  any 
wonder  scientists  say  our  national  intelligence  is  lowered  each  decade? 


IX.    COMBINED  BANK  AND  PAWNSHOP 

Pineapple  King  Bing,  our  host  Bing's  grandfather,  had  that  eldest 
son  necessary  to  carry  on  ancestor  worship.  Under  the  Plantation-own- 
ers' careful  tutelage,  this  young  man  went  into  real  banking  in  a  cer- 
tain Chinese  style.  This  meant  banking  house  and  pawnshop  combined. 
No  profits  were  too  small.  This  son,  Bing's  own  father,  would  lend  as 
much  as  10  cents  on  a  Java  woman's  sarong,  or  a  Bengali's  turban- 
cloth. 

Americans  think  chain-banking,  highly  developed  by  Manhattan 
banks,  and  even  more  recently  in  California,  was  copied  upon  English 
chain-banking.  Is  not  the  concept  of  chains-of -banks  really  Chinese  ?  In 
any  event,  the  Bing  system,  so  Bing  told  us,  expanded  out  of  Malay- 
asia  into  the  Spice  Islands,  into  French  IndoChina,  even  into  the  Philip- 
pines. Such  men  as  Bing  found  it  prudent  to  make  their  investments 
under  the  various  flags  of  Britain,  France,  Holland,  even  Spain.  They 
thus  were  free  from  exactions  of  Manchu  warlords  and  their  tax- 
gatherers.  These  then  flourished  in  the  Homeland,  along  with  Man- 
chu-imposed  queues. 
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KOREAN  SCHOOL 
If  U.S.A.  could  spend  a  decimal  of  1%  of  the  cost  of  World  Wars  I  and  II 
sending  eugeiiical  experts  into  such  areas  as  the  Far  East,  their  school  system 
soon  would  be  electric  with  new  life. 

Arriving  in  Korea  at  the  close  of  the  Russo-Japanese  War,  we  were  amazed 
at  the  sanitation  conditions.  We  learned  we  could  support  a  Korean  medical  stu- 
dent thru  4  years  of  college  at  $2.5  per  year.  These  men,  of  course,  had  not 
inherited  the  "American  Know  How".  They  could,  however,  at  least  substitute 
scientific  knowledge  for  corrodinf?  superstition. 


X.  COACHMAN  AND  FOOTMAN 

Mr.  Bing's  carriage  called  at  our  hotel,  coachman,  footman  in 
approved  English  livery.  At  the  horseshoe-shaped  entrance  were  2 
sets  of  lodge  gates.  We  drove  past  the  1st,  entered  at  the  2nd.  He 
awaited  us  on  his  veranda.  Down  the  steps  he  came,  hands  outstretched 
in  undoubtedly  sincere  welcome. 

Amusing  was  his  impatience  to  question  us  as  to  those  lodge 
gates.  "Did  you  see  their  ornaments?"  he  asked.  "Yes."  "What  saw 
you  on  the  first  gate?"  "What  we,  knowing  you  to  be  a  good  Con- 
fucian, expected, — Chinese  lucky  dogs."  "The  second  gate?"  "There  we 
were  puzzled.  They  seemed  like  bronze  eagles."  "Yes,  they  honor  your 
country.  They  are  American  eagles.  I  thus  testify  my  respect  for  your 
republican  form  of  government.  You  gave  the  world  much  by  your 
Declaration  of  Independence,  your  Constitution." 

Bing  then  told  the  story  of  his  2  sons.  Both  Singapore-born,  were 
working  for  their  Ph.D's.  One  had  been  sent  to  absorb,  as  a  sponge 
does  water,  as  much  as  possible  of  the  U.S.A.'s  republican  form  of 
government.  The  other  was  to  imbibe  what  Britons  call  their  "democ- 
racy."

Bing,  our  host,  carried  on  the 
family  tradition.  He  never  for- 
got tin-mining,  plantations, 
banking,  as  sources  of  princely 
income.  He  further  expanded, 
however,  into  merchandising. 

Again  the  "5-and-lO"  did  not 
originate  in  Wilkesbarre,  Penn- 
sylvania. It  started  where 
waterchestnuts,  bamboo 
shoots,  cocoanut  chips,  lichi  are 
afterdinner  delicacies.  Bing  told 
your  editor  he  could  undersell 
Scotch  department  stores 
throughout  the  Orient  50%  if 
necessary.  He,  however,  to  cut 
only  Caucasian  prices  10 '7^  to 
attract  all  the  business  he  could 
handle. 

In  Host  Bing's  generation 
came  another  shift  in  Kaleido- 
scopic world  trade.  In  republi- 
can U.S.A.,  a  craftsman  named 
Henry  Ford  has  originated 
mass  automobile  production. 
The  rubbertired  motor  dis- 
placed the  horse-and-buggy  as 
effectually  as  hybrid  corn  elim- 
inated redskin  varieties.  Eter- 
nal Law,  (economic  or  eugen- 
ic), works  as  ceaselessly  as 
Oceans  tides.

KOREAN  TAXI 

In  the  Korea  we  saw  after  the  Russo- 
Japanese  War,  there  were  no  rubber- 
tired  taxicabs.  Camphor,  rubber  are  two 
substances,  for  the  supply  of  which,  even 
a  decade  ajfo,  we  were  dependent  upon 
Asia  and  upon  our  seapower  for  delivery 
in  case  of  war.  Today  80%  of  the  camphor 
we  use  is  synthetic-manufactured  at  home. 
Soon,  too,  we  can  be  independent  of  Singa- 
pore for  rubber.  Such  new  chemical  indus- 
tries mean  employment  for  many.  Their 
existence  is  based  upon  invention  of  the 
creative  type  of  brain.  The  tragedy  herein 
is  the  fact  that  this  kind  of  folk  (the  high- 
powered,  inventive  type)  is  racesuiciding. 
The  unemployables,  meanwhile,  multiply 
like  rabbits. 


Host  Bing  each  year  uproot- 
ed more  pineapples.  Rubber 
trees,  based  on  Caucasian  re- 
search to  select  varieties  with 
highest  milk  yield,  were  sub- 
stituted. The  highway  public  education  campaign  was  making  new 
U.S.A.  folkways.  Country  folks  no  longer  were  satisfied  with  mush- 
and-milk  church  socials.  An  Indiana  corn  grower  would  motor  to  a 
catfish  fry  in  Florida,  eat  redflannel  hash  with  fiddlenecks  among 
Maine's  birch  trees,  or  drive  his  Tin  Lizzie  to  a  Yuletide  "200  feet 
below  sealevel"  in  California  with  a  smoke  tree  for  a  Christmas  tree 
that  had  varicolored  gumdrops  for  tree  ornaments.

When  a  guest  in  a  Korean  home,  your  editor  found  meals  were  served  Korean 
style  squatting  on  the  floor.  It  being  winter,  the  laws  of  hospitality  required  the 
guest  should  be  given  the  place  of  greatest  warmth.  This  was  on  the  floor  above 
the  place  where  a  coolie  outside  was  stuffing  in  weed  stalks  as  shown  in  the 
picture  above  .  .  .  Loads  of  the  2  coolies  above  are  examples  of  the  complete 
deforestation  in  Korea  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  Governor  Pinchot,  heading  the 
public  education  drive  to  establish  a  National  Forest  System,  advised  us  to  visit 
Korea  and  North  China  to  learn  firsthand  the  appalling  results  of  complete  de- 
forestation:— No  trees  were  left.  All  soil  was  washed  from  the  bare  rocks  and 
deposited  in  the  mountain  valleys  below.  In  these  the  streams  fed  by  rainwater 
meandered  from  mountain  wall  on  right  to  mountain  wall  on  left.  This  in  a 
series  of  gigantic  "S's".  Does  anything  anywhere  demonstrate  the  tragic  results 
of  lack  of  conservation?  In  the  Japanese  occupation  of  Korea,  Japanese  students 
from  Germany's  Schwartzwald  Forestry  school  were  detailed  to  attempt  reforesta- 
tion. This,  on  a  terrain  of  hillsides  robbed  of  top  soil  until  the  solid  rock  was 
bare,  was  a  Herculean  task. 


XII.  "NUMBER  ONE  BOY" 

On  the  spacious  veranda  of  Bing-'s  palatial  home,  this  Chinese 
Solomon  repeated  his  Siamese-coast  freighter  story.  His  greatgreat- 
grandfather  Bing,  though  a  coolie,  was  what  eugenists  would  classify 
as  "highpower".  The  venerable  civilization  of  China  has  worked  eu- 
genically  over  many  centuries.  The  Chinese,  thru  their  milleniums 
never  had  heard  of  chromosomes,  of  I.  Q.  of  human  genetics.  Great- 
greatgrandpere  Bing,  was  the  result  of  centuries  of  natural  selection. 
Being  physically  strong,  mentally  alert,  commendably  ambitious,  he 
soon  rose  from  shovelman  in  the  Malayasian  tin  mines  to  "No.  1  Boy." 

This,  in  pidgin  English,  meant  that  he  had  become  a  labor  con- 
tractor. To  reach  this  eminence,  he  had  commenced  saving  microscopic 
sums  of  those  low  earnings.  He  ate  an  absolute  efficiency-minimum  of 
rice.  He  wisely  avoided  the  tin  mines'  vices,  opium  smoking,  fan  tan 
gambling,  "China  gin".  He  soon  commenced  lending  a  little  money  to 
addicts  among  his  fellow  coolies.  This,  at  10%  to  20%  monthly. 

The  letter  home  had  told  of  his  increase  of  capital.  (See  page  6.) 
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XIII.  CHINA,  IN  1911, 
SEETHING  IN  FERMENT 

China,  in  1911,  was  fascinat- 
ing. The  first  experiences  of 
us-2  came  thru  being  caught 
in  Manchuria.  We-2  were  do- 
ing exploring  along  its  Siber- 
ian border.  A  blonde  girl  ap- 
parently never  having  been 
seen  there,  was  an  object  of 
curiosity.  We-2,  however  were 
never  molested.  On  travels  by 
dugout  canoe  we  observed  un- 
rest among  the  natives  gath- 
ering wild  silkworai  cocoons. 
Posters  on  yellow  paper  evi- 
dently caused  concern.  This 
increasing,  we  headed  toward 
Harbin,  Mukden. 

Finally  we  found  a  Japanese 
who  spoke  German.  He  dis- 
closed an  attempt  had  been 
made  to  overthrow  the  Man- 
chu  dynasty.  This  had  ruled 
China  so  long,  its  imposition 
of  the  queue  as  a  mark  of 
slavery  completely  had  been 
forgotten.  Elderly  men,  like 
Bing,  felt  uncomfortable  when 
queues,  worn  since  boyhood, 
were  cut.  This  Japanese  sug- 
gested our  getting  down  to  a 
seaport.  At  Mukden,  the  Am- 
erican consul  declared  the  2 
a.m.  train  was  our  last  chance 
of  escape.  He  feared  repetition 
of  the  Boxer  situation  with 
our  besieged  legation  at  Pek- 
ing. The  Mukden  legation  had 
no  military  protection,  as  had  Peking.  That  night  we  slept  in  the  sta- 
tion. We  saw  Chinese  regulars,  trained  under  German  officers.  They 
were  disciphned,  could  even  goosestep.  We  also  saw  Manchu  irregulars. 
As  our  train  crawled  toward  the  coast,  we  passed  Japanese  troop  train. 

This  prevented  our  North  China  expedition.  After  dreary  journey- 
ings,  we  reached  Shanghai. 


WHEN  CHINESE  WORE  QUEUES 

China's  civilization  has  persisted  long.  It 
contains  within  itself  most  elements  neces- 
sary for  renewed  youthful  viRor.  Its  em- 
phasis upon  the  worth  of  the  Scholar,  par- 
ticularly its  provision  "that  we  have  many 
sons"  contrasts  with  our  present  dysgenic 
trend. 

Our  civilization  cannot  persist  if  we  con- 
tinue that  race-suiciding  which  is  character- 
istic of  Americans  of  creative  minds.  Sur- 
geons, engineers,  lawyers,  research  scien- 
tists, all  tend  toward  extinction.  Their  fam- 
ilies contain  2,  1,  0  children  whereas  men  in 
1776,  had  16.  Meantime  morons  multiply 
like  rabbits.  This  spells  rapid  crumbling  of 
our  civilization.

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XIV.  ATTEMPT  AT  FOLKWAYS'  EVALUATION 


The  dinner  at  Mr.  Bing's  illustrated  the  wisdom  of  the  counsel 
given  us  by  my  schoolday  chum,  Julean  Arnold,  who  invested  his  life 
in  U.S.A.  diplomatic  service  in  China.  We  were  privileged,  because  of 
long  standing  family  connections  with  China,  to  visit  missions  from 
Manchuria,  Korea  even  Japan,  across  to  Kwantung  in  South  China. 

A  student  of  eugenics  feels  it  a  duty  to  record  his  own  impres- 
sions, in  these  days  of  misunderstanding,  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
folkways  of  China  have  become  consolidated,  often  along  eugenical 
lines. 

Of  all  said  folkways,  what  impresses  the  Occidental  student  of 
sociology  is  the  emphasis  on  ever  strengthening  family  ties.  The  biolo- 
gist from  the  Western  world  remembers  herein  that  family  cohesion 
is  so  deep  set,  one  finds  it  constantly  even  in  groups  as  far  removed 
from  Man  as  the  birds.  On  one  of  your  editor's  ranches  recently  a 
crow,  eager  for  his  breakfast  omelette,  spied  a  blackbird  nest.  The  male 
blackbird  chased  that  crow  for  a  mile — even  out  of  sight.

What  the  Army  and  Navy 
did  in  Puerto  Rico  at  the 
turn  of  the  century  is 
paralleled  by  their  present 
accomplishments  in  Japan. 

The  battle  against  dis- 
ease in  Japan  was  organ- 
ized and  is  being  carried 
through  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Brig.  Gen.  Craw- 
ford Sams,  former  Chief 
Surgeon  of  the  U.S.  Army 
Forces  in  the  Middle  East, 
a  dynamic  48-year  old 
Missourian.  "W  hat  we 
have  accomplished  here  is 
the  result  of  cooperation 
between  U.  S.  medical 
authorities  and  the  Japan- 
ese Diet,  universities,  doc- 
tors and  the  people,"  General  Sams  told  me.  "We  have  thus  been  able  to  make 
advances  in  five  years  that  normally  would  have  taken  .50."

XV.  IN  THE  OTHER  BALANCE,  OVERPOPULATION 

In  above  interpretation  of  Chinese  folkways,  there  has  been  no 
desire  to  gloss  over  China's  present  tragic  overpopulation.  Thus  re- 
sults widespread  famine,  epidemics,  civil  war.  China  needs  guidance 
in  her  adjustment  to  what  we  Occidentals,  in  our  Industrial  Revolu- 
tion, have  forced  on  all  mankind. 

Whence  between  the  1950s  and  the  2150,  is  to  come  that  guid- 
ance? There  is  now  only  one  answer: — "U.S.A."  .  .  .  France,  bled  pale 
of  Intellectuals  by  the  Ptevolution  of  1789,  proceeded,  via  excessive 
birth-control,  to  the  collapse  of  1939.  It  took  D-Day's  Americans  to  res- 
cue, from  the  Nazis,  the  France  that  once  lead  in  brains.  Britain  lost 
her  leaders  on  Flanders'  Fields  in  August  1914.  Those  heroes  died  will- 
ingly— but  the  British  Commonwealth  long  has  been  leaderless.  Ger- 
many's 5,000  scientists,  feverishly  working  at  Peenemuende,  were  an- 
nihilated in  a  few  hours  by  RAF  and  AAF  bombers.

Travel  by  kago  thru  the  bamboo  chaparral  was  still,  in  the  century's  opening 
years,  characteristic  of  old  Japan.  The  footwear  of  the  coolies  was  indicative  of 
the  then  Japanese  standard  of  livinj".  They  were  homemade  of  rice  straw.  These 
wore  out  quickly  on  rocky  trails.  Such  coolies  had  the  "baby-a-year"  birthrate. 
It  was  this  explosive  birthrate,  brought  into  being  by  the  cannonfodder-hungry 
military  clique,  that  displaced  Japan's  folkway  of  population  control  that  had 
been  in  existence  for  some  centuries. 

Sanitation  lagged  in  Japan.  Read  how  U.S.A.  Armed  Forces  medicos  repeated 
in  Japan  their  accomplishment  in  Puerto  Rico  a  half  century  earlier.  What  the 
Army  and  Navy  did  in  Puerto  Rico  at  the  turn  of  the  century  is  paralleled  by 
their  present  accomplishments  in  Japan. 

Formerly,  nurses  in  Japan  were  looked  upon  as  lowly  servants  whose  main 
duty  was  to  scrub  floors.  Most  of  the  nursing  in  hospitals  was  done  by  members 
of  the  patient's  family,  who  lived  in  the  sick  room,  prepared  meals  and  looked 
after  the  sufferer.  General  Sams  recommended  that  nursing  schools  be  established 
throughout  Japan  and  in  1946  the  first  model  school  was  opened.  Sams  also  set 
up  a  model  hospital  where  doctors  study  modern  medical  methods  and  hospital 
administration.  On  his  recommendation.  The  Diet  passed  a  medical-service  law 
requiring  minimum  standards  for  hospitals.  Step  by  step  the  level  of  doctors, 
nurses  and  hospitals  has  been  raised,  and  the  effect  on  the  health  of  Japan  is 
clearly  visible.  ("JAPAN  DISCOVERS  MODERN  MEDICINE"  New  Leader.

A  pithhelmeted  Californian,  clad  in  his  "10-to-l"  was  thoughtful 
as  he  rode  past  the  hundred-trunked  banyans  that  night.  In  his  Singa- 
pore hotel,  even  the  steady  swish  of  his  punkah  under  the  rythmic 
pulls  of  the  coolie  outside  his  bedroom  door  did  not  induce  sleep. 

Mr.  Bing  was  a  strong  character.  He  had  abundant  common  sense. 
He  had  devoted  loyalty  that  was  truly  passionate.  He  had  an  ability 
to  work  uncomplainingly  thru  the  long  hours  under  the  Equator— an 
ability  born  of  generations  of  fierce  struggle  for  survival  because  of 
overpopulation.

'Tis  a  far  cry  from  Jan  Mjoen's  fjords  to  this  Nilebank  village  near  Assuan. 
E-rypt's  civilization  creaks  with  hoary  old  age  compared  with  lusty  young  Norway. 
Yet  once  Egypt  led  all  Mankind.  Much  of  our  present-day  civilization  originated 
in  Egypt.  Having  filtered  down  to  us  thru  the  Greeks,  its  Nile  beginnings  usually 
are  not  evident.  Thus  we  still  use  the  word  "duo-denum"  for  that  part  of  the 
intestines  next  the  stomach.  How  many  AngloSaxons,  landing  at  Alexandria  en 
route  to  Cairo  and  Assuan,  remember  the  work  of  the  Alexandrian  anatomist, 
Herophilus.  In  his  dissecting  he  found  this  duodenum.  It  was  about  12  fingers 
breadth  long.  It  still  bears  the  name  its  discoverer  gave  it.  

XIX.  THE  CHINESE  VILLAGE,  AN  EXPANDED  FAMILY 

Chinese  loyalty  to  a  common  ancestor  has  no  parallel  in  our 
Occident,  unless  it  be  the  Scottish  clan.  During  untold  generations 
before  1911's  queue  cutting,  long  before  Chinese  students  in  U.S.A. 
universities  brought  back  the  I.Q.  technique,  the  Chinese  were  develop- 
ing eugenically.  Here  was  a  mass  movement  as  irresistible  as  a  lava 
flow  from  Vesuvius'  crater.  _ 

Long  before  the  Birth  at  Bethlehem,  scattered  Chinese  villages 
were  expanding.  Today,  in  any  given  village,  practically  all  are  kin. 
When,  in  pioneer  California,  a  Chinese  houseboy  had  saved  enuf,  he 
would  say: — "Boss  man,  me  go  back  Kwantung.  Tomollah  me  bling 
Cousin.  He  alle  same  me,  your  Houseboy".  And  "Cousin"  the  new 
houseboy  really  was.  He  was  of  the  common  blood.  He  WAS  kin. 

Such  loyalty,  as  they  think  of  it,  to  the  common  ancestor, — we 
Westerns  say  "to  the  Family,"  is  comparable  to  Caledonian  fealty  to 
"THE  Macdonald",  "THE  Macintosh".  Has  not  this  a  high  eugenic 
value?  It  provides  more  than  a  comfortable  feeling  of  solidarity.  It 
results  in  an  adequate  birthrate.  Today  there  is,  of  course,  overpopula- 
tion in  Chinese.  Look  back,  however,  as  to  value  over  30,  35,  40  cen- 
turies. Then  you  will  understand  how  expansion  was  possible  in  a  popu- 
lation mass  that  possessed  no  tropical  disease  researchists,  no  micro- 
scope,  no  fever  thermometers.

The  wisest  woman  in  all  Hind,  (decorated  by  the  Viceroy  for  her  devotion  to 
the  oppressed  lowcastes) 
said: — "Before  you  talk  of 
your  American  supervised 
playgrounds,  spend  hours 
at  the  Temple  of  Kali: 

Noth- 
ing could  possibly  give 
you  a  better  idea  of  the 
obstacles  you-2  face  than 
watching  the  exploitation, 
by  the  fat  priests,  of 
mothers  of  sick  children. 

Calcutta  friends  donated 
for  our  enterprise  a  whole 
square  at  Ballighata.

Or, 
has  China  no  "13"  folkway?  In  Chinese  architecture,  gardening,  poetry,  philoso- 
phy, ceramics,  painting,  human  yearnings  have  found  expression  over  almost  as 
many  centuries  as  since  the  date  King  .lames'  version  credits  Noah's  building  of 
the  Ark.  Of  all  that  crystallization  of  bright  minds  throughout  the  centuries  that 
became  milleniums,  does  any  concept  brilliantly  shine.  Koh-i-noor  like,  as  much 
as  the  village  wisdom.  "Square  holed  cash  for  the  bright  lad's  education  AND 
THAT  HE  MAY  HAVE  MANY  SCHOLARLY  SONS!" 

In  just  such  structures  as  above  pagoda,  one  may  stumble  upon  rare  ex- 
amples of  Chinese  art.  Once,  at  a  corridor's  end,  was  a  simple  white  peony. 
We-2  supposed  it  freshly-picked.  It,  however,  was  not  a  living  blossom.  It  was 
some  800  years  old,  the  work  of  a  master  carver  in  white  jade.  Its  petals  were 
no  thicker  than  a  garden  flower's.

Arriving  in  Korea  after  the  Russo-Japanese  War,  We-2  were 
amazed  at  lack  of  sanitation.  Mothers  gave  suffering  babes  pills  of  cow  dung, 
"blessed"  by  Buddhist  priests.  3  babies  out  of  5  died  before  their  first  birthday. 
Is  there  not  danger  in  our  saying,  "Let's  double  the  Orient's  expectancy  of  life 
by  sending  medical  workers"?  Does  not  our  own  Puerto  Rico's  half  century  of 
tragic  failure  indicate  that  the  Backward  People's  first  need  is  birth  control 
knowledge?

The  Cambridge-Somerville  Youth  Study  in  progress  for  15  years  began  when 
Psychiatrists  Sheldon  and  Eleanor  Glueck  published  (1930)  their  book  on  ".500 
Criminal  Careers".  Dr.  Richard  Clarke  Cabot,  who  wrote  a  foreword  for  it,  thought 
more  could  be  done  if  these  potential  delinquents  were  taken  in  hand  at  an  early 
age  and  given  the  advantages  that  boys  from  "good  homes"  have.  He  therefore 
set  up  and  financed  this  study.

Is  not  the  increase,  since  1900,  of  U.S.A., 
divorces  alarming?  Note  how,  in  annexed  photo 
of  a  Los  Angeles  clipping  "divorces  granted" 
show  a  longer  list  than  "marriage  licenses  is- 
sued." If  one  studies  more  than  mere  statistics, 
one's  concern  is  increased.  In  most  of  the 
actions  the  wife  is  the  plaintiff.  Further,  one 
senses  that  more  and  more  the  plaintiff  is  a 
highstrung  nervous  woman.  This  is  the  type 
that  often  ranks  desirable  engenically  as  a 
mother.  When  tensions  increase,  there  is  a 
greater  loss  than  that  of  the  husband's  lov- 
ing helpmate.  The  birthrate  of  the  divorce 
group  is  lowered. 

Contrast  with  above,  the  Chinese  home. 
Your  editor's  family,  in  its  Chinese  social  serv- 
ice ventures,  utilized  its  Dixie-plantation  expe- 
rience. Slaveday  Louisiana  had  been  like  a  eu- 
genical  layer  cake.  This,  as  to  difference  be- 
tween "house  negroes"  and  "farm  -  work 
negroes".  Out  of  all  this  was  sensed  how  to 
most  wisely  enter  China.  TTie  dominant  aim 
was  to  break  the  shackles  of  Chinese  woman- 
hood. Success  therein  came  besause  the  con- 
centration of  such  work  was  a  real  contribution 
toward  the  long  understanding  between  China 
and  the  U.S.A.  Hundreds  of  Chinese  girls, 
with  Christian  ideals,  became  married  to  the 
men  later  governing  China.

The  mil- 
lions of  South-and  of- 
East  Europeans  that 
had  been  deluging  our 
nation  now  were 
barred. 

However,  when  a 
carpenter  can  earn  in 
U.S.A.  more  in  2  days 
than  he  can  in  a  whole 
month  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, he  risks  smug- 
gling. His  cousin 
writes  him :  "Fuel 

gas  comes  to  the  kitchen  stove  thru  a  pipe."  Where  he  slaves,  his 
children  pick  up  windfall  twigs  in  the  olive  orchards.  The  late  1920s, 
the  early  1930s,  were  the  Golden  Days  of  smuggling.  They  lasted  as 
long  as  the  Hyphenates  succeeeded  in  blocking  passage  of  any  Regis- 
tration-of-Alien  Act.  Only  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II  brought  it.

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SPANKING  IN  KOREA'S  "GOOD  OLD  DAYS" 


Where  we  of  the  West  eliminate  a  criminal  painlessly  by  the  gas  chamber, 
the  teeming  Orient's  folkways  include  torture.  Above  photograph  of  the  Korean 
equivalent  of  the  Turkish  bastinado  illustrates  this.  GI's,  returning  from  Korea, 
report  that  the  proportion  of  horsehaired  "flowerpot"  hats,  which  were  prac- 
tically universal  at  your  editor's  first  stay  in  Korea,  is  steadily  lessening. 

That  this  change  in  wearing  apparel  is  occurring  along  with  the  gradual 
abolition  of  turban  in  Hindustan,  likewise  the  fez,  (from  the  capital  of  Morocco 
that  gave  it  its  name,  to  Egypt  and  Turkey),  is  an  example  of  the  irresistibility 
of  Western  penetration.  This  is  due  to  Oriental  admiration  of  Western  progress. 
IN  THIS  CONNECTION,  SHOULD  WE  NOT  REMEMBER,  THAT  THE  GRAD-

HOW WE  HAVE  FELT  NO  RESPONSIBILITY  TO  GIVE  THEM  THE  KNOWL- 
EDGE OF  THE  BIRTH  CONTROL  TECHNIQUE.  WE  HAVE  FOUND 
NECESSARY  TO  DEVELOP  SIMULTANEOUSLY  WITH  THE  REDUCTION 
OF  THE  DEATHRATE. 

Perhaps  we  Occidentals  may  condescend  to  suspect  we,  too,  may  learn  with- 
out undervaluing  our  debt  to  our  Nordic  ancestors.

Even  worse,  rats  spread  typhus,  infectious  jaundice,  ratbite  fever  and  fatal  food 
poisoning.  They  are  the  principal  reservoir  of  bubonic  plague.  Through  the  cen- 
turies man  has  never  been  able  to  win  the  fight  against  rats.  But  now  Dr.  Paul 
Link  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  has  cooked  up  a  curious  chemical  poison,  called 
Warfarin,  which  can  seal  the  rodent's  doom.  (Sure  Death  to  Rats  by  Paul  de 
Kruif — ^Reader's  Digest  3/51.) 


During  the  plague  of  the  seventeenth  century  when  25  million  people  or  a  quarter  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Europe  died  of  this  dread  disease,  there  were  doubtless,  as  there  should  have  been,  hospitals 
and  other  organized  efforts  to  minister  to  the  sick  and  dying.  We  can  imagine  the  scant  attention 
that  would  have  been  then  paid  a  request  for  a  grant  for  a  scientific  study  of  the  life  habits  of  such 
creatures  as  rats,  fleas  and  the  wriggling  animalcules  which  Leeuwenhoek  discovered  at  about  this 
time  in  drops  of  putrid  water.  And  yet  our  knowledge  of  rats,  fleas  and  bacteria  is  one  reason  why 
centuries  later  pest  hospitals  are  not  found  in  London  and  we  no  longer  dread  the  plague. 
(Dr.  A.  F.  Blakeslee,  Individuality  &  Science,  142,  7.)

In  1911  your  editor  watched  the  victorious  Japanese  in  Manchuria  stripping  the 
rich  conquered  forests.  Czarist-built  mills'  circular  saws  buzzingly  ripped  their 
way  thru  logs  of  pine,  even  black  walnut.  So  gluttonly  was  Nipponese  demand 
for  timber,  in  great  spaces  outside  the  mills,  2-coolie  units  worked  on  up-ended 
tree  trunks  as  in  our  photo.  Under  such  accelerated  lumbering,  there  came  defores- 
tration  of  Manchuria's  primitive  timber  stands.  This,  too,  can  be  a  way  toward 
extinction.  This,  at  least,  of  genetically  desirable  trees.  NATURALLY  THE 
JAPANESE  FELLED  THE  GOOD  TREES,  LEFT  UNPROFITABLE  WEAK- 
LINGS STANDING.  THUS  THE  WORST  FATHERED  THE  NEXT  GENERA- 
TION. (Note  parallel  in  War.) 


V.    CORONATION  IN  SIAM 

It  was  Chan  Tsu.  Ph.  D.,  that  asked  above  question  about  Angor 
Wat's  ancient  treasure.  He  had  accosted  the  "Black  Notebook  Man," 
(your  editor)  when,  one  day,  latter  was  emerging  from  his  Hong- 
Kong  hotel.  The  Sacramentan,  thru  unavoidably  altered  plans,  was 
marooned  in  tlie  British  Colony.

The  colorfully-feath- 
ered peacock  is  a  bird 
one  would  hardly  class 
as  camouflaged.  From 
your  editor's  experi- 
ences in  jungles  where 
peacocks  are  wild,  he 
can  testify  to  the  ac- 
curacy of  Thayer's  as- 
sertions here.* 

In  an  environment 
where  sunlight,  filter- 
ing thru  foliage,  gives 
effect  that  Sir  Edwin 
Arnold  described,  as 
"turning  wood-glooms 
to  gold",  mottled  ap- 
pearance of  the  pea- 
cock's remarkable 
plumage  blends  sur- 
prisingly well  with  the 
background.  Then,  too, 
the  head  and  neck 
often  is  seen,  because 
of  the  bird's  peculiar 
perchinghabits, 
against  the  blue  of  the 
sky. 

Studying  the  pea- 
cock under  these  con- 
ditions, (which  happen 
to  be  those  of  area  in 
which  Angor  Wat  was

build  Angor  Wat's  temples  and  accumulate  there  their  enormous  treas- 
ure. Of  this,  we  have  records  from  the  ancient  Chinese  diplomatic 
corps.  These  Angor  Wat  folk  undoubtedly  were  highly  intelligent. 
They  created  their  own  remarkable  civilization.  Can  we  not  assume 
that  they  at  least  had  an  instinct  of  self-preservation  equal  to  that  of 
the  peacock?

Is  there  a  better 
theory  than  that  the  slave 
caste  was  incited  by  some 
demagogic  leader  to  such 
fury  that  ALL,  (fathers, 
mothers,  children)  were 
massacred  to  the  last  soul?

Extinction  has  proceeded  thru  all  Geologic  time.  Examples  are  the 
trilobites,  the  ammonites,  .  .  .  brontosaurus,  tricerotops,  stegosaurus, 
tyrannosaurus  .  .  .  the  dodo,  the  moa,  the  passenger  pigeon,  also 
U.S.A. 's  only  parrot,  the  gold-and-green  Carolina  parakeet.

The  sculptures  at  Angor  Wat  rival  those  of  the 
great  temples  of  Boerboder  in  Java.  The  sublime 
teachings  of  the  great  pile  in  the  Spice  Island's 
jungles  have  been  described  elsewhere  by  your  editor.

Pleasant  at  seed-time,  when  the  champaks  bud — " 
(Light  of  Asia  .  .  .  Sir  Edwin  Arnold) 

In  Hindustan,  with  "The  Snows"  on  the  distant  horizon,  and  with 
inexhaustible  slave  labor,  the  King  could  command  a  palace  of  deodar 
cedar.  In  the  jungles  of  Burma,  Siam,  Indo  China,  elephants  (more 
serviceable  in  the  swamp  than  tractors)  still  are  used  in  timbering 
teak.  At  Angor  Wat,  however,  the  material  that  persists  despite 
jungle-rot  is  "marble"  or  at  least  the  stones  that  once  probably  were 
faced  with  marble. 

The  student  of  Angor  Wat  finds  himself,  when  in  Inca  Land,  being- 
reminded  of  how  extinction  of  the  intelligentsia  can  be  telescoped  into 
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comparatively  few 
years.  In  the  case  of 
the  civihzation  in  an- 
cient Peru,  one  finds 
an  unbeUevably  small 
number  o  f  Pizarro's 
"army"  in  mortal  con- 
test with  the  enor- 
mous fighting  force  of 
the  Incas.  The  only  ad- 
vantages Pizarro  had 
were  (a)  men  in  shin- 
ing armor;  (b)  the 
beasts,  strange  to  the 
Incas,  we  know  as 
horses;  (c)  Firearms 
in  lieu  of  bow-and-ar- 
row.  With  one  man  pit- 
ted against  the  10,- 
OOO's  it  was  necessary 
to  use  all  the  advant- 
age of  superstition 
that  corrodes  illiter- 
ates, to  immediately 
destroy  all  capable  of 
leadership.  Within  a 
couple  of  decades  prac- 
tically every  member 
of  the  royal,  the  priest- 
ly, and  the  warrior 
castes  of  the  Incas  was 
annihilated.  Only  the

These  nitrate  ghost 
towns  fascinate  the  eu- 
genist.  Before  Norwe- 
gian researchists 
learned  how  to  make 
manure  from  air  with 
their  almost  unlimited 
hydroelectrical  power, 
Chile  had  approxi- 
mately a  lOO'/f  nitrate 
monopoly.  Today  it 
supplies  10%,  hence  a 
string  of  ghost  towns. 

Chile's  export  tax  of 
$10  a  ton  on  nitrates 
meant  no  taxes  on  the 
haciendas.  U.  S.  A.  is 
learning  that  tax  burd- 
ens lower  intellectuals' 
birthrates.  In  Chile, 
untaxed  haciendadcs, 
pa  r  ti  c  u  1  a  r  1  y  with 
Chile's  profound  ap- 
preciation of  The  Fam-

who  knows  the  fine  society  of  Santiago  grasps  that  its  equal  is  almost

One  of  your  editor's  most  interesting  experiences  was  when 
he  temporarily  occupied  a  throne  in  Hindustan.  This  for  a  reason  which  space 
limitation  forbids  describing.  Entertainment  there  ran  all  the  way  from  racing 
camels  and  chariot  contests  reminiscent  of  Ben  Hur  to  the  peculiar  dancing  by 
Nautch  girls.  The  custom  still  exists  in  Siam.  Only  recently  there  had  been  shown 
pictures  of  the  care  in  which  these  girls  are  trained  in  Siam.  Another  of  the 
experiences  of  Us-2  was  in  one  of  the  jungle  Sultanates  of  South  Java.  Here, 
again,  this  art  is  highly  developed.  That  it  was  the  part  of  the  life  in  Angor  Wat 
is  evident  from  above  photograph.

Any  Occidental, 
watching  the  patience  necessary  to  train  a  falcon,  knows  how  cheap  must  be 
human  life  to  permit  investment  of  so  much  time.

After  World  War  II 
had  seen  the  fall  of 
Singapore,  British,  as 
well  as  their  doughty 
little  Ghurka  contin- 
gents, were  j  u  n  g  1  e- 
fighting  the  diminu- 
t  i  V  e  Nipponese.  Ap- 
parently the  little 
brown  men  had  gained 
control  of  the  Mogok 
mines.  Tommy  Atkins 
and  his  messmates 
were  sending  back  to 
Chelsea  sweethearts 
priceless  pigeonbloods, 
each  with  a  harrowing 
tale  of  "  'ow  'e  got 
'em."  This  was  hap- 
pening with  such  ever- 
accelerated  frequency, 
some-one  analyzed  one 
such  gift.  This  chem- 
ist found  it  was  not 

corundum,  cf  which  ruby  is  a  subspecies,  but  medieval  stained  glass. 
Some  thrifty  Teuton  had  grasped  there  could  be  a  market  for  the 
broken  glass  of  bombed  cathedrals.

Death 
rates,  largely  because  of  Saxon-American  leadership,  are  dropping  throughout 
much  of  Latin  America.  Meanwhile  the  primitive  "baby-a-year"  folkway  means, 
in  the  absence  of  birth  control,  tragic  overpopulation. 


In  aristocratic  France,  the  noted  scientist  Pouchel  said:  (Vallery  p.  2M)  "Part  of  a  scientist's 
duties  consists  in  VULGARIZING  his  discoveries." 
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PITYING  GOVERNMENT  REMITS  TAXES 


Of  all  the  weeds  your  editor  fights  on  his  ranches,  none  is  more  baffling  than 
hoary  cress.  To  this  land,  the  world's  most  fertile,  a  new  railroad  brought  hosts 
of  weed  seeds.  Among  these  is  the  hoary  cress.  A  few  were  scattered  an  acre  or 
two  apart.  In  a  few  years,  they  spread  so  there  is  now  talk  of  excusing  taxes  until 
eradication.  Above  shows  the  method  hoary  cress  drowning  in  parts  of  California. 
This  may  mean,  however,  5  years'  loss  of  crops. 

We  are  learning  more  constantly  as  to  how  to  control  plant  weeds.  Is  it  not 
amazing  that  almost  no  American  taxpayer  bothers  about  human  weeds  con- 
tinually arriving?  Klaus  Fuchs,  alien  human  weed,  is  an  example.  He  made  pos- 
sible taxation  of  those  billions  that  may  wreck  U.S.A.'s  economy.  Should  not  Fuchs 
have  been  screened  before  he  gave  Russia  our  atomic  bomb  secrets? 

Barbadoes  is  an  area  entirely  free  from  weeds.  Same  shows  the  late  Dr. 
Laughlin's  theories  were  not  far  wrong.  Member  of  Carnegie  Institution  staff,  he, 
for  years,  until  his  death,  advised  Congress  on  Immigration  Control.  ITiere  then 
was  practically  not  one  successful  attempt  to  "amend  to  death"  the  Immigration 
Quota  Acts.  Dr.  Laughlin  insisted  the  right  to  enter  U.  S.  A.  was  equivalent  to 
gift  of  a  fortune.  No  applicant  should  have  a  visa  until  he  had  furnished  life 
histories  of  20  blood  relatives.  Under  his  plan,  said  Dr.  Laughlin,  "immigrants 
like  Scarface  Al  Capone,  Moses  Annenberg,  Bugsey  Siegel,  (of  Murder,  Incorpo- 
rated), never  could  have  entered."

Was  there  not  a  61/4,-POUND  one  among  the  Czar's  crown  pewels  ?  Did 
not  myoptic  Nerc-of-the-Fiddle  increase  his  eyepower  with  an  emerald, 
centuries  before  lenses  were  gTOund?  .  .  . 

But  all  above  are  tales  of  Old  World  Emeralds.  Now,  to  quote  the 
Ditch  tender  of  Brachipod  Cliff,  "YOU  listen  to  MY  yarn,"  for  it  is 
the  tale  of  a  New  World  emerald : — There  once  was  a  mestizo  woman. 
One  of  her  sisters  inherited  rare  Castilian  beauty.  Our  heroine,  how- 
ever, "took  after"  her  Amerind  mother,  was  distinctly  squaw-like. 
We-2  met  her  on  an  Atlantic  liner.  She  was  our  right-side  steamchair 
companion.  To  our  other  side  were  three  young  girl  undergraduates. 
One  spoke  Spanish  fluently. 

La  senora  timidly  ventured  this  was  her  first  voyage.  On  her 
fiftieth  birthday,  husband  gave  her  an  ample  letter  of  credit,  said:

The  expressivity  is  somewhat  variable  as  to 
the  number  of  missing  bicuspids  and  the  age  at  which  the  whitening  of  the  hair 
begins. 


"Over  the  past  6  decades,  our  national  output  of  goods  and  services  has  been  multiplied  7  or 
8-fold,  representing  an  average  annual  rate  of  increase  of  nearly  3M;  per  cent  and  a  virtual  doubling 
of  total  output  every  20  years.  In  1949,  this  total  output  was  about  260  billion  dollars;  measured  in 
the  same  price  terms,  it  was  about  35  billion  dollars  in  1890.

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BIRD  ROCK,  POINT  LOBOS  STATE  PARK  (CALIF.) 

"Bird  Rocks"  occur  worldwide.  Often  they  are  so  covered  with  guano,  they 
seem  as  snow-whitened  as  a  mountain  peak.  To  the  guano  birds  there  came,  thru 
von  Humboldt's  research,  perhaps  their  first  widespread  insecurity  in  millions  of 
years. 

Naturally,  such  a  "bird  rock"  environment  resembled  Great  Britain's  security 
for  centuries.  Even  Napoleon  was  unable  to  solve  the  problem  of  invasion.  So,  too, 
wingless  predators,  from  foxes  to  gophersnakes,  likewise  cannot  invade  a  bird 
rock.  Eggs  and  young  birds  therefore  are  safe. 

Nature  here  again  shows  her  remarkable  canny  Scottishness  in  avoiding 
waste.  Many  seabirds  lay  but  one  egg  annually.  This  birthrate  is  adjusted  to 
reproduction  needs.  Quail,  on  the  contrary,  have  clutches  of  10  to  15  eggs.  They 
have  primarily  greater  danger  from  eagles  and  hawks  than  the  birds  on  sea- 
rocks.  They  have,  however,  the  additional  menace  of  above  named  predators,  from 
foxes  to  snakes. 

The  normal  human  birthrate  was  adjusted  to  Cave  Man  dangers.  Expectancy 
of  life  was,  not  60,  but  say,  30  years.  Childbearing  began  shortly  after  puberty.  A 
woman  easily  could  mother  a  dozen  before  .32.  That  birthrate  was  as  adjusted  as 
a  murre's  or  guillemot's  1  chick  yearly,  a  quail's  dozen.  Today  intelligent  nations 
control  birthrates  (indeed  sometimes  overcontrol  them).  The  illiterate  Orient  still 
breeds  at  Cave-Man  rate.  Overpopulation  is  a  prime  cause  of  war.

When 
gravel  deposits  are  exhausted, 
mining  settlements  soon  be- 
come Ghost  Towns.

In  the  Fairbanks  district, 
among  other  vegetables,  ap- 
proximately 80,000  pounds  of 
cabbage  were  produced  in 
1950.  Potatoes  long  have  been 
the  leading  cash  crop  ...  In 
recent  years  the  potato  yield 
has  been  600-800  tons  annual- 
ly. Fairbanks  Agriculture 
Experiment  Station  thus  has 
labored  to  establish  an  Alas- 
kan agriculture.  .  .  .* 

A  poet  once  wrote  that  a 
species  of  immortality  is  seen 
in  the  undying  progress  of 
one's  intellectual  contribu- 
tions to  his  fellowmen.  Same 
include  the  Psalms  of  David, 
the  Proverbs  of  Solomon,  the 
medical  etJiics  of  Hippocrates, 
the  philosophy  of  Socrates, 
the  dramas  of  Euripides  (and 
of  Shakespeare  and  of  J.  W.  von  Goethe) ,  the  paintings  of  Fra  Angel- 
ico,  of  Botticelli.

When  Americans  neglect  the  eugenical  findings  of  the  Overseas,  they  impov- 
erish themselves.  Your  editor  long  has  enjoyed  membership  in  the  productive 
Societies  in  Mexico,  Peru,  Argentina  as  well  as  in  Australia.  Someone  has  said 
U.S.A. 's  power  originates  in  48  legislatures.  Each  works  to  solve  Life  problems  in 
its  own  way.  Have  we  not  the  same  on  a  world  scale  in  the  United  Nations? 
This,  if  we  are  sufficiently  alert  to  reverse  the  present  trend  of  domination  of  its 
policies  by,  not  only  Communists,  but  by  what  is  infinitely  more  dangerous,  the 
Blundering  Idealists  in  LT.S.A.  and  other  parts  of  "West  Europe"?

The  dish  is 
cannily  disguised.  The  "nev/ 
chum"  or  tenderfoot  may  not 
knovv'  he  is  eating  uncooked 
fish.  Pueblo  Indians  will  do  a 
journey  of  several  "sleeps"  on 
a  pouch  of  raw  corn  kernel. 
Most  food,  animal  or  vege- 
table, however,  is  far  more 
palatable  when  cooked.  Even 
on  a  treeless  desert,  one  re- 
sorts to  such  fuel  as  yucca 
stalks  to  heat  his  coffee. 

"The  beans  are  being  boiled 
over  a  fire  of  beanstalks" 

Thus  Dr.  H.  H.  Hart  trans- 
lates a  verse  of  Ts'ao  Chih 
(Wei  Dynasty  circa.  A.D. 
212)  in  the  poem  "composed 
while  walking  7  steps".  There 
was,  even  17  centuries  ago,  a 
fuel  shortage  in  China.  Few 
today  remember  that  upon 
China's  complete  deforestra- 
tion  was  based  U.S.A.  Nation- 
al Forest  system.  A  few  lead- 
ers, about  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury, employed  photographs 
of  the  havoc  in  China  to  build 
public  opinion  toward  demand- 
ing Congressional  Conserva- 
tion legislation,  despite  the 
lobby  of  the  lumbermen. 

Your  editor  then  made 
studies  of  above  phenomena  in 
both  Korea  and  China.

"Hindustan  added  42,000,000  to  her  population"  1940-1951.  (London 
Eugenics  Review  10/51.) 

Since  your  editor's  1911,  1912,  Organized-play  expeditions,  American  baseball 
has  steadily  grown  in  favor.  In  addition  to  the  secular  field,,  We-2  also  organized 
"Missionary  Playground  Movement."  Missionaries  of  various  denominations  were 
quick  to  grasp  the  possi- 
bilities of  religious  educa- 
tion thru  play. 

We  made  field  studies 
in  Japan,  Korea,  China, 
the  Philippines,  Malay- 
asia,  Java,  Burma,  Hindu- 
stan, Ceylon.  Eventually 
followed  similar  studies  in 
Egypt,  Turkey.  We  en- 
countered amazing  opposi- 
tion in  Japan.  We  learned 
later  we  had  blundered  in 
using  the  expression  "Ed- 
ucation thru  play."  Japa- 
nese Militarists  wanted  no 
educational  ideas  from  the 
3  Western  Democracies: 
France,  Britain,  U.S.A. 
They  desired  a  strong 
military  government 
modelled  after  Hohenzol- 
lern  Germany.  We  there- 
upon were  forced  to  adopt 
that  strategy  since  called 
"Going  Underground."  A 
group  of  brave  Nipponese 
"took  over,"  in  a  purely 
Japanese  movement. 

China  was  far  more  re- 
ceptive. One  Mandarin 
sent  word  he  was  prepared  to  donate  sites  in  every  one  of  the  several  score  cities 
of  his  province.  He  further  would  support  American  workers,  if  we  would  recom- 
mend same.  This,  then  was  impossible  to  do.  No  U.S.A.  university  then  offered 
such  training  courses. 

In  the  Philippines,  our  first  playground  was  started  in  the  Tondo,  in  a  nipa 
shack  area.  The  second  one  there  was  financed  by  altruistic  Chinese.  To  a  Holland- 
born  resident  must  be  given  the  credit  for  catching  the  vision  of  Java's  first 
demonstration  playground.  With  the  help  of  Calcutta  friends  we  started  the  first 
American  supervised  playground  there.  It  is  still  running.  It  was  in  Calcutta,  aft- 
erward in  Delhi,  also  Bombay  we  saw  native  bankers,  likewise  merchants,  making 
sacrifice  to  Ganesh,  the  Elephant -headed  God  of  Good  Luck,  before  closing  busi- 
ness deals. 

Some  years  ago,  native  pundits'  commission  studying  Hindustan's  overpopu- 
lation concluded  "Insoluble".  Some  hinted  LT.S.A.  "out  of  its  great  abundance" 
had  a  moral  obligation  to  support  Hindustan's  half  starved.  Government  disap- 
proval of  Birth  Control.  Your  editor  took  issue,  and  formulated  his  "500-Year 
Plan".  Now  comes  news  of  Government  long-delayed  approval  of  eugenic  measures.

The  history  of  the  Sanskrit  language  fascinates  the  eugenist  in 
Hindustan.  Native  pundits  are  proud  of  their  research  into  its  myster- 
ies. Was  it  not  they  who  coined  the  expression  "Aryan"  to  designate 
the  ancient  mother  tongue?  Kipling  (Bombay  born  and  allegedly  the 
original  "Kim"  astride  Zam  Zammeh)  gave  us  the  verse  below.  British 
Cyc  states  authoritatively  Sanskrit  is  the  eldest  daughter  of  the 
old  mother  tongue,  then  mentions  as  other  daughter  languages: — 
Iranic,  Hellenic,  Italic,  Celtic,  Teutonic,  and  Letto-Slavic.  Your  editor 
has  enjoyed  tracing  connections  between  Sanskrit  and  English.  The 
British  Cyc  cites  Sanskrit  akea  (our  axe) .  The  names  for  "river"  and 
"flow"  are  but  another  of  many  striking  parallels. 

"It  is  not  wise  for  the  Christian  man

For  the  brown  man  smiles,  while  the  white  man  riles, 

And  it  weareth  the  Christian  down,

ROSETTED  FILAREE 
Above  is  one  of  those  herbaceous  plants  that  find  a  niche  between  "leopard- 
spotted  chaparral.  It  is  a  wild  geranium.  Covered  Wagon  folk  christened  it 
"filaree".  This  from  Spanish  "alfilerilla,"  (a  little  needle).  Its  seed,  before  split- 
ting into  .5  clocks,  is  the  most  needle-like  of  all  the  "cranebills"  or  "heronbills". 
These  are  folknames,  from  Germany  to  Greece,  of  the  wild  geraniums  that  have, 
in  that  seed-arrangement  this  wonderfully  efficient  survival  mechanism.  AL- 
fillerilla  is  almost  as  Arabic  as  "AL-gebra",  "AL-cohol",  star  names  such  as  "AL- 
deberan",  AL-tair".  "AL-fillerilla  is  as  tolerant  of  rainslessness  as  is  a  camel.  It 
thus  becomes  a  flower-to-seed  quickie  between  the  desert-spotting  in  Mediter- 
ranean maqni.  Your  editor  collected  it  in  this  leopard-spotted  chaparral  in  Corsica, 
Andalusia,  Algeria.  It  may  be  that  the  tendency  to  rosetting  resulted  from  long 
centuries  of  Mediterranean  evolution.  (See  illustrations  pages  3  and  9.)

I.  "SAHIB"  WISDOM 

"The  sahibs  have  not  all  of  Wisdom."  (Hindu  Proverb) 
As  to  utilization  of  Elfin  Forest's  biota: — The  Occidentals,  Cau- 
casian sahibs,  have,  of  course,  not  "all  the  wisdom".  They  accumulate 
it,  however,  at  such  an  accelerated  rate  that  the  Oriental  admires, 
imitates,  envies — and  cordially  hates.  Note  progress  made  during  lives 
still  in  being.  Your  editor  recalls  malaria  supposedly  being  caused  by 
"miasma"  rising  from  swamps.  There  also  then  was  objection  to  indoor 
patent  toilets.  "They  gradually  will  poison  us  with  escaping  sewer  gas." 
The  outdoor  "privy"  then  still  was  the  rule,  even  at  aristocratic  homes. 
Much  domestic  water  in  California  cities  then  came  from  wells.  Ty- 
phoid was  accepted  as  "chastisement  from  Heaven."  Have  we  not  ,in- 
deed,  progressed  much?  Our  attitude  also  has  shifted  toward  those 
who  in  "malarial  miasma"  days  were  dubbed  "heathen".  The  Moham- 
medan's Allah  was  the  True  God.  Christianity  also  grudgingly  accepted 
Judaism.  We  were,  however,  intolerant  of  Confucianism,  Taoism,  Shin- 
toism.  Buddhism,  Hinduism,  especially  of  their  "idols".  Today  we 
study  Comparative  Religions.  Our  own  Christianity,  with  its  never-fail- 
ing ontimism,  its  cheerful  Faith,  its  undying  Hope  thereby  loses  noth- 
ing. Modern  Sociology,  a  science  born  in  lives  also  still  in  being,  today 
is,  however,  intolerant  as  to  Biology.  Have  we  not,  likewise,  from  the 
days  of  Columbus,  Cortez,  Pizarro  to  our  own  last  wars  with  Sioux, 
Apaches  shown  lack  of  appreciation  of  other  cultures?  Has  this  not 
impoverished  us?  Have  we  not  ruthlessly  obliterated  much  that  might 
have  enriched  us?  Is  not  Amerind  knowledge  of  useable  Elfin  Forests' 
plants  an  example?  Generations  of  squaws  tasted,  coked,  sometimes 
poisoned  their  papooses  and  themselves.  Had  not  this  primitive  re- 
search been  conducted  into  possible  plant  utilization  ?  Did  not  the  Red- 
skin mother  test  every  root,  bai'k,  leaf,  flower,  of  every  Elfin  Forest 
herb,  bush,  tree  ?  What  seeds  did  they  overlook  as  possible  sources  of 
pinole?

ABBEY  OF  ST.  DENIS 

Breathtak  ing  is  the 
beauty  of  the  ancient 
stained  glass  in  France's 
cathedrals  and  chapels. 
Blues  were  gained  with 
ground  lapislazuli  in  the 
slag, — ruby  from  Bohem- 
ian use  of  gold.  Dare  one 
say,  however,  remember- 
ing Christ's  description  of 
the  lilies-of-the-field,  that 
a  rosetted  plant  of  cactus 
desert  on  the  Mexican 
border  or  farther  north,  in 
the  Elfin  Forest,  lacks 
the  spiritual  appeal  of 
Gothic  rose-windows? 

Once,  botanizing  on  a 
California  desert,  your 
editor  found  his  first  ros- 
etted filaree.  Shade  temp- 
eratures here  reach  135° 
in  Mid- August.

Rolling  back  the  matted 
filaree  foilage,  the  ground 
beneath  was  as  moist  as 
if  it  had  showered  yester- 
day. Is  it  any  wonder  the 
Desert  Rats  are  positive  the  Kangaroo  rats  have  no  kidneys? 


11.   READING  DANDELIONS  ON  AN  ELFIN  FOREST  TRAILSIDE 

On  an  Elfin  Forest  trail,  your  editor  was  sauntering-  with  one 
profoundly  versed  in  mediaeval  stained  glass.  Latter  knew  the  wonder- 
ful coloring  of  the  Cathedrals  of  Le  Mans,  of  Chartres,  of  Notre  Dame. 
He  had  studied  York  Minster's  incomparable  lancet  windows.  He  was 
versed  in  the  alchemy  of  the  early  glazier-artists.  The  never-since- 
equaled  blues  of  one  of  these  were  said  to  be  based  on  ground 
lapis  lazuli.  This  antiquarian  knew  much  about  another  who  was 
reputed  to  have  conquered  the  ruby  glass  problem.  It  had  been  im- 
possible to  make  a  ruby  glass  mixture  that  did  not  show  black.  Then 
this  wizard  said  gold  was  used  in  combination  to  produce  a  real  ruby 
effect.  This  learned  professor  estimated  the  effect  upon  a  worshipper 
of  the  rose  window  of  Paris'  Sainte  Chappelle.  He  said,  "Ruskin  reminds 
us  the  concept  of  stained  glass  came  to  devout  artists  seeing  brilliant 
sunsets  thru  trees  leafless  in  winter."  He  stopped,  pointed  at  a  dande- 
lion* plant  beside  the  trail.  Might  not  the  rose  window's  geometrical 
plan  have  originated  when  some  talented  artist  observed  the  common 
rosette  foliages, 

*  Householders  systematically  eliminate  dandelions  trom  their  lawns.  Goldfinches,  however,  have  an 
entirely  different  opinion.  The  seeds  of  such  composites  form  at  times  their  chief  nourishment.  No  garden 
devotee  would  think  of  planting  dandelions  for  goldfinches.  Every  birdlover's  garden,  however,  might 
include  composites  acceptable  to  these  colorful  finches.  Among  such  of  the  sunflower  tribe  are  the 
colorful  dwarf  Fi-cnch  marigolds.  These-,  persistentlv,  are  used  for  pleasing  coloring  eflects  in  Paris' 
Tuillieries  Gardens.  Also  in  beds  around  the  Place  de  la  Concorde.

III.    ELFIN  FOREST'S 

>/  TARWEEDS 

The  E:ifin  Forest's  tarweeds  are 
as  Mexican  as  pulque.  Spanish- 
Mexican  rule  in  California  left  so 
deeply  its  imprint  on  placenames 
'  that  the  Spanish  language  comes 
easily  to  the  California-born.  They 
learn  to  say  "San  Hosay",  instead 
of  "San  Josie"— "San  Wah-keen" 
instead  of  "San  Jokin."  Insight 
into  the  above  came  when  a  Boston 
debutante  and  her  naval  officer 
beau  were  on  the  ferryboat  be- 
tween  Oakland  and  San  Francisco. 
She  bubbled  .-—"I'm  learning  Span- 
ish quickly  in  California."  Pointing 
to  mid-Bay  Goat  Island,  she  said: 
—"I  already  learned  that  "Yerba" 
means  "goat",  "buena"  means  is- 
land". The  tarweeds  are  so  Mexi- 
can they  almost  speak  Spanish.  El- 
fin Forest  in  mid-August  is  bright 
with  tarweed  gold.  The  finest  is 
the  Elegant  Madia,  a  rosiny,  brown- 
eyed  Susan. 

The  Elfin  Forest  in  late  August, 
September,  October  -  till  -  the-rains, 
has  its  tarweeds.  (Those  are  the 
months  the  Aberdeen-born  buy 
their  thermometers.  This,  to  have  a 
little  more  mercury  in  the  tube.) 
The  Elfin  Forrest  has  yerba  santa- 
like leaves,  shiny  with  varnish, 
they  are  bitter.  Is  this  not  a  part  of 
their  survival  mechanism  ?  Can 
one  not  imagine  a  fawn  quickly 
learning  that  grass,  herbs,  even 
young  oak  foliage  is  much  more 
luscious  than  the  acrid,  willow- 
shaped  leaves  of  the  Holy  Herb  ? 

Are  not  by-products  worth  atten- 
tion? Chicago  pork  packers  effi- 
ciency has  been  crystallized  into 
their  "use  of  everything  except  the 
squeal".  Hawaiian  pineapples  yield  double  when  nematodes  were  con- 
trolled by  a  petroleum  waste.  So,  too,  botanizing  in  the  Elfin  Forest 
helps  one's  Spanish.  For  we  still  say  "copa  de  oro",  "verba  buena", 
"yerba  santa".  . 


In  U.S.A.  horsemeat  still  is 
doR-and-cat  food.  Note  this  Paris 
hoisehead  against  skyline.  This 
persists  from  when  most  French- 
men could  not  read.  From  this 
butchershop,  your  editor  could  ac- 
tually throw  a  stone  and  hit  the 
sidewalk  afront  one  of  Paris'  big, 
world-famous  department  stores. 
U.S.A.  has  the  world's  highest 
living  standard.  How  long  can  we 
maintain  it  with  our  growing  in- 
efficiency since  1932?  Children 
make  a  game  of  discovering  Elfin 
Forest's  rosetted  plants  of  dif- 
ferent species.  This  is  sugar-coat- 
ed education.  They  thus  learn  the 
survival  value  of  efficiency  long 
before  they  yearn  for  books. 
Grounups,  indeed,  may  well  pon- 
der this.

One  learned 
their  NICHE  philo- 
sophy, i.e.  that  weak 
stems  could  use  the 
strong  to  climb  into 
sun-energy,  monop- 
olize it,  even  ungen- 
erously kill  the  host. 

Is  there,  indeed, 
not  a  parallel  here 
as  to  U.S.A.?  Prob- 
ably no  other  race 
but  the  Nordics  suc- 
cessfully could  have 
conquered  North 
America.  These  des- 
cendants of  h  a  r  d  y 
Vikings  converted 
this  wilderness  into

then  became  easy  for  low-living-standard  folk  to  filter  in,  to  approp- 
riate a  Conquest  of  which  they  themselves  were  incapable.  Herein  may 
it  be  repeated  that  Near  East  workers,  earning  40c  daily,  were  willing 
to  m.urder,  if  necessary,  to  gain  footing  under  our  $4-a-day  wage- 
standard.  The  40c  Druses  rebelled  against  4c-a-day  Indo-Chinese 
coolies  forcibly-injected,  into  their  Grand  Leban.

V.    MIRACULOUS  SEED  ANATOMY 

The  structure  developed  from  the  ovule  after  fertilization  is  the 
seed.  Every  seed  has  an  embroyo,  (developed  from  the  fertilized 
ovum).  An  endosperm  surrounds  it,  also  the  protective  seed-coat.  The 
seed-coat  always,  itself,  is  a  miracle.  Integument  cells,  by  thickening 
and  wall  lignification,  provide  effective  protection  for  the  dormant 
young  plant  within. 

Sometimes  seed  epidermis  develops  into  a  mucilage  as  in  quince, 
also  flax,  likewise  mistletoe.  Said  mucilage  serves  for  fixation  in  the 
soil,  or,  with  mistletoe,  adherence  to  the  tree.  The  number  of  seeds, 
however,  would  be  of  little  avail  if  all  seeds  remained  at  the  place  of 
origin.  Thus  we  see  many  devices  for  seed  distribution  as  herein  men- 
tioned. 

Often  the  suitability  of  seeds  for  wind-dispersal  is  due  simply  to 
their  lightness  and  minute  size.  Thus,  millions  of  seeds  are  produced, 
as  in  one  orchid  capsule.  Orchids  therefore  become  dispersed  as  epi- 
phytes in  damp  tropical  forests. 

Bottles  of  Elfin  Forest  seeds  were  accumulated  in  your  editor's 
boyhood's  "Home  Museum".  This,  because  of  his  parents'  encourage- 
ment. Looking  back  over  a  long  life,  he  now  testifies  they  were  on 
powerful  stimulus  to  later  undertake  his  studies  in  the  jungles  of  the 
Amazon  and  the  Orinoco,  of  the  Philippines,  Ceylon,  Malayasia,  Hindu- 
stan, Java.  He  was  never  satisfied,  for  exam.ple,  until  he  tracked  down 
the  large  pigeon  which  is  attracted  by  the  bright  red  network  or 
"mace"  around  nutmeg's  black  seed.  The  nutmeg  thus  is  distributed  all 
over  Spice  Islands.  The  strand-flora  of  the  Malayan  Archipelago  con- 
sists exclusively  of  plants  with  floating  fruits  or  seeds.  The  adapta- 
tions of  these  correspond  more  or  less  to  those  of  the  coconut,  which  is 
distributed  everywhere  on  tropical  coasts. 
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VI.  "RAFTERS  HUNG  WITH  "SIMPLES" 


Green  tomatoes  are  hung  on  rafters  in  Maderia.  They  slowly  color 
and  ripen.  They  then  are  packed  individually  in  cotton  for  London's 
Christmas  market.  So  much  impressed  was  your  editor  with  this 
"rafter"  economy  he,  for  years,  radiated  this  story  to  the  newspapers 
of  California's  tomato-growing  areas. 

"Rafter"  conservation  also  was  to  be  seen  in  Finland.  Its  circular 
ryebread,  with  hole  in  center,  is  a  rafter  development.  Your  editor  often 
saw,  in  old  Finland,  peasant  cottages  with  a  year's  supply  of  roggebrod 
thus  stored.  It  was  made  soon  after  harvest. 

The  French,  also,  have  a  rafter  technique.  Note  Aunt  Begon's 
simples  in  Daudet's  rib-tickling  "The  Elixir".  One  can  develop  a  soul- 
satisfying  hobby  in  enjoyment  of  the  garden's  herb  corner.  Some  of 
the  finest  flavors  of  French,  also  of  Italian  cookery  originate  thusly. 
Rafter-use  also  can  be  developed  into  an  Elfin  Forest  delight.  Among 
the  plants  that  there  can  be  gathered  and  preserved  are : — 

(A)  CALIFORNIA  LAUREL.  The  leaves  of  this  make  an  excel- 
lent substitute  for  Bay  Laurel.  They  can  be  used  to  flavor  both  soups 
and  stews. 

(B)  YERBA  SANTA.  The  "Holy  Herb"  of  the  Spanish  Mexicans 
makes  a  tea  highly  prized  by  both  Amerinds,  (American-Indians), 
and  Spanish  Californians.  It  may  not,  as  they  insist,  cure  every- 
thing from  adenoids,  appendicitis,  asthma,  all  the  allergies  clean 
thru  the  medical  dictionery  to  "Z".  It,  however,  frequently  is  used  by 
pioneer  descendants  living  in  or  near  the  Elfin  Forest. 

(C)  YERBA  BUENA  also  is  used  as  tea.  Sometimes  a  stronger 
infusion  was  said  to  have  been  used  by  the  Covered  Wagon  folk  for 
colic. 

(D)  MEDICINAL  PLANTS.  One  author,  working  in  a  limited 
California  piedmont  area,  (largely  Elfin  Forest) ,  listed  161  uses  of  our 
native  plants  in  Redskin  medicine.

VII.    WHAT  DO  THE  ELVES  WHISPER? 


The  Elfin  Forests  elves  are  eager  to  tell  you  their  age-old  story. 
They  patiently  remember  our  human  weaknesses.  Many  of  us  cannot 
hear  the  cedar  waxwing's  high  sibilant  call  notes.  We  can  see  the  colors 
of  neither  ultra-violet  nor  of  infrared.  For  only  three  decades,  (out  of 
the  million  years  since  Pithecanthropus  munched  jak-fruit  in  Java's 
jungles),  have  we  become  aware  of  radio,  also  radar  waves.  The  Elfin 
Forest  pyxies  knew  all  about  this  long,  long  ago.  They  knew  what  was 
in  deer  ears  and  the  absurd-looking  helmets  of  bats.  They  just  couldn't 
make  us  clumsy  blunderers  understand.  If  we  go  into  the  Elgin  Forest 
by  starlight,  or  when  the  Mid-August's  balsam  is  sizzling  from  Sabine 
pine  and  tarweed,  or  on  winter  trail  walks  when  the  frost  is  squeeezing 
out  of  the  ground  like  satin  spar,  perhaps  we  catch  a  whisper  now  and 
then. 

The  Elfin  forest  teaches  us,  after  a  half  century  of  studying 
it,  the  meaning  of  Schopenhauer's  definition  of  The  Will: — 
"That  which  appears  in  all  physical  processes — in  the  vital  processes 
of  animals  and  plants,  in  the  movements  of  inorganic  bodies."  It 
unfolds  to  us  the  meaning  of  the  German  word  zeilstrebigkeit,  for 
which  there  is  no  equivalent  in  English.  It  gives  us  a  feeling  of  brother- 
hood with  coyote  and  deer,  with  quail  and  goldfinch,  with  butterfly  and 
mayfly — with  twilight  lily  and  pentstemon,  with  manzanita  and  Sabine 
Pine,  with  tai-weed  and  yerba  santa.  Yes,  carrying  out  fully  Schoper- 
hauer's  thought,  with  quartz  crystal  and  asbestos  fibre,  with  gold 
nugget  and  hexagoned  biotite,  with  obsidian  flake  and  andesite  chip. 
With  even  sunset  glow,  moonlite  glimmer,  the  brilliancy  of  Venus  as 
evening  star,  the  fathomless  depths  of  the  Milky  Way.  We  come  to 
glimpse  something  of  the  stupendous,  wonderful  fact  of  that  Great 
Force,  which  some  with  profound  faith  call  "God  the  Creator",  some 
with  cautious  nicety,  find  nameless  and  finally  satisfy  themselves  with 
such  words  as  "Mother  Nature". 

Perhaps  Coleridge  came  near  to  putting  the  feeling  into  words 
when  he  ended  his  "Ancient  Mariner"  with : 

"He  prayeth  best  who  loveth  best 
All  things  both  great  and  small, 
For  the  dear  God  who  loveth  us. 
He  made  and  loveth  all."

AFTER  "CLOCKING" 

On  this  desk  is  a  map  of  Spain,  dated 
A.D.  1037.  It  shows  the  Moslem  Emirates  of 
Badajoz,  Seville,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valencia,  even  Saragossa. 
Who  can  deny  that  filaree  (AL-fillerilla)  seeds  stole  rides  again 
and  again  in  the  camel's  hair  wool  of  burnooses  of  swarthy 
Moors  who  spear-pointed  the  tall  blonde,  but  hybridized  Visi- 
goths back  against  the  Pyrenees?  Filaree  seeds  also  hitch- 
hiked in  the  long  woolen  cloaks  of  Franciscan  friars  from 
Seville  to  Havana,  Vera  Cruz,  Mexico  City,  San  Diego.  This 
immigrant  thus  spread  till  now,  on  a  cattle  range  of  your 
editor,  it  displaces  all  native  grasses. 

The  boring  mechanism  of  filaree  "clocks"  is  remarkably 
efficient  in  suncracked  adobe  soil.  Same  has  been  described 
elsewhere  by  your  editor.  There  is  space  here  only  to  mention 
the  rosetted  form.  Once  its  efficiency  is  comprehended,  the 
sociologist  may  gain  insight  into  a  parallel  efficiency  needed 
 to  preserve  U.S.A.'s  living  standard.

VIII.  ELFIN  FOREST'S  "GREASEWOOD",  OR 
"MOUNTAIN  MAHOGANY" 

Does  not  the  Elfin  Forest  teach  us  to  question  Soviet  ukase?  Lat- 
ter insists  the  races-concept  is  error.  The  Russians,  for  poHtical  propa- 
ganda, decreed  all  men  are  born  exactly  with  equal  equipment.  They 
distort  biology.  Applied  to  human  lives,  they  declare  ALL  change 
results  from  environment. 

Environment  does  work  changes,  but  not  within  one  generation. 
An  example  is  the  Elfin  Forest.  In  springtime  it  is  most  attractive  with 
what  might  be  called  a  wild  rose.  Much  of  its  chaparral  is  this  grease- 
wood,  member  of  the  rose  family.  Here  is  a  "rose"  that,  thru  millions 
of  years  of  evolution,  has  adjusted  itself  to  Elfin  Forest's  midsummer 
aridity,  plus  heat.  To  conserve  precious  moisture,  it  has  come  to  secrete 
protective  resins.  Thus  Covered  Wagon  folk  called  it  "greasewood". 
This,  because  it  could  be  ignited  for  campfire  cooking,  in  even  a  heavy 
rain.  The  elves  remind  one  to  be  alert  to  observe  the  survival  mechan- 
ism of  mountain  mahogany  seed.  It  is  as  needle-like  as  filaree  seed. 
And  it  has  the  same  twisting  ability.  The  neeedle  insures  seed  trans- 
portation in  pelt  of  coyote,  fox,  or  deer.  The  twister  spells  penetration 
into  an  earth  crack,  be  it  ever  so  tiny.  Thus,  this  needlepoint  twister- 
seed  starts  toward  being  a  member  of  the  Elfin  Forest.  If  you  listen 
intently,  the  elves  will  tell  you  this.  They  know  all  the  secrets  of  Elfin 
Forest's  reproduction,  whether  of  mice  or  mountain  mahogany.  They 
know,  too,  where  gold  is — but  they  are  painfully  sensitive  about  men- 
tioning it.  They  used  to  use  flakes  of  the  yellow  metal  on  gowns  in 
their  dances.  It  glittered  in  the  moonlight.  They  were  unhappy  when 
the  redshirted,  blondbearded  goldseekers  came.  Pan,  Rocker,  Long- 
Tom  were  sacrilege  enuf.  Their  most  emphatic  complaint  was  the 
Hydraulickers.  These  with  their  monitors,  ruthlessly  tore  great  holes 
into  the  elves'  hills. 

Another  Elfin  Forest  plant  that  "manufactures"  a  protective 
chemical  is  Yerba  Santa.  One  October  day,  the  theremometer  was  over 
110°.  The  Coast  Range  deer  season  being  closed  some  weeks,  the  deer 
were  reassured.  Your  editor  was  making  notes  when  he  heard  a  noise. 
Thru  a  yerba  santa  colony,  a  startled  deer  had  crashed.  The  scent  of 
this  plant's  heatboiled  balsam  was  pleasing  to  the  nostrils.  The  elves 
teach  you  to  enjoy  their  forest's  unique  perfumes. 
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IX.    ELFIN  FOREST  VINES 

When  one  has  had  70  years  of  Elfin  Forest,  one  long  ago  made 
time  to  concentrate  study  thereof  into  annual  units.  Thus,  one  year  on 
its  ferns,  another  on  its  mosses,  another  on  its  fungi,  even  one  on  its 
vines,  their  anatomy,  their  plant-sociology.  Several  species  might  be 
named  here:  Clematis,  Honeysuckle,  Poison  Oak,  and,  of  course.  Wild 
Grape.  The  last  is  beloved  of  kiddies  as  swings.  Housewives  find  it  a 
source  of  delectable  jelly.  Old  and  young  know  it  as  a  stimulus  to  go 
wildgrapemg.  The  Gold  Paish  miners  used  it  as  an  especial  source  of 
comedy-m-names.  One  of  California's  honeysuckles  is  Loniceia  hispi- 
dula.  It  was  christened  long  ago  by  Douglass,  the  pioneer  collector  of 
California  plants,  for  whom  the  Douglass  Tree,  or  False  Spruce  is 
named.  It  has  small  pink-white  flowers  Avhich  develop  into  handsome 
orange-red  berries.  California  also  has  the  Black  twinberry.  Our  chap- 
arral  honeysuckle,  the  true  Elfin  Forest  variety  is  yellow-flowered. 

X.    ELFIN  FOREST  FECUNDITY 

"You  can  fool  all  of  the  people  some  of  the  time, 
AND  SOME  OF  THE  PEOPLE  ALL  OF  THE  TIME, 
But  you  cannot  fool 
ALL  of  the  people  ALL  of  the  time." 

(Honest  Abe  Lincoln  knew  his  morons) 
If  there  is  one  lesson  the  thoughtful  person  learns  from  the 
Elfm  Forest  it  is:  "Mother  Nature's  way  is:— "High  Fecundity,  then 
Severe  Selection."  A  manzanita  bush,  in  an  already  overpopulated  area 
will  produce  ANNUALLY,  say,  10,000  of  the  "htlte  apples"  that  gave  it 
its  name  ...  A  lone  Sabine  pine  is  able  to  exist  where  some  vein  of 
water  permits  a  solution  of  food-salts  necessarv  to  its  life  Each  vear 
it  will  average  at  least  30  cones  with  100  Manged  nutlets  each  Here's  an 
annual  birthrate  of  3,000 !  An  eschscholtzia  may  have  123  flowers  one 
^fix"    S^^^^  ^'^'^^^  develop  into  a  seedpod  with  several  dozen  seeds  The 
Elfm  Forest  coyote  may  have  8  puppies  annually.  The  field  mouse 
whose  droppings  on  a  slab  of  serpentine  are  your  only  visible  sioTi  of 
its  existence,  will  have  so  many  young  the  adding  machine  cannot 
compute  the  possible  increase  in  10  years. 

There  then  follows  the  fiercest  SELECTION.  Those  10,000  man- 
zanita apples  over  25  years  make  a  quarter  million  seeds.  If  the  old 
bush  dies,  there  is  room  for  but  one  other  in  its  place.  A  fox  may  eat 
some  of  the  diminutive  apples.  (Even  Redskins,  also  paleface  kiddies 
en.ioy  them.)  That  fox's  droppings  MAY  find  new  terrain  a  mile  away 
ihis  chalice  of  survival  is  Probably  less  than  1  in  a  thousand  Thus  we 
see  m  the  Elfm  Forest  what  Darwin  phrased  "The  Survival  of  the 
Fittest." 

This  process  proceeds  also  as  to  humans.  "Survival  of  the  Fittest" 
over  10  generations  of  Frontier  Life  gave  us  the  "American  Know 
How.

DEER,  SQUIRREL, 
FIELDMOUSE  TRAILS 

On  a  Tahoe  beach  an  aged, 
blind  Washoe  cooked  a  badger 
mulligan.  He  complained  of  smug 
Paleface  superiority.  "White 
Man,  he  write,  he  have  books, 
he  think  he  know  everything. 
Red  Man,  no  books,  but  learn 
lots  about  deer,  badgers,  rabbits, 
squirrels,  geese,  grouse,  grass- 
hoppers. Why  Paleface  talk-big, 
try-make  Washoe  feel  little?" 

With  herbs  the  Amerind  skill- 
fully flavored  that  stew.  Feeling 
his  way  by  the  heat,  he  contin- 
ued, "White  Man  build  road  for 
muleteam,  carry  grub,  Sacra- 
mento to  Com.stock  Lode.

Elfin  Forest  also  has  squirrel  highways.  If  someone  only  had  had 
vision,  he  could  have  read  the  age-layers  of  a  squirrel  midden  at  a 
Sabine  Pine's  base.  Denmark's  "Kitchen  Middens"  then  might  not 
have  waited  so  long  for  an  interpreter. 

Fascinating,  too,  are  paths  beaten  by  meadow  mice's  tiny  feet. 
All  above-mentioned  are  mammals.  A  mouse  madonna  also  nurses  her 
babies.  Reflection  thereon  make  for  tolerance.  One  comes  to  grasp 
that,  if  one  goes  back  far  enough,  hummingbirds,  lizards,  frogs,  trout, 
yes,  even  starfish,  sea  anemones  are  one's  clanfolk.

Was  it  not  the  philosopher  Fichte  who 
taught  the  brotherhood  of  even  stones?  Crystals,  indeed,  do  grow,  do 
they  not? 
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GRASSHOPPERS  OF 
ELFIN  FOREST 

A  Tennessee  hillbilly  once  taunted 
a  Pah  Ute  at  Lake  Tahoe.  The  Red- 
skin hungrily  was  munching  dried 
grasshoppers.  This  Amerind  (Ameri- 
can-Indian) retorted:  —  "Ugh!  Pale- 
face, he  eat  'um  shrimpi" 

The  grasshoppers  of  Elfin  Forest 
preach  eloquently  of  Efficiency.  This 
they  do  by  visual  education.  Or  shall 
we  say,  by  example.  There  are  many 
species.  Some  are  leaf-green.  Some  are 
mottled  like  gravelly  soil.  Of  the  lat- 
ter, some  have  crimson  underwings, 
some  canary-yelow,  some  flash  silver. 
It  is  these  very  underwings  that  might 
at  first  puzzle  one  as  much  as  the 
camouflage  of  brightly  colored  birds 
of  the  Amazon  or  Oronico  jungles. 

The  defense  mechanism  of  such  Elf- 
in Forest  grasshoppers  seems  to  paral- 
lel that  on  the  underwing  moths.  Like 
the  moths  with  red  underwings  in 
contrast  with  perfectly  camouflaged 
wing  covers,  so  Elfin  Forest  grass- 
hoppers have  conspicuous  underwings. 

As  this  is  written,  observations  are 
being  conducted  as  to  the  value  of  such 
striking  colors  beneath  camouflaged 
upper  wings.  Watch  a  half-wild  cat. 
Note  a  sparrowhawk  at  its  lookout  on 
a  dead  Sabine  pine.  Pussy  or  falcon 
strikes  at  the  bright  color  in  flight. 
Presto!  it  is  gone.  The  camouflage 
which  now  is  all-covering,  is  perfect. 
Mammal  or  bird  fails  its  "shrimp 
salad". 

Catch  a  katydid  or  a  common  grass- 
hopper. Study  its  coloration:  Then 
ask  yourself:  Was  not  Thayer  a  Sage 
and  a  Saint?  This,  because  of  his 
study  of  camouflage  plus  his  efforts 
to  substitute  it  in  uniforms,  such  as 
the  traditional  British  redcoat.  He 
yearned  to  reduce  battle  deaths. 


XII.    ELFIN  FOREST  HIKES  IN  OCTOBER 


"Gypsying-  to  Anyhere, 

Where  each  day  has  its  story,  .  , 

Where  joy  is  ctill  untrammelled, 
And  Life's  jest  is  still  unstale." 

Sniff,  on  that  after-the-first-rain  hike,  the  odor  of  yerba  santa 
balsam.  Once  one's  nostrils  have  been  delighted  by  that  smell  he  will 
never  forget  it.  He  will  go  back,  as  Kipling  might  say,  to  the  Elfin 
Forest  to  die. 

Columbus  Day,  particularly  if  the  calendar  has  welded  it  on  to  a 
weekend,  is  a  most  propituous  time  to  go  a-gypsying  along  an  Elfin 
Forest  trail.  Do  not  let  an  overcast  day  frighten  you  into  staying 
home.  Some  researchist,  working  for  a  better  electric  light  bulb  fila- 
ment, discovered,  they  say,  the  substance  for  shower  coats  that  fold 
into  one's  pocket. 

Such  a  trail  never  runs  in  a  straight  line.  It  curves  fascinatingly 
along  a  contour,  around  rock  mass  and  chaparral  clump.  Always  it 
beckons  on.  Who  was  it  wrote — "The  lure  of  the  curve  of  the  trail  and 
the  crest  of  the  hill?" 

Elfin  Forest  has  occasional  clumps  of  Oregon  ash.  After  the  first 
rains,  most  of  its  leaves  fall.  One  then  best  can  study  its  thought-pro- 
voking, seed-wanderlusting  mechanism.  Buckeyes,  too,  then  are  hung- 
with  tennis-ball-like  fruits,  too  big  for  seed-collection  bottles.  Its 
"pears"  are  borne  on  branches  naked  as  a  new-born  baby.  October  is  in- 
deed Seed-collecting  month.  Seeds  like  the  rare  California  Snapdragon 
may  be  found.  These  have  a  diameter  like  a  needle  point.  They  contain 
however  all  the  elements  of  reproduction  of  a  many-stemmed,  7  foot 
high  bush.  If  there  are  several  children  in  the  party,  such  combing  the 
Elfin  Forest  for  small  bottles  of  seed,  can  be  developed,  tactfully,  into 
a  fascinating  game.  Acorns,  pinenuts,  thus  secured  can  be  displayed 
in  attractive  boxes  in  the  home  museum. 


XIIL    ELFIN  FOREST  TO  JUNGLE 

Among  Elfin  Forest's  flora  are  several  vines.  One  is  the  Cali- 
fornia honeysuckle.  We  have  several  species.  Ours,  like  many  of  the 
family,  are  able  to  persist  by  vine-strategy.  In  your  editor's  garden  is  a 
Japanese  lonoceria,  which  makes  an  excellent  dwarf-hedge.  Above- 
named,  vigorous  Arkansas  honeysuckle  tends  to  monopolize  all  sun- 
energy,  thus  weakening  its  host.  The  ultimate  of  such  "ungrateful- 
ness" is  the  strangler  fig.  This  Caribbean  parasite  ranges  from  Ever- 
glades National  Park  to  Venezuela.  It  starts  life  as  an  air  plant  from  a 
bird-droppings-borne  seed.  Its  root  develops  with  amazing  rapidity  till 
it  reaches  the  soil  level.  Fortified  with  soil-salts'  energy,  it  starts  a 
score  of  right,  also  left,  laterals.  These  have  many  buds,  which  be- 
come sub-laterals.  Soon  the  host  tree  is  imprisoned  in  a  matted  basket. 
Strangulation  follows.  Finally  the  dead  host  tree's  sawdust  sifts  thru 
fig-intersticings.  Study,  therefore  Elfin  Forest's  honeysuckle.  Let  such 
vines'  niche-occupancy  stimulate  you  to  go  exploring  Amazon,  Congo 
jungles. 
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XIV.  COTTONWOODS 


There  are  2  "cotton"  trees:  One  is  the  silk  cotton,  the  ceiba,  or 
kapok  of  the  Tropical  Life  Zone.  The  other  is  North  America's  cotton- 
wood.  Latter  ranges  from  the  Lower  Sonoran  to  the  Canadian  Life 
Zone. 

There  are  plants  that  have  found  their  niche  where  most  growth 
would  drown.  The  water  Niche  has  most  fascinating  Niche  philosophy. 
Tamarisk  lines  the  River  Jordan  as  do  willows  the  streamside  slope 
of  Sacramento  River  levees.  Tamarisk  and  willow,  both  Vegetable 
Kingdom  "old  soaks",  are  so  closely  related,  botanists  suggest  a  prob- 
able generalized  ancestor.  Tamarisk  is  naturalized  in  California  Elfin 
Forest  streams,  as,  in  Cache  Creek.  Some  plants  thrive  on  water  with 
considerable  alkali  content,  as  the  Washingtonia  palm  .  .  .  Iodine 
weed,  March  samphire,  triplex,  all  like  saline  soils.  Mangroves  win 
the  Cakewalk  into  sea  water. 

If  you  grow  to  love  Elfin  Forest  cottonwoods  you'll  never  be  quite 
happy  till  you  have  had  a  riztafel  under  a  kapok  in  Java.  Always 
thereafter  you  will  yearn  to  see  the  pink  of  silk  cotton  bloom,  con- 
trasted with  lignumvitae  blue.  You'll  be  restless  until  you've  heard  a 
Jamaica  negro  mammy  discourse  on  the  "chippies"  who  emerge  from 
the  silk  cottons  at  Full  Moon. 


XV.  "TONY  TEDESCO,  TRACKWALKER", 
AN  ELFIN  FOREST  ANECDOTE 

Elfin  Forest  has  its  inmiigrants.  Some  are  "undesirables".  Along 
roadsides  are  being  found  foxtail,  "Klamath  weed",  star  thistle, 
Russian  thistle.  They  are  "undesirable"  immigrants.  There  are  "de- 
sirables", too.  One  is  filaree,  from  Spain. 

One  would  suppose  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  thus  affirm  there 
are  also  desirable  immigrants.  Repeated  assertions  of  Eugenics  Pamph- 
lets as  to  adequate  screening  of  aliens  have  been  distorted.  So,  too,  has 
its  approval  of  the  yet  untried  recommendations  of  Carnegie  Institu- 
tion's Dr.  H.  H.  Laughhn.  Until  his  death,  he  was,  over  manv  vears. 
Congress'  immigration  control  advisor.  He  repeatedly  told  this  editor 
his  screening  strategy  would  have  saved  U.S.A.  exploitation  of  its 
weaklings  by  aliens  that  never  should  have  been  granted  "asylum".

ENOUGH  TO  DO  THAT  FOR  ME  IS  GOOD  ENOUGH  FOR  ME  TO 
OBEY  ITS  LAWS." 
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XVI.    LUXURY  LINERS  RESPECT  HERB  LORE 


"Aunt  Beg-on,  the  old  sinner,  (She  sang  such  terrible 
songs  when  she  had  been  drinking) ,  knew  as  much  about  the 
herbs  of  our  mountains — yes,  more — than  an  old  Corsican  i 
blackbird."  (Daudet:  The  Elixir)  i 

On  French  Line's  Atlantic  crossings,  their  Ille  de  France,  also 
Normandie  menus  always  listed  "INFUSIONS : — Camomile,  Tillieul, 
Vervain,  Menthe".  These  menus  were  the  world's  most  intelligently, 
most  artistically  chosen.  They  offered  everything  from  the  marvelous- 
ly  prepared  Channel  sole,  that  Parisian  gourmets  insist  is  our  globe's 
tastiest  fish,  to  such  historic  dishes  as  "Coc  au  Vin"  and  "Caneton  a 
la  mode  de  la  Valence." 

It  is  Valence's  Department,  by  the  way,  that  one  must  go  to  enjoy 
the  output  of  one  of  the  France's  17  world-famous  chefs.  These  in- 
clude the  Crepes  Suzettes  which,  if  you  have  never  tasted  them,  you 
are  "socially  immature".  Such  a  repast  is  product  of  centuries  of  ex- 
perienced culinary  art,  and  comparable  in  studied  taste  to  the  ban- 
quets of  Patrician  Rome.  At  its  end,  wisely  is  an  Infusion  de  Camo- 
mile or  of  Linden,  or  Verbena,  of  Mint. 

So,  too,  the  Elfin  Forest  has  its  "Infusion"  material.  It  is  not 
much  to  the  credit  of  the  Paleface  that  he  contemptously  scrapped  the 
centuries-old  accumulation  of  Redskin  beverage  lore.  We  accepted 
some  bits,  like  manzanita  cider.  Our  California  Indians,  probably  for 
centuries,  had  several  "teas".  Three  were  mints  and  took  the  place  of 
the  French  Menthe.  The  three  redskin  mint  teas  were  Yerba  buena, 
blue  mint,  pennyroyal.  All  are  California  natives.  They  likewise  made 
teas  of  Yerba  Santa,  and  of  Gum  weed,  also  of  a  certain  thistle. 
Native  "coffees"  were  barley  grass  and  Douglass-tree  leaves.  All  these 
made  satisfying  hot  beverages  on  the  March  or  in  Camp. 

Dried  elderberry  flowers  yield  a  sugar.  This  was  used  on  the 
Baltic  by  those  too  poor  to  buy  cane  sugar.  The  flowers  also  make  a 
nerve-soothing  tea.  The  elderberry  grows  all  thru  both  Sonoran  Zones 
in  California.  A  lover  of  moisture,  its  Elfin  Forest  range  is  limited 
to  seepage  spots.  When  you  see  it  in  cream-colored  bloom,  remember  it 
should  remind  you  that  U.S.A.'s  living  standard  is  the  world's  highest. 
Where  have  we  folks  so  poverty  stricken  they  cannot  afford  cane 
sugar — must  sun-dry  elderberry  flowers!

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XVII.    REDSKIN  SWEATHOUSE 


Sitting  on  the  serpentine  outcrop  at  Elfin  Forest's  Lookout  Point, 
one  dreams  of  Neohipparion  and  the  profound  depth  of  Geologic  Time. 
50  years  ago  the  spectacled  ones  spoke  of  our  earth's  1,000  million 
birthdays.  Then  years  ago  they  had  doubled  this.  On  this  desk  is  an 
essay  suggesting  3,000,000,000  years. 

Since  some  anthropologists  lean  toward,  say,  25,000  years  of 
Amerind  settlement  in  North  America.  Man's  whole  residence  here  is 
like  a  mere  clock-tick.  To  their  history  one  hardly  expects  any  contri- 
bution from  the  Elfin  Forest.  Seldom  today  is  even  an  arrowhead 
longer  found.  Here  and  there  are  the  indestructible  acorn-flour  mills 
in  granodiorite  outcrops.  Even  '49ers  who  knew  their  legends  were  by 
the  century's  turn,  mostly  "eating  dandelions  by  the  roots,"  as  Victor 
Hugo  put  in.  These  mined  for  nuggets  and  gold  dust.  They  cared  little 
for  redskin  wisdom  when  "the  only  good  Injun  is  a  dead  one." 

There  are,  however,  some  faint  glimmerings  of  the  Hunting  Age. 
The  redskin  had  "bred  up  to  the  bread  line."  There  was,  consequently, 
intertribal  warfare  over  hunting  grounds.  Curiously  at  one  Elfin  For- 
est spring  there  was  set  up  a  kind  of  Amerind  League  of  Nations. 

It  was  a  hot  spring.  The  shamans  knew  its  medicinal  virtues.  A 
sweathouse,  intertribally,  was  constructed  like  the  U.N.  skyscraper  on 
Manhattan.  Treaties  were  made  that  the  spring,  the  pool,  the  sweat- 
house  were  neutral  territory.

"The  bride  ye  brought  back  to  Aberdeen  is  a  bonnie  las- 
sie, Sandy.  She  has  cheeks  like  red  aoples."  "Aye,  at  the 
comer  chemist's,  she'll  no  be  awasting  thrippence  o'mine  on 
rouge." 

Scots  are  worldrenowned  for  thrifty  counting  of  pennies.  Scoffers, 
however,  ridicule  St.  Matthew's: — "The  very  hairs  of  thy  head  are 
numbered."  We  now  learn,  nevertheless  that,  not  only  are  the  hairs  of 
one's  head  numbered,"  but  that,  in  the  case  of  bird  feathers,  the  care 
of  The  Creator,  (or  Mother  Nature,  if  you  prefer),  is  similarly  evi- 
denced. An  example  is  bluejay*  feathering.  A  Jay's  feather  suggests 
something  even  more  impressive  than  Caledonian  savings  or  above 
scriptural  truth.  The  feather's  portion  that  is  visible  is  camouflaged 
blue.  The  other,  or  invisible,  half,  where  camouflage  is  of  no  value, 
often  is  plain  black. 

That  the  Feathered  folk  are  no  camouflage  spendthrifts  is  seen 
also  in  their  eggs.  Egg-color  shows  a  wide  range.  Birds  nesting  in  holes 
generally  have  white  eggs.  These  include  woodpeckers,  owls,  king- 
fishers, swifts,  parrots.  Note  here  again  Caledonian  thrift  against  color 
wastage.  Birds  with  exposed  nests,  on  the  contrary,  lay  varicolored 
eggs.  Chemists  have  isolated  these  camouflage  pigments:  oorhodeme, 
oocyanin,  ooxanthine,  lichenaxanthine.  These  color  eggshells  redbrown, 
blue  or  yellowish. 

*  Elfin  Forest's  bluejay  is  California  jay.  It  cannot  breed  in  the  next  higher  or  Transition  Life  Zone.  The 
bluetronted  jay  ot  said  Transition  conversely  cannot  breed  in  Elfin  Forest's  Life  2x3ne,  the  Upper  Sonoran. 
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XIX.    ELFIN  NUPTIALS 


"If  you  have  your  nose  on  the  grindstone  rough, 
And  you  keep  it  down  there  long  enough, 
In  time  you  will  say  there  is  no  such  thing 
As  brooks  that  babble  and  birds  that  sing, 
Then  there  will  all  you  world  compose : — 
"Just  you,  that  grindstone,  and  your  poor  old  nose." 

The  Elfin  J'orest,  with  "miracles"  at  every  yard  along  the  trail,  is 
a  salve  for  a  painful  "grindstone  nose". 

Watch  the  "wedding  dance"  of  2  checkerspot  butterflies.  All  the 
honey  feasts  the  Elfin  Forest  offers,  from  pentstemon  or  yerba  santa 
or  highly  perfumed  buckeye  are  ignored.  SEX  apparently  ranks  before 
FOOD  in  the  biota.  YET  HOW  HOLLYWOOD  HAS  BEEN  PER- 
MITTED TO  EXPLOIT  FOR  PROFIT  THIS  PRIMAL  URGE !  DOES 
SAME  NOT  OFFER  A  HEAVEN-SENT  OPPORTUNITY  TO  STUDY 
POSSIBILITIES  OF  RACE  BETTERMENT? 

All  evolution  of  flower-color,  of  flower-perfume,  is  in  response  to 
this  fundamental  instinct.  So  too,  has,  the  coloi-ing  of  male  birds.  Note 
the  crimson  "nuptial  plumage"  of  the  Elfin  Forest's  male  housefinch. 
Observe  its  blue  jay's  splendor  where  he  dons  his  wedding  clothes. 
The  sex  urge  expressed  in  desiring  to  please  the  Lady  Love  is  evident, 
too,  in  the  so  called  "wedding  dances".  Did  you  ever  see  that  of  the 
California  State  Bird,  the  plumed  "valley  Quail"?  Only  once  in  some 
70  years  of  bird  study  did  your  editor  ever  have  this  thrill.  He  wit- 
nessed it  when  he  had  remained  motionless  for  an  hour  where  he  had 
crawled  under  Elfin  Forest  chaparral.  In  fact,  this  single  record  dupli- 
cates his  "only"  Down  Under  of  the  lyre  bird's  wedding  dance.  Aus- 
tralia is  proud  to  feature  same  on  her  postage  stamps.  For  further 
evidence  of  the  sex  urge  resulting  in  courtship,  be  alert  near  tubular 
flowers  like  the  pentstemon'%  for  the  wedding  dance  of  Anna's  hum- 
mingbird. • 

*  See  notes  on  Pentstemon  Meadow,  in  Sierran  Cabin  .  .  .  From  Skysctaper,  in  most  U.S.A.  libraries. 
That  very  Pentstemon,  under  the  universal  Zeilstrehrgkeil .  has  come  to  extract  its  blue  dye  from  soluble 
soil  salts  plus  sunbeams.  Its  skycolor  equals  the  matchless  blues  of  the  Murillios  of  Madrid's  National 
Gallery. 


XX.    AS  TO  PLANTS:  ODOR  "RUNS  IN  FAMILIES" 

Ths  is  not  one  of  those  "B.O."  ads  that  equal  in  offense  those  of 
"Halitosis".  It  is,  however,  the  tale  of  a  smell — a  smell  of  an  Elfin 
Forest  flower.  It  is  related  here  because  one  feels  a  spiritual  responsi- 
bility to  keep  alive  the  story  of  Soviet  torture  and  liquidation  of  the 
world's  greatest  geneticist  of  his  generation.  Dr.  Vavilov. 

The  bush  poppy,  Dendromecon,  of  the  Elfin  Forest  has  the  same 
sickening  odor  as  the  golden  poppy  or  eschscholtzia.  This  perfume 
"runs  in  the  family".  This,  just  as  surely  as  a  New  Zealand  Scot  climb- 
ing Mt.  Cook  will  laughingly  refer  to  his  hairy  chest  as  "born  with  my 
red-flannel  shirt  on  already."  Gray-green-eyed,  red-headed,  his  color  is 
Scottish  by  inheritance.  He  is  not  a  browneved,  blackhaired  Maori.  Yet 
the  Soviets  deny  all  hereditary  influences.  Wear  a  Bush  poppy  as  your 
bonnetpiece,  as  Wrentit  calls  from  its  chaparral  shade,  and  a  Bell 
sparrow  sings  from  a  nearby  burned  Sabine  pine  snag. 
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XXI.    THE  EVERLASTING  HILLS 


Elfin  Forest  is  peculiarly  hill-country.  Geologists  say : — "No  such 
thing-  as  'everlasting  hills'."  Today's  Elfin  Forest  suggests,  "Was  it 
always  sizzling  in  MidAugust?  Was  leopard-spotting  always  neces- 
sary? Did  buckeye  always  shed  its  leaves,  once  flowering  was  ended? 
Were  its  pines  always  palm-like  Sabines,  so  tenuous  one  can,  thru  the 
thin  foliage,  watch  moonset  beyond  ?"  The  paleobotanist  answers  "No !" 
On  this  desk  is  a  Hst  of  its  Miocene  flora.  This,  of,  say,  30,000,000  years 
ago. 

These  Miocene  fossils  were  collected  where  now  is  Elfin  Forest: — 
6  species  of  maples,  all  now  extinct.  3  ricepaper  trees,  today  only  in 
Japan.  2  chestnuts,  also  a  redbud,  likewise  extinct.  An  ebony,  now 
nearest  in  Mexico.  (South-of-the-Rio-Grande  uses  ebony  for  termite- 
proof  railroad  ties.)  3  Dogwoods,  now  none.  (Ours,  in  the  cooler  Tran- 
sition Life  Zone.)  7  figs,  nearest  today  Everglades  National  Park's 
strangler  fig.  4  walnuts,  now  Elfin-Forest  extinct.  6  Laurels,  all  extinct. 
Ours  today  is  another  species.  2  sweetgums,  both  extinct.  Arkansas 
has  their  surviving  cousins.  3  Magnolias,  an  avocado  ...  A  myrtle.  (Go 
camel  riding  in  Turkey's  "leopard  hide"  hill  country  for  its  nearest 
cousin.)  13  oaks,  all  now  extinct.  7  poison  oaks,  all  extinct.  4  native 
California  elms,  all  also  gone  to  the  bowwows.  Above's,  some  60  trees 
once  flourished  where  now  is  only  Elfin  Forest.  Its  chaparral  oak  today 
represents,  in  the  true  Elfin  Forest,  above  extinct  13  oak  species. 

Is  there  not  a  eugenical  lesson  here?  Right  now  has  U.S.A.  so 
penalized  its  creative  minds,  its  taxearners,  for  moronic  tax-eaters 
that  our  researchists  creating  the  unique  "American  Know  How"  must 
go  the  way  of  the  once-native  Californian  ebonies,  avocados,  ricepaper 
plants,  figs? 


XXIL    ELFIN  FOREST'S  MISER 

A  chilicote  root*,  double  the  size  of  a  man's  head  is  your  editor's 
seat  as  these  notes  are  written.  From  it  and  on  the  rim  of  an  Elfin 
Forest  canyon,  he  watches  the  buzzards.  A  dead  fawn  has  been  spied 
by  one.  Soon  2  others  became  its  uninvited  guests.  The  fawn  may  have 
died  yesterday.  When  the  thermometer  is  over  110°,  DECOMPOSI- 
TION is  rapid.  It  is  that  very  decomposition  that  creates  the  buzzard's 
NICHE.  An  eagle,  a  hawk  will  spurn  stinking  carrion.  Buzzards  thrive 
on  it,  just  as  Burmese  survive  a  diet  of  putrid  fish  that  would  kill  a 
Caucasian.  The  buzzard  bill  is  adjusted  to  SOFT,  rotting  flesh.  It  can- 
not tear  its  own  kill  as  can  eagle's  mandibles.  Hence  a  NICHE  of  food 
that  otherwise  would  be  wasted.  Birds,  like  men,  "breed  to  the  bread- 
line." Do  buzzards  PREFER  carrion?  An  inquisitive  ornithologist 
tested  them  with  offsprings  of  chopped  fresh,  likewise  foul  meat,  side 
by  side.  Invariably  the  buzzard  chose  the  newly  killed  flesh. 

*  This  chilicote  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  plants  of  the  Elfin  Forest.  It  used  to  grow  in  the  hills 
around  Mission  Dolores  when  your  editor  was  a  wee  laddie.  This  was  when  occasional  herds  of  Mexi- 
can lon^horns  still  grazed  hills  now  thickly  covered  with  homes.  Boys  used  to  plav  marbles  with  the 
seeds.  These  they  called  "shellcokes",  tho  the  Mexicans  in  the  adobes  around  Mission  Dolores  called  them 
"chilicothe' ' . 

The  root  is  all  out  of  proportion  to  the  stem  of  the  graceful  icyleaved  plant  with  the  star-like  white 
flowers.  It  is  so  big  and  is  sometimes  so  forked  it  is  called  "Manroot",  "Mandrake"  and  "Man-in-the 
ground". 

Our  chilicote  belongs  to  the  cucumber  family.  The  mandrake,  or  bigroot.  of  the  East  is  a  member 
of  the  potato  family.  Both,  however,  are  the  objects  of  superstitious  fear  by  the  illiterate.  Each  was  believed 
to  have  a  soul.  If  dug  up  carelessly  it  shrieked  so  loudly,  the  person  removing  it  wis  sure  to  die  within  a 
year.  The  only  safe  wav  to  have  it  carefully  loosened  by  one  whose  ears  were  stopped  with  wax.  Then 
a  black  dog  was  attached  bv  cords  to  the  man-root  to  drag  it  out. 

Redskins  roasted  the  "shellcokes",  after  which  an  oil  was  extracted.    It  was  supposedly  a  sure  pre- 
ventive for  baldness. 
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XXIIL    PHILOSOPHER-COLLEGIANS'  "LOUSY"  RENAMED 

Did  you  ever, — in  need  of  cordage,  try  making  a  string  of  Elfin 
Forest  milkweed  fibre  ?  Did  you  ever  watch  Ishi,  at  U.C.'s  anthropolo- 
gy Museum,  deftly  and  quickly  chip  an  arrowhead  from  obsidian? 
Tlien,  from  a  fragment  of  this  same  "volcanic  glass"  you  found  on  an 
Elfin  Forest  trail  did  you  yourself  try  to  fashion  an  arrowpoint  ?  Did 
you  ever  "go  native'  'in  the  Elfin  Forest  and  try  to  exist  on  the 
country  ? 

An  Atlantic  Coast  college  professor  once  was  invited  to  lecture 
on  "Leaders  of  Human  Thought"  at  the  University  of  Hawaii.  He  never 
was  accustomed  to  more  than  one,  perhaps  two"  Orientals  among  his 
students.  As  he  reached  the  platform  thru  a  rear  door,  he  said  he  had 
stage  fright.  Before  him  was  an  audience  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  native 
Hawaiians,  Filipinos,  Koreans,  Malayasians,  some  Hindus,  also  Mos- 
lems .  .  .  and,  a  scattering  of  Caucasians. 

He  said  to  himself  "I  am  to  lecture  on  the  World's  Leaders."  Oh, 
yes — I  know  all  about  Socrates  and  Pythagoras,  Kant  and  Goethe, 
Voltaire  and  Comte,  Hobbs  and  Newton — but  what  about  THEIR 
outstanding  intellects?  I  had  read  a  little  about  "Confucius".  He 
said: — "My  chief  memory  was  of  my  college  days  when  "Lao  Tze'  was 
irrelevantly  called  'Lousy'  by  our  sophomores.  And  I  remembered  the 
name  of  one  Asoka  who  lived — now,  was  it  in  Arabia,  or  Persia,  or 
Ceylon,  or  Afghanistan?" 

He  continued: — "After  that  experience  I  commenced  to  really 
study  the  biographies  of  great  Orientals.  I  then  grasped  that 
Asoka,  two  hundred  years  B.C.,  had  inscribed  much  about  religion, 
from  the  outlawing  of  war  to  the  planting  of  shade  trees  and  the  mak- 
ing of  gardens  of  medicinal  herbs  to  relieve  the  pains  of  the  sick. 
Surely  this  grandson  of  the  founder  of  the  Peacock  Dynasty  thought 
profoundly." 


XXIV.  MAETERLINCK 

Treading  Life's  pathway,  one  glimpses  pictures  never-to-be-for- 
gotten. Along  with  Leonardo  da  Vinci's  "Last  Supper",  also  his  "Mona 
Lisa"  area  are  breatharresting  views.  One  such  is  the  Matterhom  from 
Zermatt.  Another,  a  Moslem  at  sunset,  on  a  Saharan  sand  dune's  sky- 
line. Dismounted  from  his  camel,  he  makes  his  prostrations  to  Mecca: 
Still  another  such  was  glimpsing  the  world  authority  on  bees.  Dr. 
T.  A.  D.  Cockerell.  Nearing  his  nineties,  he  looked  up  from  his  Palm 
Springs  microscope  as  we-2  entered.  "Is  anything  more  gripping"  he 
asked  "than  desert  bees'  floral  adjustment?  Often  one  bee  species  has 
its  own  special  cactus".  .  . 

Elsewhere  are  hints  of  the  many  varieties  of  bees  that  visit  Elfin 
Forest  wildflowers.  One  wishes  for  the  969  years  of  Methuselah.  This 
that  he  might  revel  in  ever  new  discoveries,  paralleling  Dr.  Cockerell's. 

May  one  here  suggest  constant  rereading  of  Maeterlinck's  The 
Life  of  the  Bee?*  Note  such  philosophic  gems  as: — "The  bee's  whole 
life  is  an  entire  sacrifice  to  the  hive."— Also  "The  bees  have  far  less 
adoration  for  the  queen  than  for  the  infinite  future  of  the  race  she 
represents".— Also  "Among  bees,  it  is  precisely  those  whose  obedience 
to  duty  is  most  complete  who  are  able  most  fully  to  profit  by  the  super- 
natural intervention  that  today  has  raised  the  destiny  of  their  spe- 
cies" . . .  NOBLESSE  OBLIGE !

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XXV.    TRANSPLANTED  BRACKEN  DERAILS  WITCHES'  VISIT 


The  Home  Museum  frequently  has  been  advocated  by  Eugenics 
Pamphlets.  Your  editor  always  estimated  it  meant  as  much  to  him  in 
practical  education  as  ever  he  learned  at  a  school  desk.*

"fiddlenecks"  (can't  you  hear  Missouri  Jack  at  the  dance,  even  at 
4  a.m.,  playing  on  his  remaining  3  strings?) 

You  may  guide  such  a  quickened  intellect  toward  the  possibilities 
of  collecting  various  Elfin  Forest  seeds.  All  year  you  carefully  have 
saved  all  small  bottles  for  these.  If  one  be  filled  with  those  of  the 
California  "tree"  poppy,  be  sure  to  insert  some  of  the  "C"-shaped  pods. 

A  pixie  with  an  Aberdeen  brogue  declared  these  are  talismans. 
That  "C"  is  Christ's  initial.  It  will  frighten  away  witches.  Bug-a-boos 
fear  it  as  Holy  Vv'ater  scares  the  Devil.  That  pixies  said  the  plaided 
Highlander  always  plants  bracken  around  his  cottage.  This,  because, 
if  you  whittle  matured  bracken  root  in  cross  section,  it  shows  that 
hallowed  initial  "C".

XXVI.    REDSKIN  CRANBERRIES 

Toyon  was  the  Elfin  Forest's  Redskin's  squivalent  of  New  Eng- 
land's cranberry,  of  Old  England's  crane-berry,  of  the  small  German 
preisselherren,  of  the  tundraberries  of  Lapland.* 

In  your  editor's  geogardening  fieldwork,  he  went  to  Cape  Cod  and 
to  Nantucket  to  study  cranberry  bogs.  At  that  island,  veteran  sea 
captains  would  congregate  at  the  wharf  to  swap  yarns.  One  captain 
wrote  in  his  log: — "Sky  overcast.  Mate  drunk  today".  When  the  mate 
took  over,  he  protested : — "That  must  be  erased  or  I  will  never  be  mate 
on  another  voyage".  Captain  countered  with,  "It's  the  truth.  No  truth- 
ful entry  on  my  ship's  log  is  ever  erased".  When  the  Master  took  shift, 
the  mate  had  inscribed: — "Captain  was  sober  today". 

It  was  at  just  such  settlements  as  those  on  Cape  Cod  and  Nan- 
tucket that  cranberry  was  added  to  wild  turkey  at  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas.  Wild  turkey,  300  years  later,  long  has  been  extinct  in  New 
England.  For  30,000  years  the  California  wild  turkey  has  been  extinct. 
We  know  it  only  from  La  Brea  asphalt-pit's  fossil  bones.  The  redskins 
therefore  probably  never  ate  California  wild  turkey,  with  toyons  for 
cranberries.  They  did  have,  however,  wild  goose,  wild  duck,  quail. 
All  these  once  were  plentiful  in  the  Elfin  forest. 

The  redskins,  when  hungry,  would  eat  toyon  berries  raw.  They 
preferred  them,  however,  cooked. 

*  These  tundraberries  drip  with  sweets  like  an  Isle-ot-Pines  pineapple.  They  are  lifesavers  to  Caucasians 
who  sometimes  find  they  must  stomach  reindeer-blood  pancakes  or  go  hungry. 
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XXVIL    TWILIGHT  LILY 

All  thru  this  dwarfish  forest,  zeilstrebigkeit  proceeds.  An  ex- 
ample is  the  twilight  lily.  It  modestly  keeps  its  silver  stars  from  sight 
until  twilight.  There  then  appears  a  moth,  much  as  yucca  moths  night- 
visit  the  yucca  flower.  No  reference  is  available  about  twilight  lily 
fertilization.  Chance  here  for  some  orginal  work  ? 

The  twilight  lily  stimulated  us-2  to  organize  the  California  Nature 
Study  League.  Same  maintained  free  teachers'  bulletin*  service.  They 
covered  Anna's  hummingbird's  "wedding  dance",  also  China's  use  of 
comorants  as  living  fishhooks,  to  California  redskins'  skill  in  leaching 
buckeye  ball  poison  for  use  as  food  in  famine. 

Along  Elfin  Forest  trails,  particularly  after  October's  first  rains, 
there  protrudes  from  the  ground  what  looks  like  Grandpa's  wornout 
shaving  brush.  This  hairy  brown  object  is  the  outer  covering  for  twi- 
light lily's  bulb.  Our  twilight  lily  is  an  excellent  example  of  what 
plants  must  endure  in  the  Elfin  Forest.  That  area  of  high  midsummer 
temperatures  and  prolonged  aridity  has  produced  a  whole  series  of 
wild  lilies.  These  include  Mariposa  tulips,  the  brodiaeas,  a  series  of 
wild  onions.  The  California  redskins  were  given  the  name  "Digger 
Indians",  because  of  their  constant  digging  the  ground  with  sharp 
sticks  for  bulbs f  of  the  enormously-fecund  wild  lilies.  Of  all  these,  twi- 
light lily  has  the  most  remarkable  survival  mechanism  in  that  "Shav- 
ing brush"  wrapping  of  the  precious  bulb  inside. 

NATURE,  unless  opposed,  works  passionately  for  reproduction. 
U.S.A.  forced  the  1890-1940  dysgenic  birthrate  of  the  precious  pioneer 
stocks.  Their  inventions  gave  us  the  "Am.erican  Know  How".  WHAT 
ARE  YOU  DOING  HEREIN? 

*  These  buUecins  had  an  unexpected  demand.  In  a  few  years,  they  served  a  dozen  states.  They  were  dis- 
continued only  when  your  editor  relt  need  to  concentrate  on  the  Immigration  Quota  Act.  Long  before 
the  1918  Armistice,  it  was  evident  a  postwar  deluge  from  Europe  must  be  blocked. 

t  Radiation  of  lily  family  plants  toward  bulb-making  as  price  of  survival  is  common.  Botanizing  from  the 
Dead  Sea  across  to  Persia,  one  finds  bulbous  species  dominant.  This  survival-strategy  is  seen  in  such 
different  plants  as  bulb  ranunculus,  bulb  anemone,  also  the  cyclamens,  to  the  whole  range  of  the  nar- 
cissi. Latter  are  found  from  Near  East,  across  North  Africa's  rock  deserts,  up  into  South  France's  lime- 
stone semidesert.  Another  area  of  much  bulbmaking  is  the  chain  of  African  deserts  extending  northward 
from  the  Transvaal.  On  the  Dark  Continent  one  finds  bulbmaking  gladioli  extending  northward  from 
South  Africa  to  French  North  Africa's  Tell  Atlas,  with  some  wiuriii!,L'  wild  gladioli  in  Provence's  lime- 
stone semidesert. 


XXVIIL    SIX  MONTHS'  SIZZLING  RAINLESSNESS 

The  Elfin  Forest  must  endure  some  6  months  of  sizzling  rainless- 
ness.  The  reaction  of  its  biota  thereto,  its  build  up  of  an  endless  variety 
of  survival  mechanisms,  is  of  perpetual  fascination.

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XXIX.    ELFIN  FOREST'S  POISON  OAK 


"I've  bantered  my  sheets  for  a  starlit  bed. 
I've  traded  my  meat  for  a  crust  of  bread. 
I've  changed  my  book  to  a  sapling  cane, 
And  I'm  off  to  the  end  of  the  world  again 


And  where  shall  that  World's  End  trail  lead  me 
O'er  CHAPARALLED  hill  or  neath  Digger  Pine  Tree 
etc.,  etc.  (Sierran  Trail  Song  .  .  .  Author  unknown) 

That  bed  last  night  was  "starlit",  with  Venus  brilliant  in  the 
West.  To  the  "crust  of  bread"  was  added  a  dessert,  Indian  style,  of 
Digger  Pine  nuts:  The  "sapling  cane"  was  a  sunsilvered  buckeye  alpen- 
stock from  a  forest  fire  death  a  decade  before. 

Within  a  stone's  throw  of  that  digger  Pine  and  that  buckeye  grew 
these  other  plants: — Chaparral  Oak,  Poison  Oak,  Manzanita,  Yerba 
Santa,  Wild  Coffee,  Twilight  Lily.  The  soil,  common  to  all,  was  barren, 
mfertile  decomposed  serpentine.  Out  of  it  said  plants  produced  these 
chemicals :— DIGGER  (a  SABINE  PINE),  nut  oil  .  .  .  CHAPARRAL 
OAK,  tannin  .  .  .  POISON  OAK,  a  skin  irritant,  its  swelling  able  to  close 
an  eye  .  .  .  MANZANITA  "apples",  a  cider-like  beverage-flavoring  .  .  . 
YEPvBA  SANTA,  a  cure  for  colds  we  still  use  .  .  .  WILD  COFFEE,  a 
cathartic,  (also  in  our  paleface  pharmacies)  .  .  .  TWILIGHT  LILY,  a 
red-skin  fish-poison,  also  a  soap. 

Each  Elfin  Forest  plant  sprouted  from  a  seed,  that  came  from  a 
million  generation's  of  the  same  kind  of  seed.  No  chaparral  oak  acorn 
would  grow  a  twilight  lily,  no  digger  pine  nut  could  sprout  into  a  man- 
zanita. 

The  Soviets,  however,  have  decreed,  by  Stalin's  signature,  that 
heredity  is  a  capitalistic  invention.  Poor  Dr.  Vavilov,  the  world's  most 
brilliant  geneticist,  endured  Siberian  torture,  was  finally  liquidated  on 
Kamchatka  because  he  would  not  recant !  .  .

There  was  one  who  dwelt  by  the  Castled  Rhine

Stars  they  are  wherein  we  read  our  history,

One  must  be  on  gossiping  terms  with  the  elves,  the  pyxies,  the 
fairies  of  the  Elfin  Forest  of  California's  Upper  Sonoran  piedmont  to 
really  appreciate  its  wonders.  In  that  forest  can  be  equalled  the  marvels 
of  a  trip  down  the  Trail  toward  Timbuctu, — a  journey  to  famine-strick- 
en Hindustan, — to  the  moraines  of  Spitzbergen, — to  the  stunted  euca- 
lypt  fringe  of  Australia's  Never-Never, — to  the  semidesert  of  Pata- 
gonia, with  its  vv^ild  ostriches.  All  above  is  telescoped  into  a  one-price, 
all-conclusive  cruise.  That  is,  if  one  has  learned  to  "read  his  trailside 
like  his  book." 

In  a  rock  crack  in  the  Elfin  Forest  there  glows  an  Eschscholtzia.  It 
has,  this  morning,  179  golden  blooms.

Many  others,  like  wisteria,  search 
for  advance  holds  by  almost  fishing  with  the  terminal  shoot.  Ampleop- 
sus  uses  the  same  mechanism  as  the  cuttlefish,  i.e.: — sucking  disks. 
Java's  700  foot  vine-like  rattan  palm  secures  its  way  toward  a  "place 
in  the  sun"  by  occasional  holds  resembling  asparagus  fern  jointing. 
Elfin  Forest's  clematis  is  equally  beautiful  when  in  flower  or  in  seed. 
The  vine,  itself  weak-stemmed,  makes  use  of  any  of  several  Elfin 
Forest's  shrubs,  (manzanita,  greasewood,  ceanothus)  to  climb  into 
the  sunlight. 

At  times,  some  vines,  despite  weak  stems,  eventually  choke  to 
death  the  host  shrub.  California's  Elfin  Forest's  native  honeysuckle 
does  not  do  this.  In  your  editor's  hikes  in  Missouri's  Ozarks  also  Arkan- 
sas Ouchitas,  however,  he  often  found  their  wild  honeysuckle  growing 
most  vigorously.

The  suggestion  herein  has  been  made  that  all  small,  clear-glass 
bottles  be  saved  from  Thanksgiving  until  Columbus  Day,  toward  next 
Autumn's  collection  of  Elfin  Forest  seed  wanderlusters.  At  7,  there 
will  be  childhood's  instinctive  joy  of  exploring,  of  collection,  of  hord- 
ing.

Instead 
was  a  cocklebur  tangle.  This  no  deer,  no  sheep,  not  even  a  goat  would  nibble.

Once  the  plants 
zeihtrebigkeit  whispers  to  it  that  the  foundation  is 
securely  of  "rock  not  sand,"  then  the  flowering 
stalks  start  climbing  heavenward.  In  October,  its 
flowers  have  withered.    Most  of  the  seeds  are  gone 
the  vaseshaped  seed  pods. 

From  under  hip-high  chaparral  oak  tiptoed  a  pitying  pyxie.  She  said  "These 
seedpods  are  trying  to  tell  you  zeihtrebigkeit  warned  that  sparrow  bills  had  crushed 
most  of  their  seeds".  Hence  the  few  remaining  ones  have  waited  till  the  sparrows 
had  left  for  Guatemalan  winter  quarters.  The  vases  later  will  crack  under  Novem- 
ber rains  and  gales  and  will  release  the  last  round  of  black,  cubical  seeds. 

Some  day,  some  researchist,  feeling  the  urge  to  do  his  bit  toward  that  reduc- 
tion of  biological  illiteracy  needed  to  accelerate  eugenieal  progress,  will  study  the 
Elfin  Forest  plant  roots.  With  the  aid  of  our  friendly,  butterflywinged  fairy,  he 
will  interpret,  for  a  hundred  generations  to  come,  what  these  roots,  imprisoned  in 
subterranean  darkness,  are  trying  to  signal  us.  It  has  been  in  a  Morse  code  we 
cannot  yet  translate.  This,  as  for  so  long  we  could  not  read  Egyptian  hieroglyphs, 
Assyrian  cuneiform,  puzzling  pictographs  on  Yucatan's  ancient,  jungle-blanketed 
Mayan  temples.  One  message  may  be  "Firm  foundations  of  rock  not  sand"  are 
needed.

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A  DEATH  VALLEY  ROSETTED  PLANT 

Here  is  another  resetted  plant.  It  was  collected  by  the  Coville  Expedition 
botanizing,  in  1891,  in  Death  Valley.  Note  the  moisture-storing  capacity  also  its 
foliage  para-sol  (or  sz<H-shade)  to  conserve  moisture  where  humans  called  its 
environment  "DEATH  Valley".  .  .  curiously,  some  high-alpine  plants,  have  similar 
defense  mechanisms.  ITiere  is  no  sunburn  more  painful  than  at  10,000  to  15,000 
altitude.  Long  sunny  midsummer  days,  no  rain  after  snow  melt,  plus  excessive 
drainage  force  survival  evolution  along  the  lines  of  such  efficient  defense  mechan- 
isms as  that  of  the  cacti  and  as  above. 

-The  scientific  name  of  this  remarkable  rosette  is  Arenaria  compacta.  One  of 
the  sandworts,  into  its  specific  names  is  crystalized  the  fact  that  its  defense  mech- 
anism is  a  compacting  into  the  rosette.

Many  possible  solutions  are  offered  for  the  mounting  troubles  of 
South-of-the  Rio  Grande.  Few  consider  accelerated  overpopulation  as 
fundamental.

That  story  of  how  "five 
score  heads  were  taken,"  the  story  of  "each  man  bearing  a  basket  red  as  his 
palms  that  day,  red  as  the  blazing  village,  the  village  of  Pabengmay,"  and  the 
"drip-drip-drip  from  the  baskets  reddened  the  grass  by  the  way."  If  these  verses 
are  read  with  understanding  and  with  sym- 
pathy, one  problem  of  the  teeming  Orient 
may  perhaps  be  better  understood.  There  is 
a  lot  of  good  in  certain  groups  all  thru 
Hindustan,  Pakistan,  Burma.  Your  editor, 
over  the  years,  has  reiterated  that  the 
problem  of  these  lands  is  not  "hopeless". 
A  commission  of  native  Pundits  so  de- 
clared. The  representative  of  President 
I  Roosevelt  reached  a  similar  conclusion. 
!  Your  editor  dares  assert  that  a  500-year 
plan,  (as  he  proposed  in  an  earlier  number 
of  Eugenics  Pamphlets)  is  workable. 

Had  any  Anglo-Saxon,  other  than  Kip- 
ling, a  clearer  insight  into  the  forces  tending 
to  separate  the  teeming,  overpopulated 
Orient  from  the  Occident?  The  "West-Eu-

"The  flood  rushes  on,  the  stones  remain." 

(Roumanian  folksaying) 
Is  it  not  curious  that  peerless  quality,  the  Gallic  imagination,  re- 
turns persistently  to  what  is  almost  adoration  of  a  leader  two  millen- 
iums  past?  They  do  not  chatter  about  Louis  the  Saint.  (Some  wag 
suggested  he  was  the  only  King  Louis  who  took  to  religion  .  .  .  The 
others  took  to  furniture!)  The  French  do  not  remind  you  that,  under 
the  Grand  Monarch,  all  life  was  properly  ordered — all  decisions  were 
made  for  everybody  for  all  time.  They  do  not  glory  in  Napoleon  Bona- 
parte, able  to  satisfy  his  clamoring  poor  relatives  with  gifts  of  king- 
doms. 

No,  the  French  soul  harks  back  to  a  leader  who  individualizes 
French  (or  is  it  Gallic?)  nationalism  against  the  alien  invader.  Ver- 
cingetorix  represents  the  Soil,  also  the  Soul  of  France.  The  Roman 
Patrician,  Julius  Caesar,  personifies  the  alien  enemy  who  would  violate 
that  Soil — destroy  that  Soul !  Because  of  above  this  Roman,  this  Caesar 
of  the  Commentaries,  left  a  record  of  the  toughness  of  the  antagonist 
he  had  to  fight. 

In  Kipling's  "Without  Benefit  of  Clergy"  the  English  father,  Holden,  asks  the  native  mother 
of  his  son: — "How  old  is  he  now?"  She  answers:  "Ga  illah!  What  a  man's  question.  He  is  6  weeks 
old  and  this  night  we  go  to  the  housetop  to  read  the  stars.  He  was  born  under  the  sign  of  the  Sun, 
and  I  am  told  will  outlive  us  both  and  have  great  wealth." 


FUZZYWl  ZZYS  SHOW  BLACK 
ON  EGYPT'S  TEMPLES  ,. 
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We-2  motored  from  the  Doubs  Valley  to  Macon,  thence  to  Cluny.  Here  was 
the  great  Benedictine  abbey  whose  liyht  once  illuminated  all  Christendom.  So 
great  was  its  brainpower,  it  became  the  head  of  300  dependent  houses  throughout 
France  and  abroad.  One 
of  its  abbots  gave  Abe- 
lard  sanctuary.  Among 
its  sons  were  Popes 
Gregory  VII,  Urban  II, 
Paschal  II. 

The  Church  of  Cluny 
was  the  largest  ecclesias- 
tical building  in  Europe 
until  St.  Peter's  at  Rome 
was  built.  This  is  evi- 
dence of  the  importance 
of  the  monastery.  Found- 
ed early  in  the  900's,  it, 
for  nearly  3  centuries 
was  powerful. 

When  your  editor  visit- 
ed the  ruins,  a  wise 
Frenchman  said: — "Here 
was  the  flower  of  French 
ecclesiastical  statesman- 
ship. The  story  of  these 
lichened  stones  is  one  of 
a  succession  of  those 
brilliant  intellects  that 
held  la  belle  France  fore- 
most in  world  thought. 
Several  of  the  abbots 
were  canonized.  They 
were  drawn  from  the  fine 
old  French  aristocracy. 

He  added,  "Here  is 
perhaps  the  most  con- 
spicuous example,  world- 
wide, of  the  tragedy  of 
monasticism.  The  first  of 
these  great  statesmen 
might  have  been  ancestor 
to  ten  centuries  of  great 
leaders.  One  after  an- 
other these  great  eccles- 
iastics, with  the  ability 
of  Kings,  died  without 
issue.  The  world  is  for- 
ever the  loser."  (See  also 
page  21.)

III.    "GRAPES  FROM  THORNS,  FIGS  FROM  THISTLES  " 

The  defeat  of  Caesar  by  Vercingetorix  happened  long  ago.  It  was 
about  the  time  the  Gentle  Carpenter  of  Nazareth  preached  on  the 
unwisdom  of  expecting  to  harvest  grapes  of  thorns.  The  latter  was  to 
wear  a  Crown  of  Thorns  in  consequence  of  his  public  education  thru 
parables, — thru  homely  reminders  to  the  Palestine  peasants  that  they 
should  not  search  for  figs  from  thistles,  He  endured  crucifixion. 

Vercingetorix,  indeed,  was  just  about  contemporary  with  Christ. 
The  memory  of  Vercingetorix's  leadership,  just  human,  today  still 
encourages  human  Frenchmen  from  the  Vosges  to  the  Pyrenees  be- 
cause this  Gaul  was  a  true  leader.  Under  his  guidance  his  blue-eyed, 
golden-haired  warriors  fought  until,  in  one  battle,  only  their  police 
dogs  were  left.  His  soldiers  had  died  to  a  man.

Louis  XV^I  had  no  more  devoted  subject  than  Malesherbes.  Latter  came  from 
a  family  famous  FOR  GENERATIONS  for  its  learning  in  the  Law.  In  his 
twenties,  Malesherbes  was  rated  as  a  manysided  statesman.  He  was,  however,  so 
progressive,  he  repeatedly  was  banished  from  Court.  He  always  was  recalled  when 
the  King  had  no  one  else  who  could  mould  public  opinion.  He  protested  kingly 
issuance  of  Lettres  de  Cachet.  One 
King  gave  to  his  mistresses  these 
royal  edicts  in  blank.  Same  were 
sold  to  any  revengefully  wanting 
to  send  enemies  to  the  Bastile — 
or  the  gallows. 

Malesherbes'  brain-pattern  fas- 
cinates Eugenists.  His  high  ideal- 
ism showed  when  he  voluntarily  re- 
turned with  his  family  from  safe 
Switzerland.  Ungrateful  but  terri- 
fied Louis  XVI  begged  Malesherbes 
to  come  out  of  exile  to  defend  him. 
This  great  lawyer,  botanist,  author, 
statesman,  consequently  saw  all  his 
kind  guillotined  before  his  eyes. 
His  own  head  fell  last. 

Above  is  one  of  many  examples 
of  how  "noblesse  oblige"  dominated 
the  European  aristocracy.  Many 
Americans  have  been  propagand- 
ized into  believing  to  be  born  an 
aristocrat  meant  having  "a  silvei- 
spoon  in  one's  mouth".  ()n  the  con- 
trary, the  obligation  of  birth  was 
stern,  unyielding.  How  many  Am- 
ericans, exploited  in  the  1951  bas- 
ketball gambling  scandal  exposed 

as  this  is  written,  grasp  that  even  otttq  yvt 

the    original    bullfighting    carried  LOUIS  XVl 

that  obligation  of  "noblesse  oblige." 

Spanish  grandees  watched  the  heir  to  the  throne  as  he  took  his  place  in  the  corner. 
His  fitness  to  later  be  King  largely  was  decided  upon  his  courage,  dexterity, 
resourcefulness,  alertness  when  facing  the  sharp-horned,  charging  bull. 

Under  above  propaganda,  which  also  has  given  us  a  little-known  censorship 
of  American  books,  it  has  become  the  fashion  to  sneer  at  family  pride.  Honoring 
Mayflower  ancestry  is  called  "idle  boasting".  Similarly  anyone  claiming  F.F.V., 
S.A.R.  or  D.A.R.  ancestry  is  ridiculed.  Has  not  pride  of  ancestry  a  high  survival 
value?  Was  it  not  a  powerful  cement  among  ancient  Rome's  Patricians?  Was 
anything  in  that  remarkably  brilliant  civilization  more  conserving  than  family 
pride?  

IV.    EDISON'S  ENERGY 

More  than  a  half  century  ago,  Sacramento  celebrated  the  world's 
first  long  distance  hydroelectric  transmission  line.  Before  even  then, 
at  one  of  the  State  Fairs,  a  department  store  exhibited  a  new  invention 
by  Thomas  Edison.  It  was  a  handpower  phonograph.  A  listener  used 
its  eaii^ieces.  The  records  were  wax  cylinders.  People  stood  in  long 
queues  to  hear  reproductions  of  the  human  voice.  It  was  considered  a 
miracle.  So,  indeed,  was  Edison's  first  motion  picture,  also  his  first 
electric  light.  It  was  currently  rumored  he  would  sometimes  work  18 
and  20  hours  a  day  when  on  an  invention.  Here  again,  is  a  type  of 
unselfish  leadership.  Is  it  not  worth  conserving?

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CHOMEURS  INTELLECTUELS  STAMPS 

Since  the  century's  turn,  one  faint  glimmer  of  race  betterment  hope  comes 
out  of  stubborn  France.  France's  legislation  otherwise  has  been  cannonfoddered. 
One  French  leader  did  grasp  that  France's  population-stimulation  legislation  was 
largely  dysgenic.  Indiscriminate  marriage  loans,  also  the  channeling  of  the  best 
government  jobs, — support  of  both  these  measures  by  the  Bachelor  Tax  tended 
only  accelerated  proportion  of  morons,  of  near-morons.  This  lowered  French  nation- 
al intelligence.  Eugenists,  in  both  Britain  and  U.S.A.,  long  have  been  alarmed  at 
similar  lowerings.  Said  Frenchman  induced  his  government  offer  the  CHOMEURS 
INTELLECTUELS'  STAMPS.  Purchase  covered  postage  plus  a  few  centimes' 
contribution  toward  a  special  fund.  This,  for  France's  unemployed  intellectuals. 
Such  stamps  carried  portraits  of  beloved  French  intellectuals,  as  Anatole  France, 
also  Pasteur. 

Contrast  France's  otherwise  ignoring  eugenics  legislation  with  that  of  clear- 
headed Norway.* 


V.    PASTEUR'S  COURAGE 

In  a  village  in  Normandy,  we-2  found  a  statue  to  Pasteur.  The 
villagers  were  poor.  The  statue  was  small.  These  grateful  folk,  how- 
ever, had  inscribed  this  wisdom  of  the  great  biologist: — "It  is  not 
enough  to  KNOW  the  Truth,  one  also  must  PROCLAIM  it." 

Because  we-2  were  intensely  interested  in  the  desert  biota,  we 
were  accustomed,  when  time  permitted  to  run  over  to  North  Africa 
and  go  down  the  camel  trails.  This  was  before  the  French  had  netted 
their  territories  with  military  roads.  Food  for  a  Caucasian  accustomed 
to  care  and  sanitation  was  limited.  As  for  meat,  on  the  sand  desert 
all  that  was  obtainable  was  camel  meat.  Since  the  Arab  never  slaugh- 
ters a  camel  until  he  has  squeezed  out  of  it  all  possible  transportation, 
such  meat  is  about  as  acceptable  as  a  hamburger  made  of  hashed

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wornout  automobile  tires.  Dates  were  always  obtainable,  generally 
sugar  cane.  Often  it  was  possible,  particularly  near  a  military  post, 
to  obtain  bread  in  the  form  of  a  giant  bracelet  which  the  French 
called  "crown  bread".  Soldiers  would  start  off  on  an  expedition  with 
elbows  thrust  thru  one  or  two  loaves  of  these. 

Most  welcome  of  all  was  bottled  milk.  This  was  usually  camel's 
milk  but  was  marked  "PASTEURIZED".  Thus  one  sees  the  working- 
out  of  Pasteur's  theory  about  proclaiming  the  truth.  As  a  result  of  his 
devoted  labors,  one  found  iiealthful  milk  even  on  the  "Trail  Toward 
Timbuctu." 


Two  thousand  years 
ago  a  Greek  genius 
(he  today  is  ranked  as 
one  of  the  two  most 
intelligent  men  of  all 
history)  discoursed  on 
leadership.  He  was 
dismayed  at  the 
breeding  out  of  lead- 
ership even  tho  his 
era  was  called  "The 
Golden  Age."  He  re- 
minded his  Athenians 
that  they  showed  less 
foresight  herein  than 
wild  geese. 

The  human  assets 
of  the  Golden  Age  of 
Pericles  are  lost  as 
surely  as  a  bar  of  iron 
fallen  overboard  from 
a  Transatlantic  liner. 
Sir  Francis  Galton, 
founder  of  Eugenics, 
knew  his  Africa.  He 
estimated  there  was 
as  great  a  gap  in  in- 
telligence between  the 
Greeks  of  Pericles' 
time,  and  has  Brit- 
ain's Victorian  intel- 
lectuals as  there  was 
between  the  latter 
and  the  pygmys  of 
the  Congo  Jungle  .  .  . 
IS  U.S.A.  INTELLI- 
GENTSIA WORTH 
SAVING?

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Once,  when  we-2  were  in  the  Holy  Land,  the  biblical  researchists  at  Jeru- 
salem's American  Colony  hostel  reminded  us  most  Palestine  places  were  of  doubt- 
ful authenticity.  They  were  organized  largely  with  an  eye  to  pilgrim  profiteering. 
Some  few  were  beyond  question.  These  in- 
cluded (a)  the  Synagogue  at  Capernaum, 
(b)  the  hill  where  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  was  preached,  (c)  Jacob's  well  near 
Nabalus,  (d)  the  plain  where  David  slew 
Goliath. 

These  learned  critics  offered  to  direct 
our  Arab-speaking  chauffeur  as  to  where 
he  could  halt  us  on  the  scene  of  above 
historic  duel.  They  further  said,  "you  may 
have  the  good  fortune  to  see  a  shepherd 
boy  there.  If  so,  watch  him  direct  his 
flock  with  slingstones  placed  to  right  or 
left.  Offer  him  a  few  coppers  for  his  sling. 
He  can  easily  make  another  by  knifing 
some  wool  from  a  sheep's  back."  This 
photograph  is  of  the  sling  thus  obtained. 
Is  it  not  a  reminder  that,  as  with  David, 
"God  plus  one  are  a  majority?"  All  the 
above  recalls  a  struggle  many  years  ago 
before  a  certain  state  legislature.  A  bill 
had  been  introduced  aimed  to  increase 
commercialized  vice  profits.  Its  sponsors 
boasted  they  had  a  half  million  dollar  war 
chest.  This  was  supposedly  enough  to  pur- 
chase passage.  The  church  folks  had  only  „ 
$6,000      .  .  and  their  prayers.  The  bill     SHEPHERD'S  SLING,  PALESTINE 

failed  of  passage.  Like  the  stone  in  David's  sling,  God  plus  one  are  a  majority.

It  is  not  easy  to  peer  thru  the  fogs  of  accumulated  centuries  and 
try  to  see  just  what  gems  Vercingetorix  built  into  the  mosaic  of  a 
leadership  that  can  survive,  with  all  its  pristine  brilliancy,  thru  2,000 
years.  One,  however,  may  find  aid  in  comparison  with  other  honored 
dead.  Several  leaders,  none  of  over  200  years  away,  may  assist: — 

(a)  Washington,  for  statesmanlike  vision. 

(b)  Malesherbes,  for  loyalty,  who  was  guillotined  with  wise  Lavosier. 

(c)  Pasteur,  for  patient  courage  against  biologically-illiterate  enemies. 

(d)  Edison,  for  the  genius  of  hard  work.  

Dangerous  defects,  when  they  arc  caused  by  so-caUed  dominant  genes,  could  be  cut  down  quite 
rapidly  if  the  known  laws  of  genetics  were  fully  respected."  Above  is  (|Uoted  and  condensed  from 
an  article  by  General  Frederick  Osborn,  President  of  American  Eugenics  Society,  in  his  article  "The 
Eugenie  Hvpothesis"  in  the  March  1952  number  of  Eugenical  News.

VIL    SAWDUST  CAESAR 

"The  noble  Brutus 

Hath  told  you  Caesar  was  ambitious. 

If  it  were  so,  it  were  a  grievous  fault 

And  grievously  hath  Caesar  answered  it." 

(Julius  Caesar,  Act  III,  Scene  2) 
Before  attempting,  by  aforesaid  four  examples,  to  analyze  Lead- 
ership, let  us  consider  a  modern  example  of  egotistical  claim  to  leader- 
ship. The  contrast  may  be  helpful: — 

It  was  fascinating  to  live  in  Italy  under  Mussolini,  if  only  to  wit- 
ness a  dictator's  power  to  completely  muzzle  newspapers*  once  famed 
throughout  Europe  for  independence.  Headlines  laudatory  of  II  Duce, 
column  after  column,  became  nauseating.  Beyond  the  Alps,  however, 
Mussolini  came  to  be  dubbed  "The  Sawdust  Caesar."  His  plans  for  a 
"Roman  Triumph,"  (arches  and  all)  in  Cairo,  as  the  climax  of  the 
North  African  campaign,  are  recent  history. 

Mussolini  is  alleged  to  have  had  76  mistresses.  He  thus  broke  the 
record  of  Henry  IV  with  his  57.  He  "feathered"  his  own  nest,  ("and  it 
wasn't  a  hummingbird's")  in  the  millions  he  allegedly  deposited  in  his 
personal  funds  in  banks  abroad.

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JAPANESE  WRESTLERS 

This  Japanese  wrestling  champion  personifies  the  problems  of  the  American 
taxpayer  of  the  creative  type  of  mind,  in  proportion  to  the  taxes  he  pays.  Compare 
Henry  Ford's  modest  beginning  with  the  lazy,  moronic  father  of  14  children,  try- 
ing to  chisel  more  relief  dollars  from  Government. 

The  wrestlers  of  Japan  differ  from  their  typically  undersized  countrymen. 
These  athletes  are  "enormous  men,  mountains  of  fat  and  muscle."  Wrestling 
matches  take  place  in  a  sanded  ring,  encircled  by  rice-straw  bales.  The  umpire's 
badge  is  a  fan.  He  insists  on  fair  play,  including  the  permitted  48  falls.  These 
include  12  throws,  12  lifts,  12  twists,  12  throws  over-the-back.  What  intrigues  the 
AngloSaxon  is  the  strain  he  must  endure.  To  remain  champion,  he  must  defeat 
6  antagonists.  These  encircle  him  in  the  ring.  As  soon  as  he  downs  No.  1,  he 
must  accept,  with  no  respite,  numbers  2,  then  3,  4,  5,  6. 

American  taxpayers,  as  late  as  1932  had  to  combat,  say.  only  No.  1.  Today 
they  are  enduring  No.  2,  No.  3,  No.  4.  How  soon  No.  5,  No.  6?  How  much  of  the 
taxes  they  pay  is  waste?  How  many  morons  are  chiselling  on  those  of  creative 
minds?  "The  power  to  tax  is  the  power  to  destroy."  Karl  Marx  advocated  destruc- 
tive taxation  as  one  means  of  destroying  the  tax  earners  he  hated  with  blackest 
venom. 


VIII.    WASHINGTON'S  VISION 

"Come  one,  come  all !  This  rock  shall  fly 
\  From  its  firm  base  as  soon  as  I."

Mankind's  first  taste  of  the  "American  Know  How"  was  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  This  was  followed  (quickly,  if  we  think 
in  terms  of  historical  time)  by  the  Constitution,  also  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

What  translated  the  Declaration  of  Independence  into  the  Repub- 
lic we  still  call  "United  States  of  America"  ?  It  was  the  rare  vision  of 
the  man  who  could  lead  his  forest-camouflaged  Virginia  colonials  in 
covering  the  retreat  of  stubborn  Braddock's  redcoats  from  Fort  du 
Quesne  at  the  junction  of  the  Monongahela  and  the  Ohio.  It  was  Wash- 
ington's ability  to  plan  100,  even  500  years  ahead.  It  was  an  intellect 
that  could  see  past  the  icy  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  that  had  vision 
beyond  Brandy  wine's  snows  crimsoned  by  his  unpaid  infantrymen's 
unshod  feet, — to  victory  at  Yorktown.

There  is  not  one  of  your  editor's  string  of  ranches  upon  which  he 
is  not  constantly  indebted,  for  ever-improved  techniques,  to  some  one 
of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations.  An  example  is  the  sugar  for 
one's  breakfast  coffee.  The  infant  beet-sugar  industry,  that  now 
sweetens  ten-millions  of  "Koffee  Kups",  was  saved  by  California  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  researchists.  The  concept  of  the  first  of 
such  institutions  was  the  brain-child  of  Lavosier's.  They  are  based 
upon  his  at  Frenchine.  Despite  the  fact  he  bought,  from  his  personal 
fortune,  grain  for  famine-stricken  Blois,  he  was  accused  of  "poisoning 
the  air"  of  Paris.  He  and  27  others  were  guillotined  in  Place  de  la 
Concord.  The  petition  for  a  stay  of  execution  brought  forth  the  con- 
temptuous retort  from  the  judge: — "La  Republique  n'a  pas  besoin 
des  Savants"  * 

Is  this  not  parallel  with  what  we  today  are  hearing  from  Lysenko 
and  those  other  Soviets  who  liquidated  Dr.  Vavilov  ?

Americans  pioneered  for  10 
generations  since  James  River, 
Plymouth  Rock.  These  fron- 
tiersmen were  famed  for  their 
elasticity,  their  inventiveness, 
for  their  ability  to  adapt 
themselves  to  an  ever-chang- 
ing environment.  S  E  L  E  C- 
TION  WAS  FIERCE.  The 
weakling,  physically  or  men- 
tally, did  not  live  thru  many 
reproductive  years.  Now  that 
Frontier  has  reached  the  Pa- 
cific, must  we  not  be  watchful 
to  avoid  the  beginning  of 
decay  ? 

Invention  has  proceeded 
with  acceleration  since  the 
days  of  Paleolithic  Man.  The 
first  inventions  were  probably 
centuries  apart.  These  includ- 
ed, for  instance,  language,  fire 
making,  the  use  of  metals, 
such  as  copper,  then  the  utili- 
zation of  alloys,  such  as  bronze 
from  copper  and  tin.  Upon 
this  discovery  the  Bronze  Age 
was  founded.  Was  invented 
also  soil  fertilization,  crop  ir- 
rigation and  the  domestication 
of  animals  and  plants.  Almost 
instinctively  breeding  from 
the  more  desirable  types  must 
have  suggested  itself  to  those 
of  higher  I.Q.  In  China,  your 
editor  became  convinced  that 
the  breeding  of  peaches,  also 
peonies,  for  example,  must 
have  proceeded  over  centuries 
that  became  millenniums.

How  our  civilization  persists  or  decays 
often  is  shown  in  the  castles  of  medieval 
Europe.  They  interest  eugenists  studying 
Extinction.

We  further  do  not  know  why  the  Egyptian  intellectuals  be- 
came extinct.  It  is  suspected,  however,  that  it  was  due  to  concubinage 
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over  centuries.  In  fact,  there  seemed  to  be  flareups  of  brilliant  light, 
followed  by  much  shadow.  Is  it  not  possible  that  again  and  again  a  few 
brilliant  intellectuals  carried  foi'ward  the  torch  of  civilization  until 
they  were  again  overwhelmed  by  an  overload  of  degeneracy  and  ignor- 
ance, such  as  later  occurred  when  decadence  of  Roman  Patricians 
married  their  daughters  to  wealthy  but  unscrupulous  Plebs  ?  Invention 
since  the  Reconnaissance  has  progressed  with  acceleration.

IN  FLANDERS  FIELDS" 


"In  Flanders  fields  the  poppies  blow- 
Between  the  crosses,  row  on  row, 

That  mark  our  place;  and  in  the  sky 

The  larks,  still  bravely  singing,  fly

"We  are  the  Dead.    Short  days  ago

Caught  in  Germany  behind  World  War  I's  lines  was  a  rare  noncombatant 
experience.  One  was  eye-witness  to  Flanders  Fields'  happenings.  The  German  war 
machine's  blows  had  been  planned  to  be  irresistible.  ITiey  were  stopped  only  by 
the  superhuman  courage  of  what,  in  Britain,  then  was  called  "The  First  100,000." 
Their  lifeblood  reddened  Flanders'  soil  beside  its  crimson  corn-poppies.  These 
heroes  largely  were  drawn  from  Cambridge,  Oxford  graduates,  undergraduates. 
THIS  BLOODY  EXPERIENCE  TURNED  YOUR  EDITOR  INTO  A  HATER 
OF  DYSGENIC  WAR. 

Is  Britain  today  suffering  results  of  that  mass  destruction  of  Dr.  Robert 
Cook's  "pools  of  desirable  genes"?  Some  years  later,  your  editor  saw  a  London 
editorial  headlined:— "OH  GOD!  SEND  US  A  LEADER!" 

Are  we  not  repeating  in  Korea,  as  this  is  written  in  1951,  this  same  process? 
Several  of  your  editor's  very  closest  friends  are  withstanding  mass-power  Chinese 
Communists  assaults.  2  of  these  are  young  engineers  of  the  researchist  type.  A 
third's  work  in  entomology  already  transmuted  into  applied  science,  has  been 
exciting.  Another  kinsman,  killed  in  action  in  World  War  II,  had  worked  on 
atomic  bomb  research. 


"Everythiivg  in  Russia  that  demands  creative  ability  has  got  stuck  in  the  1920's — architecture, 

painting,  stage  scenery,  book  production,  clothes."  (Time  12/51  .  .  .  Reader's  Digest  3/52  .  .  . 
J.  L.  E.  Smith.) 
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Some  great  leaps  of  civilization  occurred  back  in  the  Paleolithic.  The  unknown 
who  invented  the  making  of  fire  had  an  intelligence  beyond  his  companions.  So. 
too,  the  discovery  of  the  use  of  fertilizer  came  from  an  alert  brain  eugenist  today 
called  "highpower".  Tens  of  thousands  failed  to  notice  that  barley  on  the  margin 
of  camel  dung  produced  abundantly.  Our  modern  use  of  guano  from  Peru,  of 
nitrates  from  Chili  now  of  nitrates  from  the  air — all  are  based  upon  the  quick 
intellect  of  that  Egyptian  of  pre-Pyramid  days. 

Is  U.S.A. 's  leadership  stock  worth  saving  from  race-suicide?  And  what  are 
YOU  doing  about  it?  

XII.    REDUCTION  OF  POVERTY 

"Cuando  teneo  dinero, 
Se  llamaban: 'DON  TOMAS.' 
Pero  cuando  no  tengo  dinero, 
Se  llamaban : 'Tomas !' — nomas." 

(Mexican  Folksong) 

Does  not  above  Mexican  folksong  carry  something  of  what  Europe 
call  "peasant  wisdom?"  The  peon  is  exploited  by  sellers  of  pulque,  or 
of  the  even  more  fiery  mescal  or  tequilla.  He  finds  himself  flattered  as 
long  as  he  still  has  even  one  peso.  Money  gone,  he  often  is  booted, 
after  nightfall,  into  the  gutter. 

The  peon  Tomas,  in  above  song,  knew  the  pangs  of  poverty.  How 
many  of  the  days  when  he  contemptuously  was  called  just  plain 
"Tommy"  were  due  to  his  low  I.Q.  ?  Is  not  the  mental  inheritance 
rather  low  in  the  type  that  can  be  flattered  with  "DON  Tomas",  by 
those  who  exploit  humanity's  weaknesses  by  commercialized  vice  ? 

Has  not  Abolition  of  Poverty,  therefore,  certain  eugenical  aspects  ? 
For  example,  take  blindness.  Of  the  congenitally  blind,  should  not  a 
large  majority  never  have  been  born  into  lives  doomed  to  blindness? 

Once  here,  it  is  of  course  our  duty  to  alleviate  as  much  as  possible 
their  sufferings.  On  one  of  some  6  crossings  to  Europe  to  gather 
Nature-study-field-excursion  data  (which  was  finally  consolidated  into 
our  National  Parks'  Nature  Guiding),  We-2  made  field  trips  with 
Denmark's  blind  children.  What  appealed  in  the  Danish  technique  was 
the  awakening  of  the  sightless  to  the  joys  of  learning  wildbird  music. 
We-2  reduced  this  particular  material  to  a  pamphlet.  This  was  sent, 
with  most  satisfactory  reactions,  to  Schools  for  the  Blind  throughout 
the  English-speaking  world.  

RECOMMENDED  READING 

"Squirrel-and-pine  cooperation  is  as  impressive  as  that  of  the  sunflowers.  The 
pine's  roots  tap  soluble  plant  foods.  These,  under  sunlight-chemistry,  produce  pine- 
nuts.  To  insure  seed  distribution  the  pine  evolved  a  seed-wing.  A  heavy  nut,  without 
wings,  would  fall  close  to  the  mother  trunk.  Any  daughter-sprout  would  compete 
for  food.  The  winged  seed,  from  a  winter  gale  cone-release  meant  gliding,  then 
sprouting  in  a  new,  non-competitive  place. 

"Herein  comes  efficiency  of  'cooperation.'  The  squirrel  eagerly  strips  the  pro- 
tecting cone-scales  for  the  nuts.  Some  they  eat.  Others,  thru  their  hoarding  instinct, 
are  laid  up  against  a  rainy  day.  Squirrels  forget  some  of  these.  Later  such  nuts 
sprout.  Scampering-squirrel  transportation  may  increase  the  radius  from  the 
mother  tree  to  500  feet.  Thus  squirrel-and-pine  COOPERATION  multiplies  the 
original  pine  efficiency. 

"Are  not  the  mathematics  of  such  increased  probabilities  of  successful  repro- 
duction noteworthy  in  thinking  of  eugenic  family-building?  As  a  result  of  the 
recent  years'  eugenic  education,  highpowered  newlyweds  now  often  discuss  their 
moral  responsibility,  as  carriers  of  desirable  genes,  to  have  that  4th  child.  This  is 
in  lieu  of  yesteryear's  almost  standardized  aim  of  2  children  .  .  .  However  such 
4th  child  of  this  highpower  type  means  financial  strain.  Just  as  the  'cooperating' 
squirrel  increased  reproduction  probabilities,  SO  SHOULD  AMERICANS  USE 
THEIR  LATENT  RESOURCEFULNESS  TO  INVENT  SIMILAR  AIDS,  such 
as  the  French  'dot'."

NORTH  AMERICAN  NATIVE  CAMELS 
Camel   transport   was   all-important  in  General   AUenby's  campaign.  The 
camels,  curiously,  apparently  originated  in  North  America.  Your  editor  made 
interesting  field  studies  of  the  tiny  fossil  camels.  Their  remains  are  found  from 
Barstow,  California,  across  to  Nebraska. 

More  and  more  the  generalized  primitive  camels  radiated  into  several  niches. 
The  llamas  found  theirs  in  adjustment  to  the  scanty  food  of  "the  American  Tibet" 
in  Peru  and  Bolivia.  The  giraffes  located  their  niche  in  a  zone  of  foliage  above  the 
reach  of  foraging  antelopes.  This  was  possible  by  their  elongated  necks.  The 
camel  in  our  picture  made  space  for  its  kind  because  its  stomach  evolved  along 
the  ability  to  go  days  without  water.  This,  plus  a  peculiar  footpad.  Same  enabled 
it  to  survive,  without  excessive  fatigue,  on  sandy  desert  trails. 


XIII.    MALESHERBES'  LOYALTY  DESPITE 
GUILLOTINE'S  SHADOW 

Malesherbes  is  a  shining  example  of  Loyalty.  (A  great  statesman 
and  jurist,  eugenists  are  interested  in  his  ancestry.  The  family  for 
generations  were  famed  because  of  that  type  of  leadership.) 

He  dared  question  the  justice  of  Lettres  de  Cachet.  There  had 
grown  up  a  royal  habit  of  signing  these  orders  in  blank.  Same  could 
result  in  imprisonment  in  the  Bastile,  even  in  execution.  So  debased 
had  the  practice  become  that  they  were  freely  given  to  royal  mis- 
tresses. It  can  be  imagind  how  those  were  converted  into  gold.  Male- 
sherbes, because  of  his  protest,  was  practically  exiled.  Being  also  a 
born  geologist,  he  retired  with  his  family  to  security  in  Switzerland, 
there  to  study. 

When  the  French  Revolution  broke,  the  frightened  King  begged 
the  honest  old  statesman  to  return  to  Paris.  With  what  to  us,  even  160 
years  later,  is  an  inspiring  example  of  loyalty,  Malesherbes  took  his 
family  with  him  out  of  his  safety  in  Switzerland.  He  did  everything 
possible  to  save  from  the  guillotine  the  ungrateful  King  who  had 
banished  him.  His  reward  for  such  devotion  came  in  seeing  all  his 
family,  one  by  one,  guillotined.  He  was  the  last  to  be  beheaded.

Does  not  above  remind  us  Egypt  once  had  a  civilization.  Egypt  formerly  led 
all  Mankind?  Much  of  our  present-day  knowledge  originated  in  Egypt.  Having 
filtered  down  to  us  thru  the  Greeks,  its  Nile  beginnings  usually  are  not  evident. 
We  probably  never  will  know  how  much  we  ascribe  to  the  ancient  Greeks  came  to 
them  from  the  Nile. 

On  this  desk  is  an  ancient  Greek  description  of  diagnosis  of  enlarged  liver. 
It  states  "that  organ  may  be  felt,  when  enlarged  and  hardened."  In  the  British 
Museum  is  an  Athenian  funerary  monument  of  a  physician.  He  is  examining  a 
patient.  The  liver  enlargement  distinctly  shows. 

When  Greece  bred  out  these  remarkable  intellects  there  followed  the  so-called 
"Dark  Ages".  In  their  ignorance,  we  find  physicians  grinding  up  yellow  fence 
lichens  to  "cure"  yellow  jaundice.  Their  motto  was  "Like  cures  like".

One  profitably  can  invest  an  hour  at  a  Boulevard  des  Italians  side- 
walk cafe.  This,  for  dividends  of  insight  into  French  folkways.  One's 
companion  may  be  a  boulevardier  with  nose  so  deeply  carmine  it 
shames  a  Georgia  watermelon's  color.  That  gourmet  knows,  however, 
why  it  is  worth  a  pilgrimage  into  Normandy  to  rub  the  delicate 
seasoning  of  Tripe  Caen  over  one's  gustatory  nerve. 

Our  boulevardier  also  is  versed  in  the  intricate  diplomacy  of  the 
Cluny  monks.  These  were  so  brilliantly  clever  the  Abbott  of  Cluny 
once  was  more  powerful  than  the  Pope.  In  the  1,100's,  no  Binet,  no 
Simon  had  invented  I.Q.  tests.  The  Monks  of  Cluny,  also  the  Faculty  of 
the  University  of  Paris  knew,  however,  the  value  of  one  able  to  boast 
of  his  escutcheon  bearing  quarterings  OF  quarterings.  They  likewise 
knew  Plato  and  his  eugenics.  This  long  before  Agnes  Sorel  founded  the 
line  of  royal  mistresses  including  "Onrie  Quart's"  57.

Is  not  the  Reduction  of  Poverty  problem  one  most  pressing? 
Blundering  idealists  long  have  worked  blindly,  not  seeing  possibilities 
of  a  scientific  reduction  thereof.  Some  good  they  accomplished.  How 
many  of  our  humanitarian  measures  really  do  work  scientifically  for 
human  betterment? 

Will  not  accelerated  progress  herein  depend  upon  an  ever- 
inci'eased  supply  of  eugenic  highpowers  ?  Is  it  not  generally  recognized 
that  the  physically  weak  cannot  hope  to  maintain  sustained  output 
in  such  work?  Is  not  another  essential  the  intellectual  equipment  to 
enable  one  to  work  efficiently?  Has  not  Dr.  Wiggam  further  shown 
the  remarkable  correlation  between  intellectual  power  and  a  feeling 
of  moral  responsibility? 

Your  editor  herein  has  attempted  his  "bit"  toward  solving  the 
economic  side.  He  has  selected  a  number  of  postgraduate  married 
couples,  with  I.Q.  of  both  father  and  mother  conspicuously  high. 
He  selected  young  folks  across  the  nation,  who  felt  the  eugenic  respon- 
sibility to  contribute  at  least  the  3rd  child.  Same  is  approximately 
minimum  replacement  rate.  Your  editor  makes  contributions  in  various 
forms  toward  lessening  economic  pressure.  Details  of  various  expedi- 
encies is  not  here  attempted.  Results  have  been  amazingly  favorable! 
Because  of  this  experiment's  highly  confidential  nature  one  dares  only 
to  say  a  number  of  deliberately-planned-for  babies  have  been  bom 
to  young  parents  because  of  the  relief  from  too  many  financial  wor- 
ries. If  names  could  be  given,  some  Eugenics  Pamphlets'  readers  would 
be  startled. 

Other  experiments  by  your  editor  over  a  half  century  are  now 
sufficiently  advanced  to  report  that  out  of  them  has  come  at  least 
3  whose  places  in  scientific  leadership  are  recognized  as  brilliant.

XIX.    POST  GRADUATE'S  BABIES 

In  our  Positive  Eugenics  strategy  we-2  selected  some  20  post- 
graduate couples.  Both  parents'  I.Q.  to  be  remarkably  high.  We  were 
alert  as  to  their  sense  of  spiritual  responsibility.  We  sounded  out  their 
desires  for  a  third  child. 

Many  felt,  under  present  economic  conditions,  they  could  not,  in 
justice  to  the  2  already  born,  support  another.  We-2  estimated  monthly 
cost  of  raising  a  child  from  birth  to  college  entrance.  In  some  cases,  we 
make  grants  of  V2  of  this  amount.  This  is  a  month-to-month  proposi- 
tion. Increasing  taxes  may  compel  us  to  end  our  support.  The  parents 
take  chances,  as  did  Covered  Wagon  folk.  Am  expecting  news  of  arrival 
of  one  such  youngster  almost  any  day. 

In  other  cases,  we  have  made  grants  in  other  ways.  Am  certain 
that,  when  this  is  now  worked  out,  there  will  be  20  usually  third-child 
additions.  (The  third  born  means  crossing  the  replacement  level). 
Some  will  be  of  fourth-child  classification.  If  your  editor  were  at  liberty 
to  list  names,  some  would  be  startled.

Dr.  Comstock  is  authority  for  testimony  that  certain  water  striders 
live  on  the  ocean's  surface,  hundreds  of  miles  from  land.  Eugenists,  who  are 
fascinated  by  the  philosophy  of  The  Niche,  (because  upon  it  is  based  much  data 
on  SURVIVAL),  are  interested  in  the  defense  mechanism  of  mangrove.  Is  not 
adjustment  to  a  seawater  niche  by  a  plant,  which,  once  rooted  cannot  travel,  even 
more  remarkable  than  the  adjustment  of  certain  sea  mammals  descended  from 
land-dwelling  ancestors.  Mangrove  survival  probably  involved  more  zeihtrebigkeit 
than  did  that  of  dolphins,  seals,  walrus,  whales. 


XXI.    ALUMNI,— NOT  ALUMINUM,— SPOONS 

Alumni  spoon  strategy  is  used  by  some  interested  in  main- 
taining- a  at-least-minimum  replacement  birthrate  of  collegiates.  This 
consists  of  a  financially-interested  Eugenist  contributing  the  cost  of 
a  baby  spoon.  The  latter,  with  a  tactful  letter  of  congratulations,  is 
forwarded  by  the  Alumni  Association  to  the  parents  of  the  new-born. 
The  spoon  design  includes  the  college  totem.  Thus  is  recognized  the 
contribution  to  Mankind  of  the  bringing  into  life  a  baby  of  the  lead- 
ership type. 

(The  words  "Leadership  type"  herein  are  used  deliberately.  Col- 
lege mechanics  screen  weakling  parents  from  entrance  examinations 
to  graduation).

"Praestat  cautela  quam  medela"* — (Latin  Proverb) 

After  World  War  I,  we-2  were  overseas  almost  annually  on  field 
work.

We  had  to  return 
thru  the  fighting.  Once  on  the  AngloFrench  side  we  saw  the  type  of 
men  that  willingly  died  to  block  the  German  juggernaut.  They  included 
a  tragically  high  percentage  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  men.

"French-and-Indiaii  menace"  blocked  expansion  of  New  England  until  "overthrow  of  Montcalm 
at  Quebec  in  1859" — Then  OVERPOPULATED  New  England  pushed  North,  West,  South.  The 
succeeding       century  was  New  England's  Golden  Age.

Those  whose  advanced  years  enable  them  to  recall  the  vaudeville  of  this 
century's  first  decade  will  remember  the  jokes  made  about  various  races.  Under 
adroit  propaganda  these  have  been  outlawed  as  to  all  groups  except  the  Caledon- 
ian. The  Scots  seem  to  be  the  only  race  with  enuf  poise  to  persistently  laugh  off 
jokes  at  their  commendable  thrift. 

To  a  distant  American  observer,  the  once-mighty  British  Commonwealth  of 
nations  seems  tragically  short  of  leadership.  Much  of  British  statesmanship  since 
the  Stuarts'  reign  came  from  North  of  Cheviot  Hills.  How  different  might  present 
conditions  be,  were  it  not  for  the  extinction-trend  of  Scotland's  leading  families. 

One  of  the  most  fascinating  of  Scotch  plaids  is  that  of  the  Campbell  clan. 
Sir  Archibald  fell  at  Flodden  Field.  Another  Sir  Archibald,  eighth  Earl  and 
Marquis  of  Argyall,  was  beheaded  in  1685. 

With  Scots'  families  long  averaging  5  to  10  children,  the  world  today  would 
be  richer,  at  say  4  generations  to  the  Century  since  Sir  Archibald  by  easily  some

Hawthorne's  "American  Notes" 
have  been  referred  to  repeatedly  by 
Eugenics  Pamphlets  over  the  years. 
They  are  a  gold  mine  as  to  his  New 
Englanders'  folkways.  Number  80  of 
this  modest  little  magazine  contains 
a  record  of  this  editor's  efforts,  over 
more  than  a  quarter  century,  to  do 
his  bit  to  reverse  the  dysgenic  birth- 
rate of  his  native  country's  intellec- 
tuals. Nearing  80,  he  feels  like  the 
World  War  I  Canadian  colonel,  who, 
on  Flanders  Fields,  wrote: — 

"From  failing  hands

To  You  below." 

Over  a  half  century,  we-2  combed 
the  world  for  eugenical  material. 
These  journeyings  have  been  under 
every  flag  except,  say,  a  half  dozen. 
In  faint  imitation  of  Hawthorne's 
American  Notes,  recent  numbers 
particularly  have  been  a  melange  of 
accumulated  data.  Among  the  chalFf, 
there  may  be  some  grain.  A  eugenist 
particularly  does  not  deceive  himself 
herein.  In  a  study  of  2  billion  hu- 
mans, he  fully  understands  how  little 
corn  there  is  among  such  an  accumu- 
lation of  husks! 

In  carrying  on  this  campaign  of 
eugenics  propaganda,  we-2  drew,  for 
continued  improvement  of  our  strat- 
egy, upon  that  of  several  overseas' 
nations.  The  highest  Efficiency  in 
public  education  seemed  to  have  been 
reached  by  Germany  and  by  France. 

The  thrifty  use  of  every  possible 
opportunity  is  illustrated  by  the 
booklet  attached  to  the  Vichy  bottle 
in  our  illustration.

He  thus  acquired 
its  staff  of  servants.  These  proved  to  be  as  scheming  as  his  Manhattan  relatives. 
He  made  an  unusual  will.  It  bequeathed  chateau  and  all  funds  to  his  "10-in-help". 

The  bequests  named  the  clothing  each  was  required  to  wear  for  1  year. 
Neglect  for  1  day  cancelled  that  particular  legacy.  His  concierge  was  required  to 
dress  like  a  Zulu  chief,  constantly  carrying  shield  and  spear.  His  wife.  Chateau 
chef,  was  hulahula  dancer  with  grass  skirt. 

Each,  after  1  year,  drew  his  or  her  respective  legacy.  Thus  was  proven  the 
old  man's  contention:  "There  is  nothing  a  French  peasant  will  not  do  to  acquire 
100,000  francs." 

Above  incident  is  more  than  comedy.  It  gives  a  glimpse  of  French  psychology.

Caesar  called  any  Gallic  leader  "Dux".  This  Latin  word  has  been  transmuted 
into  modern  Italian's  "Duce".  When  Mussolini  was  in  power,  your  editor  had  an 
amazing  experience: — One  Italian  newspaper  long  had  been  noted  for  demanding 
complete  Freedom  of  the  Press.  All  over  Europe  it  had  been  respected  because  of 
its  ability  to  maintain  this.  Under  II  Duce,  however,  it  slavishly  ran,  at  the  head 
of  every  column  on  its  front  page,  nauseating  headlines  praising  the  "Sawdust 
Caesar". 

Living  then  in  Italy,  your  editor  became  acquainted  with  that  paper's  chief 
journalist.  One  morning  newsboys  called  "Catastrophic  Santa  Barbara  Earth- 
quake! California  disappears  below  Pacific  Ocean  waters!!"  At  your  editor's  pen- 
sion, his  Italian  friends  expressed  surprise  he  showed  no  anxiety.  When  asked 
why,  he  replied:  "News  is  geologically  absurd." 

That  evening  at  dinner  he  met  his  Italian  journalist  friend.  Asking: — "Why 
such  exaggerated  scareheads?"  brought  this  reply: — "One  gets  sick  of  every 
day's  dishing  up  articles  laudatory  of  Signor  Mussolini.  When  news  of  an  earth- 
quake half  way  around  the  world  arrived,  we  asked  the  Censor  if  it  could  possibly 
have  any  political  significance."

They  say 
she  died  of  a  broken  heart.  After  the  funeral,  Sandy's  whippings  in- 
creased. He  ran  away  from  his  New  Jersey  Coast  home  to  hike  across 
U.S.A.  He  said  he  wanted  to  eat  oranges  he  himself  harvested  from  a 
California  tree.  -  -  ■ 

In  the  Nevada  Desert,  he  held  up  a  train  to  get  water.  He  then 
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was  almost  dying  of  thirst.  A  crime  wave  roundup  of  suspects  netted 
also  Sandy.  Your  editor  then  was  given  youthful  offenders,  as  Cali- 
fornia not  yet  dreamed  of  a  Juvenile  Court  Code. 

Vermin-infested  Sandy  had  a  barbershop  headshave  until  he 
looked  like  a  German  in  August.  His  old  clothes  burned,  he  was  taken 
to  our  home  in  a  brand  new  outfit.  He  picked  his  oranges  in  our  gar- 
den. We  simultaneously  picked  up  bits  of  information  for  a  decision  as 
to  Sandy's  future. 

Sandy  went  to  Sacramento  Orphanage  Farm.  He  had  learned 
much  about  Nihilism  in  the  hobo  camp  where  he  was  arrested.  He 
proved  to  be  an  Ishmaelite,  with  his  hand  against  all  comers.

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ARISTIDES,  "THE  JUST" 

Aiistides,  apostle  of  Fieiheit,  (Freedom),  was  one  of  the  most  pleasing  of 
the  brilliant  intellects  of  ancient  Athens.  A  many-sided  man,  he  was  outstanding 
statesman,  brilliant  general  on  land,  naval  hero  of  sea  fights,  remarkable  diplo- 
mat. Aristides  was  called  "The  Just."  His  life  was  over  before  the  Golden  Age  of 
Pericles.  He  contributed  much,  however,  to  the  foundations  upon  which  Pericles 
and  his  associates  built. 

Apparently  there  was  the  same  envy  of  the  successful  by  the  weaklings  then 
as  now.  For  today,  2,500  years  afterwards,  the  story  is  repeated  of  his  ostracism. 
It  relates  that  an  illiterate  voter  approached  a  citizen  with  his  oystershell  (or 
potsherd).  He  asked  the  statesman  to  write  "Aristides"  thereon  as  a  vote  toward 
exile.  The  general  asked  "How  has  he  injured  you".  "Never  saw  him — just  tired 
hearing  'em  call  him  'The  Just'  ". 

Those  incapable  themselves  of  leadership  whine  at  those  who  accept  its 
responsibilities.  We  know  that  the  very  voters  who  exiled  Aristides  because  of 
his  virtues  had  to  recall  him  when  they  saw  the  Persians  coming.  He  was  as- 
signed the  same  position  held  by  our  own  George  Washington  in  the  War  For 
Independence.  Later  he  showed  equal  ability  as  admiral  of  the  squadron  in  the 
Bosphorus.  When  certain  elements  mutinied  against  the  Spartan  sealord,  he 
won  all  over  to  united  effort.  Here  again  his  reputation  for  justice  was  strength- 
ened by  all  accepting  his  findings  as  equitable. 

The  mob  at  Athens,  when  thoroughly  frightened  at  defeats,  always  recalled 
exiled  leaders.  Athens  prospered  as  long  as  she  was  eugenically  strong.  Once, 
however,  heterogeneity  was  substituted  for  homogeneity,  decay,  then  slavery 
followed.

Then  we  come 
down  from  Aberdeen  to  London  and  they  tell  us  to  run  the  show. 
Dinna  ye  ken  that  nearly  all  the  leaders  in  this  war  are  Caledonians?" 

To  a  distant  American  observer,  the  once-mighty  British  Com- 
monwealth of  Nations  today  seems  tragically  short  of  leadership. 
Much  of  British  statesmanship  since  the  Stuarts'  reign  came  from 
North  of  the  Cheviot  Hills.  How  different  might  present  conditions 
be,  were  it  not  for  the  steady  drain  of  leadership  tj^pes  as  seen  in 
Scotland's  leading  families. 

The  Drummond  clan,  for  example,  always  has  been  conspicuous 
for  its  outstanding  spiritual  leaders.  With  their  skyblue-threaded 
plaid  of  olive  and  navy  blue-over-red,  these  clansmen  commenced 
dying  in  war  as  far  back  as  Bryce  Drummond  in  1330.  This  continued 
till  one  reads  of  John  Drummond  going  down  at  Culloden  in  1746. 
This  was  only  a  few  decades  before  our  War  of  Independence.  Scots' 
families  long  averaged  5  to  10  children.  At  say,  4  generations  to  the 
century  since  Culloden,  one  easily  can  compute  that  some  thousands 
of  the  precious  Drummond  leadership  type  could  have  been  alive  today 
had  there  been  no  w^ar  loss  of  Drummond  blood.

When  your 
editor  made  his  camel  trips  on  the  Sahara  that  was  the  common  word  for  junked 
coal  oil  cans. 

The  invention  of  fertilizer-use,  like  that  of  fire-making  and  of  practically  all 
other  inventions  enriching  human  life,  came  because  of  a  comparatively  narrow 
layer  of  those  of  high  I.Q.  Is  it  not  highly  probable,  that  all  thru  the  Bronze  Age, 
even  thru  the  Neolithic,  there  was  a  slowly  increasing  number  of  thousands  of 
somewhat  superior  intellectuals.  In  the  perhaps  one  million  years  since  Pithecan- 
thropus munched  mangosteens  in  Java's  jungles,  such  progress  was  less  than  the 
marvelously  accelerated  advance;  since  1900,  due  to  research  in  genetics,  human 
genetics,  and  eugenics.  Not  the  least  of  these  was  the  rediscovery  of  the  forgotten 
Mendel's  Law.

Sacramento  Orphanajje  Farm  indeed  was  a  sociological  laboratory  We-2 
during  those  years,  kept  in  touch  with  the  development  of  the  best  American 
research  herein.  Your  editor  was  member  of  American  Sociological  Society  from 
almost  the  time  it  was  suggested  by  Dean  Small  of  Chicago. 

We  gained  further  insight  by  our  frequent  journeyings  overseas.  We  thus 
had  rare  glimpses  into  the  work 
of  Binet  and  Simon  in  France. 
Being  California  born,  we  could 
not  help  but  being  profoundly 
influenced  by  the  researches  of 
Dr.  Lewis  Terman  of  Stanford 
University  with  his  Stanford 
tests.  We  saw  no  little  of  Army 
intelligence  tests  during  World 
War  I. 

Your  editor  holds  member- 
ships in  eugenic  societies  in  Eu- 
rope, Asia,  Latin  America,  Aus- 
tralia. Twice  he  was  National 
President  of  Eugenics  Research 
Association.  He  has  enjoyed  a  lifetime  of  contact  with  leaders  in  the  eugenics 
movement  practically  since  its  inception. 

He  thus  gained  from  such  as  Dr.  Jan  Mjoen  of  Norway's  Windern  Laborator- 
.f ^  ''■as  watched  with  fascination  the  shift  from  the  dysgenic  trend  to  one 
definitely  eugenic  in  those  remarkable  countries,  Sweden,  Holland,  Denmark.  He 
has  been  thrilled  by  Denmark's  eugenically  card-indexing  its  entire  population. 

Along  with  this  has  come  a  lifetime  of  strenuous  activity  in  battling  com- 
mercialized vice  He,  thru  what  always  must  be  unwritten  history,  had  rare  and 
unusual  know  edge  of  such  cases  as  Scarface  Al  Capone  and  of  other  gangsters.

the  birthrate  of  desirables.  Dr.  Wiggam  showed  such  to  be  of  unusually  high 
morality.  Also  to  promote  the  elimination  of  those  markedly  unfit,  as  for  instance 
in  the  case  of  the  blind  couple  who  begat  5  blind  children.  One  feels  we  are  as 
plundering  today  as  to  apprehending  and  eliminating  sex  preverts  who  molest 
little  girls,  as  our  ancestors  blundered  three  centuries  ago  as  to  the  treatment  of 
the  insane.

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New  Zealand  has  a  conifer  called  "celery-leaved  pine".  Its  leaves  DO  re- 
semble a  tiny  bunch  of  celery.  Many  of  today's  Southern  Hemisphere  conebearers 
are  of  similarly  archaic  types.  Lacking  severe  competition,  they  can  persist  there. 
Similar  primitive 
"pines"  once  covered 
much  of  our  Northern 
Hemisphere.  Indeed, 
botanists  call  one  Petri- 
fied Forest  tree:  "Arau- 
carioxylon  Arizonicum" 
(Arizona's  Araucari- 
wooded).  The  Araucar- 
ians  are  an  Indian  tribe 
in  Chile.  The  Auracar- 
ias  are  Down-U  n  d  e  r 
conifers  of  ancient 
type.  Why  did  these 
pines  become  extinct  up 
North?  Perhaps  be- 
cause their  foliage,  like 
the  "celery-leaf",  was 
less  fitted  to  shedding 
snow  than  our  needle- 
leaved  pine  branches. 
When  they  broke  under 

Is  there  not  a  parallel  in  humans?  Are  our  lives,  also,  not  constantly  dom- 
inated by  what  the  German  biologists  call  zeihtrebigkeif— the  urge  toward  evolution 
upwards?  Have  we  not  therefore  continual  moral  responsibility  to  unceasingly 
combat  whatever  hinders  Nature  in  that  trend?  One  such  is  U.S.A.'s  powerfully 
organized  Commercialized  Vice. 

VL    "FREIHEIT"  IS  BASED  UPON  INTELLIGENCE 
"Oh  God,  send  us  a  leader!" 
(British  editorial  before  World  War  II) 
We-2  determined  our  some  200  "orphans,"* — (mostly  broken- 
home  children),  should,  on  nature  study  field  excursions,  grasp, 
as  did  the  Swiss  kiddies,  the  significance  of  "FREIHEIT".  There  is 
no  better  way  than  inculcation  of  love  of  birds  and  wee  beasties,  of  wild 
flowers  and  Vooded  mountains.  We  developed  some  real  leadership, 
eugenically  speaking,  out  of  those  orphans  graduating  thru  some  18 
years.  These  became  worthy  citizens  because  they  treasured  FREI- 
HEIT. 

"Give  us  of  thy  treasures, 
But  above  all  give  us  leaders." 
(Vedic  "Hymn  to  the  Dawn  Goddess")

snow-weight,  they  could  not  produce  pinenuts. 
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The  sunny  side  of  this  Jeffries  pine  is 
being  sniffed  by  the  nature  student  for 
its  vanilla  flavor.  The  balsam  of  this 
peculiar  pine  does  contain  a  substance 
called  "vanillin".  It  is  said  to  be  nearly 
identical  in  flavor  with  the  "bean  '  of  the 
vanilla  orchid.  The  agreeable  odor  is 
strongest  when  an  August  sun  bakes  the 
bark.  Have  we  not  here  an  example, 
among  the  pines,  of  that  variation  which 
Darwin  insisted  underlies  evolution? 

There  are  many  species  of  pines.  Prac- 
tically all  are  under  cultivation  today 
at  Federal  Government's  Institute  of 
Forest  Genetics.  Placerville,  California. 
The  writer,  who  studied  conifers  world- 
wide in  both  Northern  and  Southern 
Hemispheres,  remembers  no  other  pine 
with  the  vanilla  odor.  .leffries,  of  the 
Canadian  Zone,  probably  had  a  general- 
ized ancestor  from  which  also  descended 
the  ponderosa  pine  of  the  next  lower  or 
Transition  Life  Zone.  Have  we  not  here 
a  refutation  of  the  new  Soviet  Pseudo- 
scientific  doctrine  that  such  ideas  as  to 
variation  are  all  nonsense?  The  Soviets 
liquidated  Dr.  Vavilov  because  he  insisted 
that  he  could  not  accept  their  scrapping 
of  the  scientific  methods.  The  world  thus 
lost  probably  its  most  eminent  geneticist.

woman  if  sympathetic.  Thus  said  couple,  by  teamwork,  eventually 
accumulated  a  surprising  amount  of  ancestral  data 

Bill  Wilkinson,  leader  of  the  "Pirates"  in  annexed  story,  had 
parents  as  fascinating  to  a  couple  of  eugenists  as  did  those  of  Sandy 
MacDonald.  Neither  story  in  that  respect  will  ever  be  told  However 
it  was  the  succession  of  these  that  led  to  the  publication  over  many 
years,  of  Eugenics  Pamphlets.  For  this  reason,  one  of  the  final  num- 
bers of  the  Pamphlets  records  several  observations  which  may  be  of 
mterest  to  some  social  service  workers.

BOW-AND-ARROW  PLAY,  TAOS  PUEBLO 


As  President  of  the  World  Recreation  Survey  your  editor  in  the  opening 
years  of  this  century,  made  worldwide  studies  of  primitive  play.  In  cases  of 
French  African  deserts,  little  girls  played  "jacks"  with  datestones  falling  "ridged" 
or  "smooth".  Almost  universally,  they  learned  motherhood  techniques  with  dolls. 
These  among  Everglades'  Seminoles  might  be  merely  a  roll  of  palmetto  fibre, 
carved  to  resemble  a  head — with  dots  for  eyes,  nose,  mouth.  The  tiny  dress,  how- 
ever, duplicated  mother's. 

So,  too,  at  Taos'  Pueblo,  the  highly-educational  bow-and-arrow  game  persisted 
into  the  age  of  the  muzzle  loader,  of,  later,  the  repeating  rifle.  Play  is  a  power- 
ful means  of  indoctrination.  One  wonders  if  Edison  suspected,  when  he  gave  man- 
kind the  motion  picture,  what  he  was  releasing  to  those  who  ruthlessly  would 
use  it  to  exploit  humanity's  weaknesses? 


VIII.   CAUCASIAN  "TURKEY  EGGS, "-NEGRO  TEHAMA  VAN 

Gardening  is  indeed  a  salve.  We-2  developed,  at  Sacramento 
Orphanage  Farm,  a  home  garden  system.  Each  child,  as  in  Germany's 
kleingartenvertrieh ,  had  his  own  plot.  Housemothers  bought  kiddies' 
tomatoes,  corn,  string  beans,  at  market  prices.  The  young  farmers 
were  paid  in  colored  disks.  These  We-2  redeemed  at  the  yearend. 

Each  gardener  was  limited  to  3  vegetables.  One,  Tehama  Van,  was 
a  little  colored  boy.  Born  in  a  moving  van  in  Tehama  County,  his 
mother  abandoned  him.  Asked  as  a  member  of  the  gardening  class 
his  choice  of  vegetables,  he  said  "watermelons."  "But  you  can  choose 
3!"  "Then  more  watermelons."  "That's  2.  StiU  one  more."  "Well,  ah 
guesses  ah  wants  some  mo'  watermelons."  What  a  fine  example  of 
concentration ! 

The  orphans  were  allowed  to  spend  their  crop  money.  We  begged 
them,  however,  to  bank  half.  As  an  inducement,  we  offered  each  a  $1 
savings  bank  passbook  to  any  child  who  would  add        of  that  year's 
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crop  money.  Some  saved  all.  Most  matched  our  $1  with  that  50%.  Red- 
headed Turkeyeggs  had  insisted  that  he  could  never  save  a  cent.  From 
his  father  he  had  inherited  the  oversized  freckles  that,  brown  on  an 
already  muddy  skin,  had  earned  him  the  nickname  of  Turkey  Eggs. 
He  also  had  been  noted  in  their  hillcountry  village  for  his  general 
shiftlessness,  his  inability  to  provide  for  the  proverbial  day  of  down- 
pour. Turkeyeggs'  mother  had  never  heard  of  eugenics  but  she  had 
folk  wisdom.  She  told  him  that  both  freckles  and  shiftlessness  had 
"come  from  his  father."  It  was  to  attempt  to  prove  to  TurkeyEggs 
that  shiftlessness  was  a  weed  in  a  garden  that  could  also  grow  thrift 
that  the  Orphanage  Kleingartenvertrieh  had  been  organized.  Turkey 
Eggs  guessed  rightly.  He  never  saved.  He  was,  however,  unconsciously 
THE  stimulus  to  the  Orphanage  Kleingartenve7'trieb. 


RANGER  NATURALISTS'  GROUP 

Experience  with  such  orphan  groups  yielded  technique  useable  in  a  wide 
variety  of  opportunities  for  human  service.  Same  included  kiddie  mountain  camps, 
also  aiding  comebacks  for  wild  life,  such  as  the  bison,  once  nearing  extinction. 
Further  also,  isolating  new  desert-plant  chemicals.  These  were  evolved  during  un- 
told centuries  of  adjustment  to  increasing  droughts  and  blistering  midsummer 
temperature.  Same,  once  isolated,  then  evaluated,  can  be  mass-manufactured  syn- 
thetically. Same  are  used  in  control  of  disease,  preservation  of  food.  All  this 
grows  out  of  "Seeking  to  .Serve."

In  the  history  of  the  human  race  there  can  be  few,  if  any,  advances  so  significant  for  man  as 
control  of  epidemics  by  insecticides,  in  which  a  number  of  the  most  important  causes  of  premature 
death  can  be  controlled  or  eradicated  within  a  short  period  of  time  by  the  employment  of  substances 
which  can  be  manufactured  cheaply  and  used  by  personnel  of  a  low  grade  of  education  and  training. 
(London  Eugenics  Review  1/  51) 
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Years  of  volunteer  child  welfare  work  yielded  to  even  a  business  executive 
lacking  a  physician's  specialized  training  some  insight  into  causes  of  children's 
diseases.  As  time  progresses,  one  saw  weaknesses  of  ancestors  repeated  in  their 
offspring.  Thus  arose  interest  in  human  genetics. 

The  medical  profession  gave  generously  of  counsel.  From  this  came  the  first 
urge  to  discuss  prob- 
lems with  Paris  doctors 
in  the  repeated  over- 
seas trip.  Same  also 
awakened  questionings 
as  to  utilization  of  our 
Southern  Border  "des- 
erts".

The 
sunlighted  outcrop  be- 
hind is  practically  bare 

of  vegetation.  Above  was  kodaked  on  a  sun-drenched  Christmas,  with  butter- 
flies, hummingbirds  fluttering  everywhere. 

The  French  pioneered  in  using  sunshine  therapy.  For  centuries  France  led 
in  scientific  progress.  When  your  editor  worked  in  Paris  on  a  certain  problem, 
French  doctor  friends  learned  of  his  long  interest  in  Child  Welfare,  in  Sanitation. 
"Why  not  kill  2  birds  mit  vun  rock?"  as  Kolb  asked  Dill.  Both  said  subjects  could 
be  combined  if  U.S.A.  could  be  induced  to  duplicate  France's  first  Children's  Sun- 
station  at  Villard  de  Lans.  Of  this,  more  in  later  numbers  of  Eugenics  Pamphlets. 

Above  is  written  about  afflicted  children.  Can  we  not  imagine  eventually 
every  child,  rich  or  poor,  sick  or  well,  having  a  fortnight's  winter  desert  sunshine 
vacation  away  from  furnace-heated  Snow  Belt  dwellings?  A  tithe  of  what  was 
spent  on  airplanes  inspected,  during  World  War  II,  at  Palm  Springs'  airfield, 
pausing  between  Los  Angeles'  factories  and  the  European  front,  would  finance 
such  vacation.  Such  children  would  return  not  only  fortified  in  health  but  with 
an  education  in  cacti  and  screwbeans,  kangaroo  rats  and  horned  toads,  phainopep- 
las,  elf  owls  and  vermillion  flycatchers.

IX.    SEVEN  SEA'S  VICE 

"What  made  you  so  late  getting  back  with  the  supplies?" 
"Well,  I  picked  up  a  chaplain  along  the  road  and  from 
then  on  the  mules  couldn't  understand  a  word  I  said." 

Diseases  improved  by  sun  therapy  were  one  thing.  Those  result- 
ing from  commercialized  vice  were  sometliing  else,  requiring  an  entirely 
different  technique.  Here  one  had  to  battle  men  ruthlessly  making 
profits  regardless  of  resulting  human  misery. 

"Cast  your  bread  upon  the  waters.  It  will  return  after  many 
days."  Our  orphanage  work  case  records  brought  returned  bread,  not 
days,  but  years,  after  a  certain  lad  left  us.  He  was  a  good  plodder,  a 
rather  energetic  worker.  Whatever  he  gained  in  life  evidently  would 
be  by  hard  work,  rather  than  brilliancy  of  mind. 

We  m.aintained  contact,  when  possible,  with  children  "graduated" 
from  the  Orphanage.  Financial  considerations  fixed  such  "graduation" 
at  an  unfortunately  tender  age.  Bill  w^ould  have  reached  this  within 
another  year.  He  solved  the  problem  himself.  He  disappeared  com- 
pletely. Detesting  study,  he  ran  away.  With  sorrow  we  monthly  passed 
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Bill's  life-history  card.  We  had  invested  much  time  in  the  lad.  His 
breaking  off  all  connections  hurt.  After  10  years  the  first  letter  ar- 
rived. "You  probably  wonder  why  I  sneaked  away  and  never  wrote. 
I  went  to  sea.  I  have  seen  commercialized  vice  in  a  dozen  seaports. 
Young  sailors'  weaknesses  are  cruelly  exploited,  by  ruthless  men. 

Finally  one  hot  night  at  .  ,"  (a  tropical  port),  suicide 

seemed  the  only  way  out.  I  was  dead  broke,  sick,  friendless.  I  had  a 
revolver,  no  cartridges.  I  tossed  all  night  long.  I  kept  saying  to  myself, 
'nobody  cares  about  me'.  I  could  not  forget,  however,  the  man  who 
came  out  to  the  Orphanage.  Finally  I  decided  to  return  to  a  part  of 
U.S.A.  where  nobody  knew  me.  I  would  make  a  man  of  myself.  I  got 
a  job.  I  studied  law.  I  finally  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  With  much 
experience  with  the  unwholesome  side  of  life,  I  am  successful  in 
handling  jury  cases.  I  have  a  practice  which  will  support  a  family. 
I  also  have  the  willing  girl.  Distance  may  prevent  your  coming  to  our 
marriage.  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  am  at  last  a  good  citizen  just 
because  you  invested  time  in  me".  .  .  That  "bread"  cast  upon  the 
waters,  had  returned.

CLARK'S  NUTCRACKER  TERRITORY 

LeConte  Lake,  named  for  California's  pioneer  seologist,  is  a  typical  example 
of  Clark's  nutcracker  territory.  This  bird  first  was  taken  by  Lewis  and  Clark 
Expedition  scientists.  It  was  named  for  one  of  those  leaders.  The  glacial-polished 
terrain  in  our  photo  is  also  the  home  of  the  whitebarked  pine.  This  is  the  only 
pine  the  distribution  of  whose  seeds  is  not  dependent  on  seed  wings.  It  depends 
upon  Clark's  nutcracker  for  dispersal.  The  bird  frequently  will  carry  a  pine  nut 
a  considerable  distance.  It  then  drops  it  if  alarmed.  Thus  wingless  pinus  albicaulis 
gets  the  soil  food  it  needs  for  reproduction.  This  it  would  not  have  had  if  it  had 
fallen  where  the  mother  tree  already  had  exhausted  the  thin  glacial  till. 

COOPERATION  BETWEEN  NUTCRACKER  AND  PINE  IS  NECESSARY 
TO  LIFE  OF  EACH.  The  pine  furnishes  the  food.  The  birds  pay  for  their  meal 
ticket  in  transportation.  COOPERATION  IS  DOMINANT  IN  NATURE'S 
STRATEGY.  Man's  everincreasing  efficiency  of  warfare,  no  longer  proceeds 
toward  eugenic  cooperation  as  in  earlier  centuries.  WAR,  PARTICULARLY 
WITH  THE  ATOMIC  BOMB,  IS  HIGHLY  DYSGENIC.

WHERE  FRANCE'S  UNKNOWN  SOLDIER  LIES 

Paris'  Arc  de  Triomphe  has  chansed  little  since  horse-and-buggy  days.  Now 
burns  there,  however,  the  Unknown  Soldier's  perpetual  torch.  .50  years  ago  few 
Frenchmen  grasped  France  was  tobogganing  as  to  its  intellectuals'  birthrate.

Does  not  the  feministic  yearning  for  a  career  result  in  a  dysgenic  collegiate 
birthrate?  Is  the  end  for  LT.S.A.  to  be  collapsed,  then  slavery  like  France's  in 
1940?

X.    UNMARRIED  MOTHERS'  REFUGE 

An  employer  asked  an  applicant :  "Can  you  write  short- 
hand?"

The  prayer  for  leaders  who  measure  up  to  California's  peerless 
Sierras  is  graven  into  stone.  It  should  last  for  decades.  During  said 
decades,  there  probably  always  will  be  some  shortage  of  leaders. 

On  the  contrary,  the  supply  of  near-morons,  such  as  applicant 
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above.  Most  employers  are  only  too  familiar  with  the  none-too-promis- 
ing type  with  low  I.Q.  Where  such  have  a  normal  home  life  the 
situation  is  sufficiently  serious.  When,  however,  illegitimacy  compli- 
cates the  problem,  it  requires  all  the  tact,  devotion  and  unselfishness 
of  those  of  the  leadership  type  to  find  a  solution. 

Our  Mother  founded  an  unmarried  mothers'  refuge,  later  to  be 
christened  "Fairhaven."  For  years  she  paid  its  deficits.  On  her  re- 
moval, We-2  accepted  responsibility.  Main  income  source  then  was 
their  December  sale.  Girls,  waiting  confinement,  wove  rag  rugs.  One 
winter  your  editor  went  to  meet  his  Sweetheart  after  said  sale.  The 
Home's  cupboard  as  bare  as  proverbial  Mother  Hubband's.  Also,  rug 
sales  had  failed  to  total  even  $20. 

Here  was  a  businessman's  problem.  How  could  unsold  rugs  be 
marketed?  Against  the  Home's  staff's  better  judgment,  newspaper  aid 
was  requested,  was  cheerfully  given.  Came  reporters,  photographers. 
"It's  a  pippin"  was  commented  when  a  goldenhairecl  kiddie  and  a 
little  Negro  were  kodaked,  side-by-side.  That  week  all  remaining  rugs 
were  sold.  Cash  donations  also  arrived.  From  one  lead-pencilled  mes- 
sage, signed  "A  Gambler"  was  enfolded  more  currency  than  the  first 
day's  sale  had  produced.  The  December  sale  last  year  yielded  90-fold 
the  non-publicized  campaign. 

Sacramento  Orphanage  Farm  was  used  as  above  noted  as  a 
Child-Welfare  laboratory.  Most  helpful,  also,  was  my  Sweetheart's 
continued  knowledge  as  to  Fairhaven  kiddies'  fatherhood.  An  example 
thereof  follows  in  the  case  of  the  boy  born  blind.   (See  page  20)

yon. He  boasted  he  was 
the  first,  would  be  the 
last  white  man  to  peer 
into  its  terrible  depths.

In  repeated  numbers  of  Eugenics 
Pamphlets,  "Niche  Notes"  have  ap- 
peared. These,  to  illustrate  the  strik- 
ing efficiency  of  Mother  Nature. 
Species  after  species  follows  a  pat- 
tern of  (a)  amazing  fecundity  (b) 
consequent  population  pressure  (c) 
radiation  outward  (d)  discovering 
new  niches  where  can  be  found  food 
necessary  to  continued  reproduction. 
The  case  of  the  whale  is  typical. 
Here  a  generalized  land-mammal  an- 
cestor was  forced  into  an  ocean 
niche.  (See  page  28.) 

In  marked  contrast  is  human  in- 
efficiency. The  eugenical  candle  often 
is  burned  at  both  ends.  Our  collegi- 
ate women,  for  example,  have  an 
extinction-trend  birthrate.

The  older  children  already  are  commencing  to  ex- 
hibit signs  of  social  inadequacy.  It  seems  probable  that  they,  like  the 
father  and  the  mother,  will  become  public  charges.

Among  some  of  the 
group,  with  insufficient  controls,  there  are  also  one  to  several  illegiti- 
mate children.

In 
the  case  of  each  of  the  7  children  in  Case  No.  1  above,  and  of  these 
3  children  in  Case  No.  2,  moron  votes,  in  a  Democracy  cancel,  vote  for 
vote,  those  of  the  higher  leadership  type.  This,  despite  latter  are 
highly  endowed  spiritually.  Those  with  the  urge  for  human  service, 
often  have  I.Q.s  above  140.

Rivaling  the 
tiles  of  Akbar,  of  Shah  Jahan  in  color,  this  sod  had  sprouted  an  amazing  mass 
of  those  tiny  pansies  kiddies  call  "Johnny-jump-ups".  Such  Saeter  girls'  weird 
folksongs,  about  lovers  in  the  Polar  codfish  fleet,  formed  the  motif  for  much  of 
Grieg's  music.  Such  sturdy 
women  were  for  centuries 
until  recent  excessive  birth- 
control,  mothers  of  those 
large  families  that  peopled 
Scotland,  Ireland,  Iceland, 
even  our  Pacific  Northwest. 

It  was  in  Norway  your 
editor  first  met  Dr.  Jan 
Mjoen,  a  Scandinavian.  His 
was  a  homogeneous  popula- 
tion. His  people  were  not 
divided.  He  had  to  struggle 
with  no  clamoring,  schem- 
ing minorities,  utterly  un- 
appreciative  of  having  been 
accepted  into  citizenship. 
His  Norway  also  is  a  small 
country.  Its  population 
number,  perhaps,  half  of 
New  York  City's.  Dr.  Mjoen 
founded  remarkable  Win- 
dern  Laboratorium.  It  was 
still  in  existence  when  the 
Nazi  invaded  Norway.  Said 
institution's  object  was  to 
eugenically  analyze,  criti- 
cize, evaluate  all  legislation 
proposed  for  enactment  by 
Norway's  Storthing.  One  of 
Dr.  Mjoen's  favorite  exam- 
ples thereof  was  his  criti- 
cism, as  an  eugenist.  of  the 
original  proposal  of  Nor- 
way's Rural  Credits  Law.  This,  as  rewritten,  was  enacted  during  the  1930's  Depres- 
sion, He  insisted  that  Norway's  rural  birthrate  filled  the  vacuum  caused  by  the 
relative  sterility  of  her  cities.  Hence,  because  here  was  Norway's  breeding  stock, 
no  grants  should  be  made  except  to  couples  of  satisfactorily  high  I.Q.

XII.    BORN  BLIND 

Many  times  your  editor  has  been  asked  why  he  persists  in  the 
Venereal  Disease  Control  struggle.  His  prewar  studies'  conclusions 
were  substantiated  by  the  remarkable  opportunities  for  observation 
that  came  to  him  as  one  in  V.D.  Control  during  World  War  I.  He  is 
profoundly  convinced  that  here  is  a  factor  rotting  our  American  cul- 
ture.

Following  is  the  reason  that  years  ago 
jolted  your  editor  into  action  herein.  Our  connection  with  both  Sacra- 
mento Orphanage  Farm  and  Fairhaven  enabled  Us-two  to  try  to  help 
a  little  boy  we  will  call  "Johnny  Jones".  Johnny's  mother,  Annie,  was 
a  hillcountry  girl.  She  was  that  very  inexperienced  type  for  which  our 
Mother  built  Mary-Elizabeth  Inn.  Attracted  to  the  city,  she  met 
Johnny's  father.  He  seduced,  then  deserted  her.  He  was  in  the  late 
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1890's  one  of  California's  most  brilliant  intellects.  Annie,  herself,  was 
attractive,  physically  strong,  mentally  at  least  average.  Johnny,  with 
such  ancestry,  could  develop  into  a  fine  man,  except : 

He  was  born  nearly  blind,  could  distinguish  light  from  darkness. 
He  had,  at  the  Orphanage  Farm,  little  play-life.  We-2  became  con- 
cerned as  to  his  future.  We  consulted  local  eye  specialists.  These  gave 
no  encouragement.  Finally  in  desperation,  We-2  took  Johnny  to  an 
eminent  San  Francisco  oculist.  We  offered  him  $5,000  if  he  would  but 
restore  Johnny's  sight.  Again  defeat.  He  DID  tell  us,  however,  the 
cause:  Johnny's  father  must  have  had  V.D.,  had  infected  innocent 
Annie.  Before  birth,  the  infection  reached  Johnny's  eyes ;  had  halted 
development.  Nothing  could  start  it  again  into  progress. 

We-2  thereupon  started  fighting  V.D.  We  determined  to  do  our 
bit  to  prevent  some  other  Johnny  having  a  similar  life  of  misery.

Above  was  not  a  unique  incident.  Orphanage  Farm  did  NOT  take 
the  crying  baby  off  these  parents  hands.  It  invoked  the  Law  to  make 
these  slackers  do  their  duty.  And  yet,  what  could  even  the  Law  do  to 
create  a  proper  environment?  Eugenists  who  try  to  be  just,  are  willing 
to  admit  that  Environment  is  a  life  factor  possibly  equal  to  Heredity. 

Both  above  parents  were  of  low-grade  mentality.  The  studies  of 
Dr.  Terman  and  Dr.  Wiggam  both  seem  to  indicate  that  high  intelli- 
gence almost  invariably  is  co-existent  with  fine  moral  sense.

At  the  tor- 
pedoing of  their  cargo  trans- 
port, they  gave  their  lifebelts 
to  men  of  their  flock — and 
died.  This  occurred  in  Febru- 
ary off  Iceland.  One  has  to 
know  the  waters  off  Iceland 
to  fully  appreciate  their  hero- 
ism.

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The  entrance  to  a  trade  rat's  nest  in  the  Lower-Lower  Sonoran, 
Although  it  cannot  be  plainly  seen  in  front,  this  trade-rat  had  so 
disposed  joints  from  the  nearby  cholla  cactus  that  he  could  quickly 
run  into  his  "nest",  when  a  coyote  attempted  to  violate  same.  This 
rodent's  defense  mechanism  might  remind  us  that,  in  the  matter  of 
the  eugenic  aspects  of  immigration  control,  humans  seem  to  have 
become  almost  parasitic  in  their  loss  of  use  of  their  defense  mech- 
anism. 

Before  radio  was  invented,  one  of  the  most  welcome  incidents 
in  the  life  of  the  lonely  prospector  was  his  interesting  companion, 
the  Trade  Rat.  One  such  misnamed  "rat"  was  fond,  for  example,  of  a 
shiny  tin  spoon.  Being  a  "trade  rat",  it  left  something  in  its  place, — 
as  for  example,  a  twig  of  magenta-barked  manzanita.  Some  say  lazy 
"prospectors"  thus  accumlated  gold  nuggets  in  exchange  for  can 
opener  tops  of  food  tins. 

The  Desert  "Trade  Rat"  is  wonderfully  adjusted  to  an  environment 
of  high  temperatures,  low  humidity,  and  consequently  highly  efficient 
predators, — hawks,  owls,  kit  foxes,  coyotes.  He  manages  to  exist  with 
seldom  a  drink,  supplying  water-needs  from  plants  that  have  remark- 
able water-conservation  devices.  He  forages  mostly  at  night.  His  color 
is  perfect  desert  camouflage. 

One  device  is  his  use  of  cholla  cactus  joints  to  "barb-wire"  the 
entrance  to  his  nest.  Any  kit  fox  that  has  carried  around  an  unwel- 
come cholla  fragment  until  his  skin  had  festered,  would  be  very  cau- 
tious about  entering  a  trade  rat's  abode. 

The  trade  rat  has  persisted  thru  ten  thousand  generations  of 
"Desert  Doings"  by  "obeying"  Mother  Nature's  laws.  America's  talent- 
ed have  ignored  the  Differential  Birth  Rates  Law  by  EXCESSIVE

Eugenics  Pamphlets  for  years  has  dubbed  same  "Blundering 
Idealists."  These  folks,  because  of  their  unreasoning  emotionalism,  have  been 
tragically  hurtful.  More  than  once  our  nation  has  been  bled  white  because  of 
them.  They  possess  power  without  the  brains  to  use  it  wisely. 

Our  1861  Civil  War  unnecessarily  was  started  "to  end  Slavery,"  already  on 
its  way  out.  Stubborn  Abolitionists,  to  please  their  ignorant  egos,  forced  this 
War.  As  a  result  our  nation  lost,  from  Massachusetts,  from  Virginia,  tens  of 
thousands  of  the  leadership  type.  These  never  fathered  leaders  who  could  have 
prevented  unwise  decisions  in  Government.

One  curious  niche  is  that  which  whales  found  by  their  evolution  toward 
utilization  of  almost-microscopic  seafood.  Some  zoologists  insist  the  whale  orig- 
inally was  a  land  mammal.  The  romance  of  whaling  is  permanently  fixed  in 
American  literature  by  such  works  as  Moby  Dick.  The  Whaler's  wild  life  produced 
the  saying  "There  is  no  law  of  God  or  Man  in  the  Whaling  Grounds." 

100  years  ago,  enough  whales  still  were  to  be  found  off  California's  Coast 
to  support  a  lucrative  whaling  industry.  One  center  thereof  was  Point  Lobes.  In 
the  State  Park  with  that  name  is  an  eminence  still  called  "Whaler's  Knoll".  From 
it,  the  spout  of  offshore  whales  was  the  signal  for  the  chase.

seeds  a  minute.  This  is  --• 
3,600  seeds  an  hour.  Of 
his  plebian  cousin,  the 
English  sparrow,  it  was 
claimed  he  ate  mostly 
chicken-feed  grain.  The 
whitecrown  is  adjusted 
to  a  native-seed  diet. 
A  flock  of  20  per  10 
acres  must  do  much  to 
keep  weeds  down.  .  .  . 

There  are,  however, 
non-native  weeds  like 
the  yellow  star  thistle. 
Some  native  birds  pass 
these  by.  The  farmer 
has  to  rely  upon  other 
methods  of  weed  con- 
trol. These  cost  money. 
In  addition,  there  is  his  percentage  of  loss  whenever  a  weed  displaces  a  crop- 
plant. 

On  one  of  your  editor's  cattle  ranges,  native  grasses,  as  late  as  1900,  were 
belly-high  to  a  horse.  At  its  lower  end,  some  alien  weeds  began  to  appear  about 
1905.  Little  by  little  they  spread  up  one  meadow  after  another.  In  each  case,  dis- 
placement resulted.  The  tender  native  species  could  not  compete  with  the  tough 
Mediterranean  weeds.  A  parallel  seemed  to  exist  as  to  humans.  The  old  pioneer 
stock  ceased  to  multiply  in  competition  with  Mediterranean  immigrants.  The 
manner  in  which  these  were  disciplined  was  evidenced  by  wage  standards.  These 
overseas  were  often  only  10%  of  U.S.A.'s.

*  Read  Eugenics  Pamphlets  former  numbers,  and  elsewhere  as  far  back  as  1911  for  your  editor's  persistent 
warnings  on  Hindustan's  operpopulation  and  other  problems.  'With  Mrs.  Goethe  your  editor  started 
the  first  American-supervised  playgrounds  in  Calcutta.  Our  family  for  3  generations  had  invested  in 
human  betterment  in  Hindustan.  The  Goethes'  Ballighata  experiment  was  aimed  also  to  reduce  child 
labor.  (Mr.  Forbes  mentions  such  work  commencing  with  year  olds.)  NOTE  YOUR  EDITOR'S  "500 
YEAR  PLAN  "  FOR  HINDUSTAN  WENT  MUCH  FURTHER  THAN  BIRTH  CONTROL  IT  ADVO- 
CATES UTILIZATION  OF  THE  HINDUSTAN'S  HUMAN  ASSETS.  THIS  INVOLVES  AN  ACCEL- 
ERATED HIGHPOWER  BIRTHRATE  FOR  INDIA'S  TALENTED  WITH  THE  LESSENING  OF 
SOCIAL  INADEQUATES  TO  MAKE  ROOM  FOR  LEADERSHIP.  INDIA  TODAY  HAS  360  - 
000,000.  40  YEARS  AGO.  WHEN  WE-2  STARTED  BALLIGHATA,  THE  ESTIMATES  (GUESSES) 
RANGED  FROM  200,000,000  to  240,000,000.)

SHIVA  NOT  IN  THE 
VEDAS 

Hindustan's  uncontrolled  fecundity  results  in  the  same  unhappiness  as  in 
above  verse.  Its  donkey's  woody  excelsior,  in  lieu  of  nutritious  alfalfa,  parallels 
that  unhappy  country's  two  insufficient  meals  daily.  Malnutrition  means  lowered 
resistance.  When  famine  finally  stalks,  humans  die  like  flies. 

It  is  to  the  credit  of  those  early  Nordics  who  gave  Hindustan  its  Vedas  that 
most  of  what  we  abhor,  from  suttee,  or  widow-burning  to  the  Brahma-concept,  is 
not  found  in  their  Vedas.  One  essay  on  the  difference  between  the  religion  of  the 
Vedas  and  modern  Hinduism  says:  "As  a  divinty  Shiva  is  not  once  named  there- 
in, nor  is  the  Lingnam."  This  phallic  worship,  as  seen  at  Bombay,  ranks  in  lawful 
horror  with  that  of  Kali,  Goddess  of  Hate  at  Calcutta.  The  same  critic  says: 
"Brahma  does  not  appear  as  a  deity  in  the  Vedas." 

We-2  founded  our  American-supervised  playground  at  Ballighata,  adjacent 
to  its  great  Temple  of  Kali.  Before  doing  this,  we  started  our  field  studies  of  child 
labor  in  the  Orient.  One  note  book  records: — One  cent  a  day  is  paid  for  child 
labor  in  tying  knots  in  making  an  Oriental  Rug. 

"One  might  as  well  almost  try  to  alter  the  orbit  of  the  moon  as  to 
introduce  significant  changes  into  human  affairs  in  India,  without  the 
approval  of  the  3,000,000  priests  who  .  .  .  jealously  guard  their  hold  .  .  . 
on  the  people."  (Read  Dr.  E.  V.  Wilcox's  "Acres  and  People.") 
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It  is  intended  to  preserve  in  Eugenics  Pamphlets  the  mass  of  material  that  has 
accumulated  at  Eugenics  Pamphlet's  office  during  more  than  30  years.  It  is 
planned  herein  to  use  the  strategy  of  Hawthorne's  American  Notes. 


KANGAROOS  IN  ACTION 

Australian  evolution  was  cut  off  from  Eurasian  competition  when  the  Celebes 
Deep  split.  Thus  evolution  developed  tardily.  The  "Down  Under"  eucalypts  thus 
have  been  spared  to  us,  along  with  a  series  of  primitive  conebearers.  Had  latter 
been  forced  into  competition  with  the  needled  pines,  in  a  land  of  heavy  winter 
snowfall,  our  knowledge  of  these  fascinating  conifers  (as  striking  as  the  Northern 
Hemisphere  gingko)  might  be  limited  to  what  we  could  read  in  the  rocks. 

Eugenists,  studying  human  extinctions  and  approaches  to  extinction,  find 
themselves  absorbed  in  trying  to  obtain  light  on  mankind's  problems  by  studying 
arrested  evolution  in  kangaroos  and  wallabies,  "teddy  bears"  and  the  platypus, 
in  "celery-leaf"  and  Norfolk  Island  pines.  


1.  AUSTRALIA'S  UNIQUE  BIOTA 

Geographers  tell  us  the  Celebes  Deep  cracked  off  a  great  land 
mass  from  Southeast  Asia.  That  was  eons  ago.  As  a  result,  on  Eurasia, 
evolution  proceeded  at  an  accelerated  rate.  This  resulted  in  its  great 
variety  of  mammals,  birds,  trees,  flowers.  Meantime,  in  Australia, 
without  fierce  competition  toward  survival  or  extinction,  evolution 
developed  tardily.  Thus  we  have,  in  Australia,  marsupials  all  the  way 
from  giant  kangaroos  thru  the  wallabies  down  to  rat-,  even  mouse- 
sized  quadrupeds.  Likewise  among  the  plants  was  developed  a  remark- 
able  series  of  eucalypts.

THE  FIRST  "EXPORTED"  EUCALYPTUS 

Genetics,  a  new  20th  Century  science,  now  works  with  forest  trees. 

Luther  Burbank,  friend  of  your  editor,  used  to  regret  he  could  not  live  out 
a  century.  This,  so  as  to  isolate,  by  genetic  selection,  furniture  hardwoods  that 
would  cut  cropping-time  75  percent.  Mr.  Burbank  died  with  said  wish  unfilled. 

Lumber  King  Eddy  of  Washington,  however,  evidently  had  been  paralleling 
the  Burbank  thinking  as  to  lumber  trees.  He  personally  financed  the  experiment 
at  Placerville,  California,  which  is  now  a  federal  project,  known  as  the  Institute 
of  Forest  Genetics.  The  success  of  the  Placerville  laboratory  as  to  the  genus 
Pinus  has  been  almost  startling.  As  by-products  of  its  intelligent  selection  of 
mutations  and  its  creation  of  hybrids  there  has  come  also  disease-resistant  trees. 
Thus  are  the  researchists  repairing  to  some  degree  the  century-old  havoc  of  always 
timbering  the  profitable  trees.  These  were  forever  eliminated  as  seedbearers  for 
future  stocks.  Meanwhile  the  uncut  weaklings  remained  to  father  future  genera- 
tions of  undesirables. 

Brazil  now  proceeds  genetically  along  similar  lines.  Read  the  story  and  note 
the  excellent  illustrations  of  "Eucalyptus  Improvement"  by  C.  A.  Krug  and 
A.  Silveira  Alves  in  May  1949  number,  The  Journal  of  Heredity.

VL  HONEY  LOCUSTS  IN  EUROPE 

In  Europe,  our  honey  locust  (Robinia)  is  called  "False  Acacia". 
Like  the  eucalypts  in  Brazil  it  is  cultivated  along  European  railroad 
rights-of-way  for  regular  cropping  as  roadbed  ties.  (Linneaus  named 
the  genus  for  John  Robin,  herbalist  to  Henry  IV  of  France,  the  "King 
of  the  57  mistresses").  Trees  75  feet  high  and  4  feet  in  diameter  are 
found  in  the  lower  Mississippi  Valley.

The  flicker,  an  ant-eating 
woodpecker,  is  an  ex- 
ample. Audubon  cited  the 
removal  from  the  nest  of 
the  egg  laid  each  day. 
That  mother  laid  71  eggs 
in  73  days.  She  seemed 
instinctively  to  fight  ex- 
tinction. 

U.S.A.  today  does  not 
need  families  of  10  to  18 
as  in  colonial  times. 
Uncle  Sam  no  longer  can 
give  a  free  farm  to  each 
young  husband.

In  U.S.A.  our  Gifted  often  have  2,  1,  even  no 
children. 


PROTECTION  OF  POLLEN 
Note  the  extreme  care  in  keeping  out  any 
fertilizing  pollen  from  undesirable  types.  Your 
editor,  as  a  grower  of  ever-improved  stocks  of 
sugar  beets,  recalls  a  significant  incident  in  the 
history  of  the  breeding  of  sugarbeet  seeds  in  the 
United  States.  At  the  time  World  War  I  broke, 
so-called  "German"  seed  was  used.  Of  course, 
one  knew  from  the  Polish  lettering  on  the  bags 
that  the  seeds  were  raised  under  cheap  labor  in 
Poland.  The  war  shut  off  the  supply  of  this  high- 
grade  seed.  The  American  success  in  raising 
substitutes  was  due  to  the  care  in  pollenization. 
For  a  considerable  zone  around  the  seedgrowing 
area  it  was  necessary  to  insure  that  no  weed  of 
any  related  species  was  allowed  to  grow  because 
of  the  danger  of  undesirable  pollenization.

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NURSERY  OF  HYBRID  PINES,  FOREST  GENETICS  INSTITUTE 

Once  in  Europe,  an  intellectual  called  your  editor's  attention  to  the  difference 
in  stature  between  a  runtish  man,  high  in  authority,  and  his  very  tall  wife.  He 
said  frankly  that  he  felt  this  leader,  devoted  and  unselfish  as  he  was,  could  not 
avoid  his  being  colored  by  an  inferiority  complex.  He  felt  his  influence  would  be 
far  greater,  had  he  been  of  commanding  stature.  This  statesman  blamed  his 
ancestors  for  ignorance  of  principles  we  now  term  "Eugenical".  So,  too,  in  our 
photographs,  the  greatest  care  is  taken  in  pollenizing.  This  is  essential  in  this 
effort  to  create  pine  trees  of  speedier  growth  and/or  of  better  resistance  to  insect 
enemies. 


VIII.  IDEALISTIC  LUMBER  KING  EDDY 

NOT  F.F.V.  but  LF.G.  This  is  not  a  paragraph  about  the  high- 
powered  First  Famines  of  Virginia.  It  is,  however,  about  something 
as  genetically  remarkable  as  the  F.F.V.'s.  Near  historic  Hangtown, 
in  California's  Gold  Belt,  begins  what  profoundly  may  accelerate 
human  progress!  Its  small  staff  under  redheaded  Austin,  started 
translation  into  action  the  theories  of  Mendel,  of  Darwin,  of  deVries, 
of  the  Northwest's  Eddy.  It  is,  in  short  dedicated  to  the  application  of 
Genetics  to  Forestry. 

The  Institute  of  Forest  Genetics'  labors  are  concentrated  largely 
upon  the  genus  Pinus.  Its  grounds  possess  practically  every  species  of 
pine.  Its  original  aim  was  to  reduce  by  1/2,  eventually  %,  the  years 
necessary  to  grow  pine  lumber.  It  studies  inherited  tendencies,  locates 
desirable  gene-bearers.  It  ferrets  out  trees  that  give  promise  of  speedy 
growth,  of  high  resistance  to  disease.  Already  its  results  in  the  appli- 
cation of  genetic  principles  to  tree  selection,  also  in  hybridization, 
seem,  to  the  layman,  almost  miraculous. 

The  I.F.G.  has  discovered  that  indiscriminate  slashing  of  vast 
forests  has  been  MOST  dysgenic.  The  best  trees,  such  as  our  finest 
sugarpines,  have  been  felled.  Thus  has  ended  lines  of  most  precious 
seed  stock.  THESE  WERE  THE  RESULT  OF  MILLIONS  OF  YEARS 
OF  NATURAL  SELECTION. 
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IX.  BARK-BEETLES  RAVAGE 
TIMBERLANDS 

Another  tree  "disease"  is  "bark 
beetle".  It  is  the  control  of  such  that 
is  to  be  hoped  for  from  such  institu- 
tions as  Brazil's  eucalypt  stations  and 
U.S.A.'s  Institution  of  Forest  Genet- 
ics. We  do  this  with  pines  and  pork- 
ers, with  ewes  and  eucalypts.  When 
with  humans?  The  barkbettle  story 
follows: 

On  this  desk  is  a  photo  of  a  blast- 
ed tamarack.  It  grew  among  glacier- 
polished  boulders  of  Jackmain  Can- 
yon, Yosemite  National  Park.  Same 
was  evolved  to  successfully  endure 
storms.  As  a  wind-blasted  sapling,  its 
underbark  lines  were  twisted  several 
times  around  its  center,  like  a  bar- 
ber's pole.  Yet,  despite  furious  Sier- 
ran  gales,  it  reached  maturity.  This, 
only  to  fall  prey  to  a  tiny  enemy,  the 
mountain  pine  beetle,  (Dendroctonus 
monticola.)  One  could  easily  crush 
one  of  the  latter  between  thumb  and 
forefinger.  Its  tribe  has  blasted  lodge- 
pole,  yellow,  even  sugarpine,  over 
thousands  of  acres  from  Montana  to 
California.  Lacking  protection,  moun- 
tain snows,  from  forests  thus  killed, 
became  devastating  floods.  Failure  of 
water  for  summer  irrigation  followed. 

This  beetle's  cousin,  D.  ponderosa, 
IS  said  to  have  to  its  discredit,  a 
decennial  loss  of  one  billion  feet  of 
timber.  Its  value,  would  cover  in- 
creases, to  living  wage  standards  of 
teachers'  salaries  over  many  counties. 
Dr.  Hopkins'  estimate  of  forest  insect  losses,  $62,500,000  annually, 
would  pay  fat  interest  on  the  holdings  of  a  thousand  millionaires.

Curiously,  the  Jeffrey  pine 
in  the  Canadian  Zone  of  Eldorado 
National  Forest  is  able  to  extract 
from  the  soil  practically  the  same 
chemical  that  is  found  in  the  tropi- 
cal orchid  vanilla.  In  France,  van- 
illa-flavored ice  cream  is  served 
with  little  black  specks  showing 
the  orchid  seeds.  This  evidences 
the  genuine  flavoring  is  used  in- 
stead of  a  substitute  vanillin.  One 
is  told  in  France  that  this  substi- 
tute has  been  extracted  from  pine- 
tree  bark. 


The  first  step  in  the  program  will  be  the  better  training  of  doctors  so  that  defects  of  a  genetic 
nature  will  be  recognized  for  what  they  are  and  so  that  persons  with  genetic  problems  will  be 
referred  to  a  consultation  service  which  is  informed  on  matters  of  heredity.  There  are  only  a  few 
such  consultation  centers  in  the  country  now;  they  will  have  to  be  increased  in  number  and  size."

Now  his  diet  is  bread,  greens,  an  occasional  onion,  with  mutton 
once  yearly  at  Eastertide.  Should  we  marvel  that  such  as  he  do  not  hesitate  to 
commit  a  crime  to  gain  admittance  to  this  Land  of  Gold? 


X.  PERICLES'  GOLDEN  AGE 

The  eugenist  reverts  constantly  to  the  Golden  Age  of  Pericles. 
With  all  its  brilliance,  it  failed,  as  a  group,  to  grasp  that  it  had  to 
keep  its  race-strains  pure  to  prevent  extinction  of  its  unsurpassed 
brain  patterns.  True  it  had  a  few  of  vision.  These  warned  that  much 
attention  was  paid  to  breeding  dogs — none  to  humans. 

On  California  ranches,  one  always  studies  how  to  conserve  the 
heavy  winter  rainfall  for  the  long  rainless  summers.  On  one  of  the 
cattle  ranges,  a  reservoir  was  planned.  The  excavation  with  mechan- 
ized equipment  took  9  days.  With  wheelbarrow  and  shovel,  90  days 
would  have  been  necessary.  Cost,  in  dollars,  about  20  percent  of  the 
old  way. 

In  the  Near  East,  your  editor  found  secondhand  automobile  tires 
being  converted  into  shoe  soles.  Wages  ran  hardly  10  percent  of 
American  figures.  Such  living  standards  approach  coolie  conditions. 
Can  we  expect  immigrants  from  areas  where  life  is  so  cheap  to  become 
good  seed  stock  for  future  Americans  ?

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THE  CONVERSE  BASIN  TRAGEDY 

What's  in  a  name?  Converse  "Basin's"  includes  '49er  for  valley,  flat,  meadow. 
It  also  has  a  sad  story:  loss  of  California's  very  finest  grove  of  Sequoia  gigantia. 
The  tale  is  not  pleasing.  The  Converse  "outfit"  moved  that  "Basin"  under  urge  to 
supply  Gold  Rush's  lumber  needs. 

The  miners'  first  "buildings"  were  tents.  These  often  were  made  from  the  sails 
of  a  vessel  abandoned  by  the  crew,  also  perhaps,  by  the  captain.  These  were  the 
victims  of  the  gold  fever:  "Why  spend  a  lifetime  back  in  the  States  accumulating 
a  competence  when  miners  make  $500  to  the  pan?"  After  a  heavy  storm,  a  stroll 
through  the  chaparral  might  show  gleaming  a  rainwashed  nugget  worth  $5,000. 
In  '49er  California,  winter  rains,  followed  by  six  months  of  rainless  summer,  caused 
tents  to  rot.  Lumber  was  needed.  Few,  were  willing  to  ax  down  trees  for  log  cabins, 
thus  came  the  beginning  of  California's  lumbering  .  .  . 

When  timbering,  why  not  take  the  best?  Converse's  great  redwoods  were 
felled,  blunderingly.  About  80%  cracked.  The  remainder  was  sawn,  hauled  out,  sold. 
Converse  Basin  Lumber  Co.  made  no  profit.  San  Joaquin  Valley  children,  panting 
in  summer  heat  for  the  next  hundred  generations,  will  be  similarly  bankrupt.  To 
replace  Converse  Basin  will  take  as  much  time  as  time  since  Nebuchadnezzar  saw 
the  handwriting  on  the  wall.  Note,  at  arrow,  man  leaning  against  stump. 
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SAVE  THE  REDWOODS 
Note  man  at  arrow  ...  In  our  now  trying  to  breed  better  furniture  wood 
trees,  lumber  trees,  we  Rrasp  WE  HAVE  DISSIPATED  FOREVER  the  very  best 
seed  stocks.  Lumbermen  selected  only  trees  yielding  profits.  As  a  result,  weaklings 
remained  to  reseed  the  forest.  Now  that  we  are  attempting  to  improve  forest 
species,  we  are  forced  to  try  to  laboriously  build  up  from  scrub  material  instead 
of  from  the  best.  Since  1900,  research  has  given  us  such  a  rare  insight  into  the 
possibilities  of  improving  human  stocks.  The  last  half  of  the  20th  Century  will 
probably  see  us  commencing  to  breed  for  better  humans,  just  as  we  are  already 
commencing  to  breed  for  better  forest  trees.  Must  we  not  herein  face  the  fact  that 
we  have  irrevocably  lost  certain  human  strains?  Among  these  are  the  remarkable 
intellectuals  of  the  Greeks  of  Perciles'  Golden  Age.

U.S.A.  thus  acquired  its  greatest  asset,  i.e.,  its  people  of  fine 
intellect.  Between  1890  and 
1940,  these  deliberately  have 
reversed  nature's  process.

Now  many  have  tragically  reversed 
this  favorable  birthrate  by  having  intellectuals'  families  of  2,  1,  0 
offsprings.  Meanwhile,  we  repeat,  morons  multiply  like  rabbits.  With 
our  still  high  percentage  of  pioneer  blood,  which  never  quailed  at  any 
menace,  we  can  still  stem  this  unfavorable  tide.  It  needs  only  a  clear 
understanding,  by  every  American,  of  the  eugenic  significance  of  the 
Differential  Birthrates  Law.

XIV.  CARLYLE'S  "ALL  GEOLOGIC  TIME,"  IF 

If  we  today  live  up  to  our  moral  responsibility  to  all  future  genera- 
tions and  start  conserving  our  precious  pioneer  stock,  we  have  all 
Geologic  Time  to  improve  the  human  breed  as  we  do  trees  and  tulips, 
race  horses  and  roses. 

Eight  European  nations  already  accelerate  the  improvement  of 
their  folk  by  positive  eugenic  laws.  These  speed  the  birthrates  of  high- 
powers  by  marriage  loans  to  the  highly  gifted,  by  bachelor  taxes, 
similar  laws.  Negative  eugenics  operates  by  sterilizing  social  inade- 
quates,  those  hereditarily  blind,  insane,  criminal.  One  of  these  nations 
boasts  that  it  has  won  4  Nobel  prizes  to  one  awarded  the  United 
States  in  proportion  to  population. 

Herein  is  it  not  well  to  remember  Pasteur's  motto:  "It  is  not  enuf 
to  KNOW  the  Truth.  One  must  be  tireless  in  PROCLAIMING  it !"

Then  it 
reformed  and  became  famous 
for  its  sponge  fisheries  and 
for  pineapples  that  drip  their 
juice  like  honey.  Its  man- 
groves gave  Columbus  his 
reputation  as  a  nature-faker. 
He  persisted  that  his  stories 
of  his  new  found  land  were 
true.  Among  these  was,  that 
oysters  there  grew  on  trees. 
Today,  the  oysters  one  buys 
across  from  Sloppy  Joe's  in 
Havana  are  evidence  of  Co- 
lumbus' veracity.  Mangrove 
bark  sometimes  still  adheres 
to  their  shells. 

Batabano's  reform  came 
mainly  because  the  slavetrade 
had  ended.  Later,  however,  it 
backslid.  This  probably  is  just 
additional  eugenic  evidence 
that  "blood  will  tell".  Far-re- 
moved forebears  of  c  e  r  t  a  i  n 
Batabanoans,  sailing  pirate 
ships  that  flew  the  skull-and- 
crossbones  ensign,  made  their 
victims  walk  the  plank  into 
the  sea.  Then,  as  late  as  the 
forties  of  the  last  century, 
some  of  the  then  Batabano 
folk  lived  by  smuggling  negro 
slaves  into  the  United  States.  Piracy  had  changed  into  slaverunning. 
Some  English  were  most  active  against  the  slavers.  The  latter,  with 
enormous  profits,  had  friends  powerful  in  Parliament.  Enactment  of 
a  law  was  gained  requiring  actual  evidence  of  slaves  being  found 
aboard  before  conviction.  Slave  ship  stink  was  insufficient  to  convict. 

After  Lincoln's  Emancipation  Proclamation,  Batabano  turned 
to  sponges  and  pineapples.  Then  our  Immigration  Quota  Acts  of  1921-

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XIX.  LONG  FORGOTTEN 
DEBTS 

When  the  ambulance  takes 
one  to  a  hospital,  one  is  help- 
less in  the  surgeon's  hands. 
Does  one  thus  en  route  ever 
think  of  his  debt  of  gratitude 
to  Herophilus  ?  Your  editor, 
when  last  in  Athens,  found 
this  data  about  this  remark- 
able Greek:  At  Alexandria's 
great  medical  library,  anatomy 
began  to  be  studied,  practiced 
there.  As  anatomy  thus  be- 
came basic,  medical  education 
could  become  much  more  sys- 
tematic. It  is  unfortunate  his 
works  have  disappeared.  Frag- 
ments have  survived,  embed- 
ded in  the  writings  of  Galen 
and  of  Caelius  Aurelianus. 
These  bits  have  been  the  sub- 
ject of  perhaps  most  laborious, 
and  most  successful  modern 
attempt  to  reconstruct  the  lost 
work  of  an  ancient  author  .  .  . 
Some  years  ago  a  little  more 
information  became  available 
from  the  Menon  Papyrus. 

Herophilus'  treatise  on  an- 
atomy opened  by  giving  gen- 
eral directions  for  dissection. 
There  followed  detailed  de- 
scriptions of  nervous,  vascu- 
lar, glandular,  digestive,  gen- 
erative, and  osseous  systems. 
A  small  part  of  his  separate 
section  on  the  liver  has  sur- 
vived. His  account  of  the  ner- 
vous system  is  brilliant,  con- 
sidering he  wrote  it  about 
2,000  years  ago.  Discussing 
the  braincase,  he  describes  the 
membranes  covering  the 
brain.  He  distinguishes  be- 
tween cerebrum  and  cerebellum.  He  had  knowledge  of  the  brain's 
ventricles,  of  the  cranial  and  spinal  nerves,  the  nerves  of  the  heart, 
and  the  coats  of  the  eye.  The  torcular  Herophili,  (winepress  of  Hero- 
philus, a  sinus  described  by  him),  has  preserved  his  name  in  modern 
anatomical  nomenclature.  He  even  made  out  more  minute  structures, 
such  as  the  little  depression  in  the  fourth  ventricle  of  the  brain,  known 
to  modern  anatomists  as  the  calamus  seriptorius.  It  still  bears  the 
name  which  he  gave  it.  This,  because  it  seemed  to  him,  as  Galen  tells 
us,  to  resemble  the  pens  then  in  use  in  Alexandria. 


HAY  TRUCK,  NILEBANK  STYLE 
Alfalfa  once  was  shipped  via  river  schoon- 
ers from  your  editor's  ranches.  It  now  goes 
by  truck.  In  unimaginative  Egypt,  transport 
IS  still  camel  or  donkey.  This  is  as  it  was  in 
the  Xlth  Dynasty.  Herodotus,  who  often 
used  happy  phrases,  called  Egypt  "the 
gift  of  the  Nile".  The  Pharaohs,  who  reigned 
in  Egypt  from  history's  dawn  till  Alex- 
ander's conquest  (B.C.  332),  are  grouped  in- 
to dynasties.  The  founders  of  each  of  these 
must  have  gained  his  throne  thru  sheer 
force  of  physical  strength,  mental  ability.

He  won't  even  look  at  his  friend!  These  Greeks 
300  B.C.  already  had  absorbed  much  from  Egypt's 
culture — how  much  we  never  shall  know.

His  writings  on 
pneumonia,  diabetes,  even  elephantitis  are  good  read- 
ing today.  These  ancients,  however,  were  as  ignorant 
of  human  genetics  and  of  eugenics  as  are  many  phy- 
sicians today. 

Auto  deaths  are  but 
a  part  of  moron-caused 
misery.  The  most  effi- 
cient means  of  eradi- 
cating inherited  crime, 
insanity,  haemophilia, 
Huntington's  chorea, 
congenital  blindness  is 
the  two  methods  of 
Negative  Eugenics:  Sterilization,  (which  is  NOT  castration),  or  Seg- 
regation. Negative  Eugenics,  however,  is  far  less  important  than  Posi- 
tive Eugenics.  The  latter  covers  accelerating  the  highpower  birth  rate.

The  Italian  anthropologist  Lombroso  made  numbers 
of  bigoted  "scientists"  sore  when  he  promulgated  his 
theory  that  certain  criminal  tendencies  were  inherited.  He 
saw  in  the  bandit  Villella's  skull  what  seemed  not  human, 
but  resembling  the  anthropoid  apes.  Upon  this  he  based 
his  theory.  This  has  become  the  basis  of  criminal  anthro- 
pology, also  criminal  biology.  During  the  Franco-Prussian 
War  of  the  1870's,  said  skull  came  under  Lombroso's 
scrutiny.  Lombroso,  like  other  pioneering  scientists  over 
several  centuries,  was  violently  attacked.  For  some  rea- 
son, Americans  have  failed  to  appreciate  the  clear  think- 
ing of  this  great  Italian  savant.  Only  too  few  in  U.S.A. 
have  been  willing  to  contemplate  the  researches  of  Nicola 
Pende,  of  di  Tulliu,  Carrara.  Perhaps  several  stays  in 
Italy  are  necessary  to  awaken  a  Yankee  to  the  accumula- 
tion of  scientific  material  in  the  country  of  which,  during 
Prohibition,  one  American  said  "It  even  shows  on  the 
map  like  a  bootleg! 


XXI.  "SPEECH  IS  SILVER, 
SILENCE  IS  GOLDEN" 

The  bluejay,  with  his  cousins,  the  crows,  also 
the  magpies,  belong  to  the  family  containing  the 
greatest  number  of  birds  of,  may  it  be  said,  "high 
LQ."  Ordinarily,  the  bluejay  is  even  more  keen 
at  detecting  an  intruder  than  is  a  watchdog.  His 
sharp  notes  of  protest  send  all  the  animals  of  his 
neighborhood  scurrying  to  shelter. 

What  a  different  bird  he  is  in  nesting  time!  He  builds  his  nest 
remarkably  camouflaged.  One  in  your  editor's  garden  was  within 
reach  of  his  hand.  This,  at  a  doorway  leading  into  the  court  which  he 
used  at  least  several  times  daily.  The  nest  was  built  on  the  usual  plat- 
form of  twigs.  The  camouflage  was  so  successful,  also  the  bluejay's 
restraint  from  noise  was  so  complete,  that  the  brood  was  raised  to 
maturity  before  the  nest  was  discovered. 

Some  years  later  the  same  bluejays  nested  in  an  elm  tree.  In 
this  was  your  editor's  sleeping  porch.  He  used  to  watch  the  parents  at 
dawn  transporting  food.  The  nest  was  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
elm  foliage.  The  spread  of  the  elm's  limbs  were  easily  a  radius  of  40 
feet  from  the  trunk.  The  nest  was  within  10  feet  of  that  tree's  margin 
to  the  northeast.  Never  once  did  either  parent  approach  with  food 
except  from  the  southwest  by  a  trail  thru  those  70  feet  of  branches 
and  foliage.  During  all  this  nesting,  also,  there  was  complete  silence 
on  the  part  of  these  otherwise  noisy  jays. 

One  of  the  finest  examples  of  parental  devotion  is  Regurgitation. 
Bird  parents  know  their  fledglings  cannot  assimilate  adult  food  any 
more  than  humans  would  expect  to  nourish  a  new  born  baby  on  wien- 
nies  and  sauerkraut.  Mrs.  Wheelock  made  exhaustive  research  into 
the  regurgitation  habits  of  many  species.  Those  interested  in  observ- 
ing birds  in  the  Elfin  Forest  probably  would  find  it  profitable  to  review 
this  work  of  yesteryear.

Any  Nile  farmer  prizes  persistently 
successive  inundations'  manure-value 
Same  spells  renewal,  replacement  of 
an  agriculture  we  now  are 
really  is  soil-mining.  Natural  e^ 
from  grass-  or  forest-floor  blanketed 
areas  depletes  the  uplands.  The  silt 
partially  builds  deltas.  Much  fertility, 
however,  is  lost  forever  in  the  ocean. 
Consider  the  Nile  delta.  Remember 
Netherlands'  fertile  bulb  farms  are 
based  on  Rhine  erosion. 

The  peneplaination  process  tremen- 
dously is  accelerated  when  Man  over- 
grazes pasture  lands,  or  ruthlessly 
slashes  forests.  One  sees  this  at  its 
worst  in  North  China,  also  Korea. 
Fuel  there  is  now  only  weed  stalks. 
Rivers  meander  in  a  way  that  would 
make  classic  Meander  River,  if  hu- 
man, envious.  In  U.S.A.,  erosion  is 
most  destructive  in  the  South's  Gulf 
States.  It  is,  therefore,  most  fasci- 
nating to  a  conservationist  to  fly  over 
Georgia,  Alabama,  Tennessee.  It  is 
amazing  to  note  their  hillfarmers  now 
grasp  the  value  of  soil  conservation. 
They,  therefore,  now  practice  scien- 
tific strip  farming.  Same  is  little  dif- 
ferent from  the  terracing  of  rice  pad- 
dies in  Java,  the  Philippines.  The 
Incas,  too,  developed  a  similar  sys- 
tem probably  some  centuries  before 
the  Palefaces  came. 

What  puzzles  the  conservationist, 
also  the  eugenist,  is:  Why  is  it  pos- 
sible, within  a  few  years,  to  educate 
Southern  hillcountry  farmers  to  adopt 
strip  farming,  yet,  with  Galton's  and 
Mendel's  work  now  so  far  back,  why 
do  men  not  grasp  the  latent  responsi- 


bilities of  conservation  by  human 
genetics,  of  eugenics  ?  Is  it  that  too  many  are,  like  Aunt  Begon's  ward 
in  Daudet's  "The  Elixir".  "His  wit  is  like  a  leaden  dagger  .  .  .  his  poor 
head  is  hollow."

HOW  MANY  BABY  GROUSE  HERE? 
Is  it  not  remarkable  that  Homo  sapiens,  despite 
the  wisdom  of  which  his  scientific  name  boasts,  only 
really  adopted  camouflage  as  recently  as  World  War 
I.  There  probably  is  no  more  striking  example  of 
biological  illiteracy  in  high  places  than  the  rejection 
of  Thayer's  devoted  findings  as  to  camouflage  in 
Nature.  His  studies  of  "protective"  coloration  from 
porcupines  to  peacocks,  from  cats  to  caterpillars, 
from  foxes  to  frogs,  from  sandpipers  and  siskins  to 
sawflies  and  squash  bugs  were  monumental.  What- 
ever else  happens,  it  is  now  highly  improbable  that 
the  French  word  "camouflage"  will  ever  be  ejected 
from  the  English  language.  The  fact  that  it  arrived 
there  in  World  War  I  has  crystallized  into  it  the  loss 
of  lives  because  of  biological  illiteracy. 


Celery,  hors  d'ouvres, 
bouillon,  shrimp  salad.  The  latter  was  the  straw  that  fractured  the 
camel's  vertebrae.  "I  drank  yer  dishwater.  I  ate  yer  boquet.  But  I'm 
dommed  if  I  can  stomach  yer  little  pink  bugs !". . . 

Pat's  education  in  biology  had  not  progressed  far.  Shrimps  and 
bugs  were  all  the  same  to  him.  Was  he,  however,  so  very  much  iDehind 
many  Americans?  A  colonel,  as  this  is  written,  remarked  that  over 
62%  of  his  men  were  college-trained.  Yet  one  wonders  what  propor- 
tion of  these  were  informed  as  to  the  working,  in  our  population  mass, 
of  such  biologic  fundamentals  as  the  Differential  Birth  Rates  Law.

Years  before  Robert  Service  wrote  those  sad  verses  about  what 
happened  to  that  "Haggis  of  Private  McPhee",  he  had  been  compos- 
ing Unes  about  the  hardy  pioneers  who,  later,  formed  "A.B."  (Arctic 
Brotherhood.)  Who  can  forget  the  miseries  of  the  midwinter  pack 
over  White  Horse?  The  lure  of  get-rich-quick  gold  mining  led  men 
to  endure  even  Klondike  winters. 

California's  '49er  Gold  Rush  was  to  a  piedmont  suitable  for  even 
orange  groves.  Who,  however,  would  plant  grapefruit  on  the  Yukon? 
YET: — Note  result  of  Fairbank's  Agricultural  Experiment  Station: 
"Potatoes  are  cropped  up  to  800  tons  annually.  This,  despite  perma- 
frost depth  sometimes  being  less  than  2  feet.  Fairbank's  also  produced, 
in  1950,  24,000  pounds  of  radishes.  Even  tomatoes,  cucumbers  are 
grown  if  started  in  greenhouses."* 

Lavosier  gave  mankind  concept  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
station.  Today  it  marches  on  from  Ceylon's  Peridenya  to  Fairbanks, 
Alaska.  Is  it  not  evidence  of  our  danger  from  near-morons  that  Lavo- 
sier's  head  once  was  severed  by  the  falling  guillotine?  Demagogues, 
like  today's  Socialists,  succeeded  in  "blinding  the  near-moronic  mob".

He  saw  clearly, 
and  generously  admitted,  that 
the  heavy  cost  in  blood,  in 
other  resources  was  borne  un- 
flinchingly in  World  War  I  by 
the  creative-mind  caste  in 
Britain.  These  went.  As  this 
is  written  a  great  London 
journal  must  headline  "No 
Men  to  Fill  Big  Jobs."  .  .  . 
There  is  a  eugenic  warning 
herein  to  America.  War  is  not 
the  only  destroyer  of  high- 
powers  .  .  .  Leadership  can  be 
eliminated  also  by  excessive 
birth  control. 


NESTING  HUMMINGBIRD 
The  out-of-doors  can  be  used  to  so  edu- 
cate kiddies  that  biological  illiteracy  can  be 
reduced.  If  once  we  can  obtain  in  Ameri- 
ca absolute  biological  literacy,  as  did  Ice- 
land of  reading  and  writing,  our  country 
will  eventually  have  lawmakers  with  clearer 
vision.  We  have  only  had  2  presidents  really 
educated  in  biology:  Jefferson  and  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.  As  one  who  for  decades  has 
had  much  to  do  with  social  service  legisla- 
tion, both  at  Sacramento's  State  Capitol  and 
Washington's  National  Capitol,  your  editor 
can  testify  that  lack  of  grasp  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  biology  which  affect 
human  life  among  some  lawmakers  is  ap- 
palling.

XXVIII.  OVERCOMING  MASS-INERTIA  ^ 

One  kind  of  conservation  is  conservative  adherence  to  habits.  In 
the  Solomon  Islands,  natives  have  been  required  to  keep  their  road 
constantly  improved  to  enable  the  officials  to  travel  long  distances  on 
bicycles.  Village  chiefs,  in  the  competition  for  beautification  of  such  ' 
roads,  sometimes  widened  them  excessively,  making  highways  broad 
enough  for  a  dozen  men  to  walk  abreast.

It  was  at  first  the  yearning 
for  beaver-fur  profits  that  coaxed  Bible  Toter  Jedediah  Smith  off  the  Ohio  River 
flatboats.  The  wages  of  a  flatboatman  were  as  "doughnuts  to  dollars"  to  the 
earnings  of  the  "Mountain  Men". 

The  Bible  Toter's  yarns  once  were  as  famous  as  later  on,  were  Honest  Abe 
Lincoln's.  One  told  of  his  flatboat  anchoring  in  midstream  for  a  bit  of  nature 
study.  On  a  flat  rock  were  a  snake  and  a  bullfrog.  The  snake  had  the  frog  by 
the  leg.  The  frog  had  the  snake  by  tip  of  tail.  Both  commenced  swallowing. 
Eventually  the  rock  was  bare.  Each  had  completely  swallowed  the  other. 

It  was  indeed  beaver-pelt  gains  that  started  Jedediah  Smith  on  that  first 
journey  from  Mississippi  River  to  Pacific  Coast  and  return.  That  expedition 
started  what  eventually  made  California  the  31st-star  in  our  flag. 

The  beaver's  tail  long  was  reported  to  be  its  trowel  for  plastering.  Actually 
it  is  supposed  to  be  a  prop  when  this  remarkable  rodent  is  working  high  with 
its  forefeet.  

XXIX.  MARRIED  RESEARCHISTS'  HOUSING 
One  of  U.S.A.'s  most  brilliant  researchists  wrote  Eugenics 
Pamphlets  some  years  ago: — "I'm  madly  in  love.  The  girl  says  'Yes'.

One  of  the  first  human  attempts  at  engraving  was  given  your  editor  by  a 
French  anthropologist.  Said  scientist  and  We-2  were  making  field  studies  at  the 
type  locality  at  Cro  Magnon.  This  savant  explained  it  represented  a  reindeer  with 
foal  and  was  a  fecundity  charm.  Comparison  of  the  fauna  of  France  today,  with 
that  known  from  such  engravings  and  from  fossils,  shows  vast  changes,  loday 
the  large  mammals  are  mostly  a  few  sangUer,  (wild  boar),  and  a  few  little  deer 
the  Germans  call  "rehhock".

I.  REINDEER  MOTHER 

Folktales  about  fairies  frequently  began,  yesterday,  with:  "A  long 
time  ago."  This  is  a  tale  of  "a  long  time  ago"— so  long  ago  that  it  is 
about  a  Cro  Magnon.  He  was  7  feet  1  inch  tall— and  that  is  no  fairy 
tale— for  the  skeleton  is  ours  to  measure.  He  was  one  of  mankind  s 
first  artists.  Our  illustration  shows  it.  He  could  neither  read  nor  write 
for  he  had  no  alphabet.  He  lacked  even  the  caterpillar  wiggles  of 
today's  Hindus  and  Arabs.  If  he  ever  counted  anything,  his  limit  was 
20 :— 10  fingers,  10  toes.  He  lived  with  his  family  in  a  limestone  cave. 
That  there  was  snow  and  ice  much  of  the  year  we  know.  This,  because 
when  his  holy  man  tried  to  scratch  a  prayer  charm  on  a  pebble,  he 
carved  the  outline  of  a  mother  reindeer. 
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REINDEER  HIDES  ARE  LAPP'S  LUMBER 

Your  garden's  "Iceland"  poppies  will  bring  you  increased  pleasure  if,  in 
addition  to  their  mottled  orange,  canary,  milkwhite  hues,  they  speak  to  you  con- 
tinually of  the  Arctic.  Let  them  remind  you  of  iceberg  chromatics,  of  savage 
polar-bears,  of  tricky  arctic  foxes,  of  staring  snowy  owls,  of  the  efficient  seasonal 
camoutlage  of  ptarmigan,  of  snowshoe  rabbit.  Let  them  recall  Greenland,  Iceland, 
the  Laplands,  all  in  their  summer  display  of  varihued  poppy  masses.  These  "rugs" 
would  make  a  burnoosed  sheik  fairly  itch  to  swap  his  carpets— (camels  and  sand- 
storm thrown  in  )  for  reindeer  and  a  Midnight  Sun  that  could  paint  such 
colors ! 

One  wonders  however,  whether  these  stolid  Lapps  are  sensitive  to  all  this 
color.  Their  one  obsession  seemed  to  be:  Coffee!  Said  Lapps,  like  the  Eskimos,  are 
short  ot  stature.  Dr.  Mjoen  thus  emphasized  one  danger  of  human  hybridization: 
Norwegian  sailors,  along  Lapland's  coast,  crossed  with  Lapp  girls.  Resulting 
Children,  according  to  Dr.  Mjoen,  often  inherit  the  lung-size  of  the  Norwegian 
six-tooters.  i  he  small  heart  of  a  runtish  Lapp  mother  makes,  for  such  a  breathing 
apparatus,  an  inadequate  pump.  Tuberculosis'  rate  among  such  hybrids,  he  said 
was  excessively  high. 


II.  PRAYER-PICTURE 

Why  did  Cro  Magnon  Man  scratch  a  pictorial  prayer?  Because  the 
Caveman  was  fearful.  He  was  worried.  With  much  snow  and  ice  thru 
many  cold  months  he  had  httle  comfort.  He  had  no  oil  furnace  with  a 
thermostat  that  almost  did  his  thinking.  He  had  neither  electric  nor 
gas  stove.  If  he  suddenly  had  come  upon  a  stove,  he  would  not  know 
what  to  do  with  it.  He  had  never  seen  an  iron,  a  bronze,  even  a  copper 
tool  or  v/eapon.  Such  as  he  had  was  of  laboriously-chipped  stone  And 
same  was  not  even  well  fashioned  for  he  was  not  even  a  Neolith  He 
was  Paleolithic.  However,  he  could  feel  cold.  He  saw  his  woman  and 
their  babies  die  of  cold,  also  of  hunger. 


III.  THE  FIRST  GODS 

Cro  Magnon  Man  of  Reindeer  Time  also  could  wonder  why  was  it 
colder  when  the  sun  set.  And  why  did  it  grow  dark  ?  Why  did  the  moon 
get  fat  and  then  skinny?  And  why,  on  a  windy,  icy  night,  did  the 
stars  shine?  Why,  with  wind,  did  clouds  come  or  sometimes,  rain,  even 
snow?  Why,  on  stormy  days,  was  there  thunder  and  lightning?  To 
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SAETER  AND  GOA  I  S 


answer  his  own  questions  he  invented  Gods.  Of  course  the  Sun  God 
was  the  Great  Father  hke  himself.  The  Moon  Goddess  was  the  Mother. 
He  also  had  a  Venus  God  for  that  bright  star  that  visited  them  regu- 
larly. He  talked  to  his  Gods.  Sometimes  they  did  not  listen.  So  when 
he  and  his  family  were  hungry  and  cold  and  sick,  he  would  wonder  if 
some  other  Caveman  could  have  better  luck  with  these  terrible  Gods. 
And  thus  came  to  be  shamans  or  priests.  

"Where  the  bonder's  potato  crop 
can  frostkill  in  mid  August." 

Norway  is  fjord-slashed.  The 
long  Great  Central  Snowfield  gives 
the  geologist  the  world's  most 
available  laboratory  to  study  gla- 
ciation.  If  Norway  possessed  Java's 
climate,  the  glacial  till  on  dal  floors 
might  rival  the  Spice  Islands  in 
agricultural  production.  Java's  is 
best  illustrated  by  "Java's  paddies 
yield  5  rice  crops  biannually."  The 
saeter-girl,  for  seven  months,  lives 
in  the  valley.  The  midnight  skies 
then  may  scintillate  with  Northern 
Lights.  More  often,  however,  the 
night  is  pierced  by  the  Arctic 
wind's  wail.  The  gruesomely  noisy 
storm  shuts  out  even  the  few  hours 
of  sunlight  around  midday.  When 
summer  at  last  comes  the  saeter- 
girl  is  doomed  to  the  saeter's  soli- 
tude. Alone  she  lives  the  monoto- 
nous weeks  that  grow  into  months. 
Her  cabin  is  stocked  with  supplies  to  last  all  summer.  There  is  not  even  the  excite- 
ment of  a  payday.  Her  summer's  earnings  come  only  when  snow  drives  her  below. 
In  the  more  isolated  saeters,  few  human  faces  will  she  see  from  winter's  end  to 
winter's  return.   

IV.  PRESENT  OF  REINDEER  LIVER  TO  SHAMAN 

Our  Caveman  never  went  to  a  shaman  if  he  could  help  it.  Food 
was  scarce  and  hard  to  get.  The  only  way  to  please  a  medicine  man  was 
a  gift  of  the  best — perhaps  a  reindeer  liver.  When,  however,  one  was 
sick  and  could  not  go  hunting  very  much,  it  was  wise  to  give.  One  day 
our  sevenfooter  had  good  luck.  He  and  his  eldest  brought  home  two 
reindeer.  One  went  to  the  shaman.  The  medicine  man  was  pleased,  for 
he  was  fat — and  lazy.  Business  for  him  thus  was  good.  There  were 
plenty  of  Les  Miserables.  They  kept  his  refrigerator  full.  He  conde- 
scended  to  give  our  7-footer  a  charm  he  had  made.  

V.  FECUNDITY  TALISMAN 

The  charm  was  a  prayer  in  stone.  The  Shaman  had  scratched  a 
fecundity  appeal  to  Those  Above.  By  owning  it,  one  could  be  assured 
the  reindeer  would  have  plenty  of  fawns.  The  crabapples,  the  sloe 
plums,  would  not  fail  to  have  abundant  fruit.  The  wild  strawberry 
plants  would  be  snow  white  with  flowers  that  soon  would  have  green 
centers.  These,  later,  would  turn  red.  There  would  be  so  many  berries, 
one  could  claw  them  with  one's  fingers.  And  wild  raspberries — and  wild 
blackberries!  And  the  salmon  in  the  rivulets  also  would  have  many 
young.  And  he,  Cro  Magnon  Caveman  could  expect  to  have  another  son, 
to  grow  up  and  help  fish  and  hunt  reindeer.  Yes,  it  was  good  to  be 
friendly  with  a  man  so  wise  he  could  make  a  fecundity  charm  that 
could  bring  the  food  needed  to  ward  off  sickness. 
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The  finest  and  purest  type  of  a 
Nordic  community  outside  of  Eu- 
rope will  develop  in  Northwest 
Canada,  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
of  U.S.A.  (Madison  Grant  "Passing 
of  the  Great  Race.") 

Norway's  taxpayers  complained 
that  their  farmstead  family's  11-1.5 
children  people  U.S.A.'s  Northwest. 
This,  to  some  extent,  was  true.  It 
was  a  commonplace,  in  this  cen- 
tury's opening  years,  that  railroad 
kins  Jim  Hill,  filled  the  area  from 
Minnesota,  thru  the  Dakotas,  Mon- 
tana, Idaho,  into  WashiuRton's 
Puget  Sound  country  with  young 
Scandinavians.  This  he  helped  do 
with  the  cheapest  meal  ever  given 
on  a  dining  car.  Your  editor,  a 
doubting  Thomas,  actually  once 
found  a  satisfying  .5-cents  meal  in 
a  "Jim  Hill"  dining  car.  It  con- 
sisted of  one  oversized  Idaho  po- 
tato. This  was  slit  to  contain  a 
liberal  chunk  of  butter.  He  will 
not  quite  testify  however,  as  did 
some  pioneers,  these  Idaho  potatoes 
were  so  gigantic  there  was  not 
room  for  2  "Murphys"  on  one  flat 
car.  One  of  them  did,  however, 
make  a  sustaining  meal.  Railroad

VI.  JAN  MJOEN,  WINDERN  LABOR ATORIUM  FOUNDER 

The  reindeer  long  has  been  extinct  at  Cro  Magnon,  in  fact  all 
thru  ranee.  It  is  still  cold  enuf  in  Norway  for  them  to  survive.  This 
Norway  had  a  world-famous  eugenist,  the  late  Jan  Mjoen.  He  was  a 
dreamer  and  statesman  blended.  liis  love  for  mankind  was  limitless. 
h,very  fibre  m  his  body  urged  him  toward  building  a  better  humanity. 
Mjoen  s  philosophy,  too,  was  saturated  with  eugenic  thought.  He  was 
founder  of  Windern  Laboratorium. 

^xr  profoundly  convinced  of  the  possibilities  of  this 

Windern  Laboratorium.  He  said  one  day  to  your  editor,  "Norway 
herein,  only  because  of  her  homogeneitv,*  can  blaze  a  trail  for  all 
mankind.  Except  for  the  comparatively  few  Lapps  in  the  Far  North, 
we  are  a  homogeneous  folk.  We  have  no  impudent,  highly-vocal  minor- 
ities. You  Americans,  in  your  blundering  idealism,  even  boasted  of 
U.S.A.  as  "Refugee  of  the  Oppressed  of  All  Lands."  You  granted  hos- 
pitality. You  refused  to  listen  to  your  President  Theodore  Roosevelt 
when  he  warned  that  you  were  converting  your  land  into  the  world's 
poorhouse.  Not  until  your  Immigration  Quota  Acts  did  you  come  to 
grasp  what  had  happened."

VII.  JAN  MJOEN  AND  GALTON 

Jan  Mjoen's  eager  mind  grasped  what  Galton  had  given  mankind 
in  his  Concept  of  Human-betterment-thru-Eugenics.  Mjoen's  general- 
ship likewise  saw  the  possibility  of  QUICKLY  translating  into  action, 
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first  of  all  in  his  native  Norway,  said  eugenics'  ideal.  He  was  familiar 
with  Galton's  "Heredity  and  Genius,"  his  "English  Men  of  Science," 
his  "Human  Faculty  and  Other  Works." 


Alfalfa  from  your  editor's  Sac- 
ramento River  delta  ranches  is  so 
high  in  dairy  cow  nourishment  it 
outdistances  that  of  the  River  Nile. 
Formerly,  shipments  to  San  Fran- 
cisco were  by  schooner.

Between  the  fjord-level  val- 
leys and  the  Great  Central  Snmv- 
field  seen  in  the  background.  The 
steep  slopes  afford  some  goat  pas- 
ture. From  the  birch  forests  of 
Swedish  border  and  from  the 
washed  coasts  of  Skagerak,  across 
the  backbone  of  the  country,  to  the 
twisted  western  fjords  of  Songe 
and  Hardanger,  wherever  there 
were  mountain  walls  above  the 
deeply-cut  fjords,  there  also  were 
found  saeters  with  srt^>^er-girls.  Ex- 
cept the  fjord  boats,  sometimes 
the  sea-level  country  below  had  no 
communication  with  the  outside 
world  other  than  trails  over  snow- 
fields  and  glaciers.  There  is  life  ^  -u 
at  fjord-level  settlements,  some  contact  with  other  human  beings.  On  the  meters 
however  is  intense  loneliness.  Monotony  of  diet  not  even  varied  by  fjord  tish. 
Often  never  the  sight  of  a  single  human  face,  as  weeks  grow  into  months.

VIII.  JAN  MJOEN  AND  ELIMINATION  OF  POVERTY 

Dr.  Mjoen  also  was  absorbed  in  Elimination  of  Poverty.  He  felt 
keenly  that  much  of  pauperism  was  due  to  heredity.  He  was  not 
hindered  by  U.S.A.'s  adroit  defeatist  propaganda,  originating  in  mmor- 
ities  that  profit  thereby.  He  was  convinced  that  a  considerable  bulk 
of  poverty  originated  in  undesirable  inheritance.  This  lone  fighter 
commenced  public  education  to  awaken  his  countrymen  as  to  the  possi- 
bihties  of  Eugenics.  He  wrote,  agitated,  spoke  to  any  group,  even  any 
individual,  that  would  listen.  Thus  emerged  Windern  Laboratorium. 
This  grew  into  a  government-supported  institution.  To  it  was  submit- 
ted all  proposed  legislation,  that  it  might  be  evaluated  as  to  its  eugenic 
or  dygenic  effect. 


IX.  JAN  MJOEN  AND  RURAL  CREDITS 
Thus  was  developed  Dr.  Mjoen's  theory:  "A  fundamental  in  Rural 
Credits  is  intelligence."  The  problem  was  not  merely  one  of  fmdmg 
emplovment  by  a  return-to-the-farm  movement.  It  was  something  far 
more  important— the  frank  designation  of  THE  FARMSTEAD  AS  A 
PLACE  FOR  RAISING  FUTURE  CITIZENS.  Norway,  like  every 
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other  nation,  had  the  lazy,  the  stupid,  the  inefficient,  the  near-moron. 
Ihese,  m  Norway  as  elsewhere,  multiplied  like  Norway's  lemmings 
that,  under  population-pressure,  race  toward  extermination  to  the  sea. 

Dr.  Mjoen  insisted  it  was  possible  to  check  the  fall,  each  decade 
m  mtelligence.  It  even  could  be  reversed  BY  LIMITING  RURAL 
CREDITS  TO  THOSE  MOST  LIKELY  TO  MAKE  A  REAL  SUCCESS 
OF  FARMING.  His  plan,  which  the  writer  understands  was  adopted  by 
Norway's  Parliament,  was  TO  REQUIRE  BOTH  HUSBAND  AND 
WIFE  TO  RANK,  IN  I.Q.,*  BETTER  THAN  AVERAGE.

"It  looks  like  yellow  kitchen 
soap  and  tastes  twice  as  bad!" 

Was  the  dainty  debutante  from 
Manhattan  quite  truthful?  Had 
she,  in  fact,  ever  tasted  kitchen 
soap?  Had  even  those  carefully 
manicured  hands  ever  washed 
dishes  therewith?  It  was  at  a 
smorgasbord  in  Oslo  she  had  ven- 
tured a  sample.  Well,  one  Cali- 
fornian  in  Mexico,  with  that  extreme 
conservatism  characteristic  with 
many  in  their  food  habits,  rejected 
chirimoyas,  granaditas,  z  a  p  o  t  e  s, 
(both  bianco  and  negro),  c  h  i  c  o 
mamayes  and  papayas.  She  would 
only  venture  what  she  knew  from 
home  to-wit:  pineapples,  bananas. 

Long  before  you  dine  on  rem- 
mekoller  you  learn  to  know  gjedoest. 
At  every  breakfast,  luncheon,  din- 
ner, along  with  fjord  fish  and  the 
coarse  bread  called  flod-brod,  there 
is  a  box-shaped  mass  of  what  looks 
like  kitchen  soap.  It  even  tastes 
like  it,  a  tenderfoot  sometimes 
swears.  It  is  usually  decorated  with 
Hardanger  needlework  pinned 
around  it.  Gjedoest  is  a  highly  nutri- 
tious goatmilk  cheese.  Norway 
needs  much  of  this.  Therefore 
exist  gjedoest  factories.  The  saeters, 

you  laughingly  are  told,  produce  the  cheese  from  rocks  "where  goats  use  pincers 
to  reach  the  grass. 

Jensen  sugges^ted  a  climb  to  a  saeter  above  for  a  tub  of  remmekoller.  These 
sweet,  creamy  curds  resemble  somewhat  German  schmerkaese.  It  was  a  good  half- 
flay  s  piill  to  the  saeter.  Jensen  was  brimful  of  enthusiasm  over  the  "American 
Know  How  .  He  chatted  of  his  work  at  subway  building,  and  of  the  crowded  New

X.  JAN  MJOEN  AND  THE  1930  DEPRESSION 

Depression,  in  1930,  struck  hke  a  cyclone.  Before  many 
months  Norway  (like  our  own  U.S.A.,  and  most  of  the  world)  was  per- 
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plexed  about  wide-spread  unemployment.  Mjoen,  like  the  optimist  who 
"makes  lemonade  from  the  lemons  handed  him,"  saw  in  the  Depression 
a  great  eugenic  opportunity.  Norway's  Parliament  was  deciding  one 
remedy  therefor  was  the  grant  of  Pairal  Credits.  These  were  aimed  to 
effect  a  return,  from  the  cities  to  the  farms,  of  country-born  unem- 
ployed. This,  among  other  factors,  involved  better  fertilizers,  better 
stock-breeding.  Mjoen  interrogated:  "If  such  breeding-care  as  to 
horse,  cattle,  sheep,  poultry— why  not  humans?" 

The  family  Cadillac  for 
many  Norwegian  churchgoers 
is  the  cross-fjord  boat.  Your 
editor  has  had  65  years  active 
church  experience.  Thus  came 
contacts  with  church  folk  in 
every  state,  every  Canadian 
province.  He  visited  several 
hundred  overseas'  missionary 
stations  on  every  continent. 
In  all  this,  he  never  has  found 
a  more  genuinely  devoted 
spiritual  life  than  among 
these  Norwegian  Lutherans. 

The  leaders  in  the  burning 
of  opium  pipes,  your  editor 
was  told  while  in  China,  were 
Norwegian  missionaries.  This 
was  one  dominant  urge  to 
your  editor  to  spend  a  for- 
tune in  organizing  public 
opinion  to  obtain  enactment 
of  the  Immigration  Quota 
Acts  of  1921-22-24.  Part  of 
the  task  was  to  hold  them 
against  an  adroit  campaign 
of  "the  Hyphenates".  These, 
coming  overwhelmingly  from 
East  Europe  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean boasted  they  would 
"Amend  them  to  death"  by 
1930.  At  this  writing  the 
frontline  trenches  have  been 
held  against  every  major 
offensive. 

America  has  drawn  to  its  citizenship  much  of  Viking  Land's  best  blood,  borne 
of  them,  standing  in  high  places,  are  the  sons  and  grandsons  of  lonely  saeter-girls 
who  poured  out  their  tragic  lives  in  their  plaintive  folk-songs.  One  searches  peni- 
tentiary lists  in  vain  for  Scandinavian  names  of  gangster-criminals  like  Scarface 
Al  Capone,  with  his  alleged  $100,000,000  income  from  commercialized  vice.  Other 
"undesirables"  were  Klaus  Fuchs,  Moses  Annenberg,  Gerhardt  Eisler,  also  Bugsey 
Siegel,  "Murder  Incorporated."

XI.  DEMOCRATIC  JAN  MJOEN 

Dr.  Mjoen  had  the  democratic-Scandinavian  viewpoint  that  social 
progress  must  take  into  consideration  the  great  middle  class.  Herein 
he  included  the  pre-Depression  boender.  These  always  could  be  expect- 
ed to  supply  a  considerable  quota  of  leadership.  Always  there  had  been 
a  steady  movement  from  the  boender  into  the  higher  classes  .  .  . 
Marked  contrast  hereto  was  Italian  and  Spanish  philosophy.  The 
Mediterraneans  declared  leaders  could  not  be  expected  from  a  peas- 
antry remarkable  for  docility. 

Mjoen,  therefore,  was  bitterly  opposed  to  EXCESSIVE  birth  con- 
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trol.  He  insisted  its  spread 
among  his  country's  peas- 
antry had  prevented  the 
births  of  many  desirables.  .  . 

Dr.  Mj  oen  became  deeply 
interested  in  U.S.A.  as  a  vast 
eugenics  laboratory.  This  led 
him  to  visit  us.  His  lecture 
tour  covered  our  land  from 
New  York  to  San  Francisco. 
He  was  deeply  concerned 
about  tlie  accelerated  drop  in 
our  birthrate  since  1880.  He 
insisted  this  was  greatest  in 
the  very  g  r  o  u  p  that  gave 
U.S.A.  its  leadership. 

His  Norway  too,  was  a  liv- 
ing example  of  the  value,  to 
all  mankind,  of  the  little  na- 
tion. Norway — like  its  neigh- 
bor, Denmark,  like  their  sis- 
ters, Holland  and  Switzerland 
— was  small  enuf,  also  homo- 
geneous enuf,  to  permit  rapid 
organization  of  public  opinion. 
Herein  Dr.  Mjoen's  program 
had  a  success  within  one  gen- 
eration not  to  be  expected  in 
Germany,  France,  in  Britain, 
certainly  not  in  U.S.A. 

XII.  JAN  MJOEN  AND 
THE  BACHELOR  TAX 

Dr.  Mjoen,  however,  always 
was  willing  to  evaluate,  for 
Norway's  use,  all  measures 
proposed  by  populationists  of 
what  he  called  Europe's  "Kan- 
nonenfutter"  nations.  He 
agreed  with  the  French  dele- 
gates as  to  the  Bacherlor  Tax.  He  insisted,  however,  its  proceeds 
should  not  be  routed  indiscriminately  to  any  parents  with  large  fam- 
ilies. "Rather,"  he  said,  "canalize  such  revenues  to  those  who  can  give 
their  nation  children  of  more-than-average  eugenic  worth. 

He  approved,  further,  controlling  Government  jobs  for  married 
men,  especially  fathers,  rather  than  bachelors.  Here  again,  however, 
he  insisted  upon  a  similar  eugenic  restriction  as  to  I.Q.  of  BOTH  hus- 
band and  wife.  "GOVERNMENT  POWER,"  HE  DECLARED, 
"SHOULD  ALWAYS  HAVE  BEEN  EXERTED  TO  PRODUCE 
QUALITY  IN  LIEU  OF  INDISCRIMINATE  QUANTITY."

Some  sermons  deserve  a  tiny  miss'  criti- 
cism. It  was  her  first  one.  Asked  her  opinion 
of  chiirchsoins,  she  replied:  "The  music  was 
Kood,  but  I  did  not  care  much  for  the  com- 
mercial." 

There  is  a  current  radio  commercial 
which  extols  low  prices  as  beiuff  possible 
because  of  low  overhead.  If  said  argument 
is  truthful,  should  not  shoe  prices  at  this 
market  be  very  reasonable?  ...

Your  editor,  along  the  fjords, 
has  had  fish  thrice  daily  for  some  weeks  at 
a  time. 
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XIII.  JAN  MJOEN:  VIKING 

Dr.  Mjoen  was  favored  by 
Norway's  peculiar  geography. 
Its  white  nights  of  summer 
are  balanced  by  the  long  black 
nights  of  winter.  The  latter 
are  conducive  to  wide  reading, 
to  deep  thought,  to  reflection, 
to  planning.  The  former  re- 
sult in  discussion,  to  debate 
.  .  .  and,  then,  translating 
ideals  into  action.  Scandinavia 
•truly  was  the  ideal  environ- 
ment for  men  like  Ibsen,  like 
Nobel,  like  Jan  Mjoen  .  .  .  The 
Polar  Ice  Cap,  just  north  of 
Reindeer  Land,  only  recently, 
geologically  speaking,  has  re- 
treated from  Norway.  It  is 
still  a  dominant  factor  in  that 
environment.  Even  as  far 
south  as  Finse,  between  Oslo 
and  Bergen,  the  landscape 
seems  Arctic,  even  in  early 
summer.  The  first  Cave  Men 
followed  that  retreating  Polar 
Ice  Cap  up  the  North-way,  or 
Nord-weg,  which  is  Norway. 
The  ice  chiselled  deep  the 
Fjords.  These,  reacting  on 
Man,  gave  rise  to  the  hardy 
sailor  and  fisher  types.  They 
likewise  helped  mould  both  ex- 
plorers and  scientists  who 
could  dare.  Thus  came  self- 
reliance,  courage.  These  were  linked  to  an  insatiable  inquisitiveness. 
Norway's  environment,  since  then,  must  have  been  a  powerful  factor 
in  the  evolution  of  what  later  became  the  Viking  type  .  .  .  this  hardy 
Viking,  fearless  explorer,  sea-roving  pioneer,  was  "cousm"  to  modern 
scientists.  The  latter  also  explore  frontiers,  i.e.  those  of  knowledge. 
Thus  arose  a  generation  of  researchers.  Thus,  too,  came  m  the  field  ot 
eugenics,  Jan  Mjoen.  He  was  a  man  able  to  link  eugenics  and  law- 
making. 


"IN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD,  AMEN" 
In  this  row  of  old  Hanseatic  League 
offices  in  Bergen,  your  editor  was  shown  an 
old  ledger.  A  page  was  headed  "In  the 
Name  of  God,  Amen".  Followed  records  of 
herring  transactions :— "Bought  from  Niels 
Larson  lbs.  at  the  short  weights" 

.  .  .  "Sold  same  to  Peter  Peterson  at  the 
overweights"  .  .  .  Since  Hansa  merchants 
were  hardly  conspicuous  for  contributions 
to  human  betterment,  one  wonders  what  the 
Almighty  had  to  do  with  double-cheating. 


XIV.  SCANDINAVIA'S  BIRTH  CONTROL 

Since  1900,  research  in  human  genetics,  also  in  the  new  science 
of  population  has  made  amazing  strides.  ONE  RESULT  OF  THIS 
RESEARCH  MAY  BE,  EVENTUALLY,  A  LEAGUE  OF  LOW 
BIRTHRATE  NATIONS.  All  this  is  due  largely  to  the  work  of  Popu- 
lation Reference  Bureau,  Washington,  D.C.  The  world's  intellectuals 
at  least,  are  commencing  to  grasp  that  the  mam  cause  of  war  is  not 
acquisition  of  territory.  It  is  painful  population  pressure.  This  was 
known  by  the  war  gangsters,  such  as  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  m  World 
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War  I.  In  World  War  II,  the 
population  pressure  urge 
made  possible  movements  in- 
dividualized by  Hitler  in  Ger- 
many, Mussolini  in  Italy,  To  jo 
in  Japan.  In  these  3  nations, 
(which  instinctively  gravitat- 
ed into  the  "Axis")  the  meth- 
od was  the  same.  Whether  we 
call  them  "statesmen"  or 
"gangsters",  they  gained  con- 
trol of  all  avenues  of  propa- 
ganda. They  thus  could  de- 
lude their  people  into  military 
aggression.  All  the  time  the 
hidden  diplomacy  covered  hy- 
pocrisy. Germany  demanded 
"a  place  in  the  sun."  The  slo- 
gan of  the  German  Flotten- 
verein  was  "ivi?-  muessen  kol- 
onien".  This  persistent  de- 
mand for  colonies  came  with  a 
lot  of  private  chagrin.  Those 
who  knew  the  Pan  Germans  of 
the  20th  century  grasped  how 
they  gnashed  their  teeth  that 
they  had  waited  for  an  aging 
Bismarck  to  awaken  them  to 
the  fact  that  the  chances  of 
grabbing  colonies  was  prac- 
tically past.  They  did  get  a  few  unprofitable  areas  in  Africa  and  in 
the  South  Seas.  England  and  France  had  already  skimmed  the  cream. 

The  hypocrisy  came  in  an  international  demand  for  justice  and  to 
possession  of  colonies,  while  among  their  own  nationals  there  was 
constant  agitation  for  higher  birthrate.  The  Germans  under  Hitler, 
meanwhile,  particularly  demonstrated  that  it  was  possible  to  remark- 
ably accelerate  the  birthrate  in  a  nation  where  it  had  been  plummeting 
toward  below  the  replacement  line. 

One  has  to  know  intimately  the  concentration  of  certain  medical 
research  upon  removal  of  male,  also  female  sterilitv  to  grasp  what 
modern  research  has  contributed  in  these  matters.  Is  there  any  trag- 
edy in  human  life  more  poignant  than  that  of  parents  who  want  chil- 
dren and  cannot  have  tliem  ?  Your  editor  visited  one  of  these  centers 
where  causes  of  sterility  of  both  sexes  were  ascertained  and  in  numer- 
ous cases  overcome.  The  progress  of  the  Germans  herein  was  extra- 
ordinary ! 


OVEKPOPULATED  NORWAY 
Jammed  between  sterile  mountains, 
snow-blanketed  often  from  September  thru 
June,  lies  the  painfully  narrow  strip  of 
Norway's  cropland.  Your  editor  in  mid-July 
saw  landscapes  in  even  SOUTH  Norway 
that  reminded  him  of  Spitzenbergen. 


XV.  BIRTH  CONTROL:  DYSGENIC— EUGENIC 

In  the  case  of  Scandinavia,  a  sociologist  is  intrigued  by  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  met  and  conquered  the  problems  of  birth  control. 
While  Germany  was  hankering  for  overseas  domination  thru  colonies 
on  the  strategy  of  ancient  control  of  the  Mediterranean  by  Greek  City- 
states,  Sweden  particularly  had  found  a  wise  solution  of  her  popula- 
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tion  problem.  In  Scandinavia 
today,  as  well  as  in  Holland, 
birth  control  has  become  eu- 
genic. Under  the  Roosevelt- 
Truman  administration, 
U.S.A.  destroyed  thousands  of 
potential  citizens,  intellectual- 
ly able  to  earn  taxes,  by  bleed- 
ing pale  their  parents  with 
an  everincreasing  load  of  tax- 
eaters.  Eugenics  Pamphlets 
repeatedly  has  called  attention 
to  the  dysgenic  births  of  our 
collegiates  while  morons  mul- 
tiply like  rabbits.  In  Sweden, 
also  in  Holland,  the  birthrate 
has  been  so  intelligently  con- 
trolled that  families  of  the  de- 
sirable classes  now  are  in- 
creasing at  markedly  higher 
rate  than  those  on  relief. 

The  little  nations  lead  the 
world  in  thought.  Do  not  for- 
get that  the  Red  Cross,  with 
all  it  represents  in  h  u  m  a  n  e 
treatment  on  the  battlefield, 
is  a  concept  that  came  out  of 
Switzerland.  Remember  too 
how  Florence  Nightingale  was 
persecuted  when  she  tried  to 
substitute  scientific  nursing 
for  the  use  of  camp  women, 
often  moronic,  in  the  Crimean 
War. 


THIS  MIGHT  BE  YOSEMITE 

Here  is  a  lesson  in  overpopulation.  The 
s  t  e  e  p,  glacier-cut  slopes  furnish  ledges 
growing  sweet  alpine  grasses.  Such  a  side- 
walk-sized pasture  CAN  support  a  few 
goats.  Female  labor,  some  decades  ago,  was 
so  cheap  on  a  4-months  hiring  basis,  it 
could  be  profitable  to  send  a  saeter  girl  to 
convert  grass-energy  via  goats  into  cheese. 
One  accustomed  to  Chinese  rice-paddies 
telescoping  highways  into  Chinese  foot- 
paths felt  the  laws  of  overpopulation  work 
in  Midnight  Sun  Land  as  surely  as  in  Kwan- 
tung. 


XVI.  EVALUATION  OF  THE  VIKING 

During  10  centuries  of  North-European  forest  life  before  William 
the  Conqueror  crossed  The  Channel,  our  Democracy  was  growing  up. 
The  descendants  of  such  Forest  Nordics  gave  us  our  immigrants  for 
nearly  3  centuries,  commencing  with  Jamestown,  Plymouth  Rock. 
Then,  to  gain  abundant,  cheap,  docile  labor  we  gulped  down  20  million 
South-  and  East-Europeans.  Some  of  these  came  from  areas  where,  to 
quote  an  European  authority:  "Police  are  chosen  from  among  the 
dangerous  classes  to  stem  the  current  of  crime.  Honest  folk  were  not 
obtainable."  Thus  we  acquired  our  gangsters. 

Just  across  the  Baltic  from  Germany  is  Sweden.  The  delta  of  the 
German  river  Rhine  is  occupied  by  Holland.  Both  these  nations  are 
small  and  possess  a  remarkable  homogeneity.  Are  there  not  advant- 
ages in  both  of  these  factors?  With  homogeneity,  friction,  particu- 
larly of  highly  organized  and  extremely  vocal  minorities,  (such  as  we 
have  in  the  United  States),  are  avoided.  A  member  of  one  of  these 
minorities  told  your  editor  recently  that  it  is  absolutely  possible  to 
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mold  public  opinion  anywhere 
in  the  world  if  one  has  the 
funds  to  pay  for  it  and  can 
control  education  and  the 
sources  of  public  information, 
including  tlie  press  and  the 
radio.  Is  it  not  much  easier  to 
propagandize  a  large  popula- 
tion, most  of  whom  have  lost 
their  sense  of  local  govern- 
ment than  that  of  small  na- 
tions like  Scandinavia  and 
Holland? 

In  contrast  with  South  or 
Latin  America,  North  Amer- 
ica has  always  been  Saxon,  or 
Nordic  America.  Democracy 
had  become  a  habit  with  the 
northwest  Europeans.  Today, 
in  contrast,  some  so-called  "re- 
publics" of  Latin  America  are 
dictatorships.  Northwest  Eu- 
r  o  p  e  a  n  s  are  instinctively, 
democratically  lawabiding. 
'  Immigrants  from  the  Mediter- 
ranean Basin  are  only  too 
often  like  the  Sicilian  Black 
Hand.  There,  to  quote  the 
Mafia  historian,  Jackson, 
"Originated  a  kind  of  self- 
government  by  lawless  meth- 
ods." 


GOING  TO  SUNDAYSCHOOL 

Some  Environmentalist  bigots  declare,  as 
do  the  Soviets,  that  surroundings  are  the 
only  moulding  force.  A  few,  very  few,  biolo- 
gists agree  with  sociologists  here.  One 
whose  scientific  society  memberships  cover 
both  groups  is  willing  to  suggest:  "50-50". 
These  little  ladies  start  with  rare  physical 
and  mental  inheritance.  With  this  on  which 
to  build,  canny  religious  education  produces 
a  product  U.S.A.  welcomes  within  the  Immi- 
gration Quota  Acts'  National  Origins. 


EU-GEMS 
"Over  the  past  6  decades,  our 
national  output  of  goods  and  serv- 
ices has  been  multiplied  7-  or  8-fold,  representing  an  average  annual  rate  of 
increase  of  nearly  3-/2  per  cent  and  a  virtual  doubling  of  total  output  every  20 
years.  In  1919,  this  total  output  was  about  260  billion  dollars;  measured  in  the 
same  price  terms,  it  was  about  35  billion  dollars  in  1890.  During  the  same  time 
span,  our  population  increased  to  not  quite  two  and  one-half  its  1890  size  while 
average  working  hours  in  industry  decreased  by  one-third."*

Saxifrage  Land  truly  is  Snow  Land.  The  snow  blanket  melted,  saxifrages  lift 
their  dainty  flowers.  Reindeer  wander  long  distances  for  reindeer  moss,  like 
camels  in  Africa,  Asia.  Both  move  far  annually  to  gain  even  a  meager  living. 
Even  Southern  Norway  lacks  soil  fertility.  Population  therefore  is  sparse.  .  .  .  This 
has  given  Norway  an  unusual  homogeneity.  .  .  .  Because  of  same,  quick,  nation- 
wide appreciation  of  betterment  proposals  like  Dr.  Mjoen's  Windern  Laboratorium* 
CAN  result.  In  such  an  environment,  social  service  ideals  are  more  quickly  trans- 
lated into  actualities.

An  identical  twin  quickly  caught  up  with  his  brother,  who 
had  been  intensively  coached  for  more  weeks  in  advance,  in  learning  to  climb 
stairs.  In  medical  science  it  was  increasingly  realized  that,  whereever  genetic  com- 
bined with  nurtural  factors  to  cause  disease,  effective  prophylaxis  depended  on  a 
knowledge  of  genetic  predisposition."

Progress  in  reducing  the  death 
rate  from  appendicitis  has  been 
made  since  introduction  of  sulfa 
drugs  and  antibiotics  in  the  treat- 
ment of  peritonitis,  a  complication 
which  contributes  the  bulk  of  the 
deaths  attributed  to  appendicitis. 
The  death  rate  from  this  disease 
fell  80  per  cent  in  the  past  decade 
—from  9.2  per  100,000  policyhold- 
ers in  1940  to  1.9  in  1950.  (Statisti- 
cal Bulletin — Metropolitan  Life  In- 
surance Co.  1/51.)  (This  resulted 
from  Research.  How  about  re- 
searchists birthrate?) 


Of  all  the  influences  that  deter- 
mine a  happy  marriage  probably 
the  four  most  important  are:  Be- 
ing eager  to  have  children  .  .  .  Hav- 
ing parents  who  are  happily  mar- 
ried .  .  .  Having  a  mature  char- 
acter and  effective  personality  .  .  . 
Being  religious  and  of  religious 
parents.  (Dr.  Lewis  M.  Terman, 
Stanford  University  "Psychologi- 
cal Factors  in  Marital  Happiness.")

The  rapid  loss  of  organic  matter  and  excessive  leaching  of  plant  nutrients  in 
most  tropical  soils  are  only  part  of  the  difficulty  in  developing  an  extensive  tropi- 
cal agriculture.  (Dr.  Karl  Sax,  Scientific  Monthly  5/51.) 


Malaria  has  been  eradicated  in  Upper  Egypt,  Cyprus  and  part  of  British 
Guiana,  while  the  disease  has  been  brought  under  control  and  is  being  abolished 
in  Ceylon,  Sardinia,  numerous  areas  of  India,  and  elsewhere.  (London  Eugenics 
Review  1/51.)

This  small,  well-kept  cemetery,  with  its  row  of  miniature  gravestones  is  the 
burying-ground  of  the  regimental  pets.  .  .  .  The  backbone  of  Scots'  power  is 
derived  from  some  centuries  of  Norwegian  immigration.  Your  editor,  making 
worldwide  eye-color  counts,  found  the  highest  percentage  of  tall  blondes  in  the 
southern  tip  of  New  Zealand's  South  Island.  Its  placenames,  such  as  "Dunedin", 
J'lnvercargill",  tell  the  story  of  hardy  pioneering.  The  Viking  spirit  never  dies!

This  is  so  much  so,  that  Sir  Francis  Gallon,  founder  of  the  science  of 
modern  eugenics,  declared  that  the  brilliant  mid-Victorian  English  were  as  far 
below  the  highpowers  of  Pericles'  Golden  Age  as  they  were  above  the  pygmies  of 
the  Congo.  Gallon  was  a  widely  traveled  man.  He  knew  the  primitives  of  the  Dark 
Continent  intimately.

Because  of  the  going  of  Huguenots 
in  exile  to  Colonial  America  and  because  they  had  very  large  families,  the  descen- 
dants of  this  courageous  de  Wolfe  are  found  in  nearly  every  one  of  our  48  states. 
Several  of  them  have  been  conspicuous  in  patriotic  service  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

This,  because  it 
disproves  the  Soviet  contention  there  are  no  racial  difference.  The  Reds  declare 
all  men  come  into  the  world  with  exactly  the  same  equipment.

The  Human  Betterment  League  of 
Alabama  was  added  to  the  group 
in  19.50.  The  Federation  and  its 
members  have  printed  a  number  of 
educational  pamphlets  regarding 
sterilization  and  made  reprints  of 
scientific  articles  in  the  field.

Witnessing  their 
frothings,  We-2  were  convinced  of 
our  spiritual  responsibility  to  "do 
our  bit."  Tiny  as  same  might  be,  we 
we  could  help  a  little  toward  the  so- 
lution of  Hindustan's  overall  prob- 
lem, with  its  unparalleled  misery. 
(We  here  must  gratefully  record  our 
debt  to  Kipling  for  his  Hindu  chil- 
dren's stories,  such  as  "The  Story 
of  Muhammed  Din."  Often  we  like- 
wise were  careful  to  ceremoniously 
return  our  "Talaam  Tahib.") 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lee,  of  Calcutta's 
Wellington  Square,  were  most  sym- 
pathetic.

Elsewhere  your  editor,  writing 
on  Hindustan's  overpopulation,  con- 
sistently has  taken  issue  with  cer- 
tain tragically  pessimistic  conclu- 
sions. These,  reached  by  the  Native 
Commission,  are  paralleled  by  an 
eminent  American  investigator.* 

*Years  ago,  a  commission  of  native  pundits,  after  long  consideration,  declared  Hindustan's  overpopulation 
problem  "Insoluble  ".

The  only  safe  method  is  watching 
the  falling  trend  over  several  decades."

Out  of  Utah,  particularly  the  University  of  Utah,  is  coming  some  of  our  b'^st 
genetics  research.  Read  Dr.  Stephens'  "An  Achondroplasic  Mutation  and  The 
Nature  of  Its  Inheritance" — Journal  of  Heredity  8/43. 
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Once  our  automobile 
halted  at  a  Greek  ^Mon- 
astery.

It  displaces  food  plants  in  the  competition  for  sunshine,  soil  foods.  It  also  is 
charged  as  being  poisonous  to  hogs. 

Is  above  not  worth  reflection  as  to  immigration  control  of  humans?  There 
is  constant  pressure  toward  "amending  to  death"  the  Immigration  Quota  Acts  of 
1921-22-24.

MILK  TRUCK,  USING  NO  GASOLINE 

Our  brotherhood  with  not  only  Congo  pygmies,  Eskimo,  also  Ceylon's  timid 
Veddahs  is  emphasized  by  above  illustration.  One  realizes  that,  just  as  human 
infants  are  nourished  by  mother's  milk,  so,  too,  are  camel  colts,  even  mice. 

Will  not  our  thinking  as  to  such  brotherhood  however  be  clearer  when  we 
clearly  face  the  fact  that  there  are  vast  differences  in  individuals?  On  this  desk 
is  data  from  an  American  Social  Service  worker  in  Hindustan.  It  indicates  that 
the  average  village  cows  here  yield  just  about  l/50th  of  average  cow  milked  at 
your  editor's  dairy. 

HE  ADDS  SIGNIFICANTLY  that  so  great  is  the  superstition  about  the 
"sacred  cow"  that  low  grade  bulls  run  unhindered  everywhere.

Contraception  has  therefore  provided  an  effective  and  acceptable  means  of 
reconciling  the  disharmony  between  the  desires  for  food  and  sex-union.  Soon  after 
the  Darwinian  doctrine  became  established,  it  was  seen  that  contraception  could 
also  reconcile  the  disharmony  between  benevolence  and  race  improvement,  by 
checking  or  completely  stopping  the  reproduction  of  feeble,  diseased  or  defective 
individuals,  thereby  replacing  the  brutal  agency  of  natural  selection.

Note  the  kiddie  in  the  foreground  who  joyously  is  innocent  of  any  clothing- 
restraint.  Is  she  not  the  symbol  of  the  accelerated  overpopulation  to  which  late 
Director  Guy  Burch  of  Population  Reference  Bureau  called  attention.  He  declares 
that  "Latin"  America  now  is  crowding  even  Hindustan  as  the  world's  most  danger- 
ous center  of  overpopulation.  All  of  this  he  declares  leads  to  war.

"Kennedy"  was  ugly- 
head,  "Courtney"  was  pugnose,  (curtnez).  "Macnab"  was  son  of  an 
Abbott,  "Macpherson",  "son  of  a  parson".  .  ."Packard"  came  from 
Picardy,  "Janeway"  from  Genoa.  "Lee,"  (Virginia  General),  had 
an  ancestor  named  from  a  meadow,  a  lee,  or  lea.  (Note  "Bradley,"  from 
broad-lea,  "Hawley,"  from  a  meadow  with  a  haw-thorne  hedge,  "Bev- 
erly" from  a  beaver's  lea)  .  .  ."Butler"  was  a  bottler  .  .  ."Baker"  in 
Scotland  became  "Baxter".  .  ."Lynn"  lived  near  the  lynn  or  waterfall.

Few  like  your  editor,  almost  an  octogenarian,  can  remember  rac- 
ing horse  and  buggy  for  a  ford  before  the  storm  swelled  the  bridgeless 
stream.  This  frequently  occurred  in  California's  1880s  on  even  the 
main  highway  between  Sacramento  and  Folsom  (21  miles  away)  with 
its  hinterland's  gold  mines.  In  heavy  weather  said  ford  might  be  im- 
passable for  several  days. 

From  above,  one  can  imagine  Cro  Magnon  Man's  interest  in  fords. 
Above  Cro  Magnon  artist  may  have  been  a  Medicine  Man.  He  may  have 
selected  his  cave  near  a  ford,  hoping  more  clients'  profits  would  come. 
Later,  in  the  Middle  Ages,  a  smith  would  locate  his  smithy  at  a  ford. 
Thus  often  began  clustering  of  buildings  that  grew  into  villages,  towns, 
finally  cities.

II.    TOBAGO,  (TOBACCO) 

The  Great  Navigator  had  given  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  the  Audi- 
encia  of  San  Domingo.

IV.    SOLANACEOUS  TOMATO,  SOLANACEOUS  POTATO 

Tomato  long  was  cultivated  by  Europeans  only  as  an  exotic 
garden,  as  even  a  flower-pot  novelty.  Some  wild  tomatoes  have  num- 
erous but  very  small  fruits.  Same  resemble  a  bunch  of  very  bright- 
hued  Tokay  grapes.  They  were  attractively  colorful.  Being  solana- 
ceous,  they  had  a  bloom  resembling  that  of  Deadly  Nightshade  or  Bel- 
ladonna. (Every  European  knew  leaves  or  roots  of  the  Nightshade 
were  poisonous.  This,  even  tho'  the  fair  sex  in  those  days  did  use  the 
drug  to  increase  bewitching  power  of  Italian  eyes.) 

There  was  another  Solanaceous  plant  that  likewise  v/as  as  suspect 
as  poor  old  Columbus  with  his  upsidedov/n  oysters  on  trees  and  his 
humans  with  hellish  insides.  That  plant  was  the  potato.  It  took  a 
clever  French  king  to  grasp  what  his  subject,  the  chemist  Parmentier, 
told  him: — "Revolution  is  coming,  Sire,  because  the  masses  are 
hungry.  The  potato  is  your  remedy.  That  it  is  poisonous  is  biological 
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superstition  ...  I  have  eaten  it,  yet  still  live  to  give  you  this  warn- 
ing :  Potato  produces  food  when  frosts  kill  wheat." 

The  Grand  Monarque  next  evening  at  Court  dinner  wore  a  bouton- 
niere  of  a  lavender-hued  potato  blossom.  The  repast  started  with  a 
nutritious  potato  soup,  then  swallowed  by  his  courtiers  for  the  first 
time.  The  Revolution  thereby  was  postponed  to  a  later  reign.  .  One 
still  enjoys,  on  the  liners  of  Compagnie  General  Transantlinque, 
potage  Parmentier". 

How  the  tomato  followed  its  cousin,  the  potato,  up  the  social 
gustatory  ladder  into  acceptance  by  "The  400"  (and  the  4,000  000) 
your  editor  knoweth  not.  He  does  recall,  however,  in  his  boyhood' 
hearing  a  doctor  (degrees  from  Harvard  and  Vienna)  sagely  warning: 
— 'Never  eat  tomatoes.  They  are  the  principal  cause  of  rheumatism '" 


LLAMA  LAND  (See  pages  11  and  12) 
The  tomato  tends  to  be  a  Cordillerian-Piedmont  native.  The  wild  potato 
ranges  into  the  Higher  Andes.  While  botanizing  up  there,  your  editor's  diet  some- 
times was  wind-dried  llama  tcherkie  (origin  of  our  word  "jerky")  and  of  chunyo. 
Latter  was  potato  flakes  (like  our  cereal  "cornflakes").  It  was  made  by  squeezing 
thetrost  from  the  potatoes  by  squaws'  bare  feet,  as  in  making  Italian  "footwine". 


V.  LAVOISIER 

Yes,  the  Revolution  WAS  postponed  until  a  later  reign.  Indeed 
the  crash  did  not  come  until  the  time  of  that  Lavoisier,  who  had  in- 
vented the  Agriculture  Experiment  Station.  As  a  tomato  grower  him- 
self, your  editor  has  profound  respect  for  intensely  practical  work  of 
the  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations.

Born  an  aristocrat,  he  knew  France  s  misery 
was  ever  increasing  overpopulation  as  against  fixed  food  acres.  Yet, 
by  French  Revolution's  deliberate  classwarfare  plotting,  he  saw  his 
family  guillotined  before  his  own  head  fell.  Charged  with  "poisoning 
Paris'  air  by  his  experiments,"  the  sentencing  judge  i"^iled :—

VI.  VAVILOV 

Lavoisier's  martyrdom  was  to  have  a  parallel  in  our  20th  Century. 
Dr  Vavilov's  persecution  came  on  a  charge  of  "dissipating  his  efforts 
by  sending  expeditions  to  foreign  lands,  instead  of  confining  hmiselt 
to  studies  on  local  plant  varieties  in  the  U.S.S.R.  The  Great  Master, 
Vavilov  died  because  of  his  devotion  to  "the  Mendelian-Morganian 
heresy  "  Dr  Vavilov's  American  friends  long  had  worried  about  what 
was  happening  behind  Soviet's  Iron  Curtain.  After  V-E  Day,  disquiet- 
ing "liquidation"  rumors  filtered  thru.  Later,  all  hope  melted. 

The  world's  greatest  geneticist  was  tortured,  hoping  for  a  con- 
fession he  stubbornly  refused.  Forced  on  foot  across  icy  Siberia, 
Vavilov  finally  was  "liquidated"  in  cheerless  Kamchakta.  Trying  to 
increase  Russia's  wheat  supply,  he  combed  both  hemispheres  for 
improved  strains.  The  Allwise  Soviet  branded  him  as  "crimmally 
unpatriotic",  because  he  went  overseas  for  resistants,  was  not  satisfied 
with  Russian  strains.

Can  we  have  a  curly  top  re- 
sistant tomato,  and  eat  it.  too? 
University  of  California  scien- 
tists are  at  work  on  that  prob- 
lem reports  Torrey  Lyons,  farm 
advisor.  Sacramento  County. 

Curly  top  is  a  virus  disease 
spread  by  leafhoppers.  This  year 
the  hatch  of  hoppers  was  very 
great,  causing  the  loss  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  tomato  crop  in 
San  Joaquin  Valley.  Fortunate- 
ly damage  to  our  local  tomatoes 
was  not  great.  This  is  especially 
fortunate  for  our  market  to- 
mato growers,  as  they  have 
been  receiving  excellent  prices. 

Certain  wild  tomato  species 
found  in  Peru  are  curly  top  re- 
sistant But  they  are  small  and 
have  to  be  bred  back  with  Caii- 
fomia  species  for  commercial 
size  During  the  back  crossing 
i  process  they  also  lose  the  wild 
tomato  size  but  also  the  resist- 
ance The  problem  now  is  to 
get  the  commercial  size  and  re- 
tain resistance. 

Scientists  on  the  Davis  and 
Berkeley  campuses  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture  are  working 
on  that  proiect  which  is  all  the 
more  urgent  as  most  of  our  .o- 
mato  crop  in  the  southern  San 
Joaquin  Vallev  was  lost  tnis 
vear  due  to  the  curly  top  virus. 
I  Entomologists  in  Berkeley  are 
raising  thousands  of  beet  leaf- 
hoppers.  Although  there  are 
some  2400  species  of  leafhoppers 
ir.  'North  America,  only  <me 
species  carries  the  virus  to  to- 
matoes sugar  beets,  Vv-atermel- 
ons.  cantaloupes,  peppers,  spin- 
ach and  other  crops.  The  insects 
are  shipped  to  Davis  where 
thev  are  used  for  testing  the 
curly  top  resistance  of  the 
thousands  of  plants  developed 
during  the  course  of  this  toma- 
to breeding  program.

The  aristocracy,  the  3,000,000  Kulaks  unrooted,  the  next  victims 
were  the  intellectuals  of  the  professions.  Of  these,  Vavilov,  probably 
the  world's  ablest  geneticist,  always  vrill  be  the  symbol.  Later,  the 
frightened  Soviet  leaders  tried  to  make  scientists  overnight  out  of 
what  talent  they  found  was  left.  It  was,  however,  too  late.  Your  editor 
out  of  his  European  experiences,  feels  U.S.S.R.  must  fall  of  its  own 
weight  eventually  because  of  above  impoverishment.  He  was  at  the 
Russian  border  at  one  of  their  worst  blood  purges.  He  heard  escape 
tales  of  The  Horror. 

Satanic  efficiency  of  leadership  described  was  demonstrated  by 
the  Katyn  Massacre.  There  was  published  a  several-volume  report  of 
findings.  HOW  MANY  AMERICANS  HAVE  READ  IT"^  And  yet 
unless  one  has  waded  thru  that  mass  of  testimony,  one  can  hardly 
sense  just  how  dysgenic  is  Communist  class-warfare.  There  was  an 
element  m  Poland  of  remarkable  ability.

statesman.  True  the  percentage  was  small.  Undoubtedly  it  was  even 
less  than  Who's  Who's  1/6  of  1%  in  the  American  Population  mass.* 

Above  mentioned  World  War  I  I.Q.  tests  covered  2,000,000  draft- 
ees. That  effectually  disposed  of  Hyphenate  argument  that  earlier 
I.Q.  tests  had  been  of  small  groups.  Said  statistics  are  not  available 
at  this  writing.  From  memory,  however,  they  ranged  from  England 
at  the  top  to  Poland  at  the  bottom.  Of  1,000  English-born  draftees,  200 
might  be  approximately  described  as  "lowpower",  but  200  were  of 
the  "officer  class."

Annually  on  writer's  ranches  are  raised  vegetable  seeds,  (carrots,  lettuce, 
beets,  peas).  Seed  companies  may  provide  their  experts  in  Selection.  These  uproot 
all  low  grade  pea-seed  plants.  (Have  we  not  Darwin's  Artificial  Selection?) 

Said  experts  work  in  gangs  of  10.  Your  editor  has  accompanied  them  along 
rows  of  growing  peas.  After  60  years  ranching,  he  today  still  cannot  see  what 
these  keen-eyed  men  find  in  plants  uprooted  before  seeds  are  set.  Upon  such 
selection  depends  seed  companies'  survival.  Truck  farmers  quickly  observe  any 
seed  company's  lowered  standard. 

When  will  we  use  similar  technique  with  markedly-unsocial  humans?  Sicilian 
Scarface  Al  Capone  came  to  use  here  his  Blackhand  criminal  methods.  He  built 
a  commercialized  vice  machine  which  allegedly  yielded  him  $200,000,000  yearly. 
U.S.A.  blundering  idealists  demand  relaxation  of  immigation  screening.  Such 
blindness  is  giving  American  taxpayers  much  of  their  present  burden.  Displaced 
Person  Klaus  Fuchs  also  was  not  screened.  Should  he  ever  have  been  allowed  to 
enter,  to  betray  our  atomic  secrets  to  Russia?

X.    ROMANS,  AZTECS,  INCAS 

Writer  made  studies  of  Patrician  statues  from  when  Rome  was 
the  world's  lawgiver.  Such  remarkable  statesmanship  never  again  was 
repeated  until  the  British  Empire.  Studies  of  these  marble  sculptures 
in  Italy's  provinces  indicate  a  tremendous  change  in  the  Roman  popu- 
lation mass.  This,  when  the  old  Patrician  folkways  of  stern  restriction 
of  marriage  broke  down.  Came  the  time  when  Senators  preferred 
luxury,  feasting  to  world  leadership's  stern  duties.  They  then  sold 
their  daughters  in  marriage  to  ratlike,  pleb  immigrants.  Then  came 
the  day  when  Horace  could  wail  "Noble  birth,  unless  accompanied  by 
wealth  is  valued  no  more  than  manure".  Study  the  busts  of  the  last 
half  of  Rome's  emperors.  Compare  them  with  the  earlier  Roman  Sen- 
ators. You  then  will  understand  why  one  can  be  so  earnestly  cautious 
about  human  hybridization  until  we  have  much  more  research. 

Frequently  your  editor  has  written  of  his  studies  in  Mexico  and  in 
Peru  of  the  absolute  extirpation  of  the  royal,  the  priestly,  the  warrior 
castes  by  Conquistadores  under  Cortez  and  Pizzaro.

Within  a  couple  of  decades, 
practically  every  member  of  the  Inca  royal,  priestly,  warrior  castes 
was  annihilated.  Only  the  docile,  near-moronic  slave  caste  were  spared 
for  labor.

The  1917  intellectuals  whose  skulls  rot  here  are  missed  in  1953,  when  France  for 
weeks  could  find  no  leader  as  Premier. 


XI.    CRIMINALS  OR  RESEARCHISTS 

In  Defeatist  strategy  to  prevent  eugenical  progress,  the  HyiDhen- 
ates  scream  ''Barnyard  Methods!"  Eugenists  accept  that  challenge! 
At  the  ast  World  Eugenics  Congress  at  The  Hague,  inherited  tenden- 
cies to  blindness  were  discussed.  Statistically,  it  was  declared  that,  of 
ZOO  children  born  of  a  certain  type  of  blind  marriages,  192  would  lack 
normal  vision  Yet,  such  blind  tend  to  marry  blind.

We  can  accept  into  U.S.A.'s  bloodstream  potential  crim- 
inals hke  bcarface  Al  Capone,  to  father  more  social  inadequates  We 
can,  on  the  contrary,  conserve  our  researchists.  Building  of  ever  im- 
proved strains  of  tomatoes  was  referred  to  above.  That  of  the  potato 
IS  similarly  impressive.  Your  editor,  collecting  wild  potatoes  in  Peru's 
highlands,  lived  at  times  on  chunyo  and  llama  tcherkey.  (See  photo- 
graph, page  4).  Contrast  Andean-grown  potatoes,  marble-sized, 
unchanged  from  the  wild,  with  U.S.A.'s  cultivated  ones.  As  to  our 
Idaho  s  Pocatellans  may  exaggerate  a  wee  bit  when  they  yarn  about 
that  GI.  He  told  an  Idaho  potato  grower  the  Army  had  sent  him  for 
potatoes.  Farmer  asked  "How  many?"  .  .  .  "200  pounds"  .  Farmer 
snapped :— "Wouldn't  cut  a  potato  in  two,— not  even  for  the  Army  " 
If,  however,  anyone  holds  the  average  size  "Murphy"  in  his  left  hand 
then  looks  at  the  size  of  his  thumbnail,  he  has  a  striking  example  of 
the  difference  between  the  unprogressive  Peruvian  Indio's  marbles 
compared  with  American  Know  How's  "spud". 

U.S.A.  is  land  of  highest  living  standards.  We  glory  in  our  sky- 
scrapers, our  airplanes,  our  Panama  Canal.  The  germ  of  each  of  ten 
thousand  achievements  is  the  highpowered  intellectual.

Meanwhile,  morons  always  multiply  like 
rabbits  ,  .  .  Descendants  of  pioneer  stock,  we,  like  them,  must  not 
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accept  defeat.  We  can  still  save  our  civilization.  Should  not  every 
voter  inform  himself  as  to  the  ever-increasing  fund  of  knowledge  thru 
research  in  eugenics,  and  human  genetics  ?

XIIL    D.B.R.  LAW,  POWERFUL  SELECTIVE  FACTOR 

The  Differential  Birth  Rates  Law  works  in  a  population  as  un- 
ceasingly as  Ocean's  tides.  In  a  few  generations,  a  population  can 
change  radically.  If,  (all  births  living),  1,000  Harvard  graduates  aver- 
age 3  children  each,  they  would  have  27,000  great  grandchildren.  If 
1,000  gangsters  averaged  8  children  apiece,  they  would  have  512,000 
great  grandchildren.  1  Harvard  man  might  hold  off  1  gangster.  His 
greatgrandson,  at  above  rate,  would  have  to  combat  18.  To  save  our 
civilization,  must  we  not  be  alert  as  to  multiplication  of  lowpowers? 
Do  we  not  need  to  accelerate  highpower  births  ? 

The  pioneer  birthrate  was  a  force,  which,  in  an  environment 
where  Uncle  Sam  always  gave  newlyweds  a  farm,  was  amazingly 
powerful.  It  could  even  have  overcome  the  frightful  losses  of  the 
unnecessary  Civil  War  of  1861-1865.  It  was  not  permitted  to  continue 
operating  because  of  the  biological  illiteracy  of  our  "statesmen".  We 
forced  the  high-living-standard  pioneer  into  competition  with  "cheap" 
labor  from  East  Europe  from  the  Mediterranean,  from  the  Orient. 
Coolies  were  introduced  whose  daily  wage  in  the  homeland  was  as  low 

as  1%  of  ours.  As  a  Director  of  the  Census  once  remarked:  "The

Let  us  try  to 
picture  this  second  proportion. 
On  this  desk  also  is  Mr.  Vogt's 
"Road  to  Survival"  of  335 
pages.  Approximately  4 
copies,  one  atop  the  other, 
might  represent,  say,  1,500 
pages.  Now  reduce  1,000,000 
years  (or  say  the  Osborne 
Book)  to  again  a  single  leaf. 
Thus  all  human  records,  (from 
Java  Man  thru  Cheops-to- 
Churchill),  compared  to  all 
Geologic  Time  is  as  a  mere 
dust-speck  on  this  desk's  glass 
top.

Nib- 
bling by  hungry  deer  or  bighorn  is  dis- 
couraged by  sharp  thorns.  An  extensive  root 
system  absorbs  rain  so  effectually  that  prac- 
tically nothing  can  grow  near  the  plant. 
IT  DOES  NOT  FLOWER  UNTIL  THERE 
IS  AMPLE  FOOD  FOR  SEED  MAKING, 
then  it  raises  its  floral  banner  twice  a 
6-footer's  height.

"India  Faces  Famine.  From  the  opening  of  the  New  Year  it  has  been 
obvious  that  India  was  to  go  through  a  period  of  intense  food  shortage.  Today 
the  question  must  be  posed  in  stronger  terms:  can  large  areas  of  the  country  be 
saved  from  a  famine  as  disastrous  as  that  of  1943,  when  over  one  million  people 
died  of  starvation  in  Bengal?  Three  successive  years  of  bad  monsoons,  to  saiy 
nothing  of  floods  and  droughts  in  the  past  12  months,  have  impinged  upon  the 
normal  conditions  of  poor  cultivation  and  a  soaring  birth-rate.  So  far  from  ap- 
proaching the  self-sufficiency  so  glibly  predicted  by  Mr.  Nehru,  India  requires 
this  year  to  import  six  million  tons  of  food-grains  to  supplement  her  own  three 
million  tons  of  home  production.  Though  the  Government  of  India  is  at  present 
importing  3.50,000  tons  a  month,  the  shortage  is  increasing  rather  than  receding. 
In  the  State  of  Bihar  alone  30  millions  of  the  40  million  population  are  reported 
to  have  fallen  to  starvation  already.*" 

Your  editor's  "500-Year  Plan  for  Hindustan"  seems  the  only  optimistic 
proposal  to  solve  "India's  Insoluble  Hunger".

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DOODLEBUG  TAILINGS 

In  addition  to  the  "battleship"  type  of  giant  dredger  there  is  an  inexpensive 
contraption  called  in  miner's  slang,  the  "doodlebug".  It  combs  the  tailings  of  old 
placers,  like  CARSON  CREEK,  also  of  Gold  Belt  hill  country  meadows.  Their 
type  of  tailings,  like  a  congestion  of  ant  hills,  is  conspicuously  different  from 
the  corrugations  that  result  from  the  giant  dredger's  operations.  The  tragedy  is, 
that  the  most  valuable  valley  land  of  the  Sierran  piedmont  is  thus  ruined  forever. 
Often  20  acres  of  meadows  therein  is  key  to  a  160  or  320  of  grazing.  In  the  1860s 
or  1870s,  such  a  farm  often  supported  a  family  of  8  to  10  children.  These  were 
the  type  that  now  give  us  our  surgeons,  bacteriologists,  engineers,  research  men.

Easterners  scorn  California's  lack  of  midsummer-green  meadows.  Natives  of 
the  Golden  State,  however,  revel  in  these  miles  of  yellows,  tawnys,  straws,  browns. 
They  value  the  rainless  months.  These  permit  carefree  wanderlusting,  with  study 
of  the  remarkable  adjustment  of  plants  to  this  arid  environment.  There  are  areas 
of  this  peculiar  type  throughout  California,  Mexico,  Central  America,  as  far  south 
as  snake-shaped  Chile.  There  are  stretches  of  similar  arid  country,  too,  in  Vene- 
zuela. 

Their  tarweeds  present  an  example  of  this  peculiar  evolution.  One  of  them, 
the  Elegant  Madia,  is  worthy  of  garden  cultivation.  All  the  genera  have  resinous 
secretions.  These  tarweeds  of  the  Upper-Lower  Sonoran  conserve  precious  mois- 
ture as  successfully  as  do  the  cacti  of  farther  south  in  the  same  Lower-Lower 
Sonoran  Zone  .  .  .  These  highly  efficient  tarweeds  are  composites.  Indeed  one 
Chilean  tarweed  is  a  source  of  salad  oil. 


Native  white  women  aged  45-49  years  with  homes  of 
less  than  $5  per  month  rental  value  had  4 1/2  children  per  woman,  while  women 
in  the  same  age  group  whose  homes  ranged  from  $50  to  $99  per  month  rental 
value  had  1%  children  per  woman.  The  lowest  economic  third  of  our  families  had 
overreplaced  by  76%,  while  the  highest  economic  third  under-replaced  by  19%.

An  East-West  moraine  in  California's  Sierras  has,  on  either  side,  a  very  dif- 
ferent type  of  forest.  On  the  North  was  the  "coastal"  flat  of  the  lake  still  persist- 
ing in  the  glacier-gouge.  On  this,  cedars,  Jeffrey-pines,  silver  firs,  some  180  feet 
high,  grew  thickly.  Sometimes  2  trees  disputed  space.  Had  one  not  noticed  1  was 
a  cedar,  1  a  pine,  one  might  have  thought  them  from  one  twinning  seed. 

Contrast,  with  said  cool,  moist,  shady  North-slope's  density,  the  sun-drenched 
south  slope.  Its  trees  are  as  spotted  as  sahuaros  on  an  Arizona  desert.  Some 
trees  stepped  off  60  feet  apart.  Let  us  represent  the  two  slopes  by:

XXX  X  X 

Even  the  south  slope,  however,  the  timber  also  had  a  high  birthrate.  On  one 
Jeffrey  pine,  about  160  years  old,  could  be  counted  thru  the  binoculars,  47  cones. 
A  fallen  cone  contained  some  112  nuts.  Deduct  from  said  160  years,  say,  ,30  for 
infancy,  adolescence.  This  nets  130  cone-bearing  years.  130  years  x  47  cones  x 
112  nuts  equals  this  yields  684,320  winged  nuts. 

Then  why  above  60  foot  spacing?  Since  the  moist  north-slope  trees  are  thick, 
like  the  proverbial  "peas-in-pod,"  the  limiting  factor  evidently  is,  not  lack  of 
food,  but  of  moisture.  Extensive  root  systems  are  necessary.  Rootlets  from  roots 
as  big  as  a  man's  thigh  from  each  of  2  pines  met  at  31  and  29  feet  respectively 
from  the  2  trees.  Hence  on  this  gravelly,  severely-drained,  sun-scorched  moraine 
slope  were  almost  desert  conditions.  Here  were  forced  spotting  as  with  sagebrush, 
creosote  bush,  or  cacti.  The  drainage  of  this  steep  glacial-till  soil,  between  ice- 
transported  boulders,  resembled  limestone-deserts  of  Provence. 

Looking  thru  that  scrawny  growth  to  the  thick-set  forest  peeping  over  the 
ridge,  one  was  reminded  of  the  power  of  population-pressure.  As  Dr.  Ray  Lyman 
Wilbur  once  told  San  Francisco's  Commonwealth  Club:  "Humans  always  breed 
to  the  bread  line."  Is  it  not,  therefore,  highly  important  that  U.S.A.  recognizes 
this  as  to  immigration  control?  We  still  are  almost  childish  as  to  legislation. 
Immigrants  arrive  as  this  is  written  boast  Russia,  Poland,  Germany,  via  Holland, 
England.  Extra-quota  from  their  real  origin;  they  gain  temporary  status  in  Can- 
ada and  Cuba.  Is  this  evasion  of  our  Immigration  Code  not  a  farce? 
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SHIP  OF  THE  DESERT 


"Arizona  Canary"  is  the  name  affectionately  given  to  the  patient  long  suffer- 
ing burro.  As  the  camel  is  the  ship  of  the  desert  on  the  Sahara,  so  the  burro 
is  the  ship  of  the  desert  for  the  prospector  in  our  Arid  Southwest.  Paucity  of  for- 
age is  shown  by  the  "leopard's  hide'  growth  of  the  vegetation  in  our  picture. 
Sparse  rainfall  plus  high  midsummer  temperatures  means  that  the  leafy  system  of 
the  above  ground  must  occupy  only  a  fraction  of  the  area  needed  by  extensive  root 
system  below  ground.  The  latter  is  evolved  to  catch  and  conserve  the  occasional 
desert  cloudbursts.  Burros  competed  with  both  bighorn  and  pronghorn-antelope 
for  forage  to  such  an  extent  government  found  it  necessary  at  one  point  to  shoot 
some  500  of  them.  Their  encroachments  were  resulting  in  an  alarming  decline 
in  the  numbers  of  the  native  big  game. 

Have  we  not  herein  a  parallel  with  the  competition  between  the  pioneer 
stocks  that  built  America  and  newcomers  from  areas  of  coolie  living  standards? 
The  original  colonials  were  overwhelmingly  British-Nordic.  One  English  squire 
boasted  he  had  72  ft.  of  sons.  There  were  12  of  these.  They  averaged  6  ft.  in 
height.  Such  men  were  accustomed  to  a  high  beef-protein  diet.  They  cannot 
compete  with  runtish  Japanese.  Latter  can  exist  on  a  daily  handful  of  rice,  plus 
some  flaked  dried  fish. 


EU-GEMS 

Many  of  the  community-wide  diseases  of  the  tropics  and  sub-tropics  are 
insect-borne.  These  include  malaria  carried  by  the  anopheline  mosquito,  typhus  and 
relapsing  fever  carried  by  the  louse,  plague  carried  by  the  flea,  kala-azar  by  the 
sandfly,  yellow  fever  by  the  stegomyia  mosquito,  and  much  of  the  dysentery  by 
the  housefly.  (London  Eugenics  Review  1/51.)

Above  is  fine  example  of  a  cirque.  The  word  "cirque'  was  given  such  a  basin 
by  French-speaking  Swiss  geologists  who  laid  the  foundation  for  glaciation  studies. 
The  amount  of  time  consumed  in  grinding  a  cirque  into  a  bowl  from  tablelike 
level  thru  centuries  of  snowfall  converted  into  a  glacial  ice  can  be  imagined.  The 
last  Ice  Age  still  persists  in  Spitzbergen.

MILLETTS  "GLEANERS"  (THE  LOUVRE,  PARIS) 

Qiiicha  women,  nearly  50  of  them,  were  pictured  in  Natural  History  (653) 
gleaning  potatoes  on  a  Peruvian  hacienda.  Wheat  gleaning  is  illustrated  in  Millett's 
Gleaners  above.  Your  editor,  accustomed  to  even  batteries  of  combined  harvesters 
in  his  native  California,  was  shocked  to  see  grandmothers  handpicking  after  the 
men  had  sickled  wheat  in  Spain,  also  Palestine.  Food  was  so  precious,  human  labor 
so  cheap,  that  the  process  used  by  Ruth  on  the  field  of  Boaz  still  prevails. 

What  seemed  amazing  was  that  gleaning  persisted  over  those  centuries. 
True,  U.S.A.  once  sickled  its  grain  into  sheaves.  It  is  not  much  more  than  a 
century  ago  that  American  inventive  genius  gave  us,  along  with  the  cotton  gin, 
the  reaper.  Followed  in  regular  succession  invention  after  invention  until  now  on 
your  editor's  ranches  airplanes  are  used  by  rice  seeding,  grain  and  weed  control, 
tomato  dusting.  LI.S.A.,  along  many  parallel  lines,  thus  has  distanced  the  growers, 
(more  illiterate  but  highly  fecund)  of  the  Backward  Nations.

A  fashionable  oth  Avenue  florist's 
show  window  one  December  was  color- 
ful with  California-grown  carnations. 
The  spectacled  professor  said,  "They're 
trebly  interesting  when  one  recalls  their 
wild  beginnings.  The  original  wild  car- 
nation still  grows  in  Savoy  meadows." 

Below  one  such  meadow,  is  a  modern 
town.  Same  has  a  florist  shop.  After 
gathering  a  few  tiny  wild  pinks,  some 
carnations  were  purchased  from  this 
florist.  He  said  "our  peasants  call  this 
wild  pink  'I'ieillet  saiiiage,'  (wild  Carna- 
tion)." Saying  "  'avec  un  leger  parfiim'  " 
(it  has  a  light  perfume),  he  continued, 
"Neighborhood  gardens  contain  gradua- 
tions from  small  wild  carnations  to  giant 
florist  varieties.

ION. Some  16  types  of  hereditary  blind- 
ness, for  example,  have  been  definitely 
determined.  Along  with  inherited  blind- 
ness are  certain  congenital  forms  of  in- 
sanity. The  burden,  meanwhile,  of  caring 
for  markedly-prolific  degenerates  is 
crushing.  Taxpayers  are  demanding  re- 
lief therefrom.

France's  1  9  4  0  Collapse  following 
nationwide  hysteria  over  1939's  news 
about  French  birthrate  fall,  cannot 
be  told  too  often.

V.    AGAIN,  THE  "500-YEAR  PLAN" 

The  membership  list  of  an  international  scientific  group,  of  which 
your  editor  is  a  member,  is  on  this  desk.  A  random  sample  approxi- 
mately classifies  names  as  follows:  Nordic  191,  South  European  9, 
South  American  3,  Doubtful  5,  HINDU  2.  (It  is  one  of  the  world's 
most  fruitful  groups  in  research.) 

It  is  those  2  Hindu  names,  (out  of  210) ,  that  fascinate  this  writer. 
This,  because  during  much  of  the  last  2  decades,  he  seemed  alone  m 
his  insistence  that  Hindustan  COULD  be  built  into  a  great  self  sustam- 
ing  world  power.  He  cautiously  dubbed  his  suggestions  "A  500-year 
Plan".  This,  when  such  articles  appeared  here  as  "India's  Insoluble 
Hunger" — when  Hindustan's  own  commission  of  native  Pundits  felt 
"absolutely  hopeless" — when  damagogic  babus*  screamed  "U.S.A., 
with  its  boundless  wealth  must  support  us."— also  "must  accept  our 
20,000,000  Displaced  Persons  as  immigrants." 

(Writer's  family  has  had  said  3  generations  connection  with  Hin- 
dustan. He  knows  that  great  subcontinent  from  Calcutta  to  Lahore, 
from  Benares  to  Bombay.  As  he  discovers  that  precious  minus-1%  in 
the  above  list,  his  mind  goes  back  to  above  experience  on  the  Ganges. 
Perhaps,  at  last,  the  Dawn  Goddess  is  sending  "Heroes".  Only  too  often 
it  takes  heroism  to  be  a  Leader.

VI.    SPARTA,  SIKH-LAND,  SHEMO  NO  SEKI 

During  a  life  of  overseas'  studies,  a  student  both  of  sociology  and 
of  history  accumulates  bits  of  experience  as  to  how  various  peoples, 
at  various  times,  controlled  overpopulation  pressing  available  food 
supply. 

Sparta  bred  for  warriors.  Faithless  infanticide  of  weaklings  was 
prompt  and  systematic.  Sparta  long  was  in  competition  with  Argos 
for  domination  of  Peloponnesus.  Victory  was  due  in  no  small  measure 
because  of  the  dual  kingship  sternly  enforcing  elimination  of  militarily 
unfit  male  babies.  Any  stockbreeder  today  grasps  how  quickly  a  herd 
can  be  created. . , , 

It  was  at  Shimo  No  Seki  that  an  aged  Japanese  told  us-2  of  "the 
good  old  days."  He  must  have  been  80.  He  could  remember  the  furor, 
all  over  Japan,  when,  in  1853,  Commodore  Perry's  fleet  anchored  at 
Yedo  Bay.  He  recalled  how  we  forced  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of 
Kanagawa.  "When  you  Americans  pried  open  our  ports  of  Shemoda 
and  Hakadote,  our  population  troubles  began.  Until  then  it  was  not 
polite  to  notice  a  baby  had  been  born.  Our  elders  had  a  clan  meeting, 
decided  whether  the  newborn's  living  was  for  its  best  interest.  Other- 
wise came  disposal.  Only  after  a  favorable  decision  were  presents 
proper.  With  Japan  opened  to  Western  ways,  came  industrialism, 
hunger  for  overseas  markets,  dreams  of  world  conquest,  then  cannon- 
fodder  concepts.  No  newborn  then  were  killed.  Now  overpopulation." 


VII.    GEISHA  GIRLS 

Few  alive  today  knew  the  Far  East  just  after  the  close  of  the 
Russo-Japanese  War.  Of  that  few,  those  interested  in  Eugenics  can 
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be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand.  Hence  this  testimony  may  be 
worth  recording: — 

The  Far  East  had  some  folkways  of  high  eugenical  worth.  An 
example  was  the  intense  passion  for  homogeneity  which,  as  to  Korea, 
will  be  discussed  in  Item  VIII  following.  Others,  like  the  wrestling 
matches,  were  of  debatable  worth. 

A  Japanese  wrestling  match  writer  attended  after  Russo-Japan- 
ese war  opened  with  Shinto  ceremony.  Present  were  Japan's  mascu- 
line "400".  Not  one  magnate  was  accompanied  by  his  wife.  There  were, 
however,  numerous  geisha  girls.  One  had  here  the  'Nth  degree  of  male 
dominance. 

Participants  were  of  a  breed  writer  never  elsewhere  has  seen. 
Enormous  mountains  of  fat,  of  flesh,  they  stripped  to  the  waist,  wore 
skirts.  Encircling  the  champion  were  6  hopefuls.  To  retain  champion- 
ship, he  had  to  down  one  after  another  without  respite.  . .  . 

So  with  immigration  restriction.  One  old-stock  American  in,  say, 
the  1880's,  could  compete  with  one  Scarface  Al  Capone-type  alien.  A 
Director  of  the  Census  said,  "Every  alien  arriving  prevents  birth  of 
one  oldstock  baby."  On  this  desk,  a  case  history  of  one  alien  with  16 
sons.  (He  didn't  count  daughters.)  The  Hyphenates  demand  abolition 
of  immigration  restrictions.  Does  that  not  mean  a  trend  of  pioneer- 
stock  toward  extinction  like  the  bison's  ?  Ought  we  overstrain,  severe- 
ly, like  the  Japanese  wrestler-champion,  the  type  that  built  U.S.A.  ? 

To  a  eugenist,  who  also  is  almost  a  fanatical  feminist,  above 
emphasis  on  absolute  male  dominance  must  always  be  biologically 
unfortunate.  IT  IS  TO  THE  GLORY  OF  RECENT  RESEARCH  IN 
HUMAN  GENETICS  THAT  WE  KNOW  THE  MOTHER  CONTRI- 
BUTES EXACTLY  ONE-HALF  HER  BABY'S  GENES.  The  unscien- 
tific Far  East  custom  is  therefore,  perhaps  509r  inefficient.  How  much 
upon  our  respect  for  woinanhood  is  our  unique  American  know  how 
based  ?  .  . 


VIIL    OLD  KOREAN  POPULATION-FOLKWAYS 

Our  family's  interest  in  China  and  in  Hindustan  extended  also 
to  Japan  and  Korea.  In  those  contacts  our  folks  sensed  folkway 
strength  that  since  has  weakened.  An  example  was  the  passionate 
desire  for  homogeneity.  Both  in  Japan  and  in  Korea,  the  law  was  "If 

■   you  find  a  foreigner,  kill  him !" 

And  this  was  done  cheerfully. 

Commodore  Perry's  fleet 
was  sent  to  end  this.  A  century 
later  a  eugenist  asks  himself: — 
"What  right  had  we  to  set  into 
motion  forces  that  today  have 
brought  Japan  tragic  and  ever- 
increasing  population  pressure? 
And,  when  one  studies  some  of 
the  so-called  "Latin  America  re- 
publics", whose  political  insta- 
bility is  due  to  hybridization, 
one  further  wonders. 

Such  reflection  is  increased 
when  one  ponders  the  homo- 
geneity of  Sweden,  Norway, 
Denmark  and  particularly  Ice- 
land, and,  in  contrast,  the  weak- 
ness of  heterogeneous  Czecho- 
slovakia. Then  one  asks  oneself, 
how  much  has  the  world  lost 
when  U.S.A.,  after  the  Civil 
War,  to  fill  the  vacuum  of  fac- 

  tory  labor  caused  by  its  war 

~     ;  deaths,  accepted  ship  steerage 

crowded  with  docile  folk  from  regimented  lands,  just  to  get  factory 
hands  ? 

Would  America's  160,000,000  today  make  a  far  deeper  impact  on 
world  culture  if  we  were  as  homogeneous  as  Iceland  ?  We  could  have 
been  and  we  would  have  been  spared  Scarface  Al  Capone  with  his 
$200,000,000  annual  commercialized  vice  income. 

Arriving  in  Korea  after  the  Russo-Japanese  War,  we-2  were 
amazed  at  its  lack  of  sanitation.  Mothers  fed  suffering  babes  pills 
of  cow  dung.  These  had  been  blessed  by  Buddhist  priests.  That  3  babies 
out  of  5  died  before  their  first  birthday  is  an  index  of  such  lack  of 
sanitation.  Is  there  not  danger  in  our  saying  "Double  the  Orient's 
expectancy  of  life  by  sending  medical  workers?"  Does  not  our  own 
Puerto  Rico's  half  century  of  tragic  failure  indicate  what  they  first 
need  is  knowledge  of  birth  control  ? 

After  a  lecture  writer  gave  on  tuberculosis  control  to  the  students 
of  the  medical  collerre  in  Seoul,  one  said:— "You  are  a  Christian  gentle- 
man. You  cannot  he.  Is  it  true  there  is  in  America  a  3-story  building?" 
At  that  time  we  had  one  in  New  York  of  30  stories.  One  did  not  dare 
tell  him  that  one  passed  a  9-story  building  in  San  Francisco  enroute  to 
the  steamer.  Do  we  Americans  appreciate  that  the  "American  Know 
How"  came  from  10  generations  of  pioneering  of  a  homogeneous  folk? 

Are  we  alert  as  to  UNDERpopulation  within  OVERpopulation  ?

IX.    THE  "INCREDIBLE  BIRD"

CONDOR  LAND 
In  an  expanding  bird  population  Condors  have 
declined,  perhaps  95%,  to  a  few  desert  areas. 


From  one  fossil  scale,  Agassiz  built  up  a  theoretical  fish  outline. 
The  finding,  later,  of  the  entire  fossil  fish  proved  his  judgment  unerr- 
ing. Today  we  have,  not  a  fish  scale,  but  a  bird  bone.  Avian  paleontol- 
ogists christen  it  "Incredible  Bird."  This  Incredible  Bird  was  even  con- 
siderably larger  than  the  "Terrible  Bird".  Latter  apparently  was  per- 

  haps  twice  the  size  of 

the  California  Condor. 
We  know  nothing 
about  Incredible  Bird's 
birthrate.  We  do  know 
it  long  has  been  ex- 
tinct. 

We  also  have  learned 
that  Condor  lays  one 
egg,  biennially.  Often 
it  is  infertile.  Condor, 
now  confined  to  South- 
ern California  desert 
ranges,  once  had  a 
much  greater  habitat. 
Lewis  and  Clark  found 
it  on  the  Columbia 
River.  It  must  once 
have  inhabited  the 

  Oregon  apple  orchard 

country.  It  also  was  seen  by  the  Spanish  explorers  where  now  are 
the  Salinas  lettuce  farms.  One  river  there  is  still  "Pajaro  River",  the 

"Rive  r  of  the  B  i  g   

Birds." 

That  the  Condor 
race  is  ancient  is  re- 
vealed by  fossil  re- 
mains of  birds  in  the 
La  Brea  Asphalt. 
Therein  Dr.  Loye  Mil- 
ler found  bones  of,  not 
only  Condor,  U.S.A.'s 
largest  bird,  but  Tet- 
raornis,  the  "terrible 
bird".  The  current 
struggle  to  preserve 
the  California  Condor* 
may  only  result  in  ex- 
treme UNDERPOPU- 
LATION  WITHIN 

OVERPOPULATION.   

We  know  only  too 
little  about  the  Terrible  Bird  and  the  Incredible  Bird.  We  DO  know, 
however,  that,  while  even  undesirable-alien  birds  (English  Sparrow, 
Starling)  increase,  the  Condor  tribe  IS  so  close  to  EXTINCTION. 

"National  Audubon  tries  to  save  Condor  as  it  did  Roseate  Spoonbill.  Perhaps,  however,  the  Condor  may 
drift  to  extinction  like  Passenger  Pigeon,  also  the  pretty  gold-and-green  Carolina  Parakeet,  ("U.S.A.'s  only 
parrot"),  likewise  Moa,  Dodo.  We-2  offered  National  Audubon  $1,000  for  a  publicity  campaign  to  save 
Ivorybilled  Woodpecker.  Apparently  it  also  is  extinct.  Here  was  woodpecker  UNDERpopulation  amidst 
OVERpopulation.  Are  we  alert  as  to  such  UNDERpopulation  within  OVERpopulation ?

X.    GREECE,  CLASSIC  EXAMPLE 

Sir  Francis  Galton,  founder  of  the  science  of  Modern  Eugenics 
declared  the  Enghsh  intellectuals  of  his  brilliant  Victorian  Era  were 
as  far  below  the  Classic  Greeks,  (Socrates,  Hippocrates,  Aristotle, 

 Eratosthenes,  Plato),  as  said

Have  we  not  here  THE  clas- 
sic example  of  the  menace  of 
what  Dr.  H.  H.  Laughlin  called 
"Conquest  by  Immigration". 
At  first  Athens  limited  mar- 
riages to  her  ruling  caste. 
Here  was  real  homogeneity . . . 
and  power.  With  years  of 
power  came  Wealth.  With 
wealth  grew  love  of  luxury. 
Daughters  were  sold  in  mar-

XL    GOLDEN  TILED  TEMPLES 

Mexico,  and  a  little  later,  the  other  South  American  "republics" 
were  visited  systematically  by  your  editor  commencing  with  this 
century's  dawn.  More  and  more  he  became  absorbed  in  the  strategy 
of  Cortez  and  of  Pizarro. 

The  eugenist  in  Mexico, 
(also  in  Inca  Land),  finds 
himself  reminded  that  ex- 
tinction of  the  Intelligent- 
sia can  be  telescoped  into 
comparatively  few  years. 
In  ancient  Peru  an  unbe- 
lievably small  number  of 
Pizarro's  "army"  was  in 
mortal  contest  with  the 
enormous  Inca  fighting 
force.  The  Spaniards'  only 
advantages  were  (a)  man 
in  shining  armor ;  (b) 
horses,  strange  to  the  In- 
cas;  (c)  Firearms,  in  lieu 
of  bow-and-arrow.  With 
one  man  against  10,000,  it 
was  necessary  to  use  all  the 
advantage  of  superstitious  fear.  This  can  corrode  illiterates.  Within  a 
couple  of  decades,  practically  every  member  of  the  Inca  royal,  priestly, 


HUMAN  TRUCKS.  GUATEMALA 
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warrior  castes  was  annihilated,  the  temple's  golden  tiles  looted.  Only 
the  docile,  near-moronic  slave  caste  were  spared  for  labor.  Are  we 
alert  as  to  UNDERpopulation  within  0 VERpopulation  ?  In  some  in- 
stances it  can  be  telescoped  into  a  decade  or  two,  as  with  Conquistador 
speed.  It  can  be  spread  over  a  century  or  two.  Then  it  can  be  as  in- 
conspicuous as  a  fire  creeping  under  forest  floor  leaves. 


XII.    RUSSIA,  MIGHTY  UPROOTER 

The  Soviet  government  eventually  may  go  down  as  History's 
greatest  dysgenic  force.  In  Russia  itself  they  annihilated  the  Czarist 
aristocracy,  then  some  3,000,000  Kulaks  or  farming  intelligentsia. 

Next  came  the  Savants.  Herein  they  fol-   

lowed  the  pattern  of  the  French  Revo- 
lution. Lavoisier,  inventor  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station,  had  given 
from  his  private  fortune  to  buy  bread 
for  whole  French  cities.  Yet,  because  of 
his  experiments  in  chemistry,  he  was 
accused  of  "poisoning"  Paris  air.  His 
family  (note  the  complete  extirpation) 
was  guillotined  before  his  own  head  was 
severed.  The  judge  declared  "La  Repuh- 
lique  na  pas  besoin  des  Sevants."  So, 
too,  Russia  "liquidated"  her  Savants. 
Of  Dr.  Vavilov,  your  editor  frequently 
has  written.  Read  in  Scientific  Monthly 
(May  1953)  how  the  communists,  awak- 
ening to  that  monumental  blunder,  com- 
menced to  manufacture  new  "scientists" 
by  mass-production  from  the  "reliable" 
workers  and  peasants.  Since  most  of 
these  failed  to  make  the  grade  when 
Russia  needed  thousands  of  firstrates, 
"Collective  examinations"  were  in- 
vented. 

" Kannonenf utter"  was  a  German 
word  cynically  whispered  continually 
when  your  editor  first  visited  Germany 
at  this  century's  opening.  The  cannon- 
fodder  birthrate  theory  was  to  repeated- 
ly dominate  the  thought  of  not  only 
Germany,  but  of  France,  of  Italy,  and, 
under  Stalin,  of  Russia.  How  successful 
the  "Heroic  Mother"  campaign  of  the 
Soviets  has  been  can  be  gauged  by  the 
Mussolini  failure  therein.

XIIL    UNDERPOPULATION  INSIDE  OVERPOPULATION 

Does  it  not  seem  evident  there  can  be  UNDERPOPULATION 
WITHIN  OVERPOPULATION  ?  Is  not  Hindustan  a  gigantic  example 
thereof?  The  original  Nordic  conquerors  were  masterful.  They  built 
a  remarkable  civilization  in  The  Punjab.  They,  however,  like  their 
brothers,  the  Visgoth  conquistadores  of  Spain  and  of  Portugal  in  the 
1500s,  left  their  women  behind.  West  Asia's  burning  deserts  were  as 
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all-powerful  a  barrier  as,  nearly  2,000  years  later,  was  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  to  those  who  followed  Columbus.  The  soldiers  of  Cortez,  of 
Pizarro  became  "squaw-men".  They  raised  generations  of  mestizos, 
destined  to  give  Latin  America  decades  of  unstable  government.  The 
Nordics  in  the  Punjab  also  crossed  their  blood  with  native  girls, 
raised  mongrels.  Today,  unstable  Hindustan  babus  whine  "America 
must  feed  us." 

Is  not  UNDERPOPULATION  WITHIN  OVERPOPULATION, 
also  what  was  happening  in  U.S.A.,  1890-1940?  We  had,  at  the  Civil 
War's  outbreak  a  unique  world  asset.  After  classic  Greece,  we  were,

"Yes,  we  are  sliding, 
with  ever-accelerated 
movement,  toward  the  ~ 
brink  of  the  Overpopulation  Precipice.  Even  the  backward  Orient  also 
herein  is  stirring.  A  group  of  U.S.A. 's  populationists,  painfully  small, 
had  been  shouting  said  fact  for  half  a  century.  Mankind's  slumber  re- 
mained profound.  What  the  newly-awakened  yet  do  not  see  is  that, 
within  OVER-population  there  can  be  UNDER-population.  Such  UN- 
DER-population  can  proceed  in  groups  within  any  population  mass. 
An  example  was  its  development,  1890-1940,  in  U.S.A. 's  college  grad- 
uates. 

If  homogeneity  is  a  prime  factor  in  civilization's  progress,  (as 
seems  evident  in  all  Scandinavia),  then  are  not  the  findings  of  a 
former  Census  Director  worth  reflection?  He  declared  admission  of 
any  immigrant  to  U.S.A.  meant  just  one  old  stock  American  never 
was  born.  Our  living  standard  is  the  world's  highest.  Those  whose 
wage  standard  is  anywhere  from  i/o  to  perhaps  1/100  of  ours,  become 
successful  competitors  here.

From  New  Zealand  comes  regrets  that  that  Dominion  imported 
deer  for  hunting.  These,  injected  into  an  area  that,  evoluntionary,  had 
no  mammals,  alarmingly  upset  Nature's  balances.  Something  of  the 
same  kind  occurred  with  one  U.S.A.  movement  to  reduce  the  mountain 
lion  population  80%.  The  lions  were  cleaned  out  so  thoroughly  that 
the  balance  of  nature  was  tilted.  Then  the  deer  commenced  to  multiply 
in  such  a  way  that  the  loss  from  deer  overpopulation  became  more 
serious  than  any  mountain  lion  damage.  The  deer,  for  example,  de- 
stroyed the  aspens.  With  no  aspens,  no  spruce  forest  follows.  Without 
spruce  there  was  erosion.  The  effect  of  that  mountain  lion  hunt  is 
something  that  will  be  felt  for  generations.

Our  finite  minds  can  grasp  little  about  astronomical  distance, 
about  geological  time.  Did  you  read  "The  Coming  Eclipse  of  Epsilon 
aurigae  in  a  recent  "Sky  and  Telescope"?  Think  of  the  size  of  that 
double  star.  A  local  astronomer  declares  it  is  so  gigantic  that,  if  placed 
in  our  solar  system,  it  would  eclipse  earth,  moon,  sun,  and  also  all

SEARCHISTS. HOW  ABOUT  THEIR  DYSGENIC  BIRTHRATE?) 


The  Malthusian  doctrine  is:  Soon  after  all  the  naturally  fertile  soil  of  a 
country  has  been  cultivated,  either  births  must  be  restricted,  or  an  excessively  high 
deathrate,  due  to  undernourishment,  famines,  diseases,  or  wars  must  inevitably 
ensue,  whatever  social  system  the  country  may  adopt,  or  however  many  people  it 
may  be  able  to  feed  in  the  future.  (The  Scientific  Path  to  Peace  and  Prosperity. 
Dr.  C.  V.  Drysdale;  The  Malthusian,  London,  7/51.) 


The  opening  up  of  the  country,  and  with  it  the  increase  of  information  from 
remote  areas,  enabled  the  medical  organization  to  undertake  the  control  of  epi- 
demics at  their  start.  As  an  example  of  the  effect  of  such  control  one  may  quote 
the  epidemic  of  sleeping  sickness  which  spread  widely  in  Northern  Nigeria  after 
this  was  opened  up.  (London  Eugenics  Review,  1/51.)

Contrast  the  intelligence  of  Inca  royalty's  conservation  of  guano*  with  the 
unthinking  girdling  of  mahogany  and  avocado  forests  by  the  peon-type  Amerind, 
just  to  quickly  secure  a  crop  of  maize.  At  Population  Reference  Bureau,  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  Director  the  late  Guy  Burch  jolted  U.S.A.  into  grasping  that  "Latin"

There  was  issued 
at  the  same  time  the  90  plus  30 
centimes.  It  is  inscribed  "Pour 
Sauver  la  Race".  Its  device  a  moth- 
er fondling  her  baby. 

Both  were  90-centimes  stamps. 
Each,  therefore,  had  the  same  post- 
al value  as  that  of  the  concurrent 
carmine  90c  stamp  with  the  en- 
graving of  Pan.  The  surcharges  of 
30  and  60  centimes  respectively,  to 
be  used  to  arrest  depopulation.  In 
1939  came  news  worse  than  war. 
As  the  Maginot  Line  was  being 
filled,  from  the  League  of  Na- 
tions at  Geneva  came  the  alarming 
news: — France's  birthrate  had 
passed  BELOW  the  replacement 
level.  Here  was  indeed  news!  West 
European*  birthrates,  for  some  de- 
cades, had  been  falling.  There, 
however,  always  had  been  a  mar- 
gin. With  the  Nazi  terror  across 
the  Rhine,  France  had  nationwide 
Hysteria.  The  Cabinet  actually 

tabled  war  plans  to  enact  the  "Code  de  la  Famille.

From  the  land  of  the  purple-heathered 
moors  comes  above  scene.  Stirling  Castle 
was  fought  over  in  the  1,300s,  taken  by 
England's  Edward  I  and  retaken  by  Robert 
Bruce.  Scots  still  remind  one  that,  on 
nearby  Bimnockburn  battlefield,  they  out- 
numbered 3  to  1,  defeated  the  English.

From  "The  Action  of  Selection 
on  the  Principal  Rh  Alleles",  (Dr. 
Bentlley  Glass,  American  Journal 
of  Human  Genetics  9/50)  we  auote 
and  condense:  —  "Haldane  (1942), 
and  later  others  (e.g.,  Strandskov. 
1945;  Stern,  1949),  have  pointed 
out  that  NATURAL  SELECTION  would  be  expected  to  affect  the  frequencies  of 
the  Rh  blood  group  genes  because  of  the  occurrence  of  erythroblastosis  fetalis. 
This  pathological  and  often  fatal  condition  results  from  the  isoimmunization  of  a 
pregnant  woman  who  lacks  an  Rh  (or  Hr)  antigen  which  the  fetus  carries  on  its 
red  blood  cells.  Although  at  least  ten  such  antigens  are  now  known  (C,  Cw,  Cu, 
Cv,  c,  D.  Du,  d,  E,  e,),  yet  nearly  90  percent  of  erythroblastosis  fetalis  results  from 
isoimmunization  by  D  (Rh.)  .  .  .  The  d  gene  has  frequency  of  39.5  per  cent  in  the 
white  North  American  population;  D,  of  60.5  per  cent  (calculated  from  12,140  indi- 
viduals typed  at  the  Baltimore  Rh  laboratory,  1945-1946.

EGRETS  IN  NUPTIAL  PLUMAGE 

60  years  ago,  one  traversing  the  Suisun  marshes  near  San  Francisco  might 
count  50  egrets  in  a  day.  20  years  later  not  one  individual  would  be  visible  for 
several  years.  The  beautiful  nuptial  plummage  of  the  egrets  made  plume-hunting 
highly  profitable.  In  the  Occident,  it  was  in  heavy  demand  for  women's  millinery. 
In  the  Orient,  Nabobs  eagerly  thus  ornamented  their  turbans.  Then  National 
Audubon  Society  commenced  to  build  up  public  opinion  for  protection.  This  came 
just  in  time  to  prevent  the  egret  going  the  way  of  the  dodo,  the  moa,  the  passenger 
pigeon,  also  U.S.A.'s  only  parrot,  the  pretty  gold  and  green  Carolina  parakeet. 

In  pioneer  days,  when  egrets  were  numerous,  human  families  numbered  9, 
11  even  14  children.  We  today  no  longer  need  the  9-child  family,  except  in 
cases  of  the  exceptionally  gifted.  Even  in  those  classed  as  "highpowers,"  an 
average  of  3  may  be  sufficient  to  end  the  present  dysgenic  trend  of  the  Talented. 
The  Egret  device  symbolizes  the  possibility  of  the  comeback  of  the  near  extinct, 
ornithologist  or  human,  under  a  not  excessively  restricted  birthrate.

U.S.A., 
with  150,000,000  souls,  has  78.6  million  cattle. 

U.S.A.  poured  equipment,  munitions  into  Russia  in  World  War  II.  This 
enabled  the  Soviets  to  halt  Hitler.  What  won  the  war  on  the  Eastern  Euro- 
pean front  was  the  "American  Know  How". 
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
